^^fealnrfs of the fracture were correctly diagnoHtJcatcd by the surgeons 
^Bwhn H!iw tho caso, but the poii-morlrm dismcction revealed a longitn- 
^Vdinal fracture without ilit^plitccment, thri'ugh the bead of tho radius, 
^B which was not detected dnring Hie by any one present. The nirity of 
tliiM particular fracture, and indeed of iiny nflccting Ihc head or neck 
of tho rAdiiiH, IS concedf.'d by all author!*. The Hpi-cimen nhnwn pre* 
Bouted a clear and regular split, invcilviug very niinrly one half tho 
head of the mdiuH, cleaving outwariht »<i a» lo extend no further than 
the ueck of the bone. It won accompanied by a wry oblique fnictnro 
of the nliaft of the ulnn, commeneing at the deprettniun of llie articu> 
lar Hurfact! marking the Mrpurulion of the coronoid proccKii and tlio 
olecranon, extending almost lon^itodiiially three and a quarter iuvhea 
downwardfl. and detaching fnim the xttafl that portion of the bone to 
which the olecranon waM Hlla4;ticl.

Shortly after having received 
the kick, she had ha>mateniesis, which has since frequently recurred, 
until, on ndiniHsion into the Hospital, she was funnd to be eicei'Kivcly 
weak, aaA, for some lime proviows, had not been able to wnrk, nor 
even In sit op. There bad also been a sensation as of prcMnrc npun 
the epigastrium. Three dsyw before her enlriincc into Ih.- Iloxpilal, 
she had very copious hiematemesi^, repoitc<l a» umiinnling lo Ihv 
qvarif.

Ou the "th, the brandy 
was stopped, and iced milk, as diet, ordered, in small quantities, every 
two hours. Also arrow-root, occasionally. Ilsematemesis was again 
reported on the 8th and 9tli, and llierc was pain described as radiating 
from the epi^ai^trium, most marked towards ihc left side. This pecu- 
liarity of the pain, which was frequently noticed subsequently, sag- 
gested, at one time, the suspicion of mali;rnant disease,* which, ^ is 
well known, has followed severe blows even in young and vigorous 
pcrsouH. The writer, some years :iince. reported a case of this nature 
to the Society, in which cancerous disease of the foot, in a child, fol- 
lowed a violent kick.

The proportion 
of lime-water was subsequently reduced one half, and more, on account 
of its bcin^ unpalatable to the patient.

Rj^spirntiun more andible than in front, becoming fainter towanlti ha«e, 
and Hcaroely audible in lower third. Alteration of voice in back not 
MO marked as in front. Nothing abnormal in right back, or !n xnunds 
of heart, impulse of heart strongest at a point two inchcH to the 
rigtit of aternuin. No marked change of level of tliilneas when tho 
patient is in .t r<:cumbe:it position.

A nemtitoid worm.' discovered by Dubini. ia Milan, in the human 
tlnudeniim imd ji-Jiinuni in IS^. and afterwards in Bfcypt by llilliarx 
and Griea ill peer. Allied to strongylus, aod described by V. Siebold 
ari S. (jiiadridenlutua. Leni;lh of male 3-1", female +-5'", At the 
anterior extremity is the month, consisting of an oblique, homy, cap- 
solar disc, directed backwards, which contains four strong recurved 
teeth, with which the animal (ixes itself Rrmly to the mucous mem- 
brane of the duodenum and jejunum. Tho females are mnch more nu- 
merous than the males. A peculiar nnd gravo form of aniemia had 
long prevailed in Kgypt, which nfTcctcd one fourth of tho population, 
and was called Kgyplinn chlorosis, or cachexia Africann, but its nature 
and cause rctnnincd unknown till IKftS. when tJricsinzer, in his Imvels, 
made a post-mortem examination of one of these fatal cases at Cairo, 
nnd found thexe piirls i>f the iutestinal canal 6lled with fresh blood, 
and thiiuMiiniU of tlieHO little worms attached to the mucous mem- 
britne and lilWd with blood. The appearances pri>diiceil by these tit- 
tle animals are nuiuenmn eccbjmoaes on the mucous membrane of tho 
aixe of a millet-Keed, in the centre of which is a minute white spot 
pierced by a deep hole. It is from this little wound that the blood 
escapes, and from thin loss of blood follow the symptoms, which vary 
iu intensity according to the number of worms present. They consist 
of general pallor. p.ilpitali(in. slow and feeble pulse, and fatigue on 
slight exertion, with oc<-iiHional signs of disturbance in the digestive 
orgutis. AflrrwanlB, nnd in seve«^r cases, emaciation, wdoma, a yel- 
low or greonish skin, and all the symptoms of a grove anaemia. Tho 
ponS-minifm appearances are those presenleil in cosen of chronic he- 
morrhage. 

We have no knowledge of the occurrence of thia entozoon in Ihia 
t country until within a year. A form of an»mfa, with nymptoma simi- 
lar to those above given, has been known in Brazil for u long time, 
and described by travellers as anatmia tropicalis. No one suspected its 
true nature anlil last year, whoa Vt. Wucherer, of Bahia^ discovered

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three wormit in the jejunum, an<l verified thin discovery by anotber can 
in May of thiit year, and frum this patient the accompanying specimeni 
were obtained. They were givoii to Mr, Sceva by Dr. Walbanm, oi 
Ualiiii, wliii thus describes the syniptoms of the disease as tlteie obserr- 
cd: — "gray discoloration of the skin, jrreat veakness and anxiety, 
palpitation and perceptible pulsation in the epigastric region, part^ 
bliiidiicstf, at times yellow coloring of the conjunctivK, emaciation, 
thinit, iiiabilily to wulk, ceJem:i of the fiicc and extreuiities, colliqua- 
tive diarrhcea, collapse, death."

The appeamnces of the cranium correspond with those obaerrcd bj 
Virchow, Lucit and J. Barnard Davis in certain elongated skulls, ii 
which the early obliteration of the sagittal sature prevents the late 
ral expansion of the bead, and therefore tends to an increase of Un 
length of the skull, to accommodate the enlarging cerebral maas. 

The cranium exhibited,' and another, but adult specimen, presenting 
the same appearances, belong to the collection of the late Dr. Ga» 
pard Spurzhcim, in the Anatomical Museum at Cambridge.

A boy, 9 years old. was struck on the head liy a piece of timbei 
four feet long and sis inches square, which was used to fasten thi 
scalfiildiiig of a new building to the wall. It fell from a height of aboni 
twenty-four feet, striking the buy directly on top of the head ; he wai 
brought immediately to the City Hospital, where he died in a short time 
There w>is an ecchymnsis extending across the head, three inches Iod{ 
anil half an inch broad ; the whole scalp over the vertex was swoUei 
and doughy, but the skin was nowhere broken. The autopsy wai 
made by Dr. Swan, who has furnished the following account : — 

Autopsy. — The scalp was very mach thickened by an infiltration o 
blood and serum, generally in two distinct layers, the former nearea 
the skull. Centred on the median line and occupying the parieta 
bones, was a roughly circular masn of fractures a palm's breadth ii 
extent. There were five principal fragments, four of which were en 
tirely surrounded by lines of fracture, while the posterior curve of thi 
circle, instead of completing the fifth fragment, passed over the mid 
die of the right parietal, tearing the dura mater and the brain bcneatl 
to the extent of two inches, and terminating by two branches oi 
the floor of the skull, before and behind the petrous bone. The mas 
toid cells on that side contained cfTuscd blood. From the middle o 
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the sagittal aatara a line ext«ncled directly backwards, passing llirough 
the occipital booe and terminitliDg a little to the left ot tbo forwuoa 
magDDDi. The anterior extremity of this, the longest indcpflndunt 
line, carved to the right, and waa loat und^^r tbo temporal muMrle. 
whivh was bruised and ccchymosed. Under that portion of thu sagit- 
tal fractnre behind the moss of fragments, the longitTidinal sinas waa 

^nccratcd for two inches of its course, th part of which its cavity was 
aid open. The cential fragments wero depressed, and Ihcir iinprce- 

'•ion waa left npon the surface of the brain, whoee sabKlancv waa 
finn and who«c convolutions were much flattened, particularly in the left 
bemiopbero. Scattered ccchymoscs were numerous in the gray aub-

tiun of the durn mater on the left side, was an apoplectic clot lh« sJiM 
of a fillicrl. There won eflused blood upon the upper unrfacu of tbo 
brain and Ixincath the right half of tbc cerebellum, Tli« veiilficles 
and base of [he brain were uninjured.

((., a strong, woll-made American woman, 38 years old, was deli- 
▼cred of a dead mjilc child, about eight months ndvanced, on the 1th 
in«taut. Th« woman had had no previous iltnei^. The only child of 
a former marriage Is now living. She was married tn li or present huB- 
band six years and a half ago. Since thai time she has had five con- 
finemcnto—at six and a half months once, ati>ovcn months twice, and 
i the tcnn, in July of ]a«t year. The last-named child lived two 
ours, and then died without tciinwn cnusc: the earlier children were 
.11 stillborn. One month before the Rrvt labor »he had received a se- 
re blow upon the ubdomen. 

Until the present time ahc has employed a midwife, and cannot 
state whether there watt at the other birlhii any dineiifie of the placen- 
ta. The first child and the second were thought to show evidence ot 
being some time dead. There had been irregular uterine paina for 
several days before delivery. Throe days previously to it, the fcctal 
movements, which had been Krowinn feeble, ceased. No distinct 
proof of life could be obtained by auBCultalion. The head presented 
la the firvt position. The pains were efficient, the labor rapid. Tho 
dependent portions of the fcetns, when expelled, were of a bluiah 
euior. There was no pulsation in any part of the cord. The cinid was 
welt devctiipcd, mcsflurod seventeen iaches, and the skin everywhere 
in a Konnd condition. All efforts at resuscitation failed. 

A large portion of the placenta was in a state of well-marked fatty 
degeneration. There was do reason to suspect the existooco of any 
Tenereal taint in cither paroDl.

Dr. J. B. S. JackaoD Kays : — " Upon the broad fold of the mitral 
Talv.e were three little formalinns of a very iinusnal diaracter ; the 
lurgnKl l>cing a line or more in diameter, nnd the HmalleMt half as large. 
They mig^it be described as cyattn in the niilMtance »f the valve, and 
of which the inner surface woh sulllcii^nlly well defined : Ibe largest 
Oontaining only a very small, but recent coaguluin, the second x little 
opaque, curdy matter, and tho smallest a thick, puriform fluid. The 
aecond had been ruptured : but over the two others tho surface of tho 
valve was continuous. Otherwise tiio valve was healthy." 

Dr. Ellis, who also examined the heart, says : — " Tbo aortal valves 
presented a siDgelar appearance. Their free edges were quite exten- 
sively adherent, and two (?) of the fulds at least had been extensively 
raptured. They had a raggt,-"!, Inivrated appearance, and were covered 
vith fibrin, which on blendiM with the natural tissues that it was im* 
possible to difttinguiih the line which sopaialc<t them. 

" Above the valves waa a lung tongue of fibrinous- looking material, 
sprouting, as it were, from a very limited purtion of the arterial wall. 
Considerable cretaceous matter nas mingled with the fibrinous mate> 
rial. Tlic vegetations described probably owed tlieir formation partly 
to a morbid softening and growth of tlic liiuues, partly to the de[i4>itt> 
tion of fibrin upon the now material. 

" The disease of the mitral vahc accma to be beat explained io the 
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SUM w^. The process of prolir«mtion iuvoived the liiiHiio l-eiiealh 
the serous coitt, but perfuratbit or Ifae latter did not takv itlnce. ]]ud 
it occurred, tho some Tagged edge would have b«c-ii acta im on ttifi 
valves, nnd would hftvetffbrded the aame faciUtien for collectlii}; fibrin 
from the drculiiliiig blood."

Ity inicroacope, tlio vevtion of corticnl siibstnnco showed little but 
eptthi-lium, which seemed so abundant aw In utuicure tho uullinn of 
the tubules and their canal«. Blood -ntnining markud tlie general di- 
rection of an occasional tubule. iHoluied tubeo were! lined witli Ibe 
usual layer of epithelium, and seumed quite healthy, except that in 
very case, u far aa seen, they were much dilated. If they had been 
lied with C'jiithelium. as the view of tite ^neral section indicated, 
'they bad become emptied, ivheii separated from the mass. There 
was much scattered epitliclinm, and it waa boalthy. No appe»r*nce 
of fatty degcueratioD.

Tho com 
wu reported by Dr. Kkad, in whose prai-ticc it occurred. 

Un. , nt. 43, was 6 feet in height, and weighed 19S pounds 

two months l>cforr her death ; her family wc«^ noti"!! for their good 
hcatlb and longevity. In one of her confinements she had n very !»• 
diouH labor with a stillborn child, and llowcd neariy to death, bat 
from tliiH condition her convulcseence was rapid and entire. She had 
always enjoyc<l perfect health, and had never auITered in the slightest 
decree from nau»ea, dya|>cpsia, indiffestion, or any alfectiou of the 
stomach, and always had a good appetite, never havinf; had a day'B 
illoeas, save at her confinements, previous tu the middle of Septem- 
ber last, when she returned to the city from the eonnlry. 

About tho time of her return, sbo began to feel a little discomfort 
In breathing whenever abe quickened her pace or ascended stairs ; 
this gradually increased, but was attri1>uled to her weight, which was 
some fifteen or twenty pounds greater than the year before. Alter 
ber deoeosc, it was femcmbercd that sbe had for some lime fell a cer> 
tain degree of weight and discomfort on first retiring to bisl, which 
Boon, however, passed off. 

1 wa» called to sec her on the &th of November. She had been 
wakened in the previous nfght by pain in the abdomen, followed by a 
diarrhcea, for which, on the supposition that it was a "bilious at- 
tack," she ha<l taken a full cathartic dose of sweet tincture of iho- 
barb. with tho result of producing very profuse evacuations. Uer 
reMpiration was labored and thick, ^he was ordered a mixtnra to 
take, as occasion required, till the diarrhtca was checked, and then to 
commenrc a rcf;imen for unfatteniog. 

Nor. Stb. — Under the taediciao adrised, tlio djuritoeii abated for 
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about tn-cnty-ronr hours, when it bogau again, witli great pain and • 
feeliu)]^ of groat ilisconifort in the botrcls. The evacuations were de- 
scribed as tarrr, black, otTcnsirc and scybalous. Palae 80. Coinci- 
dent with the diarrhoea, pulsation in the carotids was noticed, and her 
complexion was waxy, and there was a slight cedema nf the face, bat 
none of the extremities. For the pain, one fourth of a grain of sal- 
phnte of morphia was injected into the left arm. and the folloiring 
ordered : — PoJophyllin, jrr. iv. : leptaiidriu, gr. xvi. : iridin, gr. viij. ; 
putv. capsic. gr. iv. : est. c.innab. Imi.. gr. viij. M. Ft. pil. viij. 
One to K- taken night and morning till free bilious evacuations should 
be produced. 

9th. —On the nest day there had been no evacuation from the bow- 
els, bnt a great deal of pain, with soreness of the abdomen to the 
touch. Another injection (pf mi'rphia. in the same quamiiy as on the 
8th, wa:» made, and an application of warm spirits of turpentine orer 
the bowels. 

9, i'.M, — No evacuation from the bowels. Pain relieved by turpen- 
tine application. Complains very much of noise in her left ear, which 
is audible two feet from the head. It sounds like the chiri>ing of a 
V'ird. or like the sound of the hair-spring of a watch. Trine normal in 
quantity and oolor, and gives no trace of albumen. Cieneral condi- 
tion uneh:iti;.;ed. 

In the course of the night she began to have evacuati-ins, and by 
the limo of the visit on the 10th she liad had live or six. In the course 
of the li.iy began to experience irouMe withher vision, and by 9. P.M., 
when 1 was again eumnioned. she had .tlniost complete amanrosia. 
Pr. Biiekiiigiiam saw- her with mo at this visit. She was ordered fifteen 
dtiips of the aromatic snlphuric acid once in three hours, with as much 
concentrated iioiirishnieni as she couM take, and claret wine and wa- 
tor p. r. a. Before tliis. no inspection of the eracnations was had, 
but it was evident that the olVeet was that of h:emorrhage. 

11th, — Refused to take the meJioiue through the nijrht. and had two 
vvacnaiions, one of which was .tbnosi entireiy of bbiod. She was 
persuaded to coniiaence the remedy, and after this had but two dejec- 
tions. Pain in the abdomen coninsuod. No rctnni of her eyesight. 

I'roin this lime till her death, on the li'ih. there was no material 
chan4rt* in her condition. She slept but very little, except by means 
»if tincture' of opium, of which she took U>'' dr.-ps Wfore she got nnder 
its iniUionee. and then slept seven honrs. Purfr'ir this time the pupiU, 
which wen> ooniplotoly dilated Ivfor*'. Kv.i-.ie strongly contracted ; 
the pulso remained at W. which was alvut the average, tier urine, 
which had Kvn scanty for about torty-ei;-!;i hours, Kvame very pro- 
fuse, sliiihlly opalescev.t lu appearance. a;vd U*IO in specilic gravity. 
Tudor the microscopo. it showed cryst.ils of oxalate of lime and lith- 
ate of ammonia, with a few epithelial sc.kJes. The ar.'matic sulphuric 
nci.l was cha-igi'd tor ;!io loilowitg :— B. lj-.:i;i!a" Siilph.. forri sniph..

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The antopsy, eondaclcd by Dr. 0. W. Swaa, revealed tho follow- 
in^: — AUiiioae littHue over Inink anti abdomen more than twice Ibe 
usual tliickucsK. OmtMitutu a muaa of fat. Garity of pelvb), aad in fact 
the whole abdomitial cavity, full of bright golden yellow fat. Heart palv, 
email, not remarkably suit ; valvoa nurmal. Liver, kidneys, and mtist- 
cle, what waa left, all pale. The tumor in the stomach was conliiied 
to the antenor panetes, of a regular and ilalleued oval form, ami na» 
sufficiently wvll defiued. It measured six and a half inches in li-Tijilh, 
fonr and a half inches in width, and one and a half inches in thick- 
ness, and did not approach within three inches of either orifice. The 
mucous surface over it was the scat of esteusivo nlcerftlione: otw of 
thct>« measured about four by three inches, two others from tlirce 
fourths to one inch in diameter, and there were others that wen' qulle 
email. Tho edges of these ulcers were neither thickened, indurate*!, 
nor at all reddened, thouf^h tho mucous membrane in tho tieighbor- 
hood of somo of Uiein was, in the recent state, occhymosed. The sub- 
xtance of Uic tumor was fully exposed, so as to form the l>ai«e of the 
three largest ulcers : and tho appearance was that of a white, flaccid, 
tough structure, neither fibrous nor fatty, though, on incision, it sw-m- 
cd to bo composed of these two last elements. An incision having 
been made into it through tho serous Btiifocc, it seemed In cunnlHt of a 
(ntly miuMi, with no more than the usual amount of fibrous tissue. 
With regard to position, it was shown to be betwr<!n tho mucous and 
the muM:nlar coalti. Tho stomach, which was olherwisn quite healthy, 
weighed, since tlte eianii nation, two pounds two and a half ounces, 
and a healthy oaa six and a half ounces. Intexlincs full of a black 
tarry substance, without much smell, and resembUug disorganized 
blood. On the left ovary, a cywt almul as large as an olive, pL'rfcctly 
transparent and tilled with tluid. There waa nothing peculiar about 
the lungs. Under the micrxiscopo, f»tty degencraltun was shown to 
have taken place to a groat extent in &I1 the IfssuOH. No appcaranoe 
of a mslignaot character in tho tumor. 

Tho ulcerations on the surface of the tumor suggest tho qncry, whe- 
ther a process similar in kind to that which takes plac* in the cuuclca- 
tiou of uterine tumoK, had not begun here ? Whether, if the ha'mor 
rhage bad not proved fatal, the whole tumor might not ha^'c been 
tnrftcl out of its investing walls, and passed away by digestion In tho 
Mtomach'f There is, to a certain extent, an analogy betwc<tn the two 
kinds of cases, and as wc know from observation that in the case of 
uterine tumors this has taken place, there seems to Im nothing in the 
condition of the case under consi delation vhich would forbid such a 
Tevult. 

JaK, Ilth, 16$7. — Uachidinn MfrningiHs. — Dr. Bobi.akd reported the 
case, so culled to iaolate it from the teases of epidemic ccrcbro-npinal 
meningitis. 

R. N.. Bit. 25, machinist by trade, entered the City ITofpilal on ibo 
29lh of December. ITaa wpina biftdn over fourth lumbar vertebra. 
Always weakly, and inclined to altaclis of diati)i>c3 and dysentery, 
liad prolapsus ani iiutil leu year« of ugc. When 14 yeura old, ho fell

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auil ruptured the sac over Bpioa bifida, oaA was Btck in consequence 
for six DioQths ; Bjmptonis then not ascertained. He recovered, and 
was well enough to serve nine months in the army, and Beventeen 
uiuntha as engjaoer in the navy. Had dysentery when in the army. 
He Icfl the navy one year ago, and since that time he baa felt less 
Avcli. Duriug past fen- months he has worked as njachinist in Charles- 
town Navy Yard. The work was Lard, and he felt much weakness, 
espcciallj' in the back. Dec. 16th, he rode to hta home at the South 
End, on the top of an omnibus, thinly clad, and then began to have 
pain in his back — first felt at lower part, gradnally extending upwards, 
and preventing his lying down. In two or three days be had reten- 
tion of urino, which waa scanty, high colored, and was passed with 
dilHcuUy, occasiunally requiring catheter. For a week before entrance 
he had headache, insomnia and dclirinm, which was more intense at 
night, amounting to an active mania. For three days before entrance 
bis head was constantly thrown back; once or twice he had alight 
opisthotonos. Bowels were constipated. At entrance there was a 
general tendcruoss of entire length of spine, but much more strongly 
marked about the scar of the spina bifida. His constant position in 
bed was on his right side, with his head thrown far back. The cervi- 
cal muscles wore relaxed. Bending the head forwards caused great 
pain. In evening, noisy, active, restless dclirinm came on. He was 
ordered, K. Potass, bromidi, 3i„ every two Lours. R. Tinct. hyoB- 
cyami, 3i-, three times in night. 

Dec. ilOth. — No apparent cfFcct from medicine during the nigbt, but 
was quiet and rational at the vi^it, it being the first time I bad seen 
him. Marked tenderness over lower dorsal aud lumbar vertebrse ; 
tenderness slight over cervical vertebrte, but pain is caused on moving 
head. Cannot micturate when lying in bod ; when standing np for 
this purpose, in erect posture, so that pressure is transmitted from the 
Lcels through the spine, general, universal convulsive action is exci- 
ted, tlie patient requiring the aid of an assistant to prevent his falling. 
The convulsion ceases when standing on the toes, leaning forward, 
resting his weight on Lis Lands. Eifort of rising leaves Lim pallid, 
exhausted, with temporary return of delirium. Pupils equal ; wild 
expression of oyca. Eniplast. belladonniu was ordered, three inches by 
twcnly-fonr inches, to be applied along the spine. Ext. belladonna}, 
gr. X, every four hours, and ammoniu; valorianatis, gr. iij., every four 
hnurs, ultcruating with belladonna pills. 

Dec. Slst. — Pulse 120. Loftpupi! more dilated thanriglit. Tongue 
coated : brown at centre. Noisy ; viulently delirious through the night ; 
more delirium througli the day than ycKtcrday. Slight muscular twitch- 
ings when in bed. Head Icks thrown back. No rigidity of cervical 
Miusclci!. Uririe loaded with albumen ; plioi^phates increased ; urea 
absent ; a little pus ; no casta or blood. Twelve leeches to spine. 

Jan. Int. — ,\gain violent at night; is weaker lo-day. Mind wan- 
dering. Convulaiona on elauding erect loss marked, but a general 
trembling taking their place. Couislipaled. R. Vini ergotto, gtt. vi. 
With the oigot, laxative enema. 

-d.— (inielnrhight. <lonorally delirious on first all rac ting attention ; 
responds rationally, but soon becomes incoherent. Convulsive action 
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exiata wbecevcr patient !it«iii!r« up, or a-txiimeR a sittio;; postnre. Mic- 
turition more difflcult. BowcU nlill contivfi. To havo magics, snlpb., 
38S-. and cider as a drink, freely. 

3d, — Iload more relractod than At any previoaA time. Delirious 
till 3, A.M. ; since Ibat time anconBciona. Slif^lit whispoi'ini;. mottor- 
\t)s: oycB half closed ; muacular tremor ; aubaullna tcndioum, vritb s 
|>iilsc jnst perceptible, with irregular. Iinrried flutter, was bia coudi- 
tton till hi» doatli, at \\, A.U., of llie -llti iuet. 

PenninioQ for an autopsy was obtaiued too lat« to be availed of. 

Jan. 28lh. — Larynffilin nipervrnin^ on Srcanles m a ChUil ff eighlcfa 
Monlhx; Trai'hryjfomij ; Death. Difctt»»'o7t as to Ihf Xalurr 'tf /^ri/H' 
giliM, iri/li Gt"-*. Dr. Georue Hayvaiui reported ibc following case. 

" Till- patient, a child about ci'jtitccn monlhc "Id, wa« lirst ncrn by 
me Jiiti. i"lli. Mi'3>ilc^ tiaiJ appeared ou Uio IStli, aiid wan iiiiilc full ; 
otic had fuainc coiigli and fever, btit did not appear ft be worM* llias 
children often are at tliat Kt-ngo of \iic di>(order. On the ISth, I was 
aent for to ace her, an it n'SK thi>aght she had l\\v eroiip. Found )l(^^ 
breathing vrith a hoarae, atridnlini.t Koniii], a good deal like thai of 
croup, but perhaps rather xhriSlcr ; Ihn color wiih natural ; the loud 
and (thrill souod of the breathing numki-d the reNpiralion somewhat, 
lint thera appeared to bo mucous rdle.i in both backa ; no ciupilua or 
dulnefls apparent ; no lymph on the tonsils. 

"She bad been vomited thoroughly by emetics, Ac, before I saw 
har, and, as alie seemed weak, I directed that all romedica should bo 
omitted, and that she be fed with beef-tea in email quanlition, and at 
short intervals, until I saw bor agaia. Steam had been naed freely, 
which was eoritinuod, 

" In about throe hours afler. Dr. Cabot aanr tho caso with mo in 
eoRSultatioD. At that timo the color was good, the respiration and 
woandx in the chf.-st wero much as they bad been before. Thu tenden- 
cy t'l viimit continned, but was not 8o urgent, and ehc had retained 
some of tho becf-tca. It was agreed, as the mcaslvs hail fadod away 
ulmoHt entirely, and rather (suddenly, to p'lt her in a hot bath, und 
then wrap her body in a warm lta\«ixtd poultice, .\fter ttiirt wa.-i done, 
the eruption Cami> out again, and w<> then niied an aloniixer to thrmv thu 
spray of water into thi? laryni. Thi^ Koemi-d to rti^liovo the breathing 
considerably, the hoar.tenen.i and HhrilliiUN^ Ihiiiik much diminished foi- 
aome little time after ufling it. The atomiser was used a number of 
times through tho night and the next day, tho hoarseness being appa- 
rently relieved by it ; and beef-tea or wine whey gircn every two 
hours, allliongh it was sometimes difBcult to swallow them, and they 
wore occasionally thrown up. The color continued pretty good tinlil 
evening, but at that time a marked change took place, the breathing 
becoming very diQicuIt, and the skin beginning to grow livid. 

"It being apparent that the child was rapidly changingfur the worse, 
tnohcotomy was performed by l>r. Cabot. Very litllc blood was lost 
daring tho operation ; and soon after tho tubi'.! wao iimorted tho brcalb- 
iag w.L'« Mcn^ibly relieved. On oponingthc troctitti, no faiKO mcnibraoo 
could bo seen by a careful csaminatioo, and the muooos membrane 
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was of a natural color. Tbo nest moraia^, the akin was of a good 
color, the patient had taken nouriEthmeDt freely, vithuut any diScalty 
or vomitinj!^ after the tube vf^a inserted, and had slept Bomewhat. 
The respiration was hurried, but quite variable. Pulse 120 to 130. 
The principal difficulty arose from the mucu^ which clogged the ioner 
tube, requiring it to be frequently removed and cleanacd. 

"This state ol' things continued Jan. 20th and 2lBt, during which 
time she took nourinhment freely, and slept a good deal at night- The 
atomizer was used frequently, to throw a spray from a weak Bolution 
of bicarbonate of soda into the tube, which appeared to assist her in 
coughing up the viscid mucus. On the morning of Jan. 22d, the 
measles, which after their return on the evening of Jan. 18th had con- 
tinued very full, had faded away very much, the respiration was less 
rapid and labored, the aspect of the child better, and the hope of a 
favorable result increased. 

" In the afternoon nf that day, however, the breathing becamo more 
difficult and obstructed, and in the evening, as the removal of the in- 
ner lube did not relieve her, both tulics were taken out. No mem- 
brane was discovered by a careful examination of the trachea, and 
the obstruction of breathing seemed to arise from the free secretion of 
mucus in the bronchial tubes. A solution of nitrate of silver, twenty 
grains to the ounce, was thrown into the tube by the atomizer, but did 
not relieve the breathing ; the secretion of mucus continued to increase, 
and the child died, apparently suffocated by it, Jan. 23d. 

"In this case there were several circumstances which militated 
against the success of the operation. The child wtis naturally deli- 
cate ; she had a severe attack of diarrhoia after weaning, in Novem- 
ber, which reduced her strength very much ; she was cutting her cye- 
and stomach-teeth, and was passing through an attack of measles. 
Add to tliose her ago, less than eighteen months, and the prospect of 
success was small from the first ; hut from her appearance when the 
operation was perfornicd, tracheotomy seemed to utfcr the only chance 
of saving her life. 

" The immediate result of the operation was, not only that the pa- 
tient's breathing was relieved, but that after it she had no difficulty 
in swallowing and retaining her food, which had been the case before; 
and this continued almost to the time of her death." 

Dr. Cinor said he had seen, a month ago, a similar case after mea- 
sles. The eruption had appeared regularly and had gone off, when 
the child was attacked with diificulty of breathing; steam was used, 
and then tracheotomy done and recovery ensued ; in neither of these 
cases was there any false membrane or even reducss of the interior of 
the trachoa. In the last-mentioned case, at the time of the operation 
he had noticed a perceptible but not great dulness in one side of the 
chest, but after tracheotomy had been performed there was no sign of 
serious trouble in the lungs ; it seemed to him that the dulness might 
have resulted from congestion, so called. 

In answer to Dr. IIodces, Dr. Cabot said he thought the chance nf 
recovery after tracheotoniy in simple laryngitis as good in a young 
cliild as in an older one ; except that the mucous membrane in a very 
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I young inftint might bo more irritable »nd tlio operation more likely lo 
{trwlnvc or incro.-i»« broDvliitIs or pnciiiiiunia, from tbc direct admission 
(if air to lliv broncliial aurf^Krvs tmintlueiicvd by the lcmpcratur« and 
uiuitilon; ut' tlio moiilh. 
Dr. KKTitt'KK i<3iid tiint youn^f children bear inJgricH and eomo operft- 
(ionx betlur lliui older ixiojili:, but lu the cnamt allmlt-d to thojr aro 
geaerallj- roduccil in Ktrengtli hy prbviouK diaeaae. 
' Dr. Jacxsoh irniurke<l ujioti tijc ane o( the tcim laryngitis. It 

might, of course, hn apjilieil to the case of inflainouitioH of tliv mn* 
COU8 membrane, aH bronoliilia ia to Ih&t of inflamroatiori of tlio «itmo 
^_ membrane io tb« broiiulii. He bad, lio we vcr, often heard it apitlicd 
^Bsnd confined to a very different case — to that foRii of iufUintnattoR 
^Hthat aflbcts the auti-mucuas cellular and deep-seated tissues about the 
^HcDlrancQ into the iaryux : the mucoos membrane beinj; aflectcd uuly 
1^ MKondarily, and sometimes scarcely at all. With re;;ard to pneumo* 
nift tut a complication of croup, ho could onlyrecall one coeo in whidi 
he had Mcn it on dissection. 

Dr. Ojidot thought that many cn«cs reported u croap after measles 
^K wt-rv ciwvif of laryngitis, perhaps the eruption of meaelce on the mu- 
^1 c'onx nidmhrane. 

' Dr. VVakr had heard Dr. JamrM JackMon report what he rrfjarded as 

I a cwu* of croup in which a>> membrane hail Wen found aflcr death. 
Ho th<iu|fhL miinbranouM crotip wan an exce4»llngly rari- aflV-clion as 
a cuutUKiuenco of mea^W, that afl'ectiaii of the iiiiicoun niemhtanc not 
harinj; a tendency to throw out false membrane, lie had never scon 
a ca«e. 

lit. Cabot said if there was no membrane there was no croup; what 
can it be but laryngitis ? 

Dr. 11. K. UursR thought that the confusion of the subject arnso 

^_from the use of the general teim laryngitis. We should rumemher 

^■tJiat the larynx is a complex organ. inJlammation of the mucous 

^■membrane may be confmed to the meoibrauc proper, or may im^iHcatc 

I tbo sub'macous layer. In rarer cases the indammation may commence 

! in the sut>-mucou3 layer. Another form ofinHammation in the larynx 

is that which attacks tite perichondrium. When the inflammation of 

ttto submucous layer is srvero, otdema of the larynx may come on. 

In these cases, the greater Amount of Hwelling, which is notiood in 

the apper part of tho larynx, is explainod by the greater laxity of the 

celtalar tinsuc there. Over tlic vocal conU, the mucous membrane is 

^Kvcry tigfilJy hound down ; tx'low tiie curda it ia more hiow-ly att*ched, 

^f but the laxity of the aub-mncoun layer ia nowhere so groat as in tho 

\ part* above. 

Pen. lUii.—AadeTtari/nyHig. — Dr. JiOtsoN alluded to his rcmarka 
upon thiH subject at the last meeting of the Society, and reported thu 
kfollowingeaaea, of which he bad either made or seen the diescclion, 
fand of which a summary ia here given. 

Cabs I- — A woman, »t. 24, died with jaundice of about 6ve months' 

^duration, and that came on with acute constitatJonal symptoms. One 

reek before death she bad a rigor, and from that (imo an aficcUon of the 
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thnmt, with a violent nttack of djrspnma tbo loal tventy-ronr Iioara.^ 
On ilitMclioo, pun wid lymph vr»s fuund in the c«11uUr tissue ftboi ' 
the oKtopliii^us to m coiisiilorablo uxtcat ; and the same about ttii 
glultia, |>:irUciiIiirly upcm its oxlornal faco — thick, liquid pus C8CiiplD{ 
when the iiuicoiik mi^nihrune was puiiottirod. Th<i glottis wm probn 
bly Accondu-Sty aHected in Ibis casiv but the (ItMOM loigbt in another 
case have conim«iicod Iborc. 

Cask II. — A lar^, gross woman. 56 yoam of ngc, having bad a cold 
for about Uiree weeks, was attacked on Salonlajr with what seomed to 
bo a common sore tliront, Uiough there were active consUtuUonal 
STcaploms. On \Vedii«sday morninK she was fouad very much worse, 
tho breathing being extroraety difDi^ull, sonorous and rattling, aud tbo 
voic« Bo affected that it was scarcely possible to hear what sbo said 
wilb tlie oar cIobo to her face. In the evening aho died ; and, on dis- 
section, the diHOoao was found remarkably conOnod to tho thront 
and lop of the larynx, so that it was greatly regretted that the U 
chca had not been opened on Wednesday morning— the oporatioa be<^ 
ing far more appropriate to this case than to that of croup. The epi- 
glottis was oreet and much fhiclccncd. and beneath the mucous mmn- 
brane npon each of ilK Htirfjices was an abundant eH'iiKion ofpns. The 
same cliiiMicin vran found upon Ihc rig'ht side '>f the pharyns at Mom | 
tlistanco behind the tuiniit. The glollis, upon the right nide, wusnincl 
swollen, exceedingly imil and tinccid, nnil u\\ of Lhi; (iiuui-K were inlilJ 
trated with puK, tliu lul't mile boing ninch le»A uHceted. The pus w( 
so distinctly Keen on inspcetion ol the fauces during life that it ' 
mistaken fur an effusion of lyiuph upon tho mucous membrane; but 
there was no snch effusion, except a barely discernible amount, and to 
a small c.ttent npon tho glottis. The mucous membrane of the air-, 
passages generally was rery moderately reddened, though tbcro wa 
an abundance of a very viscid secretion; bnt otherwise all of tbo tis-^ 
sues were intensely inllamed — the glands and eren the external in- 
teguments being afl'iM;loil. One of Cniroilhier's plates (Anat. Path.) 
wao shown to Uie Bociety as giving a good idcft of the sub-mucous 
pumlent effuainn in this case. 

CtsK III. — A merchant, tvt. j>2, of robust bcsltb, was attacked snd 
denly with severe cons lit utional symptoms and sore tbroat, and die 
on the sixth day. The rei<pirution, however, was not slridnlous^ 
and the voice woa not extinct. On disHecliun, an extensive, dilTuiwy 
cellular intlumraation was found ; thicic, yellow pux between the mm 
cles of the neck, beneath the upper two-thirds of the sternum, an4] 
to the extent of three or four inches between the rasopbagns and^ 
spine, bnt nowl)ero in great amonnt. There was, also, acute pleurisy 
upon each side. The whole glottis upon the leA side was very muck 
tumefied, red and llosbv to the fool ; and, on incision, there was found 
all abundant effusion of thick ycDowpns that contccisted strongly wit 
the deep red color of the ni|joining tissues. Upon Ibe mocons aar 
face, and to tbc depth of about a line, was a defined, sofl. tawny yel-' 
low slough, OS in Oniveilhicr's plate. Upon tbo right Bide the glottis 
was, mo«t remarkably, quite healthy. 
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Cms rV.— a woman, who had been attending upoa licr slater, witli 
cr7flip«luH, WHS very suddenly and 8CT«rolj attackod, and died in two 
ddiTK ; tlicrii being vi-ry nrgcnt djTBpnata, iiphonia, und sucb dy&pbagiB 
thutshowiut iJniOKt cuDvutffiicd on altctnptiiig lo swallow. Sbo hiu) 
no eryaipdiiM, lion-cvcr ; lint, after her ilculb, another rase of Ihts 
disease npiRMn^d in the bouH«. On oxtuninntron, precisely tbc eonic 
form of inllaniinalion wan fuund lut t» thn laat ctixw, tboiigh ticiirc<.-ly nny 
pus could be forced out. TiMiro waa a siofX, biil nut cxi;uiuiivc 9iw<:lliiig 
npon each side of Ibe glottis : and upon one aide a Hloiigh se<!nied to 
be threateuing. Tho ID flam mat ion w&a confiiied to tlic upper part of 
the liuyos. but extended downward about tho cesophagiiH to tho mid- 
dle of the trachea whore it waa cnt acrosst, at the lime of the examina- 
tion ; the affected parts only having Iwen seen in ihia case. 

Cask V. — A member of ttiis Society, 52 years of age, who had 
always Won in very delicate health, was attacked when bo was about 
M well as nenal, and died at tho end of a week. Uia case was very 
coon recognised ok one of laryngitis; thoagh there was no marked 
dyapncca, only tnudoratv dvHphagia, and incomplete aphonic. Ud ex- 
amination, there wiw fiiiinil Ihe same form of intlammatinn as in the 
two limt cascM ; pnrifunn iiitiltralioa iiito tho cellular tisKno nbout the 
nkuaclca of the larynx and pitrls below, thougti llie gtottiii wan only 
veiy moderately tnmti&cd. Thii mucous mttmbiuno was not afleclMl. 
This and the last case occurrctl in February, [860, and tho previona 
one in December. 1810. 

Dr. J. quoted from the very complete work of Sostier(Tr. de I'An- 
gine Laryng^o (Ed^mateuse, Paris, 1852), to which his attention had 
been directed by Dr. G. 11. Gay, The terra oederoatous laryngitis has 
been generally used, but Dr. J. thought it very objectionable, as tho 
inHItratioa is so often purulent ; and, until some better one is proposed, 
he preferred to call the disease simply "laryngitis," as this was a 
term to which he had always been nccuMtomod. Tho term " glottis," 
to which Scstier strongly objects, is applied by Dr. J. to the upper 
ori6cc of the larynx. 

Fbh. Ilth. — Croup ; Stath from Itirmorrhai/e rfun'np the Opifration 
of Trachtoiomy. — Dr. Mimit rcpoitod the cane. 

The patient wns a girl, l^i yrnrs nld, living in a dark and damp 
tenement nt the end of ii yani in Went Cedar Street. On Wednes- 
day, •lun. 'iltd, Mbe wait brought to Dr. Minot. who found the urula 
and tiinKilit much swollen. The right lonsil was cohered with lymph, 
and Ihere wan also a patch of tyiriph on tl>n centre of the uvula. 
The child could only speak in a coarse whisper, and had a husky 
cough. There was no external swelling. The mother state! that on tho 
I'hursday previous (the day of the great snow storm) the child went to 
Bcfaeol, and got wet. Since then shcwas supposed to t'CuulTcring from 
abad cold. A very unfavorable diagnosis wns given, which wasJuKli- 
lied by the event. The tircwnistnnccs of ihi- fiUTiily were such Diat 
the treatment cowld be only very impnrhiclly rarriod out. The swell- 
ing in ttie fauces nnd tl>e lymph tiolb greatly diminished, but lite 
breathing grew more and more labored, with occasional paroxysms 
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of di§tre88. Tlic pnrcnU rvfbaed to allow u op«rattoQ until lato 
the evening of Tucuday, thu 29tli . Dr. George Porby, who Ilum i 
patient in vonRiiltatiun, ocmciirr*;!! in tli« opinion thkt an immfld 
upcntion oflcrcd the only chance for relief. Ob making' the moi^ion, 
Ibcro wan coiutitU^rablu veDOUEi liwrnorrhage, which did nut on«« when 
the trachea wan up«n«d. and the blood was aiK'ki-il intit t)>e aperttire 
alonfc side the eaiiulo. It was impoasibls to didcorcr the aourvu of 
Ihu bleeding or to control it. and Ibo child dtcd from asphyxia. It 
moms likely that some arterial branch may hare teen wounded when 
the iocisioD into the trachea was made.

HfirU. — Dr. MiKoT reported the case. 

A iitllo boy, three yeAfs old, eickcned Doc. SIst. An eruption, aop- 
poscd to bo that of ateavJes, appeared on tho 9Sth. The diagno«is 
wax, howcrcr, at 6ntt a little donbtful, a» tho omption was complica- 
ted by urticaria for two duy.i. After IIiik time it hnd a perfn^Uy nor- 
mal u(ij>i';ira»C(i ; moreover, the child hiid the r^titrrh nnd iillir>r gc-ne- 
ral syuptoms of measles. A compaciiKii, who kuw him early in tho 
disease, was attacked with measles exactly a furiniglil altcrwardM. 
A sister of the first patient, four years old, and u yuunt; ludy vi^itin^ 
in the family, also caught the disease, at intervals of a few wei-kif, 
tho eymploms and appearances in each being perfectly charactfrisltc. 
On Feb. 3d, after a few days' indisposition, the eruption reappeared 
on the first paltont, and went Ihrongh its course in the usual manner, 
being accomfMmiod by the eJitorrh and other symptoms of measlvs. 
Tho interval between the two attacks was six weeks. Singularly 
enough, of tho three imlividaatx who caught the dicense from this pa- 
iw-nl. two, the yogng lady and the little boy (l>cr brother), had had 
the diReaae before. 

March lltfa.— .il Ca»e of Oanctroua DUeaae affeiiinij Ih^ Spleen, 
the Thoracic and Metenteric Qlands, rfc, — Case reported, and 
mens shown, by Dr. Borlani). 

M. N.. 22 years old, gardener by trade, was bora in Denmark, from 
wbonco ho came three months ago. Ilia family history wat gom 
with this ono oxocptinn : bis mother, hnTing lutd irhronic cough for 
number of years, dieil of cancer of the bn-aKl. lie was ill in Novem- 
ber for two weeks, with pain in the lumbar region, scanty urine, and 
(Bdcma of the itcrolum, Jan. Itit, the same syinptorow rvtarned, to> 
gethcr with cough and wdoraaloua legs, and wore present at the time 
of his entrance Into the Bo.iton City Ilospiial. uu (he 17th day of 
January, when his urine was found to contain an abundant lalcritioos 
Merlimeiil and some pus. 

Finding no proof pofitivo of other disease, and the record of phy- 
sical signs giving " course, rndc respiration, with prolonged expira- 
tion throughont both longs, hnt more marked fmnt and back at lefl 
nnex than elsowbere, without marked difTfrrnce on percassion." I 
thought bin Ironblo might b«; tiibercidosiH in an t-ariy Mtage, especially 
aa his cough was urgent, nnd 1 commenced an ajipropriate treatment.

Feb. 1st. — Debility increaMiig; ncdcina docrt-Ming; diwrhix* still 
aoDBewliiit |>crsi!<U;iit, will) Homtt vomiting. At ttils diit*; jiiundicc 
showed iUcir, atlfjadvd with IcndeniifHK in right hypocbuiiilrium mk) 
iacrvAscd area of bc[>Atic dulncits; iho dulnoss over the spkvn in the 
left hj'pocbondrium was also much incrpimcd. Hie treatment vras now 
hj ndioioistratioD of nilro-muriatic nuid intonialljr &ud by lotions. 

KroiD this time forward the dejections varied in nnmber from two 
to sis or eight per diom, of * very oSensive odor, Kcncrally white, 
the larjfer portion to the eye eitctly reeemblini; pus, and occasionally 
coDlaiuing scybftla, which were also white. Under the Buppoaitioii 
that the diaeaae was now mali;c"&"t, iovolvinfr peiliupa the duodenum 
and pancreas, so aa to destroy their functional activity, the dejections 
were more closely watched to aeo if in them could be detected any* 
thiug like fiee fat, or the ao-called " fliearinc dixdiarge-M " pecniiar to 
diacnse of the pancreaw. Ttiiit wa« seen on one d«y only, perfectly 
marked, the 23d of Ft^bniary, when there is > record of one dejection 
seen of the conatHteiicy of pun, covered with flakoH of whiKi mutter, 
closely rewmbling chilled fat. The juutidice atiui progicttscd Ktcodily 
till Ihi! orange hue at dcatli was cxc«i;diiigly vivid. 

On Feb. ibtli he complained of difQooUy of nwallowing, which pre- 
vented tlie passage of anytliing but clear fluid*, and wb« referred to 
enlarged glands at the base of the iiuek, juKt to the outside of tbo 
stemo-maatoid, an a caueo. 

Microscopic examination of the blood at this timo showed an abgoi^ 
mal amount of white corpasclcH in ttic field. 

Exhausted by the progression of disease and inability to swallow, 
having been towards the last few dayK noisy and dolirioas, on the 6Ul 
of March he died. 

Auloi)g\j. thirty hours after death, made by Dr. C. W. Svak, Patholo 
gist to tlie Boston City Uospital. 

Body janndiced. Moderate rigor. 

Head not examined. 

Lymphatic glands. In the neck, npper part of thorax, and along 
the spine in the abdominal cavity, occurred largo agglutinated maaaea 
of much enlarged glandii. In the thorax, they embedded and adhered 
to the (UHophagn.t, but the lube itAelf was healthy. In the abdomen, 
tliey Nurrourided particularly the pancreas, and ao intimately that it 
wo.-* diftiuult to Hi'parato the normal-looking, but very finn pancreatic 
tiiMu^ Irom the midular niaMHeK which itcemed almost new formations 
in the li»4un itiiidf. A large gland occurred at the neck of the gall- 
bladder, and that organ which lind, if anv, a very narrow orifice, coo- 
tnined about ooo ounce of perfectly colorless, rattier viitcid mucus. 
The glands were firm in texture, and on section showed sometimes an 
uniform white, Gbrous character, often a mottled or marbled appear- 
ance. Microscopically, they cotmistcd of fibrous material, fine amor- 
I phous, or imperfectly cellular matter, and a certaiu number of small, 
I slondor, fibro-plastic cells. 

' The surfaces of the lungs and livor were studded with minute, hard, 
prominent yellow grains, the sizo of a small pio's head. 

The peritoneal sac contained about two pints of clear, brownish-

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ambor-coloivd serain, of a somewhat ayrapy consbtence ; tbo liift 
pleural cavity about a pint of tbe same, vhiie a tittle occurred in Uic 
right side, and la the peri card in id. 

The lun^ cantaincd a nmall, ticutlered deposit of rather firm, yd- 
lowish-wbite maases of frrvgulxr size and dhape, which at one part so 
encroached upon the Hiirfacc w tu bc-coina rbible there as a broad, 
ivhiteued, raised iiidurulion. Section of this part ahowed a eoflened, 
purifonn centre — mat4:rial whi<-li under the micniscope looked like 
empty, .ihrivcllcd jiuic-crlli:: thi^ lirmtT deposit wetniug to be nmvr- 
phouH, tcrii'iular tniittrr filling tltu spaces id the areolm of the yelloir, 
elastic Ittire. 

Liver quite largo miiI Grm. Ou sectioD, a dark oiitmcg appearance. 
No morbid deposits. 

Spleen very large nndsolid, about ten inches in length by fire inches 
in n'idtli. Its nurfaco knobbed and uneven from the presence within its 
rather dark parenchyma of vcrj numerous yellowish-white depoaita of 
irregular size and shape, though tolerably well defined. A» seen 
through the capsule, the roundish, whitened, promiocnt, somewhat 
reddened or vascalar appearance of the superficial deposit* sccoied 
like that seen in encephajoid disease of the liver. By the microscope, 
numerous slender, pisiform, Stellate aud caudate colls, generally small 
and resembling those belonging to new fibrous tissue, containing bii* 
clei, round or oral, and of rather uniform sise, with scmetimcs one or 
two nucleoli. The appearance, on the whole, was that of a tiro 
growth rather than of an aiiiur|ihous deposit, althoagh there was 
somewhat of the latter mingled with the rest. Kidneys norraal. 

Supra-renal capsules rather wanting in firmness, tearing more easily 
than usual, and having a decided purplish-red color throughout, com- 
bined witli a rather soft, flabby appi^iirancc. 

Large intestine, except a portion of the ascending colon, had a 
thickened feel. Its inner Nurface wn« everywhere raised into large 
nodular masses, apparently from thickeningof the siibmacoua tissus; 
the mucous membrane wholly or parlially gone by ulcerative lOM, and 
presenting a dirty -greenish discoloration, as from old disease. 

Stomach, small intestine and urinary bladder seemed, as far as exa* 
mined, healthy. 

March Ilth. — Buplured Heart; Ina^fficienty of the Aortic Yahvti 
B*fpertn)ph>j and DUataiiou. — Dr. Shattccs reported the case, which 
occurred under his care in the Massachusetts Uencral Hospital. 

The patient was a man 50 year.* of age. always in good health till 
four weeks before entrance on Feb. Sth. 1867. Alter sleeping in » 
eo!d, damp room, be woke in the morning with pain in his chest, a 
frequent, loose cough, with frothy expectoration streaked with blood. 
The«o svmptoma continued, his nights bciug very b^d. When first 
seen in llospital, his reiipiratioti was very short, and be complained of 
considerable p.tin on taking a long bmiih. There was also, at times, 
palpitation. The first sound of the hcnrt wiis Imid and accentuated, 
and followeii by a short murmur. There were no rales in the cheat ; 
decidedly diminished resonance and bronchial inspiration and expira* 
tion in right eupra-spinous fossa. llesonaDCo quite marked over the 
ft-ont in each aide of the cheat, and load respiration under both cUvi> 
cles, and even in cardiac region. 
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In the coiirse of ten days thon! had been much improToaiont, 
patient iiuil liwl on« good niglit's itlcvp, bat jn Fvb. 27tli he had for « 
few dajro KiifTcrcd greatly from [WTOXTeras or aetiimatic breathing, 
while (libilaiit and sonorous rales wcro heard all over the chest, but 
much niori! diitlinct in front. Prum this timo the dyspnoea gradually 
incrcMcd till it became oxtromo, though at times he was ablo to 
breathe more oa«ily ; fac had profuiM) sweats, and sometimes dolirinm. 
The reeonl as to the souads of the heart is as follows : — " Kob. 23d. — 
Diastolic murmur louder over aortic than over pulmonic Talvos." , 
" Feb. 25th. — Soft, short manunr oaaily heard, aft«r first sound, over 
canitiilB." 

On the a^erooon of March 5th he had an exceedingly serere parox- 
ysm of dyspncea, and, while tossing about oti the bed, suddenly 
sprang up, threw himself back, and, aA«r gasping for a moment, 
Qxpirod. 

Ad autopsy was made by Drs. Elus and J. IIoiiaiis, Jr., and itA re- 
sults were as follows : — 

The pleura of the right lung was universally ailhercnt to the costal 
pleura and t^i the'diupliragrn. In the left plenral cavity were found 
twenty-eight ouniren of reddinh ntruw-culorud »crum. Ni) adhitgiionft 
between pleiine in IcH thorax. Lining membTUUO of the bronchial 
tubes was of a deep red color. 

The left long is iiuile ocdemntonH in the upper lobe, less ico in the 
lower, bnl more or Ions crepilant everywhere. The right lung is 
somewhat tcdcmaluuM, but in mont remarkable for its firniDess; this 
chanM^tcrtKtic is strungly marked in th'e upper lobe ; Its cut surface, 
tx!Hidi>s the firmness which it presents to the eye and touch, is " loar- 
bUhi '' by very dark ecchymoscd-Iooking spots. 

The pericardium contained three ounces of dark fluid blood. Seve- 
ral white patches were seen on the external eurfaco ot the heart. 
Nearly over the septum between the ventricles, to the right of the 
coronary vein, on the anterior surface of the heart and one inch and 
one eighth fronn its apex, is seen a rent, looking like an incised 
wound, running in a direction parallel with the septam. This rent 
H^apes but very slightly, and attracted attention on account of the 
stream of dark blood which issued frooi it when the heart was lifted; 
it is five lines long, and is found to comtnunicate freely with the cavity 
of the right ventricle. The heart weighs seventeen and a half ounces, 
and Its cavities arc all dilated. The lining membrane of both auri- 
cle* is mimewhat stained and of a dark red color. One of Uie aortic 
valves has tin freo edge contracted, and another is thickened by warty- 
looking di'piiiiits. Mitral valve ia heatthy. The ascending aorta is 
dilal«d. The upper two and a half inches of the thoracic aorta Is 
inncii dilated, and the artery Is much thickened by atheromatous 
deposit. 

Abdomen. The c.irtly of the abdomen contained five ounces of 
raildish straw-colored scrum. 

Liver rcry lirm, and of a nutmeg appearance. 

Spldcn vpry firm. 

Kidneys very lirm. but hcjilthy looking. 

Stomach natural, though its lining mL-cihrane was somewhat injected. 
Tlie lining membiane of the small intostiues was of a reddish color. 
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and the valvuln conQtT«ntes exl«iided to tlie termlaatfon of Uio {Ivan. 
ODicr orgitns henltliy. 

Hicrmcopic Bcaminaiion, — In the tirer ts much free fmt \n the rurm 
of «il globules ; the liver cells nre ul»o somewhat fillrti witti oil glo> 
bulcs, bat ffloat of tbe fkt svcms to bo fn^;. Kidneys boaltfaj. 

Uabch 25th. — Large Cancerota Tamor inlhe Sfommh, mOtmitsrvrrr 
8^ptome.—lbe Oftc occurred in the Home for Ag«d Men, noder Ihe 
>caro of Dr. G. D. Uohjxs ; tli« autopsy was made and the specimen 
shown by Dr. J. Hokanb, Jr. 

The patii-iil wa« u man, 15 years of ago. who for several years had 
suffered from Kymptoms of dyspeptiiu, though never very soTerely ; 
for the IttHt year of bis life a liiinor had been perceptible juet above 
atid aboal tbo nitvcl, and cxtoi)di"^, when he wan erect, nearly to tbe 
ribs above ; it was firm, not tender, and immovable : the [iite^meot 
could nut bo moved over the tumor, which projected so a« easily to 
bo seen by the ey«. lie gradually lost flesh and slrenglli. never 
vomited, was generally constipated, had never prnood blood or 
anything lito it, nud bad a good appetite up to tbo Ini^l, being abl« 
to walk about to witbin a few hours of bis death, for which there was 
no special cause. 

AtUt^y. — There is to be seen, juat behind and to tbo left side of tlie 
umbilicus, a tumor of the sixc of the closed fist. 

Head not examined. 

Thorax. — Unlreraal old adhesions over both Inogs ; the apices 
of both upper lobes were solidilled, and contained many small creta- 
ceous masses. There was great a-dema of both lungs. Bcait 
normal. 

Abdomen.^A scirrhous tumor, nearly globular in form, surrounds 
and occupies the lower four inches of tbe pyloric extremity of tbe 
atomach. Jt has iiifiitratcd and attached to itself the anterior aMo- 
roinal walls, even the skin being slightly attacked, over a xpace abiml 
three inches in extent. The walls ol the tumor vary from half an 
inch to an inch in thickness ; its mucous surface is deeply nleerulcd. 
The morbid growth ceases abrnptJy at the pyloms. The remainder 
of the stomach is perfectly healthy. Under the microscope, the 
growth is seen to consist of small eells, of a round or oval idiape, 
packed closely together. 

Dr. Jacssok thought it tbe most extraordinary ease of cancer of tbo 
stomach ho had ever seen, with regard to the latency of the di^-ase, 
considering its extent, and especially its situation. If, as ho has olteit 
befgre remarked, the disease i.i in the body of the organ, and (he ori- 
fices are unalVected, tlie symptoms may bo so slight as to be but lit- 
tle thiiiighl of Here, tt Is true, the pylorus, to a small extent, was 
quite hi-utthy, but the u-lmle dnni inference of the pyloric portion was 
exten.tively an<l d<repty diHurgnniv.irit, anil tliere ought to have been 
tlie moHt marked symptoms of obstruction. 

Afiui. 8tli. — Chrt/nii- I'lu-tinumin or Tubrrruiar mMeate.—Tihc fob 
lowini; bi«1"rv "f llic case was read by l>r. Jacksox, as reccive<l (mm 
Dr. W, Mark.nf Pntem;— 

"I waa called to the pattest early in February. For nearly a year be 
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h>d not been eo *etl ns ultnal, Ua<l b«!ii frrowioE gntlunlly Ic»» atmng 
&n<l leas iDcliiHMl lu cxercixc ; apiwlilv Ivm good, but hul tia<l tio )huii, 
clistrcAa or dislarbuoco of tiia i'niictiDiis nulficicnt to itidn<.'c bim lu 
seek modical ikdrico. Ho «ont for mo vspccialljr for soverc p«iox;»nis 
of pftin in the Torohoad, occurring mostlj in Uto night, ilis ptiUo 
was about 80, ralber fooblo ; longuo slightly coated ; appt^titc modo- 
rce, bnt dif^stion nndisturbed ; no congh ; no pain in chest; slight 
df Bpncea <>u going up stairs ; soino chilliness, and iudispoaiiJon to i>s- 
ert bimscir. The paiD in bis bead seemed of a nervous cbaracler , and 

r Rally subsided, and at the end of a fortnight had entirely left 
When this occurred, finding that he was not otherwise ira- 
firoved, I uxainbed his chest, and, much to my surprixe. fuund the 
eft lung flat on percussion Ikroughoui i/g ickoh exlt^nt. with bmiichial 
•oanda OTeTywIiero. and a few mucoits riles; llio right hing l>eing 
entirtbj frra iroiu all abnormal soundrt wbalcvcr— appearing, in fact, 
porfocUy hcaltliy. At this time be had no morv contniitulionnl vym\>- 
toiiis than I liaTo mcntionod, oxccptagradually increasing debility ; no 
fcrcr ; no cough ; no pain in client 1 no expectoration ; no sweating, and 
little emaciation. Dr. Gdwan) XI. Clarke saw him early in MatT^h, and 
will confirm my statement. It was not till about the Hth of March 
that I diseorcred any disposition to hectic. From that time his pulse 
was generally above IDO, and his respiration began to increase in fre- 
quency ; Homo disposition to pcrepiro cnmo on, though ncTor ex- 
cessive ; strength rapidly doclincd ; mucous rales began lo show 
themselves in Tarious parts of the right lung aod increased in the left, 
but still without any pain, or hardly any cough or expectoration. Ue 
died March Slat. 

"Tbfl right lung had several masses of in61trated tubercle, IVom the 
•izc of a hen's egg to a pea, scattered through it ; raotit in the lower 
two thinis ; apex nearly free from disease." 

The Irtl lung, which was exhibited to the Society, was solid almost 
throughont from an opaque, wliilinh, tubercular-luukiti); iiililtration. 
At the apes, where there were soino remains of healthy tinnue, iberc 
wan a cavity about the hv/m of a marble, and that was the only one. 

Pr. J. remarked that, notwithniauiling the i<hort continuance of 
the symptoms, the dii*case mnnl havn btntn of considerable durulion ; 
«nd it may bo questioned whether it did not date from the time whon 
the health began to fail. It would by many be called a cose of chro- 
nic pneumonia; and Dr. J. thought it especially interesting as show- 
ing the pathological connection that ho believes to exist, anatomically, 
between tbis and tubsrcular disease. 

Aphii, 8th. — Ormdltfrom Ifie Heart of a Right Whalfi. — Dr. Jacxson 
iihowi-d the specimen, which ho had received from Dr. Alfred C. Oar- 
ratt for the Museum of ttie Medical ColleKe, It ws of a flattened, 
pyriform shape, six inches iu length, four inches snofire eighths at the 
wide.4t part, and one inch and five eighths in thickness. Dr. G. re- 
ccivdd it from an old, intelligent whaler, who-reported to him that the 
animal wM an old one. thoucb in good condition, taken last year near 
the ArorMi. anil hud been previouwly harpooned. The growth here 
ehown wmt allachrfd by its small exlremily to the adherent edge of 
one of tfao " clappers" (valves), and in aaotlicr of the cavities of 
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the heart vrax a pcrfeotljr similar roMtiallon, which wjis broken. The 
OTgnn iUri-tf wiui beiiltliy. Tbt! futluviug U tbc result of Dr. J. C. 
Wbilc'e cxnmiDAlion : — 

" Tlio outer portion of tliv «{>ccinivn is a very dense, orgaTtiKM. 
GbrauB malorial, about one eighth of an inch in IhickncfiB at the puiot 
exftmincd. Within thin ifhell is a vcr; loos>c, epongj- flubEtwice. of a 
y«tlowiah-brown color, somewhat fatty, and contaiiiin;; a large quan- 
tity of inorganic matter, carbonate and phosphate of lime : the whole 
rracmbUng »o me what tJie concretions found witliiu the butnon circoln- 
tory system." 

Dr. J. supposed the fonnation to be the resnlt of a coaguIatioD of 
the bluod. I'btebolites are common, but he bad never seen cretace- 
OUK tranHformation in a heart clot. The nature of phlobolites, how- 
ever, tic remarked, had of lute been questioned. 

it AY IStii.— Sudden Dtathiprohahly frotf>, Inhalation (^Chhn^orm.^ 
Dr. COTTisis n>porti.'d the ca««. 

A married womuii, aged 21 yenr», oomplained of bendac1i«, for ivhicb , 
she made prcparatiutiK, at her lodgings, to take • foot-bath, bttt di<I 
not take it. Shu locked herM'lf in hor room, uid sOmv hours after,* 
when an attempt won made to eomraunicatv with lior, made no »a- 
anror; on the return of licr husband from butiiocu, the room wu 
entered and her dead body fonnd. She was lying curled up on a 
abort Bofs, face to the back of it, with her head in the corner resting 
upon ber hands, which retained a folded cloth and a sponge in con- 
tact with the nostrils and mouth. She had been dead some hours, 
and the rigor mortis was quite marked. The face was livid, and a 
Utile fluid was issuing from tho nose and month. There was no odorj 
in the sponge, uor any perceptible about ber body save that of deati 
Evidently there had been do struggle — sbe died in the position fir 
assumed. Uer gown was off. but tbe corsets were still on. Alt' 
time. Dr. Cotting st.tted that ho thi>ut;ht the cause of death was 
inhalation of chloroform ; and her friends udniiUed that she had 
qneutly u.ted it liefore. 

She wiut conveyed to her fiktiicr'a house, at some distanee. and 
vrhcn andressed a halfH^nnce vial, containing a »mall quantity of chio* 
rofurm, waa found in her boHOni, |>art of the latntl tttill adhering to it, 
though elTortn liad been mode to wash it off. The Uitlle was r^tcog. 
aixrd by Dr. C. aa having come from nn apolbecary who had s<il(l.. 
one half an ounce of chUirofonn I'l a woman the day before, wfac 
appearance carre«poiidc<l to tliat of Ihc deetrased. Her 5imily weiv' 
very unwilling to allow that tlic- death could have been caused by 
ohioroform, and called in some other physicians, one of whom said 
tiio death might have been caused by heart disease, but on conversini 
with Dr. Cotting, agreed with him ; another physician said deati 
could not have I^d caused by chloroform, as rigor mortis oiigted. 

Dr. C. eoueidered dc-ntli to have taken place accidentally, and 
almoflt immediately froui.tlie first inbal.ttiou of cblorofurni. inhaled in 
this insliincc on iiceount of pain, for which ihe woman was in (he habit 
of frequentty using (his aiticic and stioiulants. This was the usu:d 
course in fitl.il caiies by cbti<roforin. lie bad never seen or known 
of a death from ether Jiuthis way. There vat no oiJor of any kiod^ 
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per^ptiblc In this ctura ; and ir chlDrofurm had brwn used, Uic Aor 
wonld bnve vntiri'ly cliHiippeiircd iu Ihc hoiirii tliat hud «liipi(ixl before 
diacoTery, wliilc thnl of vtlicr wmtd hang kWuI for a Kiiigiir lime. If 
he «-ka rigbt, it ulTonk-<l nnnlhcr iniiUnca of tba danK«ToiiN imtqa* of 
chloroform, which may prove almost in»lantly fnUl, though the iodl' 
viduul may hnvo proviouely «scd it often without ill cfiucts. 

A» to tno rigor mortis, he did not recollect of ever seeing it n> 
|K>rted upon. Mr. T. Holmes had Dot allnded to it in his co1tc4:lion 
of CMOS, but ralhcr intimated that there woro no decisive posl-mortan 
appearances. In a medieo-leg;tl viow, the point might bo one of 
Tmiuc, and ho would like to hear the obscrvatiooB or opinions of otbora 
with regard (o it. 

I)r. C. D. IloMAV)) said that he had once seen an autopsy of a 
jonng woman who had undoubtedly died from the inhalation of chlo- 
roform, and that tbe rigor mortia was very strongly marked in that 
case. 

Dr. Cheevm said it was a rerj common practice for persona to in- 
liale etlier when entirely alone, and |)hytiiciaiiR generally conaider it 
safe to do so, but it seemed to bim that in the ponitiou of this person 
■sphyxia might have taken place even with ether 

Dr. Cabot thought cthrr no volatilu that it would evaporate hcforo 
asphyxia woh compicte. He waH in the habit of cautioning hiit i>a- 
ticnta to tie on the sido of a bed or sofa, with the arm holding the 
Bpongo otitxidi; ; then am insensibility eanic on the arm wonld talt, and 
no harm coold ensue, the sponge being tied to the bond. 

Dr. Wbite asked if any gcntlcmnn had over known ill effects' to 
result from the long<continucd nsc of ether in large quanlilieji. IIo 
bad a case in his own practice id which a great amount hud been used 
wilbout bad effect. 

Dr. n'^Ri; said he had a patient under his care with chronic Inng 
trouble, who for years had been accustomed to inhale ether pn* re 
TuUa withont ibo elightest inconvenience ; eomvlimes for many days 
sbc would be more or less under the infiacncc of ether tbe whole 
time. 

May 21th. — DiiWaae of the Mitral Valve; great Dilatation of the right 
Carities of tite Start. — Dr. Swak reported the cose and showed tbe 
epecimen. 

Mrs. S. had rheumatic fever twenty years ago. No vell-tnarked 
attack occurred afterwards, but palpitation and dyspnfea on exertion 
began ten years ago, and gradually incieoiied ol late years. Two 
years and a half ago, she began decidiMly to run down, the cardiac 
trouhleit becoming more manifcnt. Two yi^ara ago there was an at- 
tack lasting nix weeks, with nnasarc.t. .An attack in March, 1866, 
iraa oharaclcri^icd as follows : — C'onlinement to bed, with considerable 
pain in c*nlinc region and both arms ; hcnrt beating very irregularly— 
an int«rrnptc<i. fluttering, hurrying and hatting action, with indivlinct- 
iiexs of the normal sounde. and occasionally something like a systolic 
rasp at the apex ; area of dulnees, two or throe inches square ; thrill 
on palpation: no anasarca; dyspncea and occasionally orlhopnccs. 
Slir had several subsequent attacks, generally brought on by a little 
ovcr-exortioD. The last attack, iu M»y, 186t, was accompanied by 
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geritoral and considerable anasarca, and on the 23(1 of tho same month 
she died, a^d S&. 

The autopsy, made od the followinc; da;, showed a heart macb eo- 
largcd, the Hgbt chambers greatly dilated, the left aoricle KomewUat 
so, the lert ventricle normal. The mitral vaWe was (^catly thickeDed 
and ttlifTcnvd, and it8 uriftce reduced to a narrow chink, which bardy 
admitted the lip uf the litllu linger. No other valvnlardiMeatic. Nearly 
a pint of blood was removed from tlieriglit aide and connecting rcina. 
On the othcrhnnd, Uie remarkiitjly healthy lnng« were, contrary In ea- 
poctalion, ctiliroiy free from anyltiing like coiieiiKlinn or csdeiDB, by* 
poetatic or general. [Jvcr and aplucn tirm, the latter rather large. 
Other organs not romarkablc. 

The caec is repoitcd as one in which, Dotwithfilanding the abilitjr of 
tho heart to receive blood from the lungs waa reduced to at most a 
sixth of tho Dormal capacity, the effect of th« obstruction tt'as fouuil 
entirely in tho syBtemic ciic illation. 

May 27th. — Jnlra-ocular Fibi-o-plaglic Tumc/r.^ti-inprue lolhsi 
tenw of Olauctmta. — Dr. Uaskbt IJerbv rcfwrtod the case. 

Mrs. C, aged 52, consulted Dr. Derby January 2:;d, li61. She etat 
that eight years ago the vision of the left eye began to fail, without 
apparent cauae and without any olher symptoms than tbe simple losa^ 
of sight, ller gener*! huatlli remuincd perfectly good. Till withtu i 
year, she retained perci^ptton ut light proceeding from any sour 
above her )ic:id, thus nhowing continued Keiieiitivene»8 of the Ic 
portion of the retina. Within twelve months this had disappeared. ' 
There had been at no time any pain felt till kix weeks ago. xinee when 
ahe has suffered constaDtly from severe pains of » neuralgic character 
In tlic left eye and side of the huad. The right eye had Ihiongfaout 
remained in its uhuuI condition. 

On examination, Dr. D. recognized in tho left eye tho usnnl syrap- 
lonm of chronic glaucomti, puch as stony hardness of the bulb, on ~ 
gurgement of the ciliary vessels, anieslhcsia of the cornea and dilat 
lion of the pupil. Tbe media were not snQicicully clear to allow any 
view of the fundus. No pei-ccption of light. 

On the :i5lh ol Janu.iry, Dr. Derby performed iridectomy upwar 
for the relief of the pain. The tissue of tho iris proved very fragilel 
and broke away repeatedly from the forceps. It was with great diffi- 
culty that any amount of it could bo excised. All pain in aad abontj 
tho oyo ceased. On February 3d, the patient left the city. The 
terior chamber was still two-thirds full of blood, which waa slowl] 
absorbing. 

Way ICth. she sent word that since twenty-four hours the left eye 
had been tbe seat of pain of a moat agonising description. The pain 
cautioned with very liltle interiois^iioii, temporary relief being obtain* 
ed by the employment of leeches and subcutaneoua injections of mor- 
phia. There being no symptoms of abatement, Dr. Derby vi»ilod the pa- 
tient at ber residence in Gloucester, Mny *23d. There wax violent ciliary 
redness, a slaphylumaluns proji*ctiun of the parta about the inci»tua 
made at the time of itie iridectomy, and eomjih^to oblitrration of the 
anterior chamber, the inr< luring t hroiiglnitit in contact with tbe coniea 
and tbe artiJicial pupil closed nith a whitish membrauo. The nwsL 
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dUtrwdng; pi^n still continaed, and pmmitiftil to RCriouKly intcrPdrD 
with her Ktiueral condition. Tiider the cimimBtiLiiC'it, cnuclciifion of 
the ejo wu propnK«d by Dr. Derby, and, with tho kind Mt«i8t«iioe of 
Dr. DavMKon, at oncf. ])(.-rfurincd. 

On making & seclion of tlio globo, a nnall, regntarly-shapcd, homi- 
fiplii>rtcitl tumor, some foar linen in diftmctcr, was fotli>d dirtvlly nt- 
tacbci] to tbe ttitc of tlio optic-ncrv« entrance. It was firmly attach' 
cd to tlio KClcrotic, nnd the oboroid uod retina wliicb covered its 
surface woro csutily separable from it. 

Dr. E).M*, of this city, maile a mioroscopical examination, and wrolo 
Dr. Derby; "Tho growth Is one of 1 bo most beautiful specimens of 

(mre Gbro-plastic or earcomatous dieeaso that I have over seen. It 
• eotircly composed of long, fusifonn cells, witb noclei and uucleoU." 

JcKE lOtb. — Imperforate Seclum. — Dr. Cabot itlion-od tlic spccim«n, 
which camo from a mulatto child, which lived five dayti, No u[K-ra- 
tioa was attempted, aa no intestine could bo felt by the ragina, and 
it was decided not to do anything. The moUn-r had prt'viuuidy luat a 
child two weeks old, which ha>l paused nothing from ita bowclH during 
its life. 

Drs. Stoheb and Jaokaox said such caM!« occurred not infrequently 
in more than one child in the same family. 

The apecimeu had been dried and mounted by Dr. 0. B. Poktfji, 
who furniaheii Uiv following account of tbu ptnti-mortem apiwaraiiceit : — 

" Abdomen largo and leiiiw. Anunt small, terminating in a cul-de- 
sac about three fuiirths of an inch long. PaMlug a director into the 
bladder, and Ibc ring-finger into tho vngiim, tltc director could be felt 
Beparati^I fnim the finger only by the -vesico- vaginal wall. Al the lip 
of tins linger and a Httie to the right of tho median line, could be felt 
tlirougli tiie abdominal parictes a small, hard tumor, about the aixe of 
a Kmall almond, evidently the uterus, tho bladder having been ovacu- 
otod ibroiigti the groove of the director. 

On opening the abdpmen and Ticwing tho viscera in tilu, tho blad- 
<Ier wa« normal in size and position, but the uterus was crowded to 
the right by the rectum, which was vory much dUteiided by llatda, u 
were all of the intestines. The rectum seemed to fill nearly the entire 
p«lvic cavity, and was attached to all of the Hurroundlng parts, On 
molting an oponing into tho intestine just above the brim of the pel- 
vis and passing a director downwards into the roctnm, it wan caHily 
fvit by the finger throogb tho posterior wall of tho vagina, and intru' 
dnciiig a blow-plpo into the anns, the two instrumental were felt 
in apposition with each other, separated only by tho tJiiu walla of tho 
rectal and anal cul-dc-eac. 

There was very little mecoDtniD, tfao bowel being diatcndcd princi- 
pally by flatus. 

All the other viscera were well formed and in their proper positions, 
excepting the utcnia, poshed to the right by the distended rectum. 

Tho impossibility of detecting the rectal cul-dc-Jtac by tho linger in 
the vagina seemed to be owing to the bowel being distoadcd princi- 
pally by flatus, and being ao easily comprcssod."

JcXB aith.— Coae <f Addwn't DUeaac.—'Dr. Mucot showed ll*_ 
Bpficimco. 

The pationt, a married woiii«d, -10 years old. eoterad the Uassacb' 
iietlK General Hospital Jimeitb. Sbe bad always auffeiod from de- 
bility and palpitation, aod occusionaUy from dyspepsia. Oatamoaia 
always regular, but scaoiy and painrul. Three luuntos ago ibc com* 
plexion bt-gan t« grow browo, the fiwe aad baud» ch&ngiug colvr Bni, 
and thcD her body. There was no yellownesa of the conjunctit^ 
At tho same time she became excessively wealc, the prontrattoo coo- 
tinuing to increase till her death. Three wee^ a^ site had naosea 
and vouitiii^, which aluo coiitiuued, but there wa» uo dtarrhcea. Tfao 
laco, doc):, chest, abdomen aad upi>er cxtremitic-t were of « dark tiat, 
oontrasting etrikiugly witli the Icgii and feet. The radial borders of 
the farearina. backi of haiidii, baek of neck nod ahoalJet^. clavicnlar 
regions, axill», areolie (»ho lia<I aerer boroe cbildren), cheeka sdi 
forehead were much darker than the other parta. The mnttt striklo, 
appearaocea were on each Me of the necic, abttnt the clavicles an< 
on tlic front of the chest, which looked exactly aa if tbcy bad been: 
apriokled with some dirty fluid. Front aspect of this neck and ear* 
quite white. Oroina hardly dincolored. A Kliglit patch below ijgfat 
knee. The palieut wa-t extrcmdy piusttitled, .vid bad l>UOti in bed 
two wceka. She was unable to eland. PnlHu W, uud vxtn>niely weak, 
at time* hardly perceptible. The action of tlw heart wajt cxceedlnKly 
feeble. Tongue clean. She complained chietly of pain In the left 
side of the ohcNt and cpigastritim, and of inability to aleep. No 
ohancfe occurred In the sympIumH, and early on Ibc morning of the 
fburth day after her entrau4;e, the houxe-pnptl, who was calleif ti> her, 
found ber dying, Sbe died tjui'^tly at about 6 o'clock, A.M. 

Tho brownish discoloration of the iikin was somewhat Ie«tM Hlrildng 
after doatli tban before. At tlic autupny, the only diDcaae was tttatSi 
in the supru-ronal capauleci. The right was larger and idotc solid to 
the feci than usual. It was an inch and a half long and thnM! fuurihs 
of au inch wide. On section, the whole organ pri-«cuted an appear- 
anoe like that of cheese, of a br(>wni«li-yollow( color. The Ittfl cap- 
sule contained in its centre a nodule, nbout the size of a dried pea, of 
a similar character to tho deposit In Ibe right capsule, but of a some- 
what lighter color. 

July 22d, — Tmnora in Ae Brmn; Difeamt of the Renal C'apsula, 
mthoul Syn^itomt.—Vr. Jacssok showed the Kpccimcns, and reported 
the case. 

" The patient wau a tuner of piano-forte*, about 80 ycftrv of age. 
and of good gt^nerat health. In December, 1M5. he wax attacked 
wiUi acute rheumatiKni, and was sick for six weekx. l.ant July he had 
an attack of peritonitis that limted for six or seven weekx ; and, beloro 
he waa i)Qite recovered from tliiit, there came on a pain along the right 
sciatic nervo, shooting from the hip to Ibc foot, and becoming quitaj 
sercrc. For thin pain bo entered the MuMsaohn^etls General f^pitdl 
on the 31at of January ; and, OD the following day. there were noted 
the nigna of a deep-seateil abscess near the sacrum, npou the right 
Bide, On the 5Ui of March be was di&cbarged, relieved. Tho 
uain loft him ia (he course of tho spriug, but the abace«s went on, and 
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^K wu npnned nboat the midillD of .Tnnc, after whi'cli it bciilcd tip at once, 
^■irnd bn lin'l III) farther trouMc from it. 

^V "On the 17 til of fobruuni', lie rc|>ortDd eoido pain in the bad: of hia 
hfiad fi>r the last few days ; •nil, on tlic 4th of March, » neunilfflc 
beadacho which he had had ovoiy night for about a vreok. Mid which 
Nom«tiRu;s kr>pt him awabo. From tliat timo he had mora or less piiiii 
tintil his death, and it soon became severe ; not constant, bat nllicr 
In pnroxysuis, «ritb nausea when most serero, and often reliorcd by 
Tomitioff. The seat of the paiu was upon the right aide, tovrarda lli« 
oppet part, and rattier towards the ftnnt. On the 27th of May. when 
he vas llrst neen'by his attondiog phyfdcian, tlieni waa an amanrotio 
appcaraDM of the eyes, with apparent protmoioii of the fflobca, but 
without any change In the pupils. ThOHc loHt, snbticqncntly' became 
dilated and nnaflbcted by chanKex of light, with tili^^ht Htrabi.imns aod 
failure of Tifiiun; and for the taat tlir«e weeks he waa tutally blind. 
The two oyea were about equally alTcetcd. A moath bi^furc hi« death he 
was also tomewhal deaf in oue ear, but In u few dayw tliis paicsed off. 
Doring the liutt few daj« ho tmai;irii-<l ttiat he Haw varioun fanciful 
objects, bnt hu Kccnictl to kmiw that tliey were illuBinnn ; niiil, oUier- 
wise, bis mind was never afli-<:tiid. Onconnly, and in the month of May, 
be bad aconvnii-ion. Tbcpowerof voluntary mi>tiunandthetwn«ibility 
were never aTTccted. Prom the month of May he was confined to the 
buuKO, and for about a month before his death to the bed, with much 
loss of flesh and strength, though be wax by n" means greatly ema- 
ciated at last; his weight, in health, averaging 140 to ISO ponnds. 
J'Hio pnisc averaged about 100. ITis appetite was keen, as I bolievo 
that It often is in organic affcctionK of the brain: and he was just 
having some chicken cooked lt)r him when he suddenly died, on the 
morning of the 10th inst. Bowels rather torpid. Urine well. Ab 
Dne of the tumors was connected with the corebetlum, inquiry was 
tnndo of tfao father, bat ho knew nothing of bis eon's sesnat feelings 
being in any way affected. And, as tbe renal capsules were so much 
diseased, it should be stated that there was never the slightest dis- 
coloration of the skin. 

'* On dissection, two tnmora wore found m the bnJn. One was in 
tbe substance of the right optic thalamus ; the other was upon the 

Iflorface of the left lobe of the cerebellum, and about the middle of the 
lino of union of the upper and under surfaces. Both were of a wiilfi- 
viently regular and ovoid form, and quite firm to the feel. Tlie first 
was about tho size of a nutmeg ; and, on section, showed a degrco uf 
translucency, aucb as is sometimes seen in the lymphatic glands, but 
^th an appearance not very unlike that or tlic bruin itKrlf, with a 
defined deposit In the centre of opaque, yellowidh lymph. The other 
was of the xhe of a largo English walnut, without any appearance of 
brain on socticin, hut unifonnly opaijue thnnighoul. though not as 
I deeply so as the oeutnti portion of the other tumor; tho structuro 
I veomcd nnifbnn throngfiont, and there wa-H nowhere iiiiy trace of sofl- 
[ening in citiier tumor. Tho Hglit optic thalamus appeared about tyico 
and a half as large a* tho loft, when the two wore first exposed, and 
somewhat opaque. Around each uf tbe tumors tho cerebral subatanco 
[was of the consistence i-f a soft pulp to the ilt'pth of two or tbivi- 
Tliiws, 80 that tbcy both fell out as the brain was bciug handled, and 
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it was quite impossible to detennine the relalioDs of the larger maaa 
to the membraDes. As the other mass, however, was certainly found 
ia the snbetaDce of tbe brain, it was inferred that the larger one waa 
also. These tamers had not at all the general appearance of tnberca- 
lar masses, and, in accordance with this fact, there were foaod do 
traces of tabercles in the lunga or bronchial glands. Excepting the 
softening immediately abont the tumors, the brain was perfectly 
healthy, as were the membranes npon the surface, unless there was a 
deficieocy of moisture. There were, however, two ounces of clear 
serum, by exact measurement, in the lateral Tentricles. As usual, 
these cavities appeared quite large when laid open, and the open- 
ing between them was large, but the septum was Gnn. There waa, 
also, a flattening of the convolutions, with diatension of the dura 
mater, as usual when there is effusion into the ventricles. 

" In the abdomen, there were found universal andoldadhesione, re- 
sulting from the puritouitis that occurred last year. The left renal cap- 
sule was enlarged, and the right was between two and three times its 
usual size. To the feel they were quite firm ; and, on incision, were 
found to contain a large amount of opaque, tubercular-looking matter, 
though some portions were healthy. The other organs looked healthy 
ex tern ally. 

" In the thorax there were universal, old, pleural adhesions upon 
the right side, explaining a statement made by the patient at the Hos- 
pital on the llth of February, that ' a year ago he had a severe at- 
tack ef pain in right side of chest, which prevented woi^ for a week.' 
The left side was fiee, and the organs were healthy. 

" On examinativm of the back, though the abbess closed up at 
once after it wa^ opened, there was found a snftness of the tissues, 
with some infilcration of opaque lymph beneath the glntiens maxi- 
mum, anl in the seat of the fonner iuHammation. The bones, however, 
which it was ihoaghc uij;:^t have been dis^^ased. wA« healthy. 

■' Thf cause of tho sudJennoss of the death did not appear. 

'■ Pi*oase of the renal capsules, iu connection with discoloration of 
the skin, Ac, has been observed otten enough here to fully substan- 
tiate Dr. Addison's original and verj important obeerration : but the 
codes La which the disease has Ki'u touud without the symptoms have 
nut. Si* f*r as I am aware, bet'a brou^t out : and it is certainly very 
dcsir-ible thit they should K'."' 

The toUowiug mion.>scopic apj-eanaces wetv observed by Dr. C. W. 
Swi-"< : — 

■■Tum:r of optic ihdlaraus. tiener*! charK-ter of the translucent 
p'.rt!o:i. dbr.'-celtttljkr. Fitrv-us olomorit distinct, but not prominent. 
Ac«t:c acid brouictit out crowtts of sruait nuclei. The loose material 
scatter-.'d over tho lioUl of tho uiioroscope consisted in part of imper- 
fect shrtvetled cell-forms, in ['orC of routrd or oval uuclei, with nucle- 
oli. :>>;•; or enclosed iu delicate tusifi.>rm a:id ojiud^ito c\lls. The cen- 
tr-il .pikj-ie mjL$s preseatii'd tho ap^vAr^ituv ot taW'rcuUir matter, or 
lioli .ks ajijCht occur frvm tho ilojcvuorjiliou of a variocy of ceU-struc- 
iiir»s, Tbore was vvrv little tai.

" The tuberculoid maasca in tbo eopn-roDal cap«ute consisted or 
degenerate granular mal«nal, witii a coDsideiablo number of delicate, 
Eleudei or linear cells, such as belong to nov connoctivo-tissue." 

JiTLT SSd. — Ovarian Cu»t; Removal; J>ealh in Ji/ty-ei^ Houra. — 
Communicated to the Soci<:ly by Dr. M. Wykix. 

Mrs. W. V. S., agud 42, marncd; two children. Foart«en yoara 
ago had inllaininatioii iti right Iliac region, which slowly subflided, 
leaving a certain ainoiinl of tcnderuesa, rcsistaLce lo presaurc, and an 
onnatara) »cntM; of vrciglil. In Docombtir, ISOfl, lir»t noticed fiilncmii 
in abdomen, which hw «(vadily incroa»cd up to the present time, with 
more or le» pain nnd tcndcm«M!. Pnlec incroiwcd in quickofrKS nnd 
■ frequency ; occasional h«at of skin ; vmBcinti<iti ; uidi-ma or legs and 
I thighs. Qtiantity of nn'oi- about OQU pint in twt^nty-four hours, not 
coagulablo. Appvtilo pretty good, strength dtmintHhtng. Nonr 
(Jumi), ublii^d to sit npright moxt of the time ; licfi irt bed only occa- 
sionally. May 2Slh. 18G7, tapping with largo trocar uod canula, just 
below umbilicus and to the right of tlic median linv. Fluid, Ut. a 
thin, straw-colored BQrum, apparently from the peritoneal cavity ; 2d, 
a gclatinoos subetancc. of about tho consistvucy of " calros-foot jel- 
ly " ; quantity, somewhat more than a quart. 

Juno Tth. — Again tapped. Gotntinous Biibstimcc nnil semni as be- 
fore, removed by means of exhausting syringe; quantity, about two 
qnarU. Conaidei'abto relief of 'distension after both operations. Ex- 
ploration with probo indicated more than one sac, Ho inliamniation 
appeared to follow either oporation, at least so far as pain or tcuder- 
nesa indicated it. Such is the history to this time, June I'tb.

lot. Is recovery posaiblc withonttberemonlof the diseased mass P 
' Answer — No. 

2d. Is there a chance of recovery after the removal of the diseased 
mass? Answer— Ves: but the chance is Bmall, and the probability 
is against rucovery, and you are advised against tlie operation. 

She noK sayti, that chance, great or small, which a surgical opom- 
tion olTera, 1 claim ua my right, and demand it of the medical profe*- 

■.sion. Thu qnonlion for consideration is this : — 
Can the profe»iiioii, under these circu instances and with this history, 
deny the Hgtit or refuse the demand ? 

I June mil. — The above question was pnt lo cacli of the gentlomcn 
«fan u-cre invited to be present, and with one exception they anitwcrcd 
ttoheaitatingly in the negative. The gentlemen present wero — Or«. 
jKodgcv, n. J. Bigelow, Ftuckitigham, Minot, Wellington, H. G. Clark, 
iCabot and Wajcott. 
, Operation by Dr. Hodges, at 12.20, P.M., June nth. A short in- 
cision was maae below tho umliilicuH. An immediate escape of targe 
qnantitioa of the "jelly " above describrd followed. This wn< oithor 
InMi in Iho pcritoooal cavity or cscapitl from a thiu cy»t ruptured at 
the time. A mass of small eyst^, free of a<llie3tonA. and i^ontaining a 
similar jolly-like miterial, tho iiiKi! of ii m:»ii'w hi-ad. wan fmnd npon 
tbo right side, having a moderately long pedicle. Thia ivm liouHtisod 
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bj s donblo silk lij^ntnro, tiod, and, wlnm tbc tumor was v^mored, Em- 
tcncd bctwfleu tho tip^ of Uio wound, without any tractioti. Tbe 
wound i(s«lf wM broogbt tog«tbcr with the pentoitesi sorfaccB tfl tbe 
two sides in apposition. There was a j^ncral peritonilia prcemt cf * 
iiubacate character. After tiie operation, tbe patient was placed In a 
clean bed iu a comfortablo position. 

8, P.M. — Mas voroilod sevcml times simKi reoovery Avm etker ; dull 
paius in lower part of abdomen, like tboso of menBtmalion. Oittbeter 
drew olT about a pint or urinfi, tvitb relfef. Tnkca (c<> freely. Pulse SO.

paia not eererc ; abdomen <IUt^nd<;d. Bladil«r kept Tree witli catbe- 
ler. Tongue clean. Pnt^e quick and hard. Skin moist and Hofl ; no 
clilllfiieMi. Gut arrowroot during Itto day, witb carbonated water and 
ic<! ; t)iirt<ty. Daring tho day the pulso IncnHwod in freqncBcy and the 
skin bccnnio hot ; abdomen ftillcr, bat not mnoh tondOTncw ; cedcou 
or legs lo«s. 

ISth.— Pnlso I'JO; ivupiration 40. Continaal vomiting; daring tbft 
niglit; continues to-day. ]3cramo Taint whoo tho head was raised. 
Got warm water to f«)t, which had become cold. 5, P.M.— I'ulse ft«- 

S[a4int and focblo. UgatnrvH freed from tho stitches aronnd thrm, and 
ouiid to be loose ; Uiey were cawfolly removed. Ono pint or pint 
and a half of clear sortun Rowed from the abdomen. Uootinucd to 
vomit and sink tilt 10, P.M., when sbe dj«d. 

Aco, 28th. — Oaee in icWcA AborH^»^,toae artifidaU'j indticr^. on oo 
coitfi/ cf esce»aix\e A'ausea and VomUitig of Pregnancy. — Dr. Mnor 
reported Uio case. 

The patient is a married lady, 8S yearn old. In good health prerfoos- 
ly to her present illnesa, rather stont, and of a nervous temperainent. 
She has two children, tho youugttitt about thre^ yearn old. Daring 
her second pregnancy aho suflcred fur a Kliort timi! from exoesBt*e 
nanHea and vomiting, which woro relii;rc<), apparoilly, by the appli- 
cation of morphia to a blisti^rod Hiirfai.1% aHcr other mcanH had fatted. 
Slio bocamv pregnant for Uie third timn about tlio middk of April last, 
and in a few wcvkn began to have much naiiMia and vomiting. By 
tho end of May the latter became iinoonlnillablo ; scarcdy anything 
was retained on the ittomach, and she coald only 1>c nooriHlK-d by 
enennata of beef tva, which wcro given abnnt once in four lionn. The 
patient became mnch emaciated, Ko that her rings dropped from her 
fingers. She was very despondent. The pnlsc was very rapid, and 
after fire weeks of iocessant vomiting, tho cxbanstion was so great 
that It was feared she might sink nuless abortion waa indnced. Dr. 
Putnam, who saw the patient in eoneultatioo, coincided in this opi- 
nion, and a sponge tent was introducod into thcccrvis uteri, July Tlh, 
another on the 8th, and a third on tho 9lh. Abont midnight of the 
lOth laWr came on, and tho ovnm waa expelled at t, A.M. The 
TomilioK then oeased, but tho patient remainfd in a state of mnch 
pruKirntion, with inability to sleep for eeveral days. fh>m which sho 
Hlnvrly recovered, and in now oonTalesoont, tbon};h by no mcanit well. 

Tho following remedlM were employed in ihi^ case: externally 
moqiliiii was appHod on a blistered Miirfaco, avor the sliimarh :— this 
gavo no relief. Suiapi«nHi kihI cblurvfurm were alao upplied, with 
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Tery UUle benefit. loa to th« «piae> *ad «I*o to tha c[^gastrium, hi 
'liaptiMii's ico bag», tT*^ somo relief for k tlti>c, but tbc pfttiont tooa 
g^t tired or it. A strong cthcrcAl tinctiirv of iodine (two draohma 
to tho ouuoe) 1V&S fioelj- paiutod over the oa and cervix uteri and 
app«r part of tbe vftgiDs, an Uirco odowioiis, but no OBaeolial relief 
followed. Tho solid uitr&to of eilvor vras also applied to tbe os aud 
within tbe ocrvix, witlt like result. Aa tbe pxttcot bad BuGi>i-o<l from 
leoconbwa siikce the bep^iuDing of pregnancy, much waa hoped from 
tbese applications, although no diaoasc was visible about the oa or 
cervix. The internal remedies were clilorofono, which for a lirao wa« 
of aome use ; bromide of potaasiom, iced drinks, brandy, cfaompague, 
cold tea. Mo. But the subcutaneous injection of morphine giare very 
great teuip'>r.tr; relief, and enabled the patient to sleep aereral hoam 
at ui(fht. Dr. M. thought tiiat without It she oonld b&rdly have lived. 
Lar^ dosM were rwiuired, upwards of three ^i^inn being (totnctimca 
given in twenlj-four tioura, and it waa continued for Mveml weoka 
without inliTrniplioD. 

Pr. AI. romatKod that out of neveral comm of sersre and obsthiato 
vooiiu'ng of prvffiiancy whicti he had aecn, this was tlie firat in whidi 
be had felt compelled to brlug on abortion in order to «uva tbo 
{Utiout'it lifo. 



Ave. S6tb. — Tvphh^nkri/vf-perilonUit afier an Accident, ictth S^eei- 
'■vitn. — Or. C. D. Tiomak!) rc^portiHl the case. 

A girl, eight yoans old, of alendt^r coiutlltulion, won thrown from 
a child's truck on which Hho wait being drage«<l, on Wi^dnesdaj, fall- 
ing upon tier right sidu. On ThunxUvy idie had a chill, followed by 
' pain in tho right tlioo rezioD, which gradually' extended over the whole 
' abdomen. S£e wa» under the care of an trrt-gular practitioner till 
Sund^, when Df. nomntiH was caltoJ, and found her in bed, counte- 
nAnce anxious, pulse frequent iind wcok, complaining of great pain 
and tenderness in bowels, just over the ailuolion of tho cajcuin, and 
with great anoiesia; the bowcU woro constipated; thcro was sonie 
tympanites and tendcruoss generally over the t^omen. Uy atimu- 
lant£ and opiates she was made as eomfbrtable aa poasiblo, but gradu* 
ally sank away until her death, on Uotid.iy aflernoon. 

The autopsy waa tnado by Dr. J. IIoitAiis, Jr., who showed the ape* 
cimen and furnished tho following account >— 

Abdomen only esaroined. Uecent poritonitifl, with offoslon of ptini* 
lent fluid, and gining together of the folds of inteatine and conK-ntw 

I of tbe peJvia was found. The inllammalioa was most severe in Uut 
nelgliborhood of the coecum. There were two small perforation* of 
tbe appendix cocci, seven eighths of an inch from its extremity, round 
and stoall, perhaps Wf a line in diantoter. 'Xlie last inch of the np> 
peodix was iu a more or less adv.inced state of j^au^ene. The Imkuo 
of the appendix . at its c i re umfeienco where the perforaliunM were 
, found, wan reduced tu a thin covering; of peritoneal and Hr«-olar tis- 
aue. Within the appendix — two inchoa from its origin->was found, 
pretty firmly fixH, a body of a brown color, fiecal odor, and of tho 
sizo aud tih.^iii! of an ordinal? dry, white bean. This body was three 
and a half limii lou^, hy twn linen in LliickntrHK, iind wiu of th6Coosi»- 
of mwlcratcly hu4ouvd patly, or very thick, tough dough. On 
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BC«(ion, It was Been to have o. «uiaU central point of a blnish-ffUta 
color (tliU point iR soft), and deposits seem la bo arranged conccntri- 
aJly oround lliis centre. 

Bj the ail] of Uic microKcopc, tliU bndy ia aocn to concist of por- 
tions of vcgctablo «tmcturvB aad amorpboOB mattvr, euch m might bo 
BoiMi in fKceu. 

Dr. Jacksox romarkcd npoo thv fact that acuto disosae not infro- 
qoentl}' follows an accident, u point not safficmnU; innstcd apun bj 
authors; ho thonglit tho child would have boon alive now but for 
the fall. 

Sbpt, 9th. — Caeea of Aaeilea. — Dr. MoBLiNs reported the foltowji^ 
oases of paticDto under his caro at the City Iloepitsl. The notes 
were furuiahed by Mr. K. 11. ¥\\z, one of the Medical IIoDse Olflcers. 
Id the first two paticnte, pcrilonitis followed jtafocenltf^ abdominit. 

Case I. — Aacilcjf; t'criioiiili^ after Tapping; Fatty Degeneration q^ 
0\e Kidncjs. — Ktnma Y., a cook, 28 years old, entered the hospital on 
the 27(h of April, 1861. She was of dissolute hsbiu, nnd confessed 
hayiug hA^l a child, although anmarried. She acknowledged indul- 
gence iu spirituous liquors, and had a broken-down, dissipated a«|>ect. 
Uer sutemoDt was, that, in December, 1866, she caught cold, and Aynf- 
D09a, with cough, followed. She was able, however, to do her utiual 
work, until about the first of April, 18CT, when dropsical swelling first 
iipj>o&rod. Sliarp pain was felt, at this time, tn the lumbar region. No 
hwmaturia is reported. Nausea, vomiting, and a cftrliiiu amount of 
delirium superveued. (Edema began in the Icet ; and, in the conrse 
of a week, tho legs and abdomen were swollen. During tho two 
wcekd just preceding her admission, the right arm and cli'-»i hare be- 
come much enlarged. She lies, constantly, upon the right nidc, and 
liaa done so for several weeks— decubitus on the left Hide caasiog 
8har]> |>&b> in tbe Iclt lombar region. Iter ap|>i>lito is good, but the 
iiigostion of food excites nansca and vomiting. At timex. the patient 
is dizzy, but no complaint is made as to ihi; i-ycNight. The rnfamcuia 
were rogiilur until two months before ibodropMy appeared; since then, 
there lias been persistent leucorrlicca. 

At the lime of her entrance iiit^) (he bottpital, bcr recpiratioos were 
32 ill tho minute, her pulse 120. The right arm and the right side of 
the chcitl were OMlcmatonK, pitting deeply on pressure; there was 
ascites, and tho Icga wero ccdrmntous. Two i^malt ulcerations on the 
calf of right teg, caused by distention, gave rise to a copious Sow of 
sorouB liquid. I<elV chest healthily resonant ; right sotnew bat dull. 
Hcapiratory sounds normal in left lung; feeble at tbo b«»e of rii^Ijt 
lung, and accompanied by coanw crepitant mles. Heart. — Sliirol 
systolic sDufUo, heard loudest over Ibo apex, and masking tbe (ir»t 
sound. Urine. — Under tho microscopo, hyaline, and faintly granular, 
casts were seen ; also abnndant rcual and club-shaped epithelium. An 
immense aoioant of cr%-8tallino arates observed. Tbe nrioe was ex- 
amined throe or four times, with the same result. 

Treatment. ■— Numerous dejections were at once procured by 
means of tho bitartratc of potash and powder of jalap. A solution of 
tlie bitartrato was sllo'wod freely as a drink; and aUo six Duncnt of 
sherry wine, daily, with sacli noorislusent as abe could take, lior pros- 
trattoD being estrcme. 
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Hay 8d. — ^The abdomen was tapped, turo inclics biilow tlie nmbili- 
cns, and twelve piute of a dear, yellow fluid were willidrawu, Riving 
great relief to ibe reapiratioD, whicii huil been very ilillicuU. On the fol- 
lowiBK day, there was marked alxlomiiial pain. At & o'clock, A.M., 
May 6tli, Mr. Pitx was called to llio p:it4CQt, and foand her breathing 
easily, witb internal strabifimuii, tlio eyes sccmiiig to protrude from 
the orbita— ber ejtprftnnioii wiw extremely ansioos — altnost wild. A 
ocrouit fluid n-ait exuding Irvm tlie orifice mado by tho trocar. Pulse 
very quick and feeble: bands cold, Icgii warm. Patient complained 
of loMM of fligbt. The tonguo could be protruded in a straight Hoe, 
On putting direct qiicolioDs to hor, she returned rational answers ; 
but almoat immeilialGly sho irould waoder, and mutter iocohcrvntly 
in a low tone. Stimulants wore ordered. At tho rej^alar morning 
risit, puticnt was in a state of cullapso ; the rvspirations long-drawn 
and irregular ; pulse imperceptible ; extreraitiea culd and livid ; com- 
plete insensibility ; moribuad. Death took place shortly after tba 
riait. 

The caae is chiefly noticeable on account of Its rapidity and Rcveri- 
ty. the patient having been only nine days In tho,bospiltLl, and about 
live weeks off from ber tiAnal employment. 

The necroflcopic examination wtw made by Dr. Swan, at 4 o'clock, 
P.M., of Hay 7th, and hia statement i-t appended. Nothing is report- 
ed, as noticed in the heart, to account for lliu illHlinct Honllle pci-^iat- 
ently lieard during life ; which is rather remarkable, since it can bitrdly 
lienuppo^ud to have arisen from any peculiar blood-condition, or tohava 
l>wn a mere functional phenomenon. The same is true with reganl to 
tho internal slrahismiis, observed onffcelasldiiy of patient's life; tJioro 
was nothing explanatory found in the brain. It may, perhaps, bo 
regarded as a mere accompaniment of the moribund condition, with* 
out special significance ; it cannot be referred to any apparent cause. 

Poft^mortem Appearances. — Moderate emaciation. Face somewhat 
livid. Some hypostatic discoloration. But littlo rigor. Abdomen Ait- 
tended and tympanitic. ITead. — Membranes rather moist, but no very 
abnormal amount of serum, anywhere. Vessels of pia mater, over homi- 
ephcres, and at base, rather Igrpid. Choroid plexus anatmic. Pnncta 
crtienta distinct. Lungt. — Both lungs showed some dark, hypostatic 
congestion, but wen otherwise not remarkable. Kloderato, rather 
firm adhesions on both sides. Hydrothorax in both cavities, partica- 
larly the right, to the aggregate amount, by estimate, of three and a 
half quarts. Periirardium and liearl vie]]. The latter contained only 
soft, black coagtilu. Abdotnm, —GcnorA] i>CTi(onitf.H. Marked, dif- 
fused redness and apparent thickening of the anterior portions of the 
parietal membrane, particnlarly on the right side. Tlie surfaces of tho 
int^Hliiies, which were moderately adherctot by Sbrinons exudation, 
were painted, here and there, with a vi^-id, lOther deep, red. In the. 
wholtx sac, there were about four pints of serum. Litxr rather dark. 
Oall-htaiiiter filled with dark viscid bile, ifiifnif?/.*.— Slightly below 
the normal sixe ; cones deeply congested ; cortex perhaps u IKtIe thin ; 
by microscope seen to be ia a slate of fatty degooeruUon. The cap- 
sules separated with abnormal readiness, slipping back on both aides 

ador tbe grasp of the towel, when the usual longitadinal section was 
lade. The stomach contained thin, blackish, aTmo«t bloody looking

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fluid. Intestines mucb dUteii<le<l hy gutc* ; the; appeated oUivnriae 
well. JUadder.—Hut rvinurkublu ; it cwuUiued a amali quuuUty of 
tuine.

No bereditujr 
tendi'ucy to JiHcasc asccrUiaablo. Patient is not, and never baa beca, 
uddiclfxl toUio u»(,'Qf intoxicating liquore. lloalwnYabadgood boAltk 
until two years ago, at which time he waa cmploycduD bt>ard a J'acifio 
mail steamship, runniDg between Stm Kr^nciiico aod the iBthmas of 
Panama. Two months after euteriug npon bis datica bo exi)erieac«d 
avvero pais, referred to tbe lower portion of the atamum, atid wbicfa 
persisted for about four weeks. There were nightflwoaila, >auBdic« 
and clay-colored sioolii. There waa never any pyrexia iu hia case. 
After recovering from thla attack, he came to t£e North, and baa boa 
neither strong nor iu guud Lualth aiace. Une year ago, h« again p a «a 
od clay-colored ffeces. DropsicaJ nwelHng began three raontlis since ; 
first over the riglit malar bono. Tliu legx, feet and abdomcu tlicu be- 
came, auccesaively, «iibuvod. Four wooka ago, the ascitc* having 
Ctly increased aAd being vunr troableaume, tLe trocar waa tnUv 
>i, and fift«cQ qoarta o? a cloar, yellow fluid were removed. A 
week ago, light-colored etooU r«-app*)arcd ; and were attribul«d, by 
tlifl patient, to eating two luEnons, daily, during tl>c preceding two 
weeks. For tbo paet thrco weeks ho has had two, and aomotiuM* 
tliree dejections daily; they were not watery; the aiaount of eacit 
dlscbargu was Icsa than normal. 

Patient's Appctito baa been czSdloot tlirougbovt. No headache, 
vertigo, troubled vision, nor hgemorrhoids. In the course of the past 
few iluyit, he has complainod of griping pains, referred to the lower 
part of the abdomen, and has said Uiat hia legs felt " nnmb." 

When fifHt visited at tho liospital, be was in bed; the face a good 
deal cmaciatod and of a jaundiced hoe. Sclerotica clear, wbile. Res- 
piration easy ; pnlso 06. feeble. Tougue ntoist and cloao. No tliitst. 
Quantity of uriue sioall, not bigh-colu^. There was good rcaooance 
over tlio lungs ; c^irdiac dulueaa not Increased. Uespiratory aounda 
hoard below the iiderior aiig!e« of the scapulw. No soufflo beard in 
cardiac region. Abdomen greatly enlari^r not oedematous. Super- 
ficial veins readily seen. lutcstiual rettonance strongly marked at tbe 
epigastric region, lesa falense iu umbilical and hypogastric divisiuna. 
Dulnoss at the flanks. Pluctuation throughout. Tho boondarica of 
the liver and spleen could not be accurat«Iy defJoed. Legs and feet 
cedematoua. Right leg morv swollen tliao lefL All examinations of 
tbo urine furuiahed llic auou: result* aa that GiaL made, viz., no albit 
teen nor ca^t*. 

There was ko much dyspncoa and discomfort, two days after pa* 
tient's entrance. Unit tapping waa again resorted to, and twenty-thrco 
pints of a clear, yellow fluid were removed. 

Hay Gth.— There being now an opportunity for palpation. &c., it 
waa ascertained, on percussion, that there was a doubly increased 
Area of dulnesa in tho splenic region ; over tlic hepatic region the 
area of duloeos was diminished. The liver lay entirely beneath tbe 
ribs and cartilu^s^ oxcegt at the right edgo of tho ateniuai, wbcr* i( 
could bo felt. ' ' 
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Hhf ISIh,— A sharp, fix«d pain was complained of, referred to tint 
ntiiall of the back. 

18th. — Directions coetire. Srt/eipelaa ha« appeared on tlic left side 
of Ihc face. The patient had an attack of this, he statea. just before 
the first flupen-ention of Xhe aacitee. The tbroat ia now somewhat 
painful, and has an erysipfllatons look. 

The erysipelas (fnulualty extendod downwardii. On the 20th of 
May the ecrolum i>eeame swollen, red, excoriated, and very patnfni. 
The chief complaint at OiIm time wan of the acrotal enlargement and 
floreoesB. A suapenitory )>uni]nBV was applied, and gave great relief. 
The eryaipolaa finally coTcred tne lower linibn, 

21th. — r.cgfl very painful. Pulse 12l>, very weak. Expre«Rlon of 
countenance indicative of great anxiety and sufTering. Eats hut vtrv 
little. BowelH conHtipatctl. At evening visit, the cornea was glaacd, 
the pulite extremely weak. 

28th. — Patient had failed ilowly through the night ; ia quite nneon* 
RciouR Uiis nioniiti^. Pulse cannot bo counted ; extremities cold. life 
died at I o'clock. P.M. 

The treatment, throughout, was of a supporting character. As 
ntnch nourishing food was allowed as the patient conld take. Citrate 
nf iron and quinine was given. Solution of hitartrate of potash as a 
drink. Also ale. gin, and sherry, at differeDt times. Constipation 
was relieved by a powder containing, as its chief ingredients, calomel 
and hitartrate of potash. 

The ;)c*Jf-morfem examination watt mode by Dr. 9wan, May 29th, 
186T. nineteen hount alter death, and bin account la appended. 

" The organs were removed by Mr. Pitz, whotie report of the ap- 
pearance of tbtngx in tUu, Ac, tit embodied in the ftillowing account. 
Very marked lividily of depending portions of tody. Orumous dis- 
charge from month. Tkorax.-^jnngn collapsed readily when the 
cavity was opened. Apices free. Two or three pleuritic adhesions 
on the rigtit side. old.

No tubercular dtxease of note. Heart well. Haifa pint of yellow 
s«raiti In pcricardiwm. No evidence of iaflammation. AMomen very 
ranch enlarged.

Tho ubdomon gradually colarg- 
cd, linall; the feet and k-ga bocamo aidctnalous, and, at tinH>s, tbe face 
would be swollen.

I'ul«« 
irregular, very feeble — so inuck so as to render it impossible to count 
it. Tongue natural, appcUto nearly null. UoweU regular; urinv 
high colured and ecanty ; no albumen nor casts detected at an; of tho 
several examinations mttdo. I'aticnt bas never had rbenmatlsro ; and 
DO hereditary prcdiepositiou to disease of any sort can be traced. 

On examination by percussion and auscultation, tlie left chest was 
found dull at Uie base. Tho right chest was sufficiently lesonaut. 
Area of cardiac duluess much increased. Crepitant v*\vs board at 
the base of each lung. T'lore was never any cardiac murmur beard 
during tbe patient's stay iu Iho boapital. 

Thcabdomea was much enlarged ; rcMxiant above, dull at tbe flanks ; 
fluctuation throughout. Ilopatic boundarios caasot be made out. 
Diagnasu. — Hopatiu disease ; hydropericardiun.

Dr. Swan ramnricod, in addition, that, with thd oxiiiteiicQ of a com- 
paratively sli^t amonnt <^f vatviiUr discasouf the IwaTt. ax compan^ 
wiih the anaaarcona condition of ibn body, tho qocstion arieen wh«th«r 
the latter may not have boon dne to the preseura of the fluid in tli« 
distended pericordium upon the venous oritices of the heart, or upon 
the organ itself: due, that is. to a mechanical eaase — especially in the 
abMnce of renal disease.

TliTei> yearn ago, «he cnterrMl 
the MamachuMitlA General Ilospttal, with dropxy, and was discharjfrd 
well in flix weeks. Six munths cine*, her nbdomrn beg:«n to swell, 
and for three weeks jiml previotis to hrr admission into the Oity Hoa- 
(lital, the feet, lega and Tacc hecanir fwollen. 

Ua exertion, she has much palpitation of the heart: thero is do 
pain complained of: jnundico has norer been manifested. IT^fnor- 
rtiotds have boon Iroublcsomo. Thir catamenia ceased eight years ago. 

At the first visit, she waa sitthir op ; the abdomen was ffreatly dis- 
tended and there was very marited flnctnatien. The lower Kmbs were 
highly ffidemRtooB, pitting deeply on pressure. Countenance ansmjc; 
respirations 20 in the minnle : poise 100 ; tongue natural; appMite 
good : iio dejection for aeven days.

Tbeie was 
a generally aiiicinic iis[m!c1, but xlif^il lividity of tba lipn. nuggcst- 
ing cardiac troublo. although nothing abooroMl wut det<.'Ctc<l by the 
physical exanuantiun. 

There wan au vvjilcnco of hepatic disease ; aot did several ansljracA 
of the uHqu disciose aaythiDg in that directiua.

Dr. D. tl.STOacR said there waaa disiaclinatioDon the part of aurgeona 
Id this ueightwrlHiod to perform this operation ; he hoped the two dia- 
tinguisbod oviiriotuiDJuta preaeiit woul<l scve tlie Soeiotjr the results of 
their expc^rieaco aud their upiiiion act to the? propriety of tbe operalioD. 

Mr. Srcscea Wbi.l* xaiil Ititi coiifidi-iice in ovariotomy increased as 
bis esperiviice bftcaute tiirgor, the morlAlily after operations having di- 
ntiaiBhetl, wbihi the Hiirvivoni had enjoyed greatly improved healtJi. Of 
bis own caat-M, vk'ven wotnou have luirni; cbildten after bavJDf; bad an 
ovary removed, sorDe of tliem having licen confined two or three times, 
I*rejudictt hod )K:ei) aruuaod agaJnist the operation because it IiutI been 
doite wlifti il was not jnstifiable : patients in good tieallb with ova- 
rian tumoiH and no diiMioiDfort. havo been pi-tMiiitded tu have the ope- 
raliiin done and have died in a fow days, while on tbe other hand the 
uiwration had been done on women in a most tnincraUe condition. 

Mr. WclU said he had operated an 32S women, of whom 162 reco- 
vered and SG died. In the first 100 cases, 6C rccdvcred and 3ft died ; 
in tba second 100 casea, 12 recovered and 28 died ; in the remaining 
28 ca«e«. 24 recovered aud 4 died. In incomplcto operations, the 
mortality ia 40 per cent. In IS cases bo had made exploratory inci- 
sions and had loat 26 iMr cent, but these operations will bo less fre- 
c^uent as experience becomes greater. In two cases he had dono 
ovariotomy twice; thv fimt patient died of peritonitis, the interval 
between the operations having been nine months. Tho second pit- 
tient still lives, the last opumtion liaving been done eightesD months 
after the first. 

In seven cusos he had removed bolli ovariea at tho saiuo tims ; of 
these, fonr recovered and three died. 

In answer to Dr. Ltuak, Mr. Wells said that in Uio g«n«ral hoHpi- 

tala iif England tbe mortality had been very much greater than in 

private practice or in uball hospitals. In Gtiy's and some other insti- 

tuliouit, th(^ patients have been kept bv thi-mvHvirM alter the operation, 

Laud no stodeuta or other than the nvcossary utkiudauts allowed to 
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visit Ibcm, which BO«roc<i to liim likely to baw mgooi eflcct. In bis 
own hMpituI, tho Samaritni), oontainini: nn\y ttrcoiy beds, the pftti«at 
are kept sepAralo, bat the tnortalily in etill elightly greater thau il 
private practice ; in the Bret oiic huDdrcd of his ca«ce tlie mortality 
WM greater iq private practice than tu this hospital, but in the second 
one hundred it was greater in tlie hospital. Ue had never thon^l of 
giving chlorate of potash with the idea of curing; ovaiiau di»eaae : be 
lhiiuf;bt the caiiee reported of improvcnteut during lite adininintration 
of this ni«diciito were not cases of disease of tJic uvary. In the aflf!r- 
treialmcnt, be always ordered tiie wiaduw to be kept open to neme 
extent, »umtner or winter. 

Dr. Wahlkk said he had operated in 1820, and had (he (intt mic 
ful case in New England, but he felt very mudcst at the side of Mr. 
Wells, who in ten yean bad done more than any other surgeon livioj 
to prolong life, linving rcHtored H2 women to perfect health ; bo ha 
caased premature death t<i lilty-eight wumeo, bnt, as the hope of lif 
witb ovarian disease is very mucli lews than after recovery from ovd 
riolomy, thoeo who survive the operation having usually perfect 
health, thie amounted to but little as an objection. 

Ho thought tbo operation should nocer he done save by a sargeos 
accaatomed to operate ; many men perform ovariotomy who never 
do any other operation, bat in complicated ca««8 the best qaaliSc^^ 
tions of the aurgeon are required as much ah or more than in 
other o)>eration. There has boeo great carelc«siiciM U8*t«i the 1im«' 
and manner of operating ; great caatioii should be usod^^iio attempt 
at Uourisli or brilliancy should be made. Dr. Pcasleo itaid he would 
never operate unless be were to have the whole charge ol the patient 
nfterwardii. In answer to Dr. U. J. fiigelow, be said he thought tbo 
opcntiou more likely to succeed at the hands of an experienced sur- 
geon Itiaii of one not accustomed to do operations. lie considered 
tho after-lroatmenl also very important ; lai^ doses of opium aro 
bad — as litlln ai i^iosaiblc should tin given ; nourishing food shoutd be 
used with diiwn'lion. In severul cimes he had iiijeclod into tho abdo- 
minal cavity one or two qnart.t of puro water to wash ont clots mad 
prevent septicaemia. He tliought good air and favorable BitoatioB 
very iraporlant. 

Dr. 11. J. UiaEwv fiaid he had listened to these remarks with great 
interest ; ho bad often quoted the case in which this " washing out " 
was first done by Dr. I'ooslee, and thougbt tho expedient in that case 
an excellent instance of the benefit of judicions surgical Interference. 
He had done Ibe operation twice, nnsuceentifully, in 1849-50 — the fint 
operaticin.t here— and, having nnmerous applications to do it again, 
ha«l uuiformly since refused as a matter of personal prelerence and 
taste. Statistics as to the results of operations arc imperfect : many 
fatal cases abont thia city hare never been reported, and possibly 
olsowhurc the same omission haa occurred. In connection with the 
valiiaUU' stalcmontit which had l>een mnde, he adverted to tlw fact 
that succesN has not been In proportion to skill, complicated CM«s 
operated un by invxpericsccd persons having succeeded, while many 
fatal though promising cases have occurred in>kilful hands. As far 
OS he h.iiJ t>i'vn able to learn, the improvemonla in the method of ope- 
rating of late years have not been importoul, and tbos« in tho sobse- 
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qneot treAtmeot only coinm«iuiante and identical willi the improTed 
treaimeDl after Burgical opei-Ationa gflncrally. uoleaa Dr. l'eanlee'8 ad- 
mintble inclbod of clu&iiiiinr tlte p(triloii«um bo eicoptetl ; but tbis lias 
beea rarely re«ort«d to. lie llioagrht thai the country waa tbs be«t 
place, and a tio.ipital tlii» wurat, fur lliitt opcnitlun.

, was the utvras enlarged by fibrous tumotit that was removed. Thu 
rrror in ono of thoao at least was duo to the very remarkable senso of

The pntient, a lady of nervons tctnporamcDt, Q& ycon old, hoid on 
attack of diphtheria, to July lost, while etaying at the Heiuthore, for 
which hIk! vriw trvatcd by br. Edward Ncwhall, of Lyon. Tonics 
and HtiiuulantA, combined with energetic local applications, were the 
means employed, and the patient recovered. Some wedis oflerwarda, 
intlamrantion, followed by ulceration, attacked the cornea of the right 
eye, which had twice before been subject lo the s&mo affection, nt in- 
tervals of several yeais. so that its sight was much impaired. At the 
ftnmc time the patient began to lose control over ber limbs, so that oho 
could ncitlier stand nor walk without assistance. Uhe also begun to 
tranKpoHo her words in speakinf;, and to use one resembling in sound, 
but diflenng io &ense from the word she iuteudcd to employ. There 
WB« never any difllculty in articulating or in swallowing; nor wax 
tbore any real paralysis, but rattier a wcaknc'it and ^ferant of coordi- 
nation of tbe movements. The pulse was slow iu um moraiDg and 
quicker in the evening, but there was no fever. Appetite modorale ; 
much complaint of want of sleep, though in reality the sleep was not 
very deficient ; occaaionally she would sleep the whole night. Sb« 
came to town towards the end of September, and was first seen by 
Dr. M., Sept. 2Dtu.

The urine was twice 
examined for albumen, but nOD« could be dcl«cli--d by nitric acid or 
beat. TliQ pulse «t first was about 60 in the uiuutc, and never roM 
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sboTc flO. The patient coulii pMp Grmly with IliO hnmi*, but conM 
not hftlJ her t«aciip withont danger of letting it drop. The power of 
walking failed rapidly. At the mudo time the dutirium increiuod, atxt 
on the 8th of October it amounted to cooiplctv iDsnta, the patient la- 
boring under tho most extraordinary dclmtioDS, and maoifesting ho«- 
tilitjr to all about bcr. She rafuscd to tako food or medieino. Dn. 
Ncwliall and Williams saw her in consnilalion on tbo evening of th« 
9th, and as it was impooaibie to give m^icino by the month, a few drops 
ofastrongsolalion of morphia were liquet ed subcotaneon sly, at about 
7 o'clock, soon after which xhe fell asleep. At 9), Dr. M. fonnd her 
el«epilig quietly. At i, A.M., it was fonnd that she mas dead. Rigur 
nortia was complete, and the body was cool, ao that death must have 
takeD place some boars previously (probably aa early aa II o'clock), 
but so qntelly that the attendants, who wore constantJy in th« room, 
and awake, were not aware of it. 

An autopsy was not allowed. 

The treatment connfated In the ad minint ration of tonlcn (iron and 
quinine), ii^dativ«a (bromide of potaasium), stimulants, and us nour- 
lahing a di4it an piMKible. Elcetricity was begun to be employed, with 
* Tiew to imprOTing the muMnlar atrcugth, but tiie mental conditton 
of Um! patient made it nccciwary to saniiend it.

"Nov. fiUi. — The urine wm cicnminod, and fonnd to b« normal;

" 7tb. — Had a cbill, easily relieved by atimulaals ; says be haa been 
^Bobject to cliilb for twenty yeani. A iH>uud, pamed by Dr. Cabot, 
found the blaildt-r coatraoted and tliit^keiied. 

" 8th. — Had another cliill in the nij^ht, from which he did not rally, 
but bvcame partially ujicoiiticiouit, complainiug of peueral pain. He 
gradually aank away, notwittuitAndiug tlie use of stimulaotit, and died 
in the allenioou. 

".'It the /wst-mortom cxiiminittion, the right kidney wtw founil ta 
closely adherent to and blimdod with tlie surrounding tiMues tliat it 
was dillicult to dfti*ct it» b'lnndarii^n ; the pelvic was, however, 
traced from the urtittT. The kidney waa adherent to the lirer, to a 
loop of tlie sxnalt intcxtintt, unil to the asciMidin^ colon. Into i(« pol- 
Tis opened a aeriea of cuviti«^s, representing dilated iiifiindibiila aod 
callcea. the muctiim ntcralirjine, in part only rL-maining, being of a 
dark-eUle color, and eonlriuiting Ktrongly with the pale lining mem- 
brane of the pelvis. A number of these oarities had a ragged, ulcer- 
ated look ; and one, about an inch and a half in diameter, and ad- 
herent by its outer wall to the liver, may or may not have been in 

I the reual substance. What appeared to have been the kidney naa 
four inches Id leuffth. The ureter was mnch thickened and dilated ; 
midway between the pelvis of the kidney and bladder was an earthy, 
^able concretion embedded in ulceration, which surrounded the canal 
Of the ureter. The mucous membrane of the ureter was generally of 
a l^rayish-white color. Muscular cmiit uf bladder considerably hyper- 
trophied ; mucous membrane of trigone of a d&rk-skte color. The ' 
Irft kidney was b\ inches long. 3 inches wide, and weighed 12 oz. ; it 
bad rather a coarse appearance. A portion uf the liver, to the depUt 
of an inch, was in a uouvhy state, and evidently formed part of the 
abscees at the point of adherence to the kidney."

Urgod, and in it few w«('lci< vrry hard and cxcwdiiigty painful. Patches 
of c-iittcio Huftoiicd, httcuini' dctnidcd and dischareod itcrum— and »s- 
croitct'iicfs were forrocd, Kimilar to tho«w proriouMy tuen on the body, 
but higher and wider in form. No atdoma of lower cxtxeniitiea oc- 
curred. The arm wan the Honrce of tint suvoroet pain, rendering neo- 
oBsury large doHOH of morphia. She felt, during ibi.! liuit tlire« months 
of her lifo, an if her body, espccinllv the chest, wai» eiirhiwid in a coal 
of mail, or a metullio Jacket, wtiiih was constikntly growing amaller 
aud smaller, comprcatirog her chu»t more and mvro.

• Dr. Kills made the autopay ; the following is his rrport. 

Externally. The rodriess had nearly di»appoBTx;d, and the amall 
noduica BO dtfltiiictly fott at tiiv lower confines of ibe discasr during 
liA were acareely perceptible. On rvflocting the thoracic pariet4?s it 
wM found that all Uie imiII parts liad acquired a great iDcress« of de^ 
■ity, the nkiii. ButH'ntaneouH ttiwuc and numclcs licing more or leaa 
blended, thotigh at aoine pointu the M-panitiou between the skin and 
aubjneent )>arta was distinguish a bio. Thi- ^kin and subcutaneous lia- 
CHfl aiMiiBed ueroly dense, tlie pi.'x-tonil and inU-rco«tal mosclea wer« 
pale, firm, mocb atrophied and of a very light brown color. TIm 
ohuga was ao great that (be poctoral muscles were hardly recogoiza-

The right lung waa univemally and Strong^ty adherent, the falM 
menbrane anteriorly appearing to bo continuous with the incmaed 
fibrous ItMue of the thoracic luusries on one side and the interlobular 
tiMue of the lung od the othej'.

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^had Kditrflh Cfintr«<i, tnd wore fimt^r than tlio canooroas nodntea 
^itBually found. A micrascofiic examination, however, ahonred ibat 
they were composed of larj;^ coUs. with large iiuclW and nucleoli, 
miuh aa are fonad in wcll-Tiiarke<] cancerouti growtliA. 

Nothing was found in tbs deane skin and Hubcalaiieou* tisstie but 
fibre. 

Thfl muTCular fibrea had loHt thoir atrhe and hud a fatty, deg«nef^ 
«ted look. 

The clevationa apon the arm vera composed of lnrg« i>pitbelium 
•calea. 

It aecmcd cviil4>nt thnt UiA only chanjro in tix- okin and adjucent 
parta wan atrophy, with an incrcHKe of fibmiia tiMoo or a pcraiaienee 
of the lattor after the toftfit parta had dimppcsred. 

Dr. John Homana, Jr., aK«titfa:!(l m« at thfi sntopsy, and made a 
noM aocnratc microRCopio oxamiiiution nf tlio parix, Tlis report jfl 
MB fullowH : — " NoveinlHT IS, IS6T. The rtiMses in Uiv liver are can- 
ceroua ; ciin«ifttinK of ccllx, mUier globnlnr in form, with one or two 
laree nnclei, or ^»e of theiti> ^lolwlar cHIm which hurc boooine more 
or leaa elongated and fibrD-plimtio in apprnrancc. There is no btljf 
d«g<-nerntii<n in the*e cancerous nodutes in the liver. The liver elae- 
when; i» <|<iit'' fatty. Stin. The 'warty' growth on the nrnt con- 
•lata of epithitliiil ocUa, large, and either flat or shrivelled. The Apeci- 
ai«n« of akin conaiat mainly of elantic fibn-s, and many of the in- 
dividual fibroa are of very larre nir.e. Tlie intercostal munolo con- 
tainA no traoc of striated muacaTar fibre, but only elastic fibres, and 
products of fatty degeneration. No inulignant ccllst were found in thd

BosKKT WiLi.iiRD sliowcd tW KpecimcD, aiiil gave the following hhi- 
1017 of thn casM) : 

A etout healthy man, att, 28 year«, while cutting iron on Nor, 20th, 
waa strack hy a fragment of it in the lefl eye, producing inntnntly on> 
tire UindneSH of that cto; followed a few days subsequently br sym* 
pathetic irritation and diminution of vision in the right eye. The left 
eye was remove*!, Dec. 2d. At the time of the openktion, the cornea 
of the left eye was entirely clear, exc-ept at the nasal side whoro 
there was a cy>itoid cicatrix about one line in diameti'r, and extending 
from it int; the lu'lerotir a cicatrix abont fourlfoes in length. The 
iris was nninjuri-<l cxcfpt under the cicatrix of the cornea to which it 
was attncrhi'd. No traoo of the fundus ocali or any red reflex W«« 
fband with the ophthalmoaoopc. 

On examining the eye after removal the Itms wax found Intact, but 
the retina was separated throuKhont two-thirds of ita t-xteut, and a 
large efTuitinn of blood beneath it — the choroid bi'ing much diaorgAa- 
ised. Protruding into the vitreousi chamber from the posterior portion 
oftlie eye was a piece of iron, three qnart<:rs of an inch long and a 
•ixtccnth ofun inch in width, one eau being fiimly impacted la the 
sclerotic.

TtiC patient vru a man uaad 46 yeant, who. twenty jetn tgo. dnriitff 
thi^ prevuleiice ul' cholcni in Ciif^nnd. had what hiA phyetciao calica 
cholerine. £veT Mince tliiH atlw-k, hv hait |ias»ed per onum, many 
timen daily, a green iitli-vfl low, w!y-likc fluid, which is quite oflVmriw, 
Mid whiefi, after Ktandin^ a little time, become* )i«rd, TCsernbtioi 
tallow in appearance. According to his titatement. he has no Daturu 
dischargCM, ptwMtng, in fact, nothing but tlie oily fluid. The iDtrmal 
ftdintnifttrution of weak alkalien fur a week or two bad no offccl on 
tfaeae diMclutrfroH. Tlic man bud a fair amonnt of fat under bis skin, 
and had no atidominal tumor; hiii connti^nance was pale; appctito 
good; ittrongth only moderate. The legi> were tsdeiuatous, hut no 
albumen waa detected in the nrine. He wa.* loat sight of after attend- 
hM6 for a week or two ua out-patient at the Haasachuselta General 
Hoq>ital. 

Dr. Wkitk Raid Uicre most hare been aome fincal matter as well 
aa fat in tbo dejectioiia. lie thongbt thiti, in rarious decrees, Dot 
an uncommon affection. It is a disonler of digestioD ; a man canoot 
digest all the fat he eat«, ao it paaiies out with his stools. lie had 
fleen three similar specimens. 

Dr. Jacrsoh thought that, in thix community at, any rate, the afleo 
tJon was L-xtremidy rare ; he could rt-mt^nibrr but doe Ctiae reported 
to this Society. The patient was in eonsiuniption. and al the antopi^ 
tbo pancreatic duct wan found grnttly dilated, and conUiucd two or 
three calculi. (Mtiseiim, No. 670.) 

Dr. White said the cuitibined action of the bile and pancreatic fiuid 
waa necessary to cause digfi«tion ofall the fat imten; late esperimcnta 
haTOfihown that ligature of tlii^ pancreatic duct, or extirpation of the 
p&ncroaB, interfered but slightly with the abiiorptiun of lat. 

Dr. VVtiEELEB had seen, ten yearn nincc, a patient, invalid formore 
than a year, who passed for several niontha large quantities of Ui 
with his (feces. It luado but little dilTerence whether animal food 
were eaten or not. There were symptoms both of hepatic aad 
intestinal disease. 

Dr. Jacsson referred to tlie articles on Kally Discharges Crom the 
BowoIh, in the 18lh volume of the Hed.-Chir. Trangactione, by Dr«. 
Bright and Klliotson, and at the following meeting gave a short aDkly- 
ais of them. With regard to the mode of formation of the fat, be 
alluded to the puxstliog fact, if true, of fat having been found to the 
orinc in some of these cases. 

Fm. lOth, 1868. — AbeceeaofAeLiixrprqfectutoitii'yfhf Pericardium ; 
Pericarditiis, — Dr. Kcus reported the case and showed tlie specimen. 

On Dec. 5th, 1867, an English engineer, 48 yearn old, entered the 
Masaacbusetts General Uospital, on accotint of diarrhixa, with which 
he was attacked in Chicago, where he went noon alter landing in thU 
country, three months before. About the fintl of September, he gava 
up work on account of chilliness and " pain in bones." After a few 
days, IboBO Fiymptoma were followed l>y diarrha;a, which, thougli 
cboched at times by remedies, continued more or len troublem>ine, 
the Dumber of d^ectioBS frequently amounting to too or twelve daily. 
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le also suffered mnch from contitant pain in the epigutriiim. tn- 
^'ereased by a Tult iuHpiration. WiUi tlie exct-ptiun ol' an aiUL-k uf 
rfa«uinatH; ferer, some years before, he reported himself «» liavinp 
previously enjoyed pfood health, but it was aftern'ardii ascertained that 
be suffered much from epifcastric paiu for five months, while in Kiip 
land. Thouffh at Ihc lime of entrance, a woell alXei- returning fium 
Chicago, be bad loat considerable flesh and strength, he wan able tn sit 
op; tJ>e skin waa coo), the appetite fair and the digestion good. Uo 
complained oiily of pain in the epigastrium atid diairhiea. The dejec- 
tiooB were loose, but of good color, and cunlained neither blood nor 
pas. They never exceeded four in number, in twenty-four hours, reiy 
eoon dimiuished, atid, on the :il8t, l!ie boweU were reported as nat- 
ural, and BO continued for several days, when a slight dianhcea re- 
turned and continued till the close. The epigastric pain had. however, 
never ceased, and was the principal cause of complaint. Upiaten in- 
ternally, and applied to a blistered surface, were frcqueutly needed. 
AAer the ceasation of the diarrbcea, the attention was nill mure 
strongly called to this symptom, and a more careful e.^amiiiatiou of 
the epigastrium made. The tenderness was as marked as ever, and 
there was a decided fulness noticed between the median line and lower 
border of the cartilages on the right side. Percussion gave flatnesa 
from a point an inch below the nipple to another two and a half inches 
below the edge of the cartilages, and. laterally, from a point an i>tch 
and a half to the lelt of the median lino to the iide of the abdomen. 
Id other words, there was flatness of the usnally rcB»naiit "pace 
bonndcd by the diagonal line of the loner edg* of the Uvor and tbe 
other limits mentioned. 

Abscess of the liver was then diagnosticated, notwithsUnding tbo 
absence of all constitutional symptoms pointing to a marked itjUam- 
matory affection. No fever waa ever noticed. The pulse waa 108 
at entrance, immediately afterwards fell to 9*2, and was only once 
reported above that point. No symptom ever called attention to the 
cardiac region, except the epigastric pain mentioned, but a partial 
examination was made about a week before he left the hospital. The 
sounds of the heart were rather indistinct, and of such a character 
M to excite a suspicion of pericarditis, but he left before the more com- 
plete examination intended was made. 

For some time after entrance, ho waa restricted to milk, tii which 
bread, and. afterwards, broth and other articles were added. Bismuth 
waa given at the same time. In addition to the opiates previunsly 
meotioacd, leeches were applied towards the close, with little or do 
relief. 

Ho seemed to gain somewhat after the diarrhoea was checked, bnt 
he soon began to ^il, and, as ho grew weaker, insisted on leaving the 
hospital, rode five miles, and on the following day became so much 
worse that he sent for Dr. Mason, of Brighton, who, judging from the 
symptoms that there must be some disease of the bcurl, made a brief 
•xamination, and found the cardiac dolncss much increased. Death 
soon followed, on Jan. 2Gth. 

An autopsy was made two days after death by I>rs. Ellis and Mason. 
The right pletural cavity contuned a piot of serum. The ptritardiun*

Tbe 
waIIx uf the itt>aceHit were evetywhere covered with (^luaely adltcretrt, 
finii. Irn-|^iilar. wbitiiib lllirio. No iliatinct capitnle Keparated tbe 
bfultiiy hepjtic tisnuc rnim the aliaccsa. which oc<;ii|i»cd the sitbatajiee 
gf thu or^fun. witliuut Uie intervention uf Hulidificaliun or other 
cbangL-K. Near tlie free ed^e uf tiie tobe. and pntjecting frutn it, was 
an itri.'giilar yolluw nodule. p(>rhapH an inch and a biUfin dianivter. 
Thi«, un iiiciaion, wait found to be oomponed of numeroua aitialler nod* 
iileM, pcrbnpa a quarter of an inch i» diameter, ur cri>n Kinallpr, tkw 
centres of ulijcti were aofteninfi. They Kbowed rtrmai-kaMy well tbt 
miinncrin wliich th« larger abaceMeM are formed by the coale«c«nM 
of Kmaller ones. In the right lobe, beneatJi the nppcr aurbre, wan a 
ci'^atnx, with an irregular yellow linear centre, pmentlng all lh« 
appearancea of an arrvi^ted indHmmaUtry proccxs.

Dr. ¥.i.uf Kuid ubftceaa of tbe liver waa rare in this climate ; tlio pas 
is ii»t infreciueiitly discharged into tbe pli-nral cavity. 

Dr. Wiicti^RK had seen. laatyear, in conHiiltiitinn, a case in which m 
abAceoa of the Hrer, originating^ in thi-t rliiuatt!, hud opcnttd into tfalf 
carity ; the patient waa employed in a foundry. 

Dr. Jackion had aeen a itiniilar rari« in tlic MnK^ni-hofrtts Gcn«nl 
IIuH^itid Home time sinc<>. In the Medical College Mnii<-iim 19 a ipoci- 
muu of a small alMcexa of die liver which originated hero and was 
diagnosticated before death. 

IJr. W'jtftK, a year since, liail under hia care at the MaiM«chue«tta 
General Hunpital a patient with abttcCMKofthe lirrr, which was attri- 
buted to a blow, and di^nosticatcit bcforv death -, tbe absces* was 
■oiall. 

Mabcr Dtli.— ^ large Canarroua Afau aritmgfrom Om Sahp^itwifol 
Ti»*ae, biiietxn Ihe Kidney and lAver. nmulaling Qancrr i>f Ibe laUer; 
DiDfOi* of righl Jfirfiify.— The specimen, sliowo by Dr. Ei.us, was 
taken from a negro man, G2 years of age. whom gmerat h<!a1tb bad 
be«n good antil the comniene^-ment of the abdomiral tronble. He 
hid been mor« or leaa intem|ierate, and had auflered much from 
varicoHO iilc«-ra upon the legn. Ho finrt noticed a swelling of tba 
epig.u<tritim two yean liefure entering the hoopital. The abdomen 
steadily enlarged for n year and a half, but for ijx months no chango 
bad been niiticed. During the fintt year tberri was but tittle pain; 
tbis, luiH-evfr, int:rea.i<(-d afterwards, but never bccama exceasiTe, and 
was coiu|>laiaod of mostly wheo b« was in the «rect poeition. For 1 
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month there had be«n some swellinif of )niv(>r extrnnitln, extending 
abovoihc hiiceH. lie contiuucd to do Utfl't wurk otitil the last ;>ix 
month*, when he became more and more oiittbled. and had l««-u help- 
>ffi fer six wc«kB befur^entranco. The puUe wu tliitii 100, the app»- 
'tr good, the buwele cMtive. 

On examinatiwn, a firm, frneren tumor iraa felt fillinr the rif^ht aide 
of tho abdomen, nearlj «a low aa tho unibiliciM. fhu Iblurss uit 
percueiion was conilimoua with that of the liver, and the man.* moved 
with respiration. No particular t«iid«n>e« on prenaure. ThU ap- 
peared BoobTiooaljtobecancorof tholivt.-rthat itwaa thought alm<>«l 
supf^rQaous to make a dJITerential diugni>»iit in speaking of the cass 
to the Bttidenta. 

No material change was noticed in the condition of thfl patient after 

tTMi<:e. The principal complaint wtut of wealineM, and be died on 
'«b. loth. 

Thu autopsy v!na ma<lo bj, D». Ellia and Jnhn nomana, Jr., lour 
boiin<> a^or death. The body weigrhed 00 puundii. 

There was a modei-ate amount of iterum in each pleural cavity. 
LangH highly emphysvmatoiiK, but otlierwiiw nornid. 

iieut normal. Blood iu tite Cavitic-ii ignite liiguid. 

About six piiita uf aerum in the jieritoiieal cavity. Rising from the 
eubpvritonciil tinatie of the right lumbar rejpon, betneeii the kidney 
and tlie liver, wa« % large tumor weighing fourteen pounds tiro 
ONDOoa, and from nine to twelve inches in diameter. Th<>ngh gen- 
erally round or ovoid, there were pi-otuberanccs. which hiid been 
felt durini^ life. The exti-nial Hurface, aa Ural seen, waa of a whitish 
color, being covered with peritoneum, bat the latter could be remnved, 
leaving the maas atill siirn^Kinded by a proper envelope. Fluctustiim 
was BO marked that a gush uf fluid was expected on making an in- 
cision. It pi-oved, however, to be a degeneiaied encephnluid mass, 
of the coneioteace and color of baked Indian pudding, with portions 
dmoulored by effused bWd. Many parts had a conceotiic or larol- 
Dated appearance. To the upper surf;kce of this the livpr was cloaely 
applied, and quite extensively adherent, thongh separable. TI>o up- 
wanl pressure uf the mass hjd caused a remarkable flattening and 
atrophy of two thirds of the tigiit lobe, opposite portions uf its capsule 
being, in places, i»caHy In cutilact. The organ weighed two pnunda 
ten ounces. About tiltoen or twenty giayish- white caiicenjae iii»duleB 
were scattered throughout, the largest perhaps • third of an inch Is 
dianteter. 

The right kidney, which wm firmly attached to the tumor, was but 
two inches in length. defi>rmcd. aacculuted, and conMsted maiidy of 
the pelvis and other cavities, with some Temainiug subsl^tnce. a Uiird 
at ftn iDch in thicknutts. hi the latter, wi-re two nodules upwards of 
ma inch in diann^tcr— one hard and whitish, the other ol a golden 
bninst: color. The ureter, at a point eight iuib'.-s fr-im the kidney, 
WBM dintendvd by a soft growth. rvBembling ibc tubular structure uf 
the testicle. 

The lumbar ^ands were enlarged and cancorom. They wejg^ied 
twenty onnccn, and surrounded the aorta and ilisc arteries. The 
•pleeu was quite stnuU, and udiierud firmly to tho diaitbiagm. Ths 
other organs wore not romarkable. 
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Dr. TIoinAns mi'lo « microicopic esamination of tha diseaaed totIs, 
with t)iv r<it|iiwinfr rcsitlU :— The tumor contained mootly fjit-i^lubulM, 
debrui, and a vor; liirg« amouot of ctioiosterino, with whicti tho cot 
anrTaro «verywli€ro glixtened. Some more ncent and Iros dcg(^^e^ 
atcd partH contained lsr^(> nucWi with large niiclroli, and some fniU 
(brm cvIIm, with coDsidc^rahle fat. Tho bronscd nudiilo ia tho kidner 

finiv«d Ut be mnal tissuo cbangcd by fatty dcgvnvratton. Tbc growth 
n thu iiri-tcr wa« mndo upof villositirccompuscd ofcclU of ttie same 
chnracU-r as those found in the lar^ tumor. The elements of tJiv nod- 
ules in the Hvor were similar, but of emallor size, with indistinct nuckL 
Chnlimtcnno was also Men. 

The case was thongbt interesting, not only on account of the largt 
•ISO and complt-tc dc^nenttion of the tumor, but from the impossi- 
bility of dixtingiiiihing the disease from that of tho liver itself, witb 
which it was perfectly continuous. 

Apkii. 13th. — Fibroi)i<ulio Diaeaae qf t&e Lioer; Dmaae <^ Out Kid- 
ji/TP. — Dr. ttoRi-ixD reported the case. 

The patit.'iit was a liiburer. aj^od 40 years. lie was a hcnithy man 
till biit oiimmcr, when, at work on Uovemor'a Island, grtrat we.Dliness 
came gradually upon him, and he was obliged to give up work, tbougk 
Itiit Viinlined to tho house. lie was unable to work till Nuirombo', 
when ill addition to weaknetts be suffered from general pains, lie con- 
tinued in tins conditino until iibout March 1st, when a marked (edsnia 
of lace. linibs and genital organs camo on suddenly. With these 

Hmutnmx, he entered tho City Hospital about the middle of JUarch. 
bad no »ympt«ms of any sort pointing to hepatic disease ; an 
analysis of the nrinr showed snmc albumen and hyaline casts. Tfa* 
dingitO'iH was simply Hright's dineasu of the kidui-y. He remained 
generally as above until the seventh of April, when be had a aoTeia 
chill, with lividity of the extremities, and died on April 10th. 
Or. 0. Vi'. Swan madetheantopKy, and the following is his reports- 
Liver hclow the normal xize, but hard tu the feci and strong in t«x- 
t:ir«. ItH surface was rather duik and minutely mottled, and was 
stnmgly and irregularly Inbulated by tho presence of cicatrix-like 
deprvMsions, the result of a marked development of Hbro-plnstic tissue. 
Many of tho lobiik-H were two or three inches in diameter. Spring- 
ing from one of the librons depressions on the upper surface of the 
liver, wirre three or four delicate, flaccid sacs of an eiongatcd pear- 
ahape, attached by thread-like pfiiicles. They were of white fibroid 
material, aiid woi« partially titlod witli a transparent fluid. They 
measured Train a qnarttir nf an inch to one iiicli in length. One hod 
a broader attachment, and hung as a flattened bag. 

On section of the liver, aevoral small cavities, of the siie of a p«a 
and leso, were found )ll:att4^^ed through tho organ. They occurred 
({WMTally singly, though once or twice in groups of two or three, 
after the manner of abscess of the liver. The contenta resembled 
whitixh pus. and were of diflereiit degreoa of consistency. There waa 
generally a limiting wall of fibriouiil material, sometimes corrugated 
so ait to rcHrrable, except in color, tho cor^ius Inteum. In general, 
the«>-Hofl>.'niiiga occurred in tlie fibnt-plaslic new growth, especially 
where the latter was meet coDccntrated, and showed by microecope 
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^Btead of piiH & direct fatty defeneration — abondaDce of fJat-grauis, 

^Blb h f«w minute, shrivelled, defunct cells. 

^Tbe fibro-{i)itKtic element was tough iutd Beini-op«que. packed aban- 
danlly evcry-wliere, and by contrast of color brining Ibe acini slroof;- 
ly into riew. By lutcroKcope, caudate, fusifonu and linear celU, witii 
abondance of the cbar&cteriAtic round and oval nncloolaled nuclei. 
The plaiiilcellii were generally healthy, but many ivere faUy, and 
some were- shrivelled and irregular. 

HTlie gall-bladder contained a rather largo amoont of ordinaiy bite, 

^pt was not in a state of disLenUon. 

Kidnevii ratlter lar^ and dofl: not otherwise remarhahio in grwB 

appearance. By microscope, the tubules seemed to be simply filled 

with epithelium, 80 that tbo canals wero obliterated. There was no 

other positivL-ly morbid appearance. 

Bplecii smiill. moderately Arm. 

Slight periUmilin, affecting chiefly the aurfoces of iotestiiiea, which 

Kero darkly reddened, vftscular and blotchy, and thinly coated hero 

^■d there with fibrin ; but in general oiiiy slightly wanting in luetro. 
¥'onr quarts of torbid. pinkish serum were taken ftom the abdominal 

^^Tity. Urinary bladder nearly empty. 

■Heart well. On anterior (ace of right ventricle, a remarkably 

Rrge, white, Bbrous patch, wanting in luaUe, and wrinkled and mova- 
ole to some extent — in these respects differing from a majority ff such 
cssea. A similar, but smaller patch on corresponding part of left ven- 
tricle. So evidence of recent or other disease of pericardium. 

Longs healthy. Slight old pleural adhesions, and a lemarknble 
puckering of the anterior surface of left lower lobe, at the Bite of a 
smooth, vascular and radiated fibrous development in the pleura. 
There was no trace of old disease in the lung tiesuo beneath. 

ApRa ISlh. — Anmrintt ^ Ae Abdominal Aorta ; Dfalh after Bupinre 
ifUo lAf{ Pleural CokHij; a second trmall Aneuristn nearly cured. — Dr. 
j^H-iTTCca reported the case. 

I A negro laborer entered tlie Mass. Oen. Hospital Jan. 31th, having 

en ailing for three weeks ; his first symptoms were pain in the lower 

id left piirt of the abdomen, and his boaltb and strength had b«en 

sdually failing. 

Jan. 30th, he c-omplaiaod of pain just to the left of the scrobiculua 
'cordis, where a pulsation was perceptible ; there was dnlness and 
absence of respiration in the left side of his chestfrom the spine of the 
scapula downwards, and the lirst sound of the heart waa prolonged. 

Keb. l~th. he said his principal distress was in the left side, just 
below the ribs, 

Feb. 18th, he died suddenly. 

Dr. J. IIoHAHS showed the epccimen, and gave the followiog account 
of the autopsy. 

tLefl pleural surface covered with a thin layer of lymph. In the 
Sterior wall of the aorta is tho opening into the anearismat sac ; this 
ening is 3{ inches long by 1| inch wide; its lower margin is 
posite the origin of thecoeliac axis, and 8j inches above tho bifur- 
cation of the aorta, The ancnrismal sac and the parts inseparable 
from it, namely, a portion of the diaphragm and the compressed left 
lung, weigh five pounds. The sac is composed of lamiuated layers of

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fibrin snd coapilated blood, and has raptured posteriorly and anpcrior- 
ly into the loft tlioracic cavity. Ilie wall of the eac varies in thicfeDcw 
from iliat oT a line to a thickncfla of tvo inches. It is imposeiMc ti> 
flay whore the coats of the artery end and where tlie sac begins to 
bo wholly composed of fibrin, but tliia puint, or line, ^ecnis to be fviy 
near (he origin of tlie aneorien). The bodies of tne 9lh, lOlh and lltA 
dorsal vertebra) are considerably eroded. There is another egg* 
shaped anmirismal dilatation in the anterior wall of the aorta, ju»t 
above and very near the orijpu of the cceliac axis. This aneuristn i* 
2 inches loof; by 1} inch wide. 

Dr. J, B. S. Jackisox, at the nest meeting of ibe Society, stated that 
tlio smaller aneurism was esaentially cured, being to a coneidrn))!*! 
extent filled with compact old fibrin. The C<eliac axis arising fmnt 
just within the sac of this smaller aneurism wa« entirely obliteruird. 
and the superior mesenteric artery was very much reduced in cnlibii; 
at its oiigiu. Dr. Jack»on said ho had never seen this oMitcratioo 
referred to, and alluded to three cases he had published about six 
years ago. 

ApwtSlth. — Impalemeat by Oie Eound of a CAair.— Caso rqwrMd 
by Dr. IIodoes. 

April I6th, 18S8. — A man. aged 21. was sent to the Mass. GenirrsI 
IIuGpital by Dr. Abbot. A half hour previous, he had been impaled 
by one of the upright rounds of a broken chair-back, on which bo bad 
fallen. This stick, which had been partially split, was thiiteen inches 
long and seven eighths of an inch in diameter. It entered between 
tbo oaten, behind the anus, about one inch from its centre, and, trav- 
orflingthc peh-ic outlet, pmjeetcd at the right groin, not prrfomting 
tlie i<kin, but liftinff it up. It paiiscd through tho thyroid foramen, 
from within outwimT. and appeared just below the horizontal ramus of 
the jiuliCK, Tho rectum and bladder were apparently not pcrfonited, 
wid there wim no hfcmorrliagc when tho stick was removed. The 
extent to which it penetrated was about nine inches. 

nth.— An iilisccBS formed beneath the integument of the groin, and 
on opening it n portion of tho patient's shirt and of bU pantaloons, 
csrriei! through his bddy by tho stick, were removed. 

ISlh. — The inciKiod in the groin, made by opening tlic aUicesf, was 
extended in threti directions, on account of a spreading cellulitis, and 
tho opening in the elcfl of the nates was enlarged. 

22a.— The patient died of crysipclntone cellulitis and pyiomia. At 
the HUtO|K)y, no inllamfnatinn of the peritoneum or injury to the blad- 
der or rectum were found, and no ecchyinoi<iK was apparent in the 
pelviit, as i«oi-ii from within.

April 23d. — A child, three yeum old, wim brought to Ibe Mass. Gen- 
eral lIoMpital in an almost moribund eonditiiin, witli itymptoms of ia> 
ternal strangulation, and witli ihd t^tatenient of itit iihyniriiin — Dr. 
Parker, of MclroM-^that an intussusceptign could bi? fHt iiy tlie £nffor 
in Ibe rccluni. This wait found to bo urimir<liikiih1y the cane, and tuat 
tlie intaBRuaoGpted l>[)wel cunid alito be inadt- visible, livid and Ktrangti- 
lalcd in aspect, by llii< Kpemluin uni. At thi? Kuggetitioii of Dr. Cool- 
idge. tlie point of a xlightly curved steel oound, with a ahouldcr muds 
bjr winding adhesive plaster around the shufl an inch or two from its 
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<^xtretni^y, wm tntrwinccd into the orifice of the pmtrndiof; intns- 
eiiscejitiun, iind by mvanx of tliis it wa« piioliod up out of sight and 
roach. Four hoan «Ri?rwiinl, tin- cbiM's conilitii.'n was mitch im- 
Droved, Kiid it wttsmonicnriifortjiUotlian it Imd been for several dajni. 
No furtlior nppr;ition wan dwint-d mtvisablo at that titnf', but the pntiont 
gradually »!»tik, nud died ubout ciffht hours alter its udmiosion. 

From Dr. Piirkrr it is iL«t-i;'rtniriO(T that on th« 2d of April this child 
hftd an attitck of colio, InKting but » short time. On the 3d, it had 
another Himilar attack, nttendvd by voraitiog. It did not out much, 

ftaktof; only liquid diet, and was unnsiially tbirsty up to the t4tb) 
■when it iKtgim to complain of a fixed pain at the navel. From the 
11th to the ISth it seemed well, and ato and played as nsuul. On 
the ISdi, after sleeping quietly for throe lioura, it was seized with 
persistent pains and an augmentation of all the symptoms. On the 
Idth, there was constant vomiting and other evidonec of intestinal 
Htraiiguliition. The abdomen was not distended, but there was a tumor 
iu the right iliac foasa ; the finger in the rectum discovered nothing 
On the :21st, at 3, A.M., the child had a natural operation, and m 
ihfl iifli-moon of the same day some bloody seram was passed during 
ofTort^ ut stool. On the 'J'Jd, an injection administered was rejected 
with II g'n>d fleal of force, and a large miwm was det^'cted in tin? rt^ctiim, 

I coming in sight at the anus, having tlie appearance of strangulated 
Intestine. On the '23d, the child wim sent to the hoHpital, as already 
tinted. 
At the aatopsy, a strangulated intussiisceptiou of the entire coloa 
was found, the ca>cum, as is nsuat in such cas(w, biting the protruding 
portion felt l>y the linger in the rectum. 
Li'jtiitre of Ihc Right Oarofid and Subclaman Arteries. — The caso re- 
ported br Dr. Iloones. 
The Buljeet of the operation was a shoemaker, 55 yoan* old, who 
^entered the Mass. General lloiipitiil. Mnrcb 31st, for a tumor which 
H^repeated and carufut examination by experienced persona had diagnos- 
^EIiiMt«d as an anearism of the inoominata. Sixtetru yearbt ago, this 
Hpftient contracted a severe cold, which was followed hy [iluunay. Ho 
regained his health until four years ago, when, while Auwing n hcavj 
piece of timber, he was seized by a choking sensation, and had a 
h»morThage of bright florid blood, n quart in amount. During tho 
last six months he has had several attackx of diixine.tji and Hiekness 
M the stomach, occuiring sionielimcs in the street, and making him 
r«oI as if intoxieatol. These have rfcoTitly been morn freijuent and 
severe. Wit-Mn the same period be hits noticed a pulsating tumor 
above the clavicle, to the riglit of tln' tnielit-a, which at one time was, 
Hlic says, ne Urge as a hen's egg, and by prexnure on the trachea, 
^■panscs consiilerable dyspnoia. Iliit vi)i(:i; ha.s l<Mt much of ita strength, 
^^ud is now feeble and bu^ky. flii ha^t bmt twenty pounds in weight. 
^nXc has a constint and hariLiHitig cough, and hia swallowing is so 
much interfered with that he pn-fers to live upon liquid fooa. For 
these facts I am indebted to l>v. (jrecnongh. 

Above the Buprti-st';nial fn^va there is a piilsaling tumor, the ontlino 

■of a part of which, as well as the pulsation, are eiuily visible. It 
)fiiK» an inch above the clavicle, aixi rcncbi-s from the inner bonier of 
the left stcrn'>-mi>stoid musi;le outward nearly to the outer bonier uf 
the right stemo- mastoid niuitele, Ita point of greatest impulse is one 
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inch above tli« •terniM^larJcaliU' itrticuUtion. This impitlBe is veiy 
•tronj; wb«n felt, l» dircotly bctivalh tlio fiiigerR, sud is KyncbronoDf 
with the systole of the licut. The ri{[ht tmbclavian snd cwotid 
arteries seem to comii »ir ilin^ctly from the tumor, and there U a d^ 
cided thrill in the furmor rviURi:!, tliotigh none in the tumor Jt6cl£ 
There; in no difTerence in the Htrcnglh of the radial j>uliiations apprcciaF 
He to the liiiKer, llioiigh thv Kphygmograph, according to Dr. kniglit. 
who was kind enough to apply it, indicati-d that " the ttecoud irnpnlM 
of the radiuU (itapposed to oe dwe to Uie elaatioity ot tlie co«t8 of tie 
aorta and larger tcmoU) was eumcwknt Mrongcr iu the IcR." Tbore 
ia no obvious diaturbanco of Xht; vvnim* circulation. 

On auscidtatioii, "Tho tumur givcK n marked diastolic and slight 
ajatolicttoiiQIe. Tliere iit no imTt'sKcd diilni-xs over tlie cardiac legioo. 
The heart's iniimlHO is rather f<^rl>lf. Tin- llrHt and Kc-tond sounds an 
indistinct. The iiGcond «»und in dixtinctlv lioanl throu£:liout both 
backs. Pulse 81, full, strung, rcgalnr.'' '^lix record of auscultation 
was made by Dr. Abbot, and was confirmed tiy other, repeated exami- 
nations. 

During the week follou-ing tlie patient's lulmission to Ibe hospital, 
his symptoms — dynpncua, (Ij-Kphngia, cough— grevr rapidly worse. 
Tho tatter was ince.isant, night and day, and but little contT>jlIed by 
Opiates. His suffering was Htich that he was ih-niroua to hare any 
operation performed, however great the risk, if it uflered any chanco 
of relief. A eonsnltation of tlie nurgconii of the hotipital was held, 
and though the impimaibility iif diHtingiii.tliing between an aneurism of 
tho aorU and of the innomlnittn was iliMcusaed thereat, in view of 
tho strong probability that tho present very obvious tomor was an 
anourism of the latter veBSfil. likely la prove fatal before long, it was 
their unanimous opinion that the application uf a distal ligature to the 
carotid and subclavian arteries watt indicated, and that the case was 
a &vorablc one for ttiis operation. These arteries were accordingly 
tiod on the Uth of April. Tlieir lipture was followed by no symp- 
toms of note, either as to the circulation, the brain or the respiration. 
The relief to the cough was almost immediate for the first three days ; 
afterwards it returned. The souffle which had characterixed the tumor 
diuppenred, but it continued to pulsate and increasin^y for four or 
ilvo days, when the tumor seemed to dimininh and to give the sensa- 
tion of greater thickness and density in its walla. The rapidity of tho 
pulso, which after the first few days went up to 160. was reduced by 
vcratrum vin'de and digit»Iis, and the patient's bowels were freely 
opened by Epsom salts, as bein^, (o a certain extent, a depletory mea- 
sure, llis appetite was fair, and bo took considerable qnantities of 
milk and broth. On tho l&th of April, there was a free hwmorrhagQ 
from the internal jngolar vein, which required a ligattire for its con- 
trol. This, however, seemed to provoke no new symptoms, though 
upon the 21st the patient's cough was attended by the expectoration 
of rusty sputa. On the 22d, eleven days afltrr the operation, tho 
patient died, apparently from exhaustion, induced t>y his cough, want 
of sleep, and tho rapidity of tho heart's lu'tioo. 

An autopsy was not 4klIoweii to be made, l>ut the heart, lungs and 
great vessels were obtained, without nny opportunity, however, to 
observe the relations of the latter. Thdr cxuminatioii shnwcil that 
the aorta was much enlarged and \cry atheromatoui-. Tbe innominata 
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wh» about Uirce times it^ natural nixo, but tliere was uo true an^nrirm 
of cither of tti«M; vcmeU. The lieurl waa souieivtiat b]r|>crtrupliicil, 
and the mitral and tricuspid valves were thickened. There waa a 
rvcvtit pleurisj' of tlic! rif;ht lung. 

The iiiiittiLkt! of an anvuriitm of the aorta for one of tJie innominata, 
aiid cveti of the cumlid artery (lancet, June 13, 1868), baa ocoiirn-d so

W. n. S. was by pnife.s)iic>n a teacher, having large duties and much 
rrKpunnibility. He wan light coinplexiuned, a Targe, well-fornu-d man, 
46 ynirK of age, six feet in height, and wuiglied 190 ponndia. Has 
been subject t" two or more attacks of rheuiuati«m annually for 
man; yearn.

^that he liad not [uismil a ilay for the last seveQ jear« withoitt eonio 
BnSering. In all other rr-.iptict^ he was healtliy. lie bt-Iievod iu 
(colcbicum a.t the Kole remedy for hU aflliclloo. having been advised to 
use it, and having become cuiifidonl in it^ efficiency long Minnp, and 
efnre my acniiaintance with him. Uiit custom was, if rheumatic pain 
rerv incrcaamg, or if acut^ I'heumuliiim were imminent, to resort, 
n hi* own reaponsibllity, to this remedy, taking il in targe doaea, 
requently repeated, until the drug produced ita peculiar results, such 
ON tiiin, fre<iuent aud copious alvine diacharges, physical prostration, 
dc-preiwion uf pulse, diminution of fever and of paiu. If tbo diseaao 
cvived, or continued obstinate, he souf^bt advice. 

On Altircli 31, 1868, he was first visited, in cnnsenuence of the 

rhrgmatic weizorc which was to be liia final one. He bad then been 

ick for two days only. He had early resorted to bis favorite medicine. 

found him under its full action. Tho rheumatic pnin, however, was 

ore pmiiftent and pronounced than ever before, aSecting the joirjta

The fxcowtii'^ 
dintt-tition abatct cntiBiilvmlilv hy cvcninf;. hut rccorrcd dattj in a h-u 
by le§ti dcffrvo until tho -2Zh. wficn the other diseases hnvin;; tUm 
been Bradnally aubwding, the patient appeared to be much easidr, in 
fact decidedly improved. 

Oil the 24th. still more iraprov«m«nt, with aomc ftppetjte. 

On the morning of the 35th. a copious hfcmorrhage toulc phiw 
from the bowelB, in quaTttity rather over a pint, and dark in c<di>r. 
During the day and evening, two slighter passngea of blood occtinvd. 

Un the 311th. at 4|, A.M.. he wa« taken with lancinating paiu in the 
abdomen, beginning nbotit half way betweoo the iimbilicua and rif^ 
groin, and shooting from i*ide to side.

On inflating the intestines. befor« disturbing tU<-m. uir 
waa found Mir.Tping in thn neighborhood of the cfficura. The tiwial 
marks of pi-ritonitin wenr prnti-nl. nuch as uffusion of pns and gintne 
together of fiild:* of the inlc-Htino.-c. The largo intostinoa contutii 
miKh dark grninoiiH blood, pit opening the colon, the fireL of u hi .I'H 
of deep ulcetiilioim wan Mi^en at a puint about three inelie.<( ab^-vi- llic 
creritm. Fmni this piiint downward, invniving tho c<j>cuin. uleeru- 
Uonn wore scatU'n-d over ubont eight inclies of tho inner inti-slinal 
Burbce. Some were large and deep. In »ize. they varied from tlial 
of a pin's head to that of the dinmetcr of two inches. In almoot every 
ulcer tho iniieoiiii coat of the bowel was destroyed. In many In- 
stances, the mnscuUr and perili)7ie«l coat* were much thinned, and 
in several placi» all ttieso coatt were pciforatcd. In one locality, 
tho coats of the colon were detitniyDil for a space of two inches m 
diameter, and (Wim a careful exnininallon, it appeared that in thia Rite 
the adjiiining mesenK^ry had iierved a* a snlM-titiitc for the portion of 
tho bowel de.Htniyed by ulceration. In this place, probably, iho htemo:^ 
rbag(t occui'red. The interior uf tlie bowels elsewhere displi^ed oo 
dim-ase. 

Dr. Palmer, in auawer to a <|ue!ition, anid there hail been free purga- 
tion from colchieum fur two days hefire he saw the patient. 

I>i-, JirK-'nx mentioned a case in whii'h ■Iiarrho>a continued nbati- 
naldy after tho use of colohiciini. Kxti'n*ive diiH'ase could bo felt in 
the ri'i-'tum: and. the patient having ilied aecidcntatly not long afUrr- 
wiiiiU. a large. i:ireurniioril>ed tilceratioti was fii:ind of tho whole clt- 
cnmfereiiee of the iiiU'Mtinft. a lingi.T'i leiij;rth fnm tlie anus. 

Dr. VV'Aaie recalled a case under Ida brother's care of violent inflam- 
mation of the colon, resulting in deatJi, aftt^r the tise of colohicum, and 
naiil he tiad hait in hi« own iirjetiee occasionally co&siderablc dis- 
turbance of the bovreb from this dnig.

^Rolclticum, by giviu^ mtac saline cuthurtiu, IIKl- E|Miunt Kaltsi. Be 
^BBxprcaaed fear of the cumulative effects of coichtcuin. 
^1 Dr. FiriF.ui thought that aorae cases seemed Xv shmv that the rheu- 
^npA^C CDudition itself was a cause of the shiwnea^ of tlii' jiulxe. 
BXastyear, a lady witli acute rheuniatisiu, who bad Lahen ii» colchicuin, 
bad a puleo of SS-IO. The succeeding duys, under colcliiuuni, the 
^^ulse Nse to Iho normal standard. \ few days since, he heard of a 
^Kimilar case, id the practice of Dr. O'usfainj;. The pulse was down 
^^io 24-25, and rose to ilie normal number when cdchiGum was taken. 
Tliero was no olber indication of disease of the heart. 

Dr. Jackson said that, not with standing the above casefl, be bad no 
doubt that a reduction of the pulso wn« one of the rcgrular effects of 
colchicum. 

Dr. Ware said colchicum, if continued long enough, would affect 
the pnisc, whether diari'hwa occarred ur uot.

The preparation nw\ was a mixture of carbolic acid, gljrcerino. sognr 
and gelatine. The partx wero in perfect prc«ervation, soft and n^tiual 
in appearance. Dr. Coolidgc said : — 

" The carbolic acid and gljrccrine arc the principal preservatives. 
Last year 1 a8:<isted at some experiments made at Clamart. 1'bo 
preaervativo amd there for disaoctionB ie a solution of the byposal* 
phite of soda fso I was totdl It is not as (^ood as the arseniato of 
soda, used in tlie Hnrrard Medical School. It does not amart if it 
gets under the v.»iU, as doex b solution of arsenic. The arseniate 
of soda doG» not either. The Kolution of the hyposulphite is exp»n> 
sive. Glycerine and MUgar was used combined with it, and did 
tolerably well, but wait ncit permanent. If molasses was substituted 
for the sugar, it giiiemcd to hasten the decomposition. There was also 
a wmell similar to that prij.liiced by the fermentation of molaascs. 
I'arls of tlie miiHcles of the (high, injected, I believe, principally with 
a solution of sneur, kept well during the hot weather, hung up with- 
out protection, Ui'ingh a mould would appear on it ; it remained soft, 
with no loss of bulk. The nio«t remarkable anatomical preparations, 
aa regards the mere ki-eping of them, were those of Briseaud and Ls- 
kowski. An arm di^ectud iitid u lieiirt were in the Mnsue Orfila. and 
were a great progrosa over the UJtual way. The relations of the patis 
were prc*erve<l i they were not dried up, as they commonly are, 

"The process was a secret, but Iwas told that it was principally an 
iigection of carbolic acid and sugar, with, perhaps, an after-coat <J 
a solution of gelatine, or gelatine in sugar and water." 

JcsE 22d. — Poll/pun Ut^ri. — Dr. Misoi showed tlie specimen, which 
he had removed the dav before from a mulatto woman, 40 ycnra old. 
She was marrii>d, and had one chilil, 15 ycurs ago. Pot a year past 
she complained of uneasy fi-elings al>out the pelvis, of vaginal dis- 
cbarge and dysaria, but hud bad no lucmorrhage. nor even mcnorrha- 
gia. The tumor wa« diw-<iven'it liy her physician, who was called 
to paKS the i^iilbeti^r. Thir vngina was fillcil by a firm, ovoid, la- 
seneible tumor, which was ijnite movable, und was connected with ib^ 
interior of the uterus by a Htalk an inch in iliaroetcr. It was seitcd 
with a volseUum, drawn down, and the pedicle divi>lcd with ecissoni. 
The ^remainder of the pedicle, about an inch nnd a half in IciijflhT 
wati then cnt olT iu the same war. Tlien; wuk no hnmorrbage. and 
the woman was well in a few days. The tumor was an ordiuary 
aterino fibroid, and was of about the size of tlie list. 

Ava. I'Oth, — Pi)lifpu» C?erf.^Dr.Mi.'(OT showed a specimen of 6broiis 
polypus of the womb, of alxtut the size of a lemon, which ho had 
removed from a hospital patient. 3S years old, married, who had had 
two children more than nine ycnn ago, and one abortion eight years 
ago. iSho waa well till December, IsOI, wbca the catamonia bccarae 
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exceseire io smount mid dtintion, often Instinp throe we«k«, and se- 
conpaajed wiUi cl»U. Tliore wiw » «evcro ruling of bnniinp in the 
lower part of tli« abdomcti, uul pain in the bnd:. These Hymptoms 
coDiiaued to tito pruicnt time, and of Ute «he had difficult; in urinab- 
ing. A tumor wait felt in the upper part of the Titginii, pmtrudine 
from the iMt uteri, and attacbcl i'y » thick pedicle to thi^ lower and 
posterior part gftlie hody uftlx- utvruit. The turaor wnit drawn down, 
and the pedicle vrmt tit;vcrcd with Hcissors. No hasmorrhage followed, 
and in a week tJtv [Mtieut waa able to n'tam to her home in the 
ttoaatrj. 

fAuo. 24th. — Cancer of lAe Sacrum and the nei^ibvrinff parUi. — Dr. 
rum repurte<l the caac. 

Aug. 2d. IHGS, wiia called in nigbt to sc« Mrs. N. Foand lieraur- 
fering frvm grcnt dlstraM in lumbar, sciatic and crural region*), and 
inability to pnas wator. On attempting to pa^s the catheter, found 
the whole pelvis Ijllcd by a tumur resembling a child's hi^ad about to 
emerge frem t^iv Inferior strait, the perinseum distended aiid a shining 
projecting mass scparoting the labia. Konnd it necessary to uoc ■ 
flexible male catheter to reach tbo bladder, and injected morphlno for 
tomporaiy relief to her pain and restlessDOSS. 

Her history was as follows:— Age, 39. lias had seven pregnancies, 
the last six years ago, eigbtecn months subsequent to whidt wbk in 
perfect liealtA. Detwccn three and four years since, Iwgan to nufl'er 
principally from constipation, and then for the first lime became nwaro 
of the presence of some I'orcif^n body in pelvis. Menses normnl. The 
past year has been more comfortable by keeping bowels soluble, though 
much of tlic time has been obliged to lio in the prono position. No 
^re*t difficulty in passing water until tbo last six months, and not all 
tbfl time during that period. In two of the deliveries version wa« re- - 
quired, and a uiird case was born a footling. Uctwcen three and Foor 
years ago, owing to a powerful purgative, nad seven hyporcatharKis, 
and felt something give way, followed by severe lumbar pains, and has 
not felt well since. Had " many doctors," some of whom recognised 
a lumor, " but had never seen anything of the kind before." 

A superficial examination shows slight fulness of the abdinnen, per- 
cuseion resonant except in supra-pubic region ; per vaginnm, the finger 
paases clow behind the pubis only, the posterior vaginal wall pushed 
forward, distended, and separatiug labia. No ffidcmu; eouDtenancu 
sallow and aniemic ; nutrition fair. 

Previous to this attack, tho fgeocs have been well formed, and, na a 
rule, of natural consistence. Injected morphine for temporary relief, 
aad advised a more thorough examination under ether, which wu« 
made the following day (Aug. 3d), in consnttntion with Dr. Putnam. 

The •whole cavity of the pelvis was found apparently filled with a 
slightly elastic tumor, perfectly 6rm and immovable. Os tincaa could 
not be reached, t'terns discovered entirely above pubea by oxtenial 
maniJestadon, of normal size, and freely movable. Tumor Ibund to be 
eotirely behind the rectara. A rectal bougie, by guiding at first over 
the front of the mass, passed at first closo l>ehind tiie left side of tJic 
pubis, and then curving to the right its extremity woa ^rceptihle ttt 
be loach, and by ite moToment to tbo oye, between tlwnghtiliam and

Tbe ab«e»ce of puloaliou or throbbing excluded aiMurinm. 
Anj growtb from the uterus uv iippttuiluj^eii would liare beeu Id finnt 
of tbe rectum. 
It waa too large, firm and imiuovable for di^locabid kidnej. 
A prilvic hiemutucele would probably originate frxm tbe ntenk or Ita 
appeitdagea, un<l be in front t>f tbe rectum. 

Aug. 4tli. — Very comfortable. Iltid frH! liquid dkuharge ftora two 
third* of a apoonful of Kocbcll« salt, eiitiriUy tuToluntorj and witboM 
•enaation. 

9tb.— Catheter required three timea daily. Dejection from Socbells 
salt involuntary agitin. Left foot becoming iwlematouit. More eoralbr- 
table, and takes amall quantitica ol food. Complaina of piidclq( 
ecDxatiun in left leg, atid feam paralyaia. 

lIUi. — Called at 2, A.M. (ireally nroatrated from imceesarioD of 
thin ficcal diitobargea during nigtit. FuW mi nmatl and npid that it 
could not Ix: counted ; aiirlare ciild, mind wandering. Gave brandy 
froely and amuU d<me of chalk mixture and opium. Frue ronction in aa 
hour. Some utupor and moaning, tliougb eaxily rauaed ; this continued 
through the day, with high fever and n-titleittineM. No pun, except 
iabipa. Urine scanty and turbid ; mouth aphthntis. 

12tb. — More comfortable in erery way. Dr. Uodgudt aav her wHb 
me to-day.

14th. — FoAterioc pnjminenoe decidedly incteaMsd. Shghtmaatiwl 
diccbarge t»-day. 
i:.t!..— Deatli at 4. A.M. 

A hurried auLopsy, twelve hour* ader death, ahowed the general 
Cgrrectuesa of the diaftooaia. Dra. Oliver and Willanl presents 

EmaciatioD not extreme. Cpper poitterior half of ilium perfectly 
movable and crepitAnt. Bladtler hara and contracted. Uterus obeva 
pnbea, and hoalthy. An ovarian cyat, aice of hen'a egg, on right iride. 
luid two, Hiio of pigeon's egff and filbert reapecttvely, on led aide. 
Keotuni in position indicated by tube before dentb. UoUow of aarram 
M>d pelvta occupied by a globular, tliichened cyiil, ao Brmly attached 
that it oonld not be remold without a more elaborate dintiecuon than 
tliQ circunetMiCM permitted. It contained about two pinlHofgrumoaa, 
decomposed Uood. Its poeterior attaehmeiite could not be accuralcjy 
deSned, the sacral bones below the promontory and the correaponding 
portione of the left ilium being entirely destroyed. Tbe last lumbar 
vertebra wan oenpletely honey-combed from beneath. No laminm ot 
lymph on the Internal swrface of tbe cyst, and no arterial openinjc 
buira. No bony laninn on KU&ee of cyst. The diaeaae waa doulit- 
iim naUgiiAatt ut tba dBstraotioa of the bonea exteodtd far beyond 
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•ay limit of presanre froa the ejtt, nor iru tbo lsU«r lo large u to 
cauBO <)eAtn>ctiv« pr«mnro and ftb*orptioti. Whether th« cyst haelf 
wflre aneuhamal or nn bmrnatocDlc, it ww doubtlau Mcond^^ to the 
ostAoid dt«ea»e, and probvblj' coaaed by tho oponiag of aome artariil 
btaoch by npiculot of bone rctiulting from ita eroeian or ulceration. 

A very rcmarlul'Ia feature of tbo casv consists in the fact that, with 
•noli dwtructioo of the aaoruin and ilinm, the patipot vraa able to take 
a carri*f[e-rid« a month bcfori? ckMlh, to walk acroaa her room, with 
•ome aitiiiNtaoco, thrvo wuoks before d«sth, and to ait np without mach 
difficulty upon th» aight-etool a week b«fin* death. 

P Auo. Zith.-^Sdrrhtu of the P^rv*. — Dr. Cornsa reported the caw. 
A. B,, jeweiier. af^d 51, p«t0r&milias. llluoBa began in Kcbmary, 
l&flS, according to hia wife'a account. Was treated, without advait- 
%M1Ct, by a homceopath till March lOth, when he weotto a "mesmeric 
wouHtn." Was better, and up to 4th May gained 6 pounds ; had 
ffood appetite, and was able to eat everything. May 8th (while in 
New York), had chill, followed by fever ("intermittent"), which 
luted two weeks. Ou return, continued to go to hia business, though 
anffcring msch. After interval of two to three weeks, fever returned, 
Wid continued almoMt daily until a few weeks before death (Aufr. 11th). 
Went to baetQeas till July 2d. Rode out. last time, Jaly 7th. Through- 
ovt p«t winter, to lie on either side produced a fainlness, but not 

Eatn, until five weeks before death, when ho could lie and sleep for 
oan on Ufi side. Could eat most things — beef-steaks, birds, Ac. — 
till a Enw days before death, most of which seemed to be properly 
di^Mtad, with only a little occasional pain "like dyspepsia." Uad 
d^octions alteruate days, by enemata. Fsccs normal. About three 
Bnd a half weeks before death, hegui to vomit ; at first, every two or 
three days, then every day, the last three days twice a day. and on 
day of death every filteeit minutes while awake— generally throwing 
op fcoa a gill to a pint of liquid {dissolved food) and mncua. Vomit- 
ing — usually preceded by acidity in thro;it and general uneosineas — 
could be controlled for a long time, but was easily induced by turn- 
ing and lyingon right side for a few momenta. Vomiting gave relief, 
and be always declared that he felt etrongct after ita occarrence. 

Dr. Cotting saw the patient, for the first time, Julv 26th. Fonnd 
him extremely emaciated, but unawa.rc of his condition, and not 
jdoubting the peasibility of finding a "remedy which wonld remove 
cause of bin illnees." Pules 16. KeepirMioo normal. Appetite 
Tongue slightly furred on back part. " Pood giving no die- 
as a general tiling." 

Found tumor a Uule to right of median line, in epigastric region, 
evidently connected with stomach, which hung from it, like a large 
ba^ of liquid, to the left. (Vomited abont half n pint, which reduced 
tbie b«|>._^ Diagnosticated scirrhus pylori, and nnnonnoed it to family. 
Tjftited Sim one week, regulated the food, and amount thereof to a 
qoutity which reduced the bulk of stomacb-bag, &c. ile had a protty 
cooifortahle week of it. As no raedicino was ordered, and an unfik- 
Tonfale pngnosis given, he preferred the "q>irit*]al woman," who 
eaid prognosia was wrung, and thatabe ^forDr. Rush) would cure him. 

Hu fiunily report that, from the last time he was seen by Ut. Co*- 
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tiofT, his pulse vuied from TO to 80. He wu thle to take »oiiio nam- 
ishiuenl evary daj, but peoerelly romitcd comMerablj, oometimc* »* 
much aa a pint ; hia food consiated of graol, beef-tea, woodcock, beef- 
steak, Jbc., which he eat witii relish most of the time, thoochBomctimee 
it oppraased him, and be waa obligwJ to throw them np. lie bad •ome- 
timea pain in the back, though not aovcrc. He however gradnnlly 
loat hia atreof^, and died on AogoEt lltb, having TOmited piwtty 
oonatantl; for the last 48 bonrs. 

The autopay revealed a scirrhoun tumor around pyloric orifice, from 
three to four inches long, about two inches in diameter. Pyloric orifice 
ledaced to a tubular passage throufrh soirrbous mimn of one fourth to 
one third of an inch in diameter.and of length of tnraor. Thiaerplaia- 
ed the freedom from acute paiu, aod tbe qoantity piissed into bowt-U, 
U well as that kept back to be vomited. Hcisi of ntomach thfaii 
greatly enlarged, and containing about a gallon of dark.foul-lookiag 
liquid. Other abdominal oigaus pcriecUy healthy. Head and chat 
not examined. 

— Galcareowi Deye»eraiiim c/tht Maidrranm of Ihe SjpiMl 
Cord ; Setxre Spaamodic Affectim of the Mutelea of the Bwfy ^er«% 
brfore Deallt. — Dr. J. P. Rkykolds reported the case and Dr. S. 0. 
Webber showed tlie upecimen. 

A. K., aged I", oingto, domeatk, entered City Hospital July JR, 
with well marked aymptoma of cliore* ; the upper eztremitic« and hee 
were in perpetual motion, and the lower extremities moved aUo irregu- 
larly but leas violently than the upper. Her speech was much affectr 
ed. She had never been strong, but had been well until the week 
previous. Then without ascertainable cauae the present symptoma 
commenced. It waa reported bj- friends that she had swallowed a 
pin, and thoy also said that her catamonia had been absent seven wed«. 

At entrance the bowela were regular, tongue clean. Puise 78. 

Bromide potass, was administered in twenty gr. doses, every four 
hours. 

In the aHemoon of the same day the convulsive movements becaine 
BO violent as to indicate the adniiniatralion of ether, and she soon be- 
came quiet, remaining ao aa long aa tiie effect of tbe ether lasted. 

Ko relief was obtained frou repeated doaea of potass, bromidom, 
and the second day (ninth of tbe diseaae) Tr. nncie vomicc waa 
given in doses of ten drops ter die, with Ice to spine. No relief fol- 
lowed, and the next day, a bliater 3x3 waa applied to tbe back of neck. 
JThe bromide of potass, and tr. nucta vom. were continued. Incrcaa- 
ing exhaustion became manifest. Tbe contortions of the musclea of 
the face in particular were very distressing. The tongue was thrust 
n{^dly from the moutb. The eyelids quickly opened and closed, and 
the head was violently thrown bom side to aide, unceasingly. Tbei« 
waa no ceesation of the aymptoras, and patient died on thg eleventh 
day ofthediaeaae. 

EtcmiitaHon, twenty-six hours after death, discovered no abnormal 
appearances except a distention of tbe meningo-rachidian veins about 
tbe dorsal enlargement of the cord. The brain and cord were tiaoB- 
■Bitted entire to I)r. &. Q. Webber, for minute examination. 
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The following is Dr. Webber'* descrijiylion of the reaulta of bia exam- 
jnntion : 

" Tbit brnin and cord were found Jii my office aft«r haTing been in 
water !<evcral hi)tir«. They bud cnn«M]iieiitly iiiaceruted soraewbat. 
The bniin Mccmed livaltiiy. The puim and medulla were very soft, 
capecUIly the Inttrr. On laying ri|MMi the alieatb of tlic cord there 
WM found on th<: inner «iimcc of t)io dura mater, adberc-nt t>i it but 
•eparkble, and extending from the lower part of tlie cervical enUrgc- 
ment to the lower part uf tho liimbiir eiilnrgemeut, at which point Uic 
cord bad broken, a eatcareonM incniKtattou, a degeneration of tho 
BTtclinoid. Pofltcriorly this formed n coiitiniiouR tthoath. Anteriorly 
and above the lower part of the ei^rvical en large me tit |>OHleri«rly tbora 
were Hingle spots of the ineriistittion. The surface of tlic dcpoait 
tawardH the dura mater was comparativdy smooth ; the siirfaco to- 
ward* Uie pia mater was rough, having nhort proceaaea like rilM. The 
whole eora was rather soft. It wnji placed in a solatiou of chromic 
acid, bnttbe nrxi day was nearly dllfluent. The ve«Rela of thV pia 
matter were not especi.illy full. The raols df the nerves were not 
chaDge<l in extrrnnl appMirnnei!, and vrero not exposed to tbo irrita- 
tion from (be calcareous degi^ner»ti()n nnore than the body ofthe cord. 

" I should say it was very hot wiruther when ! got the vpocimens, 
wid probably that, with the time that they bad been u water, prerent- 
ed tlieir proper prewrvntion."

V A woman, Ti> years of agi\ sent for him to remove a fish-bone fVom 
her throat, which she thought had lodged then- while she was eating 
her dinner, four days previously. She w«» sufli-ring much pain iu the 
throat; was unahle to swallow anrthing except n little liquid, and that 
with groat effort and distress. The tongue was furred ; the throat 
Romewhat hot and sore. There was tcndenieHs on pressure on right 
side of the neck, about on a level with the middle of the cricoid carti- 
lage, and under tbc edge of the Kterno.inuHbiid muscle, jn the region 
where the nnion of the pharynx with thn ccnopbagus forms a little 
salens, or pocket, which, if not intended for the purpose, certainly 
svrvoa as a frequent receptacle for the lodgment of foreign bodies. 
The bone could not be fi-it by the finger, though forc^cd down as far 
■8 possible. Common probange, Ac., failed to detcnrt nnyihiog, 

llaving seen, the evening previous, in the JVew I'ork Medical 
Journal for June, 1868, an account of the " brintle probang," eucoesw 
fully used by Prof. Sayrc in sovernl similar ciuie«, Dr. Ootting made 
aiich a probang from Dr. S:»yre'i« di'scnjition ; and on the followiag 
day had the satisfaction of n-nrnving tbi; bone on fir»t trint. 

Although not a new inxtninifrnt, nor claimed an such by Prof. 
Ssyre, yet Dr. Coding thought it t»o ingenious, so e/Tcctive, and so 
readily eonstructed, that it ought to be ri'vired and made known to all ; 
lie therefore showed the instrument he had himself made, and die 
bone removed by it. 

Through the kindness of Prof. Sayre. Dr. Cotting had permission to 
U80 the plates of tho figures in the article referred to, and he added the 
riellowing descriptioo in Prof Sayre 's own langnago : — 
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" I tli4T«f6re detennined," says Prof. Sayw, "to 
UM the bristle-prolmng. This inatrmnent was inront- 
ed, I think, hy a surf^ou iu the East lodia l>crvice, 
but whow name I hare never beard. For an cmor- 
gtncy occuniog Boine weeks previoasly, ] had mado 
on« of theee JiiAtrumeiitA in Che following maon«r. 
I took an ordinary So. 10 elastic catheter, and cnt 
off about one incli from ita lower end ; I Uion ran 
through it a dexible whalebone about three iochea 
longer than the catheter, and tied on ite end a small 
piece of sponge. 1 then took to pieces an ordinary 
paint bniBh and lied uue end of llio bristles around 
tho Bpongc, eoroplctely surrounding thu whalebone 
rod with them. The other end of toe bi-ietlcs 1 tied 
aruund the cut extremity of the calholcr." (Any 
hog'e-bri Giles of usual lengtli will auewer. The thick 
rnaa^hould be attached to the whalo-bono rod. j 

"Fig. I, one fourth natural size, represents the s 
instrnmenl when complete. By a slight twisting, the j; 
bandlo of bristlea can bo reduced in diameter to ' 
about the size of the catheter. By holding the ca- 
theter lirmly with one hand, and with the other 
drawing upon Ibe rod so as to bring tho sponge 
toward the catheter, each of the bristles is bent 
into a loop, and the whole bundle is converted into 
a disc about five inches in circuraforcncc, Figaro 2, 
large enough to completely sweep the cesophagus 
win to remove any foreign body lodged therein. 

"The sponge having been dipped in water, the 
instrument was extended, and was readily passed , 
the entire length of the cesophagus without obstruc- 
tion ; it was then distended tn tbc manner described, 
and slowly withdrawn with a slight twirling move- 
ment, so as to sweep out all parts of the tuhc, and fortunately brouglit 
out the plate and tooth ou its meshes withuut difficulty, and wltb 
scarcely any pain." 

The sizo and character of the bono removed io Dr. Cottiog't cue 
are faithfully shown in the accompanying figure. 
Pig. 3, Tho bone was apparently a portion of a 
gill-cover. One edge of it was thin and sharp ; 
Uie other as if divided by a catting inetrumcnt. *^- *

▼iona night — constantly g<rtting np and wuridering abont the tuom, in>- 
plorfngaid to save her from her impondinc fate. At visit, she waa 
■ittfng on a aofa. with a pcrfi-ctly m.iniatal expresaion of face and 
manner. In every niorement there waa an appearance of the greatest 
terror. Now and' then she demanded piteoutily of her parents some- 
thing to save her life, exprcwsiitg great horror at the idea of beinp 
carried aumy. She would not allow any approach for further exarai- 
nation, which' nhe mtd had iilnrady dune her great harm. At noon, 
•be went to table for lunch, wan more ratinnal and comewhat cheerful. 
in the afternoon, «lie took a short ride with her father. 

Wednesday night, wus more dii!lre")»ed in mind and budy than pre- 
viously.

"It nasftquestiOQ whether thesw Pigns wcru owing to Uaosicnl 
Imtutiiin or congestion of the entail bronchiitl tuheit, or to tnbercnloi 
conduiiMntion, but tho degree of dulness on pcrcusitirtii, with diminish- 
ed ruther thuD coarso respiration, togetlicr with the rational Bigns, 
iudiciitttil tubercular disease ratlivr than capillary hniiichitis. Tlieao 
modificutions in percussion and respiration wore tho more importairt 
from the fiict of their being foniid on the Irfi, where, ordiuarily, Ibe 
resonance and expansion arc comparatively grt^iitiir than on tho right 
back.

People living at a moderate elevation, on going bigher suffer 
full an much an tlie unaccustomed traveller. In "High Asia" lb* 
effects of elevation arc shown by headache, IiKinuptyeia, dyspncea. 
anorexia, muKculur debility and low spirits, all iiicreaaod at night, and 
at times every-one giLMpN liir nir, iippiitctitly in vain; momenta occur 
when every one believeit that hi- mnsi, imrvitably be suffocated. In 
day tJnie epiitaxi.i may occur, txit if the noitc i.i imt too much irritated 
U seldom occurs, lie had iti-ver seen btei^ding fmrn the eyes, lips or 
Cars. All these aymptoma diKappour us noon aa one liegiiia to descend. 
1r the Andes it id naid betiideu tlK-se aymptums are also JnlenM 
headache, swoons, bleeding fi-uin the noite, lips, guiua and eyelids, 
especially Ibe tunica conjunctiva. The height at which Uieae symp-

Hoboes exhibt> 
ted, under the tnicroscopc, specimens of bacteridtae from a maligpaBt 
pustule. He said that do supposed few diitc^aim were of more nn 
occurrence in this commuDity than tnalignanl {lustule. By this tmn 
he did not refer to that malignant form of anthrax or furoocle, sK^cl- 
ing especially the upper lip, of comparatively frequent occurrence, aaJ 
very often rapidly fatal, which was sooKtimex misnamed inali^aat 
pustnlo. By malignant pustule be meant a specific afftcttun, never ofr 
ciirrinKspontancouely, but always the result of an imxriilation uf a sp^ 
uiCc virus, derived more or less directly from uoimalu, usually these of 
a herbivorons nature. 

lu appearauce is characterized by the apparition on the skin of a 
serons vesicle, non-puruknl, utnbilicatcd. which become* quickly coa- 
verted into an eschar, snrroiindcd hy a ring of vesicles and reatiiip oa 
an indolent base, osdematous, more or less bard, elaitic unO oxleo- 
■Ire. The eschar is rarely more than a quarter of an inch in iliaweter. 
little or no pain accompanies ttic local aflection. aud the induraUd 
and OMlematouB parts arc but slightly tender on presaurc. 

Jt waa obvious lliat a disease which is tbus described must be entire- 
ly diatiuct from tlie red, conical tumor, developed in the cellular tissue, 
throbbing, intensely painful, with do areola of vesicles, allowing tlia 
eacape of paa on pressure, and which had been already alluded to 
as having sometimea received the name of malignant pustule. A 
tumor livo centimetre-s in diameter (about one and three quarter 
inches), it Uaaserted by the physicians of la Ueanco can never be a 
tnalignaat pustule. A ruruiKln or anthrax of the lip not unfix-qnently 
•ttaina this size. The striking features of malignant pustule, av it lutd 
been seen by Dr. Qodgea, were, the insignificance of the pustule itself, 
which resembles more than anything avaccination vcsidc on the eighth 
or ninth day when its centre is becoming dry and brown; and the 
ext«DBivo (edema and swelling, entirely disproponionatc in amount to 
tli« local affection by which it ia provoked. 

In a paper road before tho Norfolk District Medical Society, and 
published in the Boston Medical and iiurgical Journal for Feb. 13, 
1868, Dr, S. E. Stone, of Walpole, had reported eight cases of true 
Bialignatit puKtuIe. One of tlioec cases Dr. Hodges bad seen; and 
recently a second in the pmctice of the same gentleman. The diagnosis 
vsa anmistakable, am) all the eases (with a single exception where 
tbe patient was th« wife of n worlcmaa) occurred in Iho persona of 
workmoni women or children engaged in tbe mamifsctttrc of curled 
hair. The poatnlca had appeared at intervals, usually mnru than one 
at a time, dnrinK a pcrioti of fuurtvon mouths. In connection with 
tills Bubjoct Or. flodgca called attention to the following Blatemeiita. 
In July, 1B63, lUT. Cli. Davafne, a well known Krenrh author and 
observer, presented A paper to the A«adcmy of Sciences, in which ho 
Maert«d, aa-the resiiltof origitial inveatigations by himself, that tho 
disease known aa malignant pUHtulc is never transmitted except 
throagfa tbfl agency of what he names bacteridiw, a kind of vibrio 



fiiand in the Ijrmph of tho vesicles or blood of tlie discaBcd animal or 
person. (SpcciincDsof these bactcridite frocn Uie lyniph of tlie pustule 
whii^ Dr. ilodgcs had recently soon with l>r. Stone, were shown under 
th« microecopo. ) They consist of straight, stiff, cylindrical, deUcbed 
filaments, varying in length Irom four to twclve-thons&ndths of a mil- 
limetro, and arc cxticmoly sloDder, The longest present occasionsUy 
one, and very rarely two, bends at an obtuse'angle. By a hi>th power 
traces of a division into segments may be detected. They are abso- 
lutely without spontaneous moYemonts. On drying; they preserve 
tlwir form and appearance. Sulphuric acid and caustic potash have 
no dietiuctiro effect upon them. When the blood ia in a sUte of 
putrefaction tlio bact^ridiro disappear eotirely. This fact, in the estima- 
tion of their discoverer, scparAtes them from the whole category of 
infnsoria which generate in putrefying matter, even if their develop- 
Dirot in blood which is, so to speak, living, and without any charac- 
teristic odor, is not a distinction. 

Thn dependence of malignant pustule npon the presence of bacter- 
idin is claimed to be shown by tho results which follow their inocu- 
lation; viz., the Bucceseivo and IndeGiiile transmission of the pustule 
BO long as the blood or lymph inoculated contains bactoridife ; the 
resistance of dogs, birds, &c., who do not have malignant pustule, to 
the inocnlation of, or development of, bactcndiie in their blood, unless 
introduced in very large doses. These results have been confirmed by 
the experiments of the Medical Associ&tion of the Eare el Loire. 

The experiments of M. Uavaino also show that the bacteridiie aro 
developed during life, and never after death ; that they aro not trans- 
tniseiblo from the mother to tho fcetiis in utero; that after being dead 
for eleven months they are capable of transmitting malignant pustulo 
by inoculation ; that blood from which bactcrtdiee have disappeared by 
reason of its decomposition is incapable of propagating tho infusoria 
when introduced in the email quantity euflicient to transmit them from 
fresb blood ; th»t when larger quantities aro introduced the phenomena 
provoked by the inoculation of putrid matter into the economy may 
be developed, bnt no iofusoria appear in the blood even though tho 
snimal dies. 

Dr. Uodgcs said that he cited these points merely to show tho grounds 
npon which the assertions of M. Davaine restotl. His views are gen* 
erally accepted in France, especially in those parts where malignant 
pustule prevails. 

Although iJie specimen shown did not display bacteridiio in snch 
abundance aa in an illustratiou exhibited by Dr. Hodges, and contained 
in an article by M. Uaimberl {youvcaii Diclionnaire dc Mcdccinc el de 
Chirurgie, Vol. ^. article " t'liarbon"), thoy were in numbers sufficient 
to identify them, and Dr. Jeffries Wyman, who bad seon tho specimen, 
considered tlient as undoubtedly the form of infusoria described by 
Davuine. Jn view of his own investigations and thu omnipresent 
growth of low forms of vegetable life, Ur. Wyman, however, ww not 
inclined to attach to them the specific importiuice claimed byDavainc, 
&nd thought (here was nothing either in theirjbrm or in tho abscoco 
of motion to distinguish them fiom vibrionidcs found under a great 
variety of circumstances, 
I Altiiough the lymph from tho vesicles around the pustule in quoBtioo 
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contained bacteridMe in aboDdanco, Dr. Uodge« said that in the Mood 
of tUo patient they wcro foiv in DBinber, ooleas the nDiDcrousgraiiolf*. 
pri'!ti>nt onderthemicro8copoaft«rtreatinff the dri«d Hood Willi caiirtic 

{>'>tafih, were the broken up segments said to be found when tbc blood 
loi berun to putrefy. Perhaps it would be more natural lo anppoM 
that tnej were present iu the circulating; fluid m email numbcTe. 
bvcantD the intensity of the poison in tJic case in question was of a 
oomparatlvcly feeble degree. Altbouffb on the third -day from the 
•npearancc of the pustule, the swelling of the patient's neck, on the 
fide of which it was situated, was so great tnat the set o( 8wallow> 
iiig was perfonned with difficulty and fluids regurfptated throngb thp 
none, while the pulse was 130 and compre*sib!e. and there was ereiy 
reatton to think that the patient would shortly die. she had. ne^er- 
tiiHeRS, recovered. The fact that certain animals, refractory totb« 
polmi) in the usual dose, succamb to an increased one, would seem to 
•how that in man the virus might be introduced in varying amounts, 
and, if its eaaence rests in these bacteridia;, the number in which tii<y 
are proaciit should vary also, and naturally be less in a ease dM 
proving fatal. Dr. ilodges had thought the microscope specimen of 
KuHicicnt rarity to interest the society, whatever miglit be the merite 
of the ol)«crvationa of X. Daraine. If these were reltamo an iiivalaable 
method of diagnosis was funiiahed in cases of doubtful character and 
in locatitifts where malignant pustule is of rare occoTrence. They 
aUo HuggGst important indications for treatment. In the sooth of 
Prance great reliance is placed on excision and cauterisation before 
the second or third day. after which period the disease begin* to 
affect the general system, and is usually bt-yond the resources of med- 
fcal skill. The atiatomieal formation of the jiunLule explains |>erfectly 
the succession of these phenomena. The bacteridia? are fii-at developed 
in the epidermic layer of the skin, which contains no vessels, consfr- 
qucntly they are isolated from the rest of the economy, and their de- 
Rtrnction ought to arrest tbciv farther propai^ation. If they are not 
destroyed they presently reacli the superCcial layers of the true skin, 
which are abundantly provided with bloodvessels and lymphatics; - 
through these they are introduced into and carried along by the cir- 
oolating fluid and infec( tlie rest of the system. 

Dr. Hodges further remarked that iu an article by M. Debron {ArtA. 
Qtn. rfo JImf., Oct., 1865), the writer as.<iei-u that, in-bulh malignant 
mdema and malignant pustule, the mucous membrane of the stomacti 
tted the small intestine present a lesion after death which apjiears in 
Wbe form of brown, elevated patches, due to the extra vacation of the 
^bltiod, but that it is not known at what period of the disease these 
extravasations occur, or whether in spite of them recovery may etisne. 
Tlicy cannot however be found in all eases, and death may lake place 
witnout their presence. M. Debrou draws attention to the similarity 
In the effects of malignant pustule and the bite of the viper, in fatal 
cases of which the blood liquefies and extravasales. From this ho 
argues that a specific poison (which he believes to be the bacteriditt) 
In introduced in maliprint pustule, and by inference, from the sucl'vss- 
fol li'eatment of viper bites, draws the conclusion that the vinist is 
capable of bciu)^ arrested in its effects, at an early period, by suction, 
excision or cantcriEation,

Mr. H., » Idwyer in a rK-ighliiiritig <vty, Ix-gan, (om*- twclvf yciiri« 
fliiico, to cnmplaii) <if gt-twral proxtnition, compelling him. in tli(> mim- 
mer. to BOpk nrcrcatinn and riyit in tho country. At thin tim« Iw wn» 
thirty-six vcari« of ngf. and in th« ai-iivc pmcticc of hts prnfriniion. 
At about ttiin ttnir, bIko, ho nolicttd fii'Mt a roaring sound io litx right 
ear, which gradunlly increiMOd, nntil he liocamc qniu- dpiif. Bvtw«cn 
one ami two y<far« aftcrwardu he begun to he troubled by an unstcadi* 
nees in hiK gait, wliich in time unonnti^d to occasional staggering, 
and gave him very ncrioiiK annovance. As this increased it was only 
by a constant exercise of thn will that ho was able to keep in a direct 
conTS« while walking in the stn-cts. Tills was not accompanied by 
Imo vertigo, lint eeenieil to lio the rRsnlt of an inability to control 
his movomcntK. Jn a few montlis hi: hcgAn tn find great difficnity in 
writirir, and his penmanship became crampctl and less legible than 
formeny ; he also noticed that his" sight was beginning to fail. All of 
th09O symptoms went on inenta-ting. although by a great effort he was 
al>l« to attend to bis business, hat at the expnnsejaf great exlmiistion 
and depresHon of Kpirit«. During tite fullnwing winter he began to 
complain of fre<]nent pain in thi- Iwck of liis head. In the nnmrner of 
1869 his health ciiraplctdy broke down. In the anttimn of that year 
he went to Sonth Carnlina, by thi- advice of his physician, to try the 

•efTect of entire changi- of weene. and frecdnm ("rwm bnsiTicss cares. 
t^ooIl after his arrival at Snmmervilli', near Oharlcstoo, br had an attack 
of vomiting, fiiltowcd by a iiort of girneriilnhuddi'iing. In >i short- tinie 
he began to have tnnis nf nppan-nt unconsi-ionsness, laoling for a few 
e4MM)iids, in which his arms and Uk- upper pnrt of liiv body were some* 
what convulsed, or he wonhi cway sdowly from side to siile, and his 
mouth would be drawn tu one side. This was f'>llowed by hiccough 
and a temporary difficulty in npeakirjg and swallowing, and frequently 
by vomiting. He became very weak, was obliged to keep his bod, and 
lo restrict his diet very closely. His voiec was hoarse and his articu- 
lation difficult. The extromilics ofthit right side wore also noticed to 
be weakecttian those of th« left. All of thrse symptoms became grad- 
ually somewhat mitigated, and he got well enough to ride short dis- 
• tances on horavhaek. He wan nitddenly seized, however, with severe 
pain of a neuralgic charaeter ill the right thigh and the lower part of the 
back, of which he bad had a Blight nttai-k some months previously. 
During this interval of recovery (luni excessive prostration, he remained 
I free frcm the epileptoid si'ixurew. Soriii aftr-r his r>turn home in April, 
18ti0, his sight rapidly failed, and he become entirely blind. The boar- 
I ing of bis left ear rapidly diminish^-d at the (time time, so that in the 
' winter of 186l)-t(l hr hiid bi-come deal as well as blind. His general 
llieatlh was feeble, although at times he could walk about his room by 
Ueooiiig with both hands upuu thv shvuJders of eomc member of the 
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family ; in wulking, however, fiis }efC8 wcra liablo to (pre vr%j mid' 
denly, caueini; hini to fall unices tic \%\a clostly watclic-U. £I« hail 
mon: or leita pain in tlio right leg tii« ntcibl of the time, and fur a yeu 
sullered from Bovero noiiralgia of the eluniiicb aiiil boivels. 

Under Bucbcircumetanceeorprivation and sulTeriiiK Mr. H. con tinned 
fur mure tb«n eight years, until his death in June or the present year. 
Uia mental facolties were, most of the time, uut only unclouded but 
active. Hia bodily condition varied very much. &utaetimc« he w 
fur tveeka quite comfortable, with a hearty appetite, vid eiijuying tlie 
society uf his friends ; at others, loeing bia appetite and becoming wnch 
debilitated. l<'or five or eix years be was comparatively free from 
pain, hut during the last two years of bis life be sulfercd very muck 
from puin in the head, amounting to agony at times, and on one uo 
va»iun continuing almost without cessatiun for three months. During 
one of these attacks he was delirious for a week, the delirium paksiug 
off very suddenly. 

Aulopsy. — The antopsy was made eighteen hours after death, with 
the kind aasistanco of l)r. (jcorge E. >lasan, of Providence. The body 
huving been surrounded by ice immediately after death, was in a wtata 
of complete presenation ; it was emaciated to the last degree. No 
organ was examined but the brain. 

On removing the calvaria the general substance of the brain, with it* 
meiiibruiieK, was found to be perfectly healthy On removing tlie 
ccn^bnim a tumor was exposed anterior to tlie right lobe of the cerebel- 
lum, within the cavity of the dura Dkater. and tirmly attached to the 
pctrouK portion of the right temporal bone. It was ovoid in sliapv, 
Kvmewbat broader at its banc of attachment than at the opposite ex- 
tremity, and in size about equal to two-fifths of the entire bulk uf the 
right tubo of the ccrubcllutn, npoa which it had encroached. Thisi purl 
of the organ had an excavation ou its anterior aspect, in which tbo 
tumor in front of it lay. Then; was no other apparent morbid change 
in it. its tissue being firm, uiieonge«ted, showing no signs of inUiunma- 
tlun, induration or sotlcuing ; it was covered by its natural envdupcN, 
rhich had undergone no change. At its inner extremity the tnmor hiul 
_^l)niprea«ed the right half of the /wna Varolii to about two-Cnhs uf iu 
formal width, but had apparently produced no other change. Bclow 
it perceptibly encroached upon the right side of the medulla oblun^iit, 
compressing it somewhat, Inil giviug rise to no other evident clmngi.' 
in it. The tumor was loosely attached by connective tissue to tlip 
cerebellum, and was itself investcil with the same tissue, being within 
the cavity of the dura mater, from which it seemed to have taken iU> 
origin. It was firmly adhrrent t<i llie tomporal bone, iu fact so incor- 
porated with it that it could not lir- removed without removing a por- 
tion of the bone, which at this point was so disorganised that its aub- 
stance was easily scraped away with the handio of the scalpel, until 
the semicircular canals wore opened. About its point of attachment 
to the bone there was a cartilaginous appearance, which probably wa« 
due to thickened dura mater. The tumor was of a greyish color, lleahy 
to the feel, and of somewhat irrogular density between the lingeni— 
apparently of a noD-m«ligiiant character. When cut open longiluuinally 
it showed a numbcrof dark spots of ecchymosis, some of them aa large 
sH a chcirj-slone, giving the cut surface a mottled appcanncv. 
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Sorera) small c.v*U were npcned Just under Ihe envdoiMt, wlik-li con- 
titinei] <laHr, fluid blood ; the largetit of tlievi> n-n.t iit tbo iniicnnoht ex- 
tremity, and wasoa \arpf iMtbe largc«t tiputorcccliymijHiii. Nu iitlivr 
morbid sppftatances were foimd in the braiu, an<t tlio erniiiitl nrrvcH 
appeared to the e;e to be perrecti; healtlijr. 

The iipccimeii w-aK placed in the huiultt of Dr. KIliK for n criti^rnl, mi«> 
ro»copic examination ; bat in the hurry »r propiinition for bin dcpartiiro 
fur Buru|)e, hv wiut unable tt> devote Uio tirni! to itRiitudy which br- had 
intended, and it v/utt traiikfi>rn-d to Dr. A. Ooolidgtt, who kindly under- 
took the examinatiuri. By this timeitliad lieu'omeconiiiderably nhrtinlc 
nnd hardened by the alcohol fn which it wan kept. Tho fulluwing is 
Dr. Cuolidge'a report : 

"The tnmor waB compOHed of cetiK, of nniform niKO, mostly Klobulnr, 
Kome elongated and KOine itligbtly deformed by prvi^suro. They lay 
elo*ely piti:lc<-d togelher,- irabeddi-il, ilk it were, in an nmori>hooB in- 
tercellular xul.it.unec. In the liibl i)f the microscope were many grati- 
wIOH, part of whieb aeemed to eome from cells destroyed by manipula- 
tion. Many te!l« were almi Uoaling freely about on the slide. The 
whole Hct-med tinged by the eoloring mntter of blood. It wan snrronnd- 
cd by * eupttule, out of which the mass conid be mudc to crumble 
piecemeal, on being touched with n bard point. Its character was 
nearer tiiat uf Vircbow'n narcomu of tbo dura mater tliau anything 
cUe."* * 

Bum *«*.--- In reporting the history of thiscase it sfaontd be mcotionod 
that the patient had been afl'ected, from early cbildhood, with a converg- 
ing Rtrabinmua of the right eye. This cnme on suddenly, and rcmaiDcd 
unchanged until the contracted miiwcle was divided many years after. 
The etiubismn:) was attritiuted by the patient, ut the time of its origin, 
to an ciTort to imitate a dclmol-fellow who was similarly affetted. It 
was twice operated on, tbc second time with the hope of relieving his 
failing sight, Ixrfore it was folly evidertt that this was doe to au organic 
cause within the brain. It shonld also be mentioned that the patient, 
when siileen years of age, bad u severe full upon the pavement, receiv- 
ing a violent blow upon the back of his head. He was taken np uncon- 
seitiDs, and remained in an alarming condition for a nnniher of hours. 
Tbc family and friends of the patient Iiave altvays been disposed to re- 
fer tlic brain symptoms to this accident. No trace of old injury to the 
cmninm could be discovered, however, although it was carefully 
looked for at the autopsy. 

After the symptoms had reached a point which left hardly any doubt 
as to tho diagnosis, it was plain that no medical treatment could be of 
any avail, and this was accordingly limited to such palliatives as tho 
patient's temporary condition indicated. In tbia connection the relation 
of the position of the tnmor, and tho peculiar appearance ou tbo cut 
sarfaco to tbc morbid symptoms, are of special interest. It was evident 
that there had been repeated interstitial hieniorrhages into its (-ubstance. 
some of which bad been absorbed, leaving only a local deposit of the 
coloring matter and fibrin, while others were iu the procetu of abeorp- 
tiou, tke blood being still liquid. It seems reasonable to suppose that 
those htemorrbagcs, involving a temporary enlargcmcut of the Initior, 
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_werc the cause of Uio Tiokntparxix^-cinfuf pain which wc have aJnaij 
petitioaei, U> whkh tliv p^tiuit wiut /uliji^irt at tini<'». and which wok 
ftway gruduaily, appari-ittljr an tliu prv»«aTc was diiDiiiiithed hy the 
al»Hirj)tii)ii uf the hlood. The mndcr.itv ciicroaclmiciit uptiu the jtteduUA 
v!/lun</ala also accoiintH (nitinliirtiiril^ tur tJit.' impaiiiuoat uf puwer uo 
the right aide of the body. It ii< notcusy to account for the Wa of kij^ 
aud bearinf;, except by ihw theory thul the geoeral pretouro witfcio tlie 
craiiiuut was such aa to iic»tr»jy ibc lunction of Ibe (lerveB of tliese 
special senses. Unfortunately , tliciw nerves were not aubjected U> 
niicroacopic cxamiuution, but in their general appearance tlicrc was 
noliiiu^ abnormal. It shoulil be niciutioiied tliattbeseuseaof siuell aod 
taste were also a good deal affoctei], the former especially, althougti t^m 
ainourtt of privation conhl not be so accurately nicatiured ait in tlie 
caMi of the eight and hearing, wnd seetncd to vary at different times. 
The pressure upon the cerebellum Hcetiis to accouut for the uucerl^ 
gait, which was an early syinptuoi. 

Tbe total loss of sight and Iteuring rcdaccd the patient to a mcwt 
deplorable condition of isolation, particularly di&treBiiin^, a^ liiit mind 
continued active. It was of the utmost imporl»uce la devise mnQc 
tuetlnidof curumnnicatiiig with him. Ur. S. li. ilowe kindly furninhi;!! 
Dr. Abbot witli sheets ol r.titicd letters, such as are used by the blind; 
but after a few days of experiment the patie&t g»ve up the task of 
trying tc read thcni by touch an utterly hopeless. In thia emt-rgfooy. 
ituccnrred to Dr. Ahbot to try the csperimeul of endeavoring to com- 
muiiiente with him by tracing letters ou the palm of bis hand. Tli« 
V]C|>crinieut succeeded adniiralil^- and at once, and Ihiu tbis time forth, 
for eight years, it was hit) only method of roceivin^f commuiiiciitions 
from those about him. lie ttuou became very ready in making out tlie 
leltiTit thus traced, anticipating many words after the first two or tlirce 
lettt^rd bad been drawn on his palm, and oftf u tbe greater part of » 
M-ntencc after a few words had been made out. In ihia way ho wa« 
ktpt informed of what was going on in tbe outward world, und new*- 
paporH and buuks were read to him. The method which w.-ts tiiund to 
be the bo»t was. to u&o only Itoroan capital letters, which were tmct-d 
by tlie tip of the linger of the person cgmmunicating, upon the palm 
of the ])uLient'H left hand, tiic base of the letters being towardx tlie w[i«t. 
Of cournu bo replied orally, altbough entirely unable himself U> brar 
tiio sliichtest sound of bis own voice, which gradually assumed nn un- 
DaturaTtone from th« want of proper modulutiuii. 

It in due to the memory of an excellent man to say. even in a 
Ktrirtly prufeHt^ional accutint of his case, tliat this patient endun-d bia 
terrible privations of utior darkness, silence aud pain, through tbuM 
eiglit tone years, with a Chrictian patience and cheerfulness which 
cDdearcii liim la all who w«ro privileged to approach him. 

Oct. 26th. — Typtioid Fcivr in Liiniled Localiliet. — Dr. Coiruu ic- 
ported nn inNtaiice. In Kearsaij^ avenue is a block of three hou$e«, 
built of brick nix years ago. lu tbe middle house the Euber was taken 
«ick. and in tint course of two weeks four cbildren, who all had 
typhoid fever aud were very sick ; in tlie upper house the fever at- 
tacked two adults, and in the tower house four adults, of whom two, 
a mother and daughter, died ; there was one case in each of two

In uuawmus inHtnn<:<-M nn oliKlriicti^l dmin, or a leaky vault, or vren- 
pool, or ni) accuiitiilalion vf f<>iil nmu^ri^d, which had prcviuiialy ch- 
Cnpr^d notit-o, have l>ci-n rovculed by a tliorongh tcarinfr op of the iiii- 
(Icrgrouud prcmiBcs. In ICii^lond HUL'h local outbreaks of fever were 
iiivoMi^atcd nnder l»ovvn)nient imthority by medical officers. What 
tlicy liATo fouud is repotted in tbr voliimee nnnnally published for pnb- 
lie infurniation by the medical uflii^eri) of thu I'livy OounciL The coo- 
nccti<L>n between putrifying' organic material conveyed to the system 
by air and water, and fflver, seems to be clearly made nut. The Name 
connection has l>cen very often traced in lliin vicinity, as at the Maple* 
wood institote in fitlAfieM, tlie Olil\oii Uouso on the Marblclie«d 
fliore, and in mftny other inetaii-ccs. 

Dr. Derby had witnessed an outbreak of typhoid (over of a v«ry 
strtking character during; the war. Military necessity reqnired that 
one of onr rei^itncnls, SAit strong, shuald occupy f^round that bad 
been held for several [|ii~>ntl>s by the enemy, and which was filled with 
oscremeul, and the waste of llio uainp. Water was drawn from !*h»l 
low welts snnk. in the mi dot of ihts pollution. Three hundred eaiM>» 
of typhoid and twenty two deaths uecurred ■» this rei^ntcnt. When 
they moved to a fresh camp the disease disappeared. 

Such e^'ideiiee sevms as positive as that conneetin^ any diaeoKv with 
it6 cwue; syphilis and smallpox wilb ci-iilapon. seiirry with the 
abniice of fivfth provisions; more pouilive than that conriecliit^ rliiiu- 
mktiMn with exposure to cold and wet. Neitlter of tbeHe eauae* al- 
ways prtidueeH ibe aHsoeiiilcd iliseafle.

Dr. IIonoKit iinggcfitvd that as Ihern won probably 1>Iimh) fioiitOTiing in 

tliia dixfAiM-, tho poison might exint in Uie atmosphere and Ite trans- 

ferreil from hoiiac to hou^p or pomon to peraon. wa haa been ihongbt 
■tu be Hui caac in cryaipclas, M'pticicmiii, and pyiemia. 

Dr. OiJVRH tiaid that during the late war n cavalrj- regiment eitcarnped 
• OH ground near Ah-xandrtn, which became gradually aaturated with 

urine, Ac, the bontes atnnding up to their ancle« in fitth ; typhoid fever 

4>r<^ out in thia regiment, and in no other one of the division. The 
.QMCv were very numerona. and many of them were Gatal. This was 

the only cavalry regiment in the diviHinn, and it wua encamped in the 
tlmmediate vicinity of the infantry rfgimenta and of the batteries of 

artillery, but on lower ground, where drainage waa neceasarily bad.

Nov. 9ih.~LoMl Origin of Typlund Fever.— Dr. Motor said that he 
waa called lo S«pt«niber tu a ^eixlcmaii in Watertown, who was ill 
with typhoid fever. The patient was convaleecent towards the end of 
Ocl'itwr. and waa abletn come to town fur tite flrettime, October 29th. 
SomiydayR previous to tlmt d^to. a font smell was perceiTOdaboiit the 
bouae, and tbe drain waa taken up and oxaminMl, bnt noUitn^ wronr 
was discovered. On llie Slst of October, a little boy ei(?ht years old, 
bavlnfibeen complaJniti); fur a fcw days, wus taken sick with what 
proved to be typhoid fever. November 2d, a fifirl, nine years old, and 
Nuvenil>er 4iii. another prl, twelve years old, were taken ill with the 
aonie »ynipt^>ins. A camful search w:ut now made as to the condition 
of tiie drain, and it was found tlnit an oi)eijiii;; existed between it and 
an air bos which Mmvcyed air from without to acbamfacr behind the 
kttclien ranppe and thence tu tbe bath room, so that tbe foul air had free 
■coeae to tbe batli room, and thence to other parts of the bouse. Nov. 
6th. the wife of tlie gentieuian first taken ill. after snffcriDf; for a week 
with headache, went to bed with symptoms of typhoid fever. Aasome 
■raell was etill perceived about the premises, a new search was made, 
and another openinirin the drain was discovered, beneath the wad»- 
room Boor. Tbe wurkman who took up tbe 6oor was ao mncli over- 
powered by the effluvia that he had to be assisted to tbe outer air. 
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Dec. 14th. — l\ff>lata Fever without Ervplion. Dr. Boklaxb reported 
the ease. 

" The patient, a aail-maker, 37 years old, waa broagbt from a house 
in Salem Street t» tlie City lliiopital. on tl»e afternoon of Dec. 4th. 
He waa in a xenii-eumatoHo cimilitioii, and the only facta that cunUI be 
obtained wi^re, that hi* wua in the Mtxth day uf hii« atckneiai ; that there 
waa no aiekneioi in the lioitKe f»-m whenre he came, and that his ruitin 
waa very lunall and txtdly vi-ntiUted. Wben adniitteil, he woa record- 
ed aa K|H-cehli>HK ; nut p;iralyKi--d ; ton;;ue, very dry and hmwn, could 
be protrudinl a little way, in a straight tine ; skin dry ; pulse 1 3'i, small, 
weikk ; retip. 32. 

" Dee. &th. — 1 saw him for the firot time, and found him conscinuM, 
but apt^cchlesK ; hia &ee bad a [>c<'uli«r eiprettsion of a heavy, dull, 
passive inditfcrence; eyelids and moitUi ojien ; tlw countenance gene- 
rally DusIhkI with adusky n^Mi^h-b^ovrn hue ; the tongue was dry and 
brown, and tliere wua aome sofcIm on tJie lipa and teeth ; the conjnnc- 
tivie were, however, not injecteil. Tin? alxlomen was somewhat 
ahninken, not tender. Skin was generatty dry tiirougbout. There 
was no eruption. The urine was passed involuntarily, but enough wna 
collected for examinatii>o. It waa dark colored; apei-ific gravity 1018; 
the chlorides wholly absent ; there woe no albumen. The physical ex- 
amination of the back ahowcd harsh respiration, but of foobio charac- 
ter; no T&les. Percust^ion nomal. In tho afternoon he bad two 
severe clonic convulsions, aflecting chiefly the upper half of the body. 
His ptiisc varied from 124 in the morning to 132 in the even in):;. Tem- 
perature 99-5* to 103-6". Kesp. 32. lie was onlerad beef-tea and 
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ttnuidy, alto run u-ljr, vvory lioiir. nnd livQ gnina of caibooBtc of ab- 
monU ill ciimiilior mixture cvvry two huun. 

" Otli. — The gcnrrnt ooiiiiilion of tbe pstioot wim touch »» doscribcd. 
excepting tlic lowering of all thv vital signs. T)ic pulec mngcd frtm 
lOS to I2i, nnil irrcgitlur ia its rsto. Temperature- Irom O^'a* to 99-5*. 
Kcitpimtion 24 to 1!8. Largu ccchymosea wcrv socn on v«ch foot 
Ttic tongue could nut be protnidud. Bovols wore coettvo, and wtn 
moTi^d by means of ooemata, and be ivaa spongvd all ovor with wann 
alcohol and water. 

1th. — Ttifl patient a ppca rod slightly better. lIJs (onguo was a liV 
lie sticky, showing a slight degrM of moiature. I'uIto 132 iu the 
jDomtng, riOin the PToniog ; temperature lftO-6^ lo lOS". 

8tb. — I'ulae 120; temperature lu3''iD tho morniug, I02'a in the cran- 
ing. Tongoe again perfectly dry aitd brown ; the patient could |M«- 
trade it li.air nn inch. The respiratoiy murmur in both sides of the 
backs wuH good. Iu the aAernoou, he had three looae dejectiwus of 
greoniah-briiwii fn>coa. and uc 10. P.M., he bej^t) lo show iudicalittos 
of failuif; vitality, and died ut I'Z Jd. ou the iiilt orUeceraber, itbeiag 
the eteventii tlay of bia dtaease. 

The fact that was motit eTident, that the man was soffering from the 
depressing influeiicca of some fwvere blood- poison, togetlier with the 
irapossibiltty of finding aoything like oigauic disease to accuuut far 
his condition, strongly sugg(-Ht«d to my mind the Eact of the disease 
being typhni* fever. Yet I^l' ciimp^rntive r«rity of this disease in tlie 
community ; the absenco of tli« injeetion of the coujunctirie, of the 
ueculiar " rotten straw " smell 'if lypliuH and of the eruption kei-l 
Bid in & stale of unceitiiioty as to the true diuguosiii, until it was 
verilted by the autopsy.

• In the dark colored orinfl of the- sptwiRc grarity of lOlS, with abvciicc 
of the chlorides. 

In the general prostration of Uie patient, witii tho U'Ddeocy to domal 
decubitus, in the occurrence of convulsions pruccding death. Mid in 
the death itself, occurring on tho eleventh day of disease. 
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TheftntopBy vtaa made twenty-fonr hoani after death. 

The cadaveric rigidity was not remarkable, but there was mnoh 
iJFid discoloration of the dependent parts of the integninoDts. Th* 
noscles were everywhere of a very uimaually dark color. 

ilead. There waa a marlced cooffestioa of the cerebral membranes, 
ftnd alao of the choraid plexosee. The larRsr vesaels were filled with 
blocMi, but there waa no fine injection. The Bubarachnoid fluid was 
)«ively increased — it bad a somewhat opalescent look, but it cxinttuncd 
no lymph, and ran off clearly and trans pare oUy on nusinp: the coafin- 
ing roeoibrano. The subntiiMce of the cerebrum and cerebellum was 
perfectly healthy, preaentinff no trace of inflammatory action. 

Thorax. The blood was in a very tluid condiiion, looking when in 
bulk very dark ; when dropped out on a white aurt'ace, it looked of a 
thinner (jiiality than usual. In the loft venLricle there was a small. 
soft, friable white clot. The heart was lie althy — paler than usual, and 
without the staining of its lining membranes which is sometimes seen 
in typhus. The pleurse showed no trace of recent intlammatiou. 
Bronchi, healthy. The lungs were healthy, excepting ftir the con- 
dition of hypostatic congestion. The two lungs were about equally 
affocted. The consolidation was greatest at the posterior part; was 
of a dark purplish color, extending two or three inches into the suli- 
•taooe of the lung, was not bounded by defined margin ; had asmooth 
sorftce when cut. and on pressure oxudod a dark non-aerated seriini. 

Abdomen, The intestinal canal was healthy throughout, witli this 
exception. The lower two foet of the ileum were congested, and 
throughout the lower sLt feet of tho ileum the Peyer'a patches partook 
of the same congestion, so as to be visible to the eye. They, how- 
ever, wore in no wave thickened, stiflbned. elevated, or perceptible to 
tho finger, nor was tboir mucons membrane in any way softened. Tho 
bowel at this part contained a coneidcrahic amount of greenish fecal 
nwtter. Mosontcric glands henltby. The abdominal viscera wero 
gaoerally in a hyperremic condition, all deeply reddened. The liver 
wu of a normal sixe. The spleen of double its natural size. The left 
kidney dark red, much larger than tho right, which was of a natural 
size. There was no other diseased condition detected. 

I have considered the autop^ asshnwiug the nature of the diwase; 
— From tho absence of inflammation of tite brain or its membranes; from 
the hypemmia of the ocrebntl mcmbr«no8, and increased amount of 
intrs-cranial fiuid ; from tho fluid condition of tho blood, tho pulmonary 
hypostasis, and the hypemmic condition of tho abdominal x'iscora 
which, had the patioat lived a few days longer, would probably havo 
inducted softening.

On tbtt 14th of Aoguet I attended Mrs. C. in cenfinemont. who was 
delivered of a hoalthy girl, her third child. The child passed itsfnoe*, 
tlie napkins went soiled, and nothing was seen unusual until the UXtlt 
day. when tbs grandmother who had the care of it noticed that tho 
cont«nts of the bowels camo from the vagina, and that there was no 
anos. She informed mo that the child waa sadly deformed, and wiab- 
it would dio.

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I Mw that tho ftecra passed by the vaginm, but did not make & tlxta- 
oagh cxatnitiatioii aiitil the next Oay, wbeu in coiDpany with Dr. 0. D. 
Bomnnii 1 oxatnined the child. 

Touching the vagina caused straining hy child, and it passed tiactt 
in a fine stream through a ein&ll opening, at the edge of the vagina at 
tl>c poKtcrior commiBauro. Tbis opening was of tbe eiu> of a email 

Srobc, which waa passed in and fonnd to pass fireel; into s lai^ 
ilatod carity, th« rectum. The opening was in tbo poiterior com* 
tnistttiro of tho vagina, where the integnraent juJns it on tho perimcnia. 
Tlic fiecGs were diGchtirged quite freely, and as the child appeared 
well and nursed well, it was thought best not to do anything imtm^ 
d>at«ty in tho way of remcdjnng tho deformity. 

Th« child coutinued well for some days, but in the coanut ofa weitk 
I was called to it, ns it was sick and refused to nurse. I found tin 
alidnmcn Hwollfn and tense, tho small opening in tho vulva not being 
itulliciently largo fur the discharge of the feeces. Tbo pvrtniuuni waa 
amoiiUi, nod do bDlring, as is sometimes seen when thu contents of 
tlic bowels lire forced down by the straining eObrta of defa-cation. I 
pMSed B probe through tho opening and pressed down upon tlie peri- 
Dicnni, causing a prominenco by tho end of the probe nearer to wfarie 
tlie nnns should be, and then made an opening which gave frve exit to 
tlic faicefl. The child had great relief, it nursed well and grvw. This 
Opening gradually narrowod, tbe fteces did not pass freely, tlic bowels 
became swollen and hard, and the child's appetite failed. The mother 
felt very sad, and feared tho child, if it lived, would (>e mincraUe 
In health and more miserable in mind if it ever lived to rrutrze itn situ- 
ation, and she thervfdic wished the child would die, and rather opposed 
anything more Ixiing done. She was persuaded, however, to aubtnit 
tlie child to another operation, and on the nineteenth dar from At 
time of t)i« lirsit opening thus made, I pimsed a director tlirongh the 
opening in the vulva, bringing tbe end out at the other opening on 
the pennntim, and dividing tho iGtogamcnt, brought the two openmgs 
into one largo opening. The tecca discharged freely, and tbe child 
regained its appetite and health, and grew fat. The operation was 

fierforaied on the 16th of September, three months since. The open- 
ng has not contracted, but cnsily admits the little finger. Th« teces 
pass freely, and tho child grows and is perfectly well. 

ImpeHbrato anas by a membrane which covers the anna is tiic most 
bvoraUe kind to deal with, and the least serious fn its rcaalts. 

Imperforate anns with opening into the vagina fa a very disagrco- 
able dcfoot of formation (malformation), bat not oecessaiily fatul. If 
the opening is too small tlie infant will perish from impuwlbilily of di»- 
charging it* ficces ; bat if the opening is HulSciently large, the chQd 
lives, and its life is not shortetied by it. 

Oases are recorded of this vnriety, which are mentioned by Boyer.

Bcea ooe in a pia. Dr. Musaey has reported a case m an adult. 

Dr. HooKaa nod aocn two such cn«08; one child died at tbo ago 

*of one month of dinctw! resulting froni tbo malformation, the other is 
8 or 4 years old and bcalttiy. 
Dtc. Hth.^-tnlernal Slrant/ula/ion «irMprf Inj a fShrmit Tumor of Bte 
Womb. — Dr. Jack.svk reported the caso and nhowcd tho specimen. 
The patient was under the varo of Dr. John Flint, who furnished 
the following history of ttie case. Hho was an unmarried n-omiin, 
44 jOMn of age. and always moro or less foeblu and dyi«peptic. For 
the laat eight or t«n years she had been habitually costive, and snbject 
to freqocnt attacks of severe colicky pain and obstinate coast ipation, 
vritb nannea, vomiting and great diotention of the abdomen by flatus. 
These attacks lasted for a day or so, and went only relieved by free 
evacuations from the bowels. On tho 8th of December Dr. F. waa 
eallod, and found tier siiQ'ering intensely. The abdomen was perfectly 
Dnyfeldtng from the great distention, and slightly tender. Skin hot 
and dry; pulse 120- 1 30 ; tongue dry and comiguted ; ^rent thirst 
and reKtlessness ; frequent eructations and occasionul vomiting. Tho 
acetate of morphia and fomentations were ordered ; but as there was 
no relief in two hours, two drops of croton oil wcro given, followed by 
Injections. As there was still no relief, the morphia was given through 
the night, and tbo next morning two drops of tbo oil were repeated. 
Thi.i lust moved tho bowels slightly during the day, but without any 
relief. Tho piinhad n«verboon so severe; and until her death, which 
occurred on the morning of tho 12th, she was kept under tho iuRuonco 
of morphia and ether. 

Menstruation had never been irregular, nor unusually paiuful, 
Tlic examination was made by Dr. John IlomaiiR, who found the 
cavity of tho pelvis completely filled Iiy tho enlarged utenis. Tbo 
organ was of. a roondcd form, and contained in itit posterior pariotoa 
• singlo, large, lobulated, rounded and remarkably defiiie<l tumor. 
The fibrous structure was not very distinct to the naked eye, but 
there was no appearance of arrested growth. The cavity of the orgaa 
was elongated, and its structure changed as usual in auob cases. 
Tbe large intestine apon the left side was ss large as the stomach ; 
and, tlic left ureter being pressed upon, tliere was atrophy of tlie 
kidney, with hydronephrosis. 

Dec. 14th.— Peculiar Form of Fibroat Tumor of Ae CImtk.— Dr. 
Sbattock reported tbe case. 

The woman waa &8 years old, and had bad a tumor in the pelvis 
for 33 ye&rs. For several years she had been very large, and fjr tho 

Cast two months ezceedinj^iy distended . She never had anv hnmorr- 
ago from the uteros, and died after being confined to the Sod about 
a week, suSeriog much from pain and dtstcntiOQ. 
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Thffl fulloffinf; dflacription of tbe tnmoma f^ven by Dr. Jacksox :— 
" [I waa situated in tlie pofit^rior parietcs of th« womb. mMwuiH 
8 hy 10 iiicboB acro8§ the cat surface, waa gCD«ralljr pretty well de- 
Blind, and at the fundus came clow to tlie peritonoal sorfnce. la 
iiUudluro it waa fi^CQcrally tough, not distinctly fibrous, and had a 
|iAUfly traiinluceiicy ; the appearaoco beiuf; peculiar, and unlike any 
of ilie ordinary forms of def^eneration, for the moet part. In its *ob- 
nlitiicu waa a defined cyst about five inches in diameter, filkd with 
■orum, piitltihcd upon Uio inner surface, and containing a constdc-ralile 
duantity of nuifurm, opaque, rich yellow, firm aubstitncc, adherent to 
Ute oyH, and in the form of a reticulated mesh rather than a con- 
llnuau* layer.

On the iSth «lie remaim-d 
in the same condition. I'ulac 168. Bhe refaaed to bwbIIow, and 
BOuriabnieBt was given by enema. She waa noticed to be deaf. In 
the evening the pulse fell to 1*4. On the 29th ehe waa completfly 
deaf, bnt there waa lesa delirium ; she began to recognise those almnt 
her. The a\iots continued a« before, tie tongue was coaled, but 
motBt, she slept well. Tbe putae in the morning was 144 ; evening, 
130. Jan. SOtb, the child waa still compktely deaf, but bad recovered 
her conaciouaneas, and began to take nouiishmeut. The apota had 
disappeared. It waa noticed that hor head waa drawn back, ua i<hn 
Uy, ilnd there waa tenderneaa about the back of the neok. There had 
been do convnUions, rigidity of limbs or paralyius. Krom tlilH time 
■be steadily improved, and might be considered couvaleacent on 
Feb. 6tb. The head was leaa drawn backward, Feb. let ; and lie- 
came atraight on Feb. 6th. The dcalneaa continues complete to tho 
present time, although all the other aymptoma have disappeared. Tbo 
trestineDt consisted in turpentine fur the first few days, followed by 
bromide of potassium ; with plenty of nourinhment. For screral days 
ihe Btedidnes as wel! aa the food bad to be given by enema. 

' Jak. 25tli. — fiyferoie at Arch of Pubes. Artificial ItecfificttHon. Db. 
J. P. RirsoLtia reported the case. 

L. X. had tho perineum moderately torn in her Drat conlinefncnt. 
There was partial exlenial prolapse. Dr. Reynolds attended her in Wr 
second eonfinement. iind after her getting up. slie had a very Hticceosful 
operation performed by Dr. Hod(;es. the wound uniltng througtioni 
by first intention; the extenul praiapei« disappearing. Gru-at nolict* 
tade was felt aa to the effect of the third tabor upon the restored p<-i^ 
faieum. Early in the evening, at the time of rupture of tho invm- 
brwiea. the head being bUII high in the cavity, the upper fontanolie 
was central in tlie pelvis, the fh>ntal suture easily traced in fta whole 
extent, tJie left car near the symphysis, the point of the lambdoid Buturs 
reached with great difficulty on the right aide of U»e pelriM and very 
high up. Tlie descent of the frontal end of the head continued, with* 
out much gain from efforts at replacement made by the fingers. At 
half past ten, the left eyebrow having been felt at the arch, the vectta 
wasapplied.bringing the occiput promptly round to the pubeB. La* 
bor was soon completed without ii'.jury to the perineum. It had I)CPn 
decided before the labor, in accordance with Dr. Ilodgea's wish, to 
make flree lateral incisions if tbe perineum seemed in danger, and this 
was accordingly done, tboagh, as Dr. Reynolds has since tboaglit, 
onnecosaarily.

Vteritte AcHon; Jtecooerif. Da. J. P. ItET.ioi.nii repiirtnd ttiu case. 
A woman about six montltt advanced in her second {pregnancy liad 
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been greatly fatigfued by riding forty miles in the can on tbe fifth !■- 
Btanl, and by some aucceedtn}; imprudeDt exortiona. On tbe eii^litli 
ith« liad severe pain in the back aud bead, wiib conatitulJonal dutorb- 
BDce, and on the following day an eruption of varicella of extrein* 
■evenly appeared on her, and also on her child two years old. After 
the flret day the pulse was of only moderate frequency, hardly ria- 
ing above ninety-two, and often scarcely accelerated, but the pain in 
the back continued with great severity for nearly a week, so as to 
reqaire the exhibition of front one-half to two-thirds of a grain of 
morphia iu suppository during the nif^ht to control it. There waa 
much nausea and occasional voiuiting, perbape fairly attributable to 
the opiates crn)i!oycd. Painful contractJoiui about tbe fuudus frequently 
recurred, and thu patient complained often of a aense of conatrictioa 
around th<3 ahdumim, and of a feelJux of weight, aa of a eloue. in it 
Great anxioty wan f(-1t an tu the reiiidt tn Uie child of these aymptoDOS, 
which CAiitiiiUL'd with raryiii^; »cverity from teti to fourteen daya. 
The patient i* now nbh) Ut nit up, is free from [win ; white tbe fotal 
fn<ivementH are vigorous aud puUatioua of the fixtal beiart clear and 
aUroug. The continuance of bo free an administration of opiam for 
several days perlinpH involved some additional rink to the child, but 
there acemod to bo no itcapc li-om the necessity of resorting to it. 

J*». i5ih.~Fei»r—TyphoidT—in a PatienI 69 I'ears of Age; DwA 
Forty-tixlh Day. — Dr. Cormco reported the case. 

B. A., aged 60 1 master mechanic; in affluent circnmslanoes : • 
largo, muscular man. 6 feet 1 inch in height, and weighing 100 to200 
pounds. Cellulo-fatty development considerable ; of somewhat Esaa- 
liko tendency ; habits remarkably regular ; nniformly from youth 
strictly temperate; disposition cheerful, mild and ratlMrr retiring; 
hitherto always healthy, having a largo, high, airy, detached. woIU 
vcnUlated and well-drained residence; became ill about the tst of 
December, 1SS8. Complained of some discomfort in bowolfl. with a 
sense of tightness over the abdomen. Thought he would " starve it 
out," and took only light food for several days. A few days later, 
took cathartic pills ; and ihese not proving satisfactory, repeated tbo 
dose Dec. lOth. Called medical advico two days later. 

At that time, Dec. 12th. he was about house, suffering front aens^ 
tioQB of weakness oidy. Ilis pulse was slightly accelerated, being 80> 
or, at times, a little more. Tongue slightly coatetl, whitish. Breath 
very foetid. Skin, heat, &c., Dot rcmark^le. Went to faia chwabvr 
in afternoon. 

For some days after this he continued to sit up most, if not all, of 
the day ; was quiet, or dozing a greater part of ibc time. At nigbt 
slept well without dreams or confusion. Jan. let to 2d, it is recorded 
" sleep quiet as an infant's." 

From Dec. l&th to 18th (third week of illness), bad a troublesome 
headache, which increased on Iriogdown, so that be spent most of 
two nights in the ctiair. This tlicu passed off, and bo Iiad no moro of 
\ it, or of any ottier pain, during the whole of bis sickness. 

lie took to his bed early in the fiflh week, and generally retainod a 
dor»sl posture. No bed sores. He invariably affirmed that ho was 
eomfortabie, and felt no cause of inaction, except woakncas. ilia 
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mind wu clear, h\g intellect generally retire ; j«H apparcnfJ; unutrnro 
of his peril to the lut. Though otlc-a drowtty, he wm alway» eiuily 
roosed. At timvti there wiw Home ell^ht xlowiieiut of ooruprebciiHion, 
but no delirinm until the Inet few hours, aiicl no unconsciousDCKS until 
be was mDribuad, !Jeoer ani/ jacliialion or tubntUuii. 

At the first of bis illness he did not have chilli* or sensitile incroase 
of temperalure ; hut as the disease progrcsned sovcral chilU occurred 
(the first Dec. 2Tth, the Uxt Jan. 14th), generally liglit, and succeed- 
od by increased bat not cxcos»ive huat. The sev^retit, which took 
place Janaary 3d, wan followed l>y hucIi extreme iiroHlratioa that for 
several hours ho wai> thought to be in » dyiii^ cotiilition. 

The pulfto, for the lirHt half of the AicknUMa, ramly exceeded 90. 
After each cltill, It continued higher tban before. In the Inxt weeka 
it rose to 100 (Jan. 2d), then ViO (Jan. 4tb), and finally, iu tl»c laat 
davs, to 160, and even more. 

the respirations, ranging from 21 to 29 during the middle of the 
disease, bocamo over 30 (Jan. 4th) ; for Hoveral days were 48, and for 
the last two days were 60 a iniTiuUi. 

Th« tongae, from having a thin, whtti^ih coat, became foitf, dark, 
Btiff, cracked, and excceiliiigty troubluMotne, liir these reasons, espe- 
cially in the la«t days. There was a proportional amonnt of sordes 
OD teeth and gums. 

Rose spots, thougli sought fur, were never fonnd. Sudamina, not 
nnmerons, however, were noticed Dec. 28lh, and a few days later. 
Neither epistaxis nor other htemorrhage occnrred at any time. 

The bowels were occasionally distended with gtts, and never entirely 
free Irom it. A frequent annayance from thin source had been expe- 
rioooed during health. There was never discovered, though often 
sought for, any tcu<lenieM in the iliac region, nor in any other part 
ol^ uie abdomen. Prom Deo. ISth to 16th, had loose, dark-eotorcd 
dejections, appurently prolonged effects of the cathartic pills. After 
this, be required eneinata D move the bowela, and the dejections were 
solid and normal Ut ttie last. 

In the third wci-W of hia sickness his urine was very high colored, 
and left behind a thick, red deposit in the vessel. AfU-rwards, it 
had a normal appearance. Examination in fourth week of illness, by 
beat and acid, gave no resulbi. Doc. 29th (fifth week of illness), 
analysis fguve spec. grav. 1012, a trac« of albumen, excess of urea — 
otherwise normal. Jan. Ith (sixth week nf illnesi^), analysis gave 
specific gravity 1008; otherwise normal. Crinc was always abundant, 
aod during the latter part of the time was passed into an orinal with- 
ODt rising from the bed. 

Though for a few days En the early part of the sickness, abont tho 
tine of tlie purgation, there was a slight jaundiced hue in the skin 
and eyes, the liver gave no other evidence of disturbance, tboegb most 
dil^reatly examined. The spleen could not he felt. 
I The sounds of the heart were always normal. 
I The action of the cheat was natural, without rfilcs, or cough, until 
tbe last few days. After the pniatration of the nifj^Iit of Jan. 'Id, fl-om 
wliEch he never fully rallied, the n-t<|)iration beuunic gradually more 
Mid more labored and oppressed, accorispanied with rattle, and coareo 
fUes all over the frout. The back could not bo cxamiued duriog 
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the last week. Daring the last da; or two brcatliin; wu thoit, acnvf 
aad jerking. 

iv\. 1th, io consultation with Dr. Buckiagbam, a thorough oxaai* 
inalion was had.cspeciiklly of Ittpcxtrcmilira. The legs and roet wci* 
niovcil at will, naturally. There was no BwoUing. or tcndemens, or 
want of Hensibilit; ia them. The samo may bo aaid of bu arms asd 
hands. 

Two days tat«r (three days after the oovcro chill), the l«ft Ivg b^ 
gan lo swell, and booame aedematous. This increased rapidly, till the 
whole limb was teDM, aod motionless, apparently tbroagn wriglit 
and stiB'acsB. No tenderness could be found in any part of it. Thora 
was no pain io the limb. Two or three days before death the awelting 
subsided, and masees could bo felt in the ham, and (the day b*fove 
death) alongtho course of the great vessels. Jan. 8th tb« right hand 
had become puflVtl, and so stiff' that the Bogory could aot bo cloMd. 
This entirety passed ofl' tbrev or four days later. 

From the commoncemont of the disease there vas loss nf nppcthe, 
and he guiit-rally took the allowanco brought to him rather from a 
MBU of duty than from any dociro for food. He grailually rejoctrd 
gruels, broths, &c., and asked for wine and other stimulant«. Tbo 
vffect of tlicso was always very satisfactory to the patient, and Ratten 
ing to friends, for the last two weeks, or more, he lived almoatotw 
tirely on various forms and compounds of alcohol. Jsn 2d he asked 
for ale, and piccously begged for moro when ntlcndauta were dis- 
posed to limit the quantity. As an indication of nature's cravings in 
thiadirection, which wore followed ratherthui anticipated, the amount 
taken in twonty>foor hoars, as recorded for Jan. 6th to Ttti, may bs 
instanootl. It consisted of one pint and a half of brandy, one pint and 
a h«lf of old Maileira wine, oao tumblor (half pint) of milk punch 
strong with St. Croix mm, one tumbler of wine whey, threo botttce 
(pintu) of ale, throe pints of water to dilute tbe wine aod brandy; aniL 
thrc« toaMDoonfuls of beef tea, tried at throe differcot timea and i^ 
pelled witit apparent diitgast af\er each single spoonfiil. 

Death took pbtoc, without strugglo, Jan. IStb, 1869. 

Although tbo disonso is not usual at such advanced age, and in this 
instance bad many perplexing peculiarities, yet by a review of daily 
notes kept during its piograM (of which tiio foregoing account is a 
roeamJ) Iho diagnosis from tbo iirst of typhoid fever appcara to b« 
WMtained. The autopay, at fbtlows, made by Dr. J<din Uomaii^ 
giro it adilitiunal oonlirraatiOD :— 

" A jMirliuQ of the lower {lart of the nppcr lobe of the right long 
about four inches in diameter was aolidiScd, of a red color, friable 
and i»dematOMa. Two small absceaaee, about tho Mze of peas, just 
beneath the pleura, aach as are fonnd in Ba*c« of pyemia, were seen 
in tbe lower edge of the lower lobe of the left lung. 

" la the ileum, at about two and a half inches from the ilei>«Bcal 
valve, waa an irregular nicer, two iochea by one inch, penetratiDg to 
Iba nuscnlar coat. Whether it occupied a Peyer's p^cfa could not 
be certainly detcrmine>l ; thl^ long axis of the ulcer was parallel to 
that of the bowel. A itocond ulcer was necn one indi above the first, 
circular in shape, and not no d«ep. The aesenteric glande and 
fiplocu w«n Doma). Tlw l«ft «xtcrBal iliac and tamaaX ntiu w«i«- 
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|jll<!<[ wiUi rc<l, partmlly diDlitcDt, gramons clot; the foot, anUe, leg 
Mill UiiRh wvrc ajdcmaUms." 
JDr. JiKkson, who had vxamincd the spGcimon whoD first removed, 
the tilccnttioii was opposite tho mosciitcry, and that ia ono os- 
emhy there n-jis Eome Appearance as of a I'cyor's patch that was 
Bot utccratC(J, but it was Tery t-quivocal. There was also dilatation of 
'Uie vessels of the subperitoneal cellular tissue, as is often seen in 
typhoid cases. Ulcers, resulting from acute disease, and unconnected 
wiib typhoid, but seldom occur in this part of the intestine, Tho 
iploon was normal in Ur. C.'h ease; but it often subsides after the 
second week if it has been enlarged. Typhoid fever ia certainly ft 

I disease of the oompanitirely young, but he well remembered that Dr. 
iJas. Jackson used to epcuk of it3 occasional occuirenco in old persons. 
f^. 9.— 'I)/fihoid Fever after Niddle-age; Peyer't Paithfu. Dr. Cot* 
!nx«, in reliitiuri to the C&se reported by htm abuvit, Miiiit that, accord- 
ing to ibe bookn, the age of the patient wiix n;;aiiiKt the iliagnDsis, but 
that the general syraptoina and a«pec't during life and Ihv autopMr jiisti- 
fied it. Aitiiiii, in hiii work on "The Scivnce anil Practice of Mud!* 
cine,"* one of the last but not the Icttitt,, sayii old iier.-iiiiiK i;annot have 
typhoid fcTcr, only tn exceptional cftNC;), un Pttyer'ii nutchcK ilii^upptTitr 
after the age of 45-50. The following is Dr. Aitken's statement: — 

"Thin lifiiion in the ileum is e^pecinlly recognized as the 'anato- 
mical sign ' of enteric or typhoid fever. It in neet^KHary to reinenilicr, 
however, in connection with tho age of typhuid-fever patientx, that tho 
solitary TCAicIcit and the aggregate glitndx of Fever are known to be 
most fully develup<:d and moxt active in yiinth, np to the ngc of eartj 
vuinlwod; alter that lime ihetflu^n to disappear, and are obviotiHly less 
activfl in tho adult aflur thirty years of ago. Structure and function 
seem to be alike impaired by age, till ut length, after forty or /orty- 
jSue Jfwii'jr, IractM onhf of fhtrir exuitnncr are npprtrtml, or they have 
aUoffether dixapiK-ami. The t/land luMance (wlio^e dtructurc has been 
so well described by Dr, Allen Thompsoii, Kolliker, and Boehm) no 
longer exist*; and llic phces where the patches of Peycr once were, 
may bo detected only ail'- r careful examination — a mark of varied form 
and character being all that indicates the place of the patch. There is, 
lere/orv. a good analomv:ai rrastm wtii/ hjphwi ifxions are rarel^/ound 
r fifty yearn of age, and trldain aflr.r fi}rly. Dr. Jenncr records 
nly three cases beyond fifty — namely, one nt fiRy-nno and two at 
fifty-five. Dr. Wood bas observed oiiw case at fifty-fivo years of 
agt*. Df. Murchison notes two cases above sixty-five, and refers to 
five otiier cases between 60 and 75, related by MM. Lombard and (Jcn- 
rtron. Dr. Wilks refers to tho ease of a woman, aged "0, of very 
fliiubtful history (Path. Society, 1861). These exceptional cases are 
explicable when it is known that the existence and functional activity 
of these glands arc comctinics prolonged for an indefinite term of 
years beyond the asnal period of their fixisteneo. On the other hand, 
it •« in childhood and early life that these glands are most obvious, 
id tbeir fuoctional activity the greatest ; and thorefore it ia ei-

Dr. Cottiiig added that ho bitd sought for authority for the statement 
of Aitkeu, but had been unahle tu Ijiid any. None of the worke on 
anatomy, general or pathological, at hand, coiitittned any intimatioa 
that Peyera patchea disappeared in the later poitoda of life ; nor w» 
there, HO far as he could liiid, any allunion to auch disappearance in 
other treatises on Theory and Pnictiee. The morbid analoniiats bo 
had applied to were not aware of any facrt-a to aupiiort the atateuient. 
In K<illiker'8 Human HisUiIiigy, Vol. II., p. 102, la a plate described 
in a fout-noto an a " Furtion of a Peyer'a patch of an old man," 
which was the only i-t-fi:reni;o t<i the Kubject he had Been. This wu 
nut fi^irc^l aa an e.\ceptiuii, and there la nothinjj; in the context to 
H how that it was an iincimiuiiin thing to lind Pi-yer's patches in old 
men. Aitkcn inakoH hix Klatemcnt aa though the diaappearance wm 
an established ami welt-known VmX. " Thi-- gland aubaUince," be aaye, 
" DO longer exiata." \» hia gruat work tu Lie judged by this s|>eciiDcn

Dr. J*cK)iox Maid lie Iiail Mcn ca*cn where there waa no ap|>earancfl 
of thew! patches, but he did not remember tins agea of tlie Hubjecta. 
ITe had examined a man 44 ycnre of age, who diwl ol typhoid fever, 
with perforation of one of the u tec rati- J patchea. 

Dr. Ilonors aniit Peyr-r's pntche* vary in form, nnrntier and dimea- 
aiuu ; frequently, inatend of being elongated, they are round, and if of 
arnall ai/e may ceem of donbtfnl identity. He had never seen or heard 
bcfitre Ihi.t evening thai they are not found afti'r a certain ago; they 
bi-liing entindy to the mucoiia coat, and might be awejit away by die- 
eiiac ; formerly tliey were n-garded aa pathulogieal by lunm: wrtteia, 
but now they ant nniveraatly i;tmKidi'ri'd to be normal, He had never 
tlicught of aacrilnng to age thi'ir ahauncn or diminution in aitc. 
For uurpuNe:« ol'diimonslratiun, or in thii diasi-cting riMiin, be did not 
recoilei't having been unable to lind thi*m. He alluded to a fatal caM 
of priiiiouing hy anlimony, in whii'h attention wan atlnietcd to the 
strongly ninrkcd Pcyev'it pntcbes and the appt-aranee of ulceration 
they prrsontcd. The Hpeeimen wna shown by iJr. JAckaon, in 1.S48, 

Dr. Jacx^ov aaid tbnt ho hail long ago remarkird that tJie pjti'hc* 
frequently vary from their typical form. They maybe circular instead 
of elliptical, and qnito small; and he hati prepared a apecimcn for 
tbc College Muai-uin to ishow this fat-t. Iftyphoid fever ocounc, tbue 
patches will probably br disr-.i^ed ; and then the mistake will ver^ 
naturally bo made of .-"upposing tlial there i» diaiiase, and, it may be, 
uteeratiuD in tlio mneoua mitmbranc an well ns in the patches. Well. 
Ktt«'«ted cases of a secoml occurreiwo of typhoid fever in the same 
individual have been ob»er%-ed. And it would be curious to «c« if in 
Ktich there would bo diseiise in the patchea, but higher up than usually 
found: the patches Iielow having been previously di^stroycd. In rcrf'- 
eivnce to Dr. Cutling's e.ise, the ulceration was ci'rtainly the result of 
alrnt<^ di.->eaae*, anil such disease, and particularly ulceration, is rarely 
seen in the lower part ol the ileum, except io cases of typhoid fever.

Itt tho cxaiitliemata of children and in 
croup the |)at<;)iu» arc Maiil to bo ftoinctime!! iiiflanivd. Kedn«ts lie had 
K««a several tiinun in nacti oimitm, but nuthinj; more ; and he was in- 
clined to doubt its patli<)lng:ical impurtanco. Dr. J. alluded to the 
jeduessof tito patuhe* that in: had obtu-ivRd in pursnnA who had died 
[vbiUt the procen nf digiMition was ^ing on, and in whom there watt 
no reason to siippuiK that tlio appt!:trauci! w.-ih la any way the rusult 
of disease. These Cjuos occnrrud btawiMtii twenty- live and thirty 
years aso, and have been fullv referred to in tUc pnbh'shnd Catalogue 
of the bociety'it Muttcum. lie had never, liowovur, scon any coiilir- 
mation by otticra of lbi» ubucrvatioii. 

— Very dIow I'uhe, conneclf/t prohahlij with Diiturbance ^ 
tte Diyealiae Fitnelions. — Caec ri'j>prt«d by Dr. Jackson. 

The patiirnt was a healthy lonking rarnicr, 53 years of age. For the 
last tnrnty-tivc yt-ars or more he had suffered fi<im coBtivcness, buthd 
bad been in the habit of using laxntivo", niitl bis gnncrnt health wan 
sufBcieutty good. During the laitt eight }'cars his appetite ba» been 
very strong, and it ha^i always been more or less so. Fulness at 

I epigastrium after catiug; much Gatulcncc; but no bail taste, acidity, 
Bur rising ffoni the stomach. Sense of weakness, with giddiness, so 
thai he would sometimes fall, unconscious, for a minute or two. Skin 
rather dry. Urine diminished when he is worst. During this same 
time the pulse has been slow, oUcn 20 beats in a minate, and somC' 
time«, though very rarely, 16. Once Itc counted only Cheats in half a 
minate; and tlds was the lowest, so far as observed. Not unfre- 
(]u«ntly it would riso to KO, or even a little higher ; and it sometimes 
int4-Tmits about every fourth beat when it is rising, lu charaetei' tlio 
pulse, he says, is generally full and forcible. Vury rarely any pain 
about the heart. No palpitation. Feels the weakness above rcl'erred 
I to, with dyspnwa, on going up hill ; and the action of the heart is 
^Klhvn increased, but without an increased fi^equciicy of tbc puW. On 
^^%xami nation, the impulse of tlio heart was not unusual. Sounds 
mufBed and distant, with perhaps a slight systolic souQio over the 
ventricles. I'ulse 30, moderately fnll nnd regular, soon after coming 
in from a walk ; and the same when ho had been resting for about half 
an hour. A few days afterwards. Dr. J. saw this man again. IIo 
was then feeling better, and the pulse was rather quicker, and with an 
occasional intermission. Says that he is quite nervous, though ho did 
not appear so, and that he is still able to do some work. Ills hands 
^bAuJ I'tiet are cold, and particularly when the pulse is very slow ; and 
^■le is pale when he has his worst attacks.

Ht) was 40 years of age, and twenty ycaru before had bad an attack of 
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what was cnllfit] " stoppage »f Uic bbw<>Ij<," iithI recovered aOer tee 
dftjs' illnocH, liitviriff vvlt Mince been ii tlioroiiglil}' li<-a1tliy tiiau. Jan. 
Kth, being perfectly woU, be ate nit><lerulrly uf boiled beer, and BooR 
»llcr WM uttackoi) witli ncvvie pain in tli<! iibilnmcn, iiltvndcd with 
obstinate GOimtijiiitidii aixl vomiting. Purgiitivi>» were given widioQt 
avail, and blist<TH, Iceeber*, Ac, iidcil extcrnnlly, but witboul relief 
to Iho piiin, tilt the udminiitlriition of iin enemii oti tin: fourtli d«y oa«»- 
cd Ihreo i-m.ill dcji.'Ction^, iind tlie piiin iliininixlicd. Ilia abdomen was 
much distended, when first seen, nnd tender on prewure uver the 
epigastrium; tlicrc was frcqncnt vomiting; nonppctitc; great ihi rat, 
Bccf-tea and brandy encmtttii were ordereil, »innpi»mic to)>it»f Htomacb, 
and crnekcd ice for the thirst. During the next thte« day* there was 
some improvctneiit. leea vomiting and less tenderiiem and distentiou 
of the abdomen ; there was no df^cctJon, save uucv a small, iiiKuSicieol 
QUO &ftcT an enema of atisafcetidn. 

On Jan. 2Sth the bad pyniptonm returned ; the pulse became high, 
the skin hot, and thero wait delirium, wliich continued till hiM d'-.ttli, 
Jan. 30th. The piiin in the abdomen nnd distress were rt^lievvll by hy- 
podermic injectionti of morphine; tliu matters vomited were ehielly 
yellowish or greenish tfnids, never any Bterenraccous malt^-r. 

On dissection, a sniull. tongh, librous band was found conncctini; 
th« intestine and mesentery, abont nine inches above the ccDC.tl valve ; 
through the loop thus furmed (bur or five inches of the intestine had 
passed and become tightly strangulated. Sphacelation was the rrsalt, 
and the intestine had entirely broken through in two places. There 
waa lymph upon the Hurfacc of the strangulated intextiiie to n small 
OXtent, but there waa no pcrilvnitie, as shown by effusioD nr fro«Ii 
adhesions, the surfaee of the intestines hioking only dry and gray Ja 
color, with engorgt^d vessels. No other old adhesions worw detected. 

Dr. JACKSON' said this w.-is the lirst case ho bad seen of internal 
etrangutatioD, however tight,iQ which tliero wsh ^Tivthii-g Hko sphacela- 
tion. 

MARca Sth. — IHearit^; Jaundice; Enloi m , ' i,f itte Liver, — ^Or. 
FiriBLD reported the case. 

J. S., aged 61, taken sick on Friday, Jan. Sth, 1869. Sent for a phy- 
sician on the following TueHd»y. on aceouot of spnta very slightly 
tinged with blood, since the previous Sunday, lie was firund with a 
pulse of 140, occasional slight breast-pang, alight cough, raising alitlle 
scarcely tingsd sputa. 

Wvtlni^ttaij, the next day, declared himself bettor, but the poise 
remained the same. IIv was now ewcating profusely, deeply jaui- 
diced, rauingquaxitltios of thin mucus colored with bile. Percussion 
dull over nearly whole of right back, normal in left. Anscultation 
revealed marked brouchial respiration, with fegophony over wbolff 
right back, Donual respiration in the left.

— Dr. Jicsns 
read a nianuRrri|it repiirt ofiho oase by A. A.Siiriioon R. G. Jennings, 
U.S.A., mill UiHt was Iriaricd Hi liim by Dr. Wm. H. HilU. of Koxbo- 
ruitgh. The pntictit vraK a mildior wbu wax til»)ibeil by one of hia COO- 
rudcK with the Hinall bliidti tif a pochet-knifn Feb. 2Utb, 18(>6. When 
Dr. J. Maw him, jiist after the acddeiit, thorc wait collapse, witht 
pretniiiim of about two feet uf the inteittiite. It wait necessary Is 
enlarge the wound cotiKideraltly, atiil there waK then fuiiiid a wourid in 
tho intestine, fully ] of an inch in letifj^h. ThiN oocaationally bled frc«l5, 
though there yftm no didcharge tif fn^cex : and, two interrupted etit4:faea 
having been taken, the end* n'ere clippeil cInH« lu llie intestine, and 
the mass wan returned into the ubdonx-n. On the 2Ath of March ibo 
external wound had enlirety ln'aled, a photngrnph [which was ahova 
to tho Society) nas taken, and the man was to return to duty in a few 
dayg. 

ThuB far tlic casfl, of which tho above iit an abetrnct, wan published 
in the Chicago Mnlu-nl Journal. .Tune, 1866. In a letter, ()niU 
recently received from Dr. J,, ho statiii that after tlie injury the mU 
bad frequent pninK in tho abdomen, with groat proHtrution : and four 
months aiterwardM, on lifting a heavy woight, he felt a " quick snap," 
fainted at once, with profuse pcrspiratiiin, and the ahdomim bnraiM 
HWijIlen. tender and painful. Theiio synipttini:', howirvcr, which I)r. J. 
attributed to a eeparution of the ailhcKioufi that had probably furmcd, 
soon piLKKcd away ; and when he saw him in Ihc t^pring of lS6d, he 
was perfectly well.

If. X.. aged 'Z'i, coiitined for the third time on the 2'th ofFebruaiy, 
had on the dot'siim of tho right hand a ni'arly circular mark about an 
inch in diameter, scarcely if at all clcealed. of pink color, looking as 
if formed hy a riiig of slightly enlarged capillaries ; near the knuckles 
of two of the niigers of this hand were iMulated points of similar 
character. At the beginning uf each pregnancy tliis mark has niadt 
ita appearance. After every labor, it has in the course of a few daya 
faded and then wholly dixappeared. It has become more distinct witli 
each suecciiiMvo pregnancy, the isolated spots showing themseKvs only 
during the last. 

The patient states that when labor is at hand, the color of the ntufc 
deepens to a dark purple. When about seven and a half months ad- 
TUQced in the last pregnancy, she had a dangerous fall down a flijjht 
of stairs, and obsorvcd fur a day or two following tho darkening of tb» 
spot above described. The details of this account aro confirnii^d by 
the baeband, and as tho parties are people of intellit^nco, 1 see no rea* 
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SOD to qacstioQ the accuracy of tlioir statompnt. 1 mysdrwitnratcd 
ttic fading of tlio mark nlWr tlio ]*»t 'Iclivery. Tliroo wochs later tho 
isulattd BpotB coold not bo socd, and the larger mark was rapidly grow- 
iop indistiact. 

Tbo woDiaD haa lo«t two brothers by phthisis, and is a porgon of 
slender make, n-ith light hair and a dolicute, iiritablo akin. 

Triflirift aa tliia fact is, it seems lo be worthy of record. Similaroc- 
cnrreucea have beoD observed by others.

Dr. l.«iiK6ton Parker relates two ca««d of ayphilitic ulricturo of the 
asaophiiitus in hia work on Syphilitic OttieaHes, London, ISflO ; one oc- 
ciirriiijc io a young woman, another iu a man. Thr? wom.tn entered the 
Queeii'i* lloKpttnl, Binningham, under the care of Mr. West, in May. 
ISfiV, with secondary phagedena of the pharynx, and afterwards, dur- 
ing the absence of Jlr. West, was attended by Dr. Parker. She bad 
previonnly auO'crcd from secondary syphilis. Rsaininntion of tbe 
thraat reveaJcd the ciratriceit of a large nicer on the ponterior wall of 
the pharynx, and by depressin;*' the torijtne deeply u portion of an 
iilcor, wliich appeared to extend dowiiward into the (rsophngus. With 
considerable diflicilty she uouht (■w.illow cider, hut coiitd not swallow 
milk or beef-tea. There was coiiiplelo dysphagia o(^ca)>innaIly, whieli 
continued at one time for thii'iy-^ix hum's. Kvery attempt at pa»niiig 
bougie, catheter or probang into the gullet failed. She died exhausted. 

Piml-morlcn Kraininarion. — " The upper part of the (eJtophr»gus (or 
about lour inches wa8 found much iHliilciI; iu mucous membrane 
thickened and marked by Hputs having the appearance of recent 
cicatrices. At this distance from the upper end it was suddenly con* 
tracteil, and terminated in a narruw canul whiidi would barely admit a 
No. 4 catheter. Tlie cnntraeted portion, which was about 2} inches 
in lengtli, wax formed by the thickening of mucotis niGiobrane and 
fibrouM bands and bridles, having very mui>li the appearance of an old 
Stricture of the urethra. Below tliis tract the oeaophagns continued 
porfi.'Clly healthy into the stomach." 

Tiie other case waHthatofa private gentleman, under tho care of 
Dr. Parker, and who suffered many years from syphilis and bad ulc<jr- 
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lion of th(> pharynx. "He was hoareo, tormented ivilh congfa aod 
awking up of frothy miicuB mixed with blood ; had great pain snd 
'difficulty in swaliowlng." On examiuation, the whole of the back of 
tbo throat was foand intensely red ; it looked like an old red cicatrix, 
with here and there white, hard gpote disecmiDAted through it; in 
plitccs, sitperlieiitl ulcers oiistcd ; the whole mucous surfaco appeared 
destroyed. Ho was much emaciated, and looked like a mitn laboring 
nndcr orgsnio diMoaxo of the Itmga ; the liitter, however, with tho 
windpipe, wore heiilthy. Soon after, this patient left on a foreign 
voyuffC, and died, exhausted, on the passngu. It is not recorded 
whetner the gullet was examined in this case ; but it is fuir to aRsuine, 
with the author, that tJiia also was a case of eyphilitie atricturo of tho 
ceaophaguK. 

Folltn, in vol. i. p. 69fl of his Traile ElifmKnIaire da PaOiologie Ex- 
teritt. Pariii, tS(}5, Kays tliat tlie greater piirt of writers on the itiibjcct 
of sypbilia say nothing conccniing tliesi; stricturei;, or, if th«y do, it is 
lo deny tlieir existence, and quotea Lnngston Pnrker and West as hav- 
ing met with, (ho former one case, and the latt«r two easRH, of etyphi* 
lilic stricture of the o^aophagns. In his graduation thesis, lies Aetre- 
cixsemenUde {"(Eiojjhage, Paris, 1853, be ijuotes three cases which ap- 
pear Xt* come under this head: the first from Ruyech; the sqcond 
from Ualler, who speaks of having succesafully treated a case of 
stricture of tho oeflophai^us by iho use of mercurial pill; the third ia 
an observation of Paletta. who. in a work entitled RcerctlatioMa 
Palholo^ctn, published in 1820. mentions a dysphagia which came on 
after the suppression of a leucorrha^a and Iho disappearance of a 
papulous ernptioD. But Follin observes that this case, like tfio 
others, is %'cry doubtful. Since then, he goes on to say, that bo has 
himself observed two eases of oesophageal dysphagia, which ho was 
able to attribute clearly to syphilis. In ono of thctn thoro existed 
a psorimis of tho palm of the hand, aud tho patient was cured with- 
out the use of a probang ; in the other the It^sione were more profound 
and the cure incomplete, for there obtained, without doubt, cicatrices, 
which were amcliurutcd. but not cured. 

Lancerennx, in his elaborate and comprehensive work on Syphili», 
Paria, ISfSfl, rcroarku Unit it is not proved that tho oldest writers on 

Iayphilia reeogiiiKcd this allcration, Soveriuus, one of the first, makes 
mention of syphilitic ulcerations of the oosophagns and the trachea — 
'" Cultro anatomico trodita cadaveru variorum syphilido oxtructorum 
<xbibel)ant cxniccratloncs, turn in (osophago, turn in trachea," Rho- 
diua reportH a case of ODSophagcal lesion which he might possibly be 
rigfit in attributing to a syphilitic origin. A case observed by Daniel 
Turner (rocorded in a practical disscrtution on tlie Vnnereal Diaease, 
1132), and two more by Carmlchael {Enaaij on Uie Venereal Disease, 
181-1), are not more conclusive than the preeedinff. Wilka {Palhologi- 
«al AMMtomy and On Ihe SyphUUic AJ/'eclions of the Infernal Organs, 
18C3) recognizes tho existence of syphilitic stricture of tho (esophagus. 
An anatomicalapecimenintheMuseuDt of Guy's Hospital (No. It84 95) 
shows, at tho point of onion of the cesophagus and pharynx, a con- 
striction which had fullowed a syphilitic ulceration- Virchow describes 
a stricture of the same kind.

Prom this timo she ran down rapidly, became astonishingly wasted ; 
decidedly jaundiced ; and, after remaining apparently moribund for a 
day or two, though conscious and without acute pain, she sank, aod 
died at 3, A.M.. of April ISUi. 

Aukrpaii, twelve hours after dvath, naadc and reported by Dr. John 
Honiuno. 

"Nu rigor mortis. Extreme emaciation. Abdomen much distended. 
An elastic tomor, covered with peritoneum, and arching up to a height 
two aod a hiilf inchea above the luvel of the rihs, cxtunds from the 
epigaatric region to below tho umliilicim, and occupies both hypochon* 
dria ; tliJs tumor ia the liver enlarged hy vttry vxtensivu cnccphaloid 
diiieaac. Tlie Irausveno colon, filled with soft fvsciM, ia prcsaed down 
iolo the pubic region. The 
stomach ia much coraprecsed 
in the posterior portion of the 
left hypochondriura, and can- 
not be Been without removing 
the tumor ; it ia apparently not 
capable of containing more 
tbao a pint of ilnid. The di- 
aphragm and lungs havo been 
pushed upwards, so that tho 
tumor reaches to ttie cartilage 
of tlie tliird rib on the ri^t 
side and that of the fourth on 
th« left, aa ehownin the figaro. 

The parietal peritoneum of 
the Bbdomoo is more or less 
adherent to tho peritonoum 
covering the anterior snrfDco 
of the tamor. The tumor, 
when removed, weighed, be* 
fore being cut into, 16pounds; 
weight or oorpae, by ovtimate, 
being not over SO pounds. 
Length of tumor 10 inches, 
and its breadtli 9. It had an clastic, semi-fluctiiaUag foci, and on 
being cat into wa.i found to bo a cancet'ous liver in a state of advanced 
dogenenUion ; biit little of the hepatic tissue was left. Gall-bladder 
rather large, eont^ning very green bile ; ducts pervious. The abdomi- 
nal cavity contains about twelve ouricca of dark, olTonsivo, bloody 
fiaid and several large masaes of coagulum, showing that there has 
been h»morriiag« from soma vcsael of considerable site. Heart fiab-

Dr. JiCKSOX said Dr. Ellis h^d reported, ftomc monlba since, a C88e 
supposed before death to be a cuiicerous i.'iitnrgement of th« lirer; htX 
nt tlio antopsy this organ watt fonnd healUiy, while a Terr \a.Tf^ mas* 
of canccrons disease was found behind it, exactly resembling iho IItw 
in the present case, nt first siglit. If it is, aa it i^ said to b«, deg;en- 
erntcd eaosphaloid, some porticms ought to be found that are not thu 
degenerated ; but this tumor is homogeneons tbronghout. 

Dr. J. IIuMANs renx^mbcred that iii Or. Bllie's case tho cut surfaoo 
glistened n-ith cbolesterino. while in the present tamorthorewa« none; 
the liver also contained cancerous nodules. 

Dr. Jacksux, in answer lo Dr. Coolidge, said be had seen pritnaiy 
malignant disease of the liver several times, and when there wa« no 
dJMAM of the stomach ; but both of these organs aro very generally 
stftacted when the liver is, and then it is impossible to say which wai 
first affected, lie had seen an pnceph.-iloid liver that weighed tea 
pounds, and that was the largest he had e^cn till the present one. 

Dr. J. lIouANS had once seen a liver weighing fourteen poonds, but 
it was not cancerous, apparently hypcrtrophiitd. 

To the remark of a member that in connection with tlic smallneMOf 
tho stomach, it would bo intcru*(ting lo know about what atnoont of 
food the patient took, Dr. CoTTtsn submitted the folluwioj; account, 
drawn op and given to him by tin; family :— 

" From the lOUi of February to a furtniglit of bcr death, stic ate tot 
breakfast, at 9 o'clock, a quail, two potatoes, a slice of toast, and draak 
a large cup of tea. At 11, aglusa of wine and slice of cake for lunch. 
_Her dinuor, at 2 o'clock, consisted of half a ' spring chicken.' one — 
and sometimes two — baked potatoes, and two gUsses of cider. At T(S 
nlico of bread, with two sardines, and cop of tea. and at 9 a glass of 
vrine and piece of sponge cake, completed her diet for the day. This 
was tlic nsual quantity ; eomctimos it was beefsteak, or venison, or 
grouse, in place of chicken — hut little (lilTcrcnce except in variety. She 
usually lite thrt-e or four oranges nnd one or two bananas during the 
day, Soint^times she would throw up her food, which was attrihutod 
to her huving taken too much. But it. canxed no rnoro etlbrt than swal* 
lowing it. The fulluwing eleven daya her food consisted of nearly a 
qoart of porridge — quite thick— with cream, and the usual quantity of 
cake and wine. The next two days abe took only two glaMnca of milk, 
eaob day, and about a pint of Bourbon whiskey, and the last day noth- 
ing but tho whiskey," 

AraiL 28th. — A half-franc piece lifing »ixweek»inlheair'pa*ao^ani 
finailij ejected. Dr. II. K. Outer reported the case. 

A Frenchman came to him at the request of Dr. IT. G. Clarlc. lie 
had applied to Dr. 0. in the belief that a French hulf-franc piece was 
lodged somewhere in tho larynx, and Dr. 0. desired tliat a laryngo»- 
conic exmnination should bo made. 

Tlio hiKtitry of tho case wan as follows: — Six weeks prvrioosly, 
while snfferliig from It " gumboil," ho applied the silver p^ce and a 
bit of siuc tu tho part, in the belief that lie could diastpato the trouble 
by galraoio action. Uc sat meanwhile in a high chair with the head 
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lirovm back, and bj tiotne meanti the itilrer coin slipped from his 6n' 

re and fell into Iho throat. TIh; bit of zinc he reUinvd hold upon. 

he coin seemed to him to hav« ludgod in the larynx. There w«m, at 

n*t. not much cou^h or olhor trouhh-Home aymptom, hut ho cmitd 

fcel it movini* up and down for iLe first two or throe days, th*- feci* 

iiig Iwing referred t« tlio larynx. On the third or fourtli d»y wid wub. 

seqneiitly, difficulty of breathing and considerAlile congh wore excit^tl, 

whenercr he lay upon bis left side. These symptomH wcro relievwl 

almo-it entirely by tuniing upon the riKht side, when hv could Rtd Ihc 

coin change from one side of the larynx lo the other.

A larj-ngiMcopic csaniination showed tbe miieonw membrane of t!i« 
.lynx, including thnt of tlif vocal cordn, connidcrably injeclt'd, but 
Careful and rcm-ated i^inrch failed to rev<-nt any Inrcign hody. citln-r in 
tbelsrynx itiudf oroutxidcof it. Thijhyiiid fiidwr (Ihi? Kpuci-s bctwt-Mi 
Uto wings of Ibe thyroid and the Interiil ptirtionit uf the cmoid cartE- 
lagea) were carefully invoHtignted, an wa.i aloo the entrance t» the eeso- 
phagDs. Particular caro waM also exurciacd in the search at the 
Openings of the vetitricIiM of Uie larynx. The bifurcation of the 
tracliea was not aeen. Thu |>alicnt, tiotwitba tan ding, insisted that 
tbe coin was lodged In the larynx, as all the unusual feelings were 
cxp«rioncod there. It wan evidt.*iit, bowcrer, that the coin must be, 
if anywhere, lower down, and with tbe idea of dislodging it, the man 
wan placed upon a couch with the beai] and chest depending over the 
side, 80 tliat the tup uf his head tuucbeil the Hour. Ilin body in fui-t 
H^M nearly perpendicular. In thin ponition be coughed strongly, whilo 
^■repeated blows were made upon hit) back by Dr. Oliver. In n few 
^Urronds the cough became sulFocative in cliAr.ictfr. and obliged htm 
^pto aKsumo the upright position. He iiittisted th:it while " on hin hi-ad " 
" he bull fdt Momething change position ipi his luryni. m. as to cbnke him. 
A second attempt at coughing in the posiliou above duxerilied produced 
Uiu same eficct, and the game feeling of obatrudion was described by 
tlie patient. The snmo thing was attempted a thini time, and immedi- 
ately on regaining the upright position, llie patient eoiighed the coin 
into hisluuid. It was a half-franc piece, wa* not particularly larui«lied, 
and wag covered with bloody mucus. On examiaution there was no 
appearuncQ of blood anywhere, either insido or outniile of the larj-nx. 
It should be rcmnrkud thnt an examination of the lungs was made 
by Dr. Clark, who found none of the Kymptoms which might be expect- 
ed to exist in Ihc caJte of a foreign body in the trachea. 

This patient reported to Dr. Oliver, n forlnit;ht subsequently to the 
^^ectioH of the coin, that ho rapidly got rid uf all the uncomfortable 
symptoms which Iw bad previously «ullered.

" ItoNt of tbe eye« WHS enjoined, and a pair of blue glaasea given for 
tho purpOM of proti'ction. 

"Jnue Sd. — I saw tiio patient again. Tlieclot had entirely dbsp- 
poarod, vision bad mounted up to two-thirds of Uie normal ataodard, 
and tbe vitroous was nearly Ctitin^ly clear. 

" This case is related ns an itluxtration of the use of the binocnlar 
opbthalnrascopc in tbo diagnosis of diaease. TlieJact that two eyes 
are l<eltcr than one doaa not aecm to be aa generally appreciatsd I7 
olMervara a« ltd importance deaer%-es. It U certain iu ibe present e«aa 
that wbat appeared to the simple mirror to be a mere boioocIi of blood 
overlying a vein, was discovered by the binocular to be a taag^ible 
ping prxjetftiug for yrard from tbe side of the vessel. By the anbettto- 

lu of one instrunient for the other its InW was instanlty changed. 
' Of sui-h importance aro changes of lerel in the etody of nphtbab 
»pii' iliscase, •» difficnit are they ( wbaa sl^bt) of detection io tba 
ordinary way and ao easy in tltia, that it ia nawKable that tbe reg* 
uUr ■•inploytnent of tlt« binocular ophtfaalBaMXipa sfaoald not have 
already Nwoate more geaoral."

An autopsy was made twenty-fbor hoars after death, by Dr. JotiB

This liiator;.- illuHtratea the supremo importance of diligontly follow- 
inffup all traumatic ca^es where tber« ia any doubt as to whether tbo 
foreign body has succeeded in effeclinif a !odpn>ent. In the present 
lustance, the patient is welt and abundantly capable of following hia 
ordinary trado. Had he happened to elude observation a few weeks 
longer, it is probable that incurable Uindneaa would have resulted, 
and that bo would have become a permanent charge on tho commnntty.

" Wra. , 3.1 years <dd, born in North Carolina, white, a strong, 

hcdthy woman, of large fnimc, was Uken in tabor with her first child, 
on Saturday, Oct. 8d. 1869. The nreinonitory pains camo on about 
1 o'cloct, A.M.. of that day. .\clive labor, with regular, contiououa 
pains, was establiahed about 9 u'claok, P.M., and continued, with 
^adual advance of the bead, until about 5 o'clock, A.M., of Sunday, 

ic 4lh ol October. At this time tbe head seemed impacted, and 

eitlier advanced during a pain, nor receded at its ceitsntion ; the po«i- 
tion waa with the face tunjed towards tbe left sacro-iliac synchondrosis, 
the occiput rather forwards, looking to, or nndcr, tlic right groin of 
tho mother. Deeming a resort to forceps necessary, I sent for Dr. 
Gray to ace the patient, audto bring bis forceps. As he fully agr««d 
witli me, I applied the forceps and delivered tbe woman promptly. 
No unusual compressing force was used, although pnwcrful elTortwas 
requisite to bring the head into the world. Oonsidornblc delay occur- 
ring with tbo shoulders, a 6ngor waa hooked into tho right axilla and 
traction made with good effect. The child's mouth was full of mu- 
cus, but, this being removed, it soon cried well, and waa sufEclcntly 
IiToly, There was so much delay in the delivery of tho placenta, 
tliat its removal was effected by the hand introduced into the womb. 
Flowing was rather profuse, and brandy and water was administered 
to the mother once, and a full dose of laudanum aubsequently. She 
has done n-markaWy well throughout, never having had an untoward 
•yioptom thus far; no laceration of tho perinieum, nor ill effects dis- 
oovcrablc from the use of tho forceps. 

Tbe child began to grow yclbw on the second day, and finally 
became extremely jaundiced. It was noticeably somnolent on tl>c 
second, third, and fonrtli d>iys; numed but little and inefSciently ; 
mad, from tbe fourth day, not ut all. The motions were very darjc 
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•nd eiMedingl; olTiMisivo. Tli« urine waa free, bat d(»plj Tvltsw. 
On th« fonrth day it be^n to be modcratcljrconraWd, and woold gire 
sudden, fihiirp, loud cric§. as if in puin, Ibo fingnrs — pspociallj tboae 
(if the riglu hand — being firmly driven into thp palms of lhi> hands, a*il 
the forearms scmi-ficxed and so held. It would pass gradually Irdn 
thCM spasmodic acccoscs into its usnal somnolent, qoict stale. He 
respiration was accflrrat«d and somewhat labored daring the epasmodlo 
periods, but pori:-ct1y tranquil afterwards. The n^ cjc was ootTOt' 
notarilj opened after tlio foil rlh day. The child died quietly o& &«{• 
srday nigtit, October 9Ui, about fix days from birth. 

" Very little was attempted remediaUy. The m>lde«t purgatJon 
was induced by a halftcaapoonful of ctt^Uir oil, following two graiM 
of calomel and three or four of magnesia. Tho cfiiM H-emcd e«nrr 
tat a tine. It vomited once or twice, a da/k-colomi matter. The 
nurse stated that blood was romiled. and also voitlcd by the bowela; 
but, as everything was pertinaciously thrown away, 1 was unable lu 
Terify the ataleiocnt. A warm bath, ol only two minutes' duration, 
waa once feaorted to, when ibo spasms seemed most violent. The 
child swallowed the brcast-millE to tbn last, when carefully adminla* 
tercd with a spoon. 

" A considerable imprint of one of the blades of the forces, jnrt 
^Kive the right eye, disappeared almost entirely on tlie day after de> 
UvetT, and the bead seemed wholly oormal in shape sobaeq'iently.

Or. BoNLAMb nxki'd whether in cases attended with great effusion it 
were not lic-tler to tap the chest early rather than wait for abforitlion. 

Or. Bowoin'n aiiid th(.-re were generally no unpleasant iiymptunia 
during the 0]M:ratii)n for thorai^unteHis witli expluring trocar and pump. 
There is aowfiimitN a stiicluru of the client, and when that occurred ho 
bad usually wtthUruun the troi-ar. In the cane reported tho patient 
had waited altnust too Ioiik ; Dr. Bowihtith would operate after six 
wcoka of illnesa. In over two hundrud and fifty caaea in which he had 
tapped Uie chest bo had had but one in which the tapping produced 
apparently an iuflaniniatioii of the nkiri. and aubfcquently unpleaaant 
rcsulta.

Dr. WiuJAKX Kuid TroiiHM'ati was in furor »f tappinf; early in caM* 
of pteuriiiy, rm itoinc(inie4 the elfusioii increases rapidly and deatli 
eneues suddenly. 

Dr. Wbcelkii had lately TiMited a palienl with effusion into tic 
pleural cavity, who HeiMw^d pretty cuinfurtablc, and afkod to have 
tuppingof the cheat which hudbmin proposed put off till the next d«j, 
and tills was ag^rced to ; the next day the sick man aeain proponed a 
postponeraeut, and seemed qaita easy, Iml dieil euddeolyarew miDDUe 
afb>rwards. At the autopsy the cbeKt wa» full of flgid, the lung coa- 
pr«ft8cd af^inet the spine, and not larger Uiun the fist. 

Dr. UowinTCU ihouKlit that if a puncture had b*en made, thp fluid M 
out and artificial ri.'p<piration employed, posuhly recovery miKhth*™ 
ensued, tiooie years u^o lie saw a child with its chc*t iipparenlly 
half foil of fluid, aiid suffering from attackn of dyKpnira; it was 
thought test to wait hefure tiippiug, and in less than twenty-bur 
boom tho child died in one of these attacks, lie thought it always 
•dTisable to ask of attendants whether the patient hiui any sudden 
attacks of great dyspnoea, and, if so. it is well to operate iinrniMlialdy.

Dr. .Iai'kbiix tlinught it probably as wtth dixeaiied hearts, death 
taking place suddenly and unexpectedly after excitement. 

Dr. Boworrcn said that pretty bard work may bo done by perxons 
having a rather large ({iiantity of fluid in the cavity of tltu ploura ; 
he bad ouce seen a cane which was tappcil, but dulne«s existed tot 
yeara afterwards, aud after death ao cocyat«d purulent deposit 
found in tho cheat. 
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Nov. Sth. — fYbro-cMfK Jlftun>«i«.~-Caae reported by Dr. Casrrta. 

The patient, a single wanan of 3A years, applied kr the removal oT 
an encTBt«d Uunor of tfaa track of naore than five years' dnration. 
She had bad pain and nambnea* of ansa (abe aays of both arm*} 
for dve years. Had been treated with strychnia. Tanior now as large 
as an egg. and tilling left aabclavian triangle. On cutting down on 
it, it was found to W croascd by nnmerons nerrrs. supposed to be 
aeronial and clavicular branches of the superficial cervical plestia^ 
Tlwae were pudhrd aside, and beneath the cyst a solid mass was difr 
aected out. wtiich lay iWp, anil envirentd by nerves. Some brancbes 
were Ideuded with it, aitd some wif« divided ia its removal. 
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The patient is recovering, but liiui a pnTtiiil paralyniM of the lull arm- 
chiefly the deltoid, tricei>!i Htnl railial cxtvniforc — inilicuting injury iff 
Vae DQU3ciilo-s|)iraI and cirmimtlcx iiPrr<'!t. 

On Pi£uiiiii!iLi')i], the cyxt, which vtiut tvric« an Inr^ lui the tmtid 
pnnioi), contained a thick, altnimitiouH Huid, htit tio ptm. On iciic-tion 
iif the Bolid portion, white tine;), mill unit piuitj. wore Heen running 
through it, and H<i)'(fei<ti.-<) dcjfirneratvd attrcn. The fixtcrior wah auto 
ruiinded by eight nervous filaniL-iit-i. 

Dr. \VEBBEBt'§ examtii:ttiiiii with tho micntitrape found degenerated 
nerve-fibres in the tumor, and u great many oil-gl^hidot. The nulid 
nam waa made up of cellii of fitiroii-i tiitKiie, with nni:U-f ; and a few 
with largfl nuclei, lie thinks it might te clamed aa a fibruna aarcoma. 
(Virchow.) 

This tumor prohaMy began aa a neuroma in the neurilemma of the 
posterior cord of the faraohiikl plexux [which maken up the muxciila- 
apiral and circumflex norvca), enveloped itunie iiervuua bundles and 
unstranded the reitt. Pnget'e nonienclaturc defines it beat aa a fibro- 
cyatic nonroma, and be aaya the fibra-cyetic tumur is Itequeotly aeated 
OD nerve*. 

Not. 2M.— riHoKs Cancer of Breast.— X)r. J. C. Warbk.v repotted 

ite patient, under the care of Dr. Gtutsx, noticed a amall swell- 
in the right breast some lime la«t winter, which appeared shortly 
I'r a full by which she received a blow on that spot. The tnmor 

Dnlinnoil to grow until it reached the size of a small hen's egg, when 
was removed by Dr. Cabot, in May last. It was soft, almost flnctu- 

ting, and appeared to the feet lo lie by Iho side of the mamiiiai-y 
gland. This organ woa found to be implicated, however, and wax re- 
■nored, together with an irlliptical porLion of skin.* The wound heab 
ed readily, but during the summer months u small red lump, the sice 
of a pea, having the appearance of a. blood-btiRler, appealed at the 
outer extremity of the cicoirix. This steadily enlarged until it reached 
tbfi size of a grnpe, whou the thin covering was punctured with a 
lancet, and a t^nantity of bloody fluid escaped, together with clumps of 
titwne resembling that of the original tumor. A second operation was 
performed in October. f The specimen scot to nie by Dr. Ellis pre- 
aented Uic following appearances: — The now growth lay directly be- 
neath nn HIiplical-shapcd piece of skin, about two and a half inches in 
length, in the centre of which is a round sharply cut hole connecting 
with a short sinus about half an inch in depth. Uencath the skin lay 
an encrphaloid mass, having tbo color and consistency of somewhat 
softened brain-substance. A small piece snipped off with curved scis- 
M>r«, was found, under the microscope, to consiKt of cells closely 
paelccd together, united at some points by a dclicnto granuhir interccl- 
lutar substance, with hero and there a very fine fihril, though for the 
raoMt part they seemed in direct apposition with one another. Moat 
of tbo cells were large and spindle-shaped ; there were a few having 
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scrcral proloofcatioas »ai a ftrotllet number of raDiiil ccll«. They 
contained eoinetinieB one and auroelimes two large wclt-markrd nDcl«J. 
'fho cells were arrsiif^d parallel lo one anotber, mid moatJj' iu EMctco- 
li, very freqiiently alao in villous prolonffnUotia. 

Tlio tumor was allowod lo harden diirinj; twcnty-fonr hour« la a 
l-IOO solution chroiD. acid, when a fear inciitiona were made witli llM 
scalpel. Tbis sliowed tlipccntral portioim which aurroanded the atnud 
in a »cn)i-fluid state, rescmMiTi;; rather thin pus. Thia fluid waa tilled 
with cells similar to thoso described above. On kardeniiiRrora duyur 
two longer tlic capsato baume more dti-tin|;aialiabla from Uie coik 
tained mass, which was very Triable, and appeared to break up into 
layers concentric with Ihs capsule. At the centre iJie arriiir;rouieiit 
was irregular. Owing to its friable nature it was only postiible ta 
obtain a small and rallier thit.-k section, which, seen with a lower 
power, showed an nrrangt^mcn t like ihnC of villi clo«cly packed tu- 
gelhcr, and united to ttic capsule by narrow pedicles. Small porlioM 
picked out with niHidIcK, colored in carmine artd examined in gfjoe- 
rino and acetic acid, »howcd nothing tliat had not not been BC9a 
before. Nowhere could any atrvolar structure be found, such aa it 
usually seen in carcinotnn. No central stroma could be made out to 
the villi. The tnmur was laid acidc in alcohol, but not being fully 
satteficd with the above exiitnin.-iliun, 1 determined to make ona 
more attempt to cot a thin Koction, and Uiis time was snecessful in 
obtaining sct-eral which enibroci^d Ixith tlic skin and cap«ule and a 
portion of the growtii united to the latter by pedicles. 

The capsnto wna continuous witli the lower layer of tlic cutia, and 
consisted of ordinary connective tissue inliltratvd with amall round 
cells, such as arc HL>en in inflamed tiBtiueii. From the inside oftlio cyat 
wall sprung the pedicle of the new f^rowtli, ^Tingolf delicate branches, 
from which were suspended on either nido rows of cells rocmbling 
cloHcly in their arrangement and shape columnar epithelium. At ncmie 
points the branches nearly met. so as to form alveoli containing 
maMM of cetl». An arrangement similar to the aborc wa» (bund to 
obtain in all the cnta made. 

This growth, in many pointa,l)earsaiitrong resemblance to epithelial 
cancer of the columnar varirty ; yet llie prominence of the villi botfa 
in iho examination of frenh portions and in lite M^'lions aftvrwarda 
made, was nnllicieiitly marked to lead lo tlie conclnxion that tbu 
specimen wam one of villous cancer, uotwiihstanding the tiict th.it its 
occurrence in ihisorcan is extremely rare. Indeed, no mention ofNOch 
a case ik made in the works of many of the niodt prominent German 
patliologiiiU. 

It is interc«ling to compare Ibo anatomy of this fonn of cancer with 
ordinary alveolar carcinoma, wliose mieroaccpic stntcture rexemblea it 
in many ways and wboso groM appearance may bo very diflerent. 
The mode of development of the two is connidered by itokitansky to 
be the same. The villi do not appear in the earliest i<tnges of the 
development of this form of cancer, but the dendritic vegetations, as 
Rokitanshy calls them, lake (heir ii»e at a later periiHl from the trabo- 
cnlai of the stroma. It is clearly notliing moK-, ho remarks, than me- 
dullary catcinonia, with predominant struma rurmalion. 

None.— Since- the above case was reported, a new growth lias taken 
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pUee In tho aubatwioi) of tbopcctoni mnsclo, ben««th the old cicatrix. 
Thi« grew ra^iidly, ftnd wh«n removed by Dr. Onbot wm aboot tlto 
sixe of a hen's egg. It was kUo inclosed in n CKpsato, and undot tho 
Biicroccopc sbovrcd the saine Tillona arrengccncnt. 

Mot. 32d.— Ki/foiu Oancer of At A'y;.— Dr. H. Dstmr reported the 
OSM. 

C. II., aged 86, cams to the Inflnoary in Charles Street Sept. 6th, 
1869, compIainin}r of failing vision of the left eye, which he had no- 
ticed for the preceding three weeks. Owing to the fnct ofhis boin^f a 
Swedo, and almost entirely unacquainted with English, nn cNtiinnt« of 
bis nnnaiDiag vision could bo made, and no accurato history uf the 
cane ohtiincd. 

The eye was externally normal. Oblique illumination showed a 
rounded tumor projecting into the vitreous from ju»t bi;hind the 
spper-inner edge of tho Ions, cominf^ apparently from the ciliary 
region. This tumor was evidently boDeath tho retina, tb* tcsmU of 
which could be seen to pass over its snrfaoo. 

In view of tho rapid dovelopmont of tho growth, removal of tho eya 
was strongly tir^d, but doclined by the patient. The case was ex- 
hibited to tlie Medical Improvement Society during tlie first half of 
September. 

Nov. 15th he again presented bimsclf. Tho whole gloHe was now 
much congested, the pnpit closed and the iris pushed forward. Bevcro 
pain bad been suffered for a fortnight past, (iuuclcation was again pro- 
poflvd and performed Nov. leth. 

Dr. B. Jor JsririuBS, microscopist of the Charitable Eye and Knr In* 
firmary, examined the tumor and made ttie following report : — 

" With regard to the eoiiolvatod eye sabmittcd to mo for inspection, 
I would report the following : — 

" The globe seemed of natural size, elasticity and firmness, tho cor- 
nea optriuR. Optic nerve out close to tho globe looked normal. The 
elobe wnM diriiind by se«tioD into an anterior and posterior half, in 
aoing which a growth or tunmr was divided. Tho retina remained at- 
tached at the papilla and fiil[loil together, stretched forward round in 
front of the anterior mass of the temor, up to whore the displaced 
crystalline lens laid agaiiitit the sclerotic. Tho choroid was in place, 
•zoept Diider tho turnur its pigment was aeattered and broken down. 
Tbe ttclerotic was cODsiderahly thickened over the entire sur&ce oc- 
onpiedby the tumor. The anterior half of tho eye was not more dis- 
sected than to fitid that tbe lens was dUplaeea and that tho floating 
mass of the folded retina was distinct from and not attached to the 
tatnoT. The folded retina had rather a yellowish color ; where it laid 
against the tumor Miiad, there seemed to have beco inflammutory 
exudation, none in front. Vitreous bud disappears! . 

" Tbe tumor may roughly he said to he a black flocculont mass aris- 
ing apparently froui the choroid or the sclerotic beneath ; this latter 
was tuftamed when thickened. The 8i>cculeiil mass of the tamor is 
as black as melanosis, darker than tbe choroid lelt. Where the tamor 
■prong from the clioroiil it could not be followed. 

" Under tho microscope the tnmor wfaoo toased out consisted of

Tbc mtoroscopic fivM was qaJte fillvid witli pigaiunt cells and 
grnnutcs. Ttic cells of new growth would be found in long lines or 
cliistcre easily separating. 

" By cutting off under water some of the flocculent ends, as Utej 
6oat«d lip from the surface of tlic tumor, and getting ttiem on to tlu 
slide, they wore seen to be villi ntuddi'd with cells which r«*dily sep*- 
rat«d, the covering glass breaking tlicm oflT. In sereral tipecimflBa 
this altacbmcnt of tbo evils was quite perfectly seen. I regard ths 
growth, therefore, as " villous cancer." In a hasty research I Ao not 
find that this form of cancer has l>ccn seen or supposed possible ia 
the eye, it being a Ibrm connvotcd with mticntis membranes. 

"hn. Calvin Kluh and J. Coi.M».f Wakrx.'< concur in mj opinion, 
they having studiutt the upccimcn with me. 

"The posterior half of the globe is now hardening in chromic add; 
the anti.^rior half is in a wcalk alcoholic solution. Purtiier pxaminfr 
tion of these will no doubt conGnn my diagnosis." 

Jix. lOth, 1870. — iMpvt tr^ed by Oaleano-CauxHc. — Dr. Wnn 
showed ft section of lupus under the microaco|>c, and also & palient 
who bad the disease, and had be«n golvano-cauterized. Tbe foltow" 
ing is tbe account of tho case. 

'■ Mr. L., aged 88 years, is paralytic ; constittition broken down ; one 
year ago, disease appeared un top of left ahuuldcr as a reddish lump, 
which in n month broke down ut one point, and since then the olcera- 
tion has keen Kprending towurds tlie circumferenoe, healing in tbe 
centre. 

Nov. 11 til, he was treated by cautery, witli the nitrate of ailver, 
and tit is was repeated three tinier, bat tlw tissues surrounding tbe 
parts cauterized broke down, tbo man hftviogpoor foodaud bad hygi- 
enio surroundi[ig«. 

Dec. 2'i(l, tho gal van o-can Stic waa applied, and a^in Jan. Isl, eadi 
timo with great benefit, healthy granulations npidly Blling up the 
parts destroyed by ulceration. 

Dr. WiiiTS bad treated two other caitos in a similar way, as foHows. 
Barbarm W., aged 20 years ; the diKeaae began at S years of age on 
ber liice, destroying one eye eleven years ago, and soon after the 
now ; five years ago it appeared on the bottock. Now, prominence 
of Dosp entirety absent ; mouth reduced to a slit of half an inch fa 
length, bounded by firm cicatricial tissue; skin of face generally 
changed into superficial se»r tlasuo ; some fresh ulceration aboot the 
mouth ; left buttock occupied by an encrusted border of serpigiooua 
herpes, forming a complete circle eight inches in diameter. Nitrate 
of silver was applied several times, tho slick being, in some places, 
pualieit to the extent of an inch into tho boggy tissues. Subsequeutly, 
the galrano-caustic was used twice, causing healthy granulations and 
i«|rid healing, while the part in which the use of the nitrate was con- 
tinued made slow progress. Now. is compleloly healed." 

" K. C. 11., 2T years old. Disease first appeared on the hip five or 
eix years ago, and two or three yean ago ou the scalp. 
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Aofrurt, the fo^clll^ftd and ftcalp, larffely occnpiod by Uie discaBO, 
were covered witli cruols, beneath which Ihe inlogumcnt wiia easily 
plouf^ied up by a ftlick of nitrate of silver; beyond the limit of snrfaco, 
dise&so in all directions ; over ttie rifcht trochanter was a patch of tlio 
disease three inches in diameter. AU these parts wer« touched re- 
peatedly and thoroughly with the solid nitrate for two moDths, at 
intervals of a wet-k, hut they healed very slowly, 

Oct. Slat, galvaiiocauaiic wad applied, and thrco or four times 
subset) uetitly. at intervals of three days, to all the aBbctod parts. 
Healthy granulations began to form after the second cauterization, 
and on Nov. 6th the disease was wholly subdued. Acat« dCBi]nnm:»- 
tive nephritis, with universal anasarca, snddflnlyappoared, although 
the health bad been good previously, which laotcd two weeks." 

Dr. White said patients think the subsequent pain much less and of 
shorter dnralion than when lunar caustic is used ; its action can be 
limited, tliough more active than nitr. arg. lie described the battery 
and the mode of using it. and spoke of its advantages. To Dr. Lyman, 
he said that in super&cial lupus the acid nitr. of mercury was some* 
times bettor than arg. nitr., but not so good if the dincasc <;xtends dcop. 

Dr. EIonoG^ said Ihe quickness with which a gnlvanic cautery was got 
ready for action made its use very advantageous in surgery. Sines 
the Massachusetts Gener.il Hospital bad possessed this apparatus it 
had been in frequent requisition. Ue had himself used it in a variety 
of cases, and was much pleased with its efficacy and convenience. 
The uniform degree of heat, which persists so long as the battery 
works, permits the application of the actual cautery in many iustancus 
where it would be impossible if a charcoal fuvnaco, spirit lamp, or 
Bninsen's humcr were depended on. The wire can be inei'Tted into 
ft htemerrluiid or ntevns, for eiamplo, and kept there cauterizing as 
long as is desimtilo ; one otherwise hoatcd loses its caloric so quickly 
on contact with the tissues that its action is but slight. Ity moans 
of the galvanic eautery, br. liodges had treated and cured, with a 
mioimum of deformity, a na>vue which involved the gum and entire 
thickness of tlie upper lip and check, as well as the ala and tip of the 
nose. The disease was so extensive and irregular in shape that it 
would be dtflicnit to have conceived its treatment puesihic by ligature, 
excision, or any mode of cnntcristation other than that which was 
adopted. Four sittings, Kt intervals of about three weeks, wcro 
required. 

Jan. 10th. — XecrogU of Sadiua; Mrmorrhagc; AmptiMidn. — Dr. 
Lyxan reported tlie CJise. 

The patient, aged 55, liad an acute attack of osteitis in February, 
1868, without known cause. lie was first seen by Dr. Lyman in May, 
1868, at which time free openings were made over tlie radius and 
carpus to evacuate collections of pus, sud some pieces removed from 
the latter. Firm anehylusie of the carpus with the adjoining bones 
ensued, and entire losa of movement in the hand and lingers. 

October, 1SG9, the sequestrum from the mdiua began to loosen, and 
it was proposed soon to attempt its removal. Tlie patient returned to 
his home, some distance in the country, and, Dec. itth, profuse sudden 
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htcmorrhaf^ occurred, and &g»ia on tUe 18th, redncinf; btm very mocb. 
He was socn by Dr. Lyman on tbe folluiriiif; day. As ibe origin of 
the hsemorrtiagQ waa uncertain, tbe whole t'oreann beiuj; infittfatrd 
and cedomaiouB, and aa tbe usefalneas of tbe band waa already 
dvslroycd irrocoTorably, it waa decided, in consultation witb I>r. 
Cbeever, tliat amputation was preferable to liffatnre of Iba bracfataL 
Ibis was done, by Dr. LyonBo, Dec. 20tb. On examination, it was 
Jbuod that A sharp epiculuiD from tbe aequeatram, projecting from 
the lower third of the bone, bad divided tbe radial arter;f. llsmot^ 
rbagc from such a cauae in necrosis must be a very rare accident. 

Jan. 211b. — lieceni Vietea of HJtrcte. — Dr. Sliis, in refcrence lo 
Dr. Jackson's paper, road at the last meeting, said Nietneyer is ot^ 
■cure ; be docs not sny what tubercle is, probably taking it for grwit- 
«d that the modora dvtinition ia sufficiently welt known ; be doea 
nut make a distinction between wel|.eBtabliHbed facta and theofiea 
founded on ideas. In cronpal, catarrhal peotimonia and tnborrle bt 
dcacribus what cannot bo bccu without a proper prepiration of ttw 
product for the microscope; by means of this instrument the rast 
mi^ortly of caseous masses arc shown to be something elso than tuber- 
cle, anil are found in cancer and various other cases. 

Gclutiniform matorial is voiy rarely seen in connection with what 
has boon called "ioliltrated tubercle," now "chronic pneumonia." 
The stntcmont that pnoucnoDia aflects only tbo substance of tJtc Inngn 
is not correct. To uony inherited tendency to tubercle is not correct; 
certain persons do inhi;rit a Iciidttacy to dogoneration of the lungt. 
The older writers spoke of thu infiammatory origin of tubercle, unt 
their ideas were based on tbeonr, the present ones on facts derived 
from mScroHCopio observation; forraationH formerly called tnberonlar 
arc now well recognized ao products of inllnmmntion. 

To Dr. BETncNK, Dr. Ei.i.u nuid tubercle in tlic fresh state and tli« 
pneumonic product would tu tlie nakr-d eye be very liifTcrent — the one 
traimlueent. the oiher o|>uiiue ; but when degenerated thuy conid not 
easily be diHlin^uished. 

Dr. Jackson ri-peat«d wliat be had said in his onmmunication to Out 
Society, that tubercle, a* liere1uf»ro tinderstood, and in all its forms, 
is, be believes, allied to intlnniiuaiton. but it is only an alliBiice ; and 
he again drew a parallel hetwceu Niemcyer's orou])al an<l catarrhd 
pnouffionia, and showed how widely they differed from each other fa 
their gross character and in their tendenciee. Ue referred to his 
"acute miliaiy tuberculosis," in which tbo lunxs are crowded with 
Hmall granulations from apex to base, as seen often hi tubercular tne> 
ningitis, and in ckm^s that hare passed during life for typhoid fcTcr; 
and be asked Dr. KIlis if bo bad ever seen thia (onn of dtsease oa 
a complication in an ordinary case of phthisis f 

Dr. KIlis answered that he had seen miliary grannlationa in the W^ 
called cases of common phthisis, and that Niomeyer aa well as other* 
who insist upon the pneumonic character of the tatter, state that 
miliary granulations generally make their appearance during tbe course 
or towards the cIom; of Uiis common disease. These iranslncent, 
widely diHwuiioatcd grunulatio:)n %n true tubercle, and are quite rare 
M k distinct ditteaae when compared with that usually called phtLiaiti.

It had vxMtiMl liltte more than a y<>ftr, coRiinf; on 
sflcr a blow from a crow-bar. Had been tolil \>y his coutitr; aurgeona 
that be must loao lliC foot. 

OpctatioD on the 13ih. — An inclalon about ihne Enclics in length 
waa made orer the tumor. The upper pari of it waa a sac filled with 
blood. Tlie hard haae was a aort of ersclilo tittiiue, reaemblitm oT(-an- 
ixpd blood clot. Sutured were paused tliruugb the flaps but not tied 
— a Ppongc placed over the wound and anugly batjdagr-d, to check tlio 
oozing, wiiich was quite Tree. The eiitches were tied in tho atler- 
Boon, and compressiun continued. 

On tlic Hccond day after the operation a little alough appeared in 
the centre of the flap; Htitchea were removed, and yeaat pouHico 
applied. 

On tlii^ third da; a suspicious redness abont the wound. 

On the fi(\h day well-marked erysipelas over foot and ankle ; wonnd 
<]uitc sloughy; line of lymphatics runnine npthe leg ; a vein diriiied 
by slouch ; Wed <j«iilc liecly nt moroing dressing. 

On the 19th, the <ixth day after the operation, bled again quite 
freely ; fluctoation erer ankle, and on dorsum of foot. He was ether- 
]xed, and Inciiitonii made, which bled quite frcety. Thi^ original wound 
ftnd Encniinis were tonchctl with fcrri perchlor, stuffed wiUi dry lint 
and Grmly bnndiiged. 

Ob Ibe 2Tth (fi>urt<><Mith day nflcr operation) hud a well-murked 
Hgor; foot diHcli:irging frcety ; ilcliriiim wcll-niarkrd. 

Cbilla continued ut intcrviilM until the 30th ; be waa ordered two* 
thirds ofa minim ufn ■iitiintU^d Holiition of earbultc acid tftr<li1^, which 
was gradually increuniMl to "ij. of the solution fuur timea a day. 
Marked improvement followed, chilla ceased ntmoat entirely, the deli- 
rinm disappeared, and appetite n-tnrned. 

On the -Ith of December the bleeding from the foot returned, aad 
tontinued at inlertali) until lits death. 

Ob the Slli he complained of severe pain in left cheat. 

On the Wh (the twenty-fifth day after the operaUon) the foot Ucd 
qml« freely ; he was etherised, and the incision over ankle enlarged ; 
the foot was found to bo generally undermined; the tibia waa de- 
nuded and apparently perforated. Amputation was declined ; the 
woands were staffed with sponges Boakod in tinct. ferri perchlor.

A primipara, 23 yeara old, had coDvulsionB aomewliut alleviated 
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1)7 tb« inlialstion of cblorofonn, bat still cuntinoinif when first bc«b 
by Dr. S., tvti or twelve bouri> nftrr lh» i-un^'uIsiuDB be^n. Tbe M 
uteri would not uttnit tlic index finger, Kiid thu «iilrauc6 of the vafiok 
w&a rigid ; tbo iirine bad liccn found to be nlbuminons. Uid there Md 
been none at all for the twcnty-foar boom before the onset of tbe con- 
Tnbious. I^bor wu brought atiout under chloroform, by gradoally 
dilating the oe by introducing one Soger after anolber, till the band 
could be passed iii. Dr. S. w&a stnidi by the cloarneM with which 
the inner os oonld be made out, and the diaunce bctwevn it and the 
outer OB. Dilalalion oocu{>ied one hour and a hall ; the roenibranes 
were niptured by the hand in the uterus ; tbe head presented, but a 
foot was found, the child turned and bom alive ; "Put *»» pivcB 
juBt before tlio exit and good contractioD follovcd. The only oteriM 
contraction before the birth waa on the hanil in the womb, requirio; 
deep chlorofurmization to oTcrcome it. The mother had a few COB- 
vultiione aJter her confineiDeDt, but has sinoo done well. 

In tbceo cases it seems iiecBwaiy Uiat dilatation nhould be dons 
very gradually, and in the oouTse of fifteen or twetity uiautee tbe 
part* urcm to give way all at otire. 

Dr. LvMJK iiaid Dr. ^nclair's statement as to the conditioD of the 
oa was interesting in coBuection with the upinion of Cazeaax that 
the internal os does not dis^pear till the last mouth of pregnancy, 
the external os and Deck becoming very soft before, and giving the 
impression to the examiner that they have disappeared. 
W Dr. IUhks Mid first rate ohacn-ers differ in this regard; some vri* 
ters say tbe cervix becomes bo soft as to yield to the finger and 
give an imprt-MUon that it has xhorlened, when this is Bot the &ct ; 
others think the uterine neck gradually abortcos tbroogbovt pregnancy.

Dr. BrrniTKtc said he Iiod cuivd mangpo in a eat with Koft wup. 

Dr. Writc said that tho animal on ibc eat waa difTcreot from that 
on man. 

Dr. Elus said that tlic disagreeable ndnr nT YIeminghi's Holution 
would be more or Imx diKguisod by tho use at tiie Hikniv time of oil of 
anise. 

Dr. WmTK proferrei) the oil of ber^amot for thin piirpom; ; but said 
that point miKbt be dcc!ili-d accordliig^ to the ta«le o( the piatioiit. 

Dr. SiNci-tiK had heard recently of a boj in the wwxU, living on 
rough fooit, who became cnvcrfld with lice ; he touk a Lattow candle, 
nibbed himself well with It from head to foot, pat on hia cluthcs, and 
had no more trouble from tlieae insects. 

Dr. White said that it was donbtflil if the itch insect had any 
tnie respiratory apparatos, as shown by its living so ]oBg in oil. Its 
barrows have to be opened to allow the parasiticide employed to 
oomo in contact with the adnlt female or her ogs^. 

Fra. Ulh. — A iargt Tumor from (he Abdomen of a Child ; tcUh He- 
markt upon the Vabie of the Sflcrotcope in the SCudif of Morbid GroicUiM. 
— Dr. Jacksox showed a photograph of a child afred 3 yearn and 3 
months, which he had recently receiTod from Dr. Charles Goodwin, 
of WakeBeld. There was gre^t emaciation, but the abdomen wns 
perfectly immense, and uniformly bo. Tho enlargement commenced 
last June, and was unattended with pain or loss of appetite; and 
there was no vomiting until tho last fow days. 

With tho photograph Dr. J. hod also received a fresh tumor that 
was taken from the abdomen, and that weighed fidoon pounds. It 
was quite defined, of a roumlcd form, was tunmewhat irregular exter- 
nally, and showed pi-omincntly ahove tho surface a considerable por> 
lion of one of the kidneys, thmughoiit ita whole length, and perfectly 
healthy in appearance. On incixion, the mn»a jirPHcntcd dtflerent ap- 
pearanccfl in different part«, as such growthK ntiuaUy do. To some ex- 
tent it wax perfectly enccphaloid, and in its Itternl sense, with cztravu- 
Mted blood scattered through it in small miantities; and it was qoile 
moist and shining, as from an infiltration of yelluwinh sernm. The rest 
was of a coarser structure, more dry, witliuut cffuned blood, varying 
in color and consinbmce, but generally light, and nowhere firm— and 
without any furtlier trace of cncephaloid. It was also somewhat lobn- 
lated, and the different lobules varied in some parts considerably, as 
they lay side by side. The kidney was as healthy beneath the HUrfaco 
aa before it was cut Into ; but it was soon entirety Inst in the disease. 
Upon the cilemal surface of the mass were several lymphatic glands 
perfectly healthy, as the other organs of the body were said by Dr. O. 

have been. 
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In regsrd to the naUre of tho cam. Dr. J. mmI thftt Um g ro w ap- 
p«ar»Dc«s of tho mftHa wen fich as had alwaT* btca mppoaed to 
indicate "c«»Ocr," or ntklipnaat diaeatte; and.ia tfceooHnaonacoepCa- 
tioii of Uk tern), tb»t wa* irh>L h« b«lie*eJ it lo be. ll c»rigtnaied( 
be thoof^ht, in tiw kiilnej, aotwitbcUadinf; tite perfectly bealtky cot- 
ditioD of a portwn of the orfcan. Tlie aL««Dce of '—'"■^r in aAj othv 
part of the body ia of no great aitconat; tbe law in r^anl ta^differaai 
oti^ana bdnr ^eoted la generallj Une, but laa often violated. Hm 
hMhbj condition of the rrmphatic glanda. I>'tug aa thej do, dtraetly 
■poa tho maaa, waa certainly veiy remarkable spon the above pr«- 
aanptiofl. Dr. J. believed that the dtseaae cllnw^Iy waa ao far can- 
cer that if aitnated upoa a Umb, ampolation wonld not ha<ra aared Iha 
patient. 

Aa to the tnicroecopie appearaoeea, they would probably rary men* 
or leaa in different paiita of the twaor aa the gtom ^pcMaaoea did. 
Until reoentiy. U haa been thooffht that the qBeatic of eanew or ma- 
ligoancy conld be determined by tHe p ro eenoeof oella of a certaui 
character, bnt il is non- well known that aach U »ot the caae ; and 
some patho)ogiet«, finding that the ■ ic weapa ia Dot to be depended 
apou, aeen MJf inclined to girc op the wm of tho tent " caMcer." 

Id a acientific, or aaatomioal poiat of new. it mtj be, a»d wtdoabt- 
0dij ia vei7 iittereaCuig to esanise a »othid grcnrth ia ila el o «em% 
witti the greatcat miaatcneaa; bat, if ihe ■uorooopirt wot tell the 
•argeon whether the dlaeaae for which he haa ampotatod will or will 
not probably retnm in the stump ot in aosM internal organ, his exam- 
inatioii has been of no gr^ practical aceoant. Dr. J. believod that, 
with all the attention tlttt is beine girea to the uicroaoopc, oar knowl- 
adg« of morbid growtha mnst be. as it already has been, greatly ia- 
ctesaed ; bnt if one depends too ranch npoa it he will make aone great 
niatakea, aa aiany ausculutors did fataeriy, whco they dopanded 
tpaa physical signa and to the oompaiattva seglecl ofaympioas. 

In order to determine the nat«ra of a morbid growth, and, dnnag 
the life of tbe indiridua], its probable tcodcacy, it ia oecaasaiy io autoj 
obacnre cases to get all the eridtnoe that «« caa bare — to stady 
Ae diaieat history of the caae, and to axaniaa the groaa and nicro- 
acopic appearaaoeaof thestracture. Asd,if thaaalaatarebothdoob^ 
fnl, as is not onfraqneatly the caae. Dr. J. baliefvd that oae who ia well 
mai aqoally well acquaiuted with both, will generally facas a non 
correct opinion in regard to the gaea ti on of lulignaBpy, ao far •• it 
is possible to form one at all. if be d e psaJa apoa the groa apperaacea. 
Dr. J. farther thonrtt that, in tbo p w aaat state of aciaBce, if one who 
waa well acqnaiatad with both appearancee, should take the wbola 
iBoga of toators aad allied growth*. bosreTee apparest or dombtfal 
thou nature night be, and madertake to decide apoa the qaealsoa at 
laaligaaaqy by aa ezamhtatioB of their groas appearaMoa aloM or 
theic BieroaooiMC appearaooea aloae, he woald f»d that, oa the whol«b 
the ftiat were the BM»t reliable. 

Dr. Coounac said that, on a i^anlU ■ieraaoepie examiaatlon. the 
growth waa fiiutid to oonsiet of iaaa—ratle cmW ia aa aiaorpbona 
intcTcdluUr subeUnoo. kept togilha r b^ loose c o»»ee< i Ta iMaite. In 
some paru this was more abanttot than ia other*. Where the growth 
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liad broken throagli the mombrnnniia envelope it i>ontaii>«4 no flbroiM 
tiattue. lunumerAtitc cells, pcucrally round, were lying dune t'>}{eiber 
in an unorphuuii, nibumiiioid. intcrccllnlar i>ub«Uni;<!, wliich wa» hard- 
eucd by aslringonts, but which white In itd nutnrnl rt«l<! could be 
rubbrd inlo a .icniillaid mass by tho lingora. In Uio hanl«r and inW- 
rior parts of tho growth thoro woro long fusirurin celU coiled Into 
bundles or stntching through tho mass, and oUkt fusiform cclU. 
All th«se elcmoDts, with the connective tissuo, did not twcni to b« 
arranged on «ny plan, but wore mixed np io uo dclioito w*y. There 
waa none of tii« character of carcinoma, or cancor, in its limited 
meaning. ab<7Dt tho growth, which waa a earcumatoua dcvclopnifnt. 
Bloody cITn^ions in thew growths depended on their va«culari«ation. 

Dr. WjBiiKX showed a section of the tnmor preparod for thv micro- 
scope. In Ihoae parts of tho tumor which woro near the kidnoy tliere 
was a Hiraclurc similar to what is usiiittly seen in cari.'inoma, vix, : — 
a well-marked alveAlsr stroma, enclosing masses uf cells in its mcMhes ; 
at other points no diHtinct stroma was made out, and the tumor hero 
]jrei>enl«d a Barctimatoiis appearance. 

(In reply to Dr. Jackhox's remark that the tumor had so cancer- 
Bns a look, that he sUuuld conHJder It as such, whatever the micro* 

>p« might shDw) he «aid be had seen in Berlin a tnmor (]n)l« a* 

nccpbaloid in look an thiM one, and clinioally malignant, metastatic 

k'posits being found in neveral organs. It was supposed by Krcricbs 

ba carcinoma, but when examined by Yircbow it was found to b« 

srcoma. 

The term carcinoma or cancer, as us4;d by the Oerman patfao1ogut«i 
is an aiialomicai, not a clinkai one. 

Fkb. 14lh. — CarHloffinoua Tumor cf tlw ^utt^Hr. Coe li no e report- 
ed the cafie. 

The patient, a man aged 83, had a conical tumor projecting behind 
the right car, of about two years' duration, but which had grown 
rapidly uf late. It was soft, immovable, not fluctuating, well de- 
Gncd, cxc<^pt below, whore it could not bo distinguished from the iJs- 
iuf 8 of the neck ( flg. I ). 

It was removed by a crucial incision, Blarch ^'*- '- 

21th, 1869. It waa too solt to be removed 
f^nliro, and broke up during the operation. 
The bono was bare beneath it ; tlio outer tublo 
of th« skull was partially absorbed. Four 
inches below the growth, an incision through 
tho indurated tissucH of tho neck gave vent to 
an ounce and a half of pus. The patient 
improved steadily, and lelt the hospital forty- 
four days af\er tho op<>nttiun. 

About a year alli^r. Feb. 3th, ISTO, lie re- 
appeared with a small, hLird, elastic swelling 
at the upper end of Uie cicatrix, which lie had 
first noticed five week* l>ef»re. An incision 
showed thid ti> be a Mphorical mass projt^cting i 
through the out^r liibte uf tlio nkull. The 

Euf it waa removed easily. A projecting rim uf bono 
: 
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aroand its app«r bordor had to be cut nw*7 bufnro it* lowet half could 
bo pri(xl out. Th« whole foraicd n Jintiuct, roand nodule of c»rti- 
(ago. There whcra it had Iain the iikall was perforated, and at ibo 
bottom of the cavity coald b« felt a soft ttunc, supposed to be the 
roerabranes of tho brain. 

The patient had a good recovenr from ether. In tkeereniDghe 
compiainod of headache, but had a tolerable night. There was ioteou 
hcadoohe the nest day, and occasionally' nausea. Tho miud was doar. 
The pnlse waa soft, 96. At midnight, tho nurse eittitig at the foot of 
hiB bod attending a patient mth fractntcd skull in the next bed, 
found him dead. 

The posl-mortem examination showed a cartilaginous tumor wt«- 
ated behind the e*r. Above the mastoid process there waa a perfon- 
tion through the aknll. t inch in breadth b; 1} in length, thro«i|^ 
which the growth had protruded. 

A larger part of tho disease lay inside the aknll, close behind tba 
petrous portion of the teropor*! hmte, part of which had been absorb- 
ed by its pressure. It waa a hard, elastic, lobulated mass, showing, 
on section, the builed-aago appearooce so often seen in csrtilnginoas 
growtha. The micRMCopIo examination proved U to be cuchundio- 
matoua. 

Thin part of the tumor was 2A inches In length and 3 inches broad. 
The lobea projected from an inch to an inch and a half and more in> 
wards. The membranes of tho brain lay unaflected over them. The 
cerebellum n-aa crowded to one side and part of the cerebnun wm 
pressed upward. 

The inner table of the skull was abaorbed to some extent aronad 
the perforation through the skull. Posteriorly to the external open- 
ing, near tlie Uunhdoid suture, and anteriorly to it, the outer tabto md 
been absorbed in spots, so that the growth within the RkuU and in tbt 
diploe could be scan in the*« weuings immoliatcly beneath the p«i- 
osteum of the oufr snrfooo. This wu especially tho care at ibe point 
corresponding to the petrous portion, where a needle could be thrust 
throngh such an opening for an inch into tho cancellated structors of 
that part, which waa filled witii small, but perkctly distinct ma 
of the diseaso.

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Tbe Mcond operation bad nmoT«d a lobale of cartilage Bimilar to 
thoHC initiits the akull. 

Ttio pnrt removed at the first operation conaiated of a soft mass, 
p*Tt of tbc surface of which was convotuled like a ministnre brain, 
Th« aariace of the fragraeuta into wlncli it wa« broken during removal 
had a coarsely i^ranular appearance. PreaMtiro with the iingera re- 
ducvd tbo mass to a slippery pulp. A fter being hardoued in alcobo), 
a careful microscopical examination vthh made of it. It was part of 
the aamo carlilaglnoiia growtli, but modided. There were some dcli- 
cat« bands of cunaecLive tissue in tlie carlttage. The well-known 
common cartilage cells, wrinkled up by tbe alcohol, were aeen every- 
where (6ff. 2, b). BcHid<-s these, were other irregularly formed cells 
(lig. 2, a), which are not fnund in normal uartilage iu man, bat do 
occor in enchondromatn. and are said to roiwmbto tbc normal cells 
found in the cephalic cartilage «f certiiiu ccphnlopoda. RtmidcH these, 
tbere were atellate cells (lig. 'J, c), iiaitcd by thirir prolongations, anil 
embedded In an albuminoid intf.T-collntar subntunco rowimbling white- 
of-egg. and which made th<; wtiulc ma^s so soft that a thin section could 
not be made of the tixituc before it wuh hardened. 

These anastomosing stcllstc cells arc not uncommon in enchundro- 
mat*. They may form a small portion only, or tho greater part of 
tbe tumor. In tliv latttT case, the growth bocomea a soft or gelati- 
nous enchondroma.* 

In the present case, the cartitaginooa tissue was mixed up with tho 
aofl mucous tjsfluo, and though tho first predominated, them wcro 
amnti places discernible under tho microscope where tho mucous tissuo 
appMVed alone, with no cartilage cells. The cannoction of these two 
tiasuM — tlic cartilaginous and mucous — side by side iu separate masses 
tn one tamor, is found not rarely in the soK:allod mixed carlilaginoos 
tumors of the parotid. 

Tho lumor iu the present case ta an enchondroma of the akull, 
beginning probably in the diploe, causing abaorpiiou of tho bono and 
projecting ootwardly over tbe mastoid process and inwardly into tho 
cavity of tbe brain. Part of tbe external portion was a soft enchoo- 
droma. 

It is probable that this part of tbe tumor was a mixed growth from 
the beginning. 

In Dr. J. Mason Warren's " Surdcal Observations, with Cases 
and Operations, I86T," is represcnUia on the frontispiece a similar 
tnmor as a "fungous growLti" of the bead, which had pc^rlorated 
the sknll. The case occurred in the practice of Dr. J. C. Warren, 
who removed it in l&IT. After ita removal, an instrument, passed 
along the edge of the perforated bone, entered tho cavity of the 
cranium. Five years after this, the patient having in the meantime 
jDarried and gone to Cdifornia, the Lumor bad partially returned. 
NiDeteen year« after the operation, the patient was still living fn 
California. She suffered no inconvonioucu from the tumor. It liad 
slowly enlarged until three years before, ainco n-hcn it had uudvrgono

Dr. Jacxmk said that carUUgiuoua tumors do eotnctitnes rctoro. 
and aro clioicall; malignant. luthe remarkablecascof cartilaginoo* 
tumor of Ibe scapula, shown here aome time ago, Iho patieiit'e sister 
probably had a similar tumor on the aim, aod tho patient's mother 
had a large one jtisl above the knee. 

Dr. Detbcve asked if llbro-plaetic tomore were considered maligDaat, 
tbcir tendency being to return in the eame place, and not elsewhere. 

Dr. JtcKaos thought them malignant to a certain degree ; Ite coa- 
eidcred all tumors malignant which showed a tendency to return, and 
to afi^ct distant parts. The term is very indefinite, and the micro- 
scope does not by any means always clear up the subject, tliuugh it 
docs ao me times. 

Keb. 2Si\i.— Sudden Death near O16 Ci>se of Prtgnaney.—Hi. CaTtaa 
reported the case. 

Mrs. , aged 44, short and stont; nsual weight 1*0 to ISO 

pounds. Mother of six children; youngest nine years old. Again 
pregnant, and within ten days uf lull time. Uad no more than the 
usual inconvenience altendiag- such a stale. Drove or valkcd ost 
almost daily. Uad some awttTling of extreniiliep, which in part sub* 
sided on leaving off garlers. A little irritating cough at one ttm* 
troubled her, but tliis had i>eariy abated. 

After a day of uuticcably good condition — having walked out, eaten 
a bearty dinner, and a autTicienl supper, aud having been op and 
down stairs at 8, 1*.M,. to put the youngest child to bed— she retired 
at II. P.M., and, witli theexceplionof a slight interruption by the child 
a little after midnight, slept soundly until ». A.M. (Feb. l"th). 

Awaking at this hour she desired to get op. and was aaataled to % 
chair by bcr husband. On arising from the bed, there was a di»- 
charge of liquid, and she thought the " waters had broken." On thia 
account, and foaiing that labor might possibly con>e on nnexpectedly, 
at 6 o'clock f-he sent fur her pbysician. who arrived in about a (Quar- 
ter of an hour, lie found her sitting in her chair, fearing a tedious 
dry birlli, bnt panting fur breath, and with all the appearance of one 
sinking. Her mind was perfectly clear, as it was to llie last in< 
She was quite cheerful, without the Icart eutipicion of danger. 1 
only, as kIic said, "nervous" ami "short breathed." She asked 
to have the window opened, but did not innixt upon it. 

Her rcnpiritlion* wen short and ictipcrfi-ct — IS to 50 a minute. By 
auscultation, no air was heard to enter tbc lungs bolow the spines of 
tlic scapula). Fine mucous crepitations were beard above. Pulsa 
very rapid, feeble, and at times almost imperceptible. Conntenance 
ashy wliit£, with leaden hue along the lips. \o motion of fiBtaa, or 
foetal sounds over abdomen. " Foetus quite ac^ve a day or two before." 

Tho bed was immediately prepared, and so arranged that abe could 
take a sitting posture in it — fearing, as she said, to lie down " teat 
abe should smuther." She walked to the bedside, Kst down upon it, 
was a<ljnst«d into a comfortable position, and warmth applied to 
extremities, Jbe. Digital cxamiuation showed no prognm of labor; 
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nd tlic prcsenUtioD was too higfi to bo niMlo ont Tbo Ri«mbrsiife 
ltd not appear to be brok^D. Tlicre w«ro no labor, or otlicr paJDS 
Ttntm first to last, nor any appearance of Buffering cxcopt from impor- 
fect rcapiratioQ.* She took a solntion of carbonate of amtnoitia ; and 
qnile fre«ly of brandy and water, askinf; for more of Uiv latter a mo- 
meat or two belore she died. Itespi rations beoame shorter and shorter,

)ealb in the Puerperal State." Many cases were ^iven in tbis work 
of sudden death occurring both at the lime of and some weelcii after 
^eiivery. when everything ae<'intfd to promise most favorably. Mor- 
et attributes Home of these (tvento to tbu impovcnBhi^d eiindilii>n of 
be blood, which he hcihls to be tlieiiiinal eoiidition of tbiit litjuid at the 
Bimination of gn.-ttution, p red i noosing to <cdenia, suniutiniea of the 
lungs, and to the occnrrencc of syncope fruni the exhuUKtJun of the 
nervous centres. Ilcnce he cnuiiscla not to reduce the nregnaiit 
woman, or one newly delivered, to a low diet of gruels and tea*, as 
is usually practiiwd by niinCK, but to all'iw bccf-tea, soups, aitd even 
m moderate amount of stiinubiRt*! ; sumctbiiig after the old fasUioood 
plan of a glass of rum after delivery. 

Dr. FinsLD said (hat tliocc sudden deaths often took place on assnm- 
ing an erect poeliirv of the body after Klcep, sucb as rising from bed 
to pass water. 

One case is given by Mordret of the death of a lady a fortnight after 
delivery, while standing up to comb her hair, 

Dr. FiriKUi also related a case in his own practice of death taking 
place ten days after delivery. This person, who had been very well, 
and who had even been out of her chamber, rose in the night to pass 
urine. Returuijig to her bed, she a»ked to have her baby given to 
ber to nurse. Before the attendant could turn to give her the child, 
she was dead. In this case there was no autopsy. 
Dr. Jacssox had seen but a single case of the kind, ten days after 
bDfiDement ; the patient was walking across the room and fell dead ; 
|othing was found at the autopsy to explain this unforeseen event. 
He thought the disease to the present case might have beencongeft- 
of the lungs, though there is generally greater diatre>sa in that 
rection.

Uonco ho 
neidcrs lesions of respiration secondary rather than primitive, as 
spnoca, &c. — the result merely of nervous disturbance, though ap- 
ing to be eansed by sanguineous or serous coiigentiou. 
Host of the work relates to sudden deaths during or ullcr tabor. Of 
<e fifty-tn'o castas cited therein, only four occurred before conlineioent. 
one of these there bad been an attack of paraplegia at the second 
onlh, and a sudden access of suBocation, at seventh month, nithoiit 
own cause. There was no relief, and death took place in three 
hours. Autopsy revealed old softening of the brain. In another case, 
the subject was found dead, and autopsy disclosed double and recent 
picuro-pneumonia. A third case was very incomplete ; from hearsay. 
Death, at seventh nionlh, probably from nervous shock. 

The remaining case was that of a girl wt. 24. Near full term. Pelt 
illon leaving her chamber and returned; took water; vomited; became 
oppressed with great and increasing dyspnwa. Calling to an assiat- 
ant. said, " I smother," and soon died, one hour and a half from tbe 
attack. Tbcie was no syncope or loss of intelligence. Post moriem 
lowvd nothing to account for the death ; the lungs were sound, 
'xutus normal. This abne of all the cases resembles iu any degree 
lat reported by l)r. Coiling, 

According to Dr. Slordrct, in cases of sudden death before the full 
term, in default of organic lenion, tbe cause, with individual modifica- 
tioRM, may be attributed to disturbances of tbe gangllona of the great 
abdominal sympathetic nerve^tbe suscejitibiUty of tbe Btoinai-h in • 
the puerjfcrai state and the devolopmout of tht.- abdomen being among 
the causes of such disturbances. " Leei irritations de I'unbjrnac re- 
ssenc tres immediatcmeut sur 1e plexus salaire, le plus important 
<s centres ncrvoux ganglionnaires, ct les irritationit qui lui Bont uinsi 
nsmises pcgvent ^tre asscz forties pour determiner lu morte subite." 
Syncope, so common in the paerpcrul xtatf, Dr. Mordrct would 
Itribnte to a simitar cause; and ho cunsidera pregnant women pre- 
dispoted by their situation to a so-callod gastric syncope, at times a 
cause of sudden death in old age, inasmuch as they are almost always 
alighlly aniemic and thus somewhat reseniblo debilitated oM men; 
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■II this, too, arising from Bympalbetic or fflMhsnical initAtion of-tht 
•oUr plexus. 

In aliort. Dr. Mordret, without ileojin^ the frequency and impi^- 
Unce of orfcanic letticinii, believe* that thet« are other CkiiaM of aaildn 
dcatli in tlie jincrperal iil«te which are inexplicable (insaisisMblr). 
IIo sayH : — " -fe croiii niSme (loe, daiiM \c plus gr«i)il nombra dps cai 
de mort Tcritablenient nabite, one pt-tite ImIod tnub-rielle ae suffit pu 
poor cxpliqner la mort, ei qn'il faat j ajottter rinfloence d'DM lema 
nerfooM." 

In the case reported by Dr. Gottixs there wan acccustomcd gooJ 
health tbrong'hoat the prt-gnancj, and remarkably good near the luL 
The length of the htal affection wm not over two hourM, tto fat as the 
patient or her family were aware of any disorder. Dyapn<ea, froa 
want of capacity in tbc crowded lungs to receive air, wa« the orij 
prominent symptom. There was no primary or noticeable distatb- 
ance of the circulation. The stomach had not been sosccptible, bat 
remarkably uiidisturbod. There had not bMD at anr time any ako* 
of nervous affection. Tho iutvllect was perfectly clear to tlie last 
moment of life. 

Marcs Uth. — Com of Cocct/odynia. — Dr. Z. B. Aiuks reported (ho 
case. 

February 4, 1810. Carrie E., 11 years old last Christmas. Pale, 
delicate-looking, well grown and rather tall. Two years ago lut 
September she slipped in going down ittairs, and fell, striking n^a 
the tip of the coccyx aj^inst the cdgea of sereral successive statra. 
Complained of aevere pain and teo^meat about the coccyx, which 
has continued, more or Icm, up to the pre*ent time, with occasional 
exacerbations, on receiving any jar or shock. At times aft«r slight 
injury, such as a sudden push, alip or stumble, has been confined to 
the bed or chair for several week*, being unable to atand erect or walk 
without great sutTeriiig. Has alwayn pain on going upstairs or ris- 
ing from a chair. No pain in dcfircstion, A constant dull acbiig 
or Moruncsa Is complained of in the part. At tlie present time the re- 
gion of the coccyx is so sensitive that she will not allow it to be 
touched. Is losing flesh and color; bowels irregular, and appetit« 
poor and capricious. It is diflicalt to dress or ondreas her, as she 
cannot bear to be moved to an erect posture. Leeching and counter' 
irritation, nedalives and narcotics, have been tried without satjafactoty 
reanlta. 

I advised Prof. J. T. Simpson's method of snbcntaoeous tenolomjr. 
After some hcnitatinn this was consented to. 

It was necvMKnry to administer ether, on account of the exceMtn 
MnsitivoncM ol the parts. A small pancturo was made dirucUy onr 
thetipof thecoccyx. Through thisatenotomy knifcwascnt«'red along 
the back of Ibo bones, and the muscular attachments divided on 
each side. Although there had been no complaint ofpain in defalcation * 
the attacbment of the levator aoi to the tip of the coccyx wax atM 
cut, and the knife passed completely round. 

On recovering from tho ether, it was at once pcrc«ivc<l that ilia 
excessive sensitiveness of the part had disappeared. As soon as tho 
•orcnesa resulting from the operation began to diminish, it was found 
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Ih^ »ho coalil ntiuid and wm]k wEtliout tbo eligfitoet pain. Gnulaally 
the feeling of eorcncsa or Jnll aching also wnro awny.

In tho male 
tliose parta arc fotind to be omiIiimI quite early in life. If, Llien, we 
suppoM tlie injury to bo jnQicted npoD tlioso little plates of fibro- 
car(itag«. or upon tltc bursa, it ih easy to conceive bow tbo f^laltens, 
when in full acLtoi), oit in erecting tbo pelvis upon tho fixed thigb, 
act8 to panh tlie segment* of the coccyx together and tho whole 
against the lucrnm ; and accordingly tlie remiMy is foDod in dirtfiioD 
of those flbres of the glutei maxiini which are attached to the aidoe 
of Ibo ossa coccygia. 

Dr. UoiHiBS said thin operation had been done sorerat times by him- 
self. Dr. J. U. Warren, and olhors in tliia city. 

Mincit 28th. — MaMgnanl Tumor tn and oiUMde of tarynx ; Trachoh 
my ; DeiUh from KiJauttioR.—Dt. Cheevbr reported tho caisc and 
lowcd tho specimen. 

Tho patient bad been under the care of many physicians of Boston 
d New York, He was iliirly-tieven years old, a Bhipmnatcr. Tho 
bole duration of the disease was six yeara; at first tliorcwaji hi>ar*o- 
and aphonia, but the existence of a tumor on the voci^V cords was 
osticated one year ago, and waa treated through tho muntli by 
itic«, Ac, by means of the laryngoscope. Tracheotomy was 
pcrfgrmedby Dr. Sayre, in New York, in August, |]j69, on account 
of a auddcD attack of dyspnoea throateoing suSbcatioD ; and a tube 
ban been worn ever einco. 

The tumor has been gradually increaaing in ciEO. so that for the last 
three months it has been necessary to lengthen tlic tube from one 
quarter to one half an inch ever? throe wevks. 
For four monlbs he has been able to swallow lii^uida alono, and 
le growth of tiio tumor has boon very r:tpi(t; it began to break down 
fuur week* ago; thcro wore considcr.iMo hmmorrhagos, offensive dis* 
charge, nloogha, Ac. Death took place from exhaustion. 

The tumor Dllvd the larynx, and just above the level of the cricoid 
cartilage had opcnt-d into the pharynx on one side ; it surrounds the 
wholu larynx ontNidc!, biiing al)out as large as a duck's egg, bat be- 
fore sloughing wad the nixo of a goone's egg. Tho tube entered the 
trachea juHt below the cricoid, and passed through the tumor. The 
lofnor did not extend into the trachea. 

Dr. H. K. OuvER said tliat ho saw this patient sovcral years ago. 
lie then had geneml inllammation of the laryngeal mucoiiH membrane, 
nf a mild (y!"% but no neoplasm, .\bout a year ago he saw htm again. 
Tliere wax then a gfowth that ha<l the appearance of being malignant. 
In reference to the feasibility of the removal of such a growth by 
laryugutomy. Dr. Oliver said that siiccesa would dvpond upon whether 
the adjacent tiaaaos had been encroached upou. Other ucoplascas

Kntenog the ann; in the late war, be vac 
woooded at the battle of Octt;sbnrg. h; a minie bait, n-hiuh entered 
the cbmt at the tenth rib, aboot one-third of its Icngtli Trum it^ rer 
tebra) end, probabi; IraTcn-ing the ch«»t, making it* eiit betweea 
tfa« 6th and 7th ribs, under thv Irft astllu : then goinK tbrongta the 
left arm, in ^ntof, but not injn ring the le(^ homem». Krom tbeeSecO 
of this wound be was in one of the military h(Mipita]a for seven months, 
bst recovered snfficicntl; vrvM to work cteadil; at his Irade. that 
of a chair maker, nutil tlie Utter part of Fcbrtiar; last, two week* 
betbrc enlrani-c. He felt in KVnerall; good beallh during tbia period, 
witli the exception of HnRenng from dTapocea on exposare, altboagh 
be thonght he had loat some thirt; or fort; poonda in weight. Fnnr 
tBontha ago, however, he began to have aome pain at the epigastriam, 
which waa increased b; eating, and relieved b; vomiting; for the IssI 
week before entrance the vomiting was perwstent. in the earl; part 
of Fcbmar; be "took cold," hM genend pains and cough, with no 
chill, swelling of joints, or especial d;spQ(ea. 

At the time of admission be hail kept hia bed for one week. Fan 
was dnsk;. Tongue tfainl; coaled ; appetite variable. Bowels aite^ 
natel; looeo or costive; palE« ItO, weak; respirations 28; temperatuit 
98'5* Pahr. No cerebral s;inptoBts : nor was there palmonar; ot 
cardiac distress ; there being scareel; an; cough. Do had, however, 
a constant gnawing pain at tb« epigastrium, which did not extenil 
through to the back, and there was some tenderness, on prcssote. 
below the ensiforro c.irtil-ige. He had intense pain after eating untfl 
relieved by vomiting. Tliirm faxt been no blood throwo olT, cither 
b; the mouth or rectum, tlv xtvpt but poorly. 

Tbe physical examination gave the I'tillowing results : — The chest 
waa ver; thin, with tbe elavicTea ve*; prominent, emeciall; ^e rigtil. 
which stood up in nearly its entireuess, above tae aortuea of the 
nnra and infra clavicular spaces. 

Percnasion, in front, over tbe entire left dteet. rcaeitaat : also ow 
tight, with the exception of a space between ibe right bipple and the 
right edge of the st<.Tnum, and the 6th or Tth ribs, and in this place 
were seen in the intcrcnclal spacoa, the pulutions of the heart, lleia 
aleo were heard the rardise xniinJs, rapid, but normal, and %u greatest 
inteiuit;. In tlio left L-hrKt tbt^y were beard, but ual; by traanniMiM, 
and of a corresponding inlcusity to what is coouaoftljr betuJ la iki 
right cbeat. 

l&tho left lower back then was some dnlnen. Tbe an* of bepitiS 
duliMM was aomal. There were no xUn beard n nepintioD, bst • 
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jerky wATiness to the respiratory murmur ss heard beoealli the right 
cUvIcle, »ikI in tho appcr balT of the right back. In the left cbest 
there was nothing hoard except ordtnar; respiratory murmur, not 
particularly mark<!<l cither lond or dcGcicnt, and the heart souuds as 
before vaid. lie was treated by milk (tod lime water hourly id half 
ounce doHejt, brotba, winvs, ntiniutants, nod nutrient enemala, but be 
at«adily and ra)iidly failed, and died March 12tb, having been four days 
in tho hoapit«]. An atitupxy wan made by Dr. Wcblicr, March 15th. 
On opening (tic bndy, the loft chcMk woa found to be occupied by 
the lung, by the whiilc of the itomaoh and its mcHt^ntcry, and Mome of 
the omentum, and about one and a half pinti nrgrayishlouking fluid, 
which had come frum the alomacb. The Htumacl) and olbur portions 
foreign to the chest had paHnud up tlimiicb an upetiing in the dift- 
pbragm, which waaronuded and about 2^ iiichea in diameter. 

The stomach waa adherent to the pleural aide of the diaphragm, the 
result of old inflammation. It had, however, recently ruptured, 
allowing free escape of tt<i contents — being tho grayish looking fluid 
•lludvd to — into the pleural cavity. A bridle of old organized lymph, 
H^timattttl from tire to aii inches long, paeaed aeroea and behind th« 
^fcomacb from tho lower lobo of the left lung to tho outer wall of the dia- 
phragm. Tbo duodcnnmwaa dragged over to tho left, acroea, behind 
tbe transverse colon. 

The heart »vaii entirely on tbe right eidc, with the aorta turning nor- 
mally to Ihe left. Tho heart waa perfectly bcallby — not adherent to 
the pericardium. 

The right lung contained air in its upper, middle, and upper part of 
lower lobes, but the lung was generally flattened ngalusl tlie libn, aod 
firmly adherent Uironghout to the COKtal pleura and pericardial sao. 
The lower part of the lower lube was thoroughly compressed and 
contained do air. There were grnyinh IrauHluccnt tabercles scattered 
throughout both lungH, most, however, ou the right lung, and eapecial- 
ly at the apex. 
Tho liver was in all retipects normal. 

Tho right kidney was a little more adherent to tbe surrounding 
.tissues than usual; tho left had a roughened, nodulated look, after 
■tripping off the capsule : otherwiso thoy appeared hi»ilthy. 
HMuHtof tho glands connected with tbe email intuxtine were enlarged 
^bd dense. Portions of the intORtinc were deeply ulceratod, the bot- 
B'o^ "^ 'he ulcers being covered with minute white gpotti (tubercular 
deponils). 

The body of tho 1th vertebra had completely degenerated into a 
msas of cheesy and pnriform material, and there was in front of it and 
on its right aide a sac (be size of a ben'a egg, containing the same 
material, and communioatirig with tho mass that occupied the place of 
tho vertebra, only tbe upper and lower tabks of tho vcrlobra retaining 
their osseoDs chantcter ; tho cavity of tho spinal cord was probably 
narrowed, but the cord did not seem to bo comprenacd. In this cbeeay 
ma«s, which occupied tho place of tbe vertebra, no foreign body, such 
I lead, bits of clothing, &c., coold be found, thougbcarefully sought 
r. No murks of tho course of the ball could be fouud, and oothmg

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Pr. BoriMid aaW, " in Dr. Bowdilch's tnonograpli, publteht-d n

Rfititlrs tiio usual symptoms of etrangulation, there ia 
occasionally n sign Hint he thought hud not bitrn auHicionlly insiiitod 
upon, and that id u niori; or IrKs (lii<tin<.'t tumor in thit ah<ll>m<^R. Cases 
or BtraoKil't'oni i*<'d pcrliapff many, iindnnhli-illy p-t vrcii wlien left 
to themBeiv«8. Aa in thi! cam) of <■xt<^^)«1 ht-rniuu. th» inti-slino may 
get partially atraii filiated and ariern-ards withdraw itetelf. Tho nHhiv 
Kion, nr whatever tho axune may bo that lead.t to the 8traii(;iilatioti, ia 
a permanent one, and ttie very eircmuslarice of there having been sev- 
eral nimiUr attacka ia one of the diajcuustic marks of tlie (iffefliim. 
Dr. J. referred to a case in illustralioii, itiat he had formerly lii-ard 
relat'ed hy Dr. James Jackson, and in wliich there were the symplrimtf 
of internal strangulation, and also the tumor. A strict abstiucncu 
from cathartic medicines that wero being given, as nsual in auch 
case*, was enforced ; tho patient was made as comfortable as poaxi* 
bic, and in dnc time the symptoms subsided, the tumor disappeared, 
coptnuH ■■vncuntioiiH from the bowels followed, and tho man was well. 
Instead o( bf'injr girt, the intestine not unfrequently lies perfoclly 
loose, so tlint it can be witliitrawn at once, and could he upon the liv- 
ing Itody ; it heing remarkable in tliewc ciiKem that the obstruction 
ahould deem U> he mo perfect when there really was none at all. If tho 
abdomen had Ix-en 0]>enL-d the adhesion that caused the Hymptorns 
would have generally been readily found and eaaily divided. In otiier 
cftaea, however, a small, hard band of false membrane f;hts the in- 
le^tiiie like a piece of catgut, and so tightly that it is with diniculty 
fteon, and would not be easily divided upon the living body without 
won n ding the Intestine. 

April llti. — Sudden Dyspnoea rvb'ecedly Fenesection. — Reported by 
Dr. Cni^EvEii. 

t>r. Cheeter was called in haste, in tho evening, and found a lady 
of 35 years, with the following history and appearance. 

Had twen well, except dyspepsia and occusinnal atlncks of palpita- 
tion. Twenty tniniiU'shufiLirc was suddenly seiiied with iiit<-nsc dys- 
pnoea. Attimc of vJNit she was half recuintidut on bed, Iciining over a 
wash-ba*in, and ex pec to rating a bright pink mucua mixed witli air. 
Breathing very distressing and short; face and lips nearly purple; 
^pld pi- mpi ration ; cool hands and arms ; fveble, flickering pnlse ; in- 
^fcao diH(rc*s; client full of coarse bubbling iMes, both sides, ruso- 
Wnt ; no vesicular respiration ; heart-euuuds masked by noises in the 
longs. 

Ipecac, grs. 120, in sacceasive doses, and mustard 5<j- ■'> bot water, 
produced no emesis, nor nausea. Urandy and ammonia wore ^ven 
to sustain the overloaded heart. The whole shoulders, back and loins, 
were wrapped in an enonnoiis sinapism. 

No amendment followed. 

The jHilietit grew wor«« ; cxpeotoration ceased ; she was, apparently, 
aboot to dio. It sceincd to Dr. Checver that tho patient was being 
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drowned in h«r own aecretjons. From Kmacanse tbs mMUtwfro' 
nspinliuB b»d Ifccome reversed, mmI iataneoM oDontovu at 9iM» 
into the broiicbinl tubes wits Uking plftce, whiU aUorpttoa vu 
paraljxed.

One pint of blood ( by bc«r mwinn> ) was taken fmm a vein in llie 
un. It WW black, and alof^sh in nnuDC. Tbv fint ciiihl onncM 
Bn>dac«d no effect. Then the pab* b«gm to grow •truii;ier, th« 
•resthiof ewiior, and tbe color bettor. Wben tbc piut liad beui 
tok«a the pMient laid down, brMtbcd tttuly. utd the color bpc^me Sof- 
id. sit* recovered in a few daja. JIfe cjpedorafioa oeatrrrd afler flc 
Umiimg. Titelangs cl««r*<l hj tJauorpHom. The faeart wm snlMe- 
qiHHitljr eiuiiaed and found aot rvnatkable. Ilia puLte became IS, 
fall and regular. 

The case eccnw to bear a reacnblaAoe ta one reported b; Pr. AbbiA 
aToarago; and to recent canee aanstcd l>j Dra. Cullitif; and Kifield. 

Or. UixoT naid be would mtnijtuu, in lb>< cunnectioii. tbe case of t 
yOBi^ man wbu waa admitleil into tbe ^asc. General Uu&pital on tbe 
$tb umL, with great djapunft, aeren pwa iu tbe obeat, congb vA 
pnennwoic eipectuntton. He was in tae babit of drinkiag freely, and 
tltc atUck followed expoanre to tbe wet and cold. Hie condition wu 
•nch that it wai tmpoaaiblo to make a catefol examination nf the 
cheat, bat tliere waa daloe«a on percaeiiow. wttb coarse crepitation 
ot«r the wbule of the right front, and aoooroaa lilce on the otbct 
aide ; the back could nut be examiaed. The MMada of the heut 
were normal. Tbe chloridea wen abaeot from the ■riDC. Tlic paUe 
waa 116 in tbe minute, amall and tbreadj ; napintioaa. 32. tlie 
temperature on the evening ofhis admrnatoa waa Ittt}*. Tbe prognoaia 
vaa extremely unbrorable. He wm oideted a jacket pontttce. iaM> 
pbia. beef tea and milk. On tbe foUowiag movBiBK kma ooodition w«a 
not improved ; lemperatnre, lO^* ; palaa, IM; JJaJi a aa, a> gre^t u 
before. Ue was quits delirioBs in the aigM. Ob aceoont of the 
threadlike character of the pulse, and the extrmne dyapama, Dr. 
Uaotordcrrdtieclve ounces ol Mood to be taken from the arm. in the 
hope that the pulmonary drcBlalJoa might themby be relieved. At 
tfaoagh no striking change took placa immadiately aJW the Uecdinc, 
yet the urgent symptoma begaa to dimiaiih, and in a few boon tw 
patiaat was entirely relieved. Ue ta now oat of danger.

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J&mes Simpson's fertile mind, but leaving it toottien'to lutui^ to 
them th«tr true plaoc hi the nciciicfi mid ttio art. Dr. P. took nntiKraction 
in reading a^ f>llowii, fnim aii ei)it»nal writipn l>y liim in tlie BcHitun 
Medical and Surgical Journal, Hi'pt.

Mat 9iIi. — Vyfloid Sarcoma. — Dr. IIodoeb eshibitfd n spfcimen of 
myeloid d incase of tho lower jaw. lie remarked that the peculiar 
cbaraoti-ri^ic of this discaso was the presence, in large nnmbers, of 
corpuHclcN containing many (from ten to thirty and even more) nuclei 
or nuchrolatctl nuclei, and resembling tboso fimnd in fojlnl ninrrow. 

Although thcixt cells had previonsly been dcsoribcd by Uobin, under 
the name of mi^/gp/ora, as an nnatomical Hcment of tJii; inodiilla of 
young boiiM, tumors containing tliem wi're tiriit recognised by Paget, 
and their prencncc wati Ihmight by liim to denote a specilic fonn of 
disease, to which he gave the name of " myeloid." Such tumors are 
now, howerer, conaidered as a variety of tbe great group of sarcomata. 
The sarcomata of bone originate eilhftr in the perio^tvum or in tlie 
interior and caocelldus structure ; and, though myeloid cells may 
occasionally be detected in periosteal narconiala, or eveji in growths 
starting from the nofl tissaes. tvn the eye. breast, or tesliL-Ie, they are 
only found in numbers sufficiently large to constitute a characteristic 
element, though never the entire structure, in savcomata which are de- 
veloped from the diploe of bones, and rarely, if ever, in those springing 
from the true medullary cavity. Thcao tumors now bear the name of 
myeloid earcotna, or, in the mora exact nomcuclaturo of Virchow, of 
myclogcnetic sarcoma (ntjirJIojKneit sarkQm). 

The present specimen was removed from a patient in the Mimsritrhu- 
setls General Iiospitnl, n man 43 year* old, otherwise in good health. 

Tho growth commenced in the region of the molar trcth, about 
four months l>efore its removal. It 4:xtcnded frum the angle of tho 
lower jaw on one Hide, nearly to the angle on the other, sprouting from 
the alvcfjlar border, and forming a tumor of such sixe as to prutrado 
the chin and lower lip an inch or more beyond the upper. The de- 

rmity which itvauncd wan well shown In a photograph of the patient 
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which n-as presented. The growth w>s rucoUr, gofl. and loliuUlod, 
waa rapidly incn^usiDf; in size, aud bad bpgun to invmlo the obwk. 
There woa do glandular compIicatioD. As Uic dcvrliipnioiituf ihtl 
peculiar (rrowlh seemoil BoniDtimce to be HtitnulaU'tl hy tliu cuiidltioa 
of th« tPoDi, or their root«. their mi^placcntcnt, or by thirir cxlracUoM, 
il waa uf iotercst to notice that, eincc the ago of '25, thr futicnt had 
been toothlras. The nprr»tion conei>it<M in the rvm»val uf all tbat 

Eorb'oii of llic jaw which w:»« invutvc^l by the dUeaiw. U waa followed 
y rapid recovery, with little eilcrnal dcfiirniity. The origin of the 
tumor from iho interior of the boiw oouUl Im very plainly seen on id- 
Bpcclioo of tho specimen. The niicroitco|w rurvated larf^e iiumbere of 
mullii)iicleat«d celts. Tlieoingle cvlla were uf variuuii ahapes, being 
roand ur oval, and were nnncparatud by any int^-rcellular subalance. 

In regard to the pmbablti recurrence of the dJaeaae, Dr. Ilodf^s t>aid, 
that myeloid aarcoma waa )^ii«rally conaideted aa a beaigii tumor, bat 
Buch );rowtha were odeii composite, and even when they were not, 
allowed sometimes a ntetaatatic dlaponitton, and might reappear locally, 
or in the lungs and elitewhera, after remoral. 

The prognogis of aarcomaioiia growths waa as much indicated by 
the position oflho tumor and the rapidity of its de^olopmenV, as by 
the rerclations of the microscope. Immnnity front a return dependol 
on thorough and early extirpation. 

Dr. JACKsoy exhibited, from the Society's Cabinet, a pnrtioB of llie 
pelvis that he believed to hare been the seat of this di«ca»e. Tba 
tamas of the ischium aitd of th4! ptibes was diUted into au imp^rfecl 
bony shell, n« Urpe as thr firtal head, and ia the recent staH- w»» 
filled witli a Mift iiubKtanee of rnoderato conststeoce, and ofa pcraIia^ 
ly mottled reddish and yellowish color. Tlw case occurred many yraia 
li^, and there waa do micruiieopic examination. lie abto nrferred t* 
two other epecintena. whkh are in the CoUc^ SJuM-um, and in both 
of which there were the characteriatio micttttoopic appearaac<«. la 
one. tite head of the tibia was the se«t of the diaeaae. which, aa la 
the above case, was remarkably limited, and had formed io the lutcnor 
of tbo bone, so as to distend it into a Urge, tbla mai very imperfect 
cyst. In this case, unfortunately, do record was nude ftf the fcruW 
appearances. The other College specimen consists of a defirtetl tuaiV 
that furmod in the soft parts orer tba ankle, was of tba sise of a retj 
amall orange, and rDscotblod in color tbo Society's Bprrtiiiftn

All«r MHjtion at Uic lower part of tlio cornea nn nttcmpt wm 
made to graap and rcmovo Iho kiis ; bnt tin's elippod into tbo poMtorior 
cliambcr and diiupprnrcil in tbo softoncd vitroous humor, rendering 
it uecoAMry to m^nrcL for it witb a curctto. Upon boing removod 
tbe lena waa found to bo complvtclr traasformod to a cietaccoua con- 

«ioa, and leaaened about ono-tliinl from itn normal aixo. 
Bince tbe operation, notwitbi^t-i tiding tbo loasofBomoortho vitrfona, 
B globe ban retained nciirlr its normal size, witb a tolerably olear 
cornea, about as rnncb bo as beforo. 

Hat 9tb. — Striclure iff the Section. — Dr. FiriGLDsaid that dtiring a 

recent vinit to New York, bis attention had boon drawn, by some ro- 

marka of Prof. Charles Dudd, to the eubject of stricture oftbc roctnm. 

Tt was of Uie annular stricturo, and not of that produced by malignant 

disease, that bin rvmartce would bo mado. 

^^Bh stricture is to bo found in all conditions of life, among rich and 

|HRuid at all agos. At Charity lioapital, Btackwoll's Island, oasw 

^mta alwaya be found as well as at other hospitals ofthe city. Atl«n- 

tioo being called to tlie condition of the rectum by tlic complaint of 

obfttinate coostipalion, a lirm ring of carltlaginous liarilncsa is found, 

craggy witli clevalions and depressions, wlion riowed by spccnlum, 

wbiteand bleeding easily. This is evidently a deposit ofa now material 

poeseasing a low vitulily with a constant titndency to destruction by 

■Icerutiun, and this in ite turn sueceedod, it may be believed, by a 

cicatriuiul tiasnc. 

Following the aflfeotion of the rectum comes the destruction of its 
walls, and the occurrence of rooto-vagioal SstuU which is irremediable 
by any known means. To the constipation succeeds a symptom which 
Dtigbt often lead an inattentive observer tu believe in the czislenco of 
dysentery, vix: tbo occurrence of repeated discliargea (IVom three to 
twelve a day) of pus mingled with mucus and blood, attended with 
Bome t«nc!imus, Attentive investigation of the history of the coae will 
eooo, however, hcL the praclitiuncr right. With all the discharges 
the patient may have one or two suliil I'ecniant motions. In no waya 
different in color or conmteocy from tbosv of health. Those are often 
attended with severe pain. 

The discharges of pus, for no an examination shows them to be, nn 
peculiar iu tlieir oecurrcoce. They come at somewhat regular periods, 
take place suddenly and no effort of the will is KuQieient to resist 
them. The rectum baa become a reHorvoir wbiub will contain so 
much only, and then overUowit. 

Although the point haa never been alludctt to by any writor or dta- 
Qnssed by any society. Dr. Fi6eld believed that the nragay annular ring 
tended after a time to dlxappcar, leaving cminvncea which give to the 
touch the feeling of eiirrantu, and might he mistaken for internal piles. 
Broad ulcers are also found, which continue to pour forth pus and are 
intractable under any treatmont. He bad aeen two aovh cases. A

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di*pnt« bts oiist«d between two smtnent writers as to whetlier tlna 
diMMfl wui or wae not coufioed to the male or female ecx. Dr. Bodd 
h»s seen it only iu females, and be is confirmed hy Dr. ITvnrjr S. Hewitt, 
of New York, oue of the sur^one at Cbftrity Hnepital. 

Mr. Cnrling, in hie n-ork on Uise^iaes of the Rcctam, CTiileatlj allades 
tothta dutease, although, m will bo presently ehown, he hu not gtnp' 
ed ii« true cause. Mr. Curling eajs, "There is a peculiar font of 
■tricture of the rectum not gonorall; Jcootrn, or fnllj understood. la 
cas«s of the disease the interior of the rectum is abandantlj ataditi 
with small excrescences, arising from partial hypertrophies or iiregiltf 
growths of the surface and folds of the mucous racDibmne. The Bel^ 
■«tion communicated to the finger, passed into the rectum, is rens^ 
able, the surgeon feeling a number of rough irregular umiiiencee. mors 
or Icsshard. thickly lining the surface. ThoGtrictnroiMailuated further 
from the oriBcc than in ordinary cases, usually at a distance of tbm 
inches. This disease is attended witb a profuse discharge from the i«o- 
turn of pus mixed with slimy matter and blood. There m not only pain- 
(ill teneemuB before a feculent evacnation, but a frequent and nrgeal 
desire to void the pus and mucus which collects in tlie bowel. Thii 
was so frequent and so pressing in the case of a geutleoian under my 
care, tliat be was unable to go into society, ride in a public convey- 
ance or travel by rail." 

Dr. Pifield stated that a person under his own obserralion was oblig- 
ed to wear napkins to receive the discharge, so completely was it beyonJ 
control. Mr. Curling gties on to remark that "tnisform ofstrictart 
occurs chiefly in women ; " he has met with only one case iu a ni^e. 
The disease has been noticed by Sir Benjamin Brodie, who ateo ob- 
served it in women, especially those who had borne children. (Loo- 
don Med. Qaz., ro). xvi.) An incomplete paper, giving a short account 
of this peculiar form of stricture of the rectum, by the late Mr. CoUis, 
was published in the Dublin Quarterly, in Feb., I!!&4. In this paper 
there Is a table of sixteen cases, and it is rcmaAaMe that thirteen of 
tbem were males. Mon. Ooss«lin, in a paper ( .\rchives Gi-nerales d> 
Medicine, Dec, tSM) gives an account or twelve cases, all females. 
In tliree, the partA were ex^ttnined after death. He baa bhown that 
" an ukerate-i titute of Uie mucous membrane atiorc the stricture is 
the chief source of the purulent discharge." Dr. FiGeld said thattke 
domain of ayphtUs was yet a very partiaTty explored one, and sooiMd 
ever to alretch forward before us ; that aa lesions of the brain, hew^ 
liver and lunge, had now become fauii liar to usastheresnltof ^phititio 
infection, so he believed we should yet be obliged to owo it W the cause 
of lesions of other parts where its itifluenoe had hardly W yet been sus- 
pected. In regard to the form of stricture of tbe tectum which we 
nad been considering. Prof. Budd has stated bia belief that every sucli 
case is a manifestation of syphilitic infection. The same view is held 
by other surgeons connected with institutions to which persons so 
afflicted are prone to resort. This truth has been snspected for a long 
period, but not brought prominently forward into broad light, and the 
authority of Mr, Curling has been exerted to abolish the thought of 
connecting one witli the other. Ur. Curling says that the tubercles, 
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Bcirrhofiiiiea and !iit«rnal condylomata of the rectnm, descrilwd by De- 
aault auJ Dvlpecti, werenuthing more tlian the eniioeiiocs of which fa« 
hiiDMlf has gWon m deiicription. Deaault believed them due to « ayph- 
ilitio origin. This, a*j» Mr. Curling, was alao the belief of GoMOlin, 
bat As (air. C^ aecB no evidenee In the caaee seen by liiniaclf, or in 
those of Mr. Guiwetiii, to connect them with eypbilia either local or 
coriHtitutional. U. Gosseliit aapposes an infiammation. reoulting from 
K primary aoro, spread* to the rectum and gives rise to thiit peculiar 
aSuclioD. ThlaesplariatJoa. Mr. Curlioj; aaya, feiv will regard with 
■adsfacUon. Dr. rilitild thinks it may, now. from the testimony of 
naoy competent i>bflerrerti. be considered aa a result of constitutional 
■ypniiie. Treatment of this affection, escopt bo far as conaiitutlonal 
means can affect the whole system, may be considered uael&sa. In re- 

Sard to tbe local effects of the diseafle, such as recto-vaginal fistula, 
loy Iiare as yet proved incurable. Such at least is the testimony of 
those who have had the best opportunities for observation. Id Um 
early eume of tbe stricture, the dilatation by the f^ntle uae of bougiea 
may effect g^ood results, but it must be poreisled in for a rery lon^ 
time. 

What is true of stricture of the rectnm will, Dr. FiSeld thou^it, 

ErOTO tnie of stricture in other parts. At a recent meetinff of th* 
«yal Hedico-Cbirurgical Society tho question was ashed, " Uow far 
i» tbe resilient stricture of the urethra connected with constitutiooal 
^philia? " showing that tho thought hits already arisen that allstric- 
tares of the urethra are not to be roforrod to as tho effect of repeated 
gonorrhceal iuflammations or to injorioe infiicted on the canal. Stric- 
tures of the (ssophsgus whoD non-malignant uro probably the effect of 
Sphilis. A remarkable coso of this may bo found in tho last number of 
) American Journal of Medical Sciences. In this case the operation 
of gastrotoiny was porformod with a fatal result. 

June 13lh. — Cundfonn, Spiroida!,or V-Sliaped Fractttre of the Tibia. 

Dr. ilodges exhibited the specimen, nnd said he believed the atten- 
tioo of tho Society had never been culloJ to this fracture. lie did not 
think one had ever been shown, or that 6ith(.-r thuir Museam, or that 
of the Medical College, contained an example of it. 

Itcsides tboae fractures to which the luwer part of the tibia, in con- 
mon with the rest of the shaft, is liable, it appears to be frequently the 
•cat of a eolation of coutiTiuity. described first by Gussclin in [856, 
which ii interesting on account of its regularity, the peculiar line of 
the fiacturo, and the gravity of its pro^osia. It occurs usually at 
about the junction of the middle and lower third. Both tibia and fibula 
are brokou, but tho fracture uf tho fibula is of socondary importance. 
TIm break in tbe tit>ia in neither transverse, oblique, or dentated, but 
■pir&l, both upper and lower fragment prcscDting tbe form of a V, the 
apex uf which points downward. From tho apex of the V in the lower 
fragment a 6»Hurc invariably proceeds, either spirally or obliquely, 
but always in the sjinie general direction, and windH around the shaft 
DDtil it reaches the tibio-tarsal articniatiiin. Into which it pooctrates. 
,Tb« signs of a V fracture are not distinguishable Irom those of other 
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fractures of (he lower third of the tibi«, and the; «to nre\j disgiuw- 
ticated ; but a groat projccUon of tha tiprvnr fr^meDt, with t«nderti«M 
and dwelling at Ihc anklo, Bhoald put Ino nurgeoo od his gnanl aa to 
profpiodia. Tho pointcil promiii«ii«'« of the nhafl ofU-a penetrate and 
break up thenpongy tisHiie or medullary curity of the bono, and tba 
complicatloiiH which cneue are Momettmea exceedingly seven). Inflan- 
mation of the medullary ciinnl, siippurutiuii of the ankle joint, aod 
pyiemia not unfreqnently follow. It waa at first asgertcd that this 
fracture always reiwlered atnnti tation uecnsBary, whether it wam or wu 
not accompanied by a wound of the soft parta. Recognizing in either 
case tlie same lesion, Oosselin romarkei] Uiat " he was almoot didfioaed 
to say that the complication of a wound waa a piece ofgowi fortone, 
BJnce it f< purred the hand of the sargcon, and mado amputation, which 
alone could tiave the patient' it life, obligatory." Expcrionco, however, 
haa not justified tliis deaponding prognoaia The fracture in generally 
recoTered from, but along time is required for its consolidatioTi, and a 
sliCPanklciB pretty sure to aopeirone. Although the wedgn-like fora 
of tho break, and ita action in any movement of torsion, would sees 
to explain the longitudinal eplitting, the mochaDisiD of this injury Li stiD 
a matter in dispute. 

The subject frum whom the specimen shown was obbtincd, itla»- 
tratcil in the history of ber case moat of the points which have beea 
atlndod to. She waa an intemperate Irish woman, nt. 37. The so- 
cldent occurred February 18, ISTO, and was caused by the patient get- 
ting her foot into a hole in tho fvozen ground, White the fimt waa is 
thiaiMMtitionamoremont of torsion was made, and the Ick waa broken. 
She would have fitllon to tho ground had not some frienda caught her. 
She waa carried a distance of half a mile to her home. On exuminatlon 
the tibia was found broken at its tower third, and Die libula near the 
ankle-joint. There was no extc-rnat wound and hut little dia placement. 
Within tweuty-fuur hours great swelling ■■nsiied, fullnwed by abaceaaea 
and gangrene, superficial iu parts, but causing Uie lucM of the toea, tba 
protrusion of the broken fibula at thi;aukle. aod of the tibia in the shin. 
■ The constitutional Hymptuma were severe, and for a time the patient's 
'life was in great danger. Tlio judicious treatment of Dr. Whitlemort, 
of Marblcbead, under whose care she was, carried her tbrough the 
stage of active inflammation, and on May 9lh she waa removed t« 
tlie Ma«»Achu setts (leuoral Hospital for amputation. Tfiia waa pei^ 
formed, thirteen weeks after the accident, through the middle oftlM 
leg. A good recovery followed. 

The exposed Doritona of tho bono exhibit tbc progresa of nccroriBi 
but the V-ahapea fracture and the spimidal fisiiurcs, especially that 
into the ankle joint, are clearly traceable in the parta preserved. Tbt 
bones forming the ankle joint reveal tJie acverity of tttc intlainmati<Mi 
by their necrosed condition. The attempt at repair masks to eom« 
eitent the lines of fractnro, bat the identity of these with tboee shown 
in the figures given by Hicbard is still apparent, and conRrms th« 
jnatico of his remark [ " qui a vu I'un a vu les aulres " ] aa to the great 
similarity which different spocimeaa of tfaia injury pr«8eut. 
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Auo. 8tli. — Enlarged and flijpertrophied StOmoeh ; Contracted Dvo- 
■num. — Dr. (i. C. SuATtrcn reported the ciwc.

Four yearn ago, »bc vomited a coll- 
ide ruble quantity ol blood. Mid ntlorwards bad no vury Mvere ajrop- 
mx till IJecvmbur, 1869, though mlie bad been three ttme§ during tba 
interval in thu SAmaritaii Uospllal, for conj^h, irritable eloinuch, &0. 
'JDCe tbc liwt date she bas had, at timeii, alta<;lcH of vomiting, very 
ivere in April, 1810, aiid sincu theu occurring mure or losti nearly 
ery day ; iibe was in the City Hos[iital for a Tew weeks ttiiB sum- 
iner, and finally entered the Samaritan Koapital July 8th, and died 
itire, Aug. Sd, from iiiantUon. There was considerable epigastric pain 
d tenderness at tiraca in the right hjixichoudriutn ; the bowels were 
tipated ; the matter vomited conainted of iiigestu, watery fluid 
id chocolate-culored liquid iu varying (jnatitities, sometimes > quaK 
At once. 

The stomach was enlarged and its walls much hypertrophied. The

Ur. JicftsoK thought that the contraction of the duodenum might 
vo been the result of a chronic ulcet, to which this portiou of the 
t«Btiue is liable ; and ho referred to a case of ulcer at tbe pylorus, in 
bich the contraction was as great or even greater — the distention of 
le stomach being perfectly enormoufl. Tbe condition of the largo 
testiuG he especially romarkod upon. When preparations are being 
lade, in tbe course of disease, for an opening into a cavity that is 
iued by a mucous membrane, ulccratino or a destruction of the tissaea 
SS place upon the diitesKcd snrfncc, and at a properly selected point ; 
tad, BOuoor or later, u similar process in not onfrcquvntly set up upon 
the mucous surtaco, and nt a correepooding point. Ur. J. has seen 
caeeB of thiit sort where th<;rtt was dieoasc of the gull bladder or ducta, 
and nature has evidently intended to effect an opening into some por- 
tion of the alimentary cauul. In Dr. Shuttuck's case, the duodenam 
was nejirty clowd ; and, as the chyme could be got rid of, mainly, in 
no othvr way, it was to be carried directly into the large int^stiuo. 
In thoracic aneunsm. Dr. J. has several times seen utceratiou upon 
^Jb<! inner surface of the oesophagus or intestines, and corresponding 
^Ho tbe neore.it point of the diseased cavity ; though what object 
^^■Mdre could have in setting up a process that, when completed, 
^Broald result in the immediate death of tbe patient, can hardly bo ioi- 
^^k^ned. Crevoilhier -figures such a case ; but Dr. J. knows of no au- 
thor who has made any general remarks upon tbe above pathological 
(act. 

Dr. Ik KiQiiT thought this occurrence might nearly always be explained 
>j tome interruption or othet modification of the nutrition of tbe 
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part, as in the case of snenriam, by prewara ; this be thouglit & 
pbilosophicil explanation. 

Or. Joay Hoiixs^ agreed with Dr. Jackaon ; hB eoutdered U a n- 
niftTkable inataace of fatelli^aoe iu nature. 

To Dr. Lakgxaid Dr. Jackson aaid, tfae tbickeoln; •onetime* aft- 
tioed aboat tbeae ulcera conBiated of a tbidEeniag of ttie onlinaiy 
tiasnea and of the cellular ttsaue uataide. asio aajcoaditionof chrode 
inflammation. He thoaj^t ulcer of the etomacb waa Dotapeciftein 
anj way, oierel; an nicer which aelccU for aoiae ttnknowo reuooa 
certain portion of the stomach and amall intestine. 

Aua. SSd — Deformity in (As FaUtu, appartntly prodvctd Ay 3fnid 
Tatpretnon on the MoOter. — Dr. Ujxot reported the case. 

A respectable married woman, early in beraecoad pregnancy, wli!l| 
riding in a street car, observed a man. sitting opposite, who had lo«t 
all tba fingers of one of his hands. She afterwards related the circnat- 
alanee to a lady (who rcportpd the facts to Dr. Minot), saying' sh* 
leand her child would bo dcformod. The child, born at the fnll |ieriitd, 
and healthy, had no Gogcrs on one of its hands, the thamb alone being 
perfect, thus exactly resembling the mutilated hand the mother bafl 
atax. 

Aco. 22d. — Ltiier from Bmgntrta da Bigorre and CautereU. — Dr. 
SIisoT read the (bllowing extracts from a letter from Dr. JxacxuE 
WeirrLE. of Boston, giving an acconnt of Bigorre. and of the mioenl 
waters of Oantereta, in the i'yrenees, places mecb reeorted to bj 
invalids with afToctione of the chest and other disftssea : 

" 1 wont in Juno to Cauterots, about 40 miles irom Pan, wberel 
took tho waters and batli* for oaariy a month. While there. I studied 
their oStKt* on Tariiiuit dineasea, sa cloaely as I coald. 1 had OccasMB 
to know intitnat^rly iwrac caae«, and more or lr«s of a good many Oik 
et*, and I am convinced that tlie watera, applied with jadgmeat, mif 
be of tbc very grvati^t benefit, especially la many c*m« of palmoaMT 
dfaoaac. In my own csm* [pleuriity]. their effect was certainly excel- 
lent, and every caac I »aw waa more or less benefited. 

" Tho waters are alkaline and aulphuroos. <rarying in tcmperatnt 
from 20" to 63*, Ceati^Tade (S8* to 131'4. FahteBbeil), and diffcnat 
springe seem to suit diibrent ca a e a, eeea of the aame dimeaaaa. Beftf 
I bad taken the waters ten days, I did what I bad not doaa mum ' 
December — alept cqnally well on both sidea ; aad, for tbe fiixfc Una IB 
aix months, had aa appetite f<.>r my dinner, aad waa able to watk 14 
aiynriag, a mile aad a half, uphill, witboatbau^aaed op for all day. 

" 1 baveasan tbeeHectei of iltene waters on otbar caaea of plcori^, 
and on many caaea of different stages of tabercalosia. The effect of 
a jndicioua coarae of the waters seems to be lo aid very materially ia 
bnaking down tbe old adhaaioBS, and abaorb«ag tbe atorbid thickcntag 
«f tibe oiombnnes, in tho first disease, and belpHig to cicatrise cavities 
in advaitced cattes of the second, and of prodaeiaf aome effect ia i^y 
eases, which certwnly improves the rrcpirstioB, aad equally certaii^ 
is of great general advaatage. That the w«tet8 bare a great r«pat» 
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Bon 70a will jadgo from the fact that, through the months of Jn\y

^ little town wboro there are but 1100 indigenes, and where the only

Mscit of britk hiemoptysis from taking them after very recoot cougcif 

■on, und from my own experience I found that an over-dose madu 

Bliachierat once. I knew what 1 was about, and only took ovcr-doscs 

mt csperimcntK. I rjfikod two tumblers at one time, and found thu 

Bholv world groving black, and my sight leaving me within half uo 

■(Ktr, and my nose (onlij the nose, /ortunately), bleediiif* briskly. A 

Pbot'bath at fiilt temperature for half an hour set me right agaio, and 

after a xi-cond trial I thought 1 knew what I wanted in regard to tho 

Hirengtii of the water. Tliis, however, was the strongest spring, and 

1 fonntl myxclf more sasceptible than usual to the effects of the water. 

A full gliLHS, however, at a time, is considered the maximum dosc-^ 

this repeated two or three times a day. 

" Tbe benefit in seme canes that I have seen, of whoso previous 
hiKtory I knew something already, has been most marked and gratt* 
fyiiif. Xotwithstanding what I had heard of them, 1 had but littlo 
oonhdonco that the waters deserved a, tithe of what is claimed for 
tbetD ; but my own experience, and as close observation as I could 
give for a month to their efi'ects, have very much modified my opinion, 
n<l I shall follow the cases with which I have become acquainted with 
lie greatest interest. 
" Ciiut4;rets, I should say. is too higb [S2fii feet above tho sea] for 
lost CAMUS of advanced phthisis, and scarcely suitable for any except 
during the montlis of July and August. It is a beautiful spot, but, 
mtidii from the beauty ot its scenery, does not ofTcr much in the way 
of pleasant distraction. It is surrounded on all sides by very high 
nountains, and the basin in which it is situated is in no place more 
ban from a quarter of a mile to half a mile wide. From its height 
nd situation the change from nooudny temperature to that of tho 
Bvening and niglit is very great. After passing the middle of tbo 
~ay in ax little clothing as tho law would be content with, one is 
always glad of an overcoat at night, and in case of a storm a fire bo- 
come« a necessity. You will see how mnch care would be requisilo 
to giiard against Huch changes for a long time, and liow few would 
be willint; to take that care. As for myself, I felt better from the 
moment I arrived there, as I always do in a higher region ; and being 
readerud, a« all arc, very sensitive to changes of temperature by the 
DMof the walcra, which act largely on tlie skin, 1 never stirred, scarcely 
even at nonnday, withont an ovcrcuut, and so esc.iped colds. In 
ngmrA to the walcm, I repeat, 1 am more and more convinced of their 
efficacy, OH [ watch my own case nod ecvcrat olhvm which have been 
•II aommcr under my eye. 

" We are now [July 2lUi] settled tn Rigorrc [elcvattun, HGO feet 
above the »ua], Juisl in the edge of the PyreoGca, where we bavc full 
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benefit of tbe doHciooe moaotwn ftir, and cool cTcning breeze wltick 
inTiiriably follows the rather wftmi day. Our balcoDy oTvrltmkia 
DDinber of pretty gaidcDs, with tbe I'yrcncca just iMyontl, which look 
cool and comfortablo even in the hottest dajs. In the dnytinie the 
mercury Often rsngea from 80' toBO"Fahrenficit, but one wuntd atxtt 
itnnginc it withont consulting the tfaennomctcr, for the heat ta p«ri«ctly 
dry, and the air never dead or oppressive. The heat h«ra doe^ bot 
■ewBi either, to provoke the escessire thirst which we foe) to oar 
■■mmer weather at home. The evenings and nights are invanabty 
cool, «td for the most part pcrTcclly dry, so that one can enjoy the 
fteehncss without dnnger. Tlits plac« is a favorite aummer reniJunce 
for many who pass their winters at Pan, or along the Mediternineaa. 
There are many who pass the whole year here, for, though lacLing 
Bwoy of the advantage* nf Pan, yet the winter ia comparatively mild, 
ud at that season the living, e»pccially in tlte item of rent, la veij 
cheap. It is, ) shonid Ray, atKiut tlie brst summer climate poasthfo, 
not only for invalids, but fur every body else. The place is dnll, lo 
be sure, doubly dnll in these timcii of war ; yet tiiere ie enongb goiag 
onto keep one awake niuat of the day. and quite enough for any place 
the rcjtort of invalids. Bat tf it is dull, it is pretty, and the air, tbougk 
oflon hot, ill never, or almo«t never, enervating. The neighborhood 
of the mountains keeps it fresh and changing. I have seen tbe taa^ 
onry higher tlian 80* only once for a few hours, when everyone callfd 
the day unusually hot, though I snffered no inconveiiieace, as tbe ait 
was perfectly dry." 

Oct. 21tb. — ^^mfermiV Engra/Hny.—Tir. Potms gave a brief faiuo^ 
of this new process, aud cxhiUiied a patient on whom be bad done IM 
operation. 

Tbe operation is one first introduced by M. Reverdiu. aa itUentn 
eoe of the Paris hoepiuls, for promoting tbe be^og of ulcerated *«• 
fte«0 by engrafting upon them small pieces of healthy epidei«is. 
The operation consists in cutting from any part of tbe healthy Ekia, 
with the knife or scissors, small pieces of epidermis, implicating M 
little as possible the vascular layer of the skin, and planting tbese b 
small incisions made in the graunlations and strapping them Joto 
plac« by adhesive plaster. After a few days, varying from seven (Tt 
to fonrtcen (14), it the engraflinn are sacccssfiit, ^mall islands v 

aiidermis appear, which increas« in every direction, and thus materi- 
ly diminish the time which would otherwise be reqoirol for the hsal' 
ii^ of snch surfaces, and in all prubahility the contracliun wtick 
rosnlts from cicatriaaLioa of large granulating nu&oe*. The Gnt re- 
ported eaae which I can 8nd is one by H. See, repotted at tbe Impe- 
rial Society of Surgery at Paris, Jane let, 1670, aad pnUiahed in tfat 
duHic BeMomutiairt July "H : another, in tbe Lmmoel Joly dtb, a cMt 
by Ur. Pollock, of St. Geor^'s Uoepital, I.oitdoa. Tbe csm which I 
have to present to the Society tonight does not, 1 am aware, hOj 
Qlostnto ^1 that may be claimed fur tbe operatioo, as it ia oot of 
varicoec nicer of the leg, which would have prob^4y (|Bickly necovvn' 
aader proper treatment witbont tbe engraJliBg ; bat it does prov»—

wonid m<!iitiQn one c-xcoodingly interesting foct conneotod with tha 
new growUi, mcntione'I to mc by Mr. Pollock, that for aome weeks 
there tit no mtmatioD, but after that tJmo this ia gradually eatablished. 
apparently ahowtng that at fint ttiere is a want of non'ous anpply to 
the new growth. 

The patient waa a man, aged 56 yo&rs ; he had an nlc«r of three 
noDtha dumtioR on the internal aspect of the log, a little above the 
n>alle<^us, 8 inthea by 2 inches in 8iE«, luid a varicoAe condition of tit% 
leg. Oct. 4th.^Two email pieces of Eltin were inserted and strapped 
into place. Oct, 1th. — Strap removed, and no appearance of pieces. 
Oct. lltli. — Strap removed; one email islttud appearing, twice as 
large as the head of a pin. Ulcer healing from edges. Oct. Ktb.— 
The small island haa' extended, and hae bridged a third of tJin traiu- 
Terse diameter of the ulcer. I'atient etates that he does bis rognlar 
work every day. Oct. ISIh. — Tho ulcer still bsaling from Uie edges, 
and tlie it)Und is no longer an island, there boing a Klrong bridge of 
shin uniting it to the outside edge of tho ulcer. Oct. Sttli. — The uloet 
is almost completely bridged across and still healing from edges. 

Or. CoouPGC also exhibited a patient on whom ho had tried this 
nietbod of inducing cicatrization. Tho man had saflewd for twenty 
years from ulcere of the leg, which had healed under proper treatment 
and broke out again. When ho entered the MaasachuKVlts General 
Iloapital, there was one extensive ulcer occupying a large part of the 
anterior surface of tJio leg abovo the ankle; under proper treatment 
this diminished in sixe, leaving an ulcer six inches by four, which 
would not heal, and fur tbo last eix weeks, though the patient was 
confined to bed, no improvement had taken place. Oct 2d, Dr. Ooolidge 
applied a blister to the sound akin, and just before it had rtReo punc- 
tured some small vesicles and drew the epidermis from off the rete 
niucosura ; tiien. by moans of a small forceps pincing the raw surface 
ap, he removed a layer comprising all the rote muconum and engrafted 
it into one of the granulations of the ulcer ; he aUo, with hi* scalpel, 
acraped the surface of the blister and tiprcad upon the ulcer the cells 
which were immedistely over thr p.ipillw nnd cutiM. TliiH operation 
was performed ten to twelve times and the ulcer immediately strapped ; 
Oto plaster W38 not removed for ten davii, when a few doubtful spots 
were seen on the surface of the ulcer, which had considerably dimi- 
nisbed in eir-e. It was again struppcil, and ten days afterwards — 
twenty diiys after the last operation— the plaster was ajfain removed, 
and there was seen an nndoubtcd inland of new epidermis in the middle 
of the nicer, nnd several white spots in tlie new skin eurroundiog it, 
irhich he considered to bo the other engrafted points. 

Oct. '2tt\t.— Suppuration of Ike Fnjnial Sinu».~UT. Hoooes reported 
Ibo caac. It occurred in a man, 4S years old, and had commenced, 
Vul. VI— 21 
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witliout known caoM, fourteen je&n »go. Tbo Mcompanjriiig^ p>In 
in the forehead h»d Iicen inteitae at timea, am] was always relieved hj 
a discharge of pus from ibe noatrit. About e)>;ht years ago, a Hiictn- 
atinr swelling fonnnd over the ninns, beneath the inte^oraentof the 
forehead, and tbi« wat; punctured with a lancet a few months before Uie 
patient was accn by Dr. H. Pus was evacnated, and the swelling, 
which per«Uled, had continued to diocharge ever sioce. On tayinf; 
iho ab«c«sa freely open, a tingle amall ori6ce,throoRli the frontal bone, 
oommunicatvd with the cavity of the ainos. The eioas was trephined 
and fonndtocontainalargeamoontof very ofibosive pus. >*oae«roMd 
bone waa detected. The operation was followed by ^reat relief. Dr. 
Ilodgea spoke of the rarity of iliix affection, the occaMonal pieeencc of 
air In the frontal tumor, and tti« pocisihility of the inBamed sums opoxH 
ing into the carity of the craniiim, or exdtinf iaflamaatioa of the 
meoinges of the brain. 

Deittigerout C?^— Dr. Hodges exhibited two leetb, a canine and e 
hicnraia, nnovod from a dcnttgrron* cyst, which had derelopetl at 
the side of the lower maiilla, in a boy leu yean old. The cyst bwl 
been but four months in fonoing. The external waO, which was tbia 
and parchment like, on being excised perantled the ea«y exinurtioa of 
ibe miapliin'd teeth. Dr. Hodges nnatked that tUa was Ibe third 
specimen of this somewhat tDfreqeeat abaonaitj whkh he had exhibrl- 
«a to the Society.

of three monUis there wae only a narrow bridle of membrane ninning 
from tlic end of the manubrium downwards to the periphery and » 
siaatl trinngular portion on oacb side of tho hammer. In thrco mont^is 
mora thU bridio had diaappesred, the two perforatioos bad coalcftced, 
and tli« manubrium lay in position with no membrane on either side of 
it, the only portion left being on each side of tho email procees of tlia 
bammer. 1 was unable to discover any of tho peripheric portion of 
the membrane, although the result would ehow that such mnst haT« 
remained. Tbe mucous membrane of the tympanum was seen to be- 
red. altehtly swollen, and from cold itcsuded a slight discharge, Tbo 
EnstAvtiUn tube was pervious when tho swelling of the macous mem- 
brane was least, and closed when it was extreme. The hearing gradu- 
ally diminished as the membrane was destroyed, ttil the raised voice 
could be heard at only two feet, and the watch only on firm contact. 
This condition remained till about throe months ago, when I found 
that a new membrane had began to form, and this has since progressed 
Bt«««tily till now, as will be fieen, there is an almost complete resto- 
ration, a perforation the sizo of a pin-liole only remaining. The new 
formation sprang from all tho edges simultaneously, from tho periphery, 
the edges of the old membrane, and from the sides of the mannbrium ; 
ft graaually eitcnded, forming a crescent-shaped opening around the 
mannbrinm, and this closed to a circular opening, two lines in diameter. 
Just behind the lower end aC this bone. Vp to this point the new 
tnt'mlM'ane was tenso, and exactly in tho position and on tho plane of 
thu normal membrane ; from here, however, tho remaining opening 
seems to be cloeing with relaxed cicatrici.il tissue which collapses 
inwards. Tho otorrhcea entirely ceased some two months since. 

Examination now shows a firm tense membrane occapying the posi- 
tion of tbe normal membrana tympani ; at tho upper anterior portion 
tho projecting end of (he small procoss of the hammer is scon, but the 
mnnubriiim is concealed in tbe swollen membrane. Tho periphery of 
th(- membrane is grey, as in a thickeDed membrana tympani, while the 
ttKHuc more recently furmed and sorronndiog tho small perforation ia 
still swollen and slightly red. 

Without a microscopic examination, it is impossible to speak of the 
histological elements of this tissue, but by good illumioalion I have 
beea able to see fibres radiating from tho periphery towards tho centre 
aa they are seen in Iho normal membrane. 

The treatment adopted was cauterization of the base of tho polypua 
few timea with the solid nitrate of silver till it had been destroyed, 
ringing often cnongh to keep the ear clean, the instillations of vari- 
s astringent solutitjns, sulphate of r.inc, zinc and alum, snlpbaie of 
cupper, and the insufQ;klioii of powdered alum. During the last few 
monlha a solution of sulphate of copper, gr. y. to the ounce, was used 
with intcrmisaiona and occasionally a few drops of muriate of ammouia, 
gr. X. to the ounce, was injected through the Eustachian tube by 
iDciuiR of the catheter. 

The hearing, which had been seriooely alTectod, has greatly im- 
proved, but is still somewhat ^-ariable, probably owing to a small 
amoant of mucus occaitionally clogging the action of tbe ossicula. 
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A Wge part of the time he hears " as w«U ae ho ever did in bis U^" 
When the bouII moainiDf; perforation heals so as to exclude the oobBr 
air, this changei^ttjr will probably c«ae«. 

The disease was a marked ozampio of cbronlc ioflacnmaUan oflbe 
membrana tympani, complicated nnth catarrbsl inflnmiiialion of the 
l^mpaDam, as described and (igared by Oruber Id HIk Ohi«iihei1kunilo. 
The case is iDleresting from the very perfect rcstoralioii of the moin* 
hrano after such exumeive deatnictioo, and it is thic to which lh« 
ftttODtion of the Society is called. 

Oct. 21th. — Striclure of the (Etophoffux ; a smo// pvhnonary cavity 
»urrowided bi/ dense tissue gives riaelo a lotv-pUchedbhurinji respiration. 
— Dr. KxwBT reported the case. 

A man, 50 years of age, entered one of the surgical wards of tlie 
Oity Hospital on the 29th of Augnst lost, on account of difQcnlty in 
swallowing, much of the food being (brown back witliout reaching 
the stomacb. lie said that the difficulty had existed only three weeks. 

On (be day of bis admission, a probaog, one and a half inches in 
circumference, could not be passed with such force as it was ihoogbt 
jnstifiablo to employ. An elastic catheter was passed, however, and 
the striclnre was reported as being abont three inches below the tby> 
raid cartilage and moderately tight. 

The patient stated that, tivo years before, he bad been bitten on the 
lip by a man affected with syphilis; thatinconsMinenrebe had a sors 
on his lip of several weeks' duration, follo<Ted in a vhort time by a 
"eoro" upon the penis, swelling in the groin, "sorea" about the 
anus, Boro throat and falling of hair. 

IIo had no pain in the throat and had never spit op any bloody 
matter. In the absence of signs of aneaiism or olhtr tumor pressing 
on the «c«optingue, ttie strirtura was tboaght to bo due to cancer ur 
syphitiii, with a strong inclination to the latter diagnosis, on account 
of the preceding history. On the Slst, the boogie, one and a half 
iocbes in circumforcnco, was passed. 

On the lOlh of September he was transferred to the medical side, 
on account of severe, constant cough, which he said had existed three 
or four weeks. He could then swallow liquids, soft-boiled egg, milk 
toast and wine jelly. 

On Sept. lltb, examination of tiie chest gave me the following 
signs : — nelntivo dolnees on percussion in right clavtcDlar region. 
Considerable bronclilal element in the respiratory murmur at right 
top, front and back, perhaps not enough to be neceaaarily morbid. 
Occasional dry bronchial riles throughout chest. 

Sept. 2&th, examination revealed a marked change in the physical 
signs at the apex of tlio right lung. On pcrcnH»ion, there was tym- 
panitic resonance in clavieiilnr and subclnviciilnr regions, cnvemons 
TCKpirntion, of low pilch, and bronchoplionic voice. On the 26th, respi- 
ration wax nt timcH Htridtilous. On the 2Sth anil 29th, swallowed but 
little if any li<]nid, and note was made by Mr. Spooner, modicsl 
house officer, that " what he took seemed to pass the seat of strictare, 
but after taking ihreo mouUisful of liquid he regurgitated nearly th« 
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whole, ifnot ftll of it. IVobang paeaed down throat aa reKdil; hm iinuivI 
through the etricinre at the tipper part of the cesophagus. hut w«8 
nrrrstcd about t«n inches from the lips, measured an probaiig. Thv 
patient gradually failed, and finally Buccnmbed Oct, 3d." 

Aa csamioalioD of the body waa made by Dr. Webber, 23 hoars 
pott mortem., who reported the fullowiDg appearances ; — 

" In the ceoophagaii, about four itiehes below the epiglottis, was a 

ripoWB, cauliflower-Iiko ma»s nearly filliii(; the calibre bo ae Fcnrcdy 
allow the finger lo pass, and fully throe iuchea lortg. Aboto Uie 
main part of the growth were Heveral small nodules of the same. 

" Id the trachea, at its bifufcation, was a masa of disease half an 
inch in diameter. On right of trachea, nearly opposite apex of luog, 
was a mass of disease which involved the pleura, if not the lung. 
Neighboring glands much enlarged. Under the microscope, the 
growth appeared to be epithelial. Kigbt lung at apex very firmty 
adhireot, lung tisiiue being lorn in its removal. Cavity at apex, of 
tiio pize of a pigeon's egg. A part of cavity contained gangrenous- 
Kmelling pus. Surrounding lung tiHaue consolidated. The tissue 
around the cavity Hecnicd consolidated from inllnmmatory action. 
The apex wai finnly adherent to the morbid growth, and there was a 
nod ale of almoat cieatricial hardness ul that aput. near the btirder 
of the cavity. A section, examined microscopically, showed only in- 
flammatory products." 

Hr KNitiHT Miiid Lliat the case was particularly interesting lo him. 
u it showed that evtm u urnaU canly unih j-tyid -walh could give rise 
to » htcpilched cavenious reopiration. Dr. K. said that many good 
ftascallalors^Ienlcd atlugi^lher that thitt low-pitchc-d blowing renpira- 
tJori, which was nothing like (he bruticiiial, and which conld only b«> 
t^nfounded with tliu nonniil veoicnlar inurnittr. waa indicative uf a 
cavity. It in admitted, howi-vcr, by U'alnh, Flint and DaCoKta, and 
KD appr(A:iation of it in implied in Itnrth and Rugi-r. 

Dr. Jacksok and Dr. Wki>»kh were of the opinion thut the lung dis> 
ease was not uf the same nature aa that in the nottophagus.

These six cases are, eo far ae I am aware, the only om-K in vhich an 
ophthsImoBL-opic esantination has been made. Of the«e, Uie three 
CUHPH of Or. i'raenbcl are tJic most interesting, aint-o in Ihem Iho 
diagnosis was only made certain by means of the ophttialinnscojie, ia 
the first six days, in the second nine days, and in the third twn moDtha 
before death. Tin- oilier tiiree cases were corredly diajrnostieatwl 
before ophthnlmniwopie esimnii nation. In five of the »ix eases the 
diagnosis vfoa veritied by uutu|Wy. In tho eecond ca»tt of Dr. Fraenkel 
!!(> iintopsy wan allowed. 

Meanwiiile Ctdmheini, in thn tf^n montlig following hia fintt pabli^bed 
acrioH of sewn ca-He^, luul exiunined eleven otliers, and all Willi ibe 
aainc resnlt, i. /r., tulien'leit werr^ fonml in the choroid in ot>e or bolh 
ey^H. In nil thc»<r (ra-ieM the rntliiiry deposit was found iu a largfl 
niunWr of organs, uml all, witii one execplion, were ueute iu tlieir 
course. Oohuheim, moreover, examined thi- ohoroid iu a large oiuaber 
of other cum-s, <-H|ii'<-'ially of localizt'd tub<'n;iilot>is of tho tunga and 
intestine, and found it invariably fit^e from tuliercti-H. 

With the niii'roneope the lul>erclex «n* tven to eimsist of a rounded 
heap of lyriiiihoid cells. They rauKe atrophy of the uonnal choroidal 
tJ8i<ues locally, and after reaching a certain aize undergo caseooa de> 
gener,tUon. comnieueing at the centre. While tttill small they an 
situated in the inner layers of the choroid, close to the limiting mem* 
braoe. and as they increams give rise to a projection of this before ex- 
tending to the posterior layers, but never cause its rupture. Tbl^ 
larger ones may exti-nd to tliv whole thickneas of the choroid, and even 
cause a deprfusion in the sclerotica. The pigment epithelium over 
the granules becomes gradually atrophied, commencing at the centre. 
The retina is simply piishi^l forward as the lobercles increase in aixe. 

The <iphthnlniiisciipic a])pear:itie<'9i an? characteristic, and have bc«i 
well deserilie'il by tJraffe. Gn'yirOi white patches, round, or very 
neaHy (■(>, gntitually shading off at the edgtrs into the normal color of 
tlx' fundus ; tite larger ones slightly elevate«l. and perhaps presenting 
a yellowish white opaque appearance at tlie centre or throughout, a 
result of caaeouB degem-ration. This last characteristic was distinctly 
visible in one of Fracnkel's caws. Kound, whttinh put^^'hes may occur 
in some forms of choruidilis disseminata, but tlivM- usually only ro- 
tatu this shape white ijuite ■mntl, and soon acquire an im'gular conp 
tour from the ctmfluence of two or more tieighlmring deposits. In 
these, moreover, the wldlish eotoration nirer gradually shades off 
from the centnt to the cireumfen?uee, Imt either their aurfaci- presenta 
an irregiilnr iucrt-ase and diminution of pignn-tit, or there is an increaM 
of pigment at the edges. The tubereted may occur in any [inrt of tbo 
choroid, but id every cam* thus far exaoiiucd, whenever only a few

She wa.H itntuedialel.v removed tu her rbam- 
ber, aiid 1 wuc cteut for. ArHviu); at her hotiste in a rerr short time, 
I fnuiid her ill bed, literally blanched by tlie lusa of bhxid, gasping 
fur brt-iitli, and her pulse scarcely perceptible. Upon raisiufr the itei- 
cluthM, tite htemorriiage was found to be extreme, lulroduciuf; my 
Gn^T into the va|]fina, the os was felt to have scarcely couuueuced 
dilatation ; the extrouity only of tlte fin^r could be passed into iL 
1 immediately seut for ergot, and felt 1 must act at once if ray patieal 
wa.t to be saved ; tlie tampon fteemed out of the question, as the Utile 
additional blood which would inevitably be lost previous to its betujp 
chicked hy this method miKht destroy her. Accordinj^y, while stima- 
tiuitit n-(-re being administered, i eudearoied to dilate the os ; and 
by cottMiderable continued etfort was enabled to pass my finf;er into 
it, and to separate the placenta. Upon obtaining Oie er^t. baU of a 
dmi-hni of the powder was exhibited in infuaton. Almost ioimediatd} 
uSii't tlie placenta was delivered, tiie bleeding lessened, and soon en- 
tirely ccwsed. and with its cessation my patient began to rally and aj 
ti-arri to dimuuah. In the course of half an hour ergotiiie pains cob- 
iiifiiccd and continued quite active for some time, when, havinp ccaaed, 
and tlie os beinj; now sufficiently dilated, tbe forceps were applied and 
the child readily delivered. No untoward tiyiDptom Buper^coed after 
delivery, and the lady was as well at the expiration of a fortnight aa 
slie Itatt been at the same period in previous contiDemests. 

I have not reported this case as a rare one, bat to eocoange any of 
my bretliren who may find hintself similarly situated. 

n.^^Hirniorrhagc /rom Hxtplure uf Ihe BtfMen. — In most cases the 
hymen is ruptured witli but little pain and trifiing hsmorrhagc. Gut 
lard Thomas, iu his essay on this organ, observes that tbe only case W 
had seen recorded of profuse bleeding at the time of sexual inlo* 
covnw was that of Devillicr, whose eorgical aid had to be employid 
to check it. 

Several yeara since I reported to this Society a case which fell under 
my own observation. 

Iu this case 1 was Hummonvd before daybreak to Ti«t a lady at aa* 
of our hotels. I found her vcr^- pallid and exceedingly alarmed, f^hv 
had been m.irrioil n few liount bi-fon- and was now blanched by a profuse 
h>emorTh3|^> from tin- vcjiwln of a ruptured hymen. Dnrinfr tht past 
week, 1 was calli-d to a iircond ciiw of this lii-'-criptioD. A vigt>ruus 
sea-captain, wbv had been manned four iiiglits previously, was iu great 
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distreoN at tlM> condition of biH younsf wife, who hod bl«d more or 
le^A prolusely from thi> vaginn cncli night since hor marri&gc, and the 
bteedinff coutiniiing np tu thv evening of tlie lifUi day, lie conid no 
ioni^r delay anking fur uedical advice. Tlie wife w&h exceedkDely 
prostrated, Dot boing itbic to move in lier bod ; her piiUe was very Se- 
ttle, and tihe \raa contitantJy (kinting — her bedclotheii saturated with 
blood. 

From oonTcrMatiori nith Uie Imebaud. I vnm fmtinfied the leaion waa 
produced by no wlielit iUm pro portion of tho geiijtxtl oralis. 

1 have n>1ati>d thtH ciwi? imt merely on account of its iufreiinency, 
bot of i^H importuiice in a uit-dico- legal point of view — proving tliat 
BeHoua if not IbIaI biemorrhagc may occur from ttiis organ without any 
eiimioal intent liATing existed. 

ill. — Inconlinitnce of Urinir. — In the Dublin Quar. Journal for 
Fcbraary la^, Sir Domtnic Corriian proposed a new treatment for in- 
coDtinenco of urine — which consisted lo the application of collodion— 
o considering "that the escape of tho urine is owing to want of appo- 
jtion in the sides of the canal of the urethra, or to a feeble state of 
circular fibres which are supposed to constitnte the sphincter of the 
k of the bladder." He recommends that "while the prepuce slightly 
curved op is held with the left hand, the little cup thus formed by the 
extremity of tho prepuce he smeared over with collodion by menus of 
a small camel's bair pencil. Almost as fast as applied, tho collodion 
eolidifies. In contracting it draws closely together the edges of tho 
prepuce, and thus tlie exit for the escaping urine is closed." He also 
advises that the lower portion of the body should be gently raised to 
Ml mcliDcd plane from hips lo feet, so as to ^ow the urine in the blad- 
der to gravitate towards iti^ fundus. 

Soon after reading his article, a coef^ of incontinence fatting under 
my care, and being often disappointed in tho methods usually practised, 
I determined to pursue tho above mentioned course. 

Th« boy. aged T( years, had suffered ttincc infancy from tlus infirmi^. 
Tie had tried various remedies utider the directionn of different phyei- 
ctans, without any material benefit. At my suggostion the moUier 
applied tliia collodion — and with immediate relief — not perfect at first, 
but in a few nights the entire night was piwMcd without a drop of urina 
pSMting. At tnc end of three weeks tli<- mother told mc he had passed 
line or two night« without any discomfort, althongh the application 
faoil been omitted. In a idiOTt time tlic incoulinerKre ri'turneil, and I 
learned tJie r<tiiie<lT had lort it* effect. Upou inquiry T wiim told a 
•ecood bottle of collodion was trii^d now, leaa adlietiive. 1 advised the 
procuring some similar to that first employed. ThiM won found very 
aOOQ to anawer tlie purpom>. When lant heard from, the bny waa 
•till exempt from hitt trouble while he used tliia remedy, ondfrequontlj 
without it. 

You perceive this iit only a single case; and were it an origi- 
nal observation 1 might he ridiculed for reporting it, but as cor^ 
roborating othen alri»dy published, it may not be considered 
wvftlae]«ss.

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Thf^rp ia no donbt that Prof. Simpmn dkl a rast deal to call attentiou 
to (hix mod« of practice ; and that the aoparatjon of the placenta (pai^ 
tUI orcompMe) in " unavoidable hMNOcrlwca " has met witb a good 
share of succ«M( in the banda of othore. That, how<^-or, it would 
have iMMscd into oblivion, eavc for the cflbrti! of Prof. SimpeoOr wp are 
Hardly warraiitod in attaumiag ; siiicv Radford, it is claimod, had preri- 
ouely adopted it, and advocated it on thu baai« of clutical cxpcrivnce; 
having porbaptt Wen led to it through the po8«es»ion of Kinder Wood'* 
MS. oo the subject, which Radford afterwarils publi«bcd, among oUwir 
writings of bin jircdecvsaor. 

It ua; not bo ainitw to mention here that th« rationale of the pro* 
auction of the bwmorrbago in placental presentation, aa set forth hj 
l>r. Robert Banitis, in hi« recent wvrk, in qnlto different from tie theo* 
^of Lrvrel, Rawlina, and Hamilton, wbtcb wn.t adopti^d by Kinder 
"ood, liadfiinl, and Simp«on. Dr. Barnes fiirtbrr bidievc.i that tho 
ttthre Heparation uf the placenta priovia ia not alwayt* neciMmary to the 
arrest of hramorrhuge ; that it ie not always (easihle without the intro- 
daction of the entire band ; and that it has not alwaya b^en accom- 
pliab«d by thoac who have (in good liutb) alleged instancev of ita per- 
nimtance digilaUif by tli«niwlve». 

Dbc. \2th,~ iiammned Heart ; C(mgenUaJ.-~DT. CorttKO T«port«d 
the cajie, and Dr. hwxs ithowed tbo apccimen. The child lived to be 
eighteen months old ; was alwaya feeble, aometimes discolored quite 
blue, and troubled willi dy«pnwa id paroxysms amounting occaaionally 
almost to convuliiioui; it wna cedcmatoua towards the last; its ex- 
preasion was very Had, a Kmilc actdoni Ufchtin^ up its countonaoco. 

Dr. SwAS ffave the following account of the autopt^ : 
_ Body tolerably well nowriftlicd. Slight redness of lower portion of 
right side of face, ami marked lividity beneath the finger-nails ; no ex- 
t«rusl defects in devclo|iin<rnt. No marked, if any. cedema of lower 
extremities. A small amount of seitim in ail the serous cavities of 
chest and abdomen. 

Heart large and roundtsl in its anterior aspect ; somewhat flattened 
antero-postoriorly ; coutiiiiUiig mainly mf a ^'really enlargfld right von- 
tricle. greatest diameter three inches ; the left ventricle exiatiog as an 
entirely posterior and Homewhat excentrically placed mu9cnlar tumor 
or elevation, wilb a diameter of uno and a half inrhmi, and forming 
DO part of the rounded indisdinct apex. Wall of right ventricle more 
than twice the thickness of that of left, and its fleshy columns propor- 
tionally larger and stronger. 

Bight ventricle. Four openings at upper part, Fir*t, anteriorly, 
that of tho pulmonary artery. This artery is small and thin-wollodf 
md communicates by its own branchos with the lunga, entering each 
by a triple division. It does not at any point cpmmunieate with the 
•orta. At its root the oriJlce is two-thirds or three-fourths closed by a 
membranous pouch or diaphragm, single in appearance, and little if 
at all valvular in action, probably representing two semilunea ; whole 
diameter of pulmonary artery at orifice, one-quarter of an inch. The 
*econd, moat posterior orifice, is that of tbc tricuspid valve. This com- 
■Wkates with the right auricle, and ba« a diameter of three-quarters 
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of an incb. lU ddicate Talvea appear to be perfect. The (WrJ op«»- 
iae is that of the aorta, utuated posteriort; and to the right of th* 
pnh&onaiy oriBce. It has a diameter of fivtM-ightlis uf an inch, ana 
Its valTes are normal. The brancbea and coininuDications of tbc aorta 
aside from its abnormal oripn. are nonnal, if ^ft except oae doubtfrn) 
minnte opening at the «(« proper for tbc dactaa arteriosnB, bclonKing 
to a vessel cutoff close to ita root, corresponding to wbicb oothiiig 
could be found in the pulmonary artery. Tbc ionrth opening is ia* 
terrentncular and about one-qnaner of an inch in arerafi^ dluBder. 
It is somewhat irregular in shape, is on a level with, between and \» 
the left of those of the pulmonary artery and tricuspid orificv. aid 
Splits the upper extremity of a strong ocsby column in a soii»ewh&t 
valrular manner. 

Tho small cai-ily of the left \ entiicle has two openin|:a ; the intef 
ventricular just montioned, which purstics, bo to speak, an upward and 
forward direction towards, and upon the prnlonzed axis of, the tr«»- 
posed aortic orifico and aorta ; and the mitral, wbich is aoiall — harins 
a diameter of about a quarter of an inch — opens from the small leA 
anricle and is guarded by delicate, aormal'looUng and appatentlj 
cSkient valves. 

The rigbt auricle is largo, and occopies a tight and posterior 
tion. On its posterior aspect are two large openings for the 
cavm (the veins having bcwn cat away), about an inch apart, on ' 
the same horizontal Ie%-el and on u vertical line with the right and left 
limits of the left ventrietr. This auricle communicates with the right 
ventriete by the tricuspid oriJicc, with the l<yft auricle by the forauen 
ovale, and receives freely the ri^t pulmonary veins. 

"Vtie luft anricle, by iar the Kuiallcr and thinner- walled, has a posi- 
tion as far posterior as that of the right, but it lies under and to Ihs 
left of the latter, extending again anteriorly upwards to rrrc-ive the 
left pulmonary veins. The foramen ovale is a vertical slit quarter of 
an inch long, guarded by a thtu but ample flap with crescentic EaaripD 
and posterior positioD, upon the side of the right auricle. 

The comparatively large development of the whole right side of the 
heart shows in itself where the work was mainly carried on. Tracug 
the coarse of the circulation in detail leads to the same concludoB. 
All the inlets may properiy be said to terminate in the right veiitride, 
all tlie outlets to proccwd from that ventricle. They are facta of secon- 
dary iniportanco to the circulation that the auricles each drwued its 
lung, and that there may or may not have been ioter-auricnlar traoft- 
mission. In any case, all the systemic and all the pulmonary blood 
must have come to the right ventricle and thenco, in a more o^\^m 
mixed condition, have been returned to the two systems — ^too good 
for the lungs, too poor for the lK>dy, but in limited qnaatHy to ths 
former and in abundance to the latter. Tho history of the case aloo* 
is indicative of defective and difficult circulation. The dn>psiee " 
tlw serous sacs and the rather large heart point in the same diredao 

The causes may reasonably be considered as, Ist, tho stenoida of 
pulmonaiy artery ; 2dly, tho mixed character of the blood, by which 
most have been imperfectly adapted either to the parposes of nutritlc 
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or healthy pnlmonic or other function. In accordance with cetliin 
rec«nt belief, snch blood must have been everywhere more or leas 
fanped«d in its course through the minate arteries, whoM muocnlar 
jralli, under the intoUifi^nt guidaitco of the vaeo-inotor D^rvea, regn- 
>t«, liko " stop^'ochs," the proper aapply of blood for each part, 
Lnng« healthy, rather dry ; when inSated, quite li(;ht colored. Liver 
rgv, bul perhaps not beyond the proportionate sixe at this age. 
Spleen large. Its anterior edge was by vertical fissure converted 
into m peD(^t digital process. Sm&U stiperaumerary spleen. Kidneys 
itge. showing traces of lobulation. 



Dec, iSth. — Na»o-pharyngeal Potifpu^s removed bif lurning down the

wa« drawn up by Mr. Blodgett. surgical house-pupil at the Maasa- 
cbuHctts General Hospital. 

B. F., bom in Ireland, aged 40 years; by occupation, bootmaker. 
Twenty years ago came to America, and had boen perfectly well pre- 
vioQR to that time. Twelve years apo began to be troubled by naaa] 
polypi, which were operated upon at various limes by evulsion through 
the nares, the last time eighteen months ago. 

There was a growth among the bones of the face, which, starting 
from an obscure origin, had permeatod every available part of the 
cavity of the nose, appearing in both anterior na«al orifices and hang- 
ing into the pharynx. Respiration was impossible tlirough the DOse, 
and speech was veiy much obstructed 

A probo may bo passed into anterior nates, and carefully nnder the 
growth into the pharynx, and by manipulation may bo made to raucl«- 
Ate it from some of the immediate partx. 

The right side of the nose was pressed outward by the tumor, at 
nbout its middle, giving it a crooked and angular appearance. It was 
not inflamed nor swollen. The tumor appeared at tho upper and inner 
part of the right orbit, whore it projected in the space normally occu- 
pied by tho eye, that organ being crowdi-d outward and a little 
downward, so as to causo ita palpcbml nnnning tn hare a direction 
Dearly obliquely upwards and outward*. The pofition of the tumor 
wemed to sliow that its point of entrance into tnc orbit was from tho 
ethmoid bone. Tho normal relative ajtia vfthe eyn wa« destroyed, 
^wroducing divergent strabismus.

I into the orbit, which, upon being incised, gave exit to quite a coosido-

then continued down the side of the nose as far aa the lower border of 
the oaso-maxillnry suture, .\nothcr incision waa carried from tlie 
origin of the first to a corresponding point on the other aide of the 
nose, so as to have rudely Uie form of f[, tho apex being the part over 
oaaft-frontal sutnro.

tbe blood to ran out of hie moatfa. After a Aott line be was better 
tod the operatkni wae leaamed, b<tt atmom i— aMiiely f atJaat cholwd 
•ad ceaaed to bteatbe. Ea niie of tbe T ig oto — el b rta cj'thoae aiownd 
to aatist ivaptratton. Dr. Cabot ptrfw ed tiaahnaH—j 'by an iueii jea 
extending trvm abuiit ti>e McoBd to tbe iftb ti a tb eiil rii^. aad a silKi 
tncbeotomj tabe was taaerted aad beld by tbe laaetK. There wa« no 
attempt at respiration. Tbe tracbea was fiA of dark Uood, wbicb 
alowly welled np from tbe lower p«n of Ae iacirioB and tbinagb tbe 
tube. Artificial respirattoo was u one* etaited, which at firaty 
caused the espuleioD of a mass of blood at eairb expiratory 
but after some minutes patient flkade aa avideat gas{MaKaA>Tt, 
a few minates more really inspired ifcllNiek ike tabe. llo aooo 
very strong eniiatory offorta, aad tkrew oat a large amotrnt of 
Uood and coapua. 

Up was now laid straight, wrtb feet derated aod bead dc[ 
All tfac purtions of the tomor were lexaored with aoieBore, f( 
&c., and fcvat pains were taken to lenore all tbe dis e ase from ever; 
part of tbe nasal carity, epbcBoadal eells and orint. Tbe pulse was 
now very weak, and, at abont every fifih beat, H iotennittcd for abeoi 
tbe time occupied by tbree beats. 

Ammonia, largely diluted, was givea, patient swallowinff it. His 
condition was not much improved by tkis, aad aAer aboot fuieen min- 
utes an ounce of braady was qgeeMd iMo ibe rectum. This was 
followed by hardly any impToraMeat of •japtoms, tbe patient being 
cold and his fingen lirid ; his ckia was oorend by danuny perapii» 
tion. A hair hour after (3, P.U.), amtbee tnjfeetMHi of brandy was 
ffiren and patient removed to ward. Pntaa W. intermittent, weak. 
At 4. P.M.. tuh<^ removed from tr«cbea and incisioo sewed up. Soma 
infiltrttjon of cellular tissue with air. Pnlse GO, stronger. 10.30, P.M. 
—Pulse 80, Ktroii!- «nd rceular. 

Nor. 27Ui.— Doing nicely. Pulse 100, strong. Uqoid diet. 

SOtb,— Doing wrll. Acid, carbolic, to wound.

The paticiit WM ft ecntlcmnn, 81 ^cars old, whosq, g«iicral li«altb 
bad alwaj-» bevn good, though he had bocn snbjcct to occMioDnl utr 
toclu of cliolCTK morbus In summer, and for many years had Taricosfl 
reicB of the Ivgs. In 1848, he had a severe attark of pain in the right 
hypochondriuin. with all tbo other syiDptomu of the pussagt^ of gall 
stones, including jaundice, and followed hy some tenderness in tint 
region of th« hver. For several ^ears he hnd been troubled with frc-

i« last few months he bad an iugiitnal hrrnia of the right sidii, whkh 
was easily ki-pt up by a truss. l)ec. airt, being a« well as uswid, ho 
dined out. The next day, which was extremely ooid, ho drove down 
town, and 8)>ent Home houn in his ofliicc, when h« was attacked witli 
severe pain in the left Sank. There was much tenderness in n spot 
jiiat over the ore«t of tite ilium ; a littlu vomiting ; pnUe not over UO ; 
no rigor. The pain waa mnde endurable by Mmidl iltiscs of morphia, 
il^ected under tlie nkin, and no change took place in tlie nymptoms, 
except that he xtowly Kank, und died iii S6 liours from the Crat attack. 
There were no eiyniptomtt referublt.- to the heniin. 

At the autopity, the Iar)j:e intcHtine was greatly distended with gas. 
At the b^t^inumg of the xigniiiid flexure of the colon, for a length of 
about li inches, the peritoneal surface was of a dark red or chocolate 
color, and covered with small flakes of recent lymph. The greater 
portion of the corre.^pondiug mucous coat was covered with large 
patches of » dark gray, or blackish color, apparently resulting from a 
new ibmative process in the mucous membrane itself. Other parts 
were covered with a thin blackish pellicle, which could be removed 
in a layer in some places, while in others it was so firmly attached as 
to resemble tJ>c disorganized mncous membrane itself, from which it 
floated np in wat«r, as a kind of slough. Considerable healthy mucous 
membrane was still to be seen. There was no obstruction of the 
intt-stine. Elsewhere, the poritonoum covering the inlestioe was in 
places redder than usual, but not covered witli lymph. The bladder 
was oeariy empty, small, the walls thick, and tiie lining membrane 
corrug'atod. The prostate was not Urge, and projected bat slightlj 
into the bladder, the orifice of the urethra being targe anougb to 
admit the finger. The gall-bladder was cverywhoro adherent to the 
liver, and contained several hundred calculi, of which fire were as large 
■8 filberts, and the rest varied from th<? size of a pea to that of a small 
•hot. The kidneys appeared healthy, with the exception of a small 
cyst in each.

Earlier Pkifiikal Siipis in Phlkiii*. — Dr. Kxienr Knid tliat tlie inre^ 
tigatioua and iheurieu uf Nivnieyer hud caucied tliu question of the 
earlier physical si^ns of phthisigt to be renewed. It hut* been urged 
against N'iemeyer's viewM, that the earlier physical sigii-i show the 
existence of some deposit or oonsoHdatiun, whereatt, if him tUeories 
are correct, we should g:et the physical aigus of bronchitis, and Dr. 
Knight thought that such was the case, lie had seen cases in whicll 
the drat sign noticed was a dry rAlo at the apex, followed, after a 
short time, by moist riles, but without any change in percussion or in 
tiie respiratory murmur. Then in six mouthe some signs of consolida- 
tion would appear. 

Dr. Klus agreed with Dr. Knight that the Grst physical signs of 
phthisis noticed, might bo those of bronchitis, and not of coDBotid»' 
tion. 
Dr. Mixor said that the question of the correctness of Nicmeyer's 
HTtcwa on phthisis was a very important one, as, if bo is right, we should 
^BOTcr neglect a cold, whereas it was always been thought that a cold 
^Eanoot cause phtliisis. Tic spoke of one case in which he found no 
Pnhysieul signs until those of consolidation appeared; also uf anutlier, 
' fa which, one week after not finding any signs at all, he found con- 
solidation. 

Dr. Knight said that many phthisical patients did date their trouble 
^^b«ck to an ordinary cold. 

^P Aiarming Si/mvloma foUoiving the umb of Chloral. — Dr. Misor report- 
ed the case. A lady who had for many years been a great sufferer 
from severe headaches, neuralgic pains, and other troubles, had de- 
rived great relief from an occasional dose of chloral, at bed-time. Oa 
one occasion, while suffering severely from a wbitlow, she took forty- 
five grains of the medicine, in three doses, She slept nearly 72 hours, 
very quietly, waking occasionally to take food. At the end of this 
e, she awoke, sonwwhat prostrated, and occasionally delirious. She 
icn took anolhor dose of filU-en grains, at bed-time, and probably an> 
other in the course of tbo night. The next morning she waa found 
the nurse, who slept in the same room with her, in a state of «x> 
mc prostration, hardly able to speak, and witli cold exlrenuties. 
lO pulso was voir feeble, slow and int«ruiiltent, and the patient

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coomed to be in an ■larminfr condition. Stimulants wcro froHj giTcn, 
and ibc patient rallied and recovered. 

Dr. lioDoEs said that he had a patient who had lakoo S$0 gniui 
of Moraon's chloral in ten hours without any bad cfibcts. 

Dr. WstTE spoke of an eruption, of an eczcinatous natiirs, wtuA 
he had observed in two or three caaea, irhere the pnlitTitu were tak- 
ing chloral, which disappeared when the chloral was ^t^ppe^l, uidn- 
tumed on its being again resnnied.

The aortic valvew were almost wholly covered and replaced by an 
irrrgular maM of old vegetations, firm and dense, projecting into 
tite Utnicn of the vcosnl m one or two lines. No recent ante-mofteta 
coaguU found n]>on any of these vegetatioiM. 

Left aurictilar appendix contained a gtobalar thrombus, softened In 
the centre, ao that a complete canty was fonned, large eaongb to 
contain a gooseberry. Tbs walls of the aiiiicl« wwa ^nite smooth, 
opaque and litm 
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Id left ventfide ww & Urge mam of recent coagulated blood, darldy 
colored and Triable. 

In riffht auricle a niinilar globular throrabua was foand in the appen- 
dix, as in the led A»d«, while between tlie trabeculsB were red, IHable^ 
decolorized tbrombi. 

In right pleural cavity were three pints of a yellow, aligbtly opaque 
fluid, containing a trifling amount of coagulated fibrin. The lung 
free from adhesionn, (-xc(?pt al the inner aspect, where several adhe- 
■iona to the pericnnlium liud taken place. 

Th« left pleural cavity contained but tittle flui<) ; several old adhe- 
sions at apex, and many al base, anterior and lateral portions. 

Kight lung eouiewliat compressed. On the anterior border were 
seen dark blue nodiilea, of the sixe of filberts, a dozen in number, at 
times in close proximity to one another, and again al some distance 
apart. These were <(uile dense. On compression of the lung, similar 
ni:>dul<:6 could be ft-lt. On section, these nodules were found some- 
what rough, relatively free from moisture, clearly defined, and appar- 
ently represented throe or four lobules. 

Ono of these nodules was of tlie size of a walnut, and had a distinct 
yellowish- white bonier, slightly elevated, a line in thickness ; to the 
outside of this the lung (issue was reddened and infiltrated. The 
learal sarface showed a similar line of demarcation, the membrane 

ing smooth and aliining, except in the immediate vicinity of the line 
Ispokcn of where it was thickened, reddened, and somewhat roughened, 

A fortunate section enabled me to see the branch of the pulmonary 
artery running into tlie nodule. It was of the size of a watch-key 
■baft, and bifurcated just as it entered the nodule, and was filled by a 
decolorized. 6rm, adherent embolus, an inch in length. Similar emboli, 
with Kcondary thrombosis, were found in vesaela of the pulmonary 
•rtcry leading to other nodules (specimen in Warren Anatomical Mu- 
seum), and one embolus, half an inch in length, was found obstruct- 
ing, though not completely, a vessel three lines in diameter. 

At the apex of the left long, a cicatricial depression was found, be- 
neath which was a deitse, reddish-yellow mass, the si^e of a pea, 
which was surrounded by a layer of dense fibrous tissue. Recent 
infarcts were also foimd ill tills lung. Both lungs were quite firm and 
homogeneous, of an iron-rust color. On pressure, a yellowish fluid, 
cmtnining but little air, exuded from the alveoli, and a reddish-yellow 
fluid filled with air-bubbles from the bronchi. 

The Bb<lominal cavity contained tweoty-foor ounces of a yellow, 
•lightly ttirbid, serum, no evidonces of recent inflammation. 

The liver was depressed to such an extent that the lower edge wa» 
only an inch above the umbilicus. 

The spleen, somewhat enlarged, was adherent, ,)ast below the middle 
of the anterior edge, to the inner aspect of the abdominal cicatrix 
rioujtty spoken of. Un separating the adhesion, a dense mass of 

intract«d cicatricial tissue was scon nn inch in length. This was at 

e basfi of a depression onv-half inch in depth ; the spleen at this 
]Wrt was puckered, and tbo anterior i-dgc rotated inwards towards the 
•totnicb. At the superior border of tbe spleen a Bnudler eoperficial 
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scar wa» soen. At the base of the oi^an, a larpe elpvat^ nodulf, Hi 
eiec of A ho»c<cUeHtiiul, over wliicti tbo capsule was tbkkeocd . 
roddoncd. 

On 8i?«tioa this nodule waa found to be of a yellowish- white homa 
eetipuus appearance, veiy dense and aharply dcliocd by the reliitivel| 
Realtliy jiart of the orpan. Id other paria of tho splrvn v/erc wbo 
nodules, tho sine of currants, some wedgo-ehapcd, with a «imilar yni 
lowish'wiiile appearance. Tho entire organ was quito dcnxi;. 

Tho kidneys were increased io size, fimi. Tbo citpsulc wit4 detacli 
with ease, the cortical portion eomcwhat enlar^d, gray nod >i|>a/iitc| 
ttiv convoluted tnbules not clearly defined, ibc Mnlpigliian corpunvlir 
not to be recopitised.

On making thin ceetioni* and approaching 
lie cuntrum ovale, tlii^ white sub»tauo<* of (he posterior and anterior 
ulxtN followintr the ooiirae of the lateral ventricles was of a pinkish 
ne, entirely dilTi-renl from the normal stppearance, the puiicta vasculosa 
lot being particularly well marked. The change of color wan most 
uked in the left hemisphere. On approaching the centrum ovale, 
[the anterior part of the left homisphcro became yellowish and soil, 
these characters increasing gradually downwards. Below the anterior 
:Oma of the left lateral ventricle, and resting on the base of the Mkull 
Just behind the orbit, was a tumor three fourths of an inch deep and 
over an inch long, extcmnlly grayish, and resembling the gray sub- 
stance of the brain. Internally it was yellowish in color and qiJtu 
firm. The bono beneatli the tumor was eroded. The tumor pressed 
on tbo lower stirfiice of the anterior lobe. The cerebral substance fii 
which the tumor wan imbedded waa so ditHnciit as to make it impossible 
to harden it Kullicii'titly tn enable tlur Npecimen to be shown in silu. 
The microiu^djtiuul examination wn» mndv by Dr. Wcbbor, who rc< 
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ported that the tamor consisted eirtirclj of small round cclU, wliick 
were nucleated, the nuclei being very muuI, and containing one or t«ro 
granules in their centres. There was a very little fibr-jus tisaue n^ 
mag through the mass. The contra of tlw tumor hod partially iw- 
dergon« degeneration. 

The second case that 1 hav« to report was one of fibro-glioma, occui' 
ring in a young girl 19 years old. Mary S. waa admitted to tlie hospi- 
tal on the 2d day of Jannary. and died on the 1 1th day of Febraaty. 
She knew nothing of the family healtli hi»tory, but said ahe had 
never had any fever or other di>f<^aM-it. Prisvioueiy to her coming to 
this country in October, 188!), fixtiTn montlia ago. she was well; 
since then has never felt well. Tier cntllm^^nial function was irregular, 
and she had hrtadachc all tlie tim<- ; ut fimt it was slight, but coiialaotly 
increased. Six months ago, about tlie middle of the summer, »be began 
to eiifler from neuralgic pain in Uie riglil side of tho face, neck and 
head, and during t)io name time iibc liad froijuont sick headachea aad 
mu(;h acidity of the stomach — liie aick lieadaches being moal frequent 
and most severe about two months ago. The acidity of the stomach 
vn» perhaps the grentest cause of complunt for about ten days after 
her odaiiasion to the hospital. In September, three nr four monihs 
ago, she felt giddy, and walked as if she was drunk, and notjccd 
that she could not speak quite naturally. About tins time she aUo 
perceived a trembling of the lelV hand, felt less " life " in it, and ber 
attention was drawn to this by letting things drop. Tliere was no 
trembling in her legs, and she thought there was no diflereocc in 
eonsatioD. , Whou 1 liwt saw her the trcmulousness of the head existed, 
and the grasp wait Htn>ngi*r on the right than on the tell side. About 
the beginning of December, the right eye began to water and be painful, 
then becoming bloodshot, and an ulcer furmed on the cornea. \Vi ' 
the affection of tho eye coming on, llie neuralgia of the right sido 
the bead diminished fur a while. There was alau frequent regurgitoti' 
through the nose, especially when vomiting. 

WbcQ the patient was admitted, there was a pcr^iintent blushing of 
the skin, with a congestion of mucous membrane of fauces, saggestive 
of scarlet fever. There was some facial paralysis of right side. Tito 
right eye nearly destroyed. According to report of Dr. Wadsworth.

|^_ In these casea this incomplete parnlysia on the aame aide aa the 
^Hditwaee cannot bo due to an alteration of conductora aervjng to volun- 
l^'Lirj- motion and paaaiug by thcso parts, as if we should attribute it 
to tliat cause we inURt suppose that there arc fibres or conductum of 
Toluntary motion which do not decusttatc in the medullii or cord, 
vhicb HupiidKitiiin would bo contrary to all tlit* tcachingH of anatomy 
and pbynology. 

Id diaeaae deeply altering; a lateral half of the pona, the paralyaia 

fia confined entirely to the iiidi; oppoHito to the one on wbicli the diaeaae 
«xi8ts, which provea concluHivoly that all the ilbrea do decusaata 
below the pons, and aa the reatifurm bodies or tlio crura cerebelli do 
not contain any fibrea of voluntary motion, we cannot admit tlie oxist- 
encf! of any libres of voluntary motion that do not decussate below tho 
level of tlll^ disease. What this incomplete pnralyiiis on the itumc aide 
ma Uie diswase is duo to, is still a mattt^r of divcuntton. 

Dr. Brown-Sequard places it in the cliun of reflex paralyses, in 
wliich irritittion at ono point of the nervourt nyHlcui produces aymp- 
j, toms at anotlier. The most common luatnacea of this reflex paralyaia 
^■•re found iu cases where the irritation itt due to worms, dyaeotery, or 
I^Mbcr diaturbancea of tho iiitoalinal canal. 

r In Dr. BrowD-S^quard'a opinion, actual, organic disease m.ay be due 

^_ to a reficx action, but an evident organic chango is not essential for 
^■llie pn>duction of a roSes paralysis.

Dr. KiojB spoke of cases of diseaso of tlie kidneys, where pereietcnt 
nan^ea and voniiling bad been the only eymplonia of dUcaso. 

Dr. J. B. S. Jacs^ox a«ked if there had bi-en no acute iiiSainmation 
in Dr. Oliver's caso to wlikh the rigors miglit be referred. He spoke 
of the case of nn rldfrly gcTitlemiin who hod such mnrked rigors tlial 
it was Bupp'iNoii t!i :• till ].ntirnt iiail intermittent fever; it was found, 
however, tliat ihiv <,<,':< dm: to lui intlumniution uboiit the neck of Um 
bladder. 

Dr. Oi.ivrti stiitod that at lifHt bf. hail aiippntti^d Ibc ri^)ni tn Iw dne 
to Ml (>rvi>ipi:lut<jus attack, bitt tlicy ]>critit(tod after the L-rynipc-laH hod 
diMpp^un-d. 

Dr. John UouaNs said that the mauy caseA of disease of the kidncjit 
preaentiog anomalous symptom.^, reitiiriiled hira of a ease tlial wait 
■opposed to bo acute yelluw atrophy of the liver. There had boeii 
macb vomiting ; towards the end, blood. At the autopsy, the kidneys 
were found to be granular. 



March 13th. ~/'n'ol Itriijht't Diffore, wiih pecutior Sj/mplvnt. 
Dr. Aiiiiot n^ported the cwtc. 

The putii-iit was a younff man, not far fnim 30 yoarti of age, who 
BpplW to Dr. Abbot on the IStli of January last, no account of 
nymplonis from which he had been suffering since the 14th of tiiat 
'month. The patient ascribed them to driuking a few glasses of sherry 
I during the evening of that day. On the following morning ho vouittid 
on rising, and tho same symptom had recurred each morning op to 
thv date of »pplicftt!oD, RCcompaniod by n iK-ntislcnt pnin in the leli 
trtnptc, di-ncii;iit iipptttite and impitinMl «i^nt nf itio ri^it i-yc. The 
wight of IhiN (!y(! WIL1 HO much impuin^tt Ih.-it hn found it ilidicultli) rcud 
any except th« lar^^nt prirjl with it; and on two (in^^rs biding hold 
up before him he said he could distinj^uirth lliom. but only saw the 
j upper half of tlieni dindy; the pupil acted naturally, and there wan 
'no abnormal appc.ir.tnce about tho eye to a common examination, 
nor any unusiiiil sensation in it ; the sight of the left eye vtnn not affect- 
ed. As the ciipic seemed to be ouc ■>)' somcwhjit pi'i-ulinr ui-urulgic af- 
fection, sulnhiiti.' of <iuiiiin(> w.iss pro^i'ritied. So rirlief liavint; been 
eipcrtcnred fnun thiK, three diiyii nftet five graliiH <if blno pill wcru 
given at bedtime, to be lullowedby aSeidlilK pnwdertbc next nicrning. 
I)n the iifxt day Dr. Abbot was sent for to visit the patient at hia 
own bouse, and found him suffering eslremcly frosn the pain in hia 

[left temple, and a continuance of tho vomiting; the dimness of vision 
was increasing. Un the next day the pain in the temple amounted 
to agony, having prevented sleep on the previons night. Dimness of 
Tteion was beginning in the left eye. I'ulsc quick, jerking, of mode- 
rate fidncfis; nothing abnormal about tho appi-nnince. of the eye«; 
face not fltwhed, perhapH a little puRy about the left cheek. Tho 
ButTRring was mi extreme that the quoBlion of venesection was son- 
uusly cntertuiiied, but the neuralgic element seemed so decided that 
, was detcnainej to compromise by applying six leeches to the left 
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tcmpte. These drew well and iho bitca bled freely for on tuiiir after 
they came off. but without llie Kl)ghlc«t relief to the pain. CblorsI 
liydrate, in ten grain duscs, repealed ereiy two bonrs, gavp cocnpltb) 
relk'f ill a few liuurs, and the severity of the pain did not rvtum. Tbo 
patient slept well on the rollowing night. Nothin|r abnormal waa 
noticed al>i>iit iho appearance or quantity of tlio urino. The nnn»r« 
and anorexia, with ilie inrroaMOg dimncfs of vieion, wcrt^ the principal 
Bubjocts of CDtiiplninl. iind the trcatmcnl wa» diri,i;tcit principally lo 
tnoet thcMr i^yniptomit. Th<r hitter Hyiiiptom pi-niiitinK, and tniggvating 
tbo pom^ibility nf »om<- hical <-flu9>iuii or uttior inorbiu eonititiun of tl>« 
brain, piutiiruhirly 11.1 oomphiint wsk made occaMonally of Bome dull 
pain ill thit oiciput, iodide (il'ixitaiHt wait pn-Acribrd in two-grain doses 
ovorylhrnohoum, itsoflpcl beiuffcarorully waU'hed. Not more than six 
grainn bad been given when the parotid, submaxillaiy and BabliiigiiHl 
gliindK bcg'Hn to swell and bccuaic quite teiidi.'r. A large, tender 
papule appeared under the tongue on the fra-oHin. The admiiiiiilra- 
ttuu of the iodide wan at once mispended. The glandular iiwellirig in- 
creased rapidly, and wu« accompnnied by a rumarkable (cdcm.i of tin- 
neck, wliich became, in two or tlireo daj'n. no i^reat ux to till up the 
whole it|)ai-e between the lower Jitw and the cliL-al, |iti>j<-*cttnK <'" ^ai--h 
side beyond the jaw and btiyond the chtn in fruul, and estendintf down 
the Kturnum to the ensiform cartihige, and across the front cLest, 

f'radually diminiKhing tolhebaso. Upwards it extended to the eye- 
Idx, nearly L'lo&ing them, and fi^iving the p.ttient altogether a moct 
extraordinary appearance. At thi« stage ol* the cane KU«pici«n wna 
excited for tile Brut time of poKsible renal diwiiM!. On chiiw iiHiuiiy. 
the patient iflated tliat hin back had hei-n witalc for purltap!> six weeks 
before t)ie coinmenceinent uf tho attack, making any elfurt at lifting 
a heavy iinbtitattce difUcuIt williont pniductng a dull pain in tlie loins. 
This he aiicribed to a posfiihle strain, and he bad therefore uol thought 
much aliiiut it. Kiaminatioii of the uiiiie on the :iS(h of Jannary 
showed it to be very pale and clear, nearly inodorous, of normal quan- 
tity, and feebly acid, ^peeilic gravity 1010. It contained much 
albumen, the dot on slaridiiig being about a quarter of tliii whole 
quantity. A few gcalen of vefliial epithcliuin and one tloiiblful hyaline 
ea«t was all that could be neon under tin? niiirosi-ope. 

The urine wiui unbHi-cpienLly examined ahnont daily up to tin? time 
of the palient'n death, with pnTruisely the itanie result on every occik- 
sion, except that there was never aeon anything reeeiubling a catit of 
any kind. 

The extraordinary cedema of tbo face, neck and chest disappeared 
at the end of a week under the use of digitalis, and at that time, Feb- 
ruary Clli. Ulancard's pilU of iodide of iron were prescribed instead. 
On the {'lb, the nauoea being still very urgent, gtMic acid wan sub- 
stituted for the iron. Dnring this time, and up to the ta*! ihirty-six 
boura of the patient' >< life, tlie urine continued of lair quantity. No 
change in ttJi pbyntL-al characlcr wan produced by tiie gallic acid. 
During the last two days the p.ttient waa more or lean delirious, at 
tiD>e« violently eo ; no urine was passed for thirty-nix hour^t before 
death, on the 16tb of February. At this time the patient bad be- 
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come newrly tAtallj blind, being; only nble to dlKtia^i^h wiib difBcuIty 
thf porson of an iadividu&l fttaiidtn^ near him. but not tbc sex. 
Thvrc wa*> no olher dropsical effUaioD than thai above mentioried. 

Judging from tbo character of tho urino in this case, and tbo ab- 
MRCO of cftsis, il (teems probable that tho case- was oiio of chronic 
Uri^tlil'ic disease, of indetinite duration. For Bcvoral yfars proviona 
t<> Uit! fiit:il attack tho patient had cunsult<^d [)r. Abbot nt times for 
inoniiii^ naiiwa and loss of apptrtito, whicb hail gcocmlly yii-!dod to 
blue pill I'ldloncd by a saline laxative, and quinine subiKripii^ntly. It 
se«iu8 quiiu poMJblo that tho kidney trouble was at thu buttora of 
all lliem aitaclcK. 

Dr. WiujiK.i naid that Hm (li(ip:riOBi(* of BnKlit's dirt<'asc was not 
anfrequeiitly inadt- by thv ophthulmoacupo. The alterationtt of the 
optic diak and macula are as characteristic of the diaeaee aa some 
of tbe symptoms of smallpox or measlps. 

Hr. VVuiTB showed, in illustration of a paper ho had prepared upon 
tho minat« anatomy of those forms of cutaneous lesions known as 
papule, vesicle, and pustule, a section of a papule in ccsema, of a vesi- 
cle in herpes zoster, and of a bulla iu pemphigus. 

In iJie papw/e tho papillEe were seen to be widoned and elongated 
in cinmwiueiicc of serous and ccllulur inliltration, while the bundles 
of ftbroiiK ttHMie were pressed apitrt nnd Kwollcti. The mucous 
layer ahuvo the papilluc was seen tu be pduotrali^d by numerous 
S|>indlc-ah»pcd cells. 

Ill the vejiicle, in nildition to niniitar chani^es In the papillie, tho 
serous infiltration fnim their enlarged bliiodve^tieU waa aeen to have 
forced aj);irt llie cells of the nmcoiin layer above them, which are 
finnly altachod to the coiium. and tii have drawn lliera out into thin 
threads as the ejiidennta waa pushed upwards, which appeared like 
supporting columnii of the roof of tho vosiclc, and formed its compart- 
ment walls. 

In the last specimen, on the other hand, tho blister wns seon to be 
simple, its cover being composed of the uplifted homy layer, while its 
base consisted of somewhat elongated oelli of the Ktratuin Mulpigbij, 
above which fiat and DUcleat«d epitii<.*lial uelU were laid. 

Ai-Rii. mth, 1871. — Partridgtj Poinoning. Reported by Jotw Ho- 
VAN'.->, M.D. 

Mr. \V.. B;t. 40, at*- about half a roast partridge al 1, P.M.; at 
qua(ter-p3Ht two. wt-nl down town in the horse-cars. At about 3 
o'clock, when near " Siiollay's Building." he suddenly lost his sight 
and fell ill. ilia vision partially returned, and ho was able to reach 
tbe horse-car station, at Montgomery I'laee. though with difficulty. 
Everytliing appeared as in a thick smoke. When tho car reached 
Boylston Street, Mr, W, felt so wretchedly that he went into the 
hack stable, there to get a carriage. Hu was found by the stable- 
people, who wore out at the moment of hi* cntriince, ««ali'd in an arm- 
chair, in a state of the most complet^e collaptie. Al this time 1 saw 
bim. He was huddled in the chair, pfrfi^clly limp, no muscular con- 
traction, whatever, being exerted, i'he color of Ids face waa ashy 
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fwle, vxoopt tliut A part of the forehoiul tiQ<l the lit>« were imrple : Im 
wM uiiconmTiuiiit, liU( ftkhi wan cold, IWithy inucii« vran liaiiKJut; Ihin 
lim n<it>tnlH ami iiKiiitli, and hia broalbiii}; watt juat |ierco|iiibk>, &nil bo 
feeble tliut it ae«med as if tbe air uuly eulered ttie trachea ; th>Tc was 
no pulee at the wrist, and there waa that pofuUaiodor ofclaniny pc^ 
apii'alion which U sa coininoulj' noticed ju8t bc-rure death; ia short, 
Mr. W. laokcd exactly hkc a person moribund with phthiBis, 

lie was roueed n little and swallowed about a tcaspoonful of l>nicid,v 
and ammonia with n-dtrr, and at onoc vomited a browuii-h tc-iianiuu* 
fluid, with several cratdwrrv uliiim. While he was vomiting, Uiu nucna 
in his noHtrib and tlirimt m-arty Ktraiiglcd hitn. 

Am ko<>u ax poiijiihh', hv wu.t taken huniK, pnt to bed and wrrounded 
with an many hottle^ of hot wattir a» could hi* (iroourt-d. ^^^ 

Am the v»iniliii^ licemod to relieve him. rnualard and ipecacoAlilt^^H 
were jciven. lie vomited several times, and complained of an iiitenailH 
pain in the small of his bach. At 6, the pulae waa just perceptible 
at the wrist, was 3li and rej-ular at the carotid ; iJiP aoiface of tbo 
body was warmer, and his coDsciousncss perfect. At 6, P.M.. 
body warm, pulse 40, nau«ca still present. Enema of hot milk and 
whiskey. At 1, slight dejection. At Tj, was helped to tW watvr- 
clwwt and had a free ileji-ction. At 8, I'.M.. pulse 5«. Cp to 10, P.M., 
had several attai;ks of vomiting, mostly mucus ; also sovoral Urogc do- 
Jcctions at closet. At lUj, puUp ft6— warmth good. 

The next morning, at K, A.M., nulitc 72. Vomited only twice ii 
t}iv night. I'lKtU pretty comfortable, hut languid. 

\Vh(-ii ijiieiilioiied. he i*aid the ]>artriilgn tiiKt<-d quite bitter, but not 
otherwise remarkable. There wa.i siiow on the ground at Ute time. 
For other caaee and some of the ibeorivH in regiinl to the poiaononB 
element in the partridge, the Society is referrc'd to the very inlerestiug 
paper by l)r. ilacob Itigclow, in the volume entitled, " Nalui'e in Dia- 
paec,*' and other writings. The uneaten half of tlie partridge waa 
given to me, and, ho far as I could sec, it resembled perfectly any 
other cold roiiKt partridge. 

Ai'ttiT. 1 0th. — A CctM of Sad'ien Ihyilk. — Dr. Sw.ix reported the ca»ic. 

Air. M., art. 66 yeai'K. formeHy a xea-captiiin, but now L-mphiyrd in 
running a slalionary engine, mid exposed very much to ga.i from 
burning coal ', when a sea-furiiig man. hud been ex[Kr.ted to many 
hardships. At one time, he viaa ship-wn.-eked, and remained for 
four days upon the wreck, both legs having been hrokeu just below 
the middle of the tibia ; ho floated about in the bottom of llie wreck 
for several hours, and when brought on deck, he was e.X[>oBed to the 
lashing of tbo waves, which kept the broken legs constantly in mo- 
tion, was taken aboard a schooner, fourteen dnys before I'caehing 
Charleston harbor, where hi' could be attended to. llc«ovcry took 
ulucv with 21 iocbea ahorteniug, hut his legx were useful and scr^ncofr 
ole. lie could walk with eace iind freedom, lie was a man of good 
general knowledge and intelligence, exemplaiy in his habib*, and 
always strictly temperate. 

1 was called to see him about 8|, P.M., April Sd, iS7t; Itc oont 
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i>luiiie<I uf a 1>tirntng nnd smarting tliroiigli Ihc elcmum, attcndcO b; ft 
eeliu^ of DiiiaI>iiuoii in Ic^il wrm, Altlioug^i at no time Dotircl}' Tux 
from It, the M«ni«alion camo in paro£,yHniB, of greater or less eovorily, 
lasting nfveral minutes ; he Iiad Jmd throo attacks in tbo last two 
bours. I]i; ilrMcHbcd it ns " not a pain, but a burning, as if corrosirc 
Bublimalc tijiil bocD applied to the part." The first ho had ever cxpQ- 
ritticod of this was on the t'riday evening prcvions (JNIarch 31), on 
account of which he had Gonsiilt«d his family physician on ^ttirday 
— he hud not fcJt wcU since. To-day ho had done a bard day's work, 
had biH^n exposed to gas- to a greater pxtent than usual, and camo 
faoipo tirvd. I should mention, perhaps, he had for a long (Jme Buf* 
fered from dyspepsia. When first seen he was sitting up; cotmtO- 
nance pule and anxious ; ekin cool ; pulse 68, full and reguar. Sonodfl 
ofhi-art normal; impulse good. Impulse at wrist, and also in tibial 
I arterj', good. Uowele natural. No tenderness of stomach. No cough. 
I Bospinition free and unobatructcd. No pain on forced respiration ; 
^_ no headache ; no vertigo. Speech deliberate and decided in manner. 
^B Percussion and palpation diseoveri^d nothing ; stethoscope nothing, 
^V«avc a slight rale over a Uraitod apace a little to left of atemum. No 
^m. paralysis ; no lesion of the aorta discovered ; impulse strong over 
^* stomacii.

attack, and experienced numbness in both nmiit; tliis did uot abuta 
a« rapidly as had tho other attack, and he made vanous reniaika, 
declaring that he should die. Ho had tnk'^n of the medicine in all 
^_ four timeH (or Si"'-)- -At 3, A.M., bo leaned forwurd toward Ibe bed, 
^ftmade a remark with refcrcnco to his wife, who was sleeping, and 
^'immediately rose up from his chair, straitened bock, mokiug a abort 
and forced groan, stiffened and died. 

Autopty. — Lungs oedomatous, the right a little more than the loft. 
Right side of heart and vena cava contained a large quantity of black, 
liquid blood. Led side empty, and walls of left ventricle firm. In 
right auricular appendage a small fibrinous clot, of quite firm, granu* 
lar character was aeon, apparently of anUynwrlem formation, but 
which, from its situation, could not have caused any tionble. By 
estimate, from a pint to a pint and a half of blood was removed 
trom the right side of the heart and the connecting veins. A few 
old and rather firm adbesious on both pleurae, some at the loft base 
requiring to be cut.

The disease, digfat in tiic arcli. bocomc ext«a- 
sire and advanced in tbc lower abdominal portion, where tli« walls 
contained large, atifl*, oalcareou* plates, some of them of somi- 
cylindrieal form, resisting modemte cfforla to break frith the 6a- 
gera- 

The Icga, said to be two and one half tnclivn «hort, were bcan- 
tiful pathological sjxMiinieit)!, aK pnwentiiig n remitrkHble instance of 
unaided recover; frotn fracture of both bonex of cnch leg, from iniurr 
received about foufleeii yMin ngo. Tlie legs were perffcUy actrTice*- 
ble, allhongh the union of tiie boDOi wim wry irrrgiilur. 

ArRti. 10th. — .}faJ/orvialiott of Child. — Dr. SioaER rrportM the ca*c. 

Child n woek old, born prematurely — seven and a half months— 
weighi.'^l at birth five ponndx. Said to have had the eonl cutnini-d 
around lis vxtromitaea and the neck. 

Upon examination, the handa and feel presented a singnlar appear- 
ance, at lirst :°ig:}it looking as if they formed a cone, thv apex being 
the outi-r extixtmiiies. 

Ivooking at the riylit hand, the thumb le frci> — detadied from thff 
forvlingi-r, hitvjng the mark of a cord, or small string (aa abotrn by a 
deep di-jircssion) over the second joint. The four Jingcrt are fused 
togvth>;r tliroughout their entire length ; tlie forefinger ovvrlaps the 
mtddlo finger at tlicir extremities, and from its cxtrcii.i^ passees 
band across to the little linger ovirr the second, tli« ring finger 
being pressed beneath the others. 

Ou the li-fi hsnd, tbo tittle finger is normal; the threo other fingers 
aro fused together to Iho last joint. At this joint they appear to bo 
bound by a thread bo tightly as to distort them extremely. The thumb 
is webbod to ita last joint. 

.\.ll the toes of the right foot, cxe<^t th« little toe, present the ap- 
pearance of depreiision iixtm a liitnn^, as above described. The last 
joint of the second toe is wanting. The first toes present the eame 
thread, or string, as before noticed. 

The first three toes of the lefi fool are fused : the last two are free. 

Upon the mother's being questioned as to any eimilar condilien 
having existed in her family, she stated thai the second and third 
toes on her feet, and on her mother's and an unele's were webbed.

out on tti<! antcruir and outer tiiiifac<.-. an inch to th« radJat ftidc of 
RiiNltikii bnc. Following llic injury there was comploto )o60 of sooco* 
I tion of tiin parts uf tbn linni! supplied by the ulnar ncr^'c, viz. : both 
Hide* of the li(lU) finp-r aiid tbo dinar side of ring lingur on tho ante- 
rior anil pofU'rior luijK-cts. It might be thought that there would bo 
lotfs of iscmtntion iin tiie contiguous sides of the middle and ring lingers 
poAterioHy, bnt the tdnar bcibro supplying these generally receivoa a 
orancU from tlie radini, which would account for the sensation being 
intact. Tbc paralysis of nJl tlic muscles of the hand supplied by 
Ibc ulnar could be easily demonstrated. First, The group of special 
muscles of the tittle linger forming the hypothenal cminOQCO be could 
not contract in the slightest, the palmaris brevis could not be made to 
corrugate! the skin on the ulnar border, as ivas easily done on the 
other hnnd. Second, The muscles ol the thenal eminence or ball of 
the thumb supplied by tho ulnar are the adductor and part of the tlexor 
brvris pollicis, only one of which, viz. the adductor, could bo shown 
to be paralyzed, and in tJiis way he could not carry the thumb to- 
ward the middle line of the hand, except by strongly contracting the 
Jong tiexor of the thumb, and even ttien only partially. Third, All 
the intcrossei were paralyzed. Altbou^th he could Ilex and extend alt 
the fingers with ease, ho could not abduct them from, or adduet thom 
to the middle line of the band, thU being the function of tho interossw. 
There remain but two muscleA stipplit-d by the ulnar, the Hexor carpi 
tilnaris and part of tJie IJexor profunduA di^torum, and these were in- 
tact, as they receive ihcir oervous supply above the point of section. 
The two muscles, flexor brevis pollicis and flexor profuudus digitorum, 
receiving a double nervous supply, would not be manifestly affected, 
The most interesting fact connected witli tUo case is, Ibat three weeks 
after his injury he bitd a felon on the little finger of tlie band affected, 
during the whole COline of which ho did not bave a sensation of paiD. 
When lirst seen by me, his finger was much swolleo and rod, and pua 
was discharging from the end of it where there was a small opening 
which he bad made himself An amount of pre^isure, which under otlier 
conditions woald have cau.-((:d inteni>e pain, did not affect him in tho 
least. Tlie linger is now healed up, tiut tbc reeoliitton of the inflam- 
matory products is taking place very iduwly, and only under constant 
compression by strapping. There is as yet no improvement in the 
paralysis cither of eeusation or motion. 

Jtn,T lOlb. — The pr^sercaCion of Anatomieal Sp^tif*«n9. — Dr. Jack- 
son showed the slcriiiiin of » new-born child, upon tho outer surface 
of which was the miMcte that hax been described as tho liernalig. It 
was removed several weeks ago, and, after the disaection of the mas- 
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cle, bad be«n left to dry. In tbat condition it bad remainMl unlit 
tfaeUsttweoty-fourhoura, when it w«s pot into wat«r. and ihoroof^Uy 
Boaked ont; and, on beJn^ sbowa to tine Society, it Iiad all Ibc appear- 
ance of a perfectly fresli speciioen. lie also exhibited a dismed 
heart that bad been removed soioe tiiae before, and that il was deff- 
nbte to show in a fresh state on accoanl of some delicate appear 
aoees about the valve*. It was haag up where ittere was » free circa- 
lation of freah air, and tlioroagbly dned. Dunn^ the laat twenty- 
four lK>ur» it had been aoalcing In water, and, vrben exhibited, it looked, 
■• in tb« &nrt case, like a perA-c-tly fre^ specimen. Dr. J. remarked 
that tbo appearance* which I>e u-iidied to sliow would liave been flatly 
ohangvd if the specimen had been put into spirit. Ice would have 
prCMTVCd it, if properly attended to ; but, once tltoroiigtily dried, it 
could probiibly hare oeeo preaerred indefinitely, and at any time 
Konkcd i>ut, when wanted fordontonvtration. fir. .f. haj) experimented 
ftucc4^i^« fully with some other spccinkcns, and he tkoiifrht that lec- 
turerv upon anatomy and iinme other subjcctn miglit in tliiit way pre- 
serve muny (if tlii>ir specimens for demonKtrntinn to a I'lua^s. allvr they 
had been prepared by diMection. If one wi»lieil to show a sfiochaen 
to » fnona or to a medical society, at any dinUkiico, it niigbt often 
be BCnt in n dricil state, and perhaps by mail, with directions. 

Aco. 28th. — Ulceration of the Jfuceiu .Vnnbranf of the lar^ tn- 
IttHne. Dr. MiKor reported the case, and showed the epr-citnea. 

A man, 1J4 years old, Swpile, entered Massac htisetts (iencrmi Hospi- 
tal, Aug. litt. In good licidlti till July 30th, when be was suddenly 
attacked with pain in abdomen, and diarrhoea. The deiociions vtctf 
rather free, looiie, with lumps of a dnrk green color. contaJne<l ncilhcT 
blood nor mucujs — from three to eight or ten daily. No typhoid 
symptoms, and tem[M-mtnre normal. Aug. 11th, an erythenuious 
eruption appeared over tlio whole body, lasting several d.iys. and was 
followed by an extraorilinary oxfoliaticut of the cuticle, lie gradually 
sank, and died Aug. ^.'tth. 

At tlie autopsy no disease was foond except in the large intestine, 
the mucous mvnibrnnc of which was of a slate color, and detached in 
numerous patches, varying in size from a line to more than an inch ia 
diameter. It was an iiitorosting fact that there lud been no haa- 
morrhoge. 

Oct. H^t.^-8lrang«lai«d Biemia reduced by a Sudden Shoct. — Dr. 
F^nELD reported the ease. 

The hernia liaci Wen down soveral days, durinf; which time the pa- 
tient had had no dejection ; tliere was considerable tendemeas, and 
voroiting had-sct in. Dr. FiSold wa« sent for to operate, but on arrlr 
ing he found that the hernia had gone back, and that the patient bad 
hM an operation of Uie bowels. It seems that while the patient n-os 
lying on his back in bod, a kitten that was playing in the room crawled 
op on to the bed-post and jumped from there on to him, which ^ve 
bim such a sudden shock that the hernia went back.

Tliis stone, 
with tbo pin in it, h3%'ing fullcn on tliu floor, be put th(> <>i}d of tbe 
bcan-b lower orrr it in order lo »uck it np, and on applying bis moutb 
at the other end, iho stone whs sucked np through the bean-b1ower 
and went down his windpipe. f[e was seized with sudden xnd re- 
peated dyspnceA And cough, and could f«el a sense of pricking in bis 
Iracbea, which whs fullowed by expectoration slightly tinged with 
blood. Tracheotomy was performed without any result, as was also 
the case in a second attempt. The patient went home with a tube in 
tbe trHcboal opening, in the hope that at some futurir time tbe forei^ 
body might be dislodged and cougheii up, or removed. 

Tbe other case was a woman, who, while putting en her shawl, 
swallowed a xliawl-pin with a largo glass bead. The same train of 
symptoms rame on, vi?.., immediate dyspncca, cough, and a senxaliun 
of llie pin's moving in the trachea. Tracbeulomy was done, and the 
pin seized with the forceps, but it could not be removed, as, having 
gone down head first, the point would catch in tiie uiuuons mem- 
brane whenever an atleitipt was made to willidraw it. Finally, after 
ranch manoenvriiig, it was lifted up about half way ; while being held 
there tJie point was seen sticking through the skin about ihree-fimrlha 
of au inch bidaw the tracheal opening. It waa §>e)eed and pulled 
farther through, with the Idea of turning the head upwards, when I'l 
broke: the point wok then pulled through, and the head wub seized 
with tbe foreepn and extracted. 

Dr. OiiEKrpii sjHikti of n r.-iae where an ordinary j/m had been swal- 
lowed and could not be found. The Imcheutumy tube waa Ivft in 
with the hope that it might he ciiughi-d up. but it never waa. The pin 
woa swallowed about llireo yi-ara ugii. and iguilo recently the patient 
died with Rymptoma of pneumonia audi ubiicess.

This dieeoHe peiierally altacka peraons under 30 years of ngif. nioro 
commonly females than males. It is always futal. In Ibe foregoing 
c«aa tho loii|j^b of the disease — tweuly-two days — U cxcvptionol, tliu 
fatal termitialion generally occurring within (en days. Ttio ntrr\-ous 
deranj^menia aUo commonly occur eooner, but are Humcttmi-s duliiycd 
Iinjgcr. The results of porcu^ion are not ^ven in llie liistory of iho 
case. The retuntiou of urine is ctiaracteriatic, as ia also thu fiiaiiijitwl 
doliriuni and rentlesaness and prratiiifT or the teetli. 'I'tiu ditnintilkiu 
in aize of tlte liver was remarkable, and tiic lii«murrlia|pc spots often

On the 20th, much inodorous, cranbcrry-colorod, rather thick fluid 
was discharged. 

On the '24th. iho discharge was croamy-looking, and inodorotu. 

July Ist.— Discharge almost clear serum. 

27th. — Union quite firm. Shortening IJ inch. 

Aug. 2d — Splints removed and dextrine bandages applied. 

Aug. 4th.— Silting up. 

13th. — Opening entirely closed. 

Slst. — Tlie wound made by mo reopened, and discharged quite freely. 

Sept. 15th. — Opening healed. Can flex leg conBiderably. 

Nor. ISth. — The patient has been at work for several dayH; Ln has 
been waiklng with a cane for some time, and is Ktrong and well. From 
the- dale of hin injury to the present time ho has needed no opiate, 
nor any medicine but an occaaionnl cathartic or a few dropd of pepper- 
mini. I attribute hla r<-covery principully to hiK good conKtitution, 
caira courage uitd patience. The fact that he was TiciiHted up every 
second day. washed over with rum and had lus bed made up, contribu- 
ted vety much to liiil getting well <[nickly. 

Nov. 13th.— CWon^ciit Ctjst of Neck. — Dr. Warbkx ehowcd the 
specimen and n^portcd the case. 

The patient, aged 18, reports that he hax noticed a swelling in the 
neck on the leftside for sovon years. It has increased, within a 
few months, rapidly. At the time of romoval, it was about the siEe 
of an orange. It was freely movable under tbo skin, and was fluctu- 
atinif. The operation was performed by Dr. Hedges. The cysti 
when opened after removal, was found to contain a soft, cheesy, 
inodorous mass, which, under tbo microscope, was found to consist of 
broken-down epidermis cells, fat granules and cholcsterin crystals. 
The internal wall of the cyst was covered, for ono half of its extent, 
with a warty-like growth. Sections of this part of the wall showed it 
to consist of a young embryonic tissue resting on a fibrous basis and 
covered with a layer of epithelium cells. There were no papillffi, like 
those of the skin, nor hair- follicles, and no sebaceous nor sudoriparoun 
glands. The warty growth was caused by little elevations of the 
tnembraiie. 

This fonn of cyst has been classed among the cutaneous cysts, al> 
though t]iere is no other resemblance to the cutis than those abora 
mentioned. Still there are certain points of resemblance between it 
and the other forma of cutaneous cyst, which justify such a classillcap 
tion. It is fiequcnUy congenital, or appears shortly after birth. la 
our present ease, although the patient hud noticed it but seven yeara, 
it was probably of longer duration. The skin-like lining appears in 
patches, as is always the case with thoee lined with true skin. The 
wavy and warty appendages here seen are never found in ttebaceous

» dilated hair follicle, da« to cl)«tnict*OB of its outlet, wbcrras tlie 
fbracr is ooscntially a new formatioa.

He did not nee how the condition of the miiecleti of the palate 
could be improved by an operation, att, being already woahenvd, they 
are divided and rennitc, fnrming rigid bands, He mentioned an ob- 
torator which he had wren worn with great bcne6t, n dewiription of 
which was given in one of the graduating tlicse* at the college, 

Dr. HoncRi had et-cn Ibc patient referred to by I>r. Checvor, and 
thought th.-it the voice was more improved by the obturator tbao it 
could have been by any operation. A more peifect one, bowcvor, 
had been made recently. The operation for Ktapliyloraphy its now 
done, under ether and with the gag, is by no means a trilling one. The 
pressure of the gag and the etherizniion cuiiwesi the venous hnimor> 
rha^ to be very profuse. Ho bad hud more thim one cose where a 
•everc hRmorrh.ige had nearly earned off the patient, and other opcro- 
ta had experienced the samo thing.

be doubted, and rarely erroneoiia." 

Tbe testimony bearing upon certain symptoms which are absent is 
equally strong, ilo says: "Cough and expectoration are very rare 
with simple emboli," and "if the latter do not excite in il animation 
they cause a lowering of lemperaturo." Aflcr enumerating many 
symptoms connected with obstruction of the circulation, ho says: 
" These may be absent, however, even n'hen emboli are of large size." 
Que more quotation indicates the great value of sudden dyspnceaand 
thediiGculty of disgnosia. " With the oiccption of the single pbeno- 
aenon of sudden dyBpn<ea, with a complete power of distending tho 
liest, there is no symptom which may not occur in conuecliuu witli 
Jier diAeasea of tlie heart and lungs."

After a careful examination of the specimen, it seems that tho en- 
largement of the Kupra-rcnal c»psules was due to n hmmorrhago iu tho 
central »ofi jmlp. The cortical substance pn^sentcd a rcUtiTcly Dor> 
mal appeuratico. The haemorrhage must hnvo occurred ut leai^t weeks 
ago, as the coagulum bad softened centrally ; and as a result we had 
Kddisli brown fluid, of a creamy coueistency, bearing a strong rmcm- 
blancc to the " coft'ee-grounds " vomit. 

Through the hiemorrhagc an enlargement of the capsules bad taken 
place, their size to be compared with th;kt of a small lemon. 

Tltera was no incroaso of fibrous tiasuo between capsule and kidney, 
hbowing that no chronic irritative process had occurred in tbc former. 
I was unable to find tho arteries leading to the organ, A vein leading 
from tlie same contained an ante-mortem coagulum. It seems very 
probable that rupture of one of Ibe capsules had occurred, whence tho 
efTuaed blood found in tlie fascia lying on the curve of the diaphragm 
and the psoas and iliacus muselcs. 

An examination of the kidueya showed that without any apparent 
diuioution iu size, they were more firm than is usually the case. Tho 
capsule was detached with difficulty, aud a thin layer of renal paren- 
cbyma was pulled off with the capnule. 

The surface of the kidney thus bared was roughened without pre- 
•«nting marked granuUtiuus, ho called. On each kidney were found 
two or lliree patches of coustiderable aize, projecting above the surface 
of the kidney a Uim ur two ; the border was more or less serpentine, 
and the leual structun^M hore niort! Hubby and pulpy than elsewhere. 
Tbe color, also, was of a grayish hue, whereas elsewhere it was of a 
"wk red. 

Afler cutting through the kidney — its subatance was abnormally 
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reaiaUnt — the cortical aubauoce in general waa dimio'tBhed in amninit, 
ftnd no sharp distinction between straight and convoluted tatmlM 
could be made out. The malpighian corpooclea could not be reoo^ 
nized. In the awollon portion pteviouiily referred to. the cortical tJ^ 
atauce was increased in volume, pale and opaque ; malpigfaian ew 
puacles occaaionally to be made out with the naked eje. Tbe pvtaaiidi 
presented notliinff nnnaual. Oo raicniacoptcal ezaininatioa of the atnh 
phied portions uf tbe kidney, occasioBa! fatty tubuli were found, ari 
a tolerably constant increase in the amount uf interstitial tissue, OMit 
marked in the immediate viciiiity of the malpif^ian corpuscles. Htmj 
o( these were veiy much amiller thaii nsual. and more homogeneotu 
in appeantiice, little or no evidence exiittiiig of a cnpillary plexus within 
tJie thickened, condensed capsule. In tlie aroUcn portion, tltere wta 
no marked alteration of tlic iiitt^nttitinl •rtructnre. The oourolated t«- 
bulra, however, were enlarged in volume, their epilhetiani being in > 
granular condition. 

Another intereating feature in connection with tbe kidneys, perdapi, 
also, in connection with the source of hirmorrhagc in the capsales^ 
was the presence of a smalt nnt-uri^'m of the rvnal artrry. An elon- 
gated, saccular aneurism, an inch in length and a half inch in diane- 
trr, fitlfd with an old, firm, partially decolorized coagnlum, a portiok 
of which hod become organized and formed part of titc walla of tks 
vessel. 

In answer to a question. Dr. Pimui stated that there were Dosynp- 
ton* tliat might have been attributed to dianse of the snpra-renil 
oapaulca. 

Or, WiiUAtt* Npoke of • patMOt who had consulted him for dimncM 
of vision. The ophUialino«cop« showed atmctnral changes in the eye, 
such M art) found in Brigfat's disuse. The patient was >dviKeJto 
wort; )e«s atiil to rest. He had never considered himself a sick maa, 
although he had had some beftdache and nansoa. Ho was seen agah>. 
aiKl reported him*clf as better, but lie did not look so, and some eu- 
trie symptoms had appeared, lie went into the coontrr, and died ia 
a foriuight. 

Dr. WAiMvoBTn said, with f«gard to the frequency of changes in 
the eye in Urigfat's dieease, lh*t he had br some time past ezamiaed 
erec^ case that bad been admitted iMo the Gtf Hospital , and had fonad. 
that in about ^ per cent, trouble in the eye exisaed. 

l>r. Finna said that the atrauge part of these eseae was, the grtst 
and Kudilen vanalion iu the State of viafcitt. In some cases visioa 
will be ri^ry much affected for a few day^ and then will become ■!■ 
ntoKt normal. 

Dr. WAMwoam spoke of a c«ise where, jodgii^ from the bistoiy, 
■ here mast have bean eome chsMM !■ the retina, and yet it had re- 
turned to an almost lonHal cwadJaee. The changes fbund in thew 
oa ses are, an faypertrv>phy of tlM ooaaective tinee and a acleroenef 
the nerve-Sbre, and also some eetoe a t ffnsliiii 

I>«. WiLUAUS thonght that any impeoremCBl at iririos RHtst be due 
to iho «ti»iirptiou of the cflutioBS, as of coarse tbe retinal tissue «r 
uort e llbre ean Mver be nslaied to its Bonul ce»ditk>a after slmctB' 
ral changes bare taken place. , 
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VT^or. 27lb, — Pain in the Anu». — Dr. Welukctos reported the caw. 

Id the year 1839, a gentlefliaD, then 25 yenm old, whone gcner&l 
health was excellent, was waked one night hy an intenao paui iu tho 
anus. This pain he described as cxcruciatJDg almost beyond endu- 
raace. Citable to lie in bed, he got up and went into an adjoining 
room. SooD the pain seemed to dart from llio anujt to llie hoad. This 
waa followed by a peculiar sensaLion in the lii-ad as tlioDgh tli« brain 
waa whirling. Unconsciousness followed, and thu next thing nur pa* 
tient remembers was that he was lying on tliv lloor, with a dull pain 
in llm bead, but entirety free from the pain nt the anas. Hgw long be 
bad lain unciinitcious ho had no momiit of knowing. Be rolunied to 
bed, wvnt t<i Nlecp, and awoke in the moniing fvnling well. 

\<i diitense could ho detected at tJic anus, ur in the tower part of the 
rectum. There wore no hiRmorrboids. Xeithcr fiiwuro, ulcer, nor ia- 
flaramation of any Kort eiiittcl ut tlint npot. No pain attended tbc act 
of defecation. The bowels woru not, and had not been, costive. No- 
thing could he found which would explain this Bcvoro attack of pain. 

Subsequently, for many years, tlic patient's health continuing good, 
be had occasional attacks of tbc same sort of pain, but tees scvcro 
than that just described. They always came on in the night, lasted 
from ton to tiftecn minutes, and then gnu]ually subsided, leaving no oril 
consequences. His haUt waa to lie as quietly as bo could, and let 
them take tlieir course. 

In the year 18(16, the gentleman thon being 52 years old, an attack 
occurred similar to the one twenty-seven years before. So great waa 
the agony that he got out of bed and began to walk about tho room. 
As on the former occasion, the piun darted fi-om the anus to the bead, 
the brain seemed to whirl, and 1^ became unconsciona. Uis wifo 
waa waked by the noise of bia movements, and found her bueband 
ntting in a chair, insensible, his face and arms bathed with a cold per- 
flpiratioD, and breathing stertoroualy. Consciouaneas soon returned, 
ftnd vomiting followed. The pain at the anus had disappeared. No 
bad symptoms supervened. 

As before, no iliaeasi^ of any kind could be discovered about the 
&nus, and the general health waa good. 

During the loat live years, there have been occaaional attacks of 
the pain, somcttmca aeverc, at other times slight, lasting from ten to 
fifteen minutes, and always occurring in the night. During the last 
year, they have diminished in frequency. 

I do not know what name to give to the disease I have been deacijb- 
ing, nnlo«s it be that of " neuralgia of the anas." Such a disease i* 
occasionally mentioned by aurgical writers, but in a rnry general 
way. Ashton speaks of it as having a rent csiittencc, and oh occurring 
In aDKmic individuals, in females whose systems have been depressed 
by menorrhagiu, or frequent chihl bearing, particularly if the laboia 
have been atttinded by llnodingM and the like. Dr. Van Buren, of 
New York, tliinks that in must coses of so-called neuralgia of the unns 
a local lesion may bv detected, if careful examination be made; but 
be admits tiiat poif*ibtj/ we may " enconnti.'r nn exumplu of pure ner- 
.Tvoa pain for which ^crfi is no cause." Druitt dismisses it witJi tbc

Dr. WiDTR had inoctiUlM his arm about aiz weeks prrriooaly, ml 
bad kept it covered with a piece c>r iiLi^-lor. At tbe iiptit of ini>riilap 
tion there waa a red, Kaly patch, ^luul Wf an iocb in diAinvUrf 
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which reaembled Herpes tonsuran*, uid hkd noUiing- tn its ■|>|)C«ranoa 
to show it to be favuA. The microscopic uppcuuncc, liovrevcr, which 
waa deinoii«tnted to the Society wii« tliatorfavus. 

Dr. J. B. S. JicKKON MkvA with regard to the contagtotunCM of 
this duteace. 

Dr. WitiTR K»d thftt others in the f»mil7 were geoerall; found to be 
affected, but that it was sorac timt-s years bvforc it ehowod itsolf. 
Herpes tonsuraDS> on the other huad, will oflcQ give coutagioa ia a 
few wrfkn. 

Dr. Fincu> Hpoke of a case which bad been reported in EogUnd, 
whLTt! tlio osK! of a loliou containing the bichloride of mercnry was 
followed by symptoms of poisoning and death. Becent writers would 
abow- tlint it was mucb safer to use s strong, than a weak soiutioD. 

Dr. WiirrK spoko of the irapoasibility of thoroughly curing faros 
without epilation. The reason of this ftict ia made evident by th« mi- 
croscope, as we sec that the roots of the hairs are entirely filled with 
•poreM, which, as long as the hair remains in the follicle, the paraad- 
cide cannot get at. 

Dbc. lltb. — CaicttluB formed on Bullet. — Dr. Cabot showed the' 
specimen and reported the ease. 

>*. H. McI., set. 29 years, was wounded at tlie battle of Gettysburg, 
Ju]y 2d, 1S63, while exposed to a crons-lire, the enemy being in froat 
and on the right tlank. Was struck by a boUvt which came Irom right 
and aomewhat tij rear, on left side of 'id spine of sacmm ; sacrum was 
fractured and bullet pa«sed into cavity of piOvis. He received do 

S**«atmeiit, at liia uwii n^iuvst, until he rutnrncd to Itis hone in Brook- 
ft, where two surgi;onii saw him in consultation with bia SktaSy phj- 
(an, three wcelcii aflcr injury. Probo was then passed from wound 
in Hatrniin acroHS polftit to oh pubiii ; bullet corild nut bo found by 
Xi-luton's prube, or burr drills, but a scale of lead and twenty-tbrcc 
fragmeats of bono were removed. Six wcelAi atk;r this operation, 
an abscesa pointed one inch above left horixontal ramns of pubis ; 
incision was made and revealed a §inus whicb passed down to repoo^ 
of pectineal line and across pelvis to eacmm. Free evacuation ofpos 
being now established, no further treatment was pursued. j 

L<cg became firmly descd upon thigh, but he recovered the power of 
extension at the end of ten months sufficieotiy to walk. Says, how- 
ever, that for hrc years he " fslt a creaking or grating in his hip whvit^ 
walking about." Had pain in sacral region for six years ; has aisO- 
had pain along track of sciatic nerve from date of injury to prvsuat' 
time. Never had pain in anterior portion of pelvis until ono year ago., 
Fiagmeots of bone escaped from both einusea, whicb discharged pua 
for six years ; never any urine or faeces. At the end of thai time the 
openings healed, and all symptoms except pain in sciatic ncrvo disu- 
pear«d for a year. One year ago, and seven years after receiving tae 
injury, patient began to have pain in penis and bladder on mictuntiDO, 
which occurred more frequently than before. I'ain continued to in- 
crease and micturition grow ao frequent tliat he was unable to work, 
io a constant dribble. Entered the Iklasaacbusetts Oenenl 
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Ho«pita] Nov. 24tb, 1811. Complained of loss of appetite. xeeHem 
nights, and cooHtant dribbtiD^ of nrioe ; countpoance looked c«reiron 
and anninic. Uo examination with boond before cntcringr. a slOM 
vas felt at entrance to bladder. Ua 25t1i, patient having been etliti' 
tz«d, examinadon showed tbe presence of a large atone in bladder, ssl 
lithotomy was decided upon. Unilateral incision n-aa made on lefi 
side, and stone was removed in fragments, one of which contained tbt 
bullet-~a minis with ragged edges and enootb eurface. The stow 
■was very brittle, and the firm pressure neceaaary to remove one of 
its size, and the diminished cohesion due to the bard nncleus, canM<l 
tte fracture. 

Ctieniical examination of the calculus showed it to be composed 
principulty of photiphate of lime ; it also cont^ned some carbonate of 
lime, the triple jihoaphatea of ammonia and magnesia and uric acid. 

Recovered from ether well ; had almost no pain, and slept well first 
sight aller operation. During nest day chicken -broth and beel^tea 
were well borne. Catheter wna passed into bladder through urethra 
and a continuous atreain of warm water was poured into bladda 
and out of perineal section for ten minutes ; several clota of blood 
and Hmall fragments of atone vere waithed out. Catheter was fastened 
into bladder and connected with a drainage tube, which served to 
convey water into vessel over side of bed. Wound he«Ied rapidly, 
■0 that no nrine eacaped fVum It at the end of ten daya, when catheter 
was removed. 

General health was excellcct from time of operation, the padeit 
increasing in tle&h and strcngtti very rapidly. Now complains of no- 
thing but slight difliculty in walking and some pain in sciatio nerve; 
leeuTting from original injury to pulvis and sacral plexus. Nov, 
Jan. IStli, reports at visit, having been at home for a week, that he ii 
•Btirely well. 

Dec. llth. — Caiculifrom a Cute of Ci/itio Dheait of 0te Kidt^" 
Dr. Borlaku showed tne itpecimons and reported the ca*e. 

The subject from which tlicse calculi were taken was a patient of 
Dr. A. n. Crosby, of Concord, N. H., by whom the autopsy was 
made, and who entrusted to me the specimens, requesting me to ex- 
hibit tliem to tliii< Society. 

The patient waa a woman, 76 years old ; and three months befoM 
her death, which occurred on the 4th of November lust, she pre«entsd 
berseirior treatment for an ealargcmcot in the right hypochondriuiD, 
accompanied by cedema of the IcgM, which pitted on pressure. This 
enlargtrment was firat felt to tliu rieht of the abdomen and above ifae 
lino of the umbilicus ; afterwards Idling below the line, so as to occupy 
the right lumbar and iliac regions. It was hard and unyielding until a 
fortnight before deatli, when it became soft and fluctuating. Throogh- 
ont the case, there was absolutely no pain. The woman took her noui* 
iahment up to the last — death presented nothing particularl; no- 
ticeable, and alie Hcemed to die simply from wearing out. 

The autopsy waa cnreftilly made forty hours aftor death, and the 
only disease found was, on dividing the pcritonoum, a aac, rosombliag 
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in appearance an ovarian cyst, which, filling tbo ri^ht abdomen, ad- 
hered to everything', to intcetines, apiuc. mes^ntcrj and biiJiify A 
portion Ibj under the lower and transvetse colon. Thu kidney ap- 
peared to be a sort of nucleua to the eac, which was much thicker al 
the bottom tbau at the top, and contaitied uo pus, l>Dt held two quarla 
tesa aa ounce ofa clear fluid, having a somewhat umous amell. No 
oreter could be found on the right side. 

About aeventy calculi are sbown, and are about one-hatfof all that 
were found. The largest is about ibe size of au Italian che«t-nut, of 
A rough exterior, and filled what was eridenlly the pelvis of the kid- 
ney. Thre« others, rather smaller, but externally rough, wer«i fctund, 
each in a separate pocket, or small sao, imbedded in the walla of the 
larger one. The remainder are rounded, polished, brilliant, vilber of a 
lead color or of a bniwninh hue, and spotted with fine white spot*. 
They varied in size, from that of a large bcoii to a faempt>C«d. 

Die. 28th, 18tl. — Rupture of Inlestine from exlenuil Violence. 
Dr. Joint HoHAxs reported tJie ca«e. 

About a week ago he had biwn caller! to see a man who had hem 
struck in the abdonion by a picci; of board about a yard long, which 
be had been holding to a circular saw, and which in some way bad 
got caught. Whb'n ecen, the patient wm in great agony, cootinn^y 
changing his position from iho bed to the fiour and back again, ap- 
parently being in less pain when on his elbows and knees. About one 
grain of morphia was Injected aubcutaneonsly, and about two-thirds 
of a grain more during the night. He waa scon every day, and took 
about one and a half grain of morphia per diem. Ilis urine was albn- 
mioous. He gradually sank, and died on Saturday lugbt, the injury 
having taken place on the previous Tuesday. 

There waa no external sign of injury. At the autopsy, some gas 
was found in the peritoneal cav{ly, and about Jxii. of fluid, opaque, 
yellowish feecal material. The peritoneal surface of the intestine was 
adherent, for tie most part of a deep red color, and covered with thick 
opaque lympb. Where tlie convolutiouB adhered so as to form a sort 
of cup, and had retained the extravasated intestinal fluids, the perito- 
neum waa sloughy. In the ileum, about three feet from the coecum, 
was a rent through the bowel, parallel with the long axis, about half 
sn inch in length, and surrounded by eccbymoitiB; ten inches higher 
up, aootber rent, nearly parallel with thu lung axia, and one and 
one fourth inch long. About (our feet higher, in the jejunum, were 
two roundish ruptures, surroiiudc-d by sloughy lymph. The mucous 
awmbrane of the ileum, at a point about a foot from the ileo-ccbcal 
Talve, was of a deep purple for an extent of six inches. 

Dr. J. B. S. J^oxsoN said it was remurkable tliut the patient should 
bave lived so many days, as it was usual for caseM, even where there 
was only a single rupture, to die n-itliiii twenty-four hours. Ue did 
BOt know, however, that the fact of there being several ruptures 
would make the case any graver. The non-existence of any exter- 
nal evidence of injury was also an interesting point. In Mayo'a 
Fatbology this is stated to be the usual case, and Dr. Jackson's 
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owD experience would conflrm that iiutoment, u be hsain oal; two 
CBMa seen any external eridence of violence. TbU do«a not seem 
to be Kenerallj known, as in Circular Ko. 3 of tbe publications ofthe 
War Dep«rtiDent, in Hpeitking uf a case of fracture of the liver, Dr. 
Otis mentions tbe fact tbat no frmcture of the ribi wm found as 
some tiling estraordiiiuy. 

Dr. FiriiLD quoted Home cxpertininito, from the IhihHn QuarUrlg 
Review, wilti rc^rd to wounds of tbo intestines. Tlic experiments 
WCTO performed on dogs, and from them tbo writer had cooclndcd that 
when the intestinal wound was longitudinal there was an evcrsioa of 
the niucDUB membrane which provont^d an escape of the contents of 
tbe inlcatitie into the peritoneal cavitv, which is not, howerer. found 
when the rent is transverse or oblique; hence he concludes that 
where the wound is less tlian an inch in length and longitndinal, it 
should be left without sutures. 

Dr. Jackbo.v could not conceJTe bow, whatever the direction nf the 
rent might be, the contents of the intestine could be retained, as we 
see in typhoid fever that a perforation even the size of a pin-hole is 
followed by instant pentonilis. Moreover, he ahould think that even 
if this eveniion did take place, it would prevent the puaaibility of tbe 
adhesion of tbe edges of the wound. 

Deo. im.— Embolism of Left Middle Cereal Atienj. Dr. Ltkui 
reported tbe case. 

i*. 0.. painter, iBt 46, entered Oity Hospiul Hov. IStli. Poor years 
previously had rheumatic fever, accompanied or followed by "palptt4r 
tions of heart," which, however, g»vc him no serious irnuble untU Ust 
Juoe (sis months ugo), since wliich time they have gradually increased 
in intensity, until, fur tbe past four nights, the dycpnoca lias been so 
urgent as to prevent bin lying down. Feet aud legs now (edematous; 
skin natural ; tongue clean ; bowels regular, micturition free. Pulse 
lOfi, very irregular, fleart's action labored — area of dullness neither 
enlarged nor dtKplaced. Mitral and aortic murmurs very distinct. 
Some subcrepitant rftlos at base of left lung ; no cough, Was ordcnd 
a diuretic mixture of digitalis squills and hyoscyamns, and a cathartic 
of compound Jalap powder. 

*2lBt. — Anasarca nearly gone; breathing much relieved, but stiD 
some dyapnosa in recumbent position. 

ZJth. — Greatly improved ; action of heart less labored and irregular, 
and gets comfortable sleep at night from ten grains of chloral hy- 
drate. 

29tli.— Complained of distress in bypogastrium, for which be had 
compound jalap powder, followed by two &ee dejections and enlii 
relief from ]>aiii. "_ 

SOtli.— Complains of pain inside of thighs. Subcutaneous injecttd 
of moTpbinc (oniH>ighth of a t^ain) gave entire relief, followed 
comfortable night's sleep. 

Dec. 4th. — Tl]« recora reports ate«dy improvement. Complains on 
of debility. 
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5tb. — Not BO well. Pulse on); U, iittenDiUin; every Tourth keftl. 
Dilptalis oRiitt«<l. 

7th — Sun o fever and pain in epigastrium for jiaat furty-eiglil tiuurii. 

8tb. — Bc^na again to suffer from dyspuiva, but cdtupUinH of no 
pain. Tongue coated aod dry. Two or ibreu ligbt-cob>r<;d drjcvttoas 
daily. 

9tb. — Heart's action slow, laboiyid and iolennittcnt. Auttiil direct 
and milral regurgitant murmunt mucb iiiLctit>ilti-d. At 7}, P.M., llio 
boose iibymcian was called, niid loum) btm in great difttnrse. Only 
partially conscfouii, unablv to Hp«ak or Mwallow; sum e low muttering 
deliriam ; n-hole ngbt Hido paralyzed ; face pale, fcot cold, pupila 
Boiuewbat dilated. 

lOtb. — At niorning visit, with the irtndents, found him in mach ths 
condition ubovv dracribed, partially conedoas wbeo epokt>ii to, but 
uable to tipcak, vxcvpt that be oucc said " what," whi'D called by^ 
ttoiv. Occasional twilchings of loft ftidc of face and body. Kigbt* 
ieg cold and pulseless bolow the knee, and two large parpartc spots, 
tbrce inches by two, one below inner malleolus and the other about 
the middle of Ifav inner aspect of the leg, with the epidermis slightly 
raised by tluid. Embolus of the middle cercbrul artery was diagnos- 
ticated. The patient gradually failed, and died at 1 o'clock the next 
morning. 

Autopsy by Dr. Webber (ten hours after death). — A little more than 
ODO quart of serum in eacb pleural cavity, with considerable masses 
of coagula. Right lung adherent by bands to lower part of wall of 
chest. Both luDpca contained old cicaUices at apices. 

Aboat 3i. of Mirum iti pericardium. The surface of pericardium 
about right auricle, near its Junction with ventricle, on the auricular 
appendix of left atiriclc and following tlti; vessel, near the division 
line between the two ventricles, were depiHiits uf lymph ; also uu Hm 
corresponding siirfaL'C of the niediaKtiiiEil p(-ricanliiirn.

Innlc vegetations. Aortic valves thickfntid, and a fuw vegetatioua 
•ccn, Walls of ventricles thickened and r.«hor friable. 

Liver ratlicr Urge and mottled. Left kidney bad one or two ittigbt 

iob« uf hivmorrhagic stasis, probably from *'ery minuto cmb')tism». 

Brain. — Katlier more serum than usual between the membranes. 
Puncta vasculosa much more prominent than conimuii. The surface 
of b<'tli cercbra ovalia magna congested, the left miirc than (he right, 
The left middle cerebral artery plugged after giving oH' two or Uiree 
"ranches. No softening ; nu yelluw discoloration; nothing but coh- 

estion of the correepuuding heinisjiliere. 

The paralysis and loan iil npet-ch and conBcionsnr-sK siijxrtvt-ning so 
suddenly on the 9th, was doubtless due to the delatluncnt of a libri- 
nous vegetation from left side of heart, which was carried on until 
its lodgment in the middle cerebral arteo'f whore it was found at the 
ftutopey. 
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Tbe diUutioa of papOt and maacoUr cootnctioiw oba«rv«d bSvt 
the p«raij«ia are sotkeahle a* op p — rf to ibe twa of S7mpl«at 
qaoted mm Erieiunejrer bjr Dr, Hawnad. Dr. H. al«o girra thnfT^ 
aerea caaca from Ua om prsctfce. all bvt oaa aaaociatad with orgawc 
d t ae aa ea of Ibe heart, of whidt ia tbn^^ooe tba aalmliw was on tbe 
left aide. He alao qnoiea forty-two collected bj Ueusaer. of whidi 
tItirtT-foar were on tbe left aide. 

He Baid be tliotiglit theae easea of *aiboG«ii rery iotereatiii;, aad 
more coumoD tluui turaallj supposed. 

Dr. Elub ipoke of a coin: which he had thought to be embolisa of 
one of the cerebral arteriea. Aa old Udjr was soddenlj seized wilh 
bemiplefns, from wbicb aba r«eoT«red id about iweDtj-foor boon, 
aome dtfficnlty ia *peaking bowcver remaining op to the praaCDt time. 
Her heart was mach mUrgcd, bat there was no raamiir. 

Dr. JjcssoK mkI that be had no doabt of tbe fact ibat eraboiim 
of the cervbral arteries mi^t produce Bjrmptoms such aa were fbiutd 
in Dr. LjmAn'a cskc. He had however been sceptical Id this caae as 
to the connection between (he brain tronble and the heart, aa he had 
seen nothing on the valvre Uwt could be. or soy idgDa of aajihuif 
having been, detached. Perhaps the clot found Id the cavitj of tM 
heart might account for the embulns. It is certainty strange that aa 
embolus of bo amalt an artery, ia an organ as rich in bloodveaads at 
the brain U, should produce such reBuIts. 

Dr. Eu.19 Baid that the cerebral arteries do not anaatomoae, »0 that 
when one of them ia plugged up, the entire supply of blood b cut off 
from partii to which it ib distribuied. 

Dr. Lthak said that it was not necessary that there idionid beralm* 
Ur disease to produce ao embolu«. An atheromatous condition of the 
Mirta might do so. Dr. Richardson stateit that an acute intUunmatioa 
of Ui6 serous membranes, the loss of much bloud, or a long-existing 
satppuratire disease, may act as predisposing can«e» t<i the formatkia 
of emboli. The difit- rent ial diagnosis between an attack of apoplexy 
aad an emboItHni of the cerebral arteries is given in detail by some 
^itiMts ; the cliaracteristic of the latter being stated to be the and- 
f^MiKM of the attack, loss of speech without loss of consciousness, 
iwilcfaing of thi; face, Ac. 

Dr, KuJ^ said that on tlie other Itand the symptoms might be just 
Ite s«me. When such a case is neen, if tlicrr is known disease of 
IIk ke«it. one ia Justified in thinking that it probably is a case ofcnf 
^uUsiB. [le thought tlint the distinction between the symptoms of tb* 
Iw .K„<ui-s was more strongly insuited upon by the authors thao waa 
^ facts.

^>l•v t.vutd retncmber cases of an apoplectic nature that recovered 
tVrhaps these cases now would be referred to embolism, 
lor band, where tlio attack is due to serious diseoee of tbe 
terit-K, although the patient may seem to inipro«6_withiii a 
vT stuck will follow. 
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JiS. 22d, ISiS. — Vaccination toilhout a Scar; Scar not a Tftt of 
^horoughneiv, or of Immuniti/. — Dr. Comxorcad k paper on the ftbovo 

Itjcct {piiblislit^d in t'tv Jocrkai for April -Sth). The paper was 

nndtti on some cxpurimcnts perrormcd by Dr. Cotting by subcuta- 
ncouH TuccinatioD. In ono cam: m boy ngoa 12, who hvl Dcvcr bo«it 
vaccinated, had vacoinv viru.t inlrodiicuu bi'iivalh tlic skin by mean* 
of a hypodermic Nyring^'. A hnrd, circumnt^ribed liimor, wfaicb attained 
th« siee of a pullet's ^j^g, futlowcd. and uilcr the cig^hth day waa 
covered with a red aioola. This waa accompanied by ihe conMitutional 
syniptomB which usually attend succeB&ful vacoinstion. The tumor 
gntda^ly Bub§ided, and no scar nor travo of it was left. Forty days 
later, tlio boy was thoronghly racclnntcd in Uic usual vay, without 
aiiy n^siilt beyond the usual local irriu-tlion oT unsuccessful vaccina- 
tion. Three weeks later, tliis was again di»m;, wilh a nimitar result. 
From this case (wIktc insusceptibility I" scuondaiy vaccination, and 
to that extent to variola, waa proved to cxitit), no acar of the prerioua 
vaccinatioti being pretient, Dr. Cotlini; claimed to have tiliiiwn that 
tbfl taze or character of the ecar could not have the value heretofore 
■nigoed to it in Rhowiiig the dcf^ree of immunity to varioloua disease. 

Dr. Wbitk aaid he thought th^ question was not settlrd by Dr. 
^btting's case, as he did not consider thnt he had proved that the pa* 
tient really had had vaccine disease nfWr the liypoilcrmic vaccination. 

Dr. CoTTiNo said that lie certainly had all the aymptoms of it — sore 
arm, red ari-ola, constitutional dinlurbfiricc. and subsequently two uq- 
sacceBaful vaccinationn. 

Br. Hay said it miiHt be remembered that in this case the vaccination 
was done in an unuitiial manner. If Iho patient had been vaccinated 
by the common method he undoubtedly wonid have had a scar. 

Dr. Wsi.UKQTos said that it was important to know whether a very 
•ore arm and a pustule in cases of re- vaccination show that protection 
has been obtAined. He had never soeii tlie vesicle in ro-vacciuation 
go through il« regular stages. 

Dr. LrxtN said that he had obtained a perfect vedclo in a patient 
aged 23, whom h« had tC' vaccinated, aud with tlie lymph from whoso 
ann he had AuoceMfully vaccinated two servants. Ue thought that 
Kotne of the doubtful results of re-vaccination might be dne to the fact 
that adults, beiui; obliged to use their anns, uio vesicle tniglit ba 
broken or at least irritated. 

Dr. MtNoT said that he got positivn results in about one case in 
twenty or thirty of re-vnccinntiiins. The veaiclo is longer in devel- 
oping than in primary vaccination, nut comine to perfection before 
the eighth day. Ilo bad never tteen a acar left ny re-vacci nation . 

Dr. C. D. IIoxak^ said that the question of re-vacci nation wan an 

pottant one. At the present time all physicians are re-vacciuating 
palieuta, and if it is iiijurious or «von needless it ought not to 
done. 

Dr. ComKu said ho thought that in many cases tlie system waa 
already, as it were, eaturatcd n-ith the jirimary vaccination and refuses 
lo take lip the virus. Moreover, ho did not believe that any amount 
Vot,. VI —29 
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of re-vaccination would, in 6r«Tj caae, render it iiDpoesJblo for a pw- 
son to b%V0 v.iriolous diaeaae. 

Dr. Wane said ihal obaerrstioDB on a 1arg« scale wrre tifiedcil U 
proTfl the benefit or the reverse of re-vaccination. Stali«ttcH sbow 
that in tliosc liurnpoan mrmics whore re-vaccination i* prtictis^d sniU- 
pox is low pro%'nlent than where it in not. 

Dr. Wki.mkgtox nuked why Ijrmph aliould not bo token fnun ftdnh) 
for vac<!inalti)n. 

Dr. n. K. Omtrh siiiil that he had, when In tlio Diapensary serri,'*. 
frequently emplajed the vinH from VMifcIea of aetondaiy vaeci > 
in adulUt in the primary vaccioatiun of children, iiach ini>cul-:i _ 
waa very freijticntly aueceasful, even vtten the secondary vesicles wen 
of quite inegular form ; and, when successful, tbe vesicles wort tl- 
wnys well formed and their coarse perfectly regular. 

Dr. CiiKCVKK anid that thirteen years ago he had charge uf tke 
amallpox hospital. The keeper wn« insusceptible to variuluua di«- 
eaae, and never had been a iit;<^eKK fully vnn-iiiateil. On tbe other liand, 
three of the fatal caacti bad perfect Hciim of vjiccination. 

Dr. J. iloiijiKs apoke of a case which had occarred in Ma fatltet*! 
practice. A woman, eij^ht montha pregnant, had ci>niluent sTnallpoi. 
The child was born, and waH vaccinated without resulL Jt lived lo 
tlic a^c of IG, when it died of cooilueiit amallpox. 



Jak. 22d. — A Cafe of Variotoid. Dr. Gnazsorcn rcporteii the > 
A chihl with a Kiiit|iiri()u>i eniplion bad been sent fn>m The Childt«a^ 
Hospital to the City lIoKpitiil, On the m-xt day, it being evident tint 
it waa a caae of u>e«Jilea, and not variula, it was mat back. It Iiada 
mild caae of measles, other pattenia taking the drse*»e to the nanlwT 
of eleven eaoes in all. U::e of these, a boy, during his convaleecenco 
(the rash having entirely di«uf>p«ared) was noticed to have a veaide 
oa his abdomen ab»nt the size of a No. 8 shot. This was on the niM> 
tcenth day after the return o( the patient from tlie City Hostpilal At 
tito tame time he bad some constitutional dietorbancc, vomiting, fev«r, 
fto. Tliia reaicle incrMioed ri» site for the nest five days, at whkk 
time it waa nearly onethtrd of an inch in diameti-r. During tliln time, 
two or three »iiuilar. Uinugh Kmaller, one* appeared on hi% breaat aiid 
arms. On the fifth day alter the np|iear.inre of tbe first vesicle, a 
pretty copious papular eruption came out on the face, trunk and limb*. 
Thoso papules wvre small, all of tbe same aiee, and raised abovs Ifeo 
level of tbti akin, but did not communicate a "shot-like feeling" to ibS 
finger. On the ueil day. a new crop of papules appeared, and the con- 
atilulional symptoma were aggravated. Uu the day after the p»pnl«i 
were moatly surmounted by a small vesicle, Uie pativnt wim avnt le 
the City Hospital, where h« went thri^agh a nild and typical caae Ot 
TAtioloid. No other pMientu in The Children's Hospital wer« at- 
tacked. Tbey wero all vaccinated at the time, and in three cases aa»- 
OMsfally. 

Jan. 32d.— rumor ,/rsM Os S»er»l vtd Ptrimtot Mefio»t^a F<rtiu. 
Dr. £uja ahowed a tiinior three or fov iikcites in diameter, wUch waa 
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brougbt to Iiim from Dr. Willis, of Waltliam, with the rollowing 
history. 

The patient was 35 years of Age, and nearly s!x montha (iref^snt 
with her Grst child. Ae there was cridontly eome obstacle to the com- 
pletion of labor, iho head was perforated, but au1>se<)uciit traction 
ctiQScd » eeparation of ttio body of the child through the lumbar region, 
TrncttOB upon the rctnaiiiing portion still showed eomo obetaciv, 
which, being finally orcrcomv, the budy was delivered. The hand 
wait Uwn paiwul into the nteruM, the placenta removed, And wiUi it a 
tumorwhicb v-'^s lying unattached in tlm cavity. 

This wu compowj of a Koft, brain dike material, in which were 
some cyata and uagmentii of cartilaKO. The iioft material ^ove men- 
tioned was compoaed mainly of round granular corpuacleH of abont the 
size of white blood corpuscles. 

Dr. Fits, who also examined the k^*^1>i reported " tliat the Biaas 
was made up of stellate ^nd spindle-sliaped cells, with some delicate 
fibres and abandant transparent iuterccUulifr substance, coagiiialed 
by acetic acid. Thickly strewn tbrougtiout the entire mass were innii- 
merabic round nucleated cells, i^>f about the sue of white blood cor- 
puKclcM. Xhoro were also found some small nodules of bone and car- 
tiI*Ke." 

The opinion was cxprefiscd thnt th* tumor originated in the child, 
not iu the mother, as it rostinibled in fmrnu ntspectn a Hpecimeti 
shown by the writer at a nic<:ting of tlie BoHtiin Society fur Medical 
Improveinenl, and repurtod, in oonncctiim with other cases, iu the 
Boston Medical and Surgical Journal, .Tune, 1865. 

A snbeequent examination of the fuetua showed ihe correctness of 
this view. A loose portion of skin corresponding with that upon 
one part of the tumor extended downwards from the lumbar logioa 
of the child. Tho pelvis was open from below, qoitc widely expanded 
and excavated, as if previously occupied by some body? T)ie end of 
Ifac coccyx was wanting, and may have beun found in the tumor as 
cartilage, but tbe original position of the growth cotild not be Mcciy 
tained. 

ApHif. 22d. — Ovarian /)i«wim cured by inserting a Tube inin the 
Cy^ Ihruuyk the Wnlta of the JtKCtum and injecting various Antrin- 
gents. — Dr. .1. Houana reported tht! case. 

Mary R.. 21 years old. preuenletl tho following physical appearaaoes 
on Oct. 26th, 1871. She was about & feet 1^ inch in height, ratlier 
slender, and considerably emaciated. The girth at tho umbilical level 
W3M 30} inches. Tho polvic and lower abdominal regions were occu- 
pied by a tumor, quite pyramidal in shape, with its apex in the um- 
bilical rcgitm, There were three masHU^, varying in size fiom that of 
poiall pear to that of n lemon, which could bo moved ubnut nome- 
hilt between the iibdominal parietcx and the tumor, or else were 
nvable in the piirictex of the tumor. Tho main tumor watt but 
ightly miivablc ; appanmtly the adhemonn were numerous and very 
Strong. The abdiiminal paHetea were normal in thickness. Lineto 
•Ibicautea were present over the lower abdominal regions on both 
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aidcB. Ko dilatation of superficial Tcini. No distinct evideoee rf 
flactnation hi tumor. N'o impnlec. So cn.'pilna. Nn t«iideni««.. 
Solid on percuRoioii. Ttio bon-«ls were linhituall; const)put«d. Ih 
utoruR coold not bo felt. Tlio caritr of the Tagina waa nearly i» 
cludod by a mass illling the carily of the pelvis. The cavity of ibo 
n-ctum was aomewhat nurovred. Catamenia preaent Joly 13th; 
next in middle of 3ept«raber, and then about the 6th of October, anil 
agnio on tho Wth of October, lias threat difBcully in voiding urine, 
requiring the frpqnent use of th« catheter, and only geta along villi- 
out thi» instrument by pushiii); with the hands over the pubic reKion 
in a downward direction. Ab will be eeen beivaftrr, tho bladder 
waa carried up and (Inttcned out over the right side of tlic cyat, and 
experienco had taught tli« patient that pnnhing in thi« way woold 
empty IL Appetite moderate. J'ain at timctt in abdmnen for a ytar, 
and continuously in back for the pa»t fire montliK. Breathing nata- 
ral. Kesta beat on right aide. Pulae 88. of medium strength and 
volume. About three yeare since, firat noticed a tumor beneath the 
navel ; was not much incommodedbyit untilJuIy, when the abdominal 
region became sore and lendc-r, so much so that the preaanre of the 
bouclolhea could not be borne. Probably thia was an attack of peri- 
tonitis. The tumor baa spread out laterally since July. Dr. 11. 
told the patient that he did not feel certain aa to whctlx-r the tumor 
onataiaoa duid or was aolid, bat ho was inclined to think, fmm iu 
aztremo bardne«s, almost complete absence of tiuctuation, and from 
ila having taken (he ntorus np out of reach, that it was a fibriMiA tumor 
of Uie womb, and tlint he slionld not decide witliout further invettti^ 
tion. She cxpresaed a desire to conitnlt Dr. Wheeler, of Chelsea, aad 
she waa advised to do ao. Or. Wheeler reported thitt he obtaiiwd 
distinct ei-idence of fluctuation In the tumor, and an impnlse when on* 
finger was pressed against the growth in the rectum and the ombili* 
oal region ta|>ped with the other hand. On the 2Mh of October, abf 
wa« admitteti to the Carney liospital and etherized. Dm. Wheeler, 
Mioot, C. D. nomane, Langmaid, J. 0. Green, and «evcral other phy- 
sdciaos were prcoont. The m^rity thought the tumor a solid one. 
The moat prominent and clastic spot in tlie tumor was ■ek-rtcd aad 
punctured through the rectum towards the hollow of the Kacrnm em 
the right side, at a point aboat an inch and a half from the anus, naiag 
one of the long canula; of Meyer and Meltzer's aspirator. An opaqw 
odoriess fluid, of " ctSi au tait " color, ran out frwly. It was the of 
dinaiy fluid of an ovarian cysL About fifty ounces of this fluid t*Q 
freely out, and tlie pneumatic aspirator sucked out about Gfteen ounces 
more of yellow cunly material, contaioing hair and epithelium. Tlie 
canula wnii then removed. When the tao waa emptied, a sound waa 
introdnced into the uterus, which was foand movable and Ronnal. Tba 
solid maaaea stQl reraaiued, and were more or leas pediculatcd. The 
patient slept well after the operation, and (he noxt day waa found to 
moasore three inches less in cinrumrerence at the omblltcua than be- 
fore the tapping. She went on vet; nicely aatil the SOtb, wfaeo aha 
had a chill; three days later, the abdomen waa teader, tynpaBhiB 
and swollen ; she had occaaional naosea. .\ lew days later, Ao 
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oanin^ ulmont conKtnntlj, had much tenderness, and could nnt paftn 
nrine. A moUillic cnthi^t'tr wunid Dot enter tbo Madder, as thiti or- 
\g*n was tipped up ut ii rtKlit anjrlr- with thr^ nn^thra, A ]avgrt ttlaHtic 
catheter entered, and ilR tip cotild be rdt in thi^ rifclit Itimbar refrion, 
but no urine canie away. PiilHn l'2!>, wiruk, rutJier nuiidl ; voniits 
morphia and opium. The next day, Nurooiber 6lh, witJi the aiSAiHtanee 
of Drs. tire«nough and Kitx. tlie patient vraa etherized and again 
tapped in the same way aa before. About fifty oancea of very offen- 
sive pus came away, and then the sauie jelioiv materinl of hair and 
vpithelium. A large clastic ciittieter vraa introduced into the cyst, 
water injected and ttic catheter tied in. I'ulse stronger after tlie opo- 
ration. The chills, pain, fev^'r, &c., were dne to the suppuration in 
the MIC. Thf^re was no poritoottis, oa was feared. S\c^ nil nigbt 
without any opiatir. 

Nov. 6tJi.— Callii-tor tiyringed.out, pus oflcnsiTU and thin; much 
yellow curdy material sucked through catheter by a tig'ht-fittinp 
ffyrinf^, perhaps several handTulK.

'bo catheter was removed from the cyst, an enema given, which opc- 
,t«l wi-ll, and nnotlicr catheter introduced. On November ITtb, 
iiuwed urine naturally. On the 19th, nncitlier enema wa^ given, after 
CatheliTr had been removed from tlie cynt. On the 20th, the 
inp from the rectum into the ev«t wan found to have closed too 
mneb to admit a calbeter, and fir. 11. wiiitt-d to see if tlie cyst would 
fill again. On December 4(h, general jmin and chilliness came on, 
and on December 7lh. ihe cy^t was tapped as before. u»'ing, however, 
a trocAr four inches in diameter ; and one pint and a half of vciy olTun- 
sivc pus was removed. The opening vras enlarged with Ihe MKtj)ury 
■nd a wttdeter introduced. On December Oth. the diwehjirge waa free, 
ppetitc and general heallh excellent. Injected nbuul four ounce* of 
nrw alcohol into the cyst, moat of which returned at once, but about 
half ounce was rrtnincd. The foot of llie bed was elevated so 
tiu! bipM were higher than the hcnd, to enable tlie alcohol to run 
top of the cysl. Dcwmber llih, Jij. of alcohol injected and 
lined. Dee. llth, tube came out during a movement of the bow> 
eU. On December 2Gtli, tlie cyst waw again tapped, as paio in lh« 
back, &c., showed that suppuration wiis );oing on in the sac. About 
one pint and a half of very oflentiivc pun was removed, the opirning cq> 
.rged somewhat with the knife, upwards and downwardii, and a

Wary had gaine<i much llciili 
and strength since she entered the hospital. The sac was washed out 
nd BOme utcohol injei-teii. On Dec. 2~lh, about thtee ounces of pure 
ct. iodine was injecli'd iind cnrked in, with orders to remove (ho cork 
Id three hours.

Enlarged the opening upvarda into the reo- 
turn, anddowBvrarda partially tbruugh the sphincter, and by cxploriug 
with tlie finger foand that the aac ran up between tbe mcmm and rec- 
tUDi. adh>'Ting to the former and probably to the letter, behind tbe 
uterus. Tbo walls seemed to be about onefonrth of an inch ihidl, 
«>iniewtidt riiugh, but finn and tou^^h. An attempt was ni«Je to gnu|i 
the np[HT exlTT-niily of tbo cyst wilii lung forceps and drajt it down. 
but no )r<M>d erip could be oMuned; and ercn if the attempt had sa> 
occdcil, tho linntivss of tlw walls and the adbnioBa would tuv» 
prevvnied accomplishing anything. As the hKnorrliaM was ralbsr 
free. 1 injected a niistaro of equal parts of carbuUe acu and wat*r. 
and wImhi Ihia had run out a Mlatioi) of ftrri aalpb. A piece of 
(Mophagua tubing was tied in as befiw«. On February 15th, tbf 
tatn was finally removLvl. On Feb. S6th, passed a targe catheter 
•ftsily into the cyst without etherixiag. aad abost thrto oasoc* of 
pus and sono gas came out. Patient thiaka that tbete is occasioaally 
a slight discharce (rom cyiU inbi rectoB. On Feb. SSth. Mmrj caxne 
ia to aso sm on nor way to Worecalcr. She was Blvip and strong. 
Tbo abdonMN was natural in af^eanae* ; no hsn ■iw r i coald be 
soon or felt. Her circumdrreiKo at the smbSical level ia Iwenty-siz 
tachB*. She premises to rwtum at o*oo if say rymptoai* adoMMih 
her that the sac i« filling. 

April 15th.— Mary is stoat asd stnag; has been watkiag as a 
serrant siiMre last smw. and regards hwmlf as pcrlectly well. She 
has a good color, and weighs aboat 150 pomds. A catheter can be 
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pnewd into tho sac ; there is nn pun. ^ut fcas comes out. Probably 
tiiiit eas is goiicratpd l>pcau*>c of ihc connecUon betwe«n the cj»i 
anil Uio bowels, 1 Ihink tho euro may bo considered permanciit. 

Dr. EuJS iipuitt! of a caw somewlial similar whieli Iiad occnrred 8ere- 
rsl yean ago. Tlie patient wa« tapped and a permanent opening 
waa made. Tlie dixcbargc from tliis "[icniiig grraduuliy became lc«8 
and less, and finally ccaxcd entirt-ly. Soinn vcnrN aflerwnrdti, the 
patient havitif* died of some other (li»ca.ie, an autupx}- n-a!< ubtnined 
and hardly any veatjge« of the old cj«t were faiuid. tho cavity haT- 
ini; cotitractcd and the walls lieU>g adboient. 

Dr. JiCRSON spnke of a case uf Dr. Walher's, in which & trocar 
wta introduced into the cavity of tho cyBt, which opened out when 
ioxido and wan thus kept pf-rmanently in place. In this cnac he sup- 
posed tliat the irritation cniiM-d by the presence ol the iinftrument had 
occasioned the contraelion and adhcoion of the walU of the cyst. 

Dr. FtPiRLD said tliat he conxidiTed the pneumatic aspirator a most 
valuable aid in the diagnosis of ovarian dinuase. He had seen a ca«c 
where a patient, some im>!)thR after ounQnement. noticed a tumor in tlw 
right bypogaslric rej-ion. Al the same time, she bcfran to Io«) 
fleeh, and her Fkin became yellow. At that time she was under medi- 
cal trcatmetil in a neifthborinp city, her disease bdiiig cnnBidcred hepa- 
tic. When lirKt seen by Hr. KiQcM, in Febfimry, nhc was much ema- 
ciated, and her ikin was almost a 1cni<>n (-oli>r. There wa.i a tumor in 
the right hypogaalrium, which wiih fi-lt to ilip down between Uie 
rectnm and the xpinal column. Dr. F. considered the disease to be 
malignant, and gavL- a bad prognosis. Tbe patient was afterwards 
seen by a surgeon who pronounced it ovarian, and operated for the 
purpose of making a permanent opeoiug. The patient died on the 
third day after the operation. 

Anui. 22d. — TVo Oaxeg of Cerebrt/Spitial ifminjritfir.— Dr. J. N. 
Bosi-iKi) rrpnrtnd the cases. 

W. K. M., Attifl n, a resident of 5'i Albany Street. Bostuu, WM 
admitted to the llt'stim City llottpital, eumirfg under my care on Uib 
13lh day of last January. lie was delirious, and the history of the 
case could only be made out from biH friends, wbo stated that be had 
been an active, energetic boy. About a fortnight before he waa 
taken sick, be commenced work as a a caniage painter, but was 
during this time omiiloyed as the youngest apprentices at such occu- 
ions not unfrequently are, in the peiformancc of a variety of odd 

b«. On the 6th of January he felt poorly, with chilly scnitationa 
anting all day. On the next day, when stowing away some coal, be 

came so ill that hi* employer noticed it, and sent him home in the 
middle of the forenoon. He went to bed delirious, with intense head- 
ache, pain ill his neck and upper part of his spiue. which l>ceamo 
stiff, with head drawn back xharpty between the shouldcrH. During 
this week he had involiiNtary dcjcctiono and micturition. 

When he was admitted to the hospital, his head was fixedly drawn 
backwards. lie was noisily delinotiH, though he could be compelled 
to return to a temporary lucidity, but on ceasing to put imperatire 
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qwwttons h« at once relapsed into loud Bhooting deliriam, calling i«- 
ngiiinry names, cursing, complaining of tiis head, then wailing, vhin- 
ing, eimpcring. Kc was cortBlantly opening hi* cvr» to Iheir ruUcft 
cxtoiit mill ttiiTi clofsiiig tlicm tightly. Tight wim evidently painfnI.M 
wiM Kdiiiiil, f<ir ir liny <inu Kpokt' in a luiid lonu near him, ho would 
fnKtiintly U-g tliom to htinli. He h«d dried blood ub'iut hlti ntMitril*, u 
if fniin prpviijurt nuse-bleed. Hit) lipn were dry and cracked. Tlwte 
waa much aordcm on tlio leetfa. Ilia tongue waa dry and glax«(1 at 
tip ; dry and heavily coated on the back part. Tbe ekin waft not very 
bol ; there waa a scattoced acne over the upper part of the cbcet aod 
sboulders. Any ni'>vcment of the patient on to hia eJdo caoaed load 
complainta of pain in tbc bend, neck Riid back. In tbo crcning, tat 
pulse waa 100. lU-«piration 38. Tcnipcratuiy 101)°. 

Jai). Htb, — There was internal strnbiKmu* oftiie right eye. Tnngao 
dry, glazy and brown. PnUc tended to reduplicate. There wen 
atwnt iliu neck, fureamiH and wriata faintly marked n:ddish liviit bhitcb- 
en, but no real maculation of tbe akin noticed, nor waa it at any later 
period. NothiiiK very marked about pupils. Temperature ia A.M.. 
102*; in P.M., 102^*. Pulae ranged fiom 104 to 96. He waa orderad 
fluid est. ergot», fideen drops every four hours ; sul. brom. potan., 
twouly grains every four hour«, alternately. Evaporating lotion to 
head aiid beaters to feet. To bo fed wiib broths, «oupa, milk, &c. 

Jan. 16tb. — Uclirima of same diaracter, but loss noisy. Strabisnim. 
wilb constant opening Mid shutting of right eye, CDtttinut^. So i«- 
turn of nose-bleed. Trteth covcntl with tliick Nordea. Tongue mj 
heavily covered witli tliick, yellow, foul coating and deeply teamed 
witli tlKsuros. Dowels coxtive. Still involuatarj micturillOD. Polie 
AH to 12, and nulfitrii-ntly ittTung. Temperature 99*, in tbe oveniag.

rriini thin dale l<> the 24lh of Jan, kis ooadition slowly improved. 
TiKniperatun' grdduidlj' tailing to tbe normal point. 

Uh Ullh, Im waa at the riail aieeptng; not retts^ by loud tolkiag. 
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allowing eyelids to be raigo<l tvitliont awaking him. He could be 
roused enoufcfa to annwer n qucKlion. but iocttaiitly lell ofT into bis leth- 
argic conililiun wliiuli l:(.<l<-(t utilil tbe'29tb, during wbicU time bin put§o 
W9t8 feeble, about SO to 90. Tttrnpurature u little below the normal 
point. Sordes disappeared frotn itioutli. tongue becoming bright red. 
Skin was dry aud harKb, invottintary dejoctions and micturiliunB con- 
tinued and bedsores formed. Ergot and bromide treatment was omit- 
ted on ilie 26tli, and sulphate of (loinine gr. i. given 3 (ime.i daily. 

Jao. Slsl. A record of no marked change eicopt rather more mild 
doliriDm, but on Feb. -1th tlie record was : Patient becomes entirely 
nitioDa] and natural. Pulse 86, good strength. Temperature 90^". 
Coantcnanco bright and natural. Skin cool, soft, naturnl. ToDgUO 
c'can, no sordcs, no strabismus, or facial paralysis. Motions »T head 
free; no cervical tenderness. Appetite good. Able to feed himself. 
H«H regained control of bladder and bowels, Only suSoring and 
complaint is fr^m bedsores. He was put upon the syrup of tho hypo- 
plio«{)hitca of lioiD, soda, potaaa. and iron, 5'- ^ t. d., quinine being 
omitted. 

Since tli« last date, patient has steadily progrcosed in his conTalos* 
eeoce, and ho is able to walk about. Bedsores healed, and mind per- 
fectly clear. lie was afterwards dischiirged, well. 

The second case whii;h I have to report is that of a young Englisb- 
man. 20 years old, who was a steerage p^ttienger on the Cunard 
steamer Hecla. lie pavxcd iiiBjieotion as being healthy on the Railing 
nf the steamer. On the Ttli »f June, tho surgeon, on going his rounds, 
found the patient very much in tiio same condition that ho was in 
when admitted to the hospital, on the 17th, ten days later. Then the 
rooord states: — Patient was in bed. Cheeks slightly flushed. Skin 
normal as to heat. Patient's bead markedly drawn back, and cannot 
be made to bow forwards. Eyes sufiuaod. Pupils normal in size, but 
■In^ish. Tongue could not be protruded, and on attempting to in- 
trodncc a spatula, teeth bocamo clenched, but tho tonguo was seen to 
bo thickly covered with a dry, dirty-yellowish coat, Oonoral ap- 
pearance of skin of body dusky, with slig^it amount of livid blotching, 
l)nt no maculoa. Patient ooitld unil<^rrtt:iiid quentiuna and whiit was 
iiaid about him, but was unnbic to speak, having lost tlio power on 
the 1 till inxt, liiiwcla and micturition free, and no involuntary action. 
Is very retttleva, tossing about, and muttering. Swallows hia broths 
readily, and seems very thimty. 

On morning of tho I8tli, patient waa seen in the opistbotonio condi- 
tion by one of the bouse officers, but this condition was only of abort 
duration. His temperature was 091". In the cTening, the head waa 
noticed to be a little more movable. He was ordered the same treat- 
ment as the preceding patient, viz., alternate doses every four hours 
of bromide potasaa, grs. xx., and fluid extract ergot, gtt. xv. and 
^od nutirishmcnl. 

On 2l«, intclligcnco seems to be improving. Answers qncstiona so 
tliat be can be understood. Skin still grcnRy. Tlunvy sordoa on 
tet-tli. Tongue still covered with that heavy dry yellow fur. £yes 
Itill much suffused. A crop of diffused acne on cheat, similar to that 
Vol. VI.— so 
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ri>cordcd in the cane of the preTi«>nfi pntient. Sneaks of headache, 
Eore Ibroat, and eoiB|>laiQ«d of linn^r, mithoagh ke was taking Qrt 
pints of milk and two of brotlia in tweiity-fonr honre. Bowels wen 
open, but nitcturitton was involuntary. Ri^cidUy of neck continued, 
wilU letractioK of bead. Nu atifliietia of lower part of spine. PalitS 
M, and temperature 98°. GradniUly gentle delinain began to be e» 
tftblished. Ue deemed in some respects to improve ; ho had do 
pMO ; tlie neck became Icbs rigid ; skin was in better condition, and 
poise improved in Blreiigtb. 

On 2Ctb. quioitie was substitnted for the bromido and rrgot. 

On the 30th and Slat, bo seemed very well, csccpt tlir pcrninteace 
of the mild delirium. Hat on February Igt. hie nnpL-ct changed; 
Tomiting set in, his eyes became dull, skin duskj asd greitfj ; tbkk 
BordoB returned ; head wsb ngain strongly retracted ; nndvnttandnig 
was dulled ; pulso bocnmc weak, thready, 124 in tbo evening, and t«aD- 
pemturo lOSJ". His bowels Iwd been constipated befnrc this, and 
wor« moved by enema of soap cads and oil, aud after thai a coatfand 
leakage of fncal matter. 

On the 2d, tbiei condition continued, with a hot dry body, and sn 
eruption looking like that of scarlet ft;vL-r on the body. with, in tb» 
evening, minute jK^lcchito. And on Pchniary Sd, at 1, A.M., be died. 

The aiitoiisy wa» made by Dr. 3. iJ. Wchber, who found the cerebral 
nteningrH only moderately cmigesled; puticta vaecalosa nuiacroiMt 
white Mitwtance abnurmatly pink; this extended as low as tlia m^ 
dulla ohiDiiguta. The spinal cord and membranes congostod, and 
iDHch more spinal lluid th.-in usual. Arachnoid at base of brain wa*A 
little thickened, and perhaps more opaque than usual. Brain and cord 
Olhcm-iee seemed normal in sti-ucture and consistency. The interior 
of nnnill int<-KttncR we«) quite strongly colored by blood, and oow- 
talnod Homu blood mixed witli their conlcnts. Peyer's putcbea wen 
praminent. not ulcenitcd. 

Solitary glands of lar);e and nmall intestines were enlarj^ed. The 
meimnterif glands, especially those nearer tiie Insertion of the meseo- 
ten- to tho uarietes, were very large. 

Since making these extracts from the records. I have seen one of 
the officttni of the Itclleruo Hospital, in New York, who told me that 
Ibey bad this winter twelve erases in that hospital, the general fea- 
tures comspondfng exactly with those of tho two putieuts here re- 
corded. A fever, marked by sharp retraction of bead between shoul- 
ders, seldom amounting to true vpigithotooo* ; delirium of varying 
Kmount up tu wildncHs. but always able to be rvcallcd to a momentum 
sanity; no marked byp»r»»Bthesia of skin; no macalntian aa In Ijr- 
phuR, but in all a dlaoreie acne over chest and abouldora, ftnd mmh- 
timoH ou forehead. A temperature hot seldom rising above 108^ 
I'upda sluggishly responding to ligh^ and loss of control of Ito 
sphincters. 

There had heen five autopsies, one of them giving almost the moot 
appearances of tho membranes of tbecord as noted iu tlw cases 1 ham 
ri'imrled. 

In tlio other four, the appearances were more distinct, and there was 
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s ^posit of puH parlicularlj* iu tho luwor b*If of the cord, and then 
WM A nxtdf^iiing of the gray miitttT uf tiui cord. 

Tbc gcotlvtoan whom 1 tiavc quoted said tbat there wore some ap* 
preli envious ia New York lest ttic disease should become opidemio 
tiiits wttHon. 

Mat IStli, 18T2. — UmbxHcalliccmorrhage. — Dr. Siholaib reported tho 
case. 

Tbe child, at birUi, appR»rcd heitUhj. Itx father had been enfeebled 
by a gMii-tiJiot woiinil, and its mother wax a " di^ivuus " woman. On 
tbe morning ai^'r birth, on ccchymosis wtuii uhovrvvd on the shoul- 
der andsome others on the extremities. In the fear of umbilical \iK- 
moitliage, directions wore given to apply the pcranlphalc of iron if 
Deceasaiy. IIu.-murrhagO came on, first from the gums, tlioii from thfi 
oarel, and allerwards Irom the bowulit. There waa uojiiundice. It 
died 00 the filth Any. Dr. Sinulair oetkcd in what such a case ditferod 
from purpura lueiuorrhogica. 

Dr. UovQiTCR spoke of two caaes which he had neon, occurring iu 
tlie sanio fuiitily. In both the first symptom was oozing from the cord. 
I>r. MiyoT said that the trouble in these coses was that tho blood did 
not coagulate. In some respects ihcso cases do resemble purpura 
h»raorrha^ca, although the purpuric spots aro not usually as round. 
^t ifl not uncommon to have more than ono case in tho same family. 
Jeariy fifty per cent, of the cases arc jaundiced, and eighty-four per 
ont. ar« fatal. If, however, tho pationts live for a certain number of 
lays ihry recover, and show no signs of hErmorrbagic tendency in after 
|)f«. IltBraorrhago is not confined to the umbilicux, but usually comes 
ilso from the raucous membranes, or from any cutaneous scratch, as one 
aiute by thcforceps. Dr. Minot had had four cases in ono family. Ue 
did not know tho proportion of cases in which the hiomorrhage was 
confined to the navel, but this was the ca«c in some, while, on the 
Otlwr baud, in others there was no umbilical btcmorrhage, tho blood 
coming entirely from the mucous racmbranes. Iu all cases, howorer, 
he thought tho blood was of tho peculiar purpuric character. 

Dr. FiriKLD said that wc might have hmraorrhiige from the cord in- 
dependently of purpuric tendency, aud quoted two coses where it 
Was due to ncDri in that situation.

^Klouceirtor, Mass. House dry, on northern side of hill. When young, 

Hnbe patient enjoyed ao average degree of health. During her life sbo 

Vfass had some levers, never severe; the last occurred two years since, 

with bcodaohcB ami some looseness of the bowels, but she was only 

three days absent from school, where she has been constantly at 

work till the present day. 

^B " Four years ago, the present itlncsa began with a diarriicBa, which 

^Bwfl conlinuod m'>re or les^ till now ( March, 18731. After it had con* 

^^inued three tveoks, she first noticed that the aiscbargea contained 
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&t, Komctimes •epsratod from ttecsi mattore. nt otlicr times entirely 
free from tliom. Tho fat BCpnratod ttnd tloatcd on anj liqnid. Fur 
the pMt yonr, tiy the ndvico of a phjrsiotan. sho has uxod nniclt faUf 
food. TliG numbttr of dnily dojootioiiB hnre varied from two to aeven 
for the ftiiir jears pnet. Of lute, they nre less numcroux than at an 
earlier porind. She cannot toll why thvy vary. If, one day, tihe lias 
one, the next duy she huK iniiiiy. No pain accompanies them, but a 
sense of fiilnees of the bnwel.i, which is relieved by n dejection. Only 
within the piut month Iiiim she had some slight indication, markcil 
by a diatrcHB, hut nn wharp pain or other symptom. Rarely, thercis 
acidity. The nrine ttci^mx tohertobo natural. Sli^it palpitation during 
the paat few moiilhit, hut only on going up AtitirH. Aleuses, wolH 
About four woekn ajjo, nearly one half a pint of blood camo from 
the rectum, unmixed with fat. but fresh aud bright. No pain or lunart- 
ing in the rectum or backache with tliia. No trouble in head. Ilcr 
countfrnance was pale, but not unhealthy looking. N« look of int- 
lignant diecaee was noticed. She had used the pancreatic cmiilitioit 
for the past months, but had been nauseated by it. A large qnaotity 
of f(Btid masses of yellow fat, Gontaiuiog fat cella and rarioos crys- 
tals, were sent subsequently." 

Sbo was ordered to avoid fat, and to try citrate of iron and qaiaine, 
ten grains three times daily. 

She died April I, 1812. She gave np her school nhic weeks before, 
owing to the prevalence of smallpox, but she soon began to grow 
worse. Sho kept about the bouse, lying upon a lomigu three or 
weeks, aud then took to her bed, remaining there five or six more, snf 
fcring with pain four and distress in the region of the liver aud ahdo- 
men generally, A little romiting occurred during the last week, and 
the di^'ectione were less fatty towards the last two wvek:t. They he- 
eame copious, rather dark, with email masses of white subHlance mere- 
ly, but no positive fat. Complained of heat, but there wa* no un- 
natural heat of skin. Appetite poor. No palpitation. Breathing 
e&ay, except during the ]uKt day or two, No great emaciation. Some 
yellowness of skin, and a little of conjunctiva a week or leu days be- 
fore death. 

Autopsy, by Mr. Subhic, houEC pupil of the Alaasachnactts General 
Hospital. Emaciation was nut very marked. The color of tlie skin 
was quite yL-llow. Tlie feet were ttlightly ardematoua. In making 
an incisiou through the abdominal widlx, thcknlfe met with some re- 
sistance over the epigastrium, us though it rented upon some lirm 
Bubatance. On removing the eternnm, the diitphragm was found 

finahed up to a level with the junction of the third rib with its carti- 
uge on the right, and with the junction of the fourth with its cartilage 
on the left side. The lungs were perfectly healthy, being of a dark 
color on tlieir posterior surface, duo to hypostatic congestion. The 
niuHcular substance of tbo heart was rather paler than usual, and the 
aortic valves somewhat fenestrated ; otherwise the organ appealed 
normal. 

The peritoneal cavity contained above one pint, by estimate, of 
clear, yellowish tluid. All the abdominal riacera were perlectly voltbliy. 
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witli tbe exc«ptJon of the Ui'er, panci^iut stiiI IcidnDjM. Xo cxuminft- 
tion was mttde of ihe wlenat. 

Tbo liver, whicb watt enonnniisly enUrgod, vra» ntnoved, togt^ther 
vtth the paucreaA and daadeimm, in ahg m&UH, the nuprA-rciial 
Cftponlos adiicring to it. The maaa was found tu wtsigh 10} lbs. 
The kidnojrs vere of normal aixe, but tbo couvolutcd tubule« hid tho 
iqipcarance of being futty. 

Tli« following is tbo report of the cxaminatioD of tbo liver, pancreaa, 
Ac. iw mndc by Dr. Fitz. 

Till' bond of the pancreas was enlarged nearly to the eize of the 
cloaud fiict : it wns dense and heavy. The real of this organ, aa ub- 
I served exfj-maUy, was apparently normal. 

On Kfictinn through the head, a soft, yellow, pulpy mass was dis- 
' played, en<;ti's<!<l in larger and smaller amounts between tolerably 
dense septa of fibrous tissno, tho normal gland atmcture having cotirvly 
disappeared. 

Tbe muoonii mombrane of the dnodenam tying oveir tho paocrcu 
was ulcerated, a loss of substance aa large as a nickel cont Imving oc- 
cnrred, separated by a bridge of mucoux mcmbrano from a smaller 
nicer in the Immt'diute vicinity. Tho base of the ulcers wan f»rmed 
by the broken-down, somewhnt firm, yellow, cancurauK gland. 

The duodenal orifice of the pnncrealio dnct was completely plugpred 
by a rounded, cancerouK mass, apparently lying in and beneath the 
macoufl membrane of the xurno, which hiid ulcerated, however, over 
H» convexity. This pUijr, neiirly as voluminous as the tittle finger, 
filled tbo duct as far battle an the junction of the tail with the head of 
the organ, beyond which point a tolerably uniform dilatation existed, 
larg<; enough to admit a finger, and filled with an opaque, yellow 
pultaccona fluid. 

The liver was considerably enlarged, very heavy, of an intense 
yellow color; the surface irregular from the preaencc of rounded, 
flattened elevations, at times umbilicated, an inch and less in diameter, 
projecting above tho surface a line or two. The peritonenl iiivoiit- 
ment was thickened and opaque over thcifo nodnlen ; eUewhere thin 
aad transparent. So nnmcroue were these cleviitL'd putchca that but 
litUe of the hepatic tieeue remained. On Hectinn through the organ, 
its substance wiw seen to be crowded with nodular inaaaea, varying 
in size from Unit of a pi'a to that ofa plum, their periphery often 
more or le»H at-rpontino, in many places confluent; again, homogene- 
oosly infiltrating tho liepittic tisaue over a very conaidorablo surface. 
Tho Dodnles wore of a snlphiirous yellow color, very soft, breaking 
down nnder the knife, often traversed by fibrous thrcada and bands 
which divided the maaa into irregular compartments. Nunierouii 
■ branches of the portal vein, cut in various diroctione, were found to 
contain a similar substance to that existing in the nodnlest. Presaure 
applied to a portion of tho liver caused soil, yellow plugs to project 
Irom tlic surface to a considerable distance. 

So general was tho alteration of tho Hrcr that but little of the nor- 

mal Ktructuro remained. The loll lobe wilh mimewhat le&a diseased,

Tliif> 
tbroubtus ejil<!ii(luil iiit» ticarly all the h«pat:c branches uf the purlal 
rein, att far iiitu the livor a« the lanm cuuld be (ullowetl with svalpd 
ud Bcisaora, also for nurnc diabutce iuto the okeeeateric Tcios when; it 
terminated as conical points, on tiw Biir£K« of whii^ was louai a 
layer of reoeatl; coa|[ulat«d blood. The fibrotu tissue in the porta of 
tiw lirer preeeated a uomtal appearance; the lymphatic glauds wcro 
■wollcD slightly and CBdenalous. But one of Umsm ira« fouiid to be 
the seat of the cmicmoms growUi i. in this inataac*. a nodule bardlj' 
lanrar than the head of a pin was fooikd. 

The gall-bladder, dilated to the siso of a laree BanlL-tt pear, was 
distended with a greenieh-broiTD, floid bile. Itn walla iij>parciitljr 
heatthjr. The cystic aod hepatic dscts pfnccnled no ooiuuiJ appeac- 
aocM. The common bile-duct beallby axotpt at its entrance intu the 
duodeouin, whore a fringed dass of excTMCcaocs. appaienllj composed 
of ttdematous mucoos menibraae, projected, pol<rptu-like, lutu its 
canal. 

Tbo mtcroscopicel examinatsoo of tbe new growth showed it to be 
made up of delicate alreolar speoee. Tsiring extreiBelj in size, with

Tbtee weeks beOHe eatnaoe be bad aa attack of measlea, which kept 
bin ia bed fow day«- He Aoagbt be took ooU oa go*J*g out. soon 
aftanrarJa, and was eoniaed to bed agaia witb geweral pain and 
•onacea, but especially ia tbe back aad IHt side, uw cough, which 
be b«d frMu nt bfiaaiag of tbe measica, bacase more seTere, with 
■mob kotbr •xpeetontboa. Be bad to a paa ta , ten* and sweating, 
baikw«biU». ^ 
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Od entrance, lie wus no wmIc tliat no car(^fhl pxAininatiun could 
be mttde. Uia complexitm wa« diuiky ; ttiv polev 1 28, nud tite r»«i)tra- 
tioiia 48 ID Ut« minute; temperature 104". He wait unable to lie 
down, sad was deliriouu in tlie night. Willi the free um> of Btiinulants 
bis condition improved soinctvliat; and, un tlic 5th, an examination 
of the chest ahuwet) that tJi« pcrcnsoion and r«Mpir4tion were iguito 
good in the upp«r pai I of biith backa : but in the lower half, on each 
side, the pcrvussion was dull, and the reapiratjon very feeble, with 
fine crepitant lalcs. In front, the percuaajou waa quite dnll throngb- 
out tho right side, oapecially in lower half; there was also considcra< 
btc dnlnvse in lower half of left side. The respiration was rerj ob- 
scure in the right nppcr front and inaudible in the lower half; very 
strong in U'H upper front, but inaudible below fourth rib on that itide. 
The lioart MounilK were distant. Expectoration quite mndcntc, in part 
adhttMve, witii maw pnnilcnt matter and froth, and a little bioad ; 
MiKK w«rc no characttrrifitic pneumonic sputa. 

The gi>neral condition of tlie patient remained about tlio same until 
the 8tb, when he appeared to bo Riorit>UDd. [Ic aflcrwardx improTed 
eo as to take aolid nonriNhment frcvlj. lie icnt up moat of the time, 
but there waa uo chan(i:e in the ptiyKical hi^iiii, in tlte pube, respira- 
tion or tempera tuie. lie died, rather auddenly, on the lltb, at 8 
o'clock, A.M. 

At the Autopay, both lungs were found to be much compressed up- 
wards and backwards, very lirml; adherent at the apices, and con- 
tained a few miliary tubercles and one cheesy nodule. Tho pleural 
surfaces were covered with tuberclea, extending into the fissurcK be- 
tween the lobes. About two quarts of clear, yellowish serum were 
cotained in each pleural cavity. There wore a few tubercle* in tho 
liver, spleen and kidneys. The entire peritoneal surface and the mu- 
cous lininr uf the intei^tinos were studded with lubercleo, and about a 
utiart of clear, yellow scrum was contained in tho peritoneal caTiqr. 
Ttin heart was nortnul. 

Dr. JlliMiT Haid that inasmuch an both pleural cavities were found 
full of Huruni, it was an interesting i^uestiuu whether life might cot 
have been prolonged by tapping. 

JcsE Iftlh. — Aneuriim of (Ar? MirliUe Cerebral Artery. — Dr. Wzllmg- 
TO.f reported the caao and ahowcd the specimen. 

The patieiii, a policeman, ■!! years old, had for two years com- 
plained of pain, and other uncomfortable feelings, in the head. lie 
would sometimes speak of aracUitig disagreeable odors, which were 
not perceptible to others, Five weeks before his death he had a 
BGTOTC attack of headache, accompanied by double Ti«iou. Thia lasted 
thioc days, and gradually subsided. 

The day before his dt'nlh ho suffered another severe attack of head- 
ache. He, however, in the evening ntnrled un hia round as night- 
policeman, hoping the fresh air would case hia pain, lie suflercd 
greatly tlirough the night, and rctiirnc<l home at 4 o'clock the nest 
uiurning in gn--at agony. He acted strangely and seemed bewildered, 
vomited and bad two dejections. At h, A.M., became iDBcusibk; 
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biealbinR labored; pulse feeble; extrpmilips coM nnil covered w!tli > 
ctammy sweat; pupiU contracted. lie died at 9.40, A.M. 

At the autopsy, a largn coagutam was roniiiJ ill tlie ri^rlit Attf rior 
lobe of the brain, near the fissure of Sylvius. In lh« midst of tliit 
coagulum was an ancuriem of tlic middle crp«)brnl utoiy, ao iivcli ta 
length, two-thirds of an inch in dinmr'tcr, IiIIimI with RriD, old coagnla. 
and the nipturc of which hud nauiwd thi; bH'murr{ia>;e. 

The inner cont of the basilar aitd middle c<-n>bral arteries wa» di«- 
caMd, ■ whiliuh deposit being £uiitAiii«d in their substance. 

JuKX 10th. — Aneurinn of the Afteria InnominOta, opening into He 
Trachftx. — Dr. J. B. S. Jacksos re]>ortfid the case *nd showed tbe 
6pei:iiiien. ^ 

The patient, a Ueallhy looking sailor, 5S years of age, cntored tbe 
U. S. Marine Uospilal, under the care of Dr. A. U. Bancroft, AprB 
12tli, iS'i'2, having given up his work two weeka prcriouftly, attd ob 
the tth of May ho died. Six moolhs before admimion, and alUr 
being wrecked off the coast of Nova Scotia, be w»» verjr ercntlj «■ 
poeed, and at last obliged to swim two miles for hin life. Prerioiulf 
no had been quite healthy, but a severe cold that he got at that tiine 
rover entirely left him, and about Uircc montliK li«fo re entrance into 
the hotpital, h« began t" fcwl tli« iiidifatioim of the fatal diseoM. 
These, which of coumo g^ndiinlly inereaHc-d, conaiatedof paroxysms 
of dysftiio'a, witli wheeling rtt.ipi ration, n violent, hoarse, racking 
coiigli, an in <!ruup, an expectoration of oeveral ounoea of blood anu 
muciiH, disitentioD of the veins of the ntxk. and profuse perspirstioa. 
A distinct murmur of a peculiar character was heard over Ihe right 
clavicle, and subcrepitant lAles were occasionally heard in both lungii. 
Right radial pulse much weaker than left, and sometimes it seemed to 
bo quit« wanting. Right carotid pulse not to be felt on enttancc, but 
it was felt afterwardti. No tumor could bo folt in tlw ncvk, Votee 
not husky, not much cough, and not ringing, except daring parox- 
ytims. Breathing soiiietimes quite nuturul forKome days, nhilttt he waa 
under observation in tbe hospital, and during which time ho had eight 
or ten of tbe paroxysms abovo described. The case waa regarded by 
Dr. B. from the first as one of aneurism, and probably of the arteria 
innominata, and all that was done was to soothe the patient and 
await the result. His death was at last euddCD, and accompanied bj 
the raising of Bcveral piutii of blood. 

The anGurtsm, which waa shown to the Society, and is to be placed 
in the Museum of tbe Medical College, wiu quite defined, laKOr than 
a hcn'e egg, and commenced abruptly two-thirds of an inch Ira m the 
aorta. Ttio carotid and subclavian arlerieti arose frcvly from It, but aa 
at their origin they were about half au inch apart, it was evident that 
they were involved in the aneurism. The sac coutaincd a targe 
amount of old coagula. and communicated fi-eely with tbe trachea mid, 
way and upon the left side, bj a dl■li^ed, narrow, transverse fissura- 
aboiit three-fourths of an inch in length, as seen on the inner surfac* 
of the trachea. The lungs were distended with blood, and dislJuot 
collapse. 
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JcsK lOlh, — A cnM of iloaliU! ovariohmj/. Dfath/rom prrUonitif ajtd 
maliifnanl JijM-jmc of the Ktomach and peritoneum. Dr. Jobs IIoiIjIHs 
sliowod two cfgtic tiimorg of tlio ovorica, wHb other specimens, aod 
reported the rollowing case : — 

Bridal M.. 32 ycnra old, unmarried, was adtnittod to the Carney 
Hospilul Juno 8tb, 1K72. She ntntcs that she enjoyed good health till 
funr months a^o, when she notic^rd a Horcno»s across the ahdomen. 
Two months later, two tumors, rather flat, about the eixo of lemons, 
pcrfrctly movable, were noticed in the right iliac region. From this 
time till the present eho has not been »blo to eat much or work, and 
has had more or less vomiting; the catamonta ceased about the lime 
of the appearance of the tumors. 

Now the right umbilical and iliac ri'gions aro occupied by a tumor, 
having the shape of a somewhat llnttcned sphere, hard, solid, and 
freely movable. This tumor projects downwards between the uterus 
and rectum. A large lobe, or ii distinct tumor, can bo felt on the left 
itidc of the median tino and in the pelvis. In appearance the patient 
is pale, rather emaciat<-d, vomits everything but milk and lime water. 
The neck of the uterus is nearly obliterated, its cavity is normal, it 
can be moved somewhat tnwards the left, but not towards Iho right, 
and not perceptibly iipwanls. The blndder is depressed, so that the 
course of the urethra is downwards. Of several gentlemen who exa- 
mined the patient, three thought the tumor Hbrooystic of tho uterus, 
and one, mulignant of the oviiry. My diagnosis was tumor of right 
ovary, certainly, and prtibahly, aUi*, of left ; tho character of the 
tumor uncertain, but pmbiilily cancerous. The tube of the pneumatic 
wpiratur gave exit to ubgut } drachm of thick, clear, viscid fluid. 

Jane 18. — Patient was etherized, und un inciHion, from about two 
inches above umbilicus to pubcs wits made. Two quarts of ascitic 
fluid ran out. Hotli i>vurii'it were removed. Thure were no adhesions. 
Tho tumor of tho right sid" weighed four pounds, and that of the left 
one and a hidf pouml.t. The pedicleci of the tumors were tho broad 
ligaments and rimnd ligaments. Clamps could not he brought outside 
the abduminal wait witnoiit great traction on tho uterus, and tho pedi- 
cles were ligatured, one with iiilver wire and one with nilk, and the 
ends brought uut of the wound. There was a cjinceroux-looking 
nodule cut thriiuii^h in making the incision through tho peritoneum, 
and several nodular luniorx, the size of peas, were seen in the uterine 
wall. Deep anil HUperlictuI sutures closed tho wound. Pulse 120 alter 
tlic operation. Fur ahuut ten hours after the operation tho patient 
wu qnito comfortable, then vomiting began aud coutiuucd more or 
l««i till death, forty hours later. 

At Iho autopsy, made fourteen hours after death, by Dr. FttE and 
myeelf, titc wound was found well united by adhesions, particularly 
the peritoneal edges. A Alight amount of blood among the muscular 
fibrrs. Iiitextines glued together and to the inner aspect of the wound 
by delicate false menjbrane. About a pint of reddish fluid in the ab- 
dominal cavity. Spleen, liver and kidneys presented do unuausi ad- 
pearaxcc: in the ntomach. about half way across tlio small curvature, 
wa« an irregularly rounded, tbickencd, ulcerated mass, aa largo as 
Vol. Vf.— 31 
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tbe p&lm of the hnttd, thcc<)g«8 elevated, roantled, nomewliit eonateJ, 
the Cfintral portioa doprcBsed and of a ra^ed, jcllowiah-white color. 
The threat omentum was shrivelled into a denMo mu9, containing no* 
merous small grc^ nodules; secondary nodules were foand In tAe 
mescuterv. efipeciall}* near its ioteetinal attachment, over the kidnejv, 
and in Ibe recto-uterine space, in the anterior and posterior wall of 
tbe ntenis. The left lateral ovarian lij^aiaent was attached to tlic 
tigniold flL'Xurc by recent fibrinous adhcitions. Thc-rc wero also oM 
Ubeaiuna between the uterus and intestine at lhi.-< point. Ther« wm 
a nodule, nliia, in the track of the wound, abuut half waj between 
nmbilicuR and pubes. On section, the ovarfan tumors were seen to 
bo cystic. Dr. KitK was kind enough to examine the various apeci- 
RiL-uti miCfOKCupically, and reported that tbe ovarian tumors were cja- 
tic. The tumors of tbe stomach and peritonenm were aarcomatoiu. 
The disease of tbe stomach would furmerly have been called cance^ 
ouB ; it ia malignant, bat in structure is sarcomaloDa and not card- 
uomatoua. 

Stir. »th. — iloirfc Tuhtrcalotaa nmu/a/intr Ty^fmiA Feoer. — Dr. EiB> 
reported the case and showed the specimen. 

b. L-, Hit. 23, laundress, entered the C*ily Hooipital July 29. Blatiay 
that her general faeatUi was prood, and that her present illness bvgan 
eight days before, with headache and vomiting. Subsequent inqui- 
riea, however, show that this was not the bi'ginning of her illneM. 
sinco she bad complained bofor« that time of a di«agr«eable setiaaUon 
at her atmnach, and had been noticed to have a poor appetite. Uad 
been in bed for a few days before entrance. Skin hot and dry. PqIm 
108. Tongue coated and dry. No appetite. Bowels moved two 
days before eatrance by a cathartic. Complains of pain in bip of 
bead and temples. 

July 30tb — Bromide of potassium, gra. xz. ter die; gra. xxz. at 
night. 

3l»t — MnRncBise citrstis, 5i- every three hours. Omit bromide. 

Tbe hcaduche decreased, but stupor took il« place. There was no 
diarrboia anil no roiie H|)ots. The patient died on Aug. 13th. 

The ticittment w(i!i chieQy bathing and stiuHUnta. The tempera- 
ture was very iiregular, rising on one day seven degrees from morn- 
ing to evening, and a portion of the time aubacqaently higher in the 
tuoniiug than at night. 

The autopsy dJscloacd considerable serum over the convexity of tbe 
cerebmro. and the white substance was pinkish. Nothing abnormal 
was noticed at the base of tlie bra n, or in the fissare of Sylvius. 
There waa a email amount of serum tn the pleura: and pericaidinn. 
The lunga contained large numbers of small gray tubercles, aome 
beneath the pleura and others at different depths ; few, if any, of 
them larger than the head of a large pin. Many of these were sur- 
rounded by rings of congestion. There was no cuseoos tul>ercle at 
the a|>cx. T1i« condition of the bronchial glands wan not noted at tbe 
time, bat they were probably not enlarged. The li>er and (pleea 
each contained many tubercular masses, some nearly u large aa a 
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pc&, much more cksooue in appearance The kidneye conuined a 
iow small (iib«?rcles, principally, thoufth uot eiclnsirely, under th« 
capsule. The Btnall intoxtincs contained a large oumber of mionU 
laberclea. wilh a few of larger size. The mcseouric glanda around 
the head of the pancreas were vularged and caseoua, tbe ottiers only 
slight) J enlar);ed. 

With ttio exception of one means of diaj^oais which was not 
brooght to bear, as the nature of the disease was not in the least 
enspccted, namely, the investigation of the choroid by the ophthal- 
moscope, none of the usual means of distiaction between the disease 
found and that siippoflt'd to cxiat could have conducted us to a cer- 
tain diagnosis. The Absence of diarrhcea and rose spots can hardly bo 
considered conclusive Sfiainst typhoid. Cough and dyspntea wero at 
ao time prominent sympt»m§. The irregularity of temperature is not 
vory unusual in typhoid, although its course ia rising in the morning 
and faJting at night, as sometimes happened, was, it most be admitted, 
osccplional ; but tho frequent b.itiiiiig might be aopposed to be not 
altogether n-jtbout influence. The presence or absence of cicatrices of 
caseous glands in the neck was not noted. 

Dr. Jackson said that lio had never seen a cose, where the tuberCQ- 
lar deposit tvas not greater, tvrminato so soon. Tbe nodules in the 
liver wore larger than those in the lungs, and might, perhaps, have 
bo«R developed at an earlier period, during some previous attack of 
which there was no record. Tubercular disease of the liver and 
spleen in adults is rare, more especially wlieru, as seems to bo tho fact 
in this case, it is antecedent to that of tho lungs. Iiouis states that 
he has never found tubercle in the othor organs without the lungs 
also being affected. 

Scrr. 9th. — Slranffulaled Femoral Hernia. Dr. Dwicbt reported 
the case as being interesting fram the fact of the strangulation being 
pnihiitily cagtwd by an improper uko of a truss, and also from the 
quickness of the recovery after operation. When soeu, tho patient, 
a woman, had been vomiting for twelve hours. Taxis not succeeding. 
Dr. Dwij^ht had operated by a tranMverse incision. Tho gut looked 
healthy and wus returned to tho abdominal cavity without difficulty 
after the conKtriction had been divided. On coming out of tho ether 
■he vomited some greenish matter. On the fourth day, she had a 
natnral dejection witliout cathartic or enema, and on the tifth day she 
wsa sweeping tbe floor. 

Da. Eo)» said that lie had always supposed that tbe operation for 
sttaiigulaltid hernia would produce a radical cure: in a case of his, 
bowevor, the hernia cnme down after the operation, largi^r than before, 
and be had nince heard it stilted that such was usually the cose. 

Da. SuATTUcK reported the case of a patient, ayoun^ man, who had 
been admitted to the Mii'jsiu^hii setts Uencral oospital, aa a case of 
typhoid fever. He became very violent, and, the case being pro* 
nounced by Dr. Fisher to he one of typho-mania, ha waa sent to tho 
McLean Asylum, where he died. 

Da. Tiuat, ia answer to a quostioo, said that typho-mania was 
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what lind b«<!n <lc«cril>ed under tlie nunc of "SvWb disease." Il 
diflercil from acute mania in tbe (itct timt Ibc patients are tctjt weak, 
Ibe ddiritini is conataiit, the tonsae ix coulcd, aordea fotma on tbe 
tooth, and, in short, the; have tfiat t(«ric« o( aymptoma which b 
known aa typhoidal, whereas in acute mania tVio patients eat well and 
keep thHr strength for u long time. It in always fatal, laAtrng 
about uino or ten days, while putcnts BulTering from acnte manb 
usually eitlier recover or the. diKenso runs inlo the chronic form. 
Typho-manfa ta a diseanc titi t/enrrin, and nut to he conlounded <ritb 
cases of typhoid fever, in which the delirium is a promiDenl symptuB, 
aa tbore are no abdominal leitions. 

Skpt. 9th. — Hfus. Dk. Sbattccx reported t1>e case and ahowcd tbe 
atH'cimeu. The patient, a young man of 23, waa admitted to tbe 
UaaaaL-busetta ticneral Uospital on Ati^. 3l8t, with tlie i>\-niptamii uf 
atoppa^, Uc bad had an inguinal herniaaBd wore a tniMK for acrenl 
yoVfl. On August 26lb, while at wwrk, he had strained hiraaelf, 
and noticed a swelling in bis groin wbicb was red and lender, but 
K^ioh disappeared on the 29th. Tbe symptoms, hinrcrer (obstinale 
COlMipatioo. Tomiting, diatentiun and teuderDeaii of th<i abd'incn, 
4kC.), did aM aubaide with the disappearai)c« of the Innitr. When 
tdmtfd lO Iba hoapital, there was di^tCIItio^ and teodenieM, 
aapaciaHy al the lower part of tbe abdomen. No protriHtoD cuoM be 
■••• Ja the gruin, and both inguinal rings seemed cloaed. lie liad 
tMt ItWMataWnfti appUed to the abdomen and was kept ander the 
Mmm* of opUtaa, bat ht gradoally sank and diedcarty on tbe 
m trJntt of g t f * M ib af ad.

Oct. Ttb. — Two Cities of Anrurium eif the Heart. Casta reported 
and MpccimcnB sbuwn hy Dii. S L. Aiiuor. 

J. B , 44. born in Fruricc, a ji-wclb-r l)y prufi^ssiini, eiitenid tlio 
Maa^achutietls Gl-iilthI Uu-tpit^il fur syniplomn from wbicli bo bnd 
been aulTi*rin)^ fur nixti-cn niontha, and which he actril)ut<!d to the 
free use or nitric and liydrochloric auiils in hifl daily vocation. The 
first syiniitom noticed whs a Htvclling of the ubdnnion. which hnd in- 
creased to a marked ascites lit the time of enieriiih' the honpital. A 
aboittime behire entrance. ei>riBideral>lt- leduma ot the' lower extremi* 
tiea had apjiean-d ; two montlin previnusly, there ivaa some yeJIownciKs 
of the akin. The patienl h.-td continued to work until within two 
weeks, during whii;h hi; hud bt-en obliged to pass much of bin time in 
bed on account ul debility und dynpiioia: decubitus on the right sido 
was imposMible. Hits ajipi-tite w^-t moderate, and food at tinivM 
«ppreaaed him. Bowels ronslipaled. Pulse "2. of fjood alrength. 

AuBcultaiioTi on the 27lh showed, on a level with the left nipple, 
the second sound of the heitrl redoubled; abnnt mid-sternuni, the lirst 
sound clear, at times a liltle prolun^^ed, and the setond redoubled. 
No cardiac murmur. Urine examined on the 30th ; in no way re- 
markable. 

The patient remained in the hoapitaT until his death on April 6th. 
Ilia suOeririg wus very gri-at most of the time, from dyspnoea, vomit- 
ing and dropsical dintention. He once vomited a litllo blood. He 
had pain at times in the region of the liver {whith organ could not 
l>e felt at any time through the abdominal walls), and very often in 
the abdomen. Vomitinff wa<i a very fteuuent and distressing symp* 
torn. At about the middle of March, he had a loose conj-h, with 
abundant moist rftlea in the right back, and some obscure r^les in Ihe 
left; but uo abnormal cardiac sounds were noticed in the back. 
I'araccntesis abdominis watt done on the 1st of April, and twelve 
pints of clear scrum, somewhat colored by bile, were drawn off. 

Ud the 6th, a palch of purpura, six to eight inches in length, 
was noticed on the upper and outer anpect of the ri^ht thigh. The 
patknt vomited very frequently, and died on the morning of the sixth. 

Tho trciitment employed was palliative, to meet the indications of 
■he xyniploms from day to diiy. Tho patient n-un under the care of 
Dr. t»haitui,k uutil the Ist of Uarcb, afterwards of tb» reportsr.

Lnrge nudnlar tiiaKH over Mcveatb 
right rib. outaide of angle. Itas severe panixyum!! of congh muruiof 
and evening, with littlv or no expectoration. Com|>luiiia uf lancinat- 
ing, burning pain in left side, shoulder and arm, with severe exace^ 
biitionii several times during the day. Cardiac region and arm feel- 
ing wore and burning like fire. No p«u elsewhere. Able to move 
almut. Puhw 104. Appetite good. Dowels conatipated. Respira- 
tion short, and much impeded on toast exertion. D17 niuaical r&lta 
tJiroughout boUt luiiga. 

Eight years since had urethritia, the discbarge contiDoing fire or 
six montha. No sore or awelling of glands in groin. 

Children healthy, with no evidence of venereal t«iat.

Admitted to City Ilospital Nov. 8th. 

Nov. 9th. — The disease nnlil now has been conaidcred to be malign 
mut. On consultation, gammons tamor was suggested. 
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ITUi. — Thp orif^inal diagnoeis was afs^io adopted. 

20Ui. — I'ain in chest and arm much aggravated, and reBpirati<Mi 
more l&borod, cauung great suffering. Objects to food; tbioka it 
Increases the dyspooea. 

21et. — Called for a glass of water, and on the reluro of the attend- 
ant hod ceased to breathe. 

I'oil maitffiix, by Dr. Webber.— Ei tensive adhesions in each pleura, 
mostly in front. J*oricardium adiierent. but easily aeparalcd. A large 
moss was found at the apes of loft pleural cavity, attached lo verte- 
bral column, and seTcral smaller maaaes attached lo bodies of verte- 
bno. On one of the ribs, a small tamor, which had destroyed the 
bone. Liver. lunga, pancreas. Sidneys and substance of heart studded 
witi nodules, and upon the under surface of the dura mater, neai the 
vertex and to right of median line, was attached a similar mass, size 
of a penny. 

Microscope shows the disease to have bi>en maliKii^nt sarcoma. 

Dr. Whitb spoke of a case of primary sarcoma of the skin over the 
groiD, which had been examined by Dr. Fitz, and found to bo undoubt- 
edlr sarcomatous. 

Dr. Lyka.s' Hitid thiit the case had been a very interesting one with 
regard to the dingiiuHis, nud asked Dr. Fitz what he had found micro> 
scopically. 

Dr. FiTi Hinted tlint the result-i of Iits roicroacopical examinations 
agreed essentially witli those iif Dr. Weblxir, and that thoie could be 
no mistake ilm to the cliariicU-r of the growth. lie would add that 
the resemblitncc between thdurge spindle cells of the tumor and those 
of iovoluutiiry niusciiliir tissue wuH very striking ; the same was true 
with re^jrd to the fiisi;ioulat<-d arniugemeut. ilo had also examined 
the tumor rcfi^rrod to by Dr. Wliite. and found a similar structure, the 
ells being Kmnller, however, the nuclei broader and less elongated. 
In Dr. Lyniuu't) cose, the riipid and extensive generalisation after the 
second operation wns of interest, a periud of comparative immniiity, 
except locally, existing between the two operations. 

In the iHs:ond case, wht-re the tumor was appareutly primary on the 
skin, the i!iMeiu<« was moat esleiisive in the deeper layers of the con- 
nm; hair follicles, sweat-glandii tiud adipose tissue, still to be recog- 
nized, tliuugh the two latter were undergoing atrophy. 

The papillary layer directly over the nodules was atrophied, the 
growth making its way into the individual paptllEP. Accessory nodules, 
few in number, wero apparent, ultto a limited, difl'use iuiUtration of the 
corium. 

In answer to a question by Dr. Damon, he said that there were, 
iindonbledly, cases whore a iliPTerential diagnosis between sarcoma 
and gumma was extremely difficult, perhaps impossible, as io certain 
formx of cerebral tumors. In this case, however, the Bpindle-ceH 
formation was so prominent, the individual elements so largo and fVee 
frt>m degeneration, this notwithstanding the size of the nodules, and 
the structure of the growths was so complete, highly organized, if the 
rm miglit bo used, that a reasonable doubt could linrdly be enler-

Dr. Bi.AKK cxiiihiffil a wperimcn of a Politwr's ej-rlct which hod 
pome away undi;r peculiar cireiimtttaiices IhiX'O miinthn after it» inter- 
tion in the membrana tytnpani. Politxer'K opi-mti'm fur iniEcrtitin of 
the eyelet cimKiitta in making a straight inciKiim tliruugli the tneoi- 
brana tympniii in the puftlerior inferior Rogment. thou dilating thin by 
Uii'siis of a Hca-tangle tent, a pmcecui uhich occnpir* from ten to lifleea 
roinut^A aAd in rcry painful, and on remorol of the tent inKnting the 
eyelet by meauM of forceps conxtmcted for the purpose. As a modifi- 
cation ol this operation, instead of one cut. t*v<> cutti are made in the 
posterior inferior oegment of the flap with its apex npward* ; thb Ibp 
U then pushed inwanla by lueanii of a probe and tl»e eyelet introdnced 
immediately upon the flap.

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Nine raontlu ago, he ftll asleep in tbo orenitig, and nkilst hcatvd, 
near an open door, and slept for over ao hour. That samo CTcning, ho 
paes«d from tbo bladder, and without pain, from on« to two giua of 
iresh blood, and two days afterwards about as much more. After tliia 
attack be became much worse, and his suBerings progressively in- 
creased. The pain was very much increased by ridiog m any kind of 
a joliio^ vebicle, but not by walkini;. and often came on suddenly 
while be was at work, so tliat bo was obliged to stop at once. Urine 
passed more frequently, and, for about tliree weeks after the heematn- 
lia, as often as every ten or llflcen minutes ; with much sediment, and 
aometimes being suddenly stopped by the pain. Last June, and for 
about two moulhs. he had pain in the perineum. but at no other time. 

Three weeks before his admission into the hospital, something seem- 
ed tu give way, and he passed a " gritty matter," which he had nerer 
before ubxerved. This nas followed, for about eight or ten days, by a 
purifurm diitctiarge, und witli it a small clot of blood about the size of

Nov. 21«t, 18T2, he entered the MaasachuBCtle General Hospital, 
asd gave, osxontially, the above report of his case. Ilia general ap- 

gconince is that of an intcllie<:^nt and tL-miionite man, and though his 
gurc IK xmall, he looks, at Irttst. gufliciont.ly hciillliy. The urine was 
quite albuminous, aud there was a heavy sediment, with pus cor> 
pUAolvn. 

On the Md, Dr. Cabot attempted to crush the stone, but finding it 
impossible, he removed it by the usual lateral operation. The wound 
wua tlioii closed with a sponge, after thu introduction of a catliettir, 
and a water-dressing was applied. 

On the '.ilth, the man was doing well, ami the spongu was removed ; 
on the '.^5th, the catheter was removed, and, on the 28tli, oxide of siuo 
^ati starch was substituted for the water-dressing, on account of an 
■ftxcma that had appeared. Doc. 2d, some of the urine ciune tlirough 
^ic ponis, and on the Sth he reported that it all passed that way dar- 
ing the dav, though a little leaked tliroiigh the incision at night. Eo- 
dfma nearly gone.

15th, 
18T2. Parents died of old ag^. Ilia t^aeral healtli hait, until recently, 
been gfood. Three years tgo, had tumor in left eye, for which tbo 
organ was removed by Dr. Derby. 

Two months since, he fell while carrying a heavy weight. Tliis was 
followed by pain io right hypochondrium, wliicli lias continued, but

or anasarca. Drinc contains abundance of bile : nothing else abnormal. 
Appetite poor and (uod distrease*. Bowels move duily. Polso *2. 
Temperature 99^°.

Vin also tbouKht it strange- that tho other organs wcro nut d» 
eased in this case, lie referred to a case ivhcre the discaiic had ex- 
truded from the eye backwanls to tho brain. Tho fact of the liTOt 
containing considerable pigment, in its normal condition, may aocooK 
for its liability to melanotic disease, as ia tho case also with the cho- 
roid. The fact of a tumor being melanotic does not Deoossarily diow 
that it is malignant, as all new formations may contwn pigment ceik. 

J*X, i'th.— Purulent Pericarditin oiid Parench^m^QW Xephritia.— 
Dr. MisoT reported the case. 

The patient was a young' Englishman, 21 years old, of good faabitf. 
a groom in a gentleman's family. Without any known cause, he bcgu 
b> complain of not fcelitig well, but without definite symptoms, alMsl 
Jan. Ibth. ile bad some paiu in the chest on the I Ttli. but on ibe ISlk 
and l&th lie was up and dressed, and apparently nearly well. At I 
o'clock on the morniDg of the 20tb, he was awakened by a rigor, whkt 
was iintnediately followed by agonising pain ia the rigltl aide of Ibe 
chest. n.-()uiring repealed subcotaneona injections of morphia to rendti 
it endurable. The pulse, which at first was oiily f-i in the minute, 
Boon became rapid, and remained at about 144 as long as the patient 
lived. I'here wore no physical aigne noticed which would indicato 
diiieaac n-ithin tlw obest. No deficiency of respiratory muraior any- 
where, no dulneM. no rftles, no cardiac murmur, or friction aoond. 
The heart, however, was not particularly fxamiocd, as no dtaeata it 
that organ wa.<i suspected. In tJtc cuurw of llie day. tlte pais 
aliitted to the epigastrium, where it remained. Considerable t*:ud«- 
new wao found juKt below the xiphoid cAr1ilitg«. aiitl the diapliran 
scarcely moved during reepiration ; it wa.-<, thvrL-fore, conjectured Inil 
the disease was peritonitis, poaaibly caused by perforation of the 
Momach or intestine. Un the otber hand, there wan no t«udemca* in 
any other part of the abdomen, no mcteorisin. uo vomiting, no ounati- 
pation. On the morning of the 21iit. llie patient wun pulxHuM, the 
nkiu was mottled, the c:ctremitiea livid, and h" died at noon, havia^ 
had. an hour previously, a natural and apoataneoun movemctit of the 
bowcla. The mind was clear througtioat. Here wan ao djifuBcM ■* 
any time, and no pain referred to tbe regiott of Ifac heart. 

The autviMi was made twetily-«ii hvan after death, by Dr. FtOf 
who furDiBoed tbe following report : —

There u'iu> neither time nur occaKton fur ilher. Tlic tracbf*a wo* at 
once (ipeued. nnd a double imntila initerled. Artificial respiration wai 
begun by blowing direct.ly thmngli the canula. and allor fire or nix !» 
flatioiut tlie uatund breathing began, and in a little while the child wu 
resturiid to ooiiHciouNuess, A tibrimiiut cylinder, cylindrical fi>r an 
inch of itn extent, was iinmediatidy thrown off through the tube, and 
tluH wa:t the firnL ocular evidence that any auch depomt had occurred, 
the throat having been found perfectly clean wheacver exainiited, >)• 
though tlie raucvs hiut a tninid look, with narrowed ■•ttnnuK.

Tte room waa kopi at a high temperature — "(t* to KT— 
nnd the steam wa^ allowed to be always perceptibly felt in the roos.

An autopsy was made, tweiily hours aftor death, by Dr. Filz, with

everywhere uuitf-d by fibrinous adhesions, easily torn apart. Tho 
great omentum opread ovurand attached tolhc intestines lying beneath. 

A small anmunt of purulent Jinid lyin^ between the inteHtiiie«, en- 
capsuled by the iidhenions. The peritonoal surface in general reddened, 
covered with false membrane. Uut little frcceffusion in tho abdominal 
cavity. 

The vermiform appendage bound to tho walls of tho right iliac fossa 
poaleriorly by recent adhesions. 

Perfuration had occurred at the lower third, through which a ecmi- 
^lid fwcal concretion, as large as a bean, had escaped, and was found 
I the immediate vicinity. 

The mucous membrane of tho tower third of the appendage was 
swollen, injected and roughened from recent inflammation. 

Dr. UoHANs Raid he had reported to tho Society a similar case in 
June, 18it7, which was published in the Extracts from Uie Records ; 
in both eases, the subjects were little girls, and the deaths seemed to 
depend upon tho fulls, which had probably caused the iutlammatory 
action to be set up about the appendix.

, taking little nonriehment. Fnr thirty hours previnns to the operation, 

.no annc had escaped. Dr. Warren passed a probe into the bladder, 

and a distinct sensation of grating was experienced. A Itthotritc was

ducinj;, however, his rorefiuger into the rectum, hU tliauib bein^ on 
the periiia^urn, a calculus was plainly felt in the urethra.

eak. Kad another subcutaneous injection and stimulants, and died, 
an. 5th. at 7, A.M. 

So autopsy was obtained. Tho patient was nnBUCcossfully vaccinat- 
ed soon after entrance. A fortnij^ht before his death he went down 
town, bnt after that never left, the hospital.

Eight days ago (Feb. 4lh), being then 
in his usual health, wai* vueoinatetf by a phy«!cian on llsnover btreet, 
with a friend at the «arae lime. This was about 2. P.M. On going ta 
ed that night, notio-d that his arm. where the virus was introduced, 
as red and decidodly Hwollen. The next day, felt pains shooting 
'Ihn^ugh his limbn. His arm continued to swell and inflame, bnt nei- 
ther at that time nor later was there any soreneas or enlarged gland in 
tho axilla. Piidiiy (Feb. 7th), vat a usual dinner with relisii about 
oon, and towards evening began to feel badly, and soon was taken 
rith a ^liarp chill, vomiting ami pain in back and head, very severe In 
'iDharacter. Since then has been obliged to keep his bed. Aftertwenty- 
~'Ur bonrs, the pain in his back and head loft bim. and then a red 
" rash." he sayH, came out all ovor bim, beginning about the loins, 
accompanied by intonKe itching. Never had anything of the kind be- 
fore. About this lime, ideo, noticed that he was filing " sore," and 
motion became painful to him. Momlav, Fvb. lOib, tliu rash tiegati to 
go off, and when he entered the hoNpituT there was no trace of it to bo 
seen. The soreni^^s, however. increatM.<d, and of this be made the most 
complaint when lirstsecn in hospital. When perfectly quiet, he waa 
pretty comfortable, but could not move wtthont considerable pain, nut 
apparently in joints, bat in mitsclcs. Complained also of soreness of 
mouth. The* scat of the vaccuiattoo on his arm was occupied by a 
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large 6ca1>. the sizo of a half doU&r pioce. snrroutidMl by iiifiltnted 
tissue. When Brnt sc«n, tbo patient waa in bed; decubJtiM donal; 
sweating considerably ; countenance not remaikable. Thirst. In«p- 
petcnce. ToQG^e red and fissured. FuW 120, small and weak. T«v 
porntura lOl'fi". Ordered Dover's powder, gr. X. 

18tb. — SolbiDg remarkable on thoracic expIoralioD. Abdomen full and 
resonaDt. No pain when lying slill. P.M. — Pulse 100. Temp. Iflu*. 

14th. — Tongue red, with aphthous spots. Gomptaios much of sore- 
ness of mootb and mtiacles. Pulse &G. Temp. 99 3*. 

15th.— Slept well without Dotct's powder. P.M. — Pnlse 80. 
Temp. 9S'3°. The patient made daily improvement, aod, about the 
20ih, bo noticed th»t thi> cuticle was coming away from bis wholt 
body. The scab wait aLill on hia aim, and thore was more or leea red- 
ness around it. 

28th. — The patient is now nearly well, and ready to be dlsebarged. 
Soreness has entirely diKnpiii-arcd. 

ilia friend, who was vaccinated at the »amo time, baa remained per- 
fectly well up to the present time. 

Dr. SnAtTfCK altio reported a fatal case of smallpox In a patient wlw 
had had tlie diseaac fire years &g(i. The pnttont wiui to all appearancM 
a Btrong, healthy man. The present attack waa imt pri>c«,-ded by any 
■iiarke<t prodrome*, as there was no great fever or paiit in the back. 
Potucliitu appeared, but there were no veaiclcs. 

FsB. !Utb. — Fatal Re$uU/rom Vaccination. — Dr. WiUELKn reported 
the case. 

The patient, aman about 35 or 40, had been re%'acclDatedwit}ioDtresnll 
several times since infancy. One of his children having been ence«w- 
fully vaccitiatcd, he took the crust, and on n Thursday was vaccinated 
from it. Oh the m-jct day he was quite fcvorish. I'ul«e and tcmpui* 
tore were high. At the point of vaccination a small %'esicl«. coiilaia- 
ing bloody ML-nim, was seen, and tbo glands in the axilla were cnlni^vd 
and tender. A cathartic was ^vcn liim. The next day ho waa fourf 
in a low, feverish state, prostrated, and the temperature of oxtrctnl- 
ties quite low. The swelling of the arm had extended below tho clbow. 
Quinine was given, and the next day was passed m>^ro comfortablj, 
with tho exception of severe pain in the head. By Wednesday. tM 
whole arm and hand had bocomo boggy and lirid, and iiicisiont 
wore made with the hope of evacuating pus, but none was found, 
Deliriam set in, and ho died on Saturday, the ninth day nft^rr tbo vaod* 
nation. The appearance of the arm was exactly that seen in a bad 
dissecting woniid. The child from whom the crust was taken wat 
healthy and riihuMt, but the patient's wife thought that the crust ascd 
was one of socondnry formation, tho original one having boon rubbed 
off. Dr. Wheeler thought tliat vaccination from the crust was much 
more dangerous than that witli lymph, lie had seen other caeee in 
which trouble followed tlic use of the crnrt. 

Dr. Atkr had bad a similar case, which, howo^'er. rccoTered after 
being confined to the house for four weeks. All the cases of troobte 
IVom Tacoinatiou that he bod seen, had occurred tit cases where tht 
crust bad been used. 
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Dr. n. K. OuvEn saiil lli»t. on the other band, he UBod tho crn«t in 
prr-rercnce to lympb. uid tliat during tho preaent epidemic he biul not 
hii<) a 8in(;li^ bad arm. 

Dr. FiFiELD thonght that (tomfi fatal cases would occur, whrthcr the 
crust or lymph was imuhI, anil reported tho case of a child in Dorcbes- 
tcr, who died two week» aftor bcinf; vaccinated with a quill. 

Dr. CnEETEa spoke of a case which lie had seen abogl a year ago, 
of tronhle supposed to he the rewilt of rc-vaccinatioo. It was n week 
after tho Tac-ination that he mw the naticnt, and at that time tlic nnn 
was <Bdi>iDatou9 and hoggy down t" tru- fingera. Incisions wcrp mi»de, 
by which a sroalt amount of pun was ov»i;uat«d, and the patirnl ro- 

EiTcred. He waa intcnipcrati^ in hiw hiiliila. Recently, he wa» again 
tiled to aee falin, and funnd the idcnt !<:.->! appeantncn which he saw ft 
)ar ago. with the excirption of tho near of vaccination. Th*( cane 
aa simply an attuck nf (-(.'llulitiii in an Ivabittial drunkard, which, in 
the first atUck, owing to the coincidence of hia having b<>«u vacei* 
kted, was aiuihutvd to that cause.

Pes. 24th. — Cervical fi^ma Bifida, and Cif»lic Tumvn of the h'ect, 
in a Fcetua. — Dr. Fin whowed the upecimcn. which liad been reooivod 
^y Dr. Jackson fnim Dr. Hitchcock, of Kitchburg. 
H Tbe fixtiis, macerated, had evidently remained in the nterus for some 
^nme afl<tr iL« death. At tbe lateral and poHtet-ior aapecta of the right 
and led cervical regions, extending wpwnrdu above the ears, were two 
partially collapsed cystic tumors, of nearly equal site, one of which, 
when distended, was about tiie aixo of an apricot. When opened, tlio 
same was found to bo made of several distinct mnnll cystic cavities, 
the larger of Ui« aixo of walnuts, lined l>y a snuinth. gli.it^iiing, trans- 
parent layer, apparently epithelial; the con ton ts, a amall amoant of 
dirty yellow, opaque liiiid. 

In the lower cervical region is a singlo cyMic tnmor, of the siee of 
a cherry-stone, unconnected with the tumors nlready meiitionod. whose 
cavity communicated directly with thst of th" spine, which latter was 
widely separated at the point of cummnnicaliun. It« more intimate 
rolationi4 witli the spinal cord could nut be asccrtaiiu^d. the iDedallory 
tuaiter being convortod into a yellow moss of about the conaisteooe of 
ice-cream. 

Oct. 13th, — A Case of Ataxic Symptomn for thm Kcors or more. 
Atropitu atiii &'>r-o«i*s of Spinal Conl. J)r. Kncs reported the case and 
abowea tho specimen. 

Tbe patient, K. A. S.. »t. TO, entered the City Hospital Sept. I5th. 
Had been a moderate drinker. Had had gonorrhcea, but not syphilis. 
Was healthy until Gftccn years ago. Then he began to have atlacka 
of dizxiiioM and staggering while walking, IsHting a minute or two. 
The*e have gradually increased in frequency since. Thore was no loss 
of power in legs at any other time until throe years ago, since when 
he has gradually lost power orer them, until now he cannot walk 
tdfine. Dixzioess and staggering are much worse when tlie eyes are 
closed. For the last eighteon mouths, baa lost power over sphincter 
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ani, d^ecliono olWii Ukitig plac« irilhoDt his knowledge. C«ii reuia 
orinfl for aboiit Uire« houra ; tSier tiuA time it dribhleH away. Ulna 
not t^uiU) to MrongMt rormerly.bat does iiol think hid memoiTf k»i 
been Kflcct«il. Cftniiotivrito what he niabos to. "Thinks ono tlu»g 
*nd vrit«a another," but cau pronounce word* which ho dMltc*. 
Never had pain ia back, except for a few days on re-ajiplicatioo uf 1 
trnaa whkli he Itad worn fur inaajr reara and l«(t o(f for a short time. 
Then paiu wm folt on rif^fat «ide of lower lumbar vi^rtebne. and left 
leff was pnrtially paralyud. both in sensaUon and mntioii. On rontor- 
ing IruHM, ityniptutnii disuppf-iired. Appetite good. Toiigne Bomewhkt 
coated. Hi>wet« irrpgulur; at present aomowhat \<ttMf. Senaatioa 
not ao acute in left leg u in rigtit. but decided taclilo aatestbesin ia 
both leg*. Anawen (tnMtiuQS readily, but slowly ; articulation mtlief 
Jodistinct. Ko hiiOory of anything like " donlatnJiUyuraaUa " codd 
be obtained. 

After his eotranoe. he was at lines delirioxM. attenpted to g«t oat 
of bed. but could not walk. Could stand with b» cTcs open, bnt oe 
closing theea, imncdiately began to tip forward or backward, as haf> 
peiH>d. Gould write slowly, but a T«rr intelligible band. Electricil^ 
(Faradict and ph»sphorus were ordered. The moMJe* reacted weQ to 
the vtimulus. lie gradually failed in streagth a&d in Dental capacity. 
Od Oct Tth. muttenng dctirinm was noCed. U'bcn n>ai«d. asawcrvd 
qoeatioaa. L^ with his eyes balf closed aad head retracted. I'Dpits 
BDuch coatraeted ; do twt raqraod to li^t He died on Oct. Olh.

The cord itaclf shoved a very aatfccd Ji-«— il» ja ain. mote stf- 
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dccpor, while in the cervical it wan cTiififly confined to tie " wcdgo- 
Klinpcil columns of Goll," situaK^d upon each aide of the posterior me- 
dini) fiasurc. and occnpied neaHy ihc whole depth of the cord to th« 
pojitcrior commiaaure. thia depth, bowerer. being; but aboot half tho 
nomud. Ontside the limit of those cohimns, a much less degree of 
the Bamo alteration vraa to be seen. It was andonbtcdly owinf; to tbs 
extreme atrophy of these centrally ftttuat«d eolnmna that tJie cord 
owed tie contracted appearance in the cervical region. 

Tho nerve roolH were abo atrophied. No corpora amylacca or 
granular corpuscles were found on exaiiiinallon of tbe fre**h specimen. 

TTw precise height at which the lesion tenninsted was not made out. 
No sections were made at tho level (if the MpinHl accessory roots, while 
ftt the level of Uie decussation, no ch»iijr<- couM be delected. 

No portion of the brain abore titc poua was examined microtcopi- 
Cmlly. Otlier organs were healthy. 

Dr. Knea showed drawing* on an enlarged scale of sections made 
through a bealtby cord, and of the xpecimcn. These drawing showed 
tho marked atrophy of the posterior columns very clearly.

In this Rpace, resonance will still be delected, and 
respiration heard. As the cflusion increase*, this line approaches near- 
er and nearer the spine, until the whole hack become* Hat.

Entire upper half of abdo- 
men filled by enlarged liver, weighing eleven and three-quarters 
poaods, covering Etumach, pancreas atiu itplneu, and so adherent to 
these orgaiiM and to duodenum art to nvcevsitatc the removal of all en 
maa*e, but no exlonsion o{ the disease to any of these organs. Liver 
bard, surface nodulated. Cnnceruus deposit* hard and so abundant as 
li> constitute nearly wholv bulk of the organ. No pleural or pericar- 
dial ndheaions. Heart hciilthy. Lungs contained a lew scattering 
caticeruuK iikasMs as large tu peait or beans. A few cancerous nodules 
in peritoneum near the bladder. Itight kidney degenerated and smaller 
thoD the left. 

A Slomach-tube noalloieeri ami on tlte- foltowing Day rty'ecled. — I>r. 
Jackhok showed tho tube and reported tho case, which occurred in thla 
vicinity. 

The patient was a married woman, 45 years of age, sufTering from 

■cute mania, and had been fed with a stomach tube three timet daily 

fur about a week. The tube that wai used was of the ordinoiy kina, 

but bod been cut down to 0tlecn iucbos in length, and there was tied

(;oiini>clfrd it with the Hyriiigc. At 1, P.M., oii the day on wbicb iho 
acciileat oceiirrvd, food was givvn w u«u&l, urid the atruRgies of the 
patt«Dt were to violent that bor phyetciitii required the belp of thrt* 
UMistaDts to manage her. Tho operation txiiiiH; over, aiid tho eyringt 
detocbod, bo prococded lo remove tho tube, wlivu Uo fouod, Ut bis dt*- 
moyi that it lutd slipped off from its attachment Every attempt wm 
niaae, with tho fingers and with the forveps, to K-ir^ it, but witliovt 
effect. Four hours adorTCarde, Dr. llodgt-s savr lier, and, nfter the pa^ 
Bsge of the long osBophngeal forceps, and of a prohan^ 4.'utirely into 
the stomach, without feoling the tube, he folt that it muxt have pused 
down into the stomach, though from tlio result this coold hardly barg 
b*ppenod. Nothing, of courec, was to be done, and thv cam waa left 
to nature, but without any idea of ita expulsion, unless it slioald fint 
traverse the whole course of the inteatine. The following night was 
passed more comfertahly than usual, thoufth when the patiocit was 
awake, there was occasional retching, and, the neji morning, between 
8 and 9 o'clock, this waa quilo urgent. At 9, A.M., a 6tomach4nbe 
of full length was again passed, food waa given, and, on wjthdrawiug 
the tube, the lost one came up and almost aide by aido with it, tha 
tipper or cut extremity of the tube coming up in advance. The retch* 
ing was, of course, at once relieved, and on the eecond day tho patkot 
began to take her food in the natural way. The tube, when first ex- 
pelled, was lead colored, but, on drying, it resumed iw uaual appoar> 
auce, and it may now be seen in the niuacum of the Uedical ColUgc, 
as a donation from tlio attending physician.

Dr. J. alludtnl to an imaruoas 
and aimilar growth, in the cnso of n sperm wlialc's tooth, Uiat was 
shown 8i>mo years ago to the Society, and to another csjio in which a 
largo mass had probably hccn free in the pulp cavity, a« minute graiia> 
Utions somctiuics ai-e iu that of thu human subject. 

\ovKi(UER2t, 1S73. — Tiiaracentesig. — Dr. Imiix reported aeattto 
show the good results of this operation. 

Tlie patient, a man aged 2C, had hud a cough, with pain in bis fight 
side and dyKpna<a, for about six weeka ; and. latterly, there was sons 
odemaof the feet. He was tapped, and is doing very woU, showinga 
marked oontrast to a patient iu the next bed to him, who bad gooe na 
for a long time with an effuaion, and who, now, has empyema. Oa 
also spoke of a case whore he had made a permanent opeoiog. and pot 
in a tubo.. Tbe opening bad healed, and the patient wu diacbarged, 
TCcll, altboogh there was conatdorablo cLintraction. 

Dr. TAnasLL spoke of a case in which Dr. Minot had made a perma- 
noot opening, by cutting duwu between the ribs, which bad doM 
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Tcry well ; siso of a caac in hia own ward, where pns afaowcd a'tgait of 
pDintiiig Dear tho cardiac n-pon. Thia was Dpeoed, and nine pint4 of 
piw rcmoTcd. The patient, however, not dottigaaweil aa was espoct- 
ofl, aft^r exploriofC wilh the pneumatic aspirator, Dr. Tarbell cot into 
thi' pleural cavity in the usual jilac*. and put in a tube. The improTC- 
Ricnt sioce has been rery marked, the patient having grown tat aad 
strong. 

I)r. BoiTDircn aaid tliat he liiid always advocated free opening ia 
these cases, but that at Hw pri^iienl limo thn J'act of the patient's insist- 
in|; upon baring ether would mr>ilify hiK trtiatinont in Home cases. Ue 
Imewof (our caM^s, within n y<>ar. where tboraocntoaia had resulted 
fatally, and he felt sure tliat vtlier bad a great deal to do with the 

salt. 

Dr. Eli.B aaid that thnao caof^N whore nii nporalion was indicated, 

d Ibe u«e »f an aninittlictit; was ti> bi^ fi^nrod, would Bc«in to be pro- 
per ones fyr the use of the atomizer with rhtgi^linc or aoms other freeis- 
iog agent. 

Dr. IjYvak «aid tliat Ito wjw very glad that Dr. Bowdilch had called 
attention to the poNnibli! danger in ttio ii«c of ether in ouch ca.«eii, and 
wiis courincfd that hi" idea was p'-rfcctly jnat and woU founded, He 
had reason to think thnt if thn cas'? he had ju«t reported had been 
etberizRd, ho would havo died from tho fact of the cxtrwme dyspnt*!*. 
■« of conrtriclion and faintncsa which followed (causing him much 
.neaaincRS for tiflccn miniitcB) and which was only ovorcome by 
pmmpt and repeated stimcilation.and by encourageincnt of the patient 
to Kumo pernonal effort, neither of which would have been available 
bad he been paralyzed by ether. He farther said that the oanae of 
the temporary distress was, doubtless, due to the removal of too mnch 
fluid at one sitting, the lung not being readily expansible, and the 
neighboring organs, especially the heart, being so suddenly dislocated 
to occupy the space from which the fluid had been removed. 

Dr. Llus asked Dr. Bowdilch with regard to the indications for 
stopping in the operation, and whether the severity of the congli and 
the action of the pump were not the most reliable ones. 

Dr. BowsrrcH said that a very severe fit of coughing would make 
him stop, but iliat he considered a moderate amount as rather & good 
sign, as it shows that the lung Is expanding. What he considered tho 
most important indication to cea^e drawing off the fluid was to bo got 
from the feelings of the patient himself ; namely, as soon as a sense of 
stricture or conatricliou acrosa tho chest was complained of, the ope- 
lation sboold ceoitc. 
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W DscniBBK 8th. — Dr. TAanen. showed the two cases of thoracentesis, 
of which be had spoken at the last meeting, one of whom bad been 
Operated on by Dr. Minot, and the other liy himself. They both were 
very satisfactory, tho openings having healed, and percussion and 
auacaltatiou xliuwing that tho lungs had returned to almost their nor- 
mal condition. He then rend tho following paper : — 

" Ah llie Bohject of empyema wm brought up at the lost meeting of 
Ifali society, and objections were raised to the etherlzatioa of any 
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patient into ivhoae thorax » free opeoin^r was to bfi mjulc. 1 will report 
two cancB wlticb bare lately boea trentod iu the wardit of the Maasa- 
chnactta Gcoeral Uoapital, and vill exhibit the putiiiiitn. 

" One casD will show, aa far as one case may. Uuit ether in not neera- 
earily unsafe ia all caace of empyema. The other iit a fuir type of tbn 
caacM where it ia at least prudent not to give ether. Both caacs will, 
1 think, halp to show that the daiifter lien, not iu initkinp: a free opvft- 
ing while the patient is etherised, but iiiethetixingnhilo tJiehtn^ue 
flO opprcsaod that the leut additioci to Uieir burdi-ii ciuirs axphyxU. 

" I. — Kakty H., 13 years old, a inill-upiTiitive, wa« admitted to the 
Hospital,' June 20, 1BT3, Her inutlier diiid of soino lung dioeaiw. 
Her fatlier isliTiiig and liealtliy. She luu iitwitys been well nolil tbe 
prcsoDt attack, which began two woekii prcvinuidy, without known 
cause, with a tihort hacking cotigh. but no vxpectoratioa . The neit 
dav, l>r. Minot examined her, niid f^iund tlie usual symptoms of coa> 
aiaerable fluid in the IvlV plcumt t-nrity, the heart being so dislocated 
that its impulse waa heard and »v<:n directly nt liie xiphoid cartil^a. 
The next day. Dr. Minot performed parncvn testis, removing about three 
pints of purulent fluid with the ayringe. She swrmed relieved by the 
operation, but the next day the puUe and respiration began to grow 
worse again, increasing in fretiocnc-y until the 30th, when tbe record 
readx ' pnlsu 185 ; respiration i9 ; temperature 104 3° ; congh urgent.' 

"The patient having been fully etheriised, Dr. Mtnot made an in- 
cision into the left plonral cavity, between the eighth and ninth ribs, 
below the scapula, allowing the escape of about a quart of inodoroas 
pus. lie then inserted a small rubber drainage tube, and syringed oat 
the cavity with water. 

" On the second day afterward, the patient came into my char^. 
her pnlee having gone down from 135 to 100, the respirations truth 48 
to 30 per minute, and the temperature from 101^ to 09 A". 

*■ The cavity was tliorouphly syringed out, twice daily, with a wcak~ 
solution of carbolic acid. Under good nourishment, mtid atimnlanis, 
and no medicine except an occasional opiate, she steadily Emprored. 
In two weeka after the operation, she was carried out into tbe nrdeo. 
In four weeks, aha walked out. Iu four and one-half weeks. Sw di^ 
charge waa but a few drops daily, and the lube ^vaa removed. Ita r^ 
moval wax premature, however, for within twenty-four hours idic luM 
her apputiU), became hot aud feverish with a pulse of UQ and ttinpcra- 
tiire of 103". The tube was replaced, the ayriuKing prnctiM-d as be- 
fore, and continued until October llth. fifteen weeka after the operatioa, 
when the tube was finally removed. The wound healed in two weckiL 
At the time of the reniuval, of the tube, the left aide wtM much 
smaller than tho right, but since then, the lung and left aide of thv 
thornx have expanded, until they are now nearly lU targe aa the rigltf, 
and there ia very little di-rinnity. The heart hii* ri-tunii-d to ita »«• 
inal pixiition. The rcKpiriilory mnrinur is good orer the left front, oad 
fuir «ver Ihu back, down to wiUiin about two inches of the cicatrix of 
tho incision. The patient is fat and rosy, with good appetite and 
str tnulh.

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our languaK«!, wait brtniglit t" the- nnHfiitnl. JdIj ST, \^^3. willtntit >ui^ 
history except tlmt lit- hnil hti-n .;k-k twi mniithi with cougb, oharp 
pain in the Irlt nidr. anil. Inttirly, iirRKnl dyxpncca 

" On exainiimttiin. I fouiiii lUv Kjrnipt'>niB of crionnaus <]i»tciiliofi of 
tlie Icfl niclu iif l!i(T thorax witli tiaui which had forwd itwifoul between 
the rilM at KOOH) points, and wa« burrowing beneath and amon^ tho 
mnndea in front uftlic chest, Tho heart was dixlocated so Tar Dial itii 
apex-l>cat wan rixiblc to thv right or tho sternum. JJo waa litcrelly 
(gasping for bn.-nth. 

" Withmil flheriainfj him, 1 made an incininn t]iroii>,'h tho nkin nnJ 
tnuitclcH jiisl below and to the uutAido t>( the left iiip|ile. givinR exit to 
four and a-half quartt of creamy. inftdi>roii>t pus. The dJHtention wsm 
so great that the pun wax at lirft expelled in a large stream to a di>*- 
i.tancc of ten or twelve inches from hiiibudy. llo immediately ex prexKotl 
• Kcnra of relief A poultice was applied to the wound, and freqiKi'iitly 
changed. l'ut> folluwed io largfe quuiilitiea from the iaeisioi), and tho 

fiatient felt a little easier, but there wi.-re no meana of determininf; tho 
i>C4ttoTi of the perforation of the pleural cavity, and the tteriuufl symp- 
toms did not abate. The putitti conliriued about 1^0, the respiration 
ftl, and the temperature lO'J*'. 

■• After waiting three days, I made anoihor inciaioD, plunging tho 
knife directly into the left pleural cavily. iK'twoeti the ninth and tenth 
ribs, about four inchen below and behind the angle of the scapula, giv- 
ing csit to about two quartH of pu«. A iimiill rubber drainage tube was 
introduced. The cavity wan thoroughly nyritigod out twice daily with 
» weftk Botutioo or carbolic acid ( twelve gniiitH to tbe pint of water). 
Little or no pus came from the tir.it inuixioti after the drainage tube 
waa introduced. Stimtitanta and nourixhing food were all the medicine 
be bad. 

" He improred st(>adi1y. with the exception of n*tnglcoccaHinn when 
tbe lube Itcenme miitpbced. In throe wei'kM hv bi-gan to nit up. In 
four weekii hu wa* carritvl out into llii? garden. The diiiclinrgc de- 
creased slowly in amount until N'ov, IMth — sixteen weekiinltfro[>euiiig 
tlie thorax, when the tube wa.1 finally removed. The wound ijuickly 
healed. The heart hiM ix^tnrnerl nearly to itK normal pottition. There 
in reti4>uaiice ovrr thi? lelX ifidc down to a line drawn about one inch 
below the anglo of thit scapula, and reitpirntion in beard nearly to thia 
line. There ia but little defortnity, luid there i« no luteral duvialiun uf 
•pine. 

" 1 think the succettsFiil rcmills in thcso two canpB are duir to the 
pcmintence with which the woundx wore kept open, and to the fre« 
draini^^ permith-d by the tube, and also to the faithful and thorough 
daily syringing of tho cavity, carried out by Mr. Kotcb, thu houMV- 
officer. 

" I have hero a very efficient, andatthe same time simple, contrivance 
jor rctainiug the drainage tubo securely; it was icivcnted by Mr. 
MoMly, one of tho present housc-odicers at the hospital. It ia a rnb- 
b<;r diaphragm about 1} inches in diameter, and a strip of tin 2 inches 
xvidc tlirough the centre of which the tube patmes. and to which it is 
easily made fast by adhesive plaster. The ends of tho strip of tin are 
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then bitnt shnrply upward — the tube m inKcrtei) into Uic wonntl, tbo 
convex euhacc or the tin tiirned toward (he thoracic walla to which the 
endK ikro made Tiuit bjr ailho-irv planter, thus f^^ntly preening Um 
dlupliragm ngnttist the wound, holding the tuba firmljr in placo. and at 
the HBnie time preventing leakage sronnd it. 

" To make the tin 'priug dir retaining the drainage tnb« in it« plac«, 
tnke n etrip of common nhoet tin one inch wide and ten inches long. 
In the middle of this make a hole jn«t large enough to admit but not 
ConKtrict the tube to bo UMd. At a distance nf three quarters of SD 
inch from ihie hole, on e«ch nide, bend the tin at a right angle so as to 
form a tetter U. At one inch fr«.>m each of these rigtit angles, bend the 
tin at aiwther light angle, in an opposite direction to the first, i'»M 
a nacTow strip of adheiivo plaster around the I'-shaped dopremioti ao 
as to prevent its npreoding. The tube is to be parsed throuffh the 
hole in lh(> bottom of the U-shaped deprexdion which is to pr^s:* agUKit 
the diaphragm through which the tube piutaes. Pad the end* of the 
' spring with cotton batting, bend it to lit the form of the penoa la 
whom it is t<> be applied, and attach it with adhesive planter. * 

" It was suggested at the last meeting that the symptani of ■ wbm 
of CAiiHtriction acrosB the thorax, which is relied on as a wariiiug of 
ftpproachiiigdangDr, would be wanting if the patient were etberised. 
I heliere it \» conceded that this symptom is induced bv the creAtioD 
ofa partial vacuum in the cavitx of the thorax, which the lung ca&aol 
eipwid to fill. I( a free opening is made with the kuife, ihesirnuhM 
In 10 T«plaoe the fluid Sowing out — no vacuum ia formed, and thia ob- 
jection doeii nut bold. 

" 1 bcliero, also, that it is not the oaual custom, it coitainlv ia not 
at the hoapltsl, to ethoriEo fur the remoral of tluid by meaua ofltr. 
Wymnu'd unci ion-syringe, or awpirator, 

" Of thesi? two cases, the lirst was fully etheriied. and abc wifB-red 
n« ill elTects from the other at the time of th-* operation, nor aab*r- 
quGutly. The second was not etherized. The idea of using eihrr did 
□nt occur to me, nor was it siig^sted by any uf tlie ]>hy»ici«tiR or 
KUrffeouM present The patient soemed to be having a« much a« he 
cuaid du l"! gftt breath, even aided by voluntary efTuru. and it wnnld 
have lak<rn but a alight addition to the burden to liave ntiippcd bt« 
brealbing «llo(fether. A little itioro p-is would have done it. Had 1 
etherined him. and in doing ■■! deprived him of the little oxygen he 
WM getting, ihe ctlicr would hn.vf been cxacily as impiirtaut an cle- 
ment In causing his death as tlir pniverbial 'last straw' wiui * in 
broaking the camel's back.' The previous load muH be taken into 
account and carefully eotimated. It iicemA to have been pmtty well 
demonnlratod that a patient may be asphyxiated while being etherized 
for any operation. 

" Tl'ii^ additional <Uiiger in etherizing thcuc cases lies id the fact that 
there ix much lean lung tissue in worlciug order, through which the 
•tynti-m may obtain tlie necessary oxygen ; but the danger i« im- 
mediate, and I d" not see how ether can bcjuntty eccoeedaa the canna 
of a dealh occurring ten davw or four days after the operation. The 
idea of the knifo plunged uirectly into thu thoracic cavity, and the 
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pnin aiKO, i* iKvmcthing; terrible, on<l wc would all wish to earc our 
p«tient« from Kiich agmiy. if poSHiblc. J bclit'vo that many of thcM 
cwc* mny bv ta/vb/ rtlwrizvd, if it is slowly aod carefully done." 

Dr. BoimiTcu sniil that them cuos Hhow how surgical int«rfi>rcnce 
It the right miimvnt may ttaro life. Ho was still, howfv<^r, of tho «smo 
^opinion n» at tlw previous meeting, namely, that in cases where tho 
effusion is so great as to seriously tnterforo with tho ronpiratory func- 
^^tion. ether should be given with great caution. 

^P Dr. Ellis fhowod two patients to illustrate the curred line of dulnew 
' io cases of pleuritic efl'usion, of which bo had previonaly opoken. One 
of the patients h^id been tapped, in tho other tho absorption had been 
spontaneous. Both showeil in a very marked manner, that the highest 
point of dulness was at tho side, the line gradually falling as it ap- 
proached the spine. This line was mapped out by the peicusaiun so 
aa to be perfectly evident from any part of Uie room. The respiration 
be stated also followed thifl line. 
^^ Dr. MisoT spoke of one point in connection with the caae ahown by 
^H)r. Tiibell, in which a permanent opening had been made, namely, 
^BUie very great adfiuitagtt of myringing the pleural cavity out with a 
^■«olution of carbolic acid. Tbia ttu eflectually contruls the bad odor 
^^ which is alwaya present in thcito ousea that, by this means, the opera- 
tion can be done in a large ward, iustoad of having to isolate the 
|>atietit aa was formerly the case. 

» Viilotu I>i*ea*e of the Bladder. — Dr. FinKi.n n-portod the cm*. C. 
IC., a native of in-Iand, &1 years o)d, and a n-nidout of Haul BosIod, 
entered the hoiqiitut Oct. 1-1, \^^3. He hn.-< pitiHed bloody water oc- 
casionally for twelve yeant. He had no piiin until five yearii agti : since 
then he liait had severe pnin nb<>vc th<^ {inben and in the perinenm. with 
a desire to make wat'T fni^uently. I.tixt March he had riitention for 
the first time. He has had retention frequently since ; it in always re- 
lieved by opiates and warm foineritntioiin. lie hiu* worked at his trade 
(ahip-carpentt-r) until three weeks ago, when Dr. Thi)rndike paiwed » 
aonud and adviiwd him to go to the hospital. He never hud gonorrhoea 
or any venereal disease. 

At present the patient la much oii>Bciat«d ; tho cniintenance denotes 
toBonag, appetite poor, pulse 96, tongue co«ted. Introdnction of tho 
finger into llie rectum and pressure upon the prostate causes ox- 
cruciating pain. The prostate is slightly enlarged. lie p.^sses nrino 
ev«ry hour and has constant pain. On examination of the urine, the 
Ibllowing characters were found : Color muddy : reaution alkaline ; 
odor very oSensive ; albumen fifty per cent. ; pus in Inrgo quantity, 
with considerable blood and mucus ; sediment large ; no casts. 

Ho gradually failed, and died Nov. 8. 

Auttfpsy, by Dr. Bollbs. — Tho organs wore generally in TCry (air 
condition, perhaps a littlo piile. but not otherwise n^markablo. 

The kidneys, especi.^lly the loft one, were rery much dilated by th« 
backward pressure of urine. The ureters shared in tlie dittti^ntion. 

The bladder was large, and with tfao organs jnitt niention<-d. tilled 
with thick purulent orine. Its mucous membrane wa« healthy looking 
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except >s mcntioDeil Iwlow. Prostate not oii1arg«<l. Crowing fraa 
tlitf Iriguiiutii vwicw iwnl btt«<^ i-rilie bladdcrr behind it were onr Iwgt 
and fi>ur Mnallcr inoutKcii of viUnuK gruwth. in all vqunllitiK tHe b«ilk af 
A p>(>iw'ii egg. Till! two ftr thrw Hinaller banchM were »ltiichwl by a 
single narrow pediinclv to the bluildtT, and tlii> mncoiui menibnui^ r\ea 
in uio immediate ricinity did not appear to be chnnged. The gfwwtiia 
KJtowed no di»po8ition to incrciwHr at the b^e. TIw two largest we« 
attavhiid by bnwuU'r l>ii*w to prominent rupe. All wpread out in fine 
bmndiM at the top like busliw or wheavea of wheat ; and, to the oakcd 
eye. almost exnoily res^'mbled tlie villi of tlie chorion. 

Microscopicjilly', they eo««t»U-d of librooB branched pedicles bearing 
tufU of brnitvhing villi, cjicli branch usually coiini-lmg i)f a large loo|Kd 
TCfwel, twisted or perhaps varip<rac and toitiious and covered witfc 
eylindrieal epitlictium ; but where theae loops renclw^l the g«oCral 
siirlaee of tl>e tumor, the epilhrlium waB macerated ofT. loLaving enly 
the miked vaBoeb, and theve sotnetimea aeparalfd and formed an ofn 
loop : in eome parta there waa tnaicad a membranous expauuon bca^ 
inor little short papilla;. 

Dr. FiriKux also iihowe<l (wo mloroKcopic sectiooi of the lamor. 
showing its villouK stractnre very beautirully. 

Or. JicKaox said that this dtNeaae was always fonnil in the lower 
hair of the bladder. He thought that, uKually. a whitish, ttolid tissea 
could be found beneath the villxmt structure. Aa hr aK be knew, 
there was no reason to Huppooe that it ever affected any other part of 
the body than the bladder. 

I>r. Fin »aid that the term cancer was applied to this growth mor* 
from itjt KToss appearance tbao ihMB bb anatoniical or clinical potat of 
Tiew, as it wai* prtrtty wdl conoedod that it waa oonfincd tu the mit' 
cous niembraDe. 

Di». 22d. lS-S,~~Poti'» />t>t>msp.— Dr. Tamu. reported the case md 
•huwed the Kpecimeu. whi<.ih was from a patient wbo bftd the luusl 
hidtury of PoU'n dt»t-ase. arising from aerere injary eight or ten years 
ago. Fain in the bach. |>elvia sad anterior of the ihigb* has been sat- 
ftind at iuterrals since. Three years ago. be bad pneumonia of the 
iMt intact sinee then he ha« atettlily biled. lie cmsalted Dr. 
H<idgea la«t July, for psoas ahsceja. aad was referred by him to Dr T. 
Apparatus for spinal Moppott wm ao irkaoaa and painM that lie aooo 
abandoned it aitd took to his bed. The abscccs was el■a<^tlatfd with 
^ MpiratoT by Dr. Hodgea, aud several tanm attb^eqnentlv by the 
fcsBily pbyMdaa. Dr. Richards ; and it finally made a permanent opea- 
ing tor itseli, dtacharging Urge qvaaiitiea of pas. 

At the autopsy, all the parU in tha Miehbocfaood of tbednewe wet» 
found luftltraltfd with iuflammatoiy ptndacts. Xhn paoM nnsclea. on 
•Mb «id&. Mened to be tr*Mforwed iatoc^nals fortbc p««agc ofpna. 
Th*r» waa ao laic* cavity coataiaia^ paa, and it aaetaed atrangc that

The specimen shoTOd that only the bodies of th« last dontsl and 
first lumbstr vertobne, witb tbeir interrert«bral cartilage, wece Jorolv* 
ed. although tho epiaooe procesBes of four or fivo vertebne were- pro- 
miaeiit during life, New boua had been thrown out at the aide* of 
tiie bodies of the diseaaed vert«brae, ahowing the attempt of itaturv to 
■^zestrMU motioQ at that point. 

^B AltbODglt there waa coasiderablA deformitj, the calibre of the «pi> 
Hbal caAl waa not materiollT leBoened; tending to ahuv that tbc pa- 
Bnlysia of ibe lower extremities, which so utUm accompaniea Pott's 
'disease, is due, not to compression of th« wbulo cord at odo point, bnt 
to the inflammation extending to it. 

Dr. Tarbell said he thongtit it fair to infor, from tho appearance of 
this spvcimcii, that the disuaso began in tho intcrvcrtvbral substance. 
If ao, it contradicted tlie thcurv, stated n« fact in many text-bo<to, 
that Uic dix^-oNc always arises from softening of the bones thetneelvee. 
Mid rviuircs a scrofulous constitution for its dovolopment. 

Dr. Jackson said that he hod been struck with the small amount of 
narrowing of tho spinal canal that was found in cases where the angu- 
lar diDtortioD was very marked. According to Sir UenjamioBrodie, the 
disease usually cooimcnces in the intervertebral substance. He showed 
a specimen from the Society's Cabinet, from a boy, where ancbyloaia 
haJ alrt'ady be^on, when the disease broke out in a new place above ; 
and there the intervertebral aubstance bad been entirely deatroyed. 
This was the only case Dr. Jackson had ever seen where the disease 
existed in two places. 

AniMtuual variety of PuruleiU Injlammation of the Tympanmn.^ 

Kr. J. OaKi Gxnx read tlic following paper :— 
" While in the common purulent iullammatioa of the tympanum, the 
lis secreted by the mucous membrane which lines (bat cavity finda 
an exit by rapturing the drum-membraue, either in the anterior or pos- 
terior segment, soraowhere about its centres, t have seen a few coses 
where tlie nipture has occurred in the extreme upper purllou of the 
membraae, Uw mcmbrana llaccida, and thesv have been so obstinate 
nndcr treatment and 6u sorioue that I desire to direct special atten- 
tion to I beat. 

" Some five or six years ago, Troeltsch directed attention to th« 
focfthut a portion of the tympanic cavity extended outwards over the 
mcjitiiH cxternuH. eitvmal to the head "f the hammer, and he dvHCnbcs 
one case in which, tho bono separating, ttiv meatuM and this cavity 
bod been perforated, and a pnlypus growing upon the tympanic iqu- 
cous membrano protruded through tlu) perforation, and could bavu 
been cosily tniatakon for a polypus attached to tho upper walls of tlio 
meatus. Since then, one or two ca«08 of polypi similarly attached have 
been diagnosticated and operated upon with success. In tlie«e cases, 
however, Ibe bone had been perforatod at some distance trOm the 
membrana tympani. 

" In the five cases of perforation of the membrana flaccida whicb I 
hare seon. the purulent inflammation has followed a long-con tinned, 
subacute or catarrhal inflammation, and has come on without tlte usual 
aerere acute aympUims. lu almost all of them, tho intensity of the

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inflantinfttioa seemed alao to be confincil to the Dp|WT portion '-f M" 
cavity; tbat ia, the lower portion of tho tympaimiu was uettr iilli-1 
vitb puB, Dor was any con^etion to be wen, except iu tbe neigbbitf- 
bood of the perforation. In lour of tbem, the bone bad becom* cari- 
ona for a greater or less distance into tb« montu*. ■ fact which wm 
demonetraled by the probe, and in the fifth case 1 imspecl now that 
there waa al»o a slisht cariea, althongh. as that wm the first caM 
which I had seen, I did not exaraioe it thoroughly. The esi«&t of 
bone deetroye<l varied from a piece the size of a probc'« point to an 
opening large enough to admit tbe little finger. The csvity already 
described by Troellach was thua exposed. 

" Tbe symptoms were conAned to a slight but oflco^vo jpnnilent 
discharge and Okore or less deafheas and bubjectiro noise. Tbe deaf- 
DC«8 and noises were, however, present with previous calarrhal inBaut- 
mation, and did not increase aflerwarda. except when tho onMicsla If 
came clogged by a collection of pns. Pain waa abeotatt'ly wanting 
as also was any aeosatton of throbbing. 

" In treating tbe earlier cases, I endearored, by the application of 
•stringenla into the cavity and l>y careful cleansing, to clwck tba la- 
flammation, but without the leagt success. In the later casm, 1 ha*e 
limited the treatment to removing all collections of ioBpiesated pa* by 
thorough and careful syringing into the cavity, and then keeping the 
cavity clean by freitnent syringing of the meatus. The patient* were 
also directed to inflate the ears by Valttalva's method during tho srr- 
inging, in order to force out the pus bom tbe lyinpanuni. Itwat, 
however, a noticeable fact tliat. insoreral of the cases Men. no perfixa- 
tioD whistle followed tbe perfect inflation of the tympanum. 

" More than a year ago, at tbe Society for Medical Observation. I 
called atteiiiiun' to tho intractability of this form of disease undsr 
treatment ; aulMwquent ezperioDcc in the two following cases has taught 
me that the disease may hoal or result fatally. 

" I. — Mrs. 0., aged 80, with a very decided hereditary tendency in 
diiMW of tbe ears, had, during childhood, frequent ■ gatherings ' to 
botboan, and since then the Ion ear bad discharged continuously, and 
she had been almost totally deaf on tbat side. On the right side, tbers 
bad existed for years a catarrhal inflaRuoatioa of variable iiit(-n»iiy, 
with a gradunlly Increasing deafness. Examination sbowod the ifpht 
meatus cong<ntcd and covered with flakes of moist opidemiiit; tbe 
right mcmbraiia tympani was quite white, very much tUickoat-d and 
drawn inwards, with a marked ooDgestion along tbe uatiubrium. 
The left membraaa tympani exhibited very nearly tbe same appear- 
•«••■« l*"« right, exw'pt that above the short process was a drop of 
pas, beneath which was an opening occupying the positiun of the 
mombrana Shrapnoli ; a bent probe could be passed upwards Into 
tbta. UMI • email spot of rough bone could be fett on its odgM. 

'! The eatSTThal inflammation iu tbe right ear improved very mndi 
under mddastnngont injecUons thrtiugfa the catheter, leavioir onlra 
oonaidorable degree of deafness from tho thickeniug of the usawi. 
fiLlW 1 *";■ ' ^''<*«»7*>'«*'- by eyringing. mild astringents, and, 
finally, tho application of strong solutions of nitrate ofsUver t» check 
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the eappuralioii, but with only trliglit fffevi, nn<l that meHy tempora- 
ry. A year afUtrwiinU, tho puticnt took a kcvuix- coli) : the right ear 
bccane inflamed ag*io, and whvn I xaiv her, n tew weeks afterwaril*, 
there was a perforation of the membrana SlirDpneli, a mrsII epot of 
bara bone on its edge and a slight otorrhoea, wjtJi increased deafneiM. 
Her cold leli a sv.vvto bronchitis, whicli so afl'octod the ^neral hoalUi 
that she passed most of tlie winter at the sonth, taking paina to keep 
the ear§ cleansed by syringing. She ri^tumed after some months, al- 
most entirely free from all catarrhal trouble ; and the perforation in 
the right e*X gradually healed by a cicatrix which lies against, and is 
attached to, the head of the hammer. That ear has now been free 
from active disease for some nine months. The left ear remaioB i& the 
M»e coDditiod aa when fii-ot seen. 

"11. — Mr. K.. aged 46, was first seen about fire yeara ago; the 
hearing of ihe left ear had been destrnvod by purulent inllammatioa 
years before, but the discharge still continued, and a uniall polypns 
filled the meatuH. He was unwilling to ti&vu the potypua removed, 
and I did not eee him again for two yeant, when, Mcoming alarmed 
by a sligli^ discharge from the other ear. he placed himaelf under treat- 
ment. The right ear showed a general culurrhttl intlaniniation of the 
whole tympiumm and tube, with a pcrforutiun of Shrapnel's membrane 
and bare Ixitio, as in the previous ca^e. The polypun in the leH ear, 
diiignosticnted two years before, had dinappeared. and in itit place wna 
a sequeMtnim of the cancellated slrncttiro of the bi>tie, which was bro- 
ken np aiid r«mored under ether. The removal of this maHS and tho 
application of aKtringents for a short time checked the diHchiirge in 
tl^at car entirt'ly, and no more caries conid he discovered, altlKitigh the 
upper wall of the meatus had been largely destroyed. This ear re- 
ntaincd so through life. 

" The general catftrrhul innammntton in the right ear improved very 
much under treatment, Jind tht; hearirg became very good ; but tW 
perforation and dtNchargi^ continued in eptte of all applications. Dur- 
ing the next year, I eaw him four or live times on account of an in- 
crease in tlie deufneNtt, which was always relieved immediately by the 
removal of the pus which had dried on the ossicles. Last August, dur- 
ing my absence from the city, the deafness became vei^' much worse ; 
this was soon followed -by headache, especially over tho right half of 
the head, and by severe chills ; these symptoms continuing, the right 

I membrana tyropaui was punctured, nud a considerable amount of pus 
was evacuated, but without relief. Thvcbills recurred once, and some- 
times twice, a day; the patient gradually sank, and died four or five 
weeka after the beginning of the disease. No disease was discovered 

I in other parts of the body. The intellect remained clear; there were 
no convulsions or paralysis, no tenderness or eitemal swelling over 

I the mastoid. Unlbrtunatcly, no auUipsy could be obtained, but the 
persistent headache and continuous severe chills point to a suppura- 
tive process within the skull. i'oT an account of his last illness, I am 
indebted to Dr. Uage, of Lowell, who saw him in consoltation. 

" The course of the disease in these cases of perforation of Sbrap- 

l^uwl's membrane oeeras to be this : — the catarrhal inflammalion, which 
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iBTo1r«a lo a greater or leas ext«at tbe entire tTvpanon, *• Mconp*' 
Hied by a mncona secretioD from the whole eu&ce of the caritj ; bat 
tbe macm secreled unonfr the Ii({;uitent9 kud otlier Binictam in tbe 
«pper part of Ifae tympanum ia noaUe to grarilale to tbe floor of tbe 
cavity od aoooont of Ita eoDfined position. Tbia retained nvcas aettea 
to iRcreaae tbe eiiating- Inflammation ; tbe catarrhal p^w iato tbt pai» 
lent form, and the membnoa SbrapDeti fa ruptured, bat not befofeale^ 
ration baa been mt np among the 6ormm atnotnrea in tbe neiRfaborhood- 
To tbia aloeration among the fibrooa a ti nc tu i w and to tbe dUBcnlty of 
natoriug tlw oonnal circnlatioa among the booea, Kgamenia and baodt 
wMcb are crowded togotber in Ibb naS apace, I attrifaate tbe diS* 
eelty of tmting the disease. Tbe extreme tbiaticaa of tbe bone which 
•oparatc« tbo nmM csritr external to tbe bead of tbe hammer from the 
moataa, and th*- fact that tbe pna nnst tie coattaoally in contact with 
tbia bone, would eeem to render ewiea more likely bet* than in other 
parte of the tjmfmitwm. Tbe «h of the parforatioci, if It exindi 
mto tbe bone, cwi oeMom be made oetby a direct iacpeetiua, fcM a 
probe with tbe end beat at nearly a right angle can be tidily pot iaie 
■od aroond lta« opmng."

" 3d. A cvttiral portion, which ia quite soft, and foraiabea a reddish- 
brown powder, which coDsista alraoat wboll; of uric acid. It con- 
tains, however, a minute amount of the pbo«pbate and oxalate ofUnnd 
and triple phoaphatc. Theiie laat auhMancca maj bare been derived 
from Ibe exlerual crust, ttince a sliictu admixture could not be pre- 
vented in drilling." Tlte calcatua weighed two ounce*, three dimcbmB 
and twenty-twn graina. 

Until the 26tb, the patiiint did well, when there waa found Id hU 
bed, in the morning, about a pint of congitlated blood. The pulse waa 
weak, and h<^ graduallj »«nk, with a inodi-ralc amutiot of pain mtirh 
of tbc time, but DO further ba-murrliago. Death occurred on the 'il^tb, 
at I. A.M. 

Tho hliiddvr was not thickened, but wu larger Ibao natural, and 4>v<-rT- 
where, upon the inner surface, rough, without polish, and of a dark- 
grccnish color, though not very oil'cnsiTe; lymph upon tbv incised 
Burfaco, but none within the bladder. Slight plouriey; and, in tbe 
brain, the remains of an old clot that had not be«li suspected. Tbe 
muscles also contained great numbers of trichinn. 

11. — A man. aged 31, entered tbo hospital on tbc 29th of last Au- 
gust ; an inhabitant of ibis Slate, and a moulder by profession. For 
the last two or three years, he had bad paio in the neck of tbe blad- 
der during micturition. witJi sudden arre«t of the flow of urine; also, 
scute pain when he rose from a chair or rode in a jolting vehicle. lie 
was ^Utng worao, and, on the day after admiesiou, tbe operation was 
performed. 

Until tbe £th of September be did well, hut on that day the wound 
waa found to be alougby. On the 8lh, tliere was a chill, and 
daring the three followiiig days ncverol othi^re. On the I3th, labored 
reapinUion, with dintresning cough, a mnCM-punilent expectoration 
mixed with bh'od, and physical signs of disease in the tower part of 
tbe chest. On the 15th, at 4, A.M., he died ; and, though an exam!- 
aliun wna ntfuitivd, there could bo no quentiou that pyasmia was tho 
au-te of di-ikth. 

The calcultia ia apbcrnidal, contridenibty flattened, and mraaure* 
one inch and one fonrtb by one inch and one eighth. Weight, 
ainoo it wan sawed and dried, ono biindriid and thirty-seven grainit 
{a»oir.). It consists mainly and uniformly of a coame, brown, «on)e< 
what laminated and eomcwhat radiated structure; wiUiathtn, wbilish, 
granular deposit upon tho surface. 

Chemical analysis by Dr. Wood : — 

" The external coating consisted of a mixture of oxalate and phos- 
phate of lime. 

" The middle layer consisted priocipaUy of tlw oxalate of lino nil* 
ed with a little phosphate of lime. 

"Tbe central portion, which was nest th« nucleus, hod the aame 
composition as tbe middle layer, although being « little darker in 
color. 
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" The nuckut has b«ca shclIM nut in the pnioeM of wvinjr." 

Aneurism of Ihe Heart.— br. Hai-nvcK rvporU**! tbe c«M uid Bbowe4 
tbo Bpficimon. 

J. U. B., k Frenchntan by birth uid a imrollcr by tndn, 44 ytmn of 
aee, ODteroil the AlMMchaeetta Gonoral Uospita) DtMcmbcr 2&, 18tL 
lit) r«poMed tlist be had not felt well for a year. Hut alidomcn lud 
been awolkn Tor four montiia, but ho bad kept at hi« work until wlthia 
a fortnight, when he took to his bed, which ho kept moMlv on accou4 
of dyspiiuea and woaknesa. He staled that for a considerable time be 
bad been unable lo lie oo his right sido. 

On entnnce to the fao«pital. the abdomen was much distended, Jhl 
inferiori;. The RoimdH of th« heart were slightly moditied. Tbo !■»■ 

iiiration was normal. On examtiiation, the density of tbo urine waa 
i)niid to Ire increaH^iI ; it coutaioed neitber albumen dot 4>il«. Tbo 
un-a, chliiriden and earthy phosphates were Donnal, but tiw ontea 
weie abundant. 

It waa tliiiugbt tliftt the patient migltt have cirrhosis of the linf. 
TTe wiL( tn-at<-(l by elatt-riniti uiiil other appeals to JnteMinal secretion. 
On April 1, Ili7'2, Uiv abdumttn was tapped, and twelve ounces ofcWr 
senim wore removed. Inappcteiice, dyapepsia. proffresaire d.^-spnoi 
and weakness were marked symptom a. The patient died April ti. I'TJ. 
having vomited frequently and retained little food for aeveiral W' v> 

Autopay. — On removal of the sternum, tiiv perkardioiD was fouuJ u 
extend into the left mammary and upper hypochondriac regions. Tbi 
lower Itibo of the left lung was puKbcd backwards and upwards, and 
adhered to tbe pericardial sac. Tli« pariotal and viaceral pericardial 
surfacea were intimately adherent tbrotigb the presence of old, firvdy- 
organiaed, Bbnova tisstte. Tbe bi-art was somewhat hypertroplmd 
and dilated, and tho miwcular sabstaace wa« firm. The TalresoT 
both ventricles were apparently normal. In the right ventricle. t» 
wards tbo posterior wall, at the angle formed by the intervcntrioabr 
septum, the muscular sabstaoce was converted into a dense, whit*, 
fibrous tissua. 

In immediate connection with the left ventricle, was a aao, neatlj 
as lai^ as the heart itself, and so intiraatrty conni^ted from iu apex 
to its Imm' that no dividing line conid b-? toade out. Ita wulla, wbtcb 
wvn about ^re« lines in thickness, wrro not mncculnr, and the inner 
anriaoc had aeveral thin, iaininated, variously decolorixiKl coaguliL K- 
neath whii-h n-en oocasinool, in^rv or less heminpherical, »<'n. 
irregulir, elevated masses. apparently deg^ ner mted, coagulated tu l. >_. 
Tiw cavity of tbe aac was filled with fn^ly clotted bloud. and oum- 
municaled fn»?ly with the left ventiide by locans of two circular opi-n* 
inga, with abarp edgv*. largo e«oagb to admit tbe fuipfingi-r. and 
siinated on either aide of tt^ hypertrapUed awl somewhat libmnS 
ivapillary maacle of the mitral valve, about taii way fruro the apex ta 
tbebaae. 

Tbo wall of the left ventricle aantynnding Ottat opcntags wm 
thin, whito and fin». tk« appeatanrs c^gesting that of the central' 
l)-tid.>n .i( Ihe diaphn^m. 

One of tho o|Mni>igi ia abovt fivc-eigliW e( an inch in diamelSTi 
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ow that the spocimon has been ptcuprvril in spirit, and thr otli<-r is 
half ui inch, and ttiu distMicu Ix-twccQ the ttro is tli roc-fourths ul' ui 
inch. 

At a Bnbseqaont me«ting of the Society, Dr. Jackion referred to Mr. 
Tharnam's largo collection of casoa of aiiourism of the hc^rt, and in 
some of ivhich there wore two, three, and even four sacs. The follow- 
ing extract IVom Mr. Thumam's article bears upon the above case : tn 
two, " it is not improbable that two eacs, which were originally dis- 
tinct, had coalesced bo aa to form & aing'te aQeiirism ; and, in another 
caae, three sacs seem to have united in this way." lo the case abore 
rej)ort«d, Dr. Jackson remarked that, although there were two open- 
ings into the aac. there was no appearance within to ebow there had 
be«n a coalescence of two cavities. 

ttbroid Tumor of Ihe Ulerua, o/immitn*e Size. — Dr. Wm. G. Wmcxutt 

orted the com;. Hq said it had been under hi* otxHirvalinn for the 

1««t ten yean, and the death waa onauei] by a au<li]ftn attnck of hm- 

lorrhage from tho cavity of the uterua. The itpocimcn in interesting' 
in ilH riizt!, and it ii« inKtniotive, also, from tlic fact thnt in its do- 
virl'iptnvnt thero was a totnl abxence of some of the moKt important 
dinj^nostic symptoms of tihroid nowthK in the utorinc walls. Thus, 

There was no disturbance of uie irK-nntrual functions. 

There was no change in the length of the cnvlty of tbe nteras; 
therefore, the sound, so valuable as a meaim of dia^nosi* tn uterine 
disease, gave w> assistance in this cue. The autopsy explains this 
point. 

Again, there were no frequent attacks of monorrhagia, because the 
mncoos membrane was not invaded until the fatal attack. 

The history of the case was as follows : — 

About ten years since, this patient presented herself. She had been 
suffering, for two years or more, from n severe trouble of the rectum, 
which she supposed to bo piles, as she had been treated for such A 
nsJady by the fiimily physician. Her geueral appearance, then, waa 
beallby, and her color was good. Her height was medium, and her 
Igare slight. Her usual weight, when in health, was about one hnn- 
Idred and three pounds. At this dale, she waa about 42 years of aji^e, 
•ad was the mother of three healtliy children. The last and youngeat 
waa then but six years old. 

On examination, the mucous lininf^of the rectum waa found pro* 
lapsed considerably, the veins varicose and granulationtt bleeding 

poM the sliijhleBl touch. The whole region was neuititive and painful, 
ansing her great dilliculty in defocatiou, and she cuuld only obtain an 
•cllon by targe fluid injections. By a iligitnl exploration, 1 found an 
obstnictlon or pressure of a mass upon the recto- vaginal sciptuni, 
which, at first, suggested the thought that it might be only retro- 
flexion of the uterus. But, upon a more thorough and vaginal esumi- 
niition, this mass was found to be a tumor, pressing backward upon 
ihe rectum, and nearly jjlltng the entire cavity of the lower pelvis, 
^hia solid growth seemed to hare displaced the uterus, and was con- 
nected with that organ. It wan quite firm and omouth to tho (eel, 
and, at tioicB, somewhat sensitive upon pressure. 
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At tlii* Mago of the inv<>«itTg»tion, the question of ilI>gTU»u WM rf 
tlic titiiKirt imixirtwicc!. Wim it malifpi&iit. or tiun-mulirnmnlF Wm 
it n tumor to bo attacked, or oiie to be let aluiier The kbdeoee ol 
pain or ap[Muvnt cachexia secmei) In fwur uf iui being Di>a-iD«ligttu>t; 
«li<<>, itn Kndunl growth and itsciMitral poMtioii in tltf»b<)»ntcn. Tbea 
thtf muliility. tinniiooe and •omcwhiit Ii>I>ii1b|cc1 oitUine, together with 
tb« altglit cfl'oct upon her gvncnil liualth, poititcti ntrongly to its tnw 
cfaaracUT, oamely, a fibroid tumor of tho womb, originating near tha 
poritoneal eiirfaco. 

The growth wems to hare beon, first, backward and downwardt 
prosaing upon the rectum and iho bladder, and filling the lower pel* 
via; ihenoe upward, slowly appearing aboTc, in the carit; over the 
symphysis pubis, and thence arriTing very gradually at the Dmbilicus. 
When at about this point, it began to antevert over the pubic bune, 
thus lining its lower part up aud out ofibe small peUis, putting the 
vagina sad its attachments upon the stretch, and pressing upon llw 
bladder so as to canse much d isitTesB. But this moveoetit nf the tn- 
tnor gave great rclier to the paiiirut symptoms connected with the di> 
rect pressure upuu the ntctuni. 

During mimt nf tliu yearn tliat thin tumor was gradually reaching this 
enorraouM kIko ( fifty-two pound*), the general Iwalth aufii-red but liUlv, 
comparatively, for no utht-r orjianjt of the body M^med to be diseased. 
The appetite and dig«-«tion reriiaini^ good, and she wa« able to do bcr 
own houoc work, even up to tiw last. Sh« •ntbrod but little pain, 
except from prt^twiiro upon the abdominal organs, weight and oivr- 
distention. She expressed difficulty in lying dnwn, and. whon on ber 
feet, OKcd a sting from ber sboutdcrs to unippurt the turner. 

Another fact worthy of mention in this case is, and it will be ptsia 
from the autopny, that the whi*le mciutrual lifo was passed wilbml 
any disturbance from tlits eitensive onlgrowth. The monsos i^rpeand 
early in life, and were painless and ragolar as to time («v«n to a day). 
and Doratal a« to quantity and in cbaractor. Shepassedbet cliraalerie 
without any unusual symptoms, the calamcnia having ceased abont 
one year since. The tumor continued its growth, gradually, up tu the 
tine of death. During tlw last three or four years of her life, she was 
confined to her house, the weight having become too much I6r ber 
sbrength ; there was a gradual wasting of the various tissues of Ibe 
body, but tho miud remained hopeful and cheerful to tbe last. Tbe 
fiUal attack of htomorrhage was from the cavity of the atenu, aad it 
CUM on wtlbont any apparent caure, while Uie patient was quiet. It 
was profuse in quantity, exhausting in it« effects, andcaaacd destb oa 
tbe llnril day. 

AvU/p*}/. — The surface of the body was pallid, aad ilie emacUtina 
was extreme. Largo and tortuous veiiu were fuuriil trawrstng the 
skin covering the tumor. There was some indltruiion of tbe iIiiumi 
forming the lower part uf the abdomen. There wb« no csdrma of tbe 
lower extremities, and no aaoitea. The muscles uf the abdomen b^ 
been converted, by preiMnre and extension, into mere fibrous bamla. 

The tumnr. which wsh closely connected with the uterim by i>ld pe- 
ritoneal adhesioos, filled a goou-ciied wash-tub, and weighed liAy-twu 
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poundti. Tbe alUiin»t«cl body weighed onlj- «izt;*two pounds with- 
>oMt the tum»r. Tliv Kiirracc of t)iv growth wfts whitish, or ratti«r, 
in it|>i>t«, of a piito lloi^li color; it wiw dividvd into maoy lobes, soido 
of which wvrc more deneo than otfavrs, but «U were quite firm, with- 
out atiy puintD of ossificatioD. The intitrior coiiHisted of a coarse, 
white fibroid nlructuro. Tho tumor arose, as had bcon saspectod, 
from the fundus of tho uterus, anteriorly, and by a pedicle about two 
inches in diatnetvr ; this last being traceable through the parietes of 
the organ and dowa to the mucoas tnembraDe, which showed by its 
discoloration at this part that it had been the source of the fatal fata* 
morrhago. The uterus itself was Sve inches in length, and uo other 
fibroid tumors were found. The other viscera were healthy. 

At tho suggeation of Dr. Bowditch, a cast of the immenHe mass was 
taken, and it ia now in the Museum of the Medical Colle^fe. 

J*x. 28, I9".l. — Besuitof Ittnal J7taeii»e.~Dr. Jacxsok showed the 
Bpcctmeo, wliicit he had received &om Dr. F. H. Thoin]>i(oii, of Lun- 
caster. 

It is a cyst that meatiurcK, now that it has been dried, about six by 
three and a half inchttit. and ix entirely ere laoeous. The inner Hiiiface 
consists of fiat and nithi^ thick plates, a few line* in diameter, and in 
I close juxtspiiititiim. Kxti'nmlly, there was in the recent state, and ia 
now. no trace uF tlio liutrrnidnl form that \» so characteristic of this 
disease of the kidney*. Tht! cavity of the i«»o was filled witli a homo' 
geneouM subittance that perfectly resembled plaatcr of Paris when mix- 
ed viUi water and about ready to «et; and thia was shown ia ■ 
dried state. 

The diceaacd mass was situated in the right iliso fosaa, and the ure- 
ter was traced from it to the bladder ; there being nothing above it 
and in tbe place of the right kidney. Tho left kidney was in its usual 
•itattion. 

Dr. Edward S. Wood, Professor of chemistiy, found thccontonts to 
conitist of the carbonate, phosphate and oxalate of lime in about equal 
proportions, with a small amount of the carbonate of magnesium and 
ammoniomagnesium phosphato. Of animal matter, ho found not 
more than one tenth part, and this consisted of albomon and organic 
tUhriM. 

Tlie patient, a widow, died at the age of 12 years, of a malignant 
disease of the womb ; and had never, so far as was known, bad any 
affection of the kidneys. 

Dr. livui Bsid that, taking into consideration the statement of the 
physician that this specimen was a kidney, and tho result of the che- 
nicai examination, showing the proBonce of urinary salts, it might be 
that, after all, this was only an exaggerated form of what ia not un- 
frequenlly seen, and what in the older books ia described as tubercu- 
lar disease of the kidney. In these cases, the ureter becomes imper- 
vious and the calices get distended with inspissated pus and urinary 
salts. We might suppose this to be possible where tbe distention is 
carried on even to the extent to which it must bare been in this case. 

Dr. Jacxscx bad seen kidneys reduced to a mere cyst, but be bad

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never toea ftny mich material aa the conteots of this ftpecioMn. Ht 
liwl he ever Keen & case where tliero vita nut sometiilDg in the font of 
the c;xt ti) rciiiini] one of » kidney. 

Dr. WiiiTK Miid Uiat oialitte of lime was neTcr fonnd ezc«pt in eoa- 
in'Ctioii vrilli the renal atiqiaretu)', wilti tliu eiceptioo of the coBleaUi 
of tlic stomach. The otaor urinnrj Kult* inisht, perbaps, occur IB pa- 
thological growths not oonnectcd witli tlw kiditey s. 

Junk 8th, 1874. — Paraplr^, wiOi wnlraction, f^dutn, congatitn 
ami tcterona of Spinal Cord frwm comprr»ifum by a Tumor,'— Dr. EoBS 
reported the caeo and ehowod the specimiMi. 

A Det^resa, let. 25, entered the City IIo«pital April 10. She had had 
a etill-bom child at tcno, aa4 a tniccairi^c at fonr tnontha last 
winter. 

Since the previous Jane (ten months), she bail been ^raduall; loung 
power in legs, and for last four weeks bad been unable to walk. For 
throe months there had been pains in back and I'rgs, which bad aooie- 
vbat dimiDJebed at time of eatianco. Kxcept stitfncM of joint* and 
loss of power, haa felt well. 

Two days before entrance had difficulty in pamagw of urine, which 
beooroiog complete retenlion on the next da;, was reticTcd by 
catheter. 

At the lime of enlraoce, the legs were drawn up and rigii. fib* 
was able to extend them slowly and with some pain. Was saflerioc 
from retentiou of urine, which was relieved by catheter. Bowali 
oonattpated. If her le^ were suddMily drawn down, a epumwdw 
norement in the direction of flexion reralted. This condition grai)» 
ally passed into complete paralyaia. The leaetton of the nudes l» 
the galnwic and to the induced cuireBt ap(ieM«d to be nomal. 

It was difficalt to determine with aeeomey tbe ceodilKMi of scsm 
lion. It speared as if tactile aeasibaity in tbe legs were lost fat 
some time before death, while nfissiMilj to pain continued. Sbs 
oonslaotly reported two points of ooBtacc as eae, or else aosveiel 
entirely at random, although sbe appeared at tiaee to fed e pein fnm 
the experiment On one occaaioB. ibe lepocted ssBsaiiaB from the 
batt<wy current, when none was pssslng. IW abofe was ibe cottdi- 
tion iu the legs and lower part of back. Tbere waa m> tenderness of 
spine, cither to pressure or percnssinn. 

The uriiM was at tines Toided ia nJtm fly. as were the fieees to- 
ward tbe tasL At other tinea, ibe cMhrtsr ted to be need. Tbe 
UTiBt nrntiiiiiil mmr aftmmnn. irithpasaad matm^ Tbe left side sf 
tlbn t&cm WM Mrtislly panlyied. aad at tiace nftrlril with — »»^ii«' 
twit^ings. So fer as she knew H bad alw^rs beca so^ Sbe smdoaltf 
Guled. bsooming wesker. and UUng bat Ettle fcsd. aad pastTng arise 
and teoss ia M. Sbs asuQy 1^ *P* ^b' badL wilb tbe a»oeik 
opes, bsad sows'sbst l etia c lsd. sad Mcfc sotdss oa teetb. Tbe right 
Wg was straagly iucd. aad iijdartsd so as to be ibrowa orer opoe 
tbe Mt sids. Tbe ■wiawats «f tbe heads became weak, bal Ibsce 
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and Irochwiters. She died Msy SOlh. The pain was relieved at fint 
by the galranic current, as tt had been hftun- entranco. Iodide of 
potaasinm was ordered, but it la probable that she did cot take a 
great deal of it. 

Autopsy. — The calraria waa of great thichncM. The brain (indnd- 
iiig cerebellnm) weighed forty ounces. The dura niat«r preaented 
nuthing abnormal before reinornl, but the pia niator was much con- 

£«ted, Ibe vesaeltt being enlarged and tortuous. The aubotauoe of- 
e cord itself, eapecially the grvy matter, was aomcwhitt reddened. 

Upon further i-xanii nation of the dura matvr after its removal, a 
Battened mafiH whm discovered adhcrcDt to its anterior surface, and 
prcicentitig the appearance of havitiK been torn from aomo portion 
which probnbly rvniaioed in tbc spinal canal. Unfortunately tniK wiui 
not discovered until some hours after tho remoral, when a further ez< 
sinination of the anterior wall of the canal, where there was probably 
another attachment of the tumor, could not well be undertaken. Its 
length was about two inches, and ite point of greatest tliitikoeM. 
where, of oonrae, the compression of the cord was greatest, was jnst 
below the cervical enlargement, so that tlie tumor may be said to have 
occupied tbc lower cervical and upper dorsal regions. Laterally it 
did not past) beyond the anterior nerve roots on the right, and but 
slightly beyond on the left, where, however, its thickness was consid- 
erably greater. lt« edges were not distinctly limited. 

Upon examination of the nearly fresh specimen, it was found that, 
in the region of greatest compresaion, tlie vessels were fatty, many 
"granulation cells" present, and occasional masses of pigment. The 
myelioe appeared more broken up thou uorm^. A zone of exudation 
sarrounded some of the TCMels. 

These changes, especially ll»e httj, were more marked in the ante- 
rior and posturiur columns, lose in the lateral. These always dimin- 
iahed tn degree, in both tho upwnni and downward direction. 

Upon mflJcingttections of the hardened cord, the fatty cbangce, of 

lorae, ceaved to be visible, owing to the prooess of preparation. Tho 

Mt obvious features in the trsiiKpatxtnt sections were the greatly 
enlarged and numerguN ve.'^iscls winch were tilled with blood. Tfaeso 
were accn in all parts of the sections in tho offt'ctcd region, but were 
Mpocially numerous in the posterior horns, of grey matter. In the 
neighborhood of tho point of greatest compression, and especially 
Dpon one side (probably tho left), the vessels were accompanied by a 
considerable amount of connective tissue. 

Tbc nervoua tiwne, ospociolly in the anterior columns, was atro- 
phied, tbo uHtial concentric circles of myeline, around the axis cylin- 
ders, being either absent or very small, while the axis cylinders them- 
selves were cither absent or difficult to delect from the change in tlicir 
Qsual relations and the hypertrophy of connective tissue. The ante- 
rior p<irlion of the lateral columns had apparently undergone a certain 
amount of change of the same character, and also tho posterior columns. 
These changes extended but a short distance beyond the point of 
compression, the lumbar and even tbo middle dorsal region being free 
oveo from marked congestion. 
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Tb« tomor consisted of Umlnm ot itoat caaattlire Ifssoe, eot)ti»- 
oaM with that of the dnrft raaler. entiotaitg ■»— ci of medliuB-«ii(:d, 
oval sod irregular nuclevted, and k few ^iadle^hapcd, oella. 

It is to i>e regretted that the circatnstanccs of the auk^T prvrented 
■n flx Ami nation of the anterior surface of tlw tamor, which might faarc 
throwD more light upon lis origin. 

Nothing «M fotind in tJtc inednlla obloiig*t», or facial nerve, to 
■oconiit for the partial facial paraljsis. 

Partial diHltKofifm of the kft Oa Innomitiatmn. — Dr. Ponmii reported 
the caul* iw follows : —

fool being readily placed in its normal position. Tho patient — an tat- 
ceodlngljr intelligeiit one — declared hoHolf " dixjoinled," and locatnl 
lier MtToresl pain at tho svmphyEis pubis and leli aacro-iliac STncbon- 
droeis. Upon examination, there was percoptiUe motion of tbaltft 
M innominntum upon it« follow and the Mcntin, aad at the srinphTsia 
pubis A slight dislocation upward of the left bone. The privis being 
HD|>|K<ited, sho could perform all motions of tbe legs with but tittie 
^laiu, but witliout support tho leant morement wae tortor^. Tbei* 
was Bv crrpilns. There was but one conclusion, a partial dislocation 
of the left oa innominatnm. I stated it, and also that it was to me aa 
uuiiitte tnjur.v.

The wound in tbc chest wra IranoTcrtM^ in direction and sitaat«d one 
and one-bair inches above tho tip of tho cnsirorm cartilage, and tliree- 
quartere of an inch to tho rig^ht of the median line. TbrouKli iha 
wound, which was about half an inch in length, ■ probe could bo pasa- 
ed inwards, upwards and to the loft, a dialanou of two incbcit. On 
opening th« thorax, it was found that the wonnd penetrated the walU 
of the chest, between the cartilages of the eisth and serenlh libs cloafi 
to Ibe right border of the sternum, thence pawed through the citllular 
tissue of the mediastinum, through the pericardium and. finall.v. enter- 
ed the right ventricle ol the heart, at ibe ba»e of one of the culuiniim 
camen of ibe iricoflpid »alve. 
^^ The wound of ibn- heart was about one-third of an Inch in length, 
^Bnd Deariy horizontal in the normal poaitlon of the heart. AH ttit' c*v* 
^■uiea of the heart were destitute of blood. Th« pericardium contain* 
^^d nearly eteren fluid ottncea of blood, dark. and. for t)i<! mo»t psrt. 
^clotted. TIk! antx-iior inedii^linum, fVom the diai>lirii);m lu* high a» 
to tb« third rib, was itiGltrutud with blood. No bloud wait found in 
either pleural cavity, nor was either lung injured.

J. McN., Irish, n small, but wcll-proparlionnd, man, aged 68. IIis 
life has been a steadily industrious one, involving a good deal of hard 
labor. Although be has not abstained tolnlly, ho hun never indulged 
excessively, and his general health has always been vsv«llent. 

In tS$9, be first noticed an enlargement upon the right aide of the 
scTvtum. This gave him no inconvcDienoe, but underwent a gradual 
increase of size. And 1 atn satisfied, from the results of close question- 
ing, that hydrocele formed no part of tbe original swelling, and Ihkt 
from tbe 6ie\ tho testicle itself was the scat ol a disease, in the later 
stages of which effusion ti>ok place within tbe tunica r^tginalis. 
Sometime in 1871, such changes had taken place in the condition of 
things, that the testicle, as such, could no longer be identified. The 
growth of the maiis went on, receiving no attcTition from the patient 
until about two years agn, when it had attained such dimensions as to 
Incommode him somewhat, lie then sought relief in a suspensory 
bandage, purchased aomewhere in Uoston. and was advifned by (he 
Tender of the same to go to the hospital, and be tapped. This advice 

'ftB Dot heeded. - lie soon outgrew the suspensory, and was forced to 
lep«nd upon such contrivances for mechanical support as domestic in- 
_ oily could devise ; meantime performing his usual work, and losing 
Bone of his efilciency as a laborer. And tt is only williin a few monlbs 
that tbe diaeaae has come to be a serious impediment. Uuiing the past 
winter and apnng he has lost a very little lieah, baa suffered a slight 
diminution of utrenglh, has been more sensitive to cold weather, and 
more inclined to sit still in the house ; yet he has been able to perform 
Komis labor, such as sawing wood. Early in April, there came to the 
Bcrutum on the dieetucd side, a suddeu and cvnsidcrahlo incteaae of

orwi'ight and drag^ii)^ located in thv ingitiiial and lumbar redout 5 
thv right Hide, About this ttnte the patient took to his bed, and os 
Sunday, April I^, I8T4. aent for mo. 1 obtainod from him the factaas 
Btsted above. Iliii general condition, though a little botow tUi nMtal 
average, waa quite nat in factory. Jlia local -condition, rery vtriking 
oven to caroloM innpiiction, may bo given in detail, as fullona: Tbcre 
lay between his thighs ihc xcrotum so distended that it mcaKured, by 
estimate, eight inch>-n vertically, and iieariy liro horizonially. The 
(tkin was tbin, soft, free end clastic. There could be fell wiihin, two 
distinct portions ; 6rsl, an exterior layor of liquid, dctocleil by flac- 
tuatioii, confined mainly to the lower anterior and upper lateral (oat- 
side) portions, and at the )att«r point at least hall an inch thick; 
Bocondly, a central sidid mass, ovoid in shape, neither seunitivc nor ia- 
aensibte, heary in tlic hand, not perfectly uniform in ita dt-nsily, and 

fireMinliiig here and there upon its surface eome amall ondular imgu> 
arities. The spermatic cord was absolutely free from eiigorgcin«titi>r 
tetidcrnesH. and could be traced dowo to its connection with the tnnior. 
No testicle could be fiund. By lapping at two dlBereut poiats with 
tlic aMpirator, I drew away twenty ounces of yellowialt aerum, such a« 
a hydrocele ordinarily yields. This reduced the swelling in size and 
wiright. and gave complete relief to the pain which wan Brat felt tikive 
<i>yH liefiire. 1 then thruht llie needle of the instrument intu the nppcr 
portion of the maHs where it waa softest, but with a negative result. 
Although unable to settle the queation of diagiioxiK, uo visiting tbe 

Cati*:nl on the following day, 1 suggeHt4:d the removal of tfa« dinpiiTt 
y Murgical operation, and signified my readineaa to do it- He f»- 
Coived the proposition very calmly, and requeatedUmc for ctmsi deration. 

April 3u. — A returning efl'uniun into llicoavity of th« tunica vaginalis 
liad caused a return of pain and diitcorofort, and another tapping was 
rr(]ueHl(-d, Borriewhiil lesK than a pint of bloody nernm was obtained 
with the a^'plrator. The relief uf |»ain was aa morkc I lut bcfoi«. 

At this time all the facta and poKsibilities wliich the C3(^> involved 
were plainly xtat'd to tliv pntirnt, and be wan urged to decide tbe 
question of fiperative int^rrforence. 

Hay '2d.— ilc tuformcd me that he wished to have tJw diseaaed tea- 
tide rc^moviNl, 

May 4ili. — The operation was done, in the presence and with tlie aa- 
sisiatice of Uin^c of my professional neighbors, Drs. Kichardsou, Stone 
and Thayer. The patient was etherised, and after the preliminary luw 
of a raxor, an iiioiaiun was mado frt>in the external ring to the bottom 
of the scrotum. 

Although tfa« size, nhapc and smooth exterior of the tumor mndrrcd 
its manipulation a little inconvenient, its connection with the intvgo- 
meut wa>4 ea»ily divided, consisting aa it did of a superabundance of 
loose cellular tissue. The spermatic coid having been oloanly dis- 
sected at if* lower extremity, wsa neized with suitable hooks, and 
divided with tbe knife, alter which the lequiaite Ugaluree were applied. 
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On makinfT » flection or the tumor, about ten oance« of h\ooAy flaid 
eHoaf>«d from the tunica vsjifinalia. The solid poilion, enveloped in 
two sinf^e eoinpreBBea and » ton-el, weighed <13J onncea. The weight 
of the nuiM removed may be safely aUted att 10 ounces. 
, May llth. — One wc*'k from the operation. No untoward symptom 
ct. The cunditiou or the patient is unexpectedly promising. 

^HiC ■pfccimen wajt ahown by Dr. Fitz. — 

An exaininaUon of the tuuior allowed no eridence of extension of 
Die di.tiraKe along the upermatic cord. The cnTity of the tunica ngi- 
nalifi wttK in part obliterated by ailheRionn ; aiinie. quite firm ; Olbera. 
easily broken duwn. The tunica vaginalis watt very much thickened 
and tndurnt«d ; its Rurface pnrscntvd p»tclii<i> of hn.'morihsgic false 
membrane. At rariouH parts, Uk* gr<iwth hnd oxU^tiiled thmUKh the 
tunica albuginea, in the form of flattened and rounded nodulen the aur* 
facesof which were iiitiniatdy connected with the p«rictal layer of 
the tunica vaginalis. 

The diacano was found to extend throughout the entire te«ticle, no 
nnmia] tissue rcmoininp. A distinction between epididymis and te»- 
t)S was apparent (hough not sharply defined, suggested rather by dif> 
fervDoes in dennitT, color and form. The entire mass was cut with 
gre«t ease, the Srmoet portions being found in the epididymis. Tliiwe 
were more or less distinctly lobulated in sectiun, ^ray, somewhat 
translucent and permitted the escape of a mudcratoly viscid opaque 
fluid. 

The body of the testis was composed of a soft basis substance, y«l- 
low and opaqae, at times gray, in which were numerous apparent cav- 
ities, the largest of the size of walnuts ; all contained a viscid, trans- 
parent material, in parts almost fluid, elsewhere semi-sulid. varying in 
color from yellowish- to red dish -brown. In those spaces where the 
substance was the more fluid, the periphery was smoother. Other 
portions of the tumor were of a gray color, streaked and dolled with 
red lines and points, dilated and injected bloodvessels with exceeding 
ly delicate walls, lliemorrbages had also occurred in various partii •>( 
the tumor. The microscope showed that the more gelatinous portiiinit 
were composed of a more or le^ia homogeneous material, in which were 
samerons delicate fibrils forming meshes containing large round cells 
( mucous corpuscles ) in varying numbers, some fatty degenerated. 
Large. apiiJiile-Hliaped, honiogeneomt glislcning bodies were found; 
also the su-called colloid bodies, large sptieruidal masses with similar 
optical properties «o ihosc ju«l referred to. 

The denser vinciil jiortlonn presented the fibrils. boMix Kubotance and 
round cells ; in addition, utimcroun spindle and siellate cells, often an- 
aatomosing. In the firmer, upuiuo yelluvr parts, nimilar cells wore 
found, all lllled with fut dropu; the fibres were more abundant and 
larger, often arrangfd in bundles. The firmest portions of tlie tumor 
were composed almost entirely of large, round cells, dilTused through- 
out the mass, aepiirated by fibrea or by homugvneouH substance. Every- 
where in the tumor, the characteristic reaction of mucinc was pre- 
MuIj^. Though the structure of the tumor indicated u myxo-sarcoms, 
it watt evident that the myxomatuus elcmi^nt strungly predominated, 
and occasionally might be regarded as a degcuvratiou cundition.

Aog. lOlfa, 18"4. — Canccrotti Tumor ocirr Ote Semum.^-Dr. Diurn 
reported tho case and exhibited the Kpt-ciinun, 

E. 1'., a female servant, aged Al, unmarried, entered (he City TTos- 
pitsl June 9, I8T4. She reported that Klie hnil been ill twa weeks, a 
constant pain in the left hip and in the loins obliging her to ghe ap 
all irork. The pain eometimcfi extended to the left knee. Tbc appe- 
tite wae impaired and the bowclti were constipated. The p«in was the 
only ^mptom which attracted special attention, and to tbo relief ef 
that the treatment was mainly directed. She had Tarions sedatives 
and narcutica internally and anodyne applications oiternally. The 
pain was apparently that of chronic rheumatism. The left knee, wbicb 
was tbe joint most alTecled, was swollen and tender. The bip on tbe 
mme side was atiflTand painful, but the patient's principal comptaint 
had reference to her toins. the pain there being constant. Under 
iodide of pototlsium, in duHea gradually increasing till a drachm was 
taken daily, the severityof the symptoms appeared to yield somewliat 
and th6 patient sat up without much discomfort. An opiate woa still 
required to secure Meep at night. 

Meanwhile the general condition of the patient improved. Her ap- 
petite was less dainty and heriiutritiondidRotaufler; except cobs tip*- 
ttoo, which was readily relieTed by laxa tires, there was entire absence 
of abdominal symptoms. 

July l^th, lens than four weeks before the patienl's death, there was 
first noticed a nodular swelling at the left sterna-clavicular aniculaliou. 
Its site was that of an English walnut. It wsh painless and wttltaul 
tendornesB. The patient invariably made lixht of it as the least uf ber 
troubles. Within a week, there was a manlfoit increase in th« niu uT 
tho tumor. Meanwhile, the patient began to fail. The rheumatie 

Cains did not recur, but tliiTct wast progressive prostration. Coincidenlr 
J, a cough developed, with free ex pectoral iun of frothy rnncuus sputa. 
The resonance on percuMHion was normal; but on auscultation there 
were abundant, coorce, moist, rnucuns ralcB in both lungs, though rela- 
Itvely more copious in the right lung. 

Since the first of August, tlie patient made no complaint of pain, 
bat only of prostration. The tumor over the clavicle grew rapidly 
hut painlessly. It was (inn to the touch, nodulated and [mtno^'aUe, 
There were no otiicr nodes elsewhere on the boily. 

Aug. Sih, there was a very alarming attack of dyspnoea, which 
posKed away after the application of a steam bath and stimutsDla. 
The next day the voice bvcamo hoarse, intermittent and etridulove. 
and Continued so till death. 

The later symptonis wrro those of progroKsivc exhaostion. Tilt 
tumor grew till it appeared of the «ixo of a large lemon. Death oo- 
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coired Ao^st Stli, twelre w«ekH after the beginning of i]ln«M and » 
little more tfaau tlirce week* after Uxi mBnircKtatinn of the single es- 
t«nutl eign of the cxbGnvive diKetwc diaclowxl by the Kutopsy. 

The ezaiQiiialiun dincovcred very gnncral JwclupmeDt of outccr. 
The growth whose eourco wm vratvhvt) iluriiig the progress of the 
cawe «U found to have iiiTodcd the initniibrium of tDe stcmuni and 
the adjacent inner tixtremity of the clnviclu, completely absorbing tb* 
bones in iu way and appearing on the innt-r a:<jM)ct as a well defined 
node, which must bare preeeod on the trachea. The substooco cf the 
tumor was bard, white and uniform. 

On the inner nurfacc of the right piiriot«l bone, a nodule of the dis- 
ease bad pcnctratvd ttia inner tahio and diploo, on iujccted point in tbe 
perioraniutn marking thu position externally. 

Tbc right pleura wm thickly strvwn with nodnlcs, varying in size 
from tbe head of a pin %o a boan. Tbo disease appeared on botb sur- 
faces df the picara, and at the apex where the nodulos were most abun- 
dant tbo surf.iC4rs were adherent. Two ribs on each side hod a single 
node at about their centra ; the bony tieeuo had been bo far displaced 
here that tlio ribs bent as with an ununited fracture. The bronchial 
glnnds w«rc enlarged and indurated. The left lung was healthy. The 
right lung contained many dopoBila of tho disease arouad its bronchi. 

The liver had about twenty of the nodules in its substanco and on 
its surface, the largeet being of th^aize of a filbert. 

The peritoneiuu was everywhere invaded, the disease appearing as 
small, dal, disseminated, and colorless nodules thickly stuilding the 
otherwise healthy membrane. The omentum and mesentery showed 
the growth most abuudautly. Tbe mesenteric glanda wore not in- 
rolvwl. 

The Stomach, intestines, kidneys, uterus and maromte were ooimal ; 
tlte hrain and heart wore likewise apparently healthy. 

I)r. Draper remarked that the rapid development of tbe disease and 
the almost entire absence of symplorua pointing toward the real con- 
dtlioQ were interetiting features of the case. 

Dr.AVnuLER said this caee was intoreating from its great rapidity, 
it being the shortest in duration of any case that had ever come under 
his observation. He had seen a case result fatally in six months, in a 
boy. where the primary diacose was found to be in the left kidney. 

Pyelo-Xephriiin. — Mr. Rano, of the Chelsea Marine lloapitat, report- 
ed the caov and showed the specimen. 

Patient entered U. S. Marine lloapital Nov. 11, 1813. JIA. 25. At 
time of entrance was quite stout. During the three weeks previous to 
entrance wa.t expoDed to cold and wet un hoard of a water-logged 
ship. Ilad pain ovt^r piibes and along the ureters. Micturition fre* 
quent, causing great pain, olten followed by a few drops of blood. 
AUo had bronchitis. No liistory of gouorrhica. On November 20th, 
nine days after entrance, complained of pain in lumbar region. The 
paio was tiivcTv at times, especially tuworda the latter part of the dis- 
ease. In February, four months alter entrance, pain In left back more 
severe. During February, nausea and vomiting began and occurred fre- 
i^ucDtly. During illness, especially towards latter part, patient had

KxsxninktioD of urine gave the following ntotltM : color, 
pate T«1Iow; specific griiTity, 1006-1011); reaction, acid ; nlbumeB, 
abuodaut ; casts, ncrer foand. Pus always prvacot; quantity raHa* 
He, but always considerable. 

On March Tth, five months after entrance, wdiinent contained pin ; 
epitheli^ cells from polris and from kidney. 

On June 2IJth, three days before death, epithelial celts from pclria 
aad kidney, containiDg fut drops, were found in the aedimeitt ; abo, 
fiir the first time during course of th« ditesae, a few red Mood 
(flobulcii. 

June 2Sth. patient very weak ; baa severe headache ; eztiemitiea 
cold. On 29tfa, A.M., died. 

Aalopin/. Jane SOth. — Kigor mortis well mailied ; body, touch emaci- 
ated; head, uot examined. Plearee adherent on both sidea; aAesioaa 
recent ; upper lobes of lungs gave appearance on eedion of tubetde, 
but on closer inspection the appearance was found to be due to peribroo- 
cbitia; otberpartaoflnngahealthy. Heart pale, but healthy. LiTera&d 
spteeu, healthy. Bladder was of normal alxe. Mucous mcmbnne 
tlilckeiied and covered by old infiammatorj product. Cretera nock 
euliirged iu diameter; mucous membrane in the same condition as that 
of thi: blitdder. though aomewhat diKColored. Kidneya luimt^wbat en- 
largttd ; capKtilea nun-adlicrent ; appearance pale. Numeruun nodule* 
of various Ki7,eB on iinrface, on seotioi). Mucous membrune lining 
pelvi* and calysi?H thickened and diKCoIored and covered by uld iiiflam* 
matory product. Parenchyma extenwivcly dv*troyed at two spota in 
the right and at one in the left kidney. Cortical portion covering 
these spota, very thin. There were numerous snail autceiwcathrongb- 
out tlie parenchyma of both kidneys. 

Dr. Fin said that one iiitereatiug fact in this cam was that, wbila 
tim disease had evidently extended from the bladder upward*, the 
urine having been alway.i acid, proved that thtit extension could not 
be duu to baotvna, which had entered tho bladder, working d^ ^ni 
there into the ureteni. as is claimed by Tranbe to bo the cnso. Tbia 
fact, also, of the acidity of the urine would account for tb« onasual 
absence of any calcareous dopo«iLt on Uie rough and diitascd mncooa 
ntembraae. 

yfneurtsm of the Arch of U*e Aorta; dtaded S^i^ tif S^ptomt 
undtT large dotea of Iodide o/* J^aiacivm. — Dr. Abbot first showed this 
natient to the Society on March 24th, IRH. He had entered lb« 
Maasaohusetts General Hospital on March 4Ui. having at that time a 
tumor larger than a ben's e;^ above thi; ttcrnum, and behind the 
Bt«n)0-cleido-maa1oidens muscle, which wan no tci'der that 'it was witk 
great diOiculty that a cast of it wus taken. All the large arterioa 
giv<!n oS from the arch, with the exception of tlie left radial, weniso 
occluded that no pulsation conld be felt. Dr. Ktiight, who eiamiMd 
him at this lime with the laryn goscopc, found evidence of paralysis «t 
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He l«ft recurrent Inryngcal nprro. From the pattcnt'a history of hia 
e»9>e. it ii|)[i«an^<l Hint he had «iifloicd from pain, ^HpDvially in bis 
Mbiitildcm, A>r months berorc tlio tamur appeved. llo waa put oa 
Gtty grain duHcn of the iotlidc of potassium, and in a fow daya the 
tumor Ix-gan to diminiHfa in aize, and the paiu to yield. lie vu agMn 
■thow-ti to the ftovicty on April 13th, when the tumor was decidedly 
■Diiiller, OS shown by comparison with tbo cast taken March Ith, aod 
the tendcrnras had diminished to such an extent that quite free band- 
tiog of the tumor ^vc no pain, 

Dr. Al>bot spoke of another similar case, where the iroprorem^nt 
under a conrso of iodide of potassium, though not so marked, woa 
very decided, and the patient died of some other disease. It had 
been claimed that in these cases the favorable action of the iodide 
was due to its favoring coagulation, nhicb has however siace been 
denied. 

I)r. Abbot's theory on the subject was that it acted by checking the 
inBammatory aciiou (evidence of the eitatence of which we have in 
the pain, swelling. &c.). and favoring the absorption of the morbid 
products. Ue did not think that in these cases the mere fact of r«at 
sod quiet in a hospital could have been the cause of the improvement, 
as both these patients had beou confined to the buuae for aome tlu« 
previous to entrance. 

Id neither caae was there any syphilitic history or symptoms of to* 
dism. lo answfr tu a uuestton. Dr. Abbot said that the tumor felt like 
A sac, and not like a Kolid budy. and thut the occlusion of iiie large 
arteries springing from the arch would prove that the arch it«elf mnat 
be the meat ol the diHcattc. 

The patient, for a week from this date (April 18th], contioacd to 
irpprove, and left thi; honpitiil tor his home. He began to grow worae, 
and in nix weeks reentered the hottpital, suBeriug much pain ; but the 
tumor had not again incrctaned in size. He died suddenly on tbn 16th 
of June, and, on June '2'2d, Dr. Abbot showed the specimen to the soci- 
ety. It priiviM) an sneurixni of the arcb, the arteries from which wcro 
occluded and in which a firm coagulum was found. Two of the upper 
dorsal Tcrtr'brn; were eroded, as were aUo the sternum and eluviclva. 
The Ksc had communicated with the left pleural cavity at a point where 
the lung Und formed adhesions. The conclusion which Dr. Abbot hail 
come to with regard to the action of the iodide, was that it simply re- 
liered pnin, and that in this case, for>a time at leaut, it did so complete- 
ly. Cases arc reported where the natural calibre of tJie artery is re- 
stored by means of a thick coagulnin, and Kiilatou reports the case of 
a lady, where the iodide was given to relieve pain, whore tlie drug 
seemed to have a marked ofTvct on thi,- aneurism. 

Dr. FinEi.D spoke of a case of ancnridtm ol the anrtn, in a nalient, 
with a specific history, where the iodide had a very beneficial effect. 
He also n^ported the case of a man to whom he waa called one night, 
and found him unable to speak or swallow. ReBpiration was free and 
pulse was good. I'ercussion showed great tendenieas over tlie aorta, 
but no murmur could bo heard. Tho next day the patient was all 
ri^ht. In spite of the absence of mnrknd symptoms, he could Dot 
lielp tbioking that this might bo a casu of uueuriaui. 
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Brio's DUeode, Endocarditis and Aneurim of Ikt Comtary Ar- 
tery. — Dr. Ctims reporlcd tlie case and show(>d tbc opcciiitRU.

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SeHnilU Figmentoia. — Dr. Hasket VEsitT, by Qie«na of the fixed 
phthalmoscope, exhibited to tho Society a eB«e of the above mention- 
ed disease. The patient n-as a young man of 19, who could nut Heu 
clearly in the day time and hardly at all towarda night. Extcnmlly, thv 
eyoH were normal, but the opbtbaliDOscope showed exteniiive ilepofits of 
pigment in the retina. The course of this disOMO. Dr. Derby stated, is 
to gradually increase, and it almost always reaulta in total blindness bo* 
fore the age of 60. Tho deposit of pigment is in the retina, but whether 
it comes from tlie retina or choroid is a disputed point. Nearly one half 
of the cases of this disease are found to be the offspring of blood re- 
lalioDS. and it is also not UDComroon in idiots and in persons having 
supernumerary fingers and toes. As corruboratiTe of the influence 
of intennarrlage of btood relations in producing this and analogous 
tfouble. Dr. Derby read the fullowing family history from his note 
book: —

Bullet Lodged in the Knee-joint Twelve Years previoush/. — Dr. Kli.is 

, said that he had seen the patient twice in consultatiim with Dr. IIiirriH, 

t-of Arlington, first id June, and again ia July. Twelve years ago, the 
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palient had been woundp<I in tbt> kn«e, beini^ hit From the front, 
while hi§ kntre was Hexed; the build wae tiev«r eilraclcd, but lbs 
wound healed, aiid the patient bad full uie of his It^g. In Februwij, 
he be^fan to be troubled with iho complaint for which Dr. t^llis »*w 
him, Dainely, aoTere attacks of colicky pain in tlie abdomen, alivaya pre- 
ceded b^ obstinate conetipatiDii, andnccompanied with vomitii-g. Bb 
)i lid been U> Florida laat winter, *nd while there had one of thexe at t*ck«. 
When be returned, he stated that b'n buwela felt to the tuuch like * msM 
ofaauitages. Dr. EIIIa saw him a second time in July, when the ayinp- 
toms eompluiied uf were the same, riz., obstinate and constant con- 
stipation, pttln afflounling to cuUc in llie lower part of the abdomen, 
whit^h, however, was never followed b; any aureness, and occaaiosal 
votnittDg of bilious-loohiijg matter, which waa never offenaiTe; be 
never Uirvw up hiH food. From the^e eyraptoma, which were the 
only ones coiuplatriL-d of. Dr. £1Ua thoujfht the case most be one of 
obatructtun of tb« buwel from some cauKe. He called upon Dr. Harris, 
who wan present, to state wliut ndilitional fact« he kitew with regard 
to the ease. 

Dr. Haiiuia luiid that a week after seeing Or. Ellis for the laat tinw, 
tho patient liud an epileptic convulsion, whiob wax followed by a 
micond one. and alter, tlml hit mind never Kcmetl to be (iiiil« right. 
The convulsion* continiie<l at intervnlo, and the conKtipiiiiuii wo* T«ry 
olwliiiate, so much so that Dr. Wynmn, who aaw the ciui- in convulta- 
tion, thinking thnt there must be obstruction of the boweln, istlated 
him, and found thnt at leaxt tlieru was no obstruction that wa« out 
pervious to air. He sut)»equ«ntly became violently delirious, and 
<lied. About six weeks before death, a blue lino was noticed on fats 
gums. The possibility of its beipg a case of lead-poisoning wa« eon* 
siderod. and eliminated, from tbe fact that careful search failed to 
show any possible way by which lead could have entered the system. 

Dr. Kllis showed the lower end of the (emnr. A large, conical, 
leaden bullet wan imbedded In the inner condyle, its base being ei- 
actly lo*el with the articular oartilat;e. its longest diameter parallel 
with the ^^ of the bone between tbe two condyles. The espoaed 
surface of the ba^e was smooth and polished, and, evidently, must have 
rubbed against the cartilage covering the bead of the tibia with every 
motion of the joint. There was no evidence of any recent inflammatory 
action, in either the bone, cartilages or synovial meDibrauc. exoefit, 
perhaps, that the head of the tibia opposite the foreign body was ehur^ 
nated. Some of the Ioom connective tissue in the neighborhood of 
the bnllel was el ate 'Colored. Dr. KIlis said that be considered this 
case as an unique one. As far as he knew, there were no caaea re- 
ported of lead-poisoning from bullets lodged in the tissues; but tlt« 
circuiDHtaaces of this case were certainly such as would prove the 
abnorption of the soluble salts of tbe metal. There was a surface of 
lead, exposed lo constant attrition, in a synovial cavity where ther« 
waa a conKtant accretion and absorption of Suid. and this was, certtinly^ 
a very different case from that of a bullet being irabvdded Id nmaij* 
or bone. 

Dr. Fintui, who liad also acea the patient, after Sr. £11I», In con- 
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collation, mM that at the timo he mw hirobehadhadtvoconrulaions, 
of an epileptic character, and that he waa beginning to gruw dull in 
hia intellect. Uo waa sirucic with the rxtromo aDfemic Iwik ur Uiu 
paticni, and alao noliced a peculiar stagger iii his (;vi. Therv waa a 
marked blue line on ihe gums o( both jaws, but the power of graaping 
did nots«ero to be dimiiiiiibed. lie had considered it. undoubtedly, 
a case of lead-poisoning, although be was not told of the wound uDttl 
aAerwuda.

On opening the tumor, Ihrcc distinct sacs were seen. The mncou 
membrane lining tbo trachea showed some pointa of ulceration. 

Dr. Jackson said that the case was an interesting one. from the hot 
of tliere being throe distinct anenrifiioal sacs; two were not niifi» 
qnently foand. 

The fact that the lining membrane of the tracbe* was ulcerated wai 
estraordiuarr, as the tumor did not come in contact at all with ihst 
organ. He had of^en seen and spoken ol an ulceration of the mnoaBt 
membnne of the trachea, and idao of the oeeophagu*, when tbsM o^ 
gans were in coutact with an aaetirismal tumor, and referred to tin 
^t that in such cases nature seems to act cout^ry to the nsoa) rulo 
of striTing to prevent the ill effecta of any lesion or diMost, as this 
ulceration seemed, evideoilr, to be the oommeDcenient of as effort to 
Mtabli^ a communication Mtween the aaearism and the trachea, or 
OMophagus, as the cane may be. The duration of the diseaae in this 
ease was al»o reraaikable lor its shortaef*, as bo had been able to 
work up to lour weeks before death, and the synptoms bad not cet- 
tainly shown them«clTM more than six months belorc the end. Aj 
the tumor did not press upon ibe tracfac*. the dysputsa, which wm m 
urgent in this esse, mu»t bare brea doe to pressure on the recerrent 
laryngeal uerr*. He also spoks of tlM &ct of there being tto stnctn- 
nl ctumge in lb« bean itself, altboai^ there was such ezteosi*e dtt- 
eiaac near it that it scemrd impaeuble that its fsnctioa sboald not have 
b<^u Mrtonsly interfered wi^.

The diuciuto thus defined by Dr. Aitkcn, was first brought to tbo 

notice of the profession very imperfectly by Dr. Addiaon^ under the 

title of "a remarkable form of anemia," and an abstract of his 

remarks before the South London Uedical Society, in which he speaks 

of the antomia, debility, and diseased condition of the supra-renal 

capsules, but not referring to a dark discoloration of the skin, waa 

published in the Mtdictd 0'a;f/fc, March 23, 1849, page 518; and 

later than thin in the Mtdical Timtt and Gazelle for December, 

I, and March, 1856, may bo found reviews of bis then recent 

ipli on tlio " Diseases of the Supra-renal Capsoles."

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Dr. Addiaon, in this dUease, wliich lias since borne Iii« name, it- 
eognixed and described Uie peculiar cachexia, tbc iuiportant syinp- 
toDU of the disease, the conoecUoa of btva^eJ ikin vitlt the diseased 
capeulcs, hut he imagined that aar diaease of tlie cap«ulcs wuold 
bring about thia diseased condition. Subsequent observutioii fan 
prored tliis idea not -to be true, and it was left for Dr. Wilke, io 
Guy't Ilorpiutl Heporlt for 1S6S, to define and describe the trae 
pathological characters of the disease, vbich he has done as follovv, 
stating it to bo of one form only, that which Dr. Addimn termed 
« scrofuious." Dr. Wilks says :— * When the disease is recent, tb 
orgaa is somewhat cnlmsed, and cfaaoged into a material which is 
Bcmi-translncont, of a graj color, ao^h, homogeneoos, and wheo 
examined microscopically 13 found to be without stntctnrc, or wine- 
times sligtilly fibrillatcd, or contuiniug a few abortive nuclei or cellt. 
Thin lardactiouii kind of material is first deposited, and resemble 
what is often seen in the early st^es of scrofutooa enlargement of 
Die lymphatic glands; subseqcently it nndei^oes a decay or degene- 
ration as in these glands, and changes into an opaque ycUowisb sab- 
stance; and thus the two matvriaU arc constantly fotmd associated. 
At a ktor period, as in a scrofulous gland, this may soften into b 
pnlty-like matter, or it may dry np, tearing the mineral i>art as a 
chalky deposit scattered throngh the oi^ns. These, then, are the 
changes : first, the deposition of a tnutslucent, softish, bomogeneou 
substance ; subscqncnlly the dcgonoralion of this into a yellowitlK 
white opaque matter ; and afterwards a softening into a so-called 
abbess, or drying ap into a chalky mass. Occasioaally, also, soine 
fibrous (issue may be found among the oi^ans, being the product of 
an inflammation which has united them to tbe kidney, liver, and ad- 
jacent parts." Some years arc ucccissary for the production of thcsu 
changes. 

The definition which I have quoted above from Ailfccn seems to me 
to be very perfect ; gi^Tug, as it does, a precedence to tlint conditiea 
and doss of symptoms which Dr. Addison noticed and considered 
to be the most impoHant indications of tlio diiCtso, namely, the 
astlicuiu, which is not necessarily uccompanicd by emaciation, but is 
expressed by a loss of muscular power, weakness of pulse, feeble- 
ness of the heart's action, brcathlcaaness on slight exertion, dimness 
of sight, functional weakness and irritability of siomacfaf and, lastly, 
the bronzing of the skin.

pigment naturally exists bocomu darker than other parts of the skin. 

When discoloration is well developed, tho patient looks like a person 

of dark or mnlatto blood. 

feThM this <iisease is rare, as I have stated, may be realized from 
) tact, that when Or. Addison published his original paper, it con- 
ned only five cas^-s that wore unmistakable instances, and alter a 
lapse of alwut seven years, daring which the attention of the profcs* 
sion in Kngland had been strongly drnvn to Uic existence of tho 
newly dc9cri)K:d disease, and many pathological specimens of tho 
supposed diseased capsules bad been sent to Dr. Wilks, he published 
his paper in ISGO, and his list of cases comprised only twenty-five, 
and these included tho five originally reported by Dr. .iddison. lu 
BraifhuMiWt Retrospect of Medk'me I find no allusion to the discoso 
since tliat time. Uere in Bo3ti>n, although other coses may perhaps 
have occurred, I have heai-d only of seven, four of them having been 
patients at the Massachusetts General Hoapilal, including one nov 
there, two in private practice, and the one which I now repori. 
^H Tho patient, M. K., was an unmarried girl, 19 years old, born fn 
^Kngland, but had been in America the greater part of her life. She 
^Biras admitted to the Boston Cily Uonpital on the 12th of November 
last, as convalescent from typhoid fever. She stated that hpr father 
died of phthisis; that she had considered herself as generally well, 
bnt for the lost oij^htccu months she bad not fell as strong as former* 



If, and had occasioDalljr been troubled bj a weak and irriublo tUt- 
macli. Four weeks before her entrance, after t>eiiig nm down bf 
bard work, but not by exposure, she became ill, wilh aaasee Bid 
TOmtUiig, Bomo pain k tbo bowcU, and slight diarrlicea, lasting aboM 
two weeks ; she, howeTer, bad neither dull, headache, cfHstoxis, nor 
pain in back and limbs. Since tbia trouble occurred, she had beta 
cbillf in the morning and fevcri^^b ut ntghl. 

On entrance, she was confuted to her bed, and very weak. On si- 
ting up she felt dizzy, but not when lying down. Sha had no roio 
spots. She hod slight dry cough, with an oocasional czpectoratioD, 
which she says she has had as long as she remembers. At thLi ttoe 
she was andcr the care of Dr. P. E. Oliver, and baring improved in 
condition, on tlie 28lh of November, after a stay of sixluca days,**) 
discharged as well. 

On the I4th day of December last, she rc-cntcrcd tlie hospital, 
coming ondcr my care, and reported that since leariog she bad felt 
Tery weak and unable to stand long at a time, smd sometimes fediog 
diziy. Uos hud some shooting pains in front of chest, and a eoa- 
Btant pain below left breast. Slight cough, as for years past, with 
aomo shortness of breath, and a sensation of smothering in her 
dwst, coming on atUr Iho exertion of working or talking. Palpita- 
tion of the heart, which has existed for tiic past year, is now worse, 
coming on frequently without any exciting cause. Freqoent bcod- 
ache. Xo spinal tenderness, nor pain in bock. Two spots of epi- 
sternal tenderness. Slight constipation. Urino free and oatanL 
Oatameuiu, having been abscul for two months, appeared four days 
before, and disappeared the morning of ttie day of entrance. Skin 
is very dusky, which is said by the patient to have been the case p»- 
Tious to the ferer. 

Attracted by the record of the ohroDto eoagb, on seeing her for 
the ErDt time, the day after bcr cotraneo I carefully examiood her 
chest, recording a diminished respiration tfarongboiit tlie whole of 
tlie right lung. At tbo left itiipm-spinous fossa, oocasioool obscnn 
crepitus, not persistent. lu Ivll gubcluviau space, harahoess of res- 
piration, without crepitus. Nothing abnormal by pcrcusiioo. aad 
considering that there might be euongh of incipient phthisis to ac- 
count for her condition, I ordered tlie following: — R. Olei morrfaiue, 
spts. frumenti, U $\j. ; spts. laraadula; comp., $88.

From Uiis time on, until Fel>. 'Uh, the (lalicnt continued to gradu- 
ally grow worse. Days of comparativo comfort would be suddenly 
interrupted by pains in the stomach, and spells of romitin^. Palpita- 
tion of Uic heart andshortnoss of brcatli increased without any apparent 
There was progressive musuulur weakness, felt particularly 
in the thighs, so that rising fh)m a low scat was diSicnIt ; ascending 
a flight of stairs became almost impossible, and walking Ibo length 
Hi tho ward was fati^in^, hurrying tlic heart's action and shorten- 
ing the breath. Tho discoloration ol the akin steadily deepened, 
being universal, the dark tone of the face showing out in striking 
contrast tho whiteness of the eyes, and of a remarkably flue set of 
etb, while strongly marked patches, of very dark color, on the dull, 
' dosky base, were particularly noticeable at the forehead, lips, the 
^^ folds of tho neck, and loin^, over scapulie, around the umbilicus, and 
^■ovcr tho fronts of tho knees. TIic arcolss were very dark, and a

A microscopical cxumiDution ot tba Mood, on tho 2d orFebniuT, 
liowcd nearly double Uie number of wbitu corposclcs seen as the 
previouA esaminalion, on Doc. 24th. 

On February 4tli, she reported a sleepless night from great puia 
througbont both hypochondria, and her fuco was cxprcj^ive of pais; 
8ho conld not draw a lonp; breath. Nothing abnormul ins Iward on 
such an cxitloration of the chest aa I was able to make withoat py- 
ing her distress. She luid some greenish, watery diarrbcsa. 

Feb. .'>ih. — Pulse 124, small aod fvcblc Countenance dosln', ex- 
sanguine. Tongue, brighf^green coat. Conjuncti^-K, for tlia firrt 
time, ore faiatly tinged with a ycUovtsh-grceii color; this U tmt 
slightly marked. Vomited matters are described as sometimes blade* 
isb, at others like " chewed gnus." At time of visit, vomitjog lo 
ftmouiit of half a pint of matter looking tike " gnwn pea sonpL" 
Bowelii open thiii morning, with bright green matter. Is reiy weak, 
and stomach rejects cverytliing. 

From this time Uie patient rapidly sank, the nnnsca and TomittBg 
rcaisting all remedies, such as sinapisms to epigastrium, cblorofomi 
intornally, hydrocyanic acid, creosote, suboitratc of bismuth, cracked 
ice, brandy and effervescing drinks, &c., and on the 7th of Febniai7 
she died, u-hilo I was making my visit, after bctveen three and fosr 
days of uncontrollnblc suffering. 

The autopsy I made twenty-four hours afler death, circnnutaoou 
so limiting my time that 1 was only able to examine the contents of 
the abdomen. 

Tho body was well formed anij rounded. Bigor mortis well es- 
tablished. A layer of yellow subcutaneous fat, from one half to ttine 
fourths of an inch in thickness, was seen on cutting ttie abdominal 
walls. Di^oloration of tlio disease was marked as in life. 

The liver was large, and tlic gall-bladder distended with grcenidi 
bile, both appearing normal, as did the spleen and pancreas. In tbe 
stomach were a few smalt spots of dark ecchymosiii ; no other dit- 
cose was mca in tho alimentary canal. The small inte«tiii«i were 
palo and distended with gas. Tlic kidneys were both large, bnt ap* 
pearcd perfectly healtby. After a careful search the left supra-renal 
capsule could not be found. The right supra-renal capsule was funnd 
to be much atrophied, lo its body vrcrc seen depositions of the

H Witii regard to the absence of the capsule, Dr. Wilks says:—

conelusious as to their importance in the animal economy. It has, 
however, never yet fallen to my lot to note their absence, and it be- 

*iDg so I am naturally skyptieal as to the statement, especially when 
I hare found students at a loss to find tbeui, when the body has been 
iMjfore Die, while on a stricter search they have been discovered, mu- 
tJlaU^l by the act of manipulation, having perhaps previously under- 
gone a softening process from decomposition. If, too, suppuration 
bad existed, the organ would no doubt have been destroyed, for as 
soon us the abscess had been burst no trace of the organ would 
bo Icn." 

H In which way to truly account for not finding Uiv capsulo in my 
case I cannot state ; only I can say that careful scorch was made for it. 
The case I liave reported lias possessed to me a double interest; 
not merely JVoni being a linely marked instance of this rare disease, 
as shown by its insidious development, the cstAblislimcut of the con- 
stitutional symptoms, subsequently the pigmentary discoloration, the 
death by asthenia, and the palhologicnl proof; but also from being

certain. The effect of auch a.a operation caooot be accurately eatt> 
mated, and insnfficicncy in tlic original directioo or propondcranco 
of the antagonist museic odon rcsulls. The leaving behind an uulc- 
rior tendinous stump docs but result in unnecessarily shortening Ibo 
ausclc, inuufilciency of which was in the onUet to be feared. 
Tbo view at present cnlertalDed i^, thereforo, that it is a mistake 
reckon witli certainty ou any useful union of the posterior portion 
[of the niu.<*clc with its origiiml anterior insertion or with its anlcrior 
artion. The operation for strabismus shoald consist inwelliog 
zk the insertion of the muscle itself, and thus causing it to act, 
villi unimpaired powera it is true, but at a mechanical disadrantagc. 

I Jt« length remains the same; Us point of attachment is simply re- 
aoved lu u greater distance from tlic anterior xurfuco of Umj globe. 

The operation is simple, and may bo performed with great facility. 
The conjunctiva ii< raised witli forceps, as near as possible to the 
cornea, and a fold of it is divided just below a line continuous with 
the insertion of the innscle, and to an extent sulBcicnt to admit the 
blades of a pair of curved acisiiors of moderate hIic. Through this 
>pening tilt; conjunctiva is separated from llio subjacent tissue and 
ipsulc of Tenon, over the course of the moaclo to be divided, for & 
distance varying according to the effect desired to be produced. A 
blunt hook is tliCii introduced, pa;<scd uudvr the tendon of the mus- 
cle, and the latter separated from ltd iusertion by repeated and iitight 
titrokcs of the scissors. Unless an cxtrumo cScct is to be produced, 
the edges of the conjunctival wound may subaequently be united by 
, a fine sutnre. 

^m I have Ihas briefly explained and described the present operation 
^Vor strabismus, according to the views of Prafessor von Graefe, and 
P^parUy iu bis own words. From a very largo number of cases 8uo- 
r cessfully treated on this principle, I have selected twu in which un- 
usual difBcuItiea were encountered, but where a rare amount of per- 
^sevcrance on the part of the patients was met with a corresponding 
^neasure of success. These cases, moreover, illustrate the -well' 
l'^ known impossibility of reckoning the precise effect of repeated 
,tenotomies on the same eve. The cicatricial bauds of union between

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tlio Bcvcral parts inTolved, ttat form after the firat operation, are 
ftlwayg more or less cstcDsire, and unless severally carefully divided — 
a matter of cxtrcaio difSculty — diminish and sometimes anoul the 
effect of subsequent operative interference. 

Case L— April 21st, 18G5. Mr. C, aged 35, at the age of 10 
received some sort of a blov on the right eye. This was followed 
by inflammation and diplopia. On the subsidence of the former, tlie 
right eyo was observed to deviate outwards, and has done so ever 
since.

Case II. — Mr. W., aged 25, over six feet in height, and of gene- 
ral proportionate development, has A cnn?ergenoo of the left cyo 
amoanting to 5)". Owing to the remarkable size and largo fea- 
tures of the patient, the impression produced by this deformity is 
particniarly striking. The left eye, moreover, deviates if" npwards-

Jati. nth, 1867. — Each rectus internus was carefully divided 
through a free coiyunctival wound, the cdgoa of whicli were not 
brought together. Glasses of j^ were ordered to be habitually worn. 

■ I'ith. — The convergence amonnted to only IJ'". Ry .Tan. 26tb, 
liowever, the effect of the operation had become so far modified that 
there was still a convergence of 4™. Each intemas was agun 
divided. 

Feb. 10th. — A convergence of 3"' remained. Tfic left internus 
was now for the third time divided, and the eye brought round and 
secured in the Q»iial manner, so that the outer edge of the cornea 
nearly touched the outer comnmsuro, and left in tbis position twenty- 

Ifour hours. 
19tb. — The convergence amounted to only 1*". 
23d. — The cyo waa fast exhibiting a tendency to relapse into its 
former position. When looking at distant objects, the loft eye con- 
verged 2™ ; when looking at near objects, 3'". 
26Ui. — The sliglit result of the la-st operation decided me to now 
adopt a dilTereiit plan. I aocordiugly for Ihe fourth time divided tlie 
left iutcruud, then laid bare the insertion of the externus, separated 
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it from the globe and brought it irell fonrard, attaching the cat edge 
of the mnscle to the nairow- portion of the coojonctiTa I had allowed 
10 remain at the onier edge of the cornea by a strong thread, which I 
Tc moved Ito dars later. 

March 16ih, — No conveiwoce could be made apparent The left 
ere continued to deviate flightlj upwards, and exhibited a slight in- 
suffioiencT inwards. Common vi^toQ did not exist, but the cosmetic 
effect was all that could be desired. 

Liebreich has recently proposed* to avoid the necessity for subse- 
quent operations by adding to the effect of the first. With this end 
in view, be not only separates the conjunctiva from the capsule of 
Tenon in the vicinity of the insertion of the muscle to be divided, 
out cOQiiuucs his preliminary dissection backwards as far as the 
plica semilunaris, and carefully prepares this, as well as the caruncle, 
from the adjacent parts. ^This descKption. of course, alludes to an 
operation on the rectus iniemus-l He divides the insertion of the 
muscle in the usual manner, widens then perpendicularly the wound 
made in the capsule, and approximates the cut edges of the conjonctiva 
by a suture. 

He claims that this operation gives an increased effect, the amoaot 
of which may be more readily estimated, that the sinking of the 
caruncle is avoided, and that more than one operation on the Booie 
eye is seldom if over necessary. 

lie observes (Iik: cit.) that he has been able in great measure to 
overcome the prejudice against the operaiion for £trabismus, wltich 
he found to exist in Paris at the time of his settlement there ; so fre- 
quently is he enabled by this method to correct deviations of 3"' in 
adults or 4"' iu children by a siugle operation, and without changing 
the position of the caruncle.

tbtiig uf t)i<; dist^uKOs that prcrail there, and bare thought that ^e 
Society might like to hem- ttacb a general ocuouot of them as I am 
able to give, 

Barbadoea is an English ialand, about 21 by 14 miles in extent, 
id may b« regarded as one great sugar )ilaiit»tioM. TIic central 
portion 'm almost mouiituiiiou^, though the higlicat poitit of land 38 
only about 1150 foot above the level of the sea. Otherwise the face 
of the country U not remarkable, and I did not see or hear of any 
part that vaa marshy. Tlie southern half of the island, whicli I saw 
quite thorouglily, is a limestone region; and the roads ore often, and 
I to a considerable extent, cut tlirough rocks that contain great nura- 
Hben of corals. Towards the ccoti-e this formation disappears, and 
^■be rocka have a somewhat igneous appearance. 
^F Ti» tcmpcratnre varies not much from 80° during tho year; but 
as the island is tho furthest to the windward of any one of the Wind- 
ward Ulands, it has the full benefit of the trade winds, and is com- 
paratively cool. During my stay there of five days, from tlie I6tli 
of Slay, the weather was often spoken of as very warm ; but, though 
BOie thermometer was generally observed tlirce times a day, and was 
^K>und to range from 77®-86*, ia the cabin of our vessel that lay 
^ptwut a mile Irom the shore, the heat did not soem to me oppressive 
u compared to that of our owo midsammer; and in the shade, and 
especially in tho hoascs, I ehould have called it very comfortable 
weather for July or August — 60 cool and refreshing was tlie breeze that 
constantly prevailed. A bj^rodcik that was also oq board, varied 
freia 69° to 90° ; the average in tiiis city daring the month of May 





being 56^'', as observed at S, A.M^ and at noon, hj Mr. C A. 
fort, tnanarftctnrGr of tbormomotcrs, &c. 

TItc populnlton of the island is about 180,000, and of Uiu ni 
ber about sovcn cightbs are blacks. 

Huving taken a loiter of introdactioQ to Dr. William 
I was received by lilm most kindlj* and hospitably; and bis attealiDU 
I hIiuII certainly nc-rer forget. I also became acqumted at the hospital 
with Dr. Jamc^ MauDJiig, from whom I rcceircd tlie kindest atten- 
tions. Dotli of these gentlemen, who Htund at the bead of the jm- 
fesaion, were born npun tbe island, but rcceircd (licir cdncatioo in 
Europe, and wcro graduated at Edinburgh ; Dr. C. having been !■ 
Paria and Edinburgh in the years 182&-30, wbon I vras tlicto nf- 
setf. They are l>olli in attendance at the hospital, and make tbeir 
visit;; ft-om 1 to 3, P.M., admittJug new paticuts every Monday, and 
performing any surgical operations that may be required on Than- 
days. 

Upon each of tliese two last days I visited with them, and was 
TOry much interested in all that I saw and heard. Dr. C, who Hot* 
most of the surgery, amputated a little girl's Uiigfa, for cancer of the 
tibia, by the Hap operation, and under the inflacnce of chlorofom, 
which alone is used. Cancer En general Ed eulEciontly comnoa. 
Amongst the outpatients was a young woman with hydrocele of the 
nock — a disease that seems not to be rare upon Uie island. In ibe 
wards, I saw cases of fractured fcmiir that bad been treated in the 
most simple manner, and with the best possible resutta. 

There were two patients convalescent from iiUopftthic tetantis, 
whidi is quite prevalent, though the disease iis more generally Iha 
result of injury. It is treated by opiates and a free use of brandy; 
aiid one third or more of the ease* usually recover. Dr. M. spolw 
oT a severe ca.'io that followed upon an extensive woond of the neck, 
and that during convalescence was complicated with delirium trcmeiu, 
in Gonsequenoe of the largo amount of stimulaat^ tliat Iiad been used, 
and in whicli the patient finaUy recovered. liydropliobia is some- 
times sc«n; and, since the abolition of slavery in 1838, mania has 
been common amongst the negroes. 

There is one disease that is particularly associated with the island, 
as it was described many yeara ago from observations made upon it 
there, though it is now known to be sufficiently common in many other 
parts of the world. I refer, of course, to the '•Barbadoca leg." OfUiij 



disease I sav two coses in the hospital, and one in which amputft* 
tion bad been performed. It is quite as comuion as it ever vus j 

» affects tlie poor pnrticularly, tltough it i» somi-liai«s met with in the 
higher classes; and ui most common amoDj^st the blacks, cvcu allow 
ing for the difference of proportion in the two races. It may occur 
in bcultliy aubjoctj : an ulcer upon the leg or a wound sometimes ex- 
citing it; and dampness seeming to have a predisposing effect. Not 
unfrwjticnlly, it coinniniucs with an uttack of erysipelas, and with 
symptoms tliat stiggc^t the idea of intermittent fever; and such symp- 
toms, local and general, may recur a number of times before the dis- 
ease becomes fairly established, there being some increase of it vitli 
each attack. Adults are, of course, its usual aubjccta, but Dr. M. 
had once known it to commence at the age of sixteen years. Thougli 
Tcry generally affecting the lower extremities, and tbo two about 
equally, it is sometimes seen in the upper ; the scrotum is also oeca- 
sionally tlio Seat of the disease, and for this last Dr. C. bas operated. 
Botli of the lover extremities are sometimes affected, and I think 
that TOch was the case in one of the patients whom I saw at the 
hospital. Having onc« commenced, tito disease may increase rapid- 
ly, OT il may be four or five years in reaching its height; but, wfiat> 
ierer may be its early course, it never recedes, and, unless interfered 
with, must bo carried tiirough life — local treatment seeming to have 
bo effect Being so common and so intractable, it ia generally re- 
garded as a calamity rather than a disease ; and it ia only when the 
patient is burdened beyond endurance by a sense of weight in the 
limb, and annoyed by the oozing from the surlacc, and the flics tliat 
are collected about it, that he begs to be rclicTcd even by ampu- 

■tation.* 
OUier affections of the skin, ulcers upon the leg, and sj-philis in 
all ila formit, aro exceedingly commou. The number of ulcers was 
as large, I think, in proportion, as would bu seen in any hospital. 
Having asked Dr. C. if he had often found the (Jdgoe m tiie feet of 
the negroes, be said, *■' Certainly — enough of them," and asked if I 
would like to see some of them. I told him that I certainly ahoald,

Tellow ferer seldom occurs in the island, and intennitlentverjr 
rarely. Fonaeriy, a low typhoid ferer preTailc<I, with bicmorrhago 
the boweU and an affecUou of Pcyer's patches ; but, of lalo ; 
e, this is less frequent. 
Bronchitis, with febrile symptoou, is rery common, but inlvraal 
inKomniatorr afTcctions ore rare. Chronic rheamalism is qiul« 
COmmoD, but in the acute form it is cqoaTly rare. Tfi<: wife of the 
merchant, however, to whom oor re^cl was consigned, bad been sof- 
feriog from llils last for screral weeks, and under homoeopAlhie 
treatment With one nntmportant exception, her pIiyHioian is the 
ooIt representative of this form of quackery ; bat his practice, as I ' 
was told, is quite extensive. Dysentery is not by any means as 
[ common as it waa formerly ; and neither U there much seen of diar- 
rbcea, chulera iiifnntunt, or hepatic affections, which last wo so nan* 
ally associate wjtli the tropics. The white portion of the popnla- 
tioa, as I saw (hem about the city, have quite as fteah complcxioBl 
as wo see here ; and at church, if it were not for the large number 
^of blacks, of whom the better class sit in pews side by side with 
the whites, one might have almoet fancied himself in the midst of a i 
. Boston congregation. There was one other difference, and that was 
' in tbc greater number of Mack bats and block cloth coats. In 1864, 
Iho cholera prevailed fearfully from May till August, carrying off 
25.000 of the inhabitants ; and in Bridgetown, a city of about 30,000, 
but which has about doabtcd the lost twenty years, the mmbcr of . 
deaths was about 300 daily. 

Thlhisis is a disease that has been supposed Itardly to exist in tha 
tropics, but observations of late years seem to show that soeh is (ar 
tt\\m K'tuf the cose. In tltc island of Barbadoes it is much moru 
ctkiniuon than formerly, and quite so amongst the negroes. Since the 
abolition of slavery, the diet of the blacks lio^ probably been Ices 
nutritious lliaii when tliey vie* '^liged to provide for Uicm^clves, 
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consisting now cliioHy of ladiftn meal, sweet potatoc^s and flyini; Gsh — 
vfaich laat delicious fish is taken in immcnso aumbers around Ute 
island; and to tliia cause the increase of disease seoms to be attri- 
buted, tboQgli tlic gcntiral appearance of the blacks struck mc as 
qaitc boslthy. And I would remark tbal the number of mulattoea. 
In whooi we generally Hnd s greater tondcncy to tubercular afTnctionii 
than in the pure negroes, appeared to me to be small. I saw seve- 
ral cases of plitbi^is at tlic hospital, and was told that when paticuta 
come to the i^Und with this diiioaso no marked bunelit it! uspericuced, 
though the climate, ir a tropical one could hare any effect, seems to 
be all that could be desired. Scrofulous glands and disease of the 
joints arc ali«o common, but tubercular mcuiugitis is very rare. 
Bright'a disease is sutficiently common, and renal calcali are oftea 
und and passed with the urine; but calcali in the bladder Dr. 0. 
not met witli, though, as above staled, a limestone formation fs 
abundant in the southern part of tbc Island. 
Lastly, of uterine disease and derangements there seems to be 
much OS most persons would desire to see, in the form of polypi, 
fibroid tumors, Icncorrlicea and mcnorrhagia. 

The hospital at Bridgetown, I should add, is admirably situated, 
cool and comfortable as possible, and well tilled without being 
iwdod.

With tlicse two extracts l>crore ns, so recent]; publi^lied and 
copied into the newspapers or the day, il may lie sonicvhat hatanl- 
Otis to express unc'H opiuion, or to attempt a discu^ion of the foK 
joct, yet wo do not belierc tlio dictum of either to l>o iu acoordaace 
witli cor 1*001 oliscrvutiona or true philosophy. 

No two individuals aro siisccpttblo in Vte same degree lo aoj ooo 
disease, bo it smallpox or any other dtKcasc. 

Sotne persons have a natural exemption Trom Emailpox ; and, how- 
ever frcinenlly exposed, or inoculated, go through life without am- 
tracting tlic disease. Of course these have no scars to indicate tbo 
thoroughness of their protection. To say nothing of " rarioia stoe 
tariolis," otlier persons take the dimasc only in a mild or " distinct" 
form, wliich leaves here and there a few mort< or less indistinct scars, 
bearing no proportion, however, lo t!ie aninniit of protection. Othera; 
l^in, suffer from repented attacks, even after the lir^it has Ictl many

In a fev, on complete 
natural insusceptibility, [ti tlie rest, certainly, as the above Dads 
show, not on the nutnlicr of pustules., nor tlie violence of the oonsti- 
liitioDa! Hflectionti — tlio more susceptible, naturally, taking a severer 
-form and becoming more deeply scarred tlian thocie less susceptible, 
Rod therefore less liable to a second attack, who bare only a milder 
form, with fewer and more supcrficiat pustules. In other words, nei- 

Ilhcr the constitutional symptoms nor the outward manifestations COn- 
ititute the disDas(!,but that agencyt or unknown something, whicb, taken 
into the system and inculjiUitig there for u number of days, at length 
gives rise to these processes, and to a greater or Icsi degree destroys 
the individual's liability to another attack. The scar is merely an 
vvidoDCC of how much of the true skin is destroyed ; and this de- 
^striiction of the cutis is the simple result of the common suppurative 
Vproccss (n fact confirmed by the latest and most thorough investiga- 
lioEis), and is in no manner peculiar to smallpox or analogous 
diseases. 

So Diucli for the disease when taken in the natural laty. When 
artiGcially produced by iniKulatioit, tlio inidiscoverable cause is con- 
veyed into the system in the lymph deposited beneath the cuticle. 
I After its nbsorplien, followed by a period of incubation, about half 
the length of that of the disease when taken naturally, constitutional 
eymptoms appear, and are soon followed by the eruption, but not 80 
BDiaerous, nor so deep and liable to produco scars, as when the dis- 
ease arises naturally from Infection. 
And further, when mut-ine disease is inserted, there is likcwiso, 
after its ab.'<orpt.ioii, a pcrlud of incubation, but the constitutional 

• disturbance which follows la less; and there are acliloiu any other 
.pustules than Ihoae where the vaccine virus has been deposited. The 
size and depth of the scars depend, as in the former casus, entirely 
on the amount of the cutis accidentally destroyed by a suppurative 
process, and while they thus eun in no way be a measure of the con- 
stitatioual affection, or subsequent immunity, tliey are equally of uo

M»r may be a sign or rudeness of performance, or of CDnocesaKy 
estensioti of the surfaces 9cariBcd in ibe operaUon. 

Now of these tbreo forms of disease tlie roccJoc is without qan- 
tion Uie mildest conHtitutionaUy , and ttiv Icust marked externally, yd 
in the earlier days of its liiatory it was tbongbt to be equal in pn>- 
todrre power to smallpox itself. About ten years after Jenner pnb- 
lisbod bia original easay, a Commitloc of tlic Massachusetts Medical 
Society, through Dr. James Jackson, in a report adopted by the Soci^ 
ty, say tljat " persons wlio undergo the cowpock are thereby rendered 
as iucapablo of being affuctcd by tlie virus of aniaUimx as if they 
had tiiidurgonc the latter diseoac." — (Med. Com. Maw. Med. Soeifij, 
No. II., Part II., p.. 137.) The testimony of other observers about 
that time was quite, or nearly, as strong. Bat, if it has since ap- 
peared that vaccination was formerly lauded above iti mcrita, and 
that, when thoroughly performed, it docs not protect all, or so msay 
as smallpox or variolous inoculation, yet ita protective power is rasUjr 
oat of proportion to its mildne».'i as compared with either of theso 
diseases ; showing; as clearly ns a demonstration thai immunity ii 
dependent upon, or rc^nlts from, Bomctbing entirely distinct from the 
severity of tho attack, whether in the genera!, external or local exhi- 
bition. Id truth, immunity artaea from a change wrought ia the sys- 
tem, of which every " medical moii who knows anything " of sach 
matters knows t!iat after vacciuatioo, no mutter how often repealed, 
and aner smallpox also, thoro ia do criterion except sabseqaeat 
exposures. 

Thus protection, being neither the result of, nor in proportion to^ 
tlie sevci-iiy of the diitcasc, and Dot to bo measured by the nnmber, 
size or peculiarity of the scars, is completely attained .Only whco 
susceptibility ia extinguished, be it nfler a single or a repeated at- 
tack. It is also as evident as the nature of the case admits of, that 
wheuevcr this saaceptibility is destroyed, it is not renewed ; lliat onoo 
protected, the individual is always ]>roti'ctcd. It is contrary to analo- 
gy, experience, and experiment to suppose otherwise.* t'^rther, if 
an individiml can reooivo smallpox a second time, to such n dcgnse 
at least he may receive a second vaccine disease. This may happen 
within a few months after the first rcccplioD, as we Iiavo had repeal-

^^Qt adding to tho immunity. This was early noticed. In 1801, tho 
medical officer of a^ English vaccine institution reported severe 
smallpox in a child of^iix years, who had been thoronghly vaccinated 
when two and a half years old, at Uic institution, and four or five 
montha afterwards ro-\-accinatcd to satisfy its mother. The second 
vaccination produced a sore arm, which lasted several weeks, but 
apparently nolbiug was gained by it (Mai. Hcv., 1807, vol. xv., App. 
p. 126). In fact, useful or not, re-vucciuullon \a not always the 
trivial aSair it is usually represented to be. On the contrary, disas- 
ters from this source are frequent and damaging. This is not often 
properly revealed to us ; not certainly in statistical reports in favor 
of tbc practice. Very likely a fntl statement would appal even its 
advocates. Scvcro illness is often thus produced; and a fatal tcrmi- 
nation occasionally tho result of iL Pijssibly tliero have been as 
II many deatiis nvm repeated vaccinations as Irorn varioloid after first 
^Braooinationa. 

^P Sucb arc some of the roosons why vaccmalion should not bo said 
^■to be *' badly performed," or to afford no protection, because follow- 
ed only by a " speck or two " ; why hesitation on the part of liio prac- 
titioner to rc-vuccinatc should not be branded " neglect " ; and why 
unwillingness on the part of a patient should not be called "stupid." 
JIauy, some even among the profession, prefer the risk of varioloid

Altboi^b fov 
of us would go 80 far as Dr. Copland, who says (Diet., Art, SmaU- 
pox, § 105), " WD are doubtful whieli lo prefer — vaccinaiion, with iU 
present bcnellu and ita future contingent dangers, or iiioculatioa, 
with its possil)li; present dangcrii and iU future advantages," ret ire 
have heard many aflcr rorioloid rejoice in the sccuritr tlioa obtained, 
but wliich they never before felt confident of frnm vaccination! 
alone. 

Tho rcaults of some oliBorralioiis recently made under ci 
stances peculiarly favorable for testing tin? corrvctuess of U>e3e 
fittions, arc tabulated below. The records of each caM were kep; 
at the time by oompetent assistant^ wito Imd no theory, and knew 
not u-)ial use might be made of them. The firiit nine cases (Nd& I 
to 9 inclusive) wore one household to which varioloid was bron^ 
by one of ihc members, and was far advanced before their medical 
attendant was called in. The second groop, auotber family of fgur 
(Xos. 10 to 13 inclusirc), received the di5ca^c from the ftraL Tbo 
third group of thirteen ca^cs {Hos. 14 to 26 inclusiro) formed an- 
other household, quite distant from, and having no connection irhx- 
ever with the otlter two. The disease was brou),'lit in, in a way similar 
to tho first As it was severely cold and stormy weather, all tbcM 
faniiI)c.-< were oWiged lo huddle together in ihcir warmest ruom$,and 
could not have proper vcutilalion. With two exceptions noted be- 
low, exposure to disease for weeka by infeelion and contact coald 
not by any possibility be more tliorough tboo Ihcirs^-an esposnn 
sufficient, according to tlie traditious of an mneicnt smallpox iasU'ta- 
tloD.to have produced a cimihLramount of '■symptomsandpruplioD" 
in a proportion of those who had before gone throagh with smallpox 
itself. Itevaccination was declined by tlie pvtied oonccmed, who 
appear abundantly satisfied with the result, in tin belief ot the greater 
immunity thus aeqaired. They certainly saficted less than many caacs 
we have seen from rc-vaociQatiotis.

»The cas^ in the above table aro an-angcd according to dale of 
Attack. No. 1 nas hy for tlie mo.tt ill, and wsls coniiiied to the bed 
for mail}- days. No. 2 look to the bed fur two or tlircc day^ onlj. 
The remainder of those attacked in the first family were able for the 
most part to keep about, though the conEtitutional symptoms, especiall; 
in the youngest child (No. 4), were qiiito severe. Those attacked Ju 
the other two families wero not so 9ick on the whole as ihoso m the 
firdt, but the number of pustules wax greater iu most of tlicir 
cascH. By the table it may be seen that an infant (No, II) of tii.\ 
^hreeks, iu the cradle, having two large scars, with its arm still red 
Hfrom vaccination three weekii previous to the variolou.i attack, had a 
^severer form of varioloid than a woman of 35 years (N'o. 3), with a 
siiiglo near, hardly discernible, from vaccination many years before; 

Kthat a child of fifteen montha (No. 4), with two very large scars from 
, vaccination when two months old, had a severe attack of varioloid, 
while a woinau of 74 years (No. 8), liaving only one very small mark 
Bfroin vaceiiiation more than half a century before, wholly escaped ; 
Htfaat a child of 2 years (No. 24) and a woman of 40 years (No. 25), 
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cacit with odIt "a miEcrablo epock or two," were alike nntoadied} 
an<l 30 with regard to other points iii question. Tims, so flir as 
thcHO ca3C9 go, and Uicy agree witli other oliscrvatioos tuudc tlirougb 
many fears, there is not any noticvabk- diffuronco to be attributed to 
8GX or a^, to (ho number, size or appearaoce of Bears, or to the 
length of time after Taccinatioii. Two (Nos. 9 and 13), rc-v«ceim> 
ted years before, escaped ; but no infertiicc can be drawn from ibis, 
for they happened to be tbo kast exposed, if exposed at all, having 
kept aloof or being absent for the most port, and ought not to be in- 
cluded in the list, except to give it completeness. In another (No. 
3), in whom the varioloid wois of average severity with tbo oUiers 
attacltcd, rc-vaccinution had been attempted ten or more years be- 
fore, with nugatory effect. In other families, however, we haro MM 
instances enough to prove, to our own satlTtfaction, that repeated ro> 
vaccinations arc of very doubtful efficacy in increasing the degree of 
immunity previously acquired, are often the source of mucli nnneees* 
sary sufiTerlitg, and not always unaccompanied by danger to life 
itaolf. 

Tbo only rational explanation of such varied and somewhat dti- 
appoiuLiiig reanlta is to be found in the frequently inadequate pro- 
tection obtainable by vaccination,* measurclosa boon as It is, and 
in the different original susceptibilities of indtriduuls. 

Until some means are discovered whereby to estimate these, oape- 
cially the latter, better than any now known, deonnciatioas of igno* 
ranee and neglect may as well be abstained from by booeBt ioqaircn 
after truth.

Cask I. — J. S., labarcr^ aged 40, natire of Ireland, twelve joon la 
tliU oountry, was admitted into hospital Dog> 6th, 1866. Patient, a 
strong und vigorous man, with no traueablo horoditary tendencies to 
disease; has had no illness since ciiiidhood, with the exception of a 
diarrtioea of tea days id August last; says ho ucA'cr used tobaooo; 
owns to llio occasional aao of liquor, but not'toitaabuso; denies over 
having been aU<lii;tcd to sexual cxccs;5e3; uo vea«rcal taint dis- 
cernible. 

Prosont trouble commonccd aboat six weeks previous to entrance, 
after expnsnre to wet, cold and great fatigue, beginning witli headacho 
and mtlixise, followed by pain and swelling in fvct, with numbness Mid 
a scoiiation of " pins and needles frotn knees to toes." A paralysis 
both of motion and sensation, coming on alowly and slight in degree, 
^Boccecdcd, while at the isaoie time Himilar symptoms wore obsenred 

the hands, tlio patient being nnable to grasp with flnnnesB or to 
pick up email obJL-cU witli his lingGrii. The muHclcti of tho atTGctc4 
irts were firm and well developed ; intellectual faculties undisturb- 

I; sight and heaving normal; bowels tolerably regular; no diffi- 
culty in micturition. 

Symptoms on adnii.4.iion: — Countenance natural; deoobitas mostly 
dorsal; surface of skin normal; reapirolion 16, easy and regular; 
pulse 66; appetite good ; digestion unimpaired; tongoe moist, with- 
out coat. The paiioiit makes no complaint of pain. His wife en- 
tered the hospital at the same time, with precisely similar symptoma

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appearing on the saiQQ day, in Ihe samo lEanncr, apparently wilboiil 
cause A coruful iiiqiiir}* i«lo Uie hygienic condiliou of the na* 
dOiK« from which these pationts came, uud the nature of their food 
and drink, could elicit no satisfactory cause for the attadk. 

This patient was unable, at the time of entrance, to walk without 
ossiEtance; Uic feet were dragged behind him, the toes Gcnqiiiig 
tlong tlic floor at every stcj). He was put npon rcguUlod diet, witt 
tonica ; friction was applied to the bands and feet diligoitly, idcb- 
ing and evening. The Ihernio-clcctric bolicry waa likewise ordered 
five or ten minutes at a time daily, lu quantity sufficient to gently 
etimulate the muaclcs of tlio aifected parts. 

A)>out a week afWr entrance, patient began to complain of vio- 
lent pain in tlio lower extremities, confinod to the feet for the !»«* 
part, coming on pretty regularly at about 11, P.M., and la.'iling til! 
three or four in tho morning. This continuing for several nights la 
SDOcessiofl, lie was ordered seven grainii of quiuiuc in dinded doK^ 
80 admini;<tercd as to produce the effect at about the lime of the ■•■ 
ticipatcd poroxyHni of pain. 

Dec. liltli, 186C. — No effect apparently produced upon the poia 
by the <iiiininc of yesterday. To continue as before. 

14th. — Pain in legs last nigbt as bdore, but not aa sercrc Te 
contiono tho treatment. 

15th. — No accc«« of pain at the expected time laat nigbu Qoi- 
nine to bo omittod. 

16lh.-~Pniiont had a rctnm of pain at 11, P.M., provcntingsleepi 
pain confined to legs. In other respects, his general conditioo mndl 
as heretofore. To resume quinine as at first ordered. 

l$th. — Complains of " lieat and heaviness" from koccs down- 
wards, with inability to move tlic ankle-joints; feet and legs mun 
and moist; grasp of Uic bonds mucl> lirnier; tongnc a little fnrred; 
some tendency to constipation. Ordered pil. rhci comp. in amoint 
sufficient to move Uic bowels. Quinine and tliermo>battery to be 
uCouUnued. 

24th. — Patiftit wa;^ able to leave his bed and walk a litllo about 
the ward ; did not drag the toe^ as heretofore; no lack of coordioa- 
tion in the muscular movements observable. Sensation more natn- 
ral in the luuids ; grasp firmer. Patient tliinka the noelamat pain 
much diminished under the use of qeinioe and the battery. 

Jan. 5th, 1867. — Patient sitting op. General appearaoM modi 
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improrcd; grip of bands manifest]; improriD^ in power; still somo 
numbness in tips of fingers ; walks heanly, but does not drag the 
feci; appetite good; some paJn is legs and feet last niglit, 80 mudi 
so u at times to interfere with sleep. 

Feb. IsL — Quinine was omitted and iodide of potassium, fire 
groins three times a day, aabstitutsd. Functions well performed. 
Patient improving. 

13th. — Less pain than at anytime prCTioos; patioot can walk 
about wilhoat difficulty, but omplains of " atiffnesa " of ankles in go- 
ing up stairs. The iodide of pota^tsium bad been omitted and qoi- 
nine resumed, with dry fricUoas and electricity erery oth«r day. 

23d. — ^Tbo patient was so much iinpi-oved ibat he tliought be was 
able to go about his usual busiueas, and he was dischai^d. 



Case n. — S. F., horse-ear driver, 63 years of age, a native of 

» Maine, entered hospital Jan. 1st, 1867, with paralysis of upper and 
lowof czln;mttioti. Ho appeared a strong, healthy, viggrous mao, of 
firm constitution, with no marked hereditary tondoncies. Had plcu- 
lisy ten years previously ; with that exception has not been ill since 
boyhood. Uses liquor daily to a moderate amount; in other respects 
reports his habits to be good. 

Nine days before admissioa, the patient firat noticed a aeasation 

»of numbness of lower extremities extending iVom feet to knees, aecoRl' 
pADied for two days with a general feeling of debility and malaise. 
Frtwt the nature of his occupation he had been much exposed U> wot and 
cold and clianges of weather, and be attributed hu3 illness to inRa- 
eiHXs of tliis nature. Soon after his attack, ho noticed a prickling 
eensalton, not only in bis feet and legs, but bands also ; a slight pa- 
ralysis of motion in legs followed. He had some nausea and vomit- 
ing, and was obliged to take to liij bed. 
H The patient is now (Jan. lat) lying helpless on fais back, in much 
doprctsion of mind, with tiuithod face and restless eyes; pnlso 96; 
respiration 22; no appetite; urgent thirst; tongue thiekly loaded 
with a brownish coat; an offensive breath; bowels constipated — has 
bad no diyoelion for two days ; his urine is passed frequently, and in 
small quantities ; sleeps i)oorly at night. There is paralysis both of 
motion and sonflation in the hands and feet; muscles of tbo affected 
parts firm and natural ; n-not nclion not prodnowl on tickling the 
tsolee. Intellect clear. 




This patient was ordered a cathartic consistitig of oL ricini f a., 
ol. tercbintli. 5 ss., acacin mociL S i. ; fric^on or the cxtreotitna 
with an opiated liniuoiiC, and a Bmall dose of salphate of ntorphia 
at night 

Jan. 8d. — Dr. Uplinm's notes are as follows: grasp ofhandfl eqTml, 
but fcoble in power; Longuo somewhat dry, eorcrod uniformlT with 
a yellowish coat; some thickness of speech; slight iqjocticnt of the 
coa^anctiw; si»i3orium clear; no appetite; much thirst; poise M, 
regular, of moderate strength and Tolumc. To bo allowed one omoe 
of vhialiej three timee a day, and to drink freely of milk and lime 
water. He was ordered the thei'mo-battery in like manner with the 
palitfflt first namBtl. 

4th. — There appears to h»vo been some incrcaso in the gnap of 
the hands sinco admission. He can more legs and feet more fmly; 
tongue loss dry and a little less furred ; appetite somewhat imprortd. 
To have chicken broth at dinner. 

7lb. — Bis general condition imprOTing.he was put apon the citrate 
of iron and quinino in doses of two grains tbroo time* a day. 
Iliere being a constant tendency to constipation, ho was allowed a 
daily diet of mush and milk, which seemed very acceptable to hin, 
and the bowels were kept open daily by a mild cathartic. The pa- 
tient continued from this time daily to improre; his tongue cleaMd; 
bis spirits recovered tlieir elasticity; all the functions were more 
normally performed ; the affected extremities grew daily strongerf 
and HCnKilton nnd motion i-ctumcd. By tli« Ut of Febmary the 
patient was able to bo up and walking about the wards, and on llw 
23d of timt month was discharged (»itirely well. 

Cask III. — W. \V., 50 years of age, native of Ireland, was brought 
into the hospital Dec. IJOth, 18(>6,with paralysis aSeotitig tbo apper 
and lower extremities to adoErrco completely incapacitating him from 
any exertion, ilis family history is obscure; he says ho had a tetex 
six years ago; takes alcoholic stimulants of all kinds, when be can 
got thcia ; says, however, that for thu post year he baa only talroa 
liquor occasionally. 

Eight weeks twfore admij»ion to hospital, he was Bcizod with 
chills and rigors, followed by nausea and vomiting, with serera boad' 
ache and pain in bowclti ; three or four days sutj^oqucntly be wo* 
seen by a physician, wlio prouoonced his case to bo one of tyfiliiu 
fetcr.

The patient's sod, a lad of nmo j-cars, was Bcized at ttie nmo 
timo riUi similftr syni|it0ffl3, but entirely reooTorod id two weeks. 
Six weeks ago, on rocovoriiig from llic urj^Dl syiDptoinH of Ihe above- 
naiDed seizure, the patient first uotiood ii tutgliti;; vcusatiou, aa of " pins 
and ncodlfis," in tlio hand.t and lower extiomitioH, fallowed by some 
numbness and flight piLriilysiii of motion, which iiii^i-cn^'d unlil he waa 
unable to support Iiioisolf od bis logs, or piok up small objocUi with 
bis fingers, and thiij oondilion I'einniuMl np to the time of enti-ance 
into the ward. Ho uHoplaina also uf grout weakncs^i aud goueral 
debility; tfaero is no fot'cr; tongue i-? clcnn, rather pale and flabby; 
appetite poor. Marked wasting of tiio moeulos of Iho lower extrem- 
ities. The patient was ordered to bo rubbed night and morning 
vith dry Duuncl and mustard ; wa» put upon good diet, with ooca- 
sioDal stimntants, and was ordered to take a pill consisting of two 
- grainit of citi-at« of iron and quinine, throe timca a day, and to have 
tiio thermo-electric battery applied to the extremities for a period of 
ten or HiUmn minutes c?cry other day. Tlw pn^ress of this casa 
VRS very tedious.

IMakc, Dr. Upliatu's successor in 
the hospital service, and was dischorxed, July let, 18C1, mudi re- 
licTcd, the patient being able, for throe weeks previous to liia dis- 
cliarge, to assist in the general duties of the ward. 
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Cask IV. — IT, II., aged 4C, born in Ireland, a washcrwomnn, ad- 
uilted to hospital Dee. 7tli, 1$G6. No eatisfoelory family liislory 
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could be obtained ; aho Iwd been Uiirty-seTen yeara in this oounlrr, 
during whicU titu« her health liad been good. Has hod riieumatisa, 
and, six yovs ogo^ an attack of pleurisy. The cstsmeina were sajK 
prcas«d a year since ; lias had foar children ; Itaa been for the past 
oigfatcca years a widow. Hy^iciiic conditions under which she hu 
resided, poor. 

Six weeks ago, while pRrsuing her nsaal occup«tioos, she was 
much cxpuscd lo wet nod cold, and vws !«ooa alter attacked with twrnli- 
ansa and a prickly sonsation in feet, accompanied with ootdniss in 
her lower extremities from the knees downwards. On attemptiiis 
to walk, she noticed tliat bor Tect dragged, and experienced ia tbean 
a sensation of weight and heaviness ; oinix that time the paralyse 
lia3 gradually increased. At first confiuod to lower extremities, U 
extended soon afterwards to the bands. Sensation in tins parts ap- 
pears to bo only »Iiglitly affected. 

The patieut is now (Dec. Itb) sitting up. somewhat depressed ia 
spirits; countenance natoral ; inlelligenoe good; appetite fair; toagtiii 
moi^t, and witliOQt coat; poise 92; urine normal, and passed with- 
out difficulty; bowels regular; no tenderness ou pressure over any 
part of vertebral column ; patient sleeps poorly at nigfat. The mas- 
cles of the affected par1« appear to be ia their normal oondittoD. 
She was directed to bare a pill consisting of extract of hyoscyanu 
and camphor, two grains each, at night; dry friction with Cayeiuie 
pepper and flannel to liauds and feet twice a day, and the thcnoo- 
elcctric battery as iu Ibc previous casc^ 

This patient, while under Irvatoient, had occasional attacks of ar- 
ticular rheumatism, and the paralytic aSection being presumably of 
rheumatic ori^u, she wa.^ ti-eatcd in accordance willi tliat supposi- 
tion, but villi very un^lisfactory rosults. Some relief was tbou^t 
to hare been obtained by tlic persistent exhibition of iodide of po- 
tassium, friction to tbo extremities, electricity ' being continued 
meanwhile. The eslremital paralysis, at tlie expiration of three 
montjis, began to yield. 

Morch 20th, 1867.— She could walk about the ward without a»- 
sintanoe and was improved in lier general hcnlth, and, on the 39tfc, 
was discharged, considerably relieved, but willnxit having rcgaiue^ 
the normal use of her liands and feet

In this cttso the muscles of the extremities, during the time sbo 
wms confined to her bed, manifeatly wasted and lost their firmness, 
atthoDgfa not to tiie extent mentioned in Cttae III. 

The above group of caaea is intoroBting as showing a somewhat 
novel manifestation of paralysis, appearing without natisfactory canse, 
(for the most part) persona of robust constitution and previous 
health. The occurrence of severe paroxysmal pain in the lower 
itics in iliree or four of them is somewhat remarkable. 
Tho use of the thcrmonjlectric battery seemed to be of benefit as 
ling a gentle stimulant to the muscles of the aficcted parts, tak> 
Qg the place, perhaps, of active exercise, which, In tlic nature of 

» things, could not bo resorted to. 
On the whole, an invigorating diet and tonic treatment, with core- 
hi attention to tho condition of tl]o bowels (which tended to consti- 
pation throughout], seemed to bo of great service in tho treatment of 
the disease. 

Id the cases where tho wasting of tbo mnsctes, above alluded to, 
was apparent, the improvement was much more tedious and nn- 
satifi&ctory.

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CASES OF TYPHOID FEVER TBEATED AT THE CrTY HOSPIXAL, 
BOSTON, FROM APKIL 10, 1867, TO JULI 30, 1867.

As unuaual nombcr of cases of typhoid fcvcr,_/br the KastM of the 
year, having occurred during my term of service at the City Hospi- 
tal — April to August — and certain of them being traceable to ontside 
influences of a nature at once intcrcstiDg aod important to notice, I 
am induced to present the details to the Society.* 

Case I. — Margaret L., 21 years old, of New Brunswicfe, came to 
Boston in the summer of 1866, and went to service in one of the 
most airy and healthy localities in the city. Three weeks previous 
to cutcriiii; the hospital, which she did on April 10th, 1867, she gave 
up her aituatioii and went to take care of a married sister, then ill 
for two weeks with typhoid fever, and who afterwards died. It will 
be seen, subsequently, how complete a change, hygienically, she un- 
derwent, and the evident connection of her own, and of other cases, 
with this particular locality, mil be remarked. 

During the week following the iPth of March, she felt an inde- 
finable miilaisc. and had slight headache. On the Cth of April, the 
symptoms were more marked. A soreness of the throat, scarcely 
noticed before, became more troublesome, and. subsequently, severe; 
and there were chills, sweats, ami violent headache. No epistaxis. 

On her admission to the hospital, the following appearances were 
noted: — "Aspect uneasy; face flushed; pnlsc 100. tense: tongue 
dry, with a light, white coat : lips parched : no sordes ; eatamenia 
present; no abdominal tenderness nor tympanites; slight gurgling

ix daj:; uHcr ihc onset of Ibo disoa^c. Sis diijs oAt^ ber admis- 
sion, and ten daya after tho cbtlla, Ac, rosc-spola, fadiug upon pres- 
Snro, appeared npon the thorax and abdomen. The sore throat now 
iKcumc tbo cliicr cauoe of complAint.* A concentrated solution of 
the clilorato of potash vras tried, but with little or no apparent bcno- 
fit. A gargle cootaioing muriatic acid subsequently afforded reliefL 
Oq tlio 22d of April, ftistocn days alU-r tbc Dicinifustution of tbo 
primary aymptouis, minute Hudamina appeared upon tbo abdomen, 
rom tliis date the patieot ooonlanUy improved, and left the liospiial, 
"well," Juno fith, 18C7. Duration of tlic disease, 17 days; in ho8- 

Ipital, oT days; illncsa, there, 13 days; convalescence, 37 dajs.t 
Case U. — Mary L., 28 years old, sister of Margorct, went also, 
and one week earlier, to assist in nursling the other sister. She en> 
tered the Irospital April 17ll>, 1S67, Iiuvin;; liad, for nine oi' ten days 
preriously, cbillincua, hcat, and perspiration, by tarns, and altto slight 
Tomiting. She did not take to her bed until April 14lh, at which 
time tier symptoms became much a^ravated — and, in addition, sho 
" bad poius all over her body." There waa also " heaviness " of tlie 
bead, and, on tho loth, sore throat came on, and was complained of 
I greatly, although not so severe, at any time, as in ber sister's case. 
On ber admission, »ho was " uneasy, tbo eyes heavy ; tongue moist, 
with light, white coat; skin hot and dry; pulse 88." The catanie- 
&ia hail always bt^u regular until her tiister's illness, when tlie Qov 
lasted for throe weeks, then ceased for one week, and her slater's 
death then occurring, it r&-oommcnccd.

Her cooditioii, throa^ioat Ih* «otira 
course of the disease, however, wu " quite comfort^e^" ^e re- 
gained her strength rather alowly, and about one week after leeviog 
tbe boBpital, wai troubled wiUi diarrbtea, for wbich abe was rislted 
and prescribed for by Mr. Fitx, oocc. Sbc was discbarged, " well,' 
Jima 6th, 1867. Duration of disease, 20 days; in bosptial. 50 da^; 
illneu there, II days ; convalescence, 39 daj-3. Tbe treatment waa 
mainlj sustaining — wine and beef-lea, when reqaired— controlling 
the diarrbcca, bat nerer abruptly chcckinf; it ; procuring sleep, if 
BCCcssarr, and relierii^ the sorcne^ of tbe throat 

The two fon^ing coses dcrirc an especial interest fitim tMr 
association with that of the other sister, already referred to, who 
was under tho care of Dr. C. E. locbee, as a dispensary patient, la 
the North Kiid Diittrict. At my request, Dr. IndMa baa fnrmabcd 
the following very interesting account of tbe case, and of tbe byp' 
enic condition of the locality where bis patient lived and died. 

"On tbe lOtli of Marcli, I was called to Mrs. Btita Calnao; I 
fimnd hvr in bod, saffcriRg from severe pain in her bead; tho oooB' 
tenanoe was dusbcd; stupidity marked, with slight deliriunt at night; 
abe was weah. No ro-ie-spots nor coogb. Sli« complained of bar- 
iog felt ill for some time prerioosly, but was obliged to be up asd 
about From this time until her death, she never ralliod, but grada- 
ally &iled, although sometimes rising, to work, three weeka befon 
lier death — ou April 4tb. She at last complained of coogh, wUoh 
rapidly bcrea^d in severity. On etamintnfc I found exteosivo cre- 
pitus over tho lower half of one lung, uid which, together with 
the cerebral smptoms, then very threatening — tiic deliriiun, at night, 
being more f^qucnt and severe, and deaftlMS appearing (the latUr 
camc on one week belivo death) — made recorcry, in her sitoatioa, 
impossible. As the easo progressed, I finind two or three roeo-^pots— 
doubtfal; the abdomoD became very tympanitic, and tho bowels worn 
very loose. Ten days before her death, the motions became inrol- 
nntary. At one titan slio conplaiBed of sorenesa of the throat ; it 
was, however, slight, and deglutition was onaOectcd. On account of 
her saffcring, I did not make careful eianunatioas of the chest, bat 
in tlie lungs there was considerable Quid. 

" Tbe Oalsans oeeopiod two rooms— one of moderate sixe, with 
two windows; and, opening from it, a very small room, with ob« 
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-the latter was the sick-room. The ratnily conststctl of the 
(habiu but] ), vfUc, and four children under six ytiars of a^. 
Tliiogs were in a dirtv, shiftless sUte, although Mrs. C.vos evidently 
uaUinJIy a cleanly person — circmnslouccs were too mach for her. 
At first, six persoDB slept in the smaller room. While the mother 
was ill, tlio number was iocreascd to eight — iiicludtiig the two SIS- 
who come to assist. Most of the time there were iti'ne persons — 

<ur being children. The cooking was done in the larger room. 

" I tell town on the day after Mrs. O.'^ dcatli. Just bofort- that, 
tlio youngest child, Mary Caluao, t^d nine ntontbs, fell stck with 
fever and diarrhcea. On my retnrii, I found her but Iit4le improved. 
She has since becomo rapidly belter. Both Dr. Boardmau and Dr. 
"^Miit^ who had the district in the iaterim, pronoonced the disease 
tf/pAoid. 

"April 19tb. Carrie Caioan, aged 5 years, fell siefc. She was 
seized with con viiIr ions, and died on the 22d. Dr. White, who at- 
tended her, prouoiiuced ihc case to bo one of typhoid mcuiogitis. 

" Thus, out of eight steady occupants, but throe escaped — the hus- 
id and two children. 

"Dr. Bottrdman tells mo that, in cleaning up, after the death irf 

n. C, qnantitieii of filth were found in the corners, under the fbr< 
nituro, and in iho closet — containing fragments of food, cabbage and 
otlier vegetabica — Iho two hut particularly in the closet. This state* 
ment agreai with my obserratioii previously, and with the story of 
the neighbors, who also speak of the husband's carrying in decayed 
meat and vegctabloti — but neighborly stories arc uiircliublc." 

Dr. iDCbes aUo reported another person as being taken ill in the 
house — a man. Ho was attacked about I'ebroary Stfa, and 
sent to the City Hospital. He was there under the core of Dr. 
John 0. Blake. Some pulmonary disease was developed, as I Icani- 
cd on inquiry, and phthijiis threatened. Dr. Inches had supposed 
that this cose, also, might have been one of " typhoid poisoning," but 
bad not traced it. 

The above sequi^icc of cases is snfficiently noteworthy, and their 

iology, it would seem, hardly admits! of doubt. The remainder of

Tbc case which I have thun deM:ribL>d, I thought to bv worlfcyof 
reporting, for its obscurity until the autopsy revealed its true uhai* 
•cter made it ul* marked iiiturest to nic. Seen before entrance iata 
the hospital by Dr. F. E. Oliver, she remained under his care aiilfl 
Dec. 1st. lie had suspected the eztstonee of typhoid lever, or nlbct 
described the patient to bu in the condition of a person wh« hai

had not been out of bed. 
I On the I2th of December, the inflammation of the meninges proba- 
bly commttiiced. But the symptoms soemed to be Uicf«c of a purely 
hysterical cliaract«r, and at fir§t when the pamxysnin psicnetl off lier 
' did itot seem of an nnuaually dall espression. Her be^daelie 
as not complained of as beinff of a pt^caliarty liied character, and 
he replied to quoBtioiiH quickly enough and intelligently, A few days 
ter, from the 20lh of December until she died, the eipresnon of both

Since reporting the above, I have had another case of somewhat 
aiioilar disease — acute tohercnlosis — which I think intoresting to 
detail in conmrtion, although after the first few days there was do 
doubt of tlw diagnosis ; yet tlte very ntpid progreas, with the high 
fever, brought out the likeaesB to typhoid fevor, and again illustrates 
the similitude between tubcrcnlosb and pyaemia.

The patient was ordered two leeches front of the ear, and injections 
of tepid water twice a day, with instruction to report in a day or two. 
The complete history of this case would be interesting, and it ia to be 
regretted that the patient never returned.

The aorta gavo olT two eslrcinely Hinall iliac arteries, and wu tla 
coiitiiiueil straight along tlio loediaa line, across tlic pelvis aiiit np Is 
the uiobilicus ; two vess«Is only being seen upon the cut surface nt ikt 
eoril. 

The skeleton of the pelvis and tower extremities having been pn- 
parcd. the following appearances were seen. The ilia were irannal. 
The ischia were intimately fused throuf^boul— the bodies as wdl •■ 
the rami ; and, in cousoquouce of the large development of substaaeb 
ibc ilia wore not unusually approximated. The oattot of the pclvti 
was UiuB closed by a thick mass of what would have be«o bone,tfpo»- 
sible ; though between the ischia and the lower part of the spine iten 
wad a space of considerable size that was Gllc-d with conuective IJMM 
and iaL The pubio bones were dcpre«aed and much elongated, and 
the Kymphysia was very prominent and largely developed. The ubta- 
rator furumina were closely upproxiniaUid, as in Cruveilhicr'a case 
[Anal. Path., \W. 40, pi. 6, Gg. 6), and ouly (separated above by a 
strong fibrous band tliat ran from the fused isdiia to the Inside of thi 
symphysis pubis, and below by a little connective tissue and &t, Ti^ 
sacrum was very irregularly developed and turned directly bacJcwanl. 
The femur was -S) iuches in length and quite large ; convex poaterioriy 
and QBtten«<l anteriorly, witli prct^ well marked tdges, and no *f 
pearance of a twint, as in onv of Cruvcilhier's figiin^. The great 
tiochanter was very broad, and there were two we II -developed besAl 
in distinct cavities, and nearly ( of an inch apart. Viewed in reUtim 
to the iliac and pnbic bones, the heads scorned to bo in very proper 
position, lufcriorly there were two large condyles, which must l>« 
regarded as internal condyles, but there was no appearance of aa 
intervening one. Upun the back of the knee-joint were two well-il«- 
vcloped patollie, with their ligamenu ; and tlicse were inserted into 
the tibia, which was 1^ inches in length, and tapered down rcgaUrfy 
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enddeiily to unite with Uie three cartilages abovo mentioDed. 
Pbo breadth of the femnr across tlio two hoads was I ^ inch, and across 
cond)-Ie« I ( incli. 
The mnKclus nbotit the thig'li werx; most of them very diBtinetly made

Etraoo^uB were wanting. The iiddnctoi's were insortfd mostly into the 
that se|>ariiti^d the convex from the flat surface of the femur, and 
into this last. The rctti ran obliquely from the front of the pelvis to 
patella. The vMti extcmi woro fused, and formed a very powerful 
taas of muKCIe upon the back of the femur. Itctweon the sacrum and 
JHchi.-t a eonsidemble quantity of muscular substance was found; but 
the Sbrcs eecmcd mostly to run in a transrcrae dircctioii, and none of 
the small mnsclos that run from the peWis to the great trochanter wero 
made out. Below the knee no muscular fibres were found. 

The eicrcscence over the lower part of the spine was attached to 
Ills last by a looae connective tissue, and a considerable quantity of 
' uiuseular ^hre tliat arose from the sacrum ; but it seemed to bavc do 
cuiinectiau with tlie spinal mcmbruuv.i. 

The case occurred during the month of December, in the practice 
»f Dr. n. P. Hcmcnway, of Somcrvillc, who very kindly presented 
he fcetus to tho UuHcum of the Massachusetts Medical College. The 
mother was 21 years of age, of a ncrrous temperament, and bad pre- 
viously had one well-formed child and one abortion. In the present 
case, Uic child was carried to the full period, though its siae would 
not indicate it. Tho motions had been very feeble, and were des- 
cribed by her as a Ilutloring sensation. Quantity of liquor aranii ex- 
ceedingly amall, and the labor was otherwise quite natural. The child 
j^pod lor about liflcen or twenty minutes ; and, meanwhile, the heart 
vas felt beating strongly upon the ri]:;lit side. Tho cord wax short, 
aall, and had an opaque, diseaited took. The placenta was thin, aad 
July three or four inches in diameti^r; and tho vcaseln were smalt. 
Oruvcilhier (AtMt. I'alh., tiv. xxxiii.) hiui given an admirable fignro 
^Kpf a specimen of this variety of nionntronity, and of the osteology, 
^nnd also of tho osteology of another caMc in which the fusion was much 
Hleiw complete. Specimens of the kintl are to be seen in European 
cabinets ; but I have not heard of a caxe here, nor have I happened 
to see a report of one in our mcdiea) jimrniila. Perhaps tliis remark 
may lead to the publication of other ca«e» that muat have occurred. 
With regard to the frequency of their occurrence, St. Hilairc states In 
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hia geaestal history of the Sirens, m they were ftinaerly called, tint 
only aboDt twelve cases ue known (AnomalieK de V Organixatioii, toL 
ii., p. 250) ; but I think that he mnst have underrated the number, u 
I have sees no less than five in the European cabinets, besides a modd 
of a sixth, and other specimens in which the fusion is less compete 
than in the Siren.

1853, p. 371 ^ "on tke 
inflaeuce of vegetation on tlie valvea of ibe heart in the prodoctioa at 
secondary arterial diseaac," prove conclusively that fatal obetractin 
Siay occur suddenly iu perfectly bcallby vessels. 

Many cases, on the other hand, are r«porlt^d where the obstrnctioa 
was due to local caoses. Among otiicn Dr. Gordon {tJubiin Quar- 
icrtif Jowraal iledical Scienctt, vol. xsxiii. 1862, p. 'tiO) givesacsM 
of extensive fotty degeneration in a boy only 14 yeara of age, ikt 
obstructed circulatiou resulting in death from gangreoe. In thii cas*. 
although tlie heart was unsound, the gangrene of the extrviuity ni, 
(uanifvBtly due to the uUieroinatuuH condition of the vcsaela. 

A well reported typical unxo i* also given by Mr. Annandale ( 
bttrffh Uedical Journal, .^pr., ISSS, vol. viii. p. tNM). Here the hcut 
was perfectly healthy, but gangrene extending to the knoo pc«n^ 
fatal. The ubstructiuu was in ttio femoral artery, and caused by tbi 
detachiucut of a clot Iroin above, the lower portion of the aorta bmg 
atlH-romiktous, and containing adherent clots, the femoral at the psM 
of utistniction being porfectly healthy. Appended to thiacajeas 
short snnimary of Iho views of various authors upon the mode ol iatmt- 
tion of the ubtitnicting clot. A singular case uf rupture of tlie inaet 
and middle coats of the iliac in au atiteromatoua subject, is reported 
by Mr. Speuce {Edinbtirgh lledical Juurnal, July, 1861, p. *), is 
which the blood dissected its way upwanh beneath the inner COA 
instead of downwards in the direction of the cnrrcot — rcsuUia^ in 
closure of the vessel.

The Blight return for a few days of pulsation in the femoral, and 
ftlso of warmth to the foot, have been noticed in a few other reported 
cases. The explanation is not clear, but the phenomena were proba- 
bly due to some temporary softening or displacement of the obstruct- 
ing body, or possibly enlargement of the artery itself, permitting for 
s short period the passage of au insufficient current of blood.

To my quenlion, whetlK^r any medicine had been taken, a i»gtlh» 
answer was given. An investigation of tho localities which be kid 
last visited rovcaled the following: — Upon a table in tbe luKniLuti 
goblet was found, in which were about six drachms of a IranfparHt 
liquid. At the bottom of tbe goblet were four or Cvc small, bsi< 
white, irregularly shaped masses. As tbe substance which was dw- 
solved in tbe liquid had been deposited upon the aides of tbe gobbC 
the quantity of fluid which the goblet had eontaiiied coald ha di>- 
tinctly seen. It was seven or eight ounces. Tlic same subctasce 
had been deposited upon Uic side of tlw goblet from whicb the Uqaul 
had been poured in drinking. Upon tbe inner side of tbe goblet, aeJ 
near the brim, was a small piece of tobacco. The table cloth, aair 
where tbe goblet stood, was stained with tlie coloring matter of tetac- 
CO. The floor, beneath that porlioo of the table where tlie goblet wm 
placed, was wet with mellcd snow, which had Gvidcnlly come Iroaa 
pair of boots. There were found also upon the tioor throe or bn 
matches which bad been used, and a pioco of paper wbich eorm- 
ponded to the piece which had conUincd tbe supposed COnfcctioeeiy. 

The goblet with its contents, which, from tbe appearance of the while 
mSMCS and tho odor of pcaeb which was thought to be exhaled, «u 
oonaidcred to bo cyanido of potassium, was t^en to tbe oflice of Dr. 
John Ilomantt, where the substance was subjected to a baiity analyns. 

A piece of the solid mass applied to the tongue caase4 a icenHaliLia 
of pungency and coolness. Tlie reaction of the liquid was alkaliu- 
A solution of nitrate of ailvcr dropped into a porlioo of the liquid pn»- 
dnced a dunttc white precipitate of cyanido of silver, aud Icfl then- 
peniataiit liquid clear. Tbe precipitate was wholly dissolved bythi 
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lition of ammniiia. Muriatic aciil being atldcO to some of the liquid, 
bjdroryanic aciil vas crolvrd. The liquid exercised a rcmsikable 
bleaching power upon tlio tincture of iodioe and a soluliun of the 
aminonio-Bnlphato of copper. A solution offlutpbato of iron added to 
a portion of the liquid, and followed by dilate bydrocbtoric .icid, pro- 
ducctl Iho bcaiiU'ful color of Prussian blue (feri-ocjranidL- of iron).

The Klein prusenteil a pale aitpi:ct. Rigor mortia very mariccd. It 
VAS wiUi the greate«t ilifliciill.v tliitt thv timbs conld be in the least 
flexed or extended. The mouth wa» firmly closed. Upon tlic right 
side of the forclicad there was an abrasion of the skin about an inch 
sqaare. Tlio pupils were considerably dilat«d. Tlic muiieleH of tlio 
cheat and abdomen were of a dark reel color. The lurigit were some- 
what conflated, especially at their posterior aspect. The iducobs 
membrane of the bronchi was quite red. There was about a draclim 
of clear serum in the pericardium. The heart was quite small. Tho 
left siilo of tho heart was firmly contracted and contained but littlo 
^lood. Tho right sido of the heart wae Slled with dark colored, fluid 
ilood. Tho walls of tho heart were of normal thicknesa. Witlt tho 
IxccpUon of one small coagnlum ia each cavity of the heart, no co- 
nla were anywhere found. From every cut vein there was a pro- 
se flow of blood. The raucous memljraue of the wxophagus was of 
deep red color. The enUre inucoua membrane of tho stomach was 
>f an intensely crimson color. Dotted over tho surface were small 
blovatioiis of the same red Bppcar»iico. Tliero was do thiokeniog or 
nlceration of the iducoub membrane. The membrane was covered 
rith a conEiiderablo coat of viscid mucus. The stomach contained 
bbout ten ounces of a thick iluid composed of partially digested food, 
■B and some blood. The duodenum and a portion of the jejuDDtn 
ntcd tho same crimson appearance as the stomach. The ro- 
lainder of the small inteslincB and the large inlestinos presented no- 
ling abnonnal. The pancreas was healthy. The spleen and kidneys 
rorc much cungesled. Tho substance of the liver was more red than 
Bormal. Its aerous coat was very red. The bladder was empty and 
Irmly contracted. 
The brain and xpinal cord, owing to the objection of friends, were 
"not examined. 

An examination of the contents of the stomach by variooa tests, 
rcrealed tlw presence of hydrocyanic acid. The characteristic odor 
of hydrocyanic acid was clearly distinguished. The presence of hy- 
drocjauic acid woe detected in the blood. A microscopical examina- 
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tion of tho blood presented nothing Bbnonn&l tn the appearance «yf A* 
corpQBcIes. 

The symptoms in the above cose are, DDfartanatcly, almovt vboHy 
wanting. The privy, which the deceaaeil expressed his inttntumtl 
visitinjf, was eiluatt'd otitaido of the bntlding, and to rcacli wbich bt 
moat have paaaed through oonnlderabte anow. Prom the Csct tbM 
melted anow wm fonitil upon thv floor boneiitli tlic table where the 
goblet Htood, and also ffoni the fuct Unit at the autrtpny the MatUci 
was fonnd completely cmptj', it is probable Uiut hu first Tiaiicd tte 
privy.

Tho nccroscopic appcnrnncoa of tho dtflcrcnt organs of the brf/ 
wcra those which are most froquontly found io oases of poiaomnf 
from cyanido of potaseinm or hydrocyanic acid — vis., rigidity of ihl 
muscles, dilataUon of tho pupils, vonous cngorgemont, Quidityiad 
dark color of tho blood, contraction of the left sido of the beattia' 
Allness of tho right side, and intense congestion of the maofkago, 
Btoinacb, small intestines, spleen and kidneys. 

Tbts, wo believe, is the only case of doatii firom cyanide ofpotsanoB 
mported in this vicinity, tn which a post-mortem examtuatioD im 
made. Iq vol. Ivi. of the Boston Modical and Surgical Joura^, a 
the Rcporta of thiit Society, a case of fatal poisoning from cjanM* 
of potassium is reported by Dr. 0. B. Ware. In this cam a le» 
spoonful of a solution, containing aevon grains of the cymnide los 
dracbm of water, wan given by iniHtako. Almost immediately tlien 
was a severe burning sensation in tlie atomach, and a call to stool, 
The patient began to sink directly and became unoonscIoDS. Death 
took place in less than an hour. There were no convulsions, but a Bod.

He became insensible in five minutes, and died in 
half an hour. There wan no autopsy. The remarkable escape from 
death in the former cave, and the prolongation of life in the latter case, 
were probably owing to the fact tbiii the stomach waa filled witii 
food. A dose of five grains has proved fatal in twenty minutes. The 
medicinal dose is onc-cighlh of a grain. 

ThvcxtensivcnscorcyaiiidoofpotaHsium in the arts affords abundant 
opportunity for mistaken or intentional poisoning, and it behooves phy> 
aicians not to assucno that every suddon death, which takes place in 
H^be community, is a case of heart disctxHc or apoplexy. So avaJlablo 
^Pb the cyanide of potassium, and so sudden and quiet is it in its action, 
that, in J^urope especially, it ia becoming the fashionable drug which 
Uie suicide and the poisoner employ, who wish to do their work surely 
•nd qaiekly. 
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OBSERVATIONS ON TUBERCLE.

Tne subject of tubercle bas sovoml limes been alluded t<> bcroiv liw 
Society, of lule, and I propoae to give aoinc of Ibe impressions Ibat I 
have received in regard to Uio disease from tJio dtajtecttonit that I ban 
madv ill fnrmer ycara ; with some reference to tlio Djtintons of oOxn, 
but avoidinf^ many <|iie9itioiii« thiit hare liecii mnch discaeacd. aod 
probably alwaya will tie by those who have a taiilc for aucfa inrcBtiga- 
tions. 

Tubercle, aa it ha» been ^nerally understood since the tioe ol 
Laenncc, and until the laat few yeara, appears in the lung* anitt 
different forma. Fintl, Uivro ia the opaqnc form. Secondly, there ii 
«b«t may bo called the gray eranulation. Tliirdly, there is an » 
filtration of the lun^, apparcntty, by a gray deposit. Aad, latlty. 
there is the miliary tubercle. 

With the first we are but too familiar ; scarcely a case of plithiaf 
being exucniiied without more or leas of the deposit being eccD. Tbs 
gray graiiolation, which comes next iu frequency, is about Ibe rift 
of a turnip seed, has a degree of tran^luccncy Uiat auggeste the idea of 
the 6c8h of some kind of uncooked fish, a semi-cartilaginous harducsit 
and is often said to feel like shot between the thumb and linger, tnu- 
much as the pulmonary tissue immediately about ilia generally [)c^ 
fectly healthy and of course yielding. Its surface is amootli and shin- 
ing, so that it contrasts with the comparatively rough as well as dead 
look of the opaque deposit. These two 6rat forms of tuburcle are 
almost invariably seen together in tlie adult, though I have occasic» 
ally met with the opaque fonn alone in children. Tlie gray grawila* 
tion in esMontiatly a chronic diHCOse ; and a similar, though ronck 
smaller and mure traiixparent dejxtsit is occasionally seen upon tbe 
pleura and peritoneum, hut very Ecldgta if ever in any other or^ 
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!ian the taoga. This rorm of ilopoBit is not referred to, so far as t see, 
by Niemeyer. 
The tliird variety seems to be common enough In Europe, and yet 
hftve Kcarccty ever met with It. A coTmidcritblc portion of one of 
]io lobos is condeiidcd, of a grayiah color, ornooth nnil HOmoniliat 
■hininj]; apon tbo cut surface ; looking, iu fact, not unlike the ^roniila- 
doii ill structure, though very diScreot in form. A soft variety of 
rayisli infiltration seems not to be ritro in Kurope, and ta compared 

Nicmoycr to frog's spnwn, bat I have never seen a caao of it. 
The miliary tubercle is of frc(]ueiit occurrence, as compared with the 
ay infiltration, but quite rare ns compared with the granulation. I 
|o not remember over to have Bocn it in a common case of pbthisis, 
jr as a chronic disciwe, though there may he associated with it tho 
cmains of a former tubercular deposit in thu lungs or bronchial glauds. 
It la always an acute affection, sm far as I have seen it ; and, if the 
leposit that if> often seen beneath tho peritoneum and corroBponding 
an intoetinul ulcer is to be excepted^ 1 do not see bow tho two aro 
to be identified aH the same formation. It ii^ decidedly amaller than 
the granulation, le8» dense, and Ichs tranalncent ; but its chief char- 
■cl«ri*lic is that the lungs are perfectly crowded with the deposits 
from opcx to base, tliough they aro moRt abundant and opaque at tho 
ap«x. They are nowhere, pcHiapH, a fourth of an inch apart, and 
yet they are perfectly distinct; wlicreas the gray graDulaliuns not 
infieqneiitly coalesce. As the pnlmotiaiy tissue, also, about these 
Bt is healthy, excepting, of course, the opaque tubercular deposit, it 
more or less congested in the case of tho miliary, and has ofteu a 
■omowhat Rcshy fuel, that strongly suggests the idea of inHammation ; 
lid yet there i^ no pleurisy. It runs a course of two wccIeb or more, 
tnd without any very marked local symptoms, excepting a rapidity of 
espiration, nud perhaps some lividity ; but ollLeii with such const!- 
itional symptoms as lead to tho suspicion of typhoid fever. It ta 
Ibo very frequently met with in cases of tuborcul.ir meningitis — a 
llseaae that, it is well known, occaHiunally i(imulat«s fever; and, as 
lie attack sometimes comes on when the subject is apparently !n per* 
ct health, I have supposed that tho pulmonary di&ease dated no fur- 
tlier back thai) the meningeal. Tho deposit in the niembraiics, though 
Connidcrably smaller, resombloa sufliciontiy that in the lungs to make 
it prohable that the two are essentially similar ; and I suppose that 
in the mcmbruneti it precedes the meningitis, as I have, once at least, 
found it where there was no inflammation. If such is the case, tho 
amount of inflammation that is excitfil in the niembraiioi is very re- 
markable at Compared with what wc sc« in und about the Innga. 




Niemejor, vho {pres an ozeollont accoant of tlii* furm of Laberd* ■ 
lii« work OD Prtctical Medicino, says that in most coACS of Um acsti 
dL^coso the ptiritoneuiu, liver, spleen, and ItdnoyM, "«rccoTa«dhj 
miliary tubercles; " liiit, excepting a few Hcattunng, wliitixb opaifU, 
indefinite and very minute deposits occasionally in tlio liver and kid- 
neys, I bavG found the disease confined to the lun^, unless tbc lacm* 
braniK of tiie brain were aTTectcd. 

A raal many patbulugical questions, however iatcrcstia^ scicntiS- 
cally, arc of no practical valno ; Lnt it is not bo with tlie qoeetioo a* 
to tbe natnre of tubercle. The alliance of this product to aome&ra 
of inflammation hiis often Ixx-n auggostcd and aomctimes urged ; aad 
within tbo last few yciirs Nicmfyer lias particularly diatio^shed 
himaclf by maintaining Uic idea tliat tli«re is but ono forro of trat! ta- 
bcrclc— Uie miliary ; and that all the otbcra that linvc boon descrlM 
«re only difTcrcnt forms of piiciimonia. "In very many cases," he 
says, " there is not a single tubercle in phthisiciLl hings." The coa- 
mon, op.v]tio, tub&rcular deposit, resembles very strikingly what «c 
aec in ttio cmc of gray hepatiEatiou ; and I cauaot look back to th* 
time when I did not consider tk«ui allied ; it b«ing sometiniea, if not 
oHon, impossible to <lifltingai«li Uiein if a unall tsolatod portion oalf 
is taken ; and, as a good illnstration, 1 wonid menliun a cautu ttial oc- 
curred at Guy's Hospital in the winter of 1S30 1. A caso of mil- 
marked acuto pncamonia was being examined when Dr. Bright cams 
into the room, saw tbe gray hepatization, and, knowing aotbing wint- 
eror of the case, spoke of it as a tuborcnlar disease ; ami he woalJMit 
allow bb mistake until the different parts of tbe lung were put 10- 
getbor, and be saw tlic inflammation in all its stages. There U ^le, 
OS in pncunioniii, a tendency to bronchitis ; and, if not to pleurisy, to 
Bomvtbing at least that tends to Uie formation of pleural adbcsioaa— 
not mervty when absocMCs may be tbrciitening to burst into the 
cavity, but in an early stage of the ilitteasc. And thuro is one organ— 
the larynx — in which ulceration, apparently of the mo«t simple Sotn, 
and very guncmtly, so &ra8 I can remcrabcr, without a trace of tuber- 
cular dcpovit, in seen in connection with tubercular disease of tke 
lungs. There mnttt be sometliing peculiar, however, in this ulceratioa 
of tbe larynx, as it is never ttocn in common acnto pneumonia. Simph 
ulceration of tlie Urgeintestino is also very common. But, if the !•• 
borcular deposit is allied to pneumonia, there are some very marked 
points of difference: one affects thenppcrand the other the lower 
part of tli« lung; one tends to the formation of cavities, and the other 
Hcarcely ever suppurates ; one affects various organs in tbc body, and 
the other is confined to the lungs ; one tcnda to death, and the other 
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pt ncovery. In botb cases the deposit, according to Nicincffir, 
brmti upon Llic fra« inucoua surface of tlio t«rminal branches of tti<! 
ftir iu\>c6 ; but iiiia in nulliing inor« than wbal was insbted upon and 
Bgured by Dr. Carawell. It appoarn. ho aays, as If thrown in with » 
nrriiigo. ni« views, however, thong'h very cxtenaivcly known to his 
6wn countrymen, wore never ucccptod by the profciwion; and, havinjf 
aliimbcrcil for many years, are now revived in Gcrroany. 

The third form of tuborcnlar depoitit that I have deHcribod has been 
Tor a long time (generally regarded as a fonu of chronic pneumonia ; 
and, in the very few caaea that I have seen, it certainly has looked as 
much as anythiTij; like the result uf chronic inflammation. modiGed by 
an unhealthy state of the aystcm. I liave never, however, seoo this 
Btrnctoral chaiigi,' in ihv lung whon the caso began aa one uf oooimon 
acDtc pneumonia, and never a caito in wliioh there could bo a question 
u to which form of disease existed; whereas, I have several times 
seen cases that wore intermediate between acute pneumonia and the 
opaque form of tubercular disease, so that it was impossible to assign 
Uicni a place under either head — the symptoms being taken into ac- 
ooant as wdl an the morbid appearances. The term inflammation has 
slways bcnn ti»cd very loosely, and never mure so than by ciomc of our 
modern pathologists. 

As to the gray granulation, I have never soon any of tho oausl ap- 

arances of inflammation in or abont it. The size aud scattered form 

if the deposit, also, would favor the old idea of its being a peculiar 

iroduct ; but this is no more, in a case of chronic disease, than what 

e see in variola, as an acute aflTcction, and a« diHtinguinhed from an 

thema. The gi'ay inliltration looks no more like a process of in- 

lainiiiatioti ; and it seems to be rather a stretch in the nse of tho term, 

say that cither of these pulmonary aSections is ioflammutory ; but 

one is, 1 bcUevv that they both are. 

The miliary tnbercl» looks more like the resnlt of iudammation, as 
it is an acute affection, and the intervening pulmonary tissue, as above 
stated, so often shows appearances of iiillammulion. This last may bo 
a secondary affection, but it shows tho tendency of tbn disease. As 
to the locality of the slnictnral change in this and the two previous 
jbnns of diiKMse, I have supposed from the general appearance of the 
posit that the parenchyma of the lung was affected. A minute, 
bite, sod deposit is sometimes seen tn patches in the raucous mem- 
brane of the primary bronchi and lower part of tho trachea ; but, sup- 
posing it to bo of a tubercular nature, it does not particularly resem- 
ble the miliary tubercle, and I aliould tiuestion any inference from this 
[that miliary tubercles, when scattered through the lungs, originate

Niemcycr describe* a funo of cslarthal pnefiinoaia wi occomng is 
Bomo acat« infsntilo dtMoscs, and tending to degenervtioD. A ti^ 
scattered lobules, here and there, bnvc very much iho red, defined* 
camiGcd look and feel that we seo in the imperfectly inflated long of 
a new>boru ftetus. This apptaranoe I have seen qDit« a DotnbM'rf 
time*, but never the changes iu it th«t he describes. 

One of the peculiarities of tbe ttibercular form oriDflammatioti, sait 
nay be called, is, as I have already add, its tendency to aflect otkir 
organs than Uio lunga, but varyiog much io thU re«pcct, ia diflbteot 
■objects, and also according to the age. In the lower half, moraat 
lose, of the small intextinc, tlic opaque deposit is s<con, commcDoisf 
apparonUy in the mucous membrane, and going on to form an opn 
nicer that extends by a repetition of the process that originated it 
Feyer's patches, also, are still more eabjecl to this depottit, and con- 
sequent ulceration. But in tbe large iiitealine, on the contrary, tha 
a1c«nt very often show none of th« opaqne deposit, and so far resenUe 
tlioso of the larynx iis nbove Kbited. Niemeyer regurds t1ic«e olcei*. 
and especially those scon in Pcycr's patches, as gencrnlly of a "scrs- 
fnlottB " character, and to which Mie patches, by virtue of their charac- 
ter as an aggregation of elementary lymphatic glands or gsngti*. 
might very well bo disposed. lie speaks of the intestinal aflfectiOB a* 
a complication of the pncumetiia (tubercular disease), but he doesaot 
andertake to trace a connection between the two, if ho believes is it; 
and unless ttie pulmonary iilTcction was something very diflurcnt froo 
a common pneumonia, I don't see how it could be traced. Oravtng 
an analogy between the intestinal (Peyer's) and tho cervical glsa^i. 
he says that, as a scrofulous disease of these last is associated wilk 
disease of the neighboring mucoua mombrancs'and skin, so a similv 
aflection of tbe intestinal glands is with " chronic catarrhs of the 
intesljne," and by which he probably means some form of intfaaBS- 
tlon of Uie neighboring mucous membrane. I have, boworer, oA(* 
been struck with tbe perfectly healthy appearance of the inlervniin; 
mucous membrane Incases of extensive ulceration, though 1 woald by 
no means say that this ia always to bo seen. Niemeyer aays that 
tbosa ulcers " liavc tho eviilont stump of a very ancient origin, in 
often partly cicatrized, and lix: uiesenteric glands coatoin aaamli 
crctaccoua matter." These thr«c statements arc nlterly alvariaacs 
with wbat I have observed here. Tlio duration of the disease, whelha 
io Uic intestines or in llio longs, varies iu dilPcrcnt snl'jcrU ; and ia 
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■he intMtineii it somcttmefi comes on earl; in (he pulmonsr; affection ; 
Brat I tivvvr hml siny rcniton to i<iippoa« tlmt it preceded thJa last ; «nd 
B ccrtainljr Iiotc nv%'vr scon tiny imliL-iitiona of groat age fu the iotcs- 
pinal ulcers. Partial cicatrizntioD, as bo dpscribcs it in liia Pract. 
Bled., I never saw any approach to. Complete cnro, ho sajre, is rarely 
been ; and, I believe, be may well say eo. As to tlie cretaceous mat- 
ner in tlie meaeDteric glands, I have n«t o^n found it under any cii^ 
cnmstanccs; never, so far an I can rem<^mbcr, in a case of intostinat 
nlcvration, but gcncriilly in a bcultliy uditlt wlio had died of some dis- 
■mc entirely foreign to the Inteitinc. 

W Niemcyer remnrku that tuberculosis of the spleen cannot be rccog- 

■liKcd during lire. SovituI years ago I saw two children in whom 

Hie organ was enlarged by the discnsc. One only was examined 

after death (No. 581 iu tlic Society's Cabinet), and the organ was so 

Barge a« to be felt far below tlio cartilages of the ribs. The other waa 

a child with niarasmuB. but no raarlied local aymptoniH to explain it; 

,1)m> spleen being evidently enlarged, I examined the choHt, and found 

lie physical signs of phthisis. Within a year or two of thia laat case 

aaw a man witli an obscure febrile afToction ; tho spleon was dia* 

ttnctly felt, but there seemed to be good reasons that I cannot now 

ecall for supposing that it was not a case of typhoid ferer; and, 

[longli the spleen is by no means so tluble to tubercular diHeaae In 

he adult as it is in children, I was inclined to regard it as one of 

those cases of rupid tubercular development that simulates fever, and 

in which the spleen was involved in the diseaao. It certainly would 

well to bear in mind this fact of eulargemcut of the organ in ID- 

fanlile marasmus, that requires a local explanation. 

Patients with consumption have generally been considered ma doom. 
kd, but of late years a more favorable view of the disease has been 
taken; and pnrticubirly is it so with Nicmeyer. Ho does not con- 
sider phthisis "as an especially dangerous disease ; the caviUes show 
ordinarily a decided tendency to heal ; the greatest danger for moat 
phthisical patients is that they may become tuberculous " (Phthisis 
^Pulmonalis, p. 19). Caseous masses, he also says upon the same page, 
lay be completely absorbed. This is going very far ; and yet I have 
[>ceu perfectly satisfied for very many years that the disease might 
^^not merely be arrested, but that tho deposit might bo entirely absorb* 
^hd. The proofs are anatomical, and strengthened by observations 
^ppon the living body. The very great number of cases in which the 
^^emalna of former tubercular disease are discovered is a striking fact ; 
^the subjects having perhaps been perfectly healthy for many years be- 
^^orc death. Cicatrices of the Bubstance aud a puckering of the surface 
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at ibo Ititigtt, tuwitrtla Uic npicoa, are not rcry ruvly sorn ; and whSD 
Ihoy arc o( cuiiNiilerablv sixv the; show williout any reanotiatlc dasU 
tb«t tlicrv hftd fornivrlr bevn a cavil}' in the substance o( tlie Ion;. 
Ami, wlion wo mo n few vmall, dt-fincd, hard, whitinh »nd drjith 
granuloe, we cniinvt enpposo tliat there had been jiiet fio nianjr lotv- 
ciilur deposits ttiat bad beeo arrested and degcDcrntcd, and na mon. 
Wo cannot prove the fact, bni the probability ia tliat thonr had tea 
many mure, and Uiat the rest had be«n absorbed. CaTitiefl occasioD- 
ally tihow »igiiit of arrevt, and the biatorj* of the iudlvtdual acconia 
with tlw iinDtoRiieal npiwaiuncea. Dr. Dixwcll, on* uf uurmoathijUj 
Tonpcetod pby^iciana, died in 1834ofacate pneumonia; and, on di*' 
■wctiun. there woru found irregular cavities at the npicea of the long), 
about Ibo eiso of an Kiigliiih walant, with tliickeord, firm potietn, 
filled with a bluish, paat; aubotance. and ahowing every ai^ of nntat; 
alao a few perfectly latent tuUercIee. Or. D. had had two copivM 
littRiorriiages — once twenty-two ycar», aod once five or six yean be- 
fore death ; and after each attack ho was aupposed to be in ooMonp- 
lion. lie did, however, a lar^ profeMional busineMi, and looked like 
u nian in fine if not robuKt health, thoogfa he always bad a litad, aaao- 
rOM cougb. A very atniilnr ca»c aUo, aoatoinicttlly. tbf»^ Aa 
prognsa toward* a cure was not <]nite so advaaced, was that of a WW' 
chant of this city who died of yellow fovcr. 

There is an appearance that 1 bare oflco aad losp ago ohMfved. 
and that must be Eamiliar to tnanj ; aadyet i have Derer seen it nelkei.

Not merely 
ttic tiicil anil cunKliliitiotial Hyniiiluinn uf piitliii>i» wt:n; well marked, 
but Uieio were ulrongly marked ptivtical itlgnti of an extensive tuber, 
ciilar diseAso in tlic upper lobe ol tlic right lung. After a while alio 
got well ecuugh to resume her work ; and about two years aAerwarda 
stie was sf^in admitted with cerebral symptoms. She soon died ; 
and, on examination, I fouiiit large tubercular masses in tlic brain, 
The upper lube <it the right luug. however, was throughout entirely 
licaltliy ; but thi- coireiipondiiig bruiiuhiul gland* euntatned a large, 
upacjue, laticrcuiar nnun. Thi* cane, uertainly, ixiedsi no comment. 
Two other example* may be mentianed, tlint occurred under my own 
care aomo years ago, and both within the same year. The patient* 
were Irish servant girls, whu, by aiiolher coincidence, lived in the 
same family. In each of them the Iqcs.! and constitutional symptoniR, 
and also the physical signs were uncquirocal ; and in one Ihc disease 
seemed tu have progressed eo fur that her ease eeemetl hopelesv. Vet 
I met this laat patient, perhaps two years afterwards, and in robust 
licalUi. The other also fnlly recovered. It was, I Hupposu, the opaque 
>rm of deposit that exixtvd and wan alworbed, as this it is that givea 
lie marked physical signs that were observed in the abore caties. 
rhey would be found also in the case of the gray intiltration or " chro* 
lie pneumonia ; " but this, as I have said, is a very rare diiwam' here. 
rAcCfirding to Nicmcycr, when the phj'sical signs are well marked tho 
prugtKuiM is better, as indicating vimply phthisis, and not tubercular 
lilhisjs. 

As tu the pathological conoocUon of the different morbid product* 
^bove described. I hare loog sinco ceased to believe that the opaque 
leposit originated frum the gray. The gray, us has been olien ro- 
larked of late years, is liable to degenerate, like many other and veiy 
Itflerent morbid products ; and, in tho case of phthisis, when it be- 
[comos opaque from ouch degeneration, it would perhaps be impossi- 
!>le to distinguish it from a dopoSit that was ori^nally opaque. In 
ime cases, however, and especially in children, there is uu gray de. 
posit, but it is altogether opaque ; and in others this last is out of all 
proportion tu the other ; and, on the other hand, the deposit may be 
Karly atl gray, with but little of the opaque. In one caite 1 thinlr 
there could have been nunc whatever of a deposit that wiis originally 
^opaque. 

^H NicmeyGrmnintain« strongly that the idea of a diathe«is as the origin 
^Kf phtliisis, independently of exciting causes, is as irrational as it is 
^fcangcruUB. lie says a great deal, however, of the "vulnerability" 
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of the constitution in plilliisiwl wit-jecU. «rnl I cannot tn* iM^ 
tial hia objection Ig » " diatliesis " w rather nominal titan »ol«t<^ 
tial. The different morbid prodocl* that «re fonnil in plithi«i«K«w«- 
allj coexiat more or I«i<« ; »nd lUoogh it >< > very sinsuUr pallmlopa) 
fact that Ihey should pnwent sach difcr#e appearance*, and quite" 
Bingular that tbey shonld U-nd to remain dirtiovt, yet I belie«e thil 
Ihey eHseiitially and pathologically constitulo on« dtttcaao, and that* 
conslttulioiial cause, or " diathesia," is at the l>ott«.m of it— wbettat 
tbe diaeaseiain the liinga alone, or (o these and n variety of other o^ 
gan«. The aanie author avema qniU conrinced that what b<» regard* 
a« the true tubercle (the miliary) priginalcs from aome caacoa* pi* 
duct that will be found tn aome other part of the body if not in lia 
lunga ; but this aeema to be a mere a»sumption. which, if true, woaU 
hardly be sascepiible of proof; anditsecroa much more reaaoualile (• 
suppoao that the same constitutional canse. with the bclp of a titlw 
exciUnt, produced at different perioda of time the two ditto «* 
altacka of diseaae. 

Where Niemeyer in treating of tJi« predisposing- cana«a of pbthi» 
he refera to aitother author who haa obierved its complication wfta 
"diabetCM mellitaa, cauceroua affectiona and round nicer of tiie lO- 
mach," and he endorses the statemeut. Here, aa el&cwherc, we b»w 
eccn phthi»i« supeivcno in caa«8 of diabctea ; but cancer baa »eciD«d 
aliHoat to antagonize tubercular disease, though we have nowandlhta 
■•Cit exceptions. In nicer of the stomach, which i» auIScicntly ce»- 
mon here, I have met with the complication bat once. A rednctiM 
«r tlio general health by diaeasc. whether acnto or chronic, does not 
••em particnlarly to prediapose to philiisia. 

In confirmatioD of aome of the above slatementa I will close ^ 
communication, already too long, with two extracts from a leciaia 
that I gave in Kovember, 1849, and of which, accordiiiR to my nnal 
coatom, 1 ma<le a record after it had been delivered : " Toberde hn 
been, and is atill generally regarded aa a formation aui generi»^a» 
something es&eittially distinct from Vhat is commonly catted chAiaie 
inBamntation. But for several ycara, or many, 1 have held tl>e oppoa*!* 
opinion, and regarded them aa intimately connected if not esaenttaUf 
the aame thing. A point of very great practical importance; f6r,ii^ 
|MMtng it to bo established, we should then feci that the tobtitaUr 
dcpoait might lie removed, a» wo know the tnfiammatory to be,"**- 
" Tlie fact of the abeorptlon of tubercular depoaiu is auaceptiblo of 
proof. »y awscnlUtioa wo may bo sure of the diaeaae in the hamaa 
aubjoct, iu couticction with other indicationa ; and by direction, at a 
•ubMqwnt period, we may prove the healthy condition of the laag"; 
and then, in illuatration. I refrrred to Dr. Waf«'a case, above qaot«d.

She herself, amply familiar with the symptoma of pregnancy, insisted 
on that condition. An imperfect kind of menstruation was made to 
tally with litis idea, and when the ordinary period ef gestation bad 
passed, when expectation had failed and pruphecies had been belied 
i by the event, iihe would fall back on the poHaibiUty of extra-uterine 
flotation, and tlio ini:cption of another pregnancy, for, although uso- 
ally fatal, it could not bo denied that a few hud outlived such an 
accident, and allcrwards passed through healthy parturition. Of 
course there were not wanting friends to narrate such facta and en- 
courage hopes that she never utterly abandoned. 

On tho 1a«t of October, 1857, she was suddenly attacked with pain- 
ful vomiting and retching, great diatrees and jactitation. The liver 
conid bo felt below the edge of the ribs. Jaundice ensued, and 
vritbout mitigation of symptonis, conUnued till her death, which took 
I place in a fortnight atler thin acute attack.

Another objecUon, which it may be well to aDlicipat« at the ontsot, 
the incoinplet«ii«8B or defective character of the evidence. Tbists 
levitable, owing to the nature of the inquiry. No attention bar- 
ig been paid to the apccial points which intorcftt u», in tbeir bearing 
>on a general Uw, nothing, tu fur tts in known, eziats upon the 
abject, a« m iinbjoct, and tho matvriaU liavo been drawn rrom variotu 
pnrcM. Kot having boon contributed vith any reference to our in- 
giry, there are omisiiiona which weaken the testintony. But it may, 
crbaps, be questioned whether the possible error from this source i» 
oater than that arising from the bias of a preconceived idea. 
It muat aUo be Mtuted thai only aucb parts of rcconlod cases or 
Ucles are intintlaced tut have an immediatv bvaring upon tlic subject, 
but care baa been taken to cxclnde tlie more qucstiooablc facta. 

But. whatever the value of tlic evidence may bo, it is only cUimod 
that it is of such a character as to make it probable that the conclu- 
cioQs drawn may be correct. Tho absolute proof furnished by ob- 
wrvations of the moat rigorously scion tiflo character must be derived 
im future inquiry. 

Id the article alluded to, several casca wore cited; one that of a man 
rbe, ia falling upon the sidewalk, strock upon a hard substance in 
pocket. Dying a few days after, one kidney wax found fractured ; 
gtb organs were enlarged and softened , and the tubnli were crowded 
with epithelium, rcsiilting from a process of growth. There was also 
joble pneumonia. 

As tlie man had previously been well, the order of events seems 
elcor : first tlie fall and fracture of the kidney, and snbsequontly, as 
A consequence of the accident, the great multiplication of cell elements 
in the tnbuli, and a similar increase of corpuscles in the air cells, coo- 
stituting tho rasential lesion of pneumonia. 

In a second case, there was double pueumonia, with a similar affeo- 
tion of the kidneys. 

On again opening the subject, I shall Qrat cite oases of varioos kinds, 
solely with reference to the supposed law that dv/^ate lendm to general- 
ite ilaelf macft more frequenlhj tliait in u.ntal^ beiifixtl. The cases 
will be bruught forward without regard to diKtinctions previously 
made, their physiological and pathological significonco boing after- 
wards eiamined. 

Acitie Pneumonia ; Supervenfion of Tnjtammalion of Ota Pia ifater ; 
^ifiervealion or OoixUleKce of Reacd Dineiue, and ihat of otJier Organs. 
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—A very Btrikin^ case of tlio ikbOTO vm noticed by the writar loHl 
ward in the MoB&scbusctU Goncnl tlospitnl in Xoremtior, ldt9. 

A mfto, 30 years of ape, entorod soon after tbo oommftncetnent il 
«n attack of pneumonia. Thoro had been soma tmnsicnt deUrioa 
at the commencement, after overexertion, bat tbis disappeared, and 
notbiiig of tlie kind was noticed nntil ton-ardn tbe close of tbr came. 

Ho bad ecTTcd in tbo army during the yearv tS62, '63 and 'U, nl 
hod beon tionblod more or 1cm wllb cbronic diorrbees. and sabjed M 
attacks of " chills and fever " until 1866. The urine was examiaid 
Boon after entrance, and fonnd to contain a ntodcrato qaBntlty of dta> 
cnen and some granntar caate. Tbe chloridca were diminiobed. Oa 
lired but ten daya, daring which time the pfaysical mgoa abowed thit 
the inflommatioD bad extended froiB Um poaietior part of the i^t la^ 
and JnToked nearly tbe whole organ. 

At the antopay, nearly the whole rigktbuigwaa fonnd ktpatisgi; 
lb« pta mater was eTeI;wl)(^^o atore or Icaa imjUrmtad or ecmered adft 
pu« ; the kidneys were tt^ter, iocter, wore |)«^ tbaa nsaol, and tla 
microscope sbovred tbe tub«H to be cr o miJ tJ wtA att tbmemU. 

Bennett, in hia Clinical Medicine,* reports a case •oaowbat nnSar. 
A oooMkearer, 43 years old, eateicd lbs boe{Htal with pneancaia,

Bemarki. — If we could know the condition of tlic kidney before 

i« attui:k of parnlyHis, we should have an instance Bomewbat slnit- 

lo (hat previously reported, where fracture of 0D« kidney was 

llowcrd by disooso of both organs anil hepatization of Die lunge. 

I'e might reasonably infer that the injnry to the brain, acting as • 

ise, was futlowed by pneumonia and a similar new formation of cell 

elements in Llie kidneys; and that, as the primary lesiuu improved, 

other structural changes ceased and gavo place to the normal action 

the parts. Unfortunately, the patient led before the urine bad 

me natural, but the marked improvement pvca uk reason for 

ferring that the change iti the kidneys was connecbid with tlie other 

lesions, and that restoration was going on here as we saw it com- 

ileted in the lungs. 

Case H.f — A patient, 53 years old, was attacked, on Jan. let, with 

alysis of the left side. When sho entered the hospital, on the 

Otb, signs of pneumonia were detectod, and sho died on the 12Ui. 

The autopsy shoired eBusion of blond into the right horaisphero, 

patizalion of the lower half of the lower right lobe and some pum- 

ut-lookiog formations. 

Cask 1!1.| — A woman, 69 years old, was suddenly strack down by 
efl\is!oii of blood into the left corpus striatum. She entered the 
ospital on the day of the attack. Three days alter, she was soized. 
with pneumonia, which terminated fatally in two dayii. 

AuU>p*ij. — In addition to the cxtravaitation of blood into tJie loft 
corpus striatum, there was hepatization of the two lower lobes of 
Q right lung. 

In connection with this case, Bennett remarks that pneumonia ia 
one of the most common sequclm of severe lesions at tlio base of the 
brain.

S. Id another ca»c of pneumoida, the kidneys were aico cabfyii 
and opaque, as in the above. 

3. In another rare variety of pnttimtmia. tbe intenrtitial, nAenUiif 
th«t seen iii cattle, there was severe pteurisy and the tidney$ vnt 
affveted in the manner already deaeribvd. The liver And ^rlten wne 
kIbo enkwyed bj recent di»ea»c. 

Mr. E. S. Wood, a memI>Gr of the present medical cIsm, dirrag 
bis residence at the Chelsea Marine IloBpiUl, oxamincd thn tidttfftia 
a large number of coses of lyphoid fever, and found tho cban^ ds- 
scribed b; Virchow as a proliferation of tbe cen-«lcmoot8, snCcieal 
to fill or distend the tubuli. 

It may bo well, in (his connection, to allude to the freqaeocy of 
renal disease in scarlet fever, although this sod tbo prvccdiDf ia- 
stan cos differ from those previously cited, inasmucb as tbcy an n, 
garded as general diseases. While wc roserve the disetisaioii of this 
point fvr future coimideration, there can bo no qneBiion of the pro- 
priety of retaining bolli insttances as examples of the liabfllly of Iht 
kidneys to be attacked. I^et the question at present bo oaeof bd, 
not cause. 

The Injiuenee of Ok Uterm in rxciling Srudunl Disease elgeuktn. 
We now come to a very interesting class of ca»e« — those in which 
various changes of tJie uterine (issue oiert a marked inffueuce open 
the condition of other organs. 

^ect of Pre^ancy vpon the Kidnfya.—Ut us 6rat allndo to the 
well-known cflTcct of pregnancy in exciting disease of the kidneys. 
Blot stntcs that albumiunria occurs as often aa in one cue ia 6n. 
Dr. Klliol, in his Obstetric Clinic, sutea that ont of 4ST precnanl 
women albumen was found in ^i : but, a« in 3 il was pr^jbably cob- 



kected with pas, tfie praj>er nomber Is 20. OtliRrcvideoees ordufrMO 
rerft also found, such aa caats, &c. Tbo conditionitof tho orgnoi ex- 
aincd were those described under thu hcndii vt dfisqaamttivc ncpbri- 
it, proliferatiou of tlie clcinonUt, parcncbymatous ewolling, &c. 

Ue conaidera prRgnanoj as " the special oxcitor in very maoy cases 
If &lbuDiiauria which had not prcTJoasly esiatod," and also " as mate- 
rially dcTVflQping thoEi; morbid conditions in maoy chronic cases, in 
rliich til vy might possibly have remained latent foramucklungcrpe- 
sd ; or in which they might have disappeared wilhont nch excita- 
tion, thus offering an inevitAble iiiort^nse of risk, noalogoasto tboco 
rhich we seek to aroid wbcn albuminuria is iiDcomplicated with this 
ate." 

Roberts* states that " albaminuria is not usual before tbo seTOntli 
>r eighth month, and even not aiitil the approach of labor; though 
amctimes it may appear aa early a« the third moath. Itincreasefl 
up to the time of delirery, and then rapidly passes away, so that it 
ay disappear in forty-ej^ht, or even In twenty-four hours, bat it 
■ay persist for ten or fifteen days. If found after this period, 
l>«re is reason to fear that chronic renal diaeaaa will follow." 
If the above statements bo correct, they show very clearly that 
l>regnaticy has a marked inOuoncc upon the development of cells in 
be kidneys, and that the latter process cease* an«r tbo new fnnc> 
MIS of the Dterua are ended. 

After seeing these cliaiiges produced by a simple physiological pro- 
as, it becomes moiit iritereatiog to obs<.-tvc the action of severe 
EdJaenn of the utcrua in exciting not only this change, but similar 
modi 6 cation a of other organs.

tion. Specimens from two cases wcro shown at the same time. In 

[one of which the inflammation of the uterus, in a puerperal cose, was 

limited in extent and attended by but slight change in the tiver, tpieen

In aaccunil case, whcro infiammation was exteoBire and severe, 
bose organs were all considcrality enlarged by parenchymatous dis- 
i, in which the dements were swollen and changed lu their mi- 
scopic characters. 

In another case of puerperal diphtheria of the uterus and vagina, 
there waa no evidence of embotiitm, but the livff, spteett and Icidneyt 
sbowsd advanced paronobymatous disoase. 
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A Btill more striking inrtwice wm afforded bj a ease in wUdi 
diphlherilic procesa o/ the ulerus. cxlcoding to the •kin onUido U 
vagina, waa followed by acute suvlUng (wUitiab opacity) of lH« 
" very fine acute neeUing of the tidnvyx," liwrnorrhagio pyditu; 
Jiammaliiin of Ihe bladder; «cule pnaimonia, not of tlio character U 
tliat Bccii in pymmiu ; aad a ao/iened eptetn. There w»» no pw. ■ 
iDflammatlon of tlic lymptiaUca, nor phlebitis, nor aoj other np*' 
pyromia. ' 

In a caao of oopltoritis, perimdrila and inJiammoHon of Uie plaeeo* 
lal portion of the uterwi, tb« iiver, gjyteen and kidnvyt were «wfc 
bj ttiG same acate proceea. 

Ill another case, whore Iho pnorpcral proceaa waa mora chraoBt 
similar changes were noticed in tho kidnty*, spteen and Hvtr; nJ 
there were, in addition, pieurity, pt/mnic foimatioaa in the btftft, "d 
aeooiidary diphlkeria of the larj/nx. 

Prof, Butl. Maier, of Freiburg, bsa publisltcd an article* npoa lU" 
snbjvct, in which he states that in the varfona forma of iuflaBBStia 
of the uterus in the puerperal etatti, lltcre was almost alwi^ s^H 
affection of the heart, liver or kidnc;*, and, tu moitt c»Mea, all tkne 
orii^iia were affected. 

The aiipusrauces were auch aa are described by Bohl aod Heckv.f 
Tliey indicated fatty degeoeratioD, which appeared to have been ft^ 
ceded by au acute inflammatory condition, wcm moat loarked intW 
kidneys, but also seen in the heart. Although the citaogta difier ta 
difTcrcut organs, the writ«r considers thai they all bad tlw cliaiaettc 
of acute degenerative proceaaee. Aa tbia g«i»nBl stateraent is 
cient for our purpose, the detaila have not been glTett. 
. Let ua now, while Ibeao cases are ireA in oar Btioda, eodaaw' 
comprehend their true sigtdficaace. We »ppcar to hav* a itd 
qoeuce in which the physiological bleoda with tba fMrthologiol. 
Throwing aside all preconcetred ideaa. and begisaiay with ika 
changes produced by cooceptioB, are aea marked rhaafcM in th» ao- 
tiitioD on the body aa a whola and in maay particalar parta. V!t 
have the enlargement of the atema itself; a marked Modiaoaliaa af 
tho vagina; the symphisis pabis is loosened t^- a decided ek^f* 
in the aaitiag Uasvea ; the bcseata ralsigii aad fisaUy secrete mUt, 
which ioipliea a new fonaalion of odla; Um cvlor of tW s^ifa 
ehaagea by the brvatioa of pigvent.

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These variations wo proporly call pli^BloIo^ical, tint in a oerbuti 
nambor at cmtca the forinative ohaii](« extcndci beyond tlia. proper 
pbysiologicitl limitM luid i»Tolv«8 the kidDcyii ; the multiplication of 
elcmontH within the tuboli interfbreii with the fiioclions of tlie part* 
wboHo liuAlthy action ia cescntinl fur tlic inlegrity of the body, and 
in tliia wfty may prove fatal, aftbotigli Kitnilnr in character to tlint 
previouHly mootioDod. la still more striking caacs, the utcrns ia 
Attacked by iDflammation aflor tho t>irth of tho child ; its influonco 
radiatcK Btill mon widely, and many organs may he affoclvd. Tha 
tnodilicatitins of DutritioD arc, so marked aod oitcuaire that lifo is no 
longer possible, and yot if wo compare these changes with those a1< 
rcxly described, wo shall find that tlicy resemble each other veiy 
cloKvly in their minute anatomical characteristics. 

Kfcct of Di^eatf of Uie Sidneifi upon offier Organs. — The kidneys 
have t>een seen to aulTer very frequently in connection with discasea 
,of other parts. Convemoly, we have tbe moat abundant evidence tn 
ow that all partit auBer from dlaeaae of the kidneys. Tbe fact 
at these abn<jnnal cunditionH may be explained by the retention 
'of iojarious maturiuta im of no consequence now, as wo are still deal- 
ing wiUi facta, not causes. Bcali! stntCB very elearly that " iu cbronlo 
cases of renal disease there is scarcely an organ in the body wbtch 
retAtna its lu-altliy state, and of the pcr»onM, whose deaths are regis- 
tered OS resulting from pneamonia, bronchitis, dropsy, coovulKions, 
various forms of disease of tho norvoas system nod other conditions, 
not a few aro really caused by renal disease, and the special disease is 
bnt a consequence of the primary changes in the kidney." He con* 
eiders tliat many of tticso changes progress slowly, and, thoogb s 
whole organ may bo affected to « certain extent, the cicmcnta rasy 
still possess tbo power of limited action. Though no complete 
lesion may bo found in tlie great norvons centres by an ordinary 
examination, tbe changes here are so difficult to detect or nppreciat«, 
that we most be exceedingly cautions in pronouncing the parts 
healthy. The variations aro of such a character that they cannot tw 
detected by a soperficial examination, and often not by the closest 
^—scrutiny with tbe naked eyo. ])ut the microscope hsx already ro- 
^Birealed so much, we may hope for largo additions to our knowledge, 
^Kn this respect, in tbo future.

Hebra, in his wor)c ou Diseases of tho Skin, says that, a« an Iid- 
mediate eause of death after erynipelaa, wo have hypernmla or wdoma 
of the brain or meninges; poeuinoiiia; pleurisy; pericarditis; per^ 
, tonitis and enteritis. 

These general stutementa, in connection vitU tho vinglo cues ro- 
' ported', leave no reasonttble doubt thnt the discoso merits a place 
[among those which sliow a difpusition to generalise theraaclTOs. 

j^ecl of Bunu vpon tiie Internal Organt. — ^Thc above being tmo, 
' ve should be ready to believe that bums might bo followed by similar 
roftiilu. 

Ericsenf states, from the second day to the second week after a 
barn we have arTectioria of tho internal organs, particalarly of the 
abdominal and thoracic ^sceru. Death is caused by some jnflamina- 

itioD of the gastro-inlestinal mucouH membrane, with, perhaps, tho 
addition of that of the peritoneum. We may also have pneamooia 
or bronchitis. Tho most ancqulvocal signs of Inflammation of tho 
Imia may also sliow tlicmselvcs in tho form of congestion or serous 
AXudation. Perforating ulcer of tho duodenum is especially apt to 
occur, nstially on the tenth day alter tho bum, seldom earlier. Oo« 
ease, however, is mentioned, where a child nine years of ago died on 
the fourth day after a burn, in whoso duodenum waa an nicer as 
large as a shilling, the intestinal mucous mcmbraao being at tho same 
titoe generally inflamed. 

The Influence of Seixre Wounds t'n cawing IrUemal Cha>ig«t. — ^Dr. 
Waldcycr, of Brcslau,! has published an article in which he Includes 
rtbo appearances under four principal heads.

No connection between the two conid bo shown, and A» 
author oonaiderA the explanation so dilBcult as to admit that be ahouU 
be inclined to regard the meniiigitts as an accidental complication, if 
such afTectioiis of tho brain liad not been fre<qnently mcntijncd la 
connection with p^ivmia. 

"Hie most conxtant changes noticed in the bodies of those wbo ha^ 
died from wounds were seen in the lyiD]>hatic apparatus of the intc^ 
tinea and mesentery, both by tho Dalrnl eyo and with the microseofis. 
The appearances wore thoso of hyperplasia and fatty degeneialiaa, 
Swelling of the lymphatic follicles of the iutcctinvs and dianttoa 
were common. Tho cortical substance of the kidney* waw allecte4 
with almost as groat frequency aa the lymphatic apparataR of theia* 
tcstiocs. The moat frequent change was a more or less coosidcnble 
swelling, with marked opacity and moderate Miy change of the 
convotntod canaU. This was seen in nearly 80 per cent, of the esMti 

Much moro rarely we hare simple opacity with swelling ; sinpl* 
hypemmia or a normal appearance. The highest degree of swdHnf 
and opacity waa seen in cases of ichorrh»inia in which other orgiM 
were aSected. The organs raiied lu a/nxUtence, being sometioHS 
very soft, sometimes dense and firm. BoUi were changed in the mom 
way, the dlSTerencc being at most a quantitative one. Normal Hi- 
n^fs wiA tnarted ehangen in cffter vtscera were not found. 

Changes in the t^Uvtt were by no moans coniitant, aJlhough forer 
and rigors were common. It was found perfectly normal Id derea 
oat of sixty CBMM, ercn whon thoro wcro changes in Uie liver, kidneys 
and Inngs. Tho lesions when seen were: 1. Considerable swvlling 
of tho organ, which had a soft, pulpy consistence ; 'i. Dense, fits 
hyperplasia ; 3. Ureat hyperplasia of the Ualpighian corpuMlts ; 4. 
AbscoEscs. 

The liver presented the followiop characters : I. It wae completdj 
normal; 2. There was simple ewelting; 3. Simple fatty inBltration in 
the conree of the portal Vein; 4. tJranular fatty and dogenerotive 
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;y ; 5. Entar^mcnt by flta^nation of bfle, eilher with or withoat 
neratiro cliangea; 6. Abscesses. 
The mucous mombrano of the pyloric portion of tlie stomacli vut 
n coneidorabiy §wolleu and upaque. Tbia was prolouged into tlie 
duodenum and apper pnrt of the jcjimum. In the dnftdciium, Brua- 
ler'a t;laiida projected as yellowiah. opiii^ue maaseH of the nxn of u 
ill. All the coata of the atomacli and tiiteHtinea woro aiiciMiIcnt 
id not nnrretguently (sdea^toua. He once tiaw a diphlhvritio process 
the larg« iiitoatine. 

Caries of the Temporal Bone ami fn^ammalion n/ thr Pin Slaler. — 
cases of inflammation of the pia inator, which, at times, auper- 
no so suddenly npon caries of the tomportd bone, when no conoeo- 
bii can be shown between tlie two, may, perhnp*, bcioof^ to this 
.tegory. 

Jti^mmation of the Bladder and Kidn€t/9. — In a number of autopsies 
nde at thfi lilassachuactts Gciiornl Koripttal, the kidtioys wcro found 
bo the Mc-ut of turutu inflammation, which was, apparently, tbo im- 
iDodiAtn cause of death, thuiigh the pntioota had suRercd for a long 
timowith disraso of the bladder. 

In most cases of the kind, the dilatation and thickeninff of the 
ureters and of the pelvis of tho kidneys indicated long-continued ob. 
ction to the escape of the urine, but oecasionally these changes 
rte wanting and no estensioo of inflammation from the bladder 
could be detected. 

After the consideration of theae gronps of cases, it may be well to 
introduce some which, though isolated, appear to illustrate the same 
point. 

Pneumonia, PlearUy. Pericardilia and Perilonilis. — In 1855, a man, 
SO years old, entered the Maasachasetts General Uoapital, and died 
the day after entrance, Ife was too feeble to give any definite ac- 
count of himself, but it was ascertained that be had given up work 
three weeks before entrance, on acconnt of increased wcuknMs, cough, 
and pain in the right side, which afterwards extended to the left. 
There was some looseness of tbebowels, with abdominid pain. 

The autopsy showed pneumonia, pteuristj, pericarditis and prrilonitti. 
The absence of any satisfactory history of the case makcn it im- 
possible to bo certain of the sequence of these changes, but there wan 
evidently eoraethtng more than extension by continuity. 

Bennett" reports a case of acute peHionttia caused by the bursting 
of a Graafian reside. The patient died in about twelve days. 
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In addition to the ptrilonilis, the entire aorface of ach pkura wu 
covcrixl with dirty, grccniftli fibrin. Tli« lower IhiM of tbe ri^ 
lunst wAi mnrblcJ lij interlobuUr injtammatwn ; Llie liver was iif > 
tirick-rcd color, and dccidocll}' BoHcr tli«ii uxuul ; the aplwo of > 
pulpT coiistBt«nco, breaking down under the itligbt«iit pressure ; ud 
tbe kidneys wore Bomcwhat noftencd. 

In tlio reniarhB upon the cnsc wo iire uAd that the oauao of tlie dl» 
ease extending to tbo right pleura nnd interiobalar spxoAB eouM kU 
be discovered.

— A atonaek 
was shown by Prof. Tirchow, in Berlin, iit which llie submiicoas oo(- 
Inlsr tissue of the stomach was foaiid infiltrated witli pua at certalo 
point!. The larynx waa affected wilh croup; there was " p»reneky 
matoaa swelling" of the kidneys; enlargement of Lho splem byaa 
iBCrMuie of itH palp ; and enUigemunt of the lirer. 

ITaring thuH Mhuwn by numvrouii exampleit tliut diaeaao may pnp^ 
gftto itaelf in a large niimb^T of caseH where Ihix t«ndcnoy has been 
overlookod, that one organ aller another may bo involvod, or that 
eereral may bo attacked at the a&mo tinio, it ia very importaiit that <r* 
shonid nndoretnnd, if po^siblo. how this extension may take plaCK. 

We have already siiffiuiont poeitivo knowledge of morbid praCMM 
to regard some points as settled and others as probable, bat Ihort 
etill remains much which only aOords matter for conjectare. 

1. We have the transportation of viftikle materials throayh tlw 
bloodvessels in the form of ifm&oh'. I shall only allude to thia, aatte 
TOaearohes of Virchow and others have removed Ike subject beyond 
dispute. Wo may also cite, as allied to this, the accumuluioa of

I'rof. Waldeyer docs not think that tho cnose of the wide-sprvad ia* 
flammatory troubles is a specific poison, and considers that, altboe^ 
euibulic maeees may pass throngh the lungs and explain tho aluccsMS 
in the Hplcen, liver, kidneys, &c., the disused tsuppuratine proctma of 
the aerouH membraiit-s, mcniiigcs and juiuts are unexplained. 

Ilowever inneh we may be inclined tu agree witli bjm, do poisoM^ 
matter having been deniDnetfatod, we could hardly conaidor the a^H 
son for his belief HuHicieot, viz., that tlie appearauces vary so nad^ 
while the manifeetatioiia in other specific procesaea aro the taiH 
everywhere. 

But, however tliis may be, wo certainljr have not learned wlut 
ichor is. Neither do (be rcseurctien of Vircliow, profound aa tbeyaie, 
throw any more light upon the exact nature of this supposed agest. 
Ue describes ichorrhtomiaf as " that inclination tu tho prodoctioin of 
motastatic collections of intlamnmlory, dtphlheritic, crysipelalooSi 
purulent processes which 1 have elsewhere called the purulent dis]>»- 
eition. Still, it appears to me that it is characterized leas by circmih 
scribed lobular foTmalions than by HutAn of a diffgaed character, acb 
metastatic arachnitis. mcnini^Itia or dilTuMed infiltration of Uie aoU- 
cutaneous or intermuscular cellular Iimiuc ; acute melaatalio aflsctioM 
of the Joints or of the serous loeRihruncs ; the parencbyoiatom ia- 
flammaUun of the great abdominal org&ns ; tho diphtheritic and eras* 
pal infl:«mnialiou of the int^Ktines, airpassagcs, parotidv, Jcc. Thoft 
affections hare ererywhcro a great inclination to exu-nsion."

It lias been very j^nerally 
iccejiled, w if something of the kind wcro necessary toeipliiiii cer- 
lin phenomena ; but if wo look at the question in all itn aspccta, 
knch a stipposltion seoms to bo aiiwarrantod. Wo know that the most 
■triking formative changes may be produced without the ngeoey of 
»ny Buch matter. 
Poeumonia has never been anppoiied to furnish a poison whicli could 
itaninate the reeit of the body, uiid yet we have sufficient proof 
that it ia frequently accompanied by allcclions of other parts. 

Pregnancy htut no poiKuiions inllucnce, and yet we need but the coa- 
■ct of the impregnated ovum with the inner iturface of tbe atemfl to 
triginate a ncries of structural pbyBiologicnl modificutions of many 
portions of tho body. To these, pathological changes in the kidneys 
ar« sometimes added. Tbe latter is attributed' to coDgostion, caused 
^by pressure upon the bloodveiwels, by many writers, and among tbem 
)eale, who admitn, however, that such changes may be brought about 
by disease of the blood, or tho influence of tho nerves, such as pro- 
longed excessive violent ncr\'ous exertion, particularly In clocc, hot 
rooms, with a very imperfect supply of air. With tho absence of ihiii 
sion in so many c.tscs of pragoancy where the i-e must be congoetion, 
vith its presence under the conditions enumerated by him, and with 
Its appearance in connection with so many different diseases, wa 
sold certainly not be justified in concluding that prcastire npon the 
loodvesBcIs alone, and consequent congestiuu, in tbe only cause in 
pregnancy, where so many other modifications of organs and tissues 
take place. We have, aa a lesion, the miiUipUcalion of cells, and wo 
SCO this occur under a great variety of inliuoncee, one of which ia sim- 
il« exposure to cold. This process of multiplication intorfcres with 
lio usual function of tho cells, replacing it, as it wei'e, just as ia em- 
|liryonic life, when the process of growth is so rapid there is but litxle 
secretion of any kind. 

Bcalo also stales that the same suspension of function is seen in tho 
■wcat glands, in the tubular glands of the uterus and in the testiclo, 
rhero these parts are enlarged by a great development of cell elo- 
lents. .

were legitimate consequences of the primary. To tosiBt upon the I 
view would be only to insert between processes often clearly cobh 
ed a supposititioHH agent, a mere name and nothing more. 

Bat some of the strongest proofs of tin* disposition to geoe 
Uon arc furnished by manifestations so common that their real In 
has been overlooked.

Why such 
rkei) results ebould follow Trom so elight a cause, at times when 
lach more powDrful influences are reaJsted, we cannot aay. Some- 
times the espoauro is so alight as to be hardly or not at all noticed, 
ad yet the gravest consequences follow ; while at other times the 
Mistance of the body is almost beyond belief. The seeming coutrtf- 
Miction is, however, no greater bere tluin in other cases, where Ihero 
the same want of correspondence between the iDitiol Btructural 
change and the consequences which follow it. 
Dr. J. Ilo«8* qnotvtt Dr. Ilonnett as speaking of plenrisy, pncnmonia 
nd bronchitis, after the sudden exposure of the chest to a draft o^ 
bold air, and adds that all the cases show that injluences may poig from 
n« pari qf the bodif to another without more direct anatomical conn«c- 
, than eristt between the surface of tho body and Oie internal organs. 
But if diseased action may be in this way excited, it may wbon b1> 
ready existing bo also inSuonced beneficially by (he oxt«rnal applica. 
lion of various moans, such as cold, b^at, galvaniem, &«. Cerbdnly 
no iDfttorial agent is active here. 

In the absence of this in so fnany eaaes, where nothing but ao im- 
laterial cause of disease cau be detected, it seems absolutely nsces- 
to admit the agency of the nervoas syslem. It is not neoesesry 
I cite instances of the well known influence of t^e mind upon ths 
iDcUoDs of the body, whether for good or evil. Impressions apon 
bs speoia] senses furnish many ioBtancoB of tho same kind. 
Cbsogcs in one part of the nervous system may be followed by strik- 
ing modifications of distant portions of the same, This is shown by 
the ntimoroas reflex phenomena which have become a part of claest- 
eal medicine. Dr. llrown-Sfquard has shown that section of the 
Eiatic nerve may produce such a change in distant parts of the ner> 
reus system, as to make an epileptic fit possible, on pinching the skia 
'of tlie neck, though such a stimulus would previously hareao effect of 
the kind. 
Bat as our intention has been to show the more or less estetistn 
eneraliiatifin of tlruclural clionges, and explain, if possible, tbeir con- 
lection, it is necessary to show tliat they may correspond with the 
distribution of nervous branches, or may be immediately conneotwl 
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vrltli {njary or diseaso oftha nervout c«Dtrot or partfoalv atrm. W 
thiM tlioru in ubtindant uriJuncc. Damon' states that " io tsuf 
cases herpes labialis is sympathetic to its origin. Tbo same may be 
eaid of zoster. Cold gives rise to both of these varieties of herpes; 
flo also do afTections of the internal orf^ans." After qnoting sennl 
authors, he adds if "From a careful stud; of these nritare. togvtlwr 
with our own observations of iiumerous cases, wo fe&l assured tlitt 
herpes zoster, plilyotcnoldes, labialis and prvpulialin, aro only local 
TarictiuE of a vesicular emptiun, which is lUstribatcd upon the CrMfit 
dud terminal JUamenU of the dx^crenl cutaneous nertx»," 

Dr. R. T. Kdoa} slates that " herpes is a disoase which is qnitsfco- 
erally considered to bo a neurosis, especially wlieo Qccorriog io tfcc 
form of xoster. 

"Its frequent connection witli neuralgia, its followiu^ the conns 
And distribution of nervo triinlcs, and its usual (tliough not invariable) 
unilaterul occurrence, are t)ie symptomH which give to it this cliano- 
t«r. Zoster, like a mtittitiide of other diiteaiies, is said to b« eausad 
by sudden ctnotion, ospoeiiitly an^r. Charcat§ reports two cases >( 
horpcs, one in the ootiree of a sciatic neuralgia, tbe otlier accompaoy- 
iog a traumatic neuralgia, which followed a gniisbot wonnd. Br«wB- 
Sriquardjl qIko reports a case vrhero herpes occurred after ciolrinltno 
of a gun-sbot wound, in a placo deprived of sensibility. 

Dr. b'dcs^ again snys tJint "/mibns^nH'riVwn, as a conaequeit 
irriUUion, are, however, if the explanations heretofore adopted ia 
essay arc corrcoti much more varied titan Iftoss follomng parait/gU." 
cites cases of nnilaterni atrophy of the face, probably caused by lesiooi 
of nerves, and shows how tho opposite condition, hypertrophy, nsy 
accompany or succeed disease of the sympathetic** in exophthalink 
goitre. Uo also quotes cases cited by Paget, ft In the first, after in. 
jnry to tho median and other aerves, with adhesion to adjacent tiMsM 
and indnration of both it and them, the patient had constant pais, 
impniniiont of toncli, contraction of fiiigcrA and constantly repeatsd 
ulcerations at the back of the hand. In the second case, a man was 
at Guy's Hospital, whose median nerve wns compressed by excesttn 
formation of bone aflcr a fracture. Ulcerations on tliamb. fore and 
middle fingers coald bo cured only by so binding the wrist that, tbfl 
parts oD the palmar aspect l>eiiig rolaxod. theprassore on the Mrrc 
was removed. So long as this wab done, the tilccrs became and n-

Many other caatra of a similar cfiaractcr arc rccoixlcd, but wo have 

ciled a Kiilltcierit number to show that impressions made upon the 

nerToiiM eyetcm may be followed by structnral changes in the tissues 

supplied by tbo ncrvos involred. 

Admitting this, it MQins reasonable to suppose that dUeaae of eonui 

\ internal part may, in the same way, produce such an impreAsion upon 
tbe sympathetic or cerebro-epinal system that distant parts may re- 
spond. It is only an impnamon, a Jorcf, wc need; whctlicr grief, 
cold, beat or inflaiumation, ia of no consequence. The exciting causes 
maybe either external or internal, and almost inCnllc in number, al- 
tJiough tlie anatomicul changCH with which nature expresses hcrg«lf 
In wliat we cull disease may be limited. If a chill may caiiKC sore 
thront or pncnmonjn, they in turn oiny give rise to chills. In otber 
words, external cold may cause a metamorphosis of tissue, andasimi' 
lar metamorphosis commencing within may ezeito correlativcly the 
phenomeim of heat, cold. Ac. 

Wo must, therefore, remember that morbiGc causes, when judged 
by their efTccts, may bo analogous but not idenlica!. 

While recognizing fully the ilifllculty and intricacy of the problem 
before ns, we seem justified in believing in tha existence of such n 
unity or solidarity in the body aa to render possible the generaliza- 
tion of diseases which have been regarded as essentially local, the 
liability to this varying as much as in impressions produced by exter- 
nal causes. 
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MBLANO-SARCOMA OF CHOROID, SIMULATING GLAUCOMA- 

IRIDECTOMY. SCBSEQITENT EXCCLEaTION. 

DEATH, EIGHTEEN MOKTIIS LATER, CAUSED BY 

METASTASIS TO UVUi. 
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Ifr. B., aged 48, consulted Dr. Derby June 4th, 18fl9. The preriow 
Jwiaary hJA attention had been called to hi» riglit eye by failure of 
Bight, aod by a " drawing feeling " in it. Sis wcelu later, rcdneeiva* 
pcrc4tptible, and pain occurred, at &ntt irregularly, but aflemid* 
bocamv continuous. For the pa«t four weeks he had laado rognltf 
instillationit oT a solution of atropine, and aw^ Hhftded glasses. 

On examination of the right eye titers wa« fonod much ciliary 
redness, nbcionnal dilatation of tlta pupil, decidedly iacreaM^d tensiaB 
of globe {+ Ti) and only quantitative perception of light. Whetlior 
owing to 0|>acity of the media, or not, bo reflex from the fiindus could 
be obtAinvd. 

The left eye woa normal in every respect. A glaucotnatoos slEictua 
of the right eye boing apparently indicated by tfae symplonu ptesenl, 
the operation of iriilcctomy was adrieed, and. on the 9th, performed. 
The intraocular proH^ure was found unexpectedly great ; the wound 
gaping, after tlie removal of tbe iris, and a transparent mmaat, looking 
like the edge of the lens, making its appearance between Its Ups. A 
Ugbt comprCBsive bandage was applied. On the 12th, patient reported 
little or no pain since operatiou. A et3phylomat4)ua contlitiuii of the 
parts about tlie edge of tfae wound was noticed. The 16tb found the 
wound still open, and a bloody discharge issuing from It ; there was 
much blood In the anterior chamber, and iha lens was rapidly bccoirih'g 
opaque. There being now no doubt of the existence of an intnuxruldr 
tumor, enucleation of the globe was advised, and, on the ITth.^ier- 
formed. 





On making & Eoction of the (jlobe, Uiere waa found, over the optic 
oatranco and coTorod by the ratina and clioroid, a small tumor Um 
BJne of a bullet. The oibit wax explored and fotiiid free. 

This tumor was sent for examination to the labe Dr. F. C. Ropes, 
who made the following report: 
" I bare examiiietl tUo tumor at some length, and cannot make 
iTthJngbut m<-]ani<tic cancer out of it. It bears all tlM> groM ap. 
Luoes of maiignant di«vase, and appears to consist of a modcratelj 
mass, attached to the place of entrance of the Derro ; and, pro- 
log from this, of a soft, rounditih mase, both of a black color. 
" Anteriorly, where the lena §hould be, I found somctliing looking 
like (lit. Under tb^ microscope I found some CApJIIary veasole, & lot 
of what seemed to be altered blood corpuscle*, and any quantity of 
rory minute globuica of fat. The dark mass (ojtamiDod at severai 
points) consisted of all sorts of cells, roaud, caudat«, irrogidar, &a., 
some containing many largo nuclei. But it was very difficult to 
examine tlio tiling, because the culls, -when separate, were citremely 
trans portiiit, and, when together, formed an impenetrable mass. Be- 
sides, everything was haded with the email globules of bt referred to 
above, greatly obscuring view. The choroid teemed free over the 
,tumor, and I ebould judge that tbe disease sprang from the nerve, 
Jally as in many place* I found what i^ipeared to be nerve cor- 
puscles . 

" 1 must confess that I foci some uncertainty about (ho specimen, 
ibut am disposed to think that it is malignant, and will retnm." 
Mr. B. consulted Dr. Derby again July 9Ui, when he appeared to 
in perfect health. 

As will appear flxira the following letter, written by Dr. Kimball, 
of Readbg. the patient died Dec. 19th, 1810. 

" It appears that tic was in fair health up to ahont tnx weeks before 

'm death, at which time tic wax uttiurkcd with wlint was supposed to 

c acntc hepatitis and splenitis, but for some time pr(,-viouB his wife 

bad noticed that ho was not in his usual good spirits, and frequently 

asked him if he felt ill. 

On Sunday, the IflUi inrt. (Dee., 1870), at I, P.M., I was called in 
^^ haste to see Mr. li., and. upon arriving, 1 found him very much pro»- 
^■trated, skin cool and of a deep yellow color, face anxious and pinched, 
^^ great dyspmua, pnlmt l>i) very feeble, very resllofts, with muttering 

idelii'iiim, in whirh condition I was informed he had been for about au 
hour." 
{Dr. Kimball, it is proper to say hero, had not been lu's regular medt' 
cat attendant, and was only called in at tliis juncture. ) 
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" Upon cxsimi nation, liis abdomen appeared rery full and quii. hi-A ; 
there was <luln<-i^ un iK>ccuB»ion from the fifth rib to liio umbiliM^ :^ 
tli« right side, tvhivli i<-xtGudcd balf acrons Uic Iffl epigastric nfiao. 
Be seemed to nllr under atiniul&uta for a fw miontcs, but gndaiilj 
fttilcd, and diod at U, P.M. 

From tbe ^^ptoiuM and liiMor; of tii« can, I gave it as my opbiH 
titat the disease was cancer of the liv«r. 

Autopsy 12 hours after death. Bwly of subject of good aue, lad 
well built, SorGue very yellow. Tpon opcDing lh« ub<Iumina] car- 
ity, tlio \iv0t first claimed our attention by iu enornioun ei2o and oa- 
nsaal appearance. It extended from ai>oat the aixth rib to the ■■> 
bilious, and from the rif^t eido to near the \e{L, Wu fooni) that B 
weighed eleven pounds. It n'os quite solid to the t^acb ; the I(A 
lobo and about half the rij^t were of a deep yellow color, excef'^ *^ 
it was covered with black spots. 

The spleen was quite normal, also Ibc pancreas. Tho mcaentvrie 
glnndM wore somewhat enlarged, and tho adipose tissues— In nodule*— 
very yellow. 

The ascending colon exhibited spots looking IQce eocliymoses; titt 
walls under these spots wero voiy much thinner tliau clscwbvm 
The transTcrsc and descending colun were less tlian a sixth ihor 
natural capacity, and their walls thickened. Tbe other risccra in thii 
cavity appeared healthy. Finding enough dtsease hero to account iat 
d(>atli, wo exploivd no furtlier." 

To Dr. Kimball \a dnc the proM-ntntion of the entire lirer in a frmk 
rtate. It wojs shown to the S<.»ciety by Dr. <J. B. S. Jackson, and 
demonstrated microscopically by Dr. J. C. Warren, whose report fot 
lows. 

The liver was very much increased in rolame. The whole of the 
tbsue of the left lobe and a portion of the right was apparently re- 
placed by yellowish wbite nodulated masses of aomcrwhat vaiytng 
tint, which wore raised at some points several lines above the sor&oe 
of tho organ. This mass waa dotted over with a few melanotje nod- 
nles, raiying in size from a nut to a pea. In the tower part of tfe 
right lobe there existed a large melanotic mass, nearly the siso of iv<> 
fists. A faw other smaller nodules were scattered about in the afpa 
portion. The small amount of healthy tissno left was situated diiofly 
iu this lobe. In tbe upper part of this lobe, in the midst of nppareat^ 
healthy tissue, there were found tiright orange-colored mmascs of ray- 
ing shape and size, with sharply.cut sonlloped edges, which were 
more clearly brought out by a delicate rvd border about a line in Ikidi- 
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BMn. Tills ialliT tK!lang«<t to tho adjoiaiDg liver tiasnc. In Uic nmgh* 
borhood vrcro soon numerous small extravasaiioitM. 

Th« masses were friable and could easily be neparated froui the 
neigfaborin}; parts, loavio^ « clear, BinODtli, cup^hapod soifaco behind 
tbcm. The mai>»ie<i varied in xini^ fnim a [>!ii Iimd to an inch or two 
in diamotcr. Th<! cut ourraccn iif the organ, exposed hy a five iiictHton, 
oving to tlift variety of patliologival changes, pKseitted a variegated 
and KtrikingBppcarnnve. 

Tl»r portal vessels of small, medium, and tn some cuttM ot laigo sise, 
were filled with fresh clota. The hepatic ve)«.>*Pl«, on the other hand, 
were empty. Careful and repeated exuiniiiatlon of the«e clots in the 
tnsh state showed theta to contain [ligmt-nt masses and cells ; as a sob- 
.sequent examination, howcrer, of one ur two hanlviicd clots in section 
did not ahow the preafiiice of thuMc cells, it is possible that their 
prcscncv wan due u> want of sufficient caro in preventing a contact 
of the clots with free celts from the neighboring^ parts. The clone ap- 
position of larpc masses of pigment cells with the walls of th« vc*- 
■ela at some points, taken in cottnectiuii with tlic above ohitervation, 
•uggeittwl the idea of a perforation of the wall of a reMxel at sonic 
'point, ihungh tliirt ouuhl nowhere- he d(.>t<!ct('il. 

Ill BCOtioiis takr-n from the more healthy tinine swtnc ilistiincc ro- 
Riovod from the morbid deposits, where the relation between e«pilla- 
rics and liver cells was still normal, a number of cells were seen, 
rcHemhling abnormally large white blood curpuaclea, having a smalt 
iiii;:)eus and delicate granular protoplasm. Ulhera uf aauie structure, 
larger and containing frequently two nnclci, wei* aluo found; 
latter were generally oval or egg-shaped. No pigment woa found 

liny of these cellw. 

Tlic cell* from the metiWtntJc depoKitx examined ftwli were mostly 

of large size, and spindle or Hnrtk-Hhttpod, contnining a targe, clear, 

nucleus with well-marked nucleolus. The melanotic cells COD- 

lined a coarse granular pigment, which entirely GUed the body of 

c cell. No Urge pigment masses wore found in the cells i-eaem- 
iling thoite deHoribed by Knapp tts altered red blood corpimcles. The 
npigmentrd cell*' were crowded with fat ^rr'niules of varying sixe, 
and the cell^> of both kinds bruku upon the Hlight<:»l violence, xo that 
the nuclei were lying frco in the iield, and it wan ttomewhat diOicult 
indeed to obtain a perfect specimen of a cell.

appearances seemed, therefore, to be due to a sort of necroais or 
ifl^ down of the liver tissue, owing to an arrest of the circulation i 
thMe parta, and their shape was caused by lite anatotuical 
ntent of tiie vessels. 

Tho bright orange color was probably caused by the presence o* 
biliary coloring matter. A change aimilar to tliin was wen in the 
midst of tho metaslatio deposit of the left lobe. 

A number of dilated capillary gall ducts were found at diScmit 
points, generally several in a cluster, containing casts of light grmi 
homogeneous matter. 

Sections taken l>om the meliuiDtic rnavn after hanleniii^ in cbr 
acid and alcohol showed it to bo mude tip of cells of vmrying ' 
size and nrxangeracnt. Their diitpa«ition in ctajsters, tho presence 
more than ono nucleus, and tho varying siie, indicated an active < 
proliferation. This could bo best sttidicd at the border, for theliM 
of demarcation was not as abrupt as appeared to the naked eye, 
die morbid growth invaded tltn iteigliburing liver tissue for some i 
tance around. The oarlici^t clianges that could be dett^ctrd at i 
points were an accumulation of cells of new formati'^n in tlie qtail 
between the liver cella, i. e. tho spaces occupied En tliv normal liver I 
the capiLUry bloodvessels and jymphatice. At tbs most pcriphc 
points, theM cells weru present in uumbets mfficieat nearly to CIl I 
spaces ; a few of llicni only contained pigment granules. Tbey reMS- 
bled mostly thoso found in the capillaries, and described nbore. Tke 
nearer the mass is approached, the more Dnmrrous do these ocUl 
become. The spaces are consequently dilated and thi' liver cells cor> 
respoudingty compressed. (Sec wood-cut. ) The bands of liver eelU 
become narrower as the new cells increase iu number until their tiatt 
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ture ID no longer to bo rccof^izcd, and wo find in their place a net 
work of fibrefl, in the meshes of which lie the proliferating cells. 
These latter hare here increased in size and number, and many contain 
['plg:incnt griinuleit. In t)i« centre of tltc mam thin Hhm networic b lost 
I itight of. and tlio colts appear to haro no dcfiniln order, riii; man waa 
»;amcd at points n-itb dense bundles of parallel tlbres, between which 
were packed rows of Iarg:e, fully developed pigment c<H1b. These cica- 
tricial bands radiated at ItnieK tVom a centra) point, and presented an 
appearance iiomi'what xiniilar, but not »a wdl marked, aa that de- 
Korilir-d by Virchow as distinguishing this form of aarcoma from mo- 
tanotiu cancer. — (GescbwUlte. vol. 2, p. 2S6.)

" For a few weeks Ifae mother was able to une bulk cfafldKa i^ 
bendiui; the bodies so as to reach each breast. Ib a liMft tine ifte 
was anablc to do this, oii account of the growth of the chadrea, aad 
coDttnned to DnrM th« wnallcr child, focdin^ tbc Urgpr one from tte 
bottle. All the ectisitirc fanctkma w«re eotin^f distinct ; ose thU 
would be asleep and the other awake and- jil»ywg. While one wm 
raaktnp: efforts to cracuate the bladder or rectom. the other was entim- 
ly <itiict. Irritation of the skin of oae was tuiBotked b7 ibe olhtf. 
Scratching the ^kia of tlic fuwd 1«^ wa« Mt only by the one ocarett 
the part. Tlw growth and notritioii of both children was aboat at 
usual." 

Dr. Wm. Ooodell. of Philadelphia, in the Medical Timee for JoM 
IKtli, ISiI, p. 333, has given other particulars which uow posaew ad- 
ditional interest. He sajs: — 

"Thi« monstrosity consists of two iinIividuaU, fuMSi together, <m a 
common longitadmal or vertebral axis, by one pelvis common to both, 
tach pole of tlic common vcrlebnU colamti terminates in • beW, 
whilst each indiTidual in normally developed as far as the pdrl*. 
On one side of tbis appear two perfectly-fonned legs, one of which 
belongs excluKtvely to Htna, the other to Minnic—a fact proved by 
tickling each foot alternately. Between those limbs arc situated ooa 
anus and one set of the external gcoitid organs of a female. On the 
opposite side of tlie pclriH projects a rodimcntnry limb, made up of 
lateral halves, contributed equally by each individual. It coDlaina a 
broad fcmnr deeply fnrrowcd in the median line, two tibias and two 
fibulae, and ends in n foot fiimished with two calcanes, two big tact, 
nod six little ones. This fused or siren IJuih is so twisted on ita atti 
tliat it« heelii look upward — while fite children are lying on tbcir 
backs—conveying tlie impression that tlie half of thix limb nc*r«r to 
tJiG one child belongs to the other child. The rascular and nmroas 
systems of each individnnl arc independent and distinct. Thus, the 
pulse in one beats faster than that of the other ; one^as you obcen* 
— is now adeep and motionleas, while the otlier is awake and pli|y 
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^olly tostting about its arms and Ic|?. One of these children is weak 
id pony, the other healthy and active. A few wcekH ago, a chiui^ 
' milli at ColuQibaa, Ohio, disagreed wilh Mltiiiie, who bi^aino quite 
lEck with a diarrhoPB, while Minn, boiiijf mom robust, remained as 
M usual, h was now noticed that grvon and liquid stools alter- 
ed with those of a feculent character. Urdinarily, the act of de- 
fecation in the one child eoems to excite peristaltic movcmeiita in the 
bowela of the other, aa shown by two copious evacuations in quick 
ftuueeHfion. Thctte fitcljt lead ine to ibink tliat each individual is pro- 
vidi'J with it» own alitnontiiry canal, which uniti-s with itif fellow to 
form one common rectum. They also hare probably but one bladder 
between them. Thus, separated by brain and intelligence, and di»- 
liiict individuals as regards the more vital organs, they yet share in 
^common the more degraded apparatuses of animal life." 

Dr. G. J. Fisher, of Sing Sing, N. T.. in thu same Journal fur July 
1871, page 370, published an article upon tho same subject, the 
hter part of which wo reprint, 

"In my systematic essay upon Diplu teratology, which for want 
of Iciduro still remains unfinished (two hundred pages of text and 
thirty-three lithographio plates, containing ouo hundred and twenty- 
faix ligurcs, is all that him thun far bec-n published), I havo dcM:rit)cd 
axtecu cases which belong to the sutne generic group as the Ohio 
■■case — viz., Incliiopa^B. The group is divided into the complete or 
Ftym metrical, and the incomplete or n cm-symmetrical forms. The 
Bymnu-trical ischiopagns is characterised by the union of two entire 
etuses in siieh a manner that their pelves form a common ring or 
sin, the right pttbic boiM! of one individual furniing a junction with 
he left of the other, and cice vermi on the Dpjxiidti: sido. The com* 
son axis of the symphyses pubis is at riglit angles to the commoD vcr- 
f-t«bral axis. The heads are eituatcd at the distal extremities of the 
' longttuilinal axis of the compound body; tlio abdomens sro fused ; 
single umbiliemt and funis; one bladder; two Tectums; two sets of 

» genitals; four pectoral and four pelvic eitreinilius ; vital organs nor- 
mal and independent.

This locoi 
1 have <l<'«igTiHtcd Imchtopagu* dipus, aud I have dvscrit>ed two cawi 
of it— viz. 39 and 40. 

"There is still another form, in which but one individual i* fully 
developed, to the pelvis of which either a pair of legs, or a singia 
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fused hg, with double (fenitals, are attschcd. Tbis fonn is donomv- 
Fiuted Igchiopayua dipygua, of which 1 have giren Iffo cases — one 
ihiman (Case 11 ), and one animal (Cusc 42).

incrvavcd action of the dinphmgrn seemed to panially rcnqdc-jlatt (he 
dead child, no on to oocaitioii fi.-uble respiration suiil action ol the huart, 
with opening of the eyes nnd giuping for breath. This lasted for a 
few minutes, and ceased at the death of the targe child." 

About twenty-four boura after death a ca«t was taken, and tbo budr 
was injected witli a preservatirc solution by Drs. ¥. S. AiDSWOrth and 
C. B. Porter. 

AutopFij, thirty-eight bount after d^nth. — I)r. AiiiKWoHlt made accu- 
rate moasurcniontfl of every part, but, being obliged to learc, the ex- 
aminatioQ was conducted by Dr. C. Ellis, with the nssisUnco of Dn, 
C. B. Porter. U. 11. A. Beach, and B. II. Fitr. There wm l^pa 
varus of the right fuot. The length of the bodies, from vertex t« 
vortex, was twenty-nine inches. The fused leg measured, from tro- 
chanter to oialleolti^, eight and one-half inches; around the thifth, 
eight and one-half inches. The leg corresponding with tlic smalkit 
child, was smaller than the other. 

No proper umbUiciui was seen, bnt, in the position of this, was a 
kind of Kiiperllcial cicatrix an inch or more in diameter. This ap- 
pearance vroA connected with un attack of erysipelatous inflammation 
of the part soon afterbirth, Mlowed by sloughing. Both aorfas wen 
found in the usual position, luid the preservative fluid pasjicd veff 
readily from tlie aorta of the largest child into aB th« vcseols of tb* 
smaller. 

Tlio round ligament was in its usual position in each liver, bat the 
TOBsels soon sub-divided, and could not be traced as far aslhenn- 
bilical region, or, if so, the branches were exceedingly smaB, and q>t«*d 
out in a fan-shaped expansion of peritoneum. The tunfft were mere 
Rnb-divided than usual, and on the free edges wvtu seTcrul auricular ap- 
pendages. The thoracic or^tm were, in otlicr respects, normal. Tb« 
liivrs presented a number of supplenietitary lobules and fissores, bnl 
were of the usual size. The sphvna occupied their nonnal po«ltioM 
in each child, and were, in every respect, normal.

TTie rmall inle«line* were fused ot a point twenty-five Jnchca above 
the ileo-c<Bcal valve, that of the Bmatler child bcin^ conitiderabty 
constricted for a efaoi't distance from the junction. The commence- 
ment (if the fused portion formed a conical eac, with the base and sides 
an inch and a half in lenf^h. The tioo metenUriea of the individual 
amall intestines continued neparatcly over the ComnoOQ portion. The 
intestine of thi! larger child meimured, from the pylorus to the com- 
mon portion, thirteen feet throe irichcM ; that of the smaller child, 
seven feet ten inches. There was one Irtr'/e inleniine twenty-five inches 
long, apparently the result of the fusion iif two, a» there were two ap- 
pendicea cuici and four longitudinal bands, each pair terminating in 
the appeiulicea. Each rermiform appendix had a distinct peritoneal fold. 

The kidneifs, larger tlian thone usually seen in a nine months child, 
lay upon the side of the oommoa apino, correaponding with the perfect 
lower extiemiiies. This arrangement gave a left kidney to iJie larger 
child, and a right to the smaller, which wiia altto shown by the exami- 
nation of the orgaoa themselves. 

Upon the same side was a well-formed ftlnrtiUr, four inchex in length 
and two in breadth; from the fundus of this a urachus extended np- 
wards towards Iho umbilicus. "Hi ■ lnji«»/is!ric aileriet were in thei"" 
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usual position. Bebiad this was a utena, an iacb lon^ and half u 
inch bro«l at the fundus, with perfeolly uormal appnndagcs. P*lk- 
tubvi) two incltM long. Left ovary one iitch ; right, thrvo-fooith* 
^Of BD JDch in loDgth. 

Lying beneath the intAstine, and attached to the posterior waUof 
th« abdomen, was a eoinowhat amiealcyat (Fig. 1, a),* with quite an 
irtegnlar outline, owinfc to the sacculation of Tarious part*. Tbe 
broaiJuHt portion, luwunlH the fused Utnbs, lillcd the 8|Mu:e botwoes the 
cartilages of ibe ribs, while the opposite aide was only two-thirds as 
large. It weighed, wilhitsconleDla.Slba. 6 o%. avoir., and contavked 
about two pintii of opaque liquid, in which were floating »oli, white 
masses, or docoali, eomposed of i-pitlMiliDn). On raining the fre* por- 
tion towards the fiMcd limbs, tfacru wen; seen two wril-dcvcloped ova- 
ries, Ibree-fonrths of an iacb in length, attached to wall of the sac b; 
ovarian ligaments; also two Fnllopian tubes.

A carel^il dJHHeclion of the cjst from the tissues which bound it to 
the posterior wall, ehoirod a second cyst (Fig. 2, o, and Fig, S, b) lying 
in and projecting from a small cavity formed bj bones which resem- 
bled the ossa innomiiiata of the futted limb. Thru wom connected with 
the large sac by a firm, white coni, from two-tliirdu uf au inch lo an 
inch in length and lialf a line in diameter. This grsdualljr tapereil to-

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varda the nppor exlremlly. Tn the Inwcr pnrlion tb«rc ttill n^mainpd 
ft iiiirrow cannl, a« wiw jiliown liy the r»c«pf of n dmp of clear tluid 
»ncr incision. The small sac was carcfullj disMCted from the pelria, 
with what appeared to be a maea of fat ; but after removing the latter 
» third cyri was found {Fig. 3, a), tbe conlentfl of which coutd be 
forced into tbe second through a very narrow caiia]. Tht- iifiponnuHt 
of iboMO cjsta wafi, porliupit, half au inch in length, the lower sonw- 
what larger. 

Attached to, or rather imbedded in, the poet^rrior wall of tbe largest 
cyst first degcribed, near tbe crest of tbe osea innomioala of the fUsed 
limb, were two xomewhut ovnl, reddiatt bodies, the largest seven-eighth* 
of an Inch in length, the itinullent five-«ig^itli«. 

This series of sacs and the xmnll, firm, rediliah nndules resemhled 
nnlbing in the fully developed body, bnt probiibly represented certain 
organs, the development of which was arrested or in some w»y per- 
verted. If we rerert to the woU-deTelopcd organs about which there 
can be no doubt, we find two complete sets of thoracic organs, two 
]iverH,twospIeenn,two stomachs, two small intestines fused below, and 
one large intestine presenting some features belonging to two ; also 
one complete sot of pelvic organs, and on the eppoMte mide two ova- 
ries and two FallopiaQ tubes. To gomi>lete the double aeriitt, we need 
two kidneys, a bladder and a ulcrut*. A thorough exitminalion of 
these doubtful formatioas, by Dr. R. U. FitB, gave tbe following n- 
eulto :—

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" On mieroMOpto examination, the two reddinh bodies were found 
to contain straight and ounvuluted tubules, with Malpighian bodies. 
No duct could be found connecting thwtc bodies with the entity of the 
cyst. The inner surface of the far7r*0';w«s mostly gnionth and serons 
In appearance, with ranny reticulated fibres visible beneath the Hurfaoe. 
Some porUons of this were covered with an opaque, white, wrinkli>d, 
r.dnOftiiacreoua-loofcing coat. This naa easily detached, friable, and 
"Wtiitmooth surface when raised. Thiacflnsiatcd ef epithcliuiu, varying 
in charactor between the tesselated and moderately cylindrical forms.

Th<! eurritco aruund it had a peculiar reticulated appearance uvet »M 
urea two iocbee equsrc. This va« dnc to the presence of a niuaba 
of poucites, with free ciicular opening fruni Iwu la four line* in dia- 
meter. On pUKsiiig n probe into these the i>aneteK were found to extend 
laterally in the walls of the eae for n conaidcrsUe distance, tn ae-Trn) 
instances at least half an inch. lu the immcdiato ueighl>orhood of tlw 
open poaches were found throe or four roond yellow patches, ratho' 
smaller than the head of apin. I'li^saure being applied, a yellov aeai- 
sulid subHluiicG wait nel IVee. which was made up of numeruu* niKfei 
of the bIi»! of white blood corpuflclefl, and large celU often uf tbe mt 
of mucoua corpusck-c The largest of tliese, tliongli still contaiBtag 
an apparently normal nucleiiM, were quite hoinogenvons aDd tnaal^ 
cent. The nuclei were faintly granular. These wore coatained in 
pouches, sraalier, but otherwioe similar to those prefiotjaly niemJoned. 
The wall of the large sac contained spindle-shaped muscular eleiaenU 

This litrgc nac was probably the bladder, judging from the cbaraciet 
of the cpitheliuni.andthe presence of nniacularelemetita. The poBches 
corresponding in position with the rnc-mosc glands at tfao neck of tb« 
bladder, were apparently duo to retsinM »rcretion." 

The correctness of the conclusion arrived at by Dr. Fita. Is sliovD 
by the following cheniical examination of tho conteDta of the cyat, bjr 
Dr. B. S. liVood. Ife Kays : " The clear fioid was of a light straw color- 
S. Q. l.OH. Iteariion acid to tettt paper. S^'tnenl very abnnilaal. 
denee. white in color, and consisting of epithelium. AtbHmm was 
present in considerablo amount, the coagulum formed by heat occupy- 
ing about one-cigbth of the bulk of tho liquid tented. Chloridtt a>d 
PhoKphatf* were jii'oaent in about tho Bamo proporUons as in normal 
nrioc. Sulphalea were present in lees proportion than in normal urine. 
Concentrated Sntphuric and Hydrochloric acids prodnced Iheaamecol- 
ora as when rc-actiiig upon the same amount of urine in which Uro- 
phaein and Uroxitnthin are alightly dimintnhed. Well defined crystal* 
of Urie Acid were obtained after ooiicontruting the Quid and applying 
tho appropriate testa. These cr^'stftU rrspondcd to the murexide tmt. 
Prom another portion of the coQcoutr:iti^d dnid were obtained crystal* 
of Nilralv of Urea, after tho addition of Nitric Acid. Thus all the 
constitui^nts of normal urine were present, as well as epithelium in 
abnormal amount, and albumen." 
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In rvpird to tbc two otiicr cjst9. Dr. fitz makes tbo following 
KtMomcnts. 

" Tlic smaller one contained a clear watery fluidt ltd Inner sariaoe 
was covered with a delicate tesselated epliltlielinin. The otticr con- 
tained a white opntjao iicmi-xoliil miitnrUI, made up of fnt rpitbclium. 
The vrall of lliis wn« fgmied of tniUHkia.wlik'li buro numerous delicate 
haira half an iiicli or more in Icngtb. By tho exercise of considerable 
pressure tlio sebaceous material could bo forced into the smaller cyet 
through a narrow canal lying between the two." He coacludes, there- 
fore, " that the gmaller 8ac is probably the utorua couverted into a 
serous cyHt by the retention of its Kvcretion ; th« Hcbnceous c>st is 
probably the vagina, which, gcncticallj, i» nothing more than inverted 
•kin." 

The result of Dr. Wood's chemical examination is as follows. " The 
_ II sac contained about 3sB. of a clear and coloiless Buid, which 
trae slightly acid. Spontaoeoua evaporation of a portion, left, aa the 
only residue, a number of cryalala of Chloride of Sodium. No other 
substance could be delected by ro-agenta." 

Taking into consideration all the above data, we are justified In esy- 
ing that there exixlcd repreventativea of the niltutlng organit, either 
nndorelopcd or in some way modified. 

The spines were curved as they approached each other, and fused at 
the 6rst sacral vertebra which waabroad and curved. The limb fonaed 
by the fnsiun of two, was attached to the body by muscles only, 

Lar(;e nerves extended from both spinal culurunii into the rudimen- 
tary pelvis and to other parta. Pig. 2, b and c.

And in no part of the boJjr can the 
initial devclupmont of a nevr growth bo studied to greater advantafa 
than in the eye. the sliglilest interruption in (iut proper p«rformaiK« 
of the functiona of that importAnt organ being ao readily do tod. A 
dUoiKO thnt in itmilhi^r )>urtiun of the frame might long lie domail^^f 
williont vxdting ii utiirpiciiin of itj« prewticv, is here at onco forced fl^^l 
th« attcotioa. A slight progrosa, which iiupcctioa or paljmtion tnt^bt 
in other regions fail to diecorer, bccomoa in the eye patent Ui the oh- 
serrer and may be demonstrated to lUe patient. UuniaJt life may be 
prolonged, perhapit Kav<-d, by tlio prompt |>crforcaanoe of the opera- 
tion of enucleation, if done while the optic nerve ix j'et in a healthy 
state and the cavity of the orbit oninvaded. It ia naturally diatreittiag 
to the BorgooD to be compelled to advise the removal of an eye exter- 
nally normal, seeing distant objects well, and reading, it may be, the 
fiaest print. Btit the certainty be haa acquired of tbe presence of a 
diMCitNe malignant in ilA nature, and liable, if neglected, tu affect dia> 
tant portioiiK of tiic body and to pmvv ultimately fatiil, allowtt him iw 
alternative, and he cannot but feci a just pride in tliu progreas of ft 
science that has placed in his hands the means of arriving at such a 
result. 
These remarks are suggested by tlw following ease : —

the right eye, he noticed that the lower portion of all objects Keemcd 
' to be obitcuTcd by a veil or iibadow. lie bad carefully studied thia 
, pbcnomonon stace first discovcnng^ it, and bad consulted several oph- 
thalmic surgeons j was still, however, in doubt as to whether the 
difficulty were progressing or bad come to a standstill. Butbein- 
\ elinod strongly to the latter opinion. 

The appearance of the eyes vraa norma]. The visioa of the right 

was excellent (3;t) )t"d its interior healtliy. The left eye read the 

same size of type in the luune diatance. A rongh examination sliowcd 

I «D important limitation of the lower portion of tbe visual field. On 

I eolargiog the pupil, the ophthalmoscope at once discovered a well* 

marked rounded tumor, tctarting from, but apparently not inTolviog, 

tbe upper edge of tbe optic nerve, and extending forwards towards 

l^w ora serrata, which, however, it did not reach, as healthy fundus 

rwas visible all around it. It projected well forward into tbe vitreous, 

and was mostly covered by the retina, the vessels of which were 

made out with perfect dietinctneas on its surface. A partial detach 

mcnt had occurred at its base. 

That the tumor was sarcomatous was of conme highly probable 
The eye had suflbrod no injury likcty to cause a serous or litumorrhagic 
retinal separation. A cysticercus presents different symptoms, and is 
seldom met with in the eye in this country. Tbe ago of the patient 
rendered a glioma improbable. Nothing in the history of the case 
pointed to a choroidal separation. Clearly, therefore, in enucleatfon 
lay the patient's only safety, and yet I waa exceedingly loth to adviae 
its instant performance, the vision of thi« eye being, except for the 
limitation of the field, as good as that of the other, and the patient 
himself thinking it very doubtful whether the thing were progiessing. 
A brief delay was therefore agreed upon, warning being given that 
the slightest increase in the size of the tnmor would render enuclea- 
tion imperative. 

I made a prolonged ophthalmoscopic examination, impressing the 
appearance of the tnmor on my raomoiy as Grmly as possible, and 
then drew an exact plan of the field of vision by the aid of the perime* 
ter, an invention of Prof. Fiirator, of Urcslau, and the most «uti»fui> 
tory inittrunieiit for thiit purpose that ne possess.

A n-«t for the patient's chin it 
provided in front nf the iDAlnimcDl, and twelve inchvs from a little 
ivory itphfre, which nervM wt a point of iixatioa. Tb« place ob tkf 
graduated arc whvro the moving object passes the limita nf the field 
ol vision, and Ihc angle at which the arc is Ml. being read off, Ibe 
obt«e^^'alioQ is transferred to its proper place on a printed chart, wbicfc 
is nxed in connection with tJic instrument. A M>ries of such ofaserva.

Thcejcball handed me by Or, Derby soon after ita enucleation 
waa at onco placed in a 2 per coot, solution of chromic acid, the cor- 
nea havinff firat been removed. Allowed to remain in tbiR solution 
till it had become thoronffhlj hardened, it was then removed to a ftO 
per cent, nolutlnn of alcohol, in which it wok pRrrannr-ntly prcierred. 
A transvcrec aection was made thrvug'h tlic globt* and optic ncrro 
I in such a manner as to permit the relation of tbe ncrre to the tumor 
' to be made out. A» can be seen from the accompanyinf^ drawing, the 
, tumor occupied nearly one fourth of the cavily of the globe, pxtcnd- 
[ jng forwards to within a short flistance of tbe ora serrata, backwards 
' nearly to the optic papilla. 
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Tbe tumor is of an irregnUtly globnlar shape, made up, aa it were, 
bj the cooilueDCe of two rounded iMxiiilea. Tbe uppennost portiea, 
u aeen in the drawing, representa the plane swf«e« pn>doc«d bj 
the razor in m&kiog the aection of the gIob« and its contents ; tbe 
greatest thiclcttCM of the segment of the tnmor cat awajr was t«9 
linw. It can also be ecen that the retina is eootinaoas over tbt 
gnater portion «f tbo tnmor ; a partial detachment bad oc«an«d, 
however, represented in tbe figure. Tbe sp«ce between the coaU tt 
the eye and the tnmor was occupied bjr a firm snbetance, tbe coagnlafr- 
ed albnminous finid probably existing daring tUe. Tbe free poitioa of 
the tomor bulged towards the axis of the eye, even beyond the ssaie, 
and mast have prevented a view of the optic eminence doling oph- 
thalmoscopic examination.

Thin acctions were obtained from various portions of llie tumor and 
optic nerve, the selection unfortnnately not having been 8affici«atlt]i 
varied tn enable one to speak from positi«'e information with Rgarl 
to certain interesting points, cspecialiy with reference to tbe varioas 
etagee of the alteration in the retina. 

Transverse as well aa perpcndicnlar sections made Uirongfa tbe op- 
tic nerve, showed that no visible alteration in its Etruclure had oc* 
curred, a fact of great importance with reference to the prognosis in 
this case; also as to the advisability of an early operation. The 
fitructnre of the retina immediutely anrrounding the entrance of the 
nerve was also found to bv in an entirely normal condition. 

Just anterior to the optic papilla, perhaps a couple of lines, at the 
very edge of the tumor, a number of sections were obtained which 
were of great interest as allowing one to determine the bistological 
situation of the new growth. 

The retina cotild be seen to ascend the aurEoce of the tamor, tbo 
pigment epithelial layer intervening between the two. The ordinary 
80<alled granulation tinne was not to be seen at lliis point. Gnope 
of ronnd cells varying in siziG, but with large distinct nuclei, rotrod 
and oval, containing nucleoli, were arranged in an alveolar fona; 
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each graup of cells, compriAinjr from fnur tn twcWc indiridiials, was 
Burruunded bj* a delicate filirouii Iwrdvt, nnd occasionatly singlo large 
f^rpupH were separated iritu MmaDcr udcm bjr delicate fibrous septa. 
At rare iiitorvals a small liundic of spindle-shaped cells, with lunf^ 
oval nnck-i, could be seen to run fur a. short distance across the field, 
R<7 tlint the possibility, crcn prubability, was presetiled thai (he dire- 
olar aiTangcmcnt of the cells miKht be due to traDsverae and ubliqiifi 
sections of bundles of fasifonn cells. 

At this angle the choroidal blood vc»«o1s, mora proprrlj bloudvcs- 
aels of the tumor, were very largo, boiiDded by a relatively thin 
wall, and were more nuineruiis than elacwliere in the new growth. 
Wlien a smsllcvllcd accumulation did take place in the choroid, it 
assumed the more or less alveolar form. 




The structure of the tumor in general is represented in the wood- cat. 
A maKS of targe spindle cidls, packed closely together. containiitK 
large, distinct, round aud OTal nuclei, as a rule with but one. tJiough 
often with two, round, homogeneous, glistening, nucleoli. The celts 
are finely granular, the nuclei likcwiKe. At no part of Uie tumor, so 
! far m» examined, were cells found which contained cither fat or 
pigment. 

Arranged in bundles of varying thickness, one often met with trans- 
verse sections, whence the groups of apparently round cells repre- 
aenlcd in the cut. The croKs-NOOtion of a bloodvessel containing 
blood -corpuscles is alnn noen ; in connection with the wall of the ves- 
sel are two small band" of fibrous tisrtue forming trabeciilai, aupport- 
|iDg>boams for the cellular structure. 

These trabociilte were scattered irregularly throtigli the tumor, ofteo 
running to its free surface, at which point they spread fnu-shnped bo> 
Death the vitreous body. The pr'iper intcrccllul.ir eubstancc was ex- 
ceedingly scanty, funned of delicate Gbfos and finely granular material. 
Often, in fact a« a rule, in the hardened specimen, except at the 
I border, the appearance was presented as if only large, sIiarply-deQued 
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Mws iBdortolkei

The tunK^r having been sent awaj- befx« tb» Mctaons were tho- 
roof^hly esamin«d, iboee cau which l e p c ee e n t tbe tMina in coaaee- 
tiou, show it to be so th'irongfalr cbaaged that bo daaenu charactR^ 
iatic of its structure could be loand. Tbe oectloBa obtained were ftea 
that purtion of the lomiir, aa area in the 6nt wood^irt, from wkid) 
the si'giiieiit had been cnt mway. 

At thi? vt-rj Kurfnce or the tutnur was* tuxo a limithtg membraiir. be- 
neath wtiich was a limited tajer of cells, some six in d»p4h. These 
celU were closely packed together, oontwoed round. siogle^mcM 
wiUi nucleoli. The upper layers were appareuUj round, with ddicste 
iiilerccllular Q\>n:» ; tbe lowest layer, that itumediatety bordcnng tipoa 
the spindle<eMa oftlie tumor, was made up of &nastomo«inf|r stellate 
eelU, iromc«Iiiiti-ly Burniund<!<l by a coiwideritble anmant of byaliae 
inlercellnlar siibsiance, io wliicb were occasional minute graoalea aad 
wry delicate HbriU. So far as Ihie part alone of the tumor is con- 
cemed.amoic myxomatous character was presented. Occasionally, 
also, io tbe same vicinity, reeemblajicee to the atracturea of tbe gliusa 
were seen. 

From ^le fact, however, that these deviations from the dnracter of 
the general growth were limited to tlie position of the rvtina, the pre* 
existing aiiat 'niicvl pi-cullaritiea of the imnie vers prubably the direct 
cause of ihe varied pictures. 
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In a case of sarcoma the pmgnnsi* i« tiatnralty grave. Tho disenne 
Eifl, of course, essentially malignant, yot if any cxi-cption exists to tliia 
IftH lo other rules, the prewnt abould l»t> an instance of one. Sj>in<tlc- 
I celled Harcoma progresses vciy etawly. In the ease of our patient, the 

gruwth was of moderate aizo and ntrictl; conBived to the ejeball, the 

optic ni-ivc being healthy, anil ihfr orbital cavity fi-ce. General infec 
I tiuD through the lymphatics or circulation ih cmlinarrly prrcedcd by an 

estCDsioD of the disessc in ibo immediate vicii>tty, nliich had not 

here had time to take place. 

Prof. Weber is referred to by Knapp* as reporting two cases of cho- 

iToidal melanosis, on which he bad "p rated, the one iliirtton. the other 
twenty years before. Both patients were living. In a case of Prof. 
Dor's, reported by the same author, the disease, a apindle-celted iiarco- 
tna, made its appearance in l^Sti, and was operated on in IBGC, when 
the eye was in a stale of glaucomatoiix infliimmiiti«n, a pciiod conu- 
dcred extremely unfarorablo. No ii-currt-ncc had taken place uioe 
I years later. 

^ft In the present ease, the operation should hare be*n perfi-rmed as 
^P soon as the tumor was diag^uotiiicated, the deliy liaring beenamis- 
^P taken kindnesti to the patient. It n-on, linwerer, bo short and tlic pra> 
^ grcss of the discuM so inconsidorablv tliat it ia unlikely to have been a 
source of injury.

IMPALEMENT OF ABDOMEN AND THOnAX, WITH DISSK 
TION TWKNTY YEARS SCBSKUfENTLY.

Sous of tho older members of tho Society may recollect the case of 
impalomont which 1 rcporu-d tii this Society aiwnl ei|;htpen yM« 
uga. The accuuul waa publUhetl to ttie Uanuctioiis of the Society at 
that lime, ll waa, in brief, an account of a wuman 37 yeara of %gc, 
whu, in Klidio); (loivii tlie hny fVom a loll, was impaled on tlie hamlln 
of a pitch Turk, which i>iitered Uie body tbroii^h the vagina, to a dit- 
tai>c« of turci>ty-two iiiclii**, wbcie it wmt oirfsltid by tite upper luft 
rib, whii^h it Hpparvntly broke, and by ibe woman's fwt reaching tlio 
Boor. There was no injury of bladder, of uterus or of intestine, Uw 
urioe being passed without bloud, and there being no eecxpc of 
fteces or of flatua and no peiitouitie. I found blood flowing from the 
Tugiiia, and fulneaa aud soreneas and pain in the locality of tbe aup- 
poKCd fractured rib, where there wad allcrwards empbyaema ud 
crepitation a« of broken bone, and subHequently prominent callus. 
1 saw. also, tbe pitchfork-handle, with ibt abrupt bloody lioe twenty* 
two inches from its rounded end, and afterwards placed it in thu calri- 
net of the Society. 

The accident occurred August Tth, 1851. Tbe patient died Dec. 
29th, IBTl ; and I made the autopsy Dec. 3Ut, about forty-six Loon 
after death, of which the following is my report:— 

The IcH thorax was observed to be considerably more promiiwbt 
than tho right. No pcrcnssion wax mode. Dividing tlic right Htemo- 
costal cartilages and sawing through the left clavicle near Ibe slioul* 
dcr, I lifted the steruain and the lolt libs, czposiug tbe cavity of tlw 
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loft cheat, wbicb was found to be cotircly filled wilh proper contonU 
of tbe abdomen. Tbese were afterwards found lo be tlie stomacb, ibe 
tiaDsrerae colon wllb a few inolica or the detteouilin^ culun. and a 
COnRiderablc portion of tbc ttintill intcstiiicM. All of llit-iw bad piufied 
tlitviigh un opening in Uio diaphragm at the left of the median lin«. 
Tbis opening was kh irregnlar oval, with rounded edges, and occupied 
a largo part of tbo left half of tbe diaphragm, being aboat four inefaea 
iu diameter. Tbe stomach and all Lliat part of the intestines Ijing in 
iha chest, aiid aloo tJtc portion of small inteutine in the abdomen, were 
disteudod u-itb fliittut, while the deKCcniling colon and Kigmoid iloxure 
were »CBri:(;ly Urgcr than the linger and were filled witti itcybiilii. One 
fold of the email intestine in tbo cbeet. at the loft eide of the apertura 
io tbo diaphragm and JuHt above its coastrictJon, was agglutinated bj 
a red. rough thickening of its perttone-ol coat bo as to present a mass 
which was at fintt miMtaken for tliu H])li^n, which organ was iiftei^ 
wards found in tlic abdominal cavity and in bcaltliy coudtUon. Tliero 
wero some small coagula lying on tbo intestines in tbo riglit side of 
the abdomen, which 1 could explain only by referring tbcm lo this 
diseased surface, a small cffuaion liaviog occurred in life in the act of 
vomiting, or by aorao handling of the patient pott mortem. Tbe 
peritoneal coat of tli« intestineit wax gencially reddened, without being 
sticky, and there was no appearance of pus or of lyihph in tbe abdomen. 

There were adhesions midway of tbe left co«t;d pleura, between it 
and the omentum. The transverse colon and a fold of tbo small intes- 
tine were crowding against the clavicle and the npper rib. 

The callus of fracture of this first rib was quite conspicuons.* 

Tlic left lung was comprcseed to tbe Ihickncss of tbe hand, and was 
permeable to air only at its anterior surfoco, and in its lower lobe, and 
in all for a space of perhaps live- inches by one inch. It had also OOD* 
tracted adhesions with the stomach. Tbe heart was crowded to the 
riglit of the sternum. It was entirely healthy, as was also the right 
lung. 

On removing tli« contents of tbe abdomen, a large, irregular clca*

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tiix was quite obviouB in the peritoneum of the left recto-uterine ml 
de sac. 

I Bend for dcmonBtration the sternum and a portion of the left clavi- 
cle with the upper two ribs ; and also the left lower ribs, with ihe 
whole diaphragm and the organs in silu.* 

I had not seen this patient for nearly three j'ears before she died. 
Her last medical treatment was under "Homoeopathy," which eho 
testified her want of conGdcnce in, as all homoeopathists do, by adding 
'potential doses to the numerona comfits which it gratifies their credulity 
to swallow. There was a saucer full of sugar powders at ber bed- 
side, while she was in the habit of taking four teaspooufuls of lauda- 
num in a night. 

I am told that she suffered greatly and for many years with oppres- 
sion and flatulence, and constipation, and somctimea with nausea. 
She complained especially of the left sub-stemal region. She could 
not lie on her right side nor on her back, and was so tired of lying on 
her left side that she sat up most of the time for a year before her 
death, and had bed sores about the coccyx, i^he had sat up at night 
mostly for nine or ten years. Her last illness attracted the less atten- 
tion because her whole life had long been one of bo much siifienug. 
She complained, however, especially of pain in the left liypochondrium, 
and I could not but associate this with the inflamed intestinal perito- 
neum which I have described in that locality. With this pain, vomit- 
ing does not seem to have been a prominent symptom, althongli my 
information, hero, is not entirely reliiiblo. 

I am told that this patient, wiio in her various distress for many years 
had sought, at many hands, relief which she could never procure, hail 
for a long time been in the habit of taking opium and morphine in 
largo quantities.

T)ic Ueat- 
mijtit waa only by eoforccd rest, tlie cbc»t being mippoiiod liiTnly by ft 
broad band^j^o, und tlio i<yi)h>iu saturated witii inorpliinc, of which tha 
pfttiont icilt time grnins, iu ono-grain dosea. within aix tiours from tbo 
time of the injury. Tbo rccovoi^- was, jwihapa, not very remarkable, 
whou Vfc look at it in the li^t, ao to apoak, of aubcutoiieous aurgery, 
and consider that, except for tbe alight injury to thi- lung, lut prored 
by the omphys^nia, it wa.* only tho vagina and the diaplirogin and 
the rib or cartilage tlint wero injnrcd. The large, rounded ond of tbe 
pitchfork would much morv readily glide by organs tbandamagotbcm. 
The question immediately suggeataitacif how long bad these proper 
content* of the abdomen occupied the thorax ? I am entirely nnablo 
to anitwer this, baring made no careful exacnination wbatovor of tho 
patient after the first fortnight folloivinj; the injury. In tbo notes of 
tlie cxaminatJon, at my fiist vhlt, I nay. the patient lying on lier back, 
"Tbe abdomen was aomewliat tumid, but iiuiveraally reaonaut quite 
down to tbo (lanka. Tlic thorax resounds well, nUu, quite down to 
the back on cuch side, and tho respiration is bciti'd vveiywherv in 
-■ front." And the following day. Aagnst 8, 1851, in the nioming, I 
record, " Abdomen Tcaonaut universally and not tender. Thorax reso- 
nant; respiration veaicular. Some empbyaema above loA. clavicle. 
Paha not much uoceleruted." On tlie evening of tbe same day, I re* 
cord, " Empbywina not noticeable." Aug, 9, 1861. 1 atate, " Pulao 
120. Abdomen and cheat still resonant and not tender. It gives her 
pain in loft chest, as it baa from tbo beginning, to draw a full brcatbi 
and I do nt)t hear the reapiration, aa patient lies, in tbe lefl chest; 
but I euppcse thia to be from inanfficient expansion. She wears the 
bandage very tight." On the evening of the aame day, I record, 
"Pulse 1*20. Tongue dcnftcly coated. Abdomen and cheat resonant. 
Says that wh<-n she draws a lull breath ^ic feels something sn^ 
and catch in tho lefl chest." 

So much for the histoiy of tbo condition immediately after tho in- 
jury. I hitvo stated what tbe patient'a subsequent life was. Ilor 
dcutli Bcems to have been by (Krilonitia, which, strange to say, was 
in tlto ied thorax. Also, Oiia was, perbaiM, wilboal any such nausea 
as is uKunlly a preliminary and a constant symptom to peritonitis.

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VACCINATION WITHOUT A SCAR: 
Scar sot a Test or TnoBoucnsEsa or of Imucxitt.

In tho Spring of 1861 (see Boston Medical and Surgical Joiinial, 
Aug. 29th, I8CT), I read a paper to this Society, the object of which 
was, in part, to ehow that thorouglinese of vaccination, and the pro- 
tection afforded by it, depended upon an essential change wrought in 
the syBtem by the disease ; that this change could not be correctly 
estimated, nor with any exactness, by the size, peculiarities, and other 
appearances, or number, of the scars ; and that, on observed and phi- 
losophical grounds, the then apparently prevalent belief in such a test 
was only a popular error. 

As these propositions were somewhat strenuously contested by some 
members, an opportunity has been sought for ever since to demonstrate 
them.* At length, after much effort, many disappointmenta, and tho 
assumption of consideiable personal responsibility, such an opportunity 
has been secured; and tlie results are sufficiently decisive, it would 
seem, to remove all doubt in the matter. Although the erroneous 
idea appears to have been given up pretty generally hereabouts, and, 
in the present vaccine panic, seems to be wholly abandoned in practice 
by its former advocates, it is worth while that the question should be 
settled once tor ail if possible. If a single case can be found of 
thorough vaccination with complete immunity without any scar at all, 
tlien, however valuable as a proof of previous vaccine disease, tho 
necessity of a scar of particular form and peculiarities to secure tho-

"The following; in a lihttory of the experiment I hare performed at 
your sug^etitioii. 

"Nov. 21«t, 1.S71.— ^, «gcd aboMt I2y*iir»«, « hpullhy and hevty 
boy Vi'ho ti>d never been vaccinated, was obtained fi>rtl)fi proposed 
in a]. 

" A drop or more of pure virus, from a boy 14 years old, on tlw 8lli 
day of normal vaccinia, was drawn into th« long needle-pipe (about 
two inches long) of au ordinary nuWutatieoiui ayriage, which hod bcvn 
tried pi«viouAly witli another drop and it.H trostiness proved. The 
outside of Ihc iic«dlc was Umtii cleaned with an aqueoiut snlutioa of 
carbolic aoli] (one part to twenty), and csrefally washed and wiped 
off, in order to free it from any virus that might possibly adhere to 
the ouljiide. TImj necdlv, tJius clt-nne*! and containing a drop or more 
of pure ririiM inside, was passed with an upward diroction in flill 
lengtli under the cnlis in frout of the biceps of the loft ann-'Ko that tho 
point of deposit should be as far aa poaaiblo from the puncture. When 
thns well imbedded in tlic areolar timae only, it« contents were dis- 
charged. Afl«r this, tlie ncc<ll«, lying flat undor tlie skin, was turned 
round over a consideiable angle and moved about so as to secure a 
thorough snbculnneous wiping of tlie point, and then rapidly with* 
drawn. No blood followed; and the prick was to bo Been only witli 
difficulty. 

" Nov. 22d, 2d day. — .\ sliglit decp-«o*tod liardoess at the point of 
deposit abont the size of a bean, such as follows most suhcutatieous 
injections of modicine. No indications of inflammation. 

" Nov. 23d, 3d day, — Same as yesterday. 

" Nov. S4tb, Jth day — No increased swelling. No tenderness in &£. 
itla. No loss of appetite. No symptoms of conslitutionul diHlurbanco. 

"Nov. '21>th, ftth day.— Swelling (lump rather) is smaller. 

" Nov. '>6th and 27th.-— No change.

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had completed its "ecries of processes;" but left no scar, nor trace 
behind . 

That there was complete immunity against aubacquent vaccine die- 
eaao was clearly shown by the thorough re -vaccina lion twenty days 
afterwards, or forty days after the first subcutaneous Taccinal punc- 
ture. 

[Since this paper was read to the Society, a second re- vaccination, 
twenty-seventh day after the first, 'having the usual appearances of 
ordinary re -vaccination, pustule, redness, &c., without "taking," 
gave additional confirmation of tlio thoroughness and immunity of the 
primary subcutaneous scartess vaccination.] 

Variolous inoculation, " the only proper test," according to a Re- 
port of the British Provincial Association, though suggested, was not 
to be allowed in this case. 

In the paper of 1867, it was* shown that whether the scar i-esulting 
from vaccination as usually performed be large or small is an inciden- 
tal circumstance merely, dependent upon the amount of cutis de- 
stroyed by ulcerative processes not essentially peculiar to vaccine dis- 
ease ; and now, by the experiment just described, we have a completo 
demonstration that a scar is not absolutely necessary to perfect vaccine 
disease or its protective power. 

Two other persons were vaccinated subcutaneously, but were after- 
wards found unsuitable for full experiment, though the result)! arc not 
without interest. To continue Dr, Davenport's account; — 

" Dec. 8th. — y, aged 33, vaccinated subcutaneously as before de- 
scribed. 

" Dec. 11th, 4th day. — Swelling of the size of a small filbert, deep 
and under the skin. No tenderness in axilla. Arm itclies a little. No 
redness or other symptoms. 

"Dec. 13th, 6th day,— -Swelling subsiding. 

" Dec. 15th, 8th day. — No appearances, Now states that wlien she 
said that she had not been vaccinated, she meant during the present 
epidemic I 

"Dec. 30th. — I, aged 12 years, vaccinated subcutaneously. 

" Jan. 8th. — No appoarancea. Now admits a mistake, and says that 
he was vaccinated several years ago." 

In both those cases there was nothing to be seen subscrjuently, 
save the minutest point wliere the needle penetrated. It was ascer- 
tained, liiter, that hiitli had bceu properly vaccinated, thougli the 
marks now- pohited out arc equivocal. These cases show, liowever, 
that subcutaneous re -vaccinations may not he unlike many other re- 
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Taccinations performed in the nsnal w&y, in general nngatoiy fea- 
turee and reeults ; and are recorded here chiefly to Bhow thia, and the 
comparatiTe harmteesness of the sabcntaoeoas opcraUon. The last 
was not HO clear previons to the trial, and the responsibilitr, in ca^e 
of untoward event, had to be fully assumed at the outset. 

It is certain, however, that iu the first case the boy x had cover 
been vaccinated previous to our experiment. To bis case, therefore, 
no exceptions can be taken. 

These are the only instances where Babcataneons vaccination his 
as yet been permitted ; but now that it has proved to be nDatteni<:-i 
by diRa^reeable results, the experimeat can be repeated, witboat risk, 
by others who may incline to try it for additional confinnation of ib^ 
fact now established.
